Monday,  Jan.  2,  1871. 
The    members  of  tbe   two  blanches  of  the  City 
Council    met   in   the    City  Hall  .if  10  o'clock  this 
m  jrniug,  for  the  organization  of  the   Government 
for  the  present  municipal  year. 

BOARD   Ob'   ALDERMEN. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  was  called  to  order  at 
10  o'clock  by  Aid  jinian  Cowdin,  senior  member, 
in  service  in  1853  as  an  Alderman. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Common  Coun- 
cil informing  the  Board  that  a  quorum  of  members 
were  present,  ready  to  be  qualified. 

The  Board  went  into  convention  with  the  Com- 
mon Council  for  the  qualification  of  members  of 
the  City  Government. 

ELECTION  OF  CHAIBMA2.'. 

On  the  return  of  the  Board  from  convention,  it 
was  voted  to  proceed  to  the  choice  :f  Chairman. 

Charles  K.  Jenkins  was  elected  Chairman  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  reciving  It  ballots,  and  addressed 
the  Board  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF     THE  CHAIRMAN. 

Genllemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  :  For  this 
mark  of  respect  and  confidence  1  thank  you  most 
sincerely,  and  while  distrusting  my  fitness  lor  the 
office,  your  flattering  vote  assures  me  that  I  may 
confidently  rely  upon  your  aid  and  indulgence. 

The  duties  of  the  nominal  Chairman  of  th's 
Board  have  not  heretofore  involved  any  very  great 
degjee  of  responsibility,  and  it  is  with  the  desire 
that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  will,  during  the  present 
year,  appoint  the  committees,  and  continue  to  ait 
generally  as  the  presiding  (  nicer,  that  1  accept 
t_,is  position. 

The  circumstances  ender  which  the  present  mu- 
nicipal government  is  organized,  are  peculiarly 
favorable  to  the  harmonious  administration  of  af- 
fairs iu  the  interests  of  all  the  citizens.  The  res- 
ponsible part  in  the  government  of  the  city  as- 
signed to  this  branch  under  the  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances requires  much  time  and  attention  from 
the  members.  As  the  office  has  doubtless  been 
accepted  by  each  one  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
burdens  it  "imposes,  its  duties  should  be  performed 
cheerfully,  and  not  as  an  irksome  task. 

Let  us  remember,  gentlemen,  that  the  c<  mruuni- 
ty  in  which  we  have  'ived  and  prospered  has  its 
claims  upon  us  for  civil  service  in  time  ct  peace, 
as  impcritivE  is  it  his  for  military  service  in  time 
of  war.  and  that  the  reward  for  duty  well  per- 
formed is  no  less  honorable  for  the  one  than  the 
other. 

Gentlemen,  1  await  your  pleasure. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot  the  Clerk  was  di- 
rected to  inform  the  Common  Council  that  the 
Board  had  organized  uy  the  choice  of  Charles  E. 
Jenkins  as  Chairman. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Common 
Council  that  the  Council  bad  organized  I  y  the 
choice  of  Matthias  Rich  as  President,  and  Wash- 
ington P.  Gregg  as  l  lei  K. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin,  a  message  was 
sent  to  the  Common  Council,  proposing  a  conven- 
tion forthwith  for  the  choice  of  a  City  Clerk,  for 
the  present  municipal  year. 

The  Board  soon  alter  proceeded  to  the  Cominou 
Council  chamber  for  a  convention. 

After  the  election  of  a  Citv  Clerk,  the  Board  re- 
turned. 

At  lermen  Pope  and  Talbot  were  joined  to  the 
committee  to  prepare  joint  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  City  Council  during  the  present  muni- 
cipal year. 

The  order  of  the  Common  Council  in  reference 
to  printing   he  .Mayor's  Address  was  concurred  iu. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  one  member  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil from  eacb  ward,  be  a  committee  to  determine 
and  pay  the  allowances  of  State  aid  to  the  fami- 
lies of"  "disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  and  the 
families  of  Ihe  slain,"  persuant  to  the  acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth:    and  that  the 


said  committee  have  power  to  employ  a  paymaster 
and  such  clerical  assistants  as  rnayhe  required  for 
this  purpose;  and  that  the  expense  thereoi  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  soldiers'  Belief. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce. 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  1*70,  be  adopted  as  the  rules  and 
orders  of  this  Board  until  otherwise  ordered,  and 

that  Aldermen be  a  committee  to  report  if 

anv  alterations  are  required  therein. 

Alderman  Pierce  and  Cowdin  were  constituted 
the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope. 

Ordered.  That  Mondays, 4  l\  Jl., he  assigned  as 
the  day  and  hour  for  holding  the  regular  weekly 
meeting  of  this  Board,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered.  That  a  s  eeial  coroimftee.  consisting  of 
three  on  rhe  part  of  the  Board,  with  such  as  the 
Common  Council  may  jo'n,  be  apooiutad  and  au- 
thorized to  exeivis;  ail  the  powers  in  reference,  to 
the  Suffolk  street  District  conferred  by  the  City 
Council  of  lSTOupouthecommittee  in  said  district. 

Aldermen  Pope.  Jenkins  and  Little  were  consii- 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 

Aldermen  Pierce.  Little  and  \\  hite  were  chosen 
Committee  on  Accounts  on  the  part  of  the  Board, 
receiving  eleven  voles  each. 

Alderman  White  offered  ,i  iiefUi  n  fro>u  J.  J. 
.Mehttrick  to  hold  an  entertainment,  which  was 
granted  on  couditiou  that  the  same  should  be  held 
under  the  direction  of  the  police.

CONTESTED  ELECTIONS. 

Mr.  Xiles  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  on  Flections,  to  whom  were  re- 
lerred  the  notifications  from  Henry  W.  Foley  and 
John  A.  Holland,  contesting  the  right  of  the  pet- 
sons  who  received  certificates  of  election  as  mem- 
bers of  tne  Common  Council  from  Ward  6  to  hold 

the  seats  Which  they  now  occupy,  and  risking  lor  a 
recount  of  the  ballots  cast  for  Councllmen  at  /he 
last  municipal  election,  in  said  ward,  Submitted 
the  following  report: 

The  committee  obtained  from  the  City  Clerk  the 
sealed  box  containing  all  che  ballots  cast  at  the 
election  in  Ward  5 on  the  12th  December  last,  and 
having  opened  the  same,  found  in  addition  to  the 
ballots  which  had  been  counted  by  the  ward  offi- 
cers, a  sealed  package,  to  which  reference  was 
made  by  a  certificate  an  the  cover  of  the  box,  as 
follows:

This  box  contains  in  addition    to    the   recorded 
votes,  a  package  of  votes  taken   from   the  ballot 
boxes,  which  appeared  to  us  to  have  been  illegally 
placed  there.

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  statement,  that 
the  result  is  not  changed,  even  if  the  votes  rejected 


bv  the  ward  officers  are  included.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a  very  wide  discrepancy  between  the  pub- 
lished returns  of  the  ward  officers  and  the  com- 
mittee's count  of  the  recorded  votes.  The  same 
discrepancy  was  found  bv  the  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  last  year,  in  their  recount 
of  the  v  >tes  for  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  street  Com- 
missioners 

The  gross  carelessness  of  the  ward  officers  in  re- 
ceiving the  ballots  and  in  making  up  their  returns 
was  severelv  commented  upon  by  that  committee 
in  their  report  printed  in  City  Document.  .No.  117. 
As  the  petitions  referred  to  us  ask  simply  lor  a 
recount  of  the  votes,  and  do  not  allege  tr/.ud  in 
the  election,  the  committee  do  not  l>el  called  upon 
under  the  circumstances  hi  do  anything  more  than 
report  the  facts,  leaving  the  Council  to  take  such 
action  thereon  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  or 
necessary  to  preserve  the  puiity  o!  elections  here- 
after. 
The  report  was  accepted.

Bickford  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
cast,  and  are  elected,  and  that  Geo.  \\ .  Decatur. 
who  received  a  certificate  of  election  and  now  oc- 
cupies a  seat  in  the  Common  Council,  was  not 
elected.

Report  of  Port  Pbyttcian.  The  report  for  the 
quarter  states  that  quarantine  on  vessels  was  re- 
moved Nov.  1,  after  which  no  vessels  are  required 
to  stop  at  the  station.  During  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber there  were  67  vessels  examined,  viz.:  9  steam- 
ers, 8  ships,  19  barques,  17  brigs,  and  14  schooners. 
No  sickness,  or  anything  that  required  detention, 
was  found  on  these  vessels,  and  all  were  passed 
without  delay.  The  rags  that  were  taken  from  the 
brigs  Xavarii.o  and  Gilinor  Meredith  and  stored 
at  Gallop's  Islaad  in  .September  last,  were  kept 
until  the  frosts  of  November  came,  ami  thin. deliv- 
ered to  the  owners.

Three  of  these 
recovered  and  one  died,  leaving  no  patients  in  the 
hospital  January  1. 

Eleven  men,  colored  sailors  were  received  from 
Richmond  street  in  October,  under  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances.

recovered  and  was  discharged  November  4.  Tbe 
remaining  ten  were  kept  one  week  and  were  dis- 
charged, uot  being  sick.

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  held  at  their  office  in  Charity  Buildimr.  Mon- 
day, Jan.  0.  1871,  the  following'  resolution  was 
passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  (bin  nian  be  requested  re- 
spectfully to  represent  to  the  City  Council  that  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  desirable  that  the 
situation  of  the  proposed  Home  lor  the  Poor 
should  be  such  as  to  avoid  any  actual  or  supposed 
association  between  the  poor  and  the  punishment 
ol  offenders  against  the  law.  and  to  mitigate  as 
far  as  the  proper  regulation  and  management  of 
biich  an  institution  will  permit,  the  separation  of 
its  inmates  Irom  their  kindled,  heme  and  friends. 

And  that  in  their  opinion,  in  view  of  these  con- 
siderations. Deer  Island  is  not  a  suitable  place  lor 
such  an  institution. 

The  remonstrances  of  J.  51.  Beebe  and  others 
and  E.  10.  Hale  and  others,  set  forth  as  their  rea- 
sons, "believing  that  stub  an  establishment  should 
be  so  placed  as  to  avoid  any  association  with  penal 
institutions,  and  to  preserve  tor  its  inmates,  so  far 
as  its  due  regulation  will  permit,  reasonable  op- 
portunities lor  intercourse  with  their  frit  nds." 

The  remonstrance  of  Win.  Gray  and  others  is 
that  "believing  that  if  additional  accommodations 
are  needed  lor  the  poor,  they  should  be  furnished 
in  a  diftcicnt  locality."

621  77— making  a  total  for  the  year  ol  ¥300,717  64.

collection  of  ashes  at  East  Boston ,  (5863  20 :  iron 
stock  and  tools  in  blacksmith's  shop.  S4744  42; 
lumber,  >'35S9  99:  visitation  to  .New  \ork,  enter- 
taining guests,  carriage  hire  and  refreshments, 
S910  DO.  The  total  ol  incidental  expenses  was 
§204 1   04. 

The  amount   in    bills  deposited    with    the    City 

Treasurer  for  collection. was :  paid  into 

Mie  City  treasury  and  credited  to  the  department. 
$50,192  40.  Of  which  $31,519  78  was  during  the 
present  financial  year. 

There  have  been  conveyed  by  a  prison  carriage, 
furnished  by  this  department  and  for  which  no 
income  is  derived,  tne  following:  number  of  pris- 
oners: from  Court  House  to  .Tail  and  Jail  to  Court 
House,  4896;  Court  House  to  steamer  Henrv  Mor- 
rison, 3070;  Court  House  to  House  of  Correction, 
445— total  8411.  There  have  also  been  conveyed  by 
prison  vehicle  from  the  several  station  tiuuses", 
morning  and  evening,  to  City  l.ock-up  under  the 
Court  House,  and  for  which  a  charge  of  twenty- 
five  cents  per  head  is  made  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  such  conveyance,  as  follows:  males.  7045 ; 
females.  2:11  y— total.  10,564. 

S'reet  (.'leaning.  The  city  is  divided  into  two 
districts,  north  and  south,  the  division  line  being 
at  Summer  and  Winter  streets,  and  running  in 
nearly  tue  same  direction.  The  whole  city  is 
cleaned  twice  in  each  week  during  the  seasons  for 
sweeping  and  cleaning  the  same:  during  the 
stormy  season  employes  are  placed  at  crossings  on 
the  principal  thoroughfares  and  at  railroad  sta- 
tions. Within  the  space  of  ei'_rht  yeais  the  lo- 
ot teams  required  for  transportation  of 
merchandise  has  nearly  doubled,  consequently  the 
streets  have  accumulated  more  debris,  and  more 
labor  would  of  necessity  be  required  to  Keep  the 
thoroughfares  in  a  cleanly  condition.  As  the  pro- 
amnion of  labor  has  not  been  employed,  and  where 
more  is  required,  an  appropriation  to  meet  such 
should  be  made. 

The  estimates  for  tkis  branch  of  the  department, 
in  order  to  meet  the  demands  lor  a  better  state  of 
cleauliness.  is  estimated  to  be  S40.0OO  additional  to 
that  made  in  the  appropriation  of  1S70-71-  Had 
the  additional  appropriation  of  $21,000  asked  for  in 
1S70  have  been  granted,  the  same  would  have  been 
expended  for  the  benent  of  this  department  alone. 

The  whole  number  id  loads  of  street  dirr  col- 
lected during  the  year  was  3i.lStJ — of  this  a  large 
quantity  has  been  disposed  of  at  convenient 
dumps,  without  charge:  a  large  quantity  has  been 
piled  at  i-itv  stables,  for  sale,' and  a  considerable 
quantity  b.-is  been  sold.

Xheir  present  condition  is  far  above  that  of  any 
previous  year  since  tlie  organization  uf  this  de- 
partment, and  with  the  increased  demand  for  such 
i  turns  for  the  ia>i   few  years,  the  Superin- 
tendent says  there  are  but  few  that  are  not  habit- 
ahle  at  the  present  tune. 

The  subject  of  the  construction  of  w  ooden  build- 
ings is  referred  to  as  calliug  for  judicious  legiski- 
tain  on  account  of  their  large  increase.  Bj  their 
erection  light  and  air  on  uarrow  streets  arj  to  a 
certain  extent  shut  out  froui  the  inmates,  and  the 
Superintendent  is  of  opinion  that  legislation  is 
demanded,  it  >eing  the  opinion  of  many  thai  tnej 
should  be  uf  brick  onl)  . 

A  quotation  is  made  Irom  the  report  oftlie  t'"iu- 
luii  tee  mi  Health  mi  tins  subject,  and  it  is  remark- 
ed that  many  of  the  streets  arc  at  a  lower  grade 

than    those    of    their    mi.  rounding.-,    and  in    such 

ease>  the,  aic  a  receptacle  of  ua:.ie  water,  dirt, 
dko.,  and  as  parties  building  upon  such  street-  arc 
nol  require  i  to  obtain  a  building  permit  in  all 
ihe  tenements  are  placed  at  low  grades  and 
often  upon  marshy  and  low  lands,  without  the 
proper  means  of  drainage,  causing  a  nuisance  t.> 
the  immediate  aoigbborbood.  A  law  or  ordinance 
i--  recommended  whereby  a  permit  for  building 
should  in  all  eases  be  required  from  the  city  be- 
onstructing  the  same. 

In  many  tocBtiesthe  drainage  i-  very  imperfect 
and  the  results  that  follow  are  a  great  annoyance 
to  ail  interested.  Parties  Bh.ou.ld  be  compelled  to 
place  tenements  at  a  proper  era  ie,  «  itnout  regard 
t«  location.  The  evils  of  building  upon  marsh  aud 
low  lands  and  upon  narrow  streets  are  remarked 
upon  a-  increasing  and  requiring  interference. 

the  Board  of  Health  being  invested  with  great 
powc  sand  the  public,  necessity  of  stringent  laws 
tin  tlie  protection  of  tin-  community,  they  should 
exercise  that  right  ami  place  this  department  in 
-ion  ol"  laws  or  ordinances  that  can  be  en- 
forced. 

An  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Health,  relative  in  inspection  of  tenein  -nt  houses, 
i-  made,  upon  which  it  is  remarked: 

"inspection  ol  tenement  buddings  have  been 
made  weekly,  and  in  addition  ta  the  notices  served 
parties  have  been  wait"!  upon  and  accompanied 
the  Inspector  to  premises  requiring  attention  from 
the  department.  The  result  lias  proved  beneficial 
and  a  manifest  disposition  to  forthwith  place  the 
premises  in  a  condition  which  should  be  tenable 
baa  been  shown  by  those  having  charge  or  the 
properly."

To  Bis  Honor  William  Gastun,  Mayor  of  the  City  of 

Boston  : 

Dear  Sir — It  is  my  official  duty,  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  of  the  B  iard  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
to  transmit  to  you  the  inclosed  resolutions  which 
were  passed  by  the  Board,  as  a  token  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  Hon.  David  S'  ars. 

Mr.  Sears  through  a  long  and  honored  career  as 
a  citizen  of  Boston,  ever  evii.ced  a  warm  interest 
in  its  prosperity.  Public  spirited  and  liberal  in 
those  enterprises  or  works  of  philanthropy  which 
commended  themselves  to  his  judgment  while  liv- 
ing, he  has  now  departed,  leaving  however  a 
memorial  of  his  interest  in  the  poor  and  suffering, 
which  demands  our  grateful  remembrance. 

Making  the  eitv  authorities  the  almoners  of  his 
charity,  through  one  of  its  departments,  he  had 
the  satisfaction  of  witnessing  its  successful  ad- 
ministration before  he  died;  and  we  cannot  but 
hope  that  the  trust  thus  committed  to  its  officials 
will  be  sacredly  preserved,  and  will  he  a  Constant 
source  of  comfort  and  succor  to  those  unfortu- 
nate ones  who  necessarily  must  ever  form  a  large 
class  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  great  city.

A  careful  inspection  of  the  condition  of  the 
cows  from  which  we  get  our  supply  of  milk,  as 
well  as  the  milk  itself,  may  h"  necessary,  espe- 
cially should  the  Commissioners  on  Contagious 
Diseases  iii  (attic  fail  to  protect  us. 

said  commissioners  have  already  ordered  the 
inspection  of  ail  cattle  before  being  slaughtered 
at  Brighton,  &o. 

I  am  ot  the  opinion  that  especial  care  should  be 
bad  in  repaid  to  allowing  lic-h  meat  to  be  brought 
here  from  other  States,  as  it  is  not  easy  to  deter- 
mine whether  it  is  diseased  or  not.

inch. 

fifteen  of  these  plans  have  been  comuleted; 
twenty  arc  in  process  of  completion,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  finished  by  April  next. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  whole  survey  will  require 
one  hundred  and  thirty  sectional  plans  for  its  com- 
pletion; ami  if  the  pr;'sent  force  is  retained,  it  is 
expected  that  the  ••field  work"  of  the  survey  will 
be  nearly  comuleted  during  tbe  present  year. 

The  plans  slew  ;:ll  objects  on  the  lines  of  the 
streets,  such  a-  buildings,  walls,  fences,  and  also 
the  fronts  of  the  buildings  that  stand  back  from 
but  are  near  the  street  lines. 

The  survey  of  Dorchester  was  commenced  under 
the  direction  of  the  (  ity  survey  r,  i.y  order  of  the 
Selectmen,  in  November.  lst;9.  1'he  cost  of  the 
survey  (including  tbe  amount  expended  by  the 
town 'of  Dorchester),  to  January  1,  1871,  has  been 
^3305  Hi. 

During  m rst  of  the  past  year  two  parties,  con- 
sisting of  six  persons,  have"  been  employed  on  this 
survey.  Tbe  most  easterly  portion  of  the  district 
has  been  survived,  inelu  'ing  that  part  where  the 
population  is  the  most  ck use,  and  where  the  streets 
are  the  most  numerous.  Ten  sectional  plans  have 
been  completed;  ten  are  in  pro -ess  of  completion; 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  survey  of  the  whole 
district  will  require  one  hundred  plans  fur  its 
completion.  A  large  amount  of  "field  work"  has 
beeu  done,  which  will  he  plotted  during  the  pres- 
ent winter. 

It.  is  expected  that  the  field  work  of  this  survey 
will  be  completed  by  another  fall,  and  that  the 
plans  Will  all  he  finished  during  another  winter. 

This  siuvey  is  being  made  similar  to  tb?  one  in 

the  Roxbury'Distriet',  The  plans  being  made  id  «ec- 

.  tions  of  tbe  same  size  as   the    Uoxbury  plans;  but 

they   are   drawn    to  a  different  scale,  being  forty 

feet  to  an  inch. 

The  lines  of  the  streets  in  this  district  are  not 
well  defined;  and  in  some  instances  cannot  be  de- 
termined by  any  reliable  laudmarks.  Upon  the 
completion" of  tbe  survey  of  this  ward,  I  would 
recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  .city 
io  determine  ami  fix  the  street  lines  permanently 
by  stone'  monuments,  or  other  suitable  bounds. 

Under  the  acts  of  tbe  Legislature  of  1870.  lot  the 
establishment  of  ,iue  meridian  line  or  lines  to  be 
perpetuated  by  substantial  srone  posts  or  pillars, 
in  consultation  with  the  State  Commissioner,  a 
suitable  locality  has  been    lecided    upon  for    the 
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election  of  tlie  meridian  posts  on  the  southerly 
portion  of  the  "parade  ground,"  on  Boston  Corn- 
inon;  but  a  t  such  a  disiance  from  tlie  iron  fence, 
and  from  the  wat°r  i>ipes  in  that  locality,  as  to  he 
free  from  all  local  attraction  to  the  needle.  The 
posts  are  now  being  placed  in  position  according 
to  the  true  meridian  line  as  given  by  the  State 
Commissioner.  They  are  three  in  number,  uf 
granite,  eighteen  inches  square  at  the  base,  one 
foot  square  at  the  top,  and  eight  feet  long,  iieing 
tirmly  set  in  a  lied  of  concrete,  with  their  tops 
just  below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  A  stone 
curb  is  placed  even  with  the  surface  of  che  ground 
over  the  top  of  each  post,  with  a  metallic  compo- 
sition cover  secured  by  a  slidebolt,  but  so  ar- 
ranged that  the  top  of  each  post  is  easily  accessi- 
ble. 

Jn  the  month  of  September  hist,  a  report  was 
made,  at  the  request  of  the  City  council,  of  the 
estimated  Expense  of  a  survey  and'  plan  of  the  city 
proper. 

The  report,  after  being  sent  to  the  City  Council. 
Was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  City  survey- 
or's Department,  and  at  a  meeting  of  that  com- 
mittee, held  November  21,  1X70.  it  was  voted  to  re- 
fer the  subject,  with  other  unfinished  matters,  to 
the  next.  City  Council. 

The  report  is  added  as  an  appendix  to  this  re- 
port, and  the  estimated  cost  of  a  thorough  survev 
was  §100,000. 

The  foregoing  statement  shows  only  a  portion  of 
the  work  performed  in  the  office,  there  being  work 
of  a  miscellaneous  nature,  m  the  giving  of  grades 
and  fines  of  slreets,  surveys  and  levels,  and  plans 
for  the  PilvTng,  Sewer.  Public  Buildings,  Public 
lands,  and  other  departments. 

The  separation  of  the  engineer's  and  Surveyor's 
Departments  nas  proved  to  tie  satisfactory  to  both, 
making  the  duties  of  each  better  managed  and 
systematized.  There  are  ;:to4  classified  index 
plans  in  the  surveyor's  office  There  are  also 
tnany  plans  not  indexed,  including  fifty-two  of 
streets  in  Last  Huston,  forty  of  streets  in  South 
Boston,  and  [dans  pf  twenty-loot  streets  in  Sooth 
Boston,  with  an  increase  of  bound  volumes  by 
the  addition  of  copies  oi  official  plans  and  by 
the  annexation  of  L'oxbiti  v.

It  was  almost  be- 
yond the  jurisdiction  ol  the  Board  to  make  a  re- 
fusal of  what  the  Council  required  in  this  meas- 
ure, and  would  probably  obtain,  whatever  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  believing  it  was  a  proper 
order,  he  was  in  favor  of  it,  and  should  v.  te  for  the 
reconsideration. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  regretted  that  this 
question  had  come  up  again,  so  it  had  been  well 
disposed  of  in  the  vote  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  so  satisfactory  had  that  actios  been  to 
a  large  majority  of  the  citizens.  He  hoped  tnat 
in  making  the  motion  to  reconsider,  the  Alderman 
would  have  given  some  reason  for  it,  for  he  failed 
to  see  any  good  reason  for  this  expenditure.

Alderman  Pierce  submitted  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  in  print. 

The  Superintendent  states  that  the  sum  of  $804.- 
384  89  was  expended  by  the  Paving  Department 
during  the  municipal  year  1870,  for  paving,  repav- 
ing.  grading,  repairs  of  streets,  removing  and  lev- 
elliug  snow,  and  for  grade  damages,  etc.  These 
expenditures  were  made  on  eighty  streets  and  por- 
tions  of  streets  in  the  city  proper,  twenty-eight  in 
South  Boston,  twenty-one  in  East  Boston,  forty-six 
in  Roxbury,  and  thirty-two  in  Dorchester.  The 
largest  items  tor  pa\  ing  weie.  on  Columbus  ave- 
nue, wooden  pavements.  989,316  26;  Broadway  and 
Dorchester  avenue,  grading,  and  paving  with  small 
granite  blocks.

of  the  road  in  1870,  $32,374  33.  Under  the  act  of 
1870,  annexing  a  portion  of  U'rookiine  to  Boston, 
seven  thousand  additional  lectin  length  oi"  streets, 
were  given  to  the  earc  of  the  department.  In  an- 
swer to  the  complaint  in  relation  to  keeping  the 
load  in  good  order,  in  comparison  with  that  of 
the  driveway  at  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir,  the 
Superintendent  says: 

The  Milldam  road  is  used,  not  only  for  pleasure 
driving,  but  also  for  heavy  teaming,  in  wet  ana 
dry  weather,  at  all  times  and  seasons.  Ihe  great 
amount  of  tiave!  m  wet  weather  grinds  up  and 
ruts  the  surface,  anil  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
grade  of  the  road  is  a  -'dead  level,"  the  water, 
passes  off  very  sloivly,  and  the  street, after  a  day 
or  two  of  nun,  is  a  sheet  of  liquid  mud.  On  the 
Chestnut  mil  driveway  there  is  no  heavy  teaming 
tit  any  rime,  and  no  travel  whatever  in  wet 
weather;  the  grade  rising  and  falling  with  the  un- 
dulating surface  of  the  country,  the  water  passes 
off  rapidly,  and  in  a  few  hours  after  a  storm,  the 
road  not  liaving  been  cut. up  by  vehicles,  is  smooth 
and  dry  and  ready  for  pleasure  travel.  The  Chesc- 
nuthiil  driveway  is  what  is  known  as  a ''Telford 
.Macadam  road."  Few  persons  know  or  realize 
the  expense  of  constructing  arid  maintaining  in 
goad  condition  a  road  of  this  character,  its  first 
cost  being  nearly  equal  to  that  of  a  stone  uave- 
ment,  and  its  maintenance  ten  times  as  great.  I 
am  convinced  tnat  an  attempt  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  road-bed  of  this  style  on  Beacon  street 
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would  Dot  be  attended  with  results  commensurate 
with  the  expense  incurred;  and  that  the  most 
economical  and  satisfactory  plan  would  be  to  pave 
the  avenue  with  the  best  quality  of  wood  or  stone 
pavement. 

The  appropriations  heretofore  made  for  the  Pav- 
ing Department  have  not  been  sufficient  to  make 
the  improvements  called  for  on  Beacon  street,  and 
also  execute  other  work  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  necessary  for  the  safety  of  public 
travel  and  convenience  of  business  in  "other  sec- 
tions of  tbe  city,  and  consequently  the  much  need- 
ed impro  'ements  on  this  avenue  have  been  post- 
poned from  year  to  year,  until  its  present  condition 
is  discreditable  to  the  city.  A  good  portion  of  the 
blame  for  this  neglect  is  imputed  to  the  Superin- 
tendent, by  those  who  imagine  that  he  is  clothed 
with  unlimited  powers  to  do  all  and  everything 
which  the  citizens  may  require;  whereas,  the  or- 
dinances especially  provide  that '-the  city  shall 
not  be  responsible  for  any  of  his  doings  that  have 
not  been  ordered  by, the  City  Council  or  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  or  sanctioned'  by  express  vote." 

The  superintendent  states  that  he  has  not  been 
able,  under  tbe  appropriations  made,  to  rut  this 
street  iu  the  condition  in  which  it  should  be,  and 
recommends  that  the  paving  of  the  street  from 
Oharles  street  to  the  cross-dam  should  be  com- 
menced as  soon  as  the  season  opens,  and  prosecut- 
ed with  all  possible  despatch. 

Ten  yenrs  ago.  tbe  total  length  of  streets  open  to 
travel  in  the  city  was  one  bundled  and  two  miles; 
at  the  present  time  there  are  one  hundred  and 
ni'iety-tive  miles  of  public  or  accepted  streets 
alone.  Thirty-one  miles  of  these  were  added  by 
the  annexation  of  Koxnury.  and  fifty-one  miles  by 
the  annexation  of  Dorchester. 

To  keep  one  hundred  and  ninety-live  miles  of 
streets  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  all  classes  at 
citizens  is  a  formidable  and  expensive  undertaking. 
The  old-fashioned  cobble-stone  streets,  and  roads 
made  of  coarse  gravel  and  broken  stones,  left 
loose  to  be  worn  smooth  by  the  travel  of  vehicles, 
are  no  longer  tolerated  by  a  public  educated  to  a 
due  appreciation  of  small  grauite  blocks,  or  wood 
pavement,  and  Central  l'ark  or  Chestnut  Hill 
driveways.  The  public  demand  better  roads, 
'•shall  tiie  C  ovorn  nun  t  comply  with  the  demand?'' 
is  a  question  which  lias  been  considered  and  post- 
poned from  time  to  lime.

172,  acts  of  1866,  so  asto  allow  the  payment  of  aid 
to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  who  being  at  the 
time  of  their  enlistment  and  now  inhabitants  of 
this  State,  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  to  tbe 
credit  of  any  other  loyal  State  between  ibe  19th 
April.  18-51,  and  the  1st  September,  1865. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  support  of  the  order, 
stated  that  it  happened  in  many  cases,  men  whose 
residences  were  in  this  State,  but  who  were  resid- 
ing elsewhere  out  of  it  on  account  of  work,  enlist- 
ed on  the  call  for  troops  in  regiments  of  other 
States.  His  attention  had  recently  been  called  to 
a  case  of  this  kind,  in  which  tbe  health  of  the  sol- 
dier had  been  broken  down,  and  he  had  a  family 
to  support,  but  under  the  State  Aid  law  he  was  not 
entitled  to  the  small  amount  allowed  to  disabled 
soldiers,  and  his  family  were  in  a  state  approach- 
ing starvation. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  could  not  agree  to  pay- 
ing State  aid  in  such  cases;  for  if  men  went  out  of 
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the  State  to  eulist,  because  they  could  obtain  a 
greater  bounty,  they  should  look  to  those  States 
where  they  eulisted  for  their  support. 

Alderrnan  Cowdin  said  he  believed  the  Alderman 
did  not  understand  him  correctly.  The  parties  re- 
ferred to  did  not  go  out  of  the  state  to  enlist,  but 
were  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  temporarily  resid- 
ing out  of  the  State,  and  responded  to  the  call 
without  regard  to  the  matter  of  pay. 

Alderman  (iibson  replied  that  if  soldiers  enlisted 
in  other  States,  and  were  counted  on  the  quota  of 
such  States,  they  should  be  taken  care  ol  where 
their  services  were  accounted  for.  Ufherwise  we 
should  he  called  upon  to  pay  for  the  soldiers  of  all 
the  other  States. 

Alderman  Pierce  asked  that  the  order  be  laid 
over. 

Alderman  Cowdin  cited  the  cases  of  companies 
which  were  organized  and  not  accepted  by  the  au- 
thorities of  this  State,  when  thev  proceeded  to 
JS'ew  York  and  were  joined  to  the  Mozart  regiment. 
These  soldiers  were  not  allowed  State  aid  for  their 
families,  at  first,  but  were  afterwards  Drovided 
for. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  subject  should  have  a 
thorough  examination  before  petitioning  the  Leg- 
islature in  relation  to  further  legislation.  There 
was  one  case  now  before  the  Legislature  in  which 
the  City  Council  calls  for  legislation,  but  which 
if  it  had  been  thoroughly  considered,  would  never 
have  been  sent  there.  'This  subject  he  knew  was 
carefully  considered  in  the  Legislature  in  1866,  in 
view  of' all  the  various  considerations  affecting 
aid  to  soldiers,  and  he  doubted  whether  if  the 
question  were  opened  anew,  it  would  not  lead  to 
great  difficulties  which  could  nut  now  be  foreseen. 


Alderman  1'lumer  said  he  agreed  with  the  Al- 
derman who  had  just  spoken,  that  the  subject  hid 
already  been  carefully  considered  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  if  it  erred  at  all,  it  wis  on  the  right  side. 
in  being  libera)  in  granting  aid.  The  proposed 
coarse  would  be  opening  the  bars  which  would 
lead  to  dangerous  expenditures. 

Alderman  Cowdin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays, 
but  consente  J  that  the  order  should  lie  over.

The  order  for  the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Legisla- 
tuic  for  amendment  ol  State  aid  Acts  so  as  to 
allow  State  aid  to  soldiers  belonging  io  this  State 
who  served  in  the  (juota  of  other  loyal  states 
between  April,  18B1,  and  Sept.  1, 1865,  was  con- 
sidered. 

AldHruaaii  l'ierce  stated  that  since  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  he  ha  1  examined  this  subject 
thoroughly,  and  wa3  satisfied  that  this  city  ought 
not  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  have  the  act 
relating  to  st ite  aid  amtu  Isi.  The  Legis  ature 
considered  the  subject  with  much  care  in  i860,  in 
'8(i7,  and  again  last  year,  and  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  .t  was  not  wise  or  expedient  so  to  extend 
the  principle  upon  which  the  act  was  base  I  as  to 
increase  the  amount  to  be  pai  1  tor  state  aid.

which  has  been  paid  by  the  city  in  bounties  and 
aid  to  soldiers  and  th3ir  families.  The  city  and  the 
Commonwealth  have  been  mindful  of  ihe  great 
services  of  the  soldiers,  and  in  doing  so  have  gone 
to  the  utmost  verge  of  liberality  in  legislation, 
which  it  is  thought  best  to  go'  Viewed  in  this 
light,  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  should 
not  petition  t  >  have  the  act  changed. 

Alderman  Covvdin  said  he  agreed  with  the  Al- 
derman that  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
city  had  done  nobly  for  those  who  fought  the  bat- 
i  tes  of  the  country.  Vet  there  might  be  one  more, 
possiblv  fifty  more.  who  have  been  neglected  or 
have  now  been  found,  and  if  so  surdi  pardons 
should  not  be  neglected  any  longer  nor  allowed  to 
sutler.  So  long  as  he  was  able  ro  do  anything  lor 
such  persons,  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer. 
It  was  probable  he  was  so  situated  that  he  saw 
mo  re  of  such  cases  of  suffering  than  anyone  else 
did.  There  was  one  family  that  he  knew  of,  and 
there  might  be  ten,  who  were  suffering  from  want 
of  food. 

It  was  a  custom  in  the  Legislature  to  pas-  an 
act  one  year  and  repeal  it  the  next,  and  repeal  an 
act  one  year  and  reounct  it  the  next.  There  have 
been  provisions  made  quite  fully  for  relief  ol  sol- 
diers or  their  families,  yet  then'  may  be  a  few  left 
which  have  not  been  picked  up,  arid  shall  these 
continue  to  he  neglected?  The  heart  revolts  at  it. 
It.  might  cost  S100  or  STOOD,  on  looking  over  what 
sacrifices  these  soldiers  went  .through  in  (be  war. 
not  one  who  was  present,  including  himself,  would 
have  been  willing  to  have  taken  their  risks  in  the 
sacrifice  of  their  lives.  There  may  be  liltv  widows 
or  one  hundred  children  who  would  receive  i  lew 
dollars  by  a  further  provision,  and  this  would  be 
nothing  at  all.  lie  hoped  the  order  would  pass, 
and  while  he  knew  the  heart  <>''  the  Alderman  was 
right,  it  could  not  do  any  harm  to  rake  up  a  few 
scattering  Hakes,  and  provide  for  the  poor  widows 
who  had  not.  been  included  in  the  State  aid. 

Aldrrniin  lier;;  :a,  I  if  there  are  tiftv  -s  the 
Alderman  says,  who  have  not  been  provided  for  by 
State  aid,  be  did  not  doVlbt  there  was  |.onc\  olenc'o 
enough  in  the  community  to  supply  their  wants. 
.No  act  could  be  made  which  would  meet  e\  cry 
case,  and  hiiina  n  ingenuity  could  never  so  legis- 
late as  to  provide  for  every  human  want,  should 
it  lie  attempted  to  meet  all  tue  cases  of  need.it 
may  lead  we  know  not  where.  The  amount  ex- 
pended last,  year  was  $62C,O00,  of  which  the  ciW 
pavs  forty  per  cent.,  or  some  $260,000.  Of 
this  sum  of  $250,000.  for  which  this  city  is 
taxed,  lmt.  the  small  amount  ol  $95,900  comes  back 
for  the  relief  of  Boston  soldiers  and  their  fami- 
lies. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  it.  was  hardly  ncoo-i-.iiy 
to  say  a  wor  1  al'.or  the  ground  had  been  so  well 
gone'ovci.  lie  differed  With  th:'  Alderman  who 
thought  there  was   need   to   rake   in  a  few  more  to 

be  provided  wtth  State  aid.  in  the  little  experience 
he  had  had  as  a  member  of  the  committee  from 
his  ward,  lie  was  convinced  that  there  was  more 

need  of    weeding    out    rather    than  of    raking  in. 

There  were   cases  Where   parries  were   receiving 

state  aid  who  earned  $700  or  sson  a  year,  Ol  were 
paid  St"!  or  SI  a  da\  at  the  Custom  House.  Male 
aid  was  not  designed  for  such  persons,  but  tor 
those  who  were  in  necessitous  circumstances. 

Alderman  CoWdiri  said  he  agreed  With  the  Alder- 
man   that,   there   was  need  ol  weeding  out  in  SOUie 


instances  and  of  gathering  in  in  other  cases  of  those 
who  were  in  need.  Congress  had  heen  engaged  in 
passing  supplement  after  supplement  in  settling 
the  difficulties  of  the  country,  and  when  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  peace  prevails  over  all  the  land,  there 
should  he  no  objection  to  raking  after  the  harvest 
and  providing  in  the  fold  for  all  who  are  yet  suf- 
fering. There  were  several  cases  which  he  knew 
of,  in  which  citizens  of  Massachusetts  served  in 
New  Hampshire  regiments,  and  they  were  exclud- 
ed from  aid  under  the  present  law. 

Alderman  (iibson  objected  to  going  outside  of 
the  limits  of  the  State  to  provide"  for  soldiers.  If 
we  were  called  upon  to  provide  for  >ew  Hamp- 
snire  soldiers. we  should  a'sobe expected  toprovide 
for  soldiers  in  all  the  other  .New  Kngiand  states. 
if  these  men  enlisted  in  New  Hampshire  regi- 
ments, it  was  piobablv  because  thev  could  get 
more  money  there.  Why  should  this  state  pay  for 
these  who  found  it  to  their  advantage  to  go  tuere? 
He.  was  willing  to  provide  for  our  soldiers,  and 
other  states  should  do  the  same  for  theirs.  There 
was  no  reason  why  this  matter  should  come  up 
here,  and  he  could  not  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  Cowdinsain  he  believed  the  Alderman 
did  not  fully  understand  the  designs  ol  the  order. 
In  his  own'  case,  he  had  under  his  command  men 
from  New  Brunswick  and  from  Canada.  Who  was 
expected  to  take  care  of  them?  The  Alderman 
would  not  sav  they  should  be  taken  care  of  by  their 
Governments.  .Many  of  these  men  did  go  home 
and  in  some  cases  were  entirely  disabled!  In  ao- 
ordance  with  his  pledge  to  tne'  soldiers  when  they 
went  to  the  war,  he  should  vote  for  such  measures 
as  are  necessary  to  provide  that  they  shall  oe  tak- 
en care  of.

had  considered  the  matter  carefully,  and  came  to 

inclusion  that  what  v  is  asked  for  the  «  s1  »te 
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WM  on  the  Whole  a  very  fair  price,  and  that  it 
was  tor  the  best  interests  of  the  city  to  buy  it. 
Unless  a  purchase  was  made,  ami  should  the  case 
go  to  a  Jury,  he  did  not  doubt  that  some  lawyer 
would  De  found  to  work  upon  their  sympathies, 
and  get  more  than  SlUOU  above  that  price.  The 
property  was  assessed  at  $57^;,  which  of  course 
would  DOt  he  the  lull  value  of  the  estate. 

It  was  objected  that  ;he  city  ought  not  to  go  in- 
to the  real  estate  business,  or  pay   more   than   the 

assessed  value  of  property.    But  the  city  has  do 

option  in  the  case,  for  whan  properly  is  surren- 
dered it  must,  be  purchased.  Then  the  city  is  buy- 
ing property  every  daj  winch  is  not  wanted  for 
street  widening.  There  are  three  e  fates  of  that 
kind  in  Middlesex  street,  and  one  on  Chapman 
street,  and  the  committee  are  all  i lie  tin  c  engaged 
in  negotiations  for  property  ol  trie  kind  surren- 
dered. It  cannot  be  expected  that  they  can  lie 
taken  at  the  assessed  valuation,  yet  some  of  these 
estates  are  taxed  as  much  as  they  ale  worth.  On- 
ly one  offer  of  sale  had  lieen  made  at  the  assessed 

valuation. 

In  looking  over  the  various  cases  of  this  class,  it 
was  found  that  there  was  considerable  difference 
between  th.«  assessed  valuation  and  the  offer  made 
by  the  committee,  and  this  had  proved  to  be  as 
low  as  any,  with    one   exception.    The   settlement 

of  tins  question  was   Important,  because   If  the 

Council  vote  not  to  take  this  estate,  then  the  com- 
mittee will  nol  negotiate  fbl  any  more.  The  only 
course  will  then  he  for  the  parties  to  surrender 
their  estates  and  go  to  law  .  There  IB  DO  option  for 
the  city  but  to  take  the  property  surrendered, 
That  there  may  be  a  fair  expression'  of  opinion  on 

the  subject,  he  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

•Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  opposed  the  order  on  the 
ground  that  the  committee  had  adopted  an  arbi- 
tary  rule  in  establishing  the  valuation  of  such 
estates,  a  valuation  of  $5700  having  been  fixed 
upon  by  experts,  which  was  ten  per  cent,  above 
the  assessed  value,  and  yet  the  committee  propose 
to  pay  $6100  for  the  estate.  The  estate  was  not 
needed  for  street  widening,  and  the  city  ought  not 
to  go  into  the  business  of  Imying  real  estate.  He 
was  therefore  oppose  I  to  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Smith  mentioned  several  cases  in  the  pur- 
chase of  estates  not  wanted  for  street  widenings 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  this  was  but  a 
small  amount,  which  was  involved,  et  it  would 
establish  an  important  precedent.  He  would  like 
for  more  time  to  consider  it,  and  moved  to  lay  the 
order  on  the  table.    Carried.

Committee  on  the  Pire  Department,  to  whom  was 
referred  an  order  proposing  to  pay  John  Hake  for 
injuries  done  to  his  son  Charle«  by  a  steam  bre 
engine,  made  a  report  that  tbe  order  ought  to  pa  -s, 
but  in  a  oew  draft,  which  they  submit,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  John 
Hake  the  sum  of  -Slf",  in  full  for  the  personal  inju- 
ies  sustained  hy  his  son,  (.liarles  Hake,  who  was 
ruu  over  by  Steam  Engine  No.  11  on  tbe  ?2d  Octo- 
ber, 1870,  upon  said  John  giving  to  the  city  a  re- 
ceipt and  discharge  in  lull  satisfaction  of  all 
claims  and  demands  on  account  of  said  accident; 
the  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Pire  Department. 

Tbe  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

Mr.  Webster  of  W)»rd  (i  offered  an  order  request- 
ing the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Legislature  lor  an 
amendment  of  ibe  acts  of  isua  and  Is70,  authoriz- 
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ing  the  city  to  lay  out  streets  in  Wards  13, 14, 15 
and  16,  so  that  in  the  laying  out  of  streets  the  city 
shall  not  he  required  to  pay  the  damages  at  the 
time  of  laying  out  of  such  streets  until  taken  pos- 
session of  for  street  purposes,  and  not  assess 
betterments  until  after  the  streets  are  completed. 
On  his  motion  the  order  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Streets.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8, 

Ordered,  That  tne  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  cancel  the  bond  numbering  2400, 
which  was  given  by  Wm.  E.  Underwood,  ana  bear- 
ing date  Jan.  2,  1871,  upon  his  surrendering  the 
agreement  received  from  the  city  to  convey  a  lot 
of  land  on  Harrison  avenue;  and  tiiat  the  Superin- 
tendent of  jfublic  Lands  be  directed  to  issue  to 
said  Underwood  a  new  agreement  of  the  same 
date  upon  receiving  from  him  a  new  bond  lor 
$"547,  being  the  principal  due  on  the  old  bond, 
witb  the  sum  of  $252,  which  is  for  1U8  feet  of  laud 
that  is  to  be  added  to  the  lot  purchased  by  him 
Jan.  2,  1871. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  offered  the  following, 
which  was  read  once: 

Or'ered,    that  there  tie  allowed  and  paid  H.  W 
Longfellow  the  sum  of  SMSG6  75,  for  lithographing 
500  plans  of  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  the  same  to 
be  charged  to  the  Suffolk  Street  District  Loan. 

The  order  to  pay  Emily  H.  Sanford  for  estate  G8 
Chapman  street,  six  thousand  one  hundred  and 
titty  dollars,  on  her  giving  a  satisfactory  deed  of 
the  same,  and  acquittance  for  all  damages  and 
expenses  iu  consequence  of  the  taking  of  said  es- 
tate, was  taken  from  the  table  and  cocsidered. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  it  was  on  his  mo- 
tion that  the  order  was  laid  on  the  table,  not 
knowing  at  the  time  of  any  precedent  for  the  pro- 
posed action.  Since  that  time  be  had  examined 
the  law  under  which  the  Suffolk  Street  Territory 
was  taken  for  improvement,  and  found  that  it  was 
not  only  expedient  in  such  cases  as  this,  to  take 
property,  but  necessary  to  do  so.  By  the  pro- 
visions of  this  statute,  when  Hie  property  is  taken, 
the  title  vests  alone  in  the  city.  If  any  party  shall 
agree  to  the  conditions  upon  which  the  territory 
is  tilled,  the  title  again  passes  t J  them.  This  agree- 
ment must  be  with  the  constitute  (([authorities, 
and  the  authorities  are  the  Committee  on  the  Suf- 
folk Street  District.  By  the  provisions  of  section 
2,  it  is  provided  that  in  case  ol  failure  to  agree  the 
party  shall  file  a  bill  in  equity,  and,  if  not  satisfied, 
may  have  a  jury  trial;  and  it  may  be  two  or  three 
years  before  the  party  can  get  a  dollar.  In  the  case 
of  the  Church  street  property,  the  committee  could 
settle  without  coming  to  the  City  Council.  Pur- 
chases on  that  territory  were  made  to  the  amount 
of  §100,000,  and  in  the  sales  of  property  so  pur- 
chased the  city  made  from  twenty-rive  to  fifty  per 
cent.  In  thiscase  panics  arc  agreed  that  the  price 
proposed  to  be  paid  is  fair,  and  he  was  satisfied  to 
leave  the  matter  to  a  committee  of  seven  or  more. 
It  was  understood  that  the  committee  were 
unanimous,  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  Where 
persons  were  willing  to  sell  at  fail  p.iceB,  he  was 
in  favor  of.  the  committee's  going  ahead  ami  mik- 


ing purchases,  without  going  to  the  Superior 
Court  and  hanging  up  the  cases  for  two  or  three 
years.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Uyan  of  Ward  13,  the  ordi- 
nance to  amend  an  ordinance  in  relation  to  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  printed  city  doeament  No.  16, 
1871.  was  tasen  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Mr.  Dickinsou  said  he  regretted  being  obliged 
to  speak  agaiu,  but  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  his  attention  had  been  called  to 
this  matter.  The  history  of  it  was  this,  the  pro- 
vision being  found  on  page  403  of  the  ordinances, 
that  when  the  ordinances  were  codified,  the  re- 
quirement was  brought  to  notice,  having  beeu  un- 
known and  for  a  long  time  previous  a  dead  letter. 
It  provides  that  when  the  supplies  called  for 
amount  to  r>300  and  more,  the  directors  shall  ad- 
vertise in  the  newspapers.  The  Board  believe  it 
to  be  very  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  change, 
and  that  this  provision  should  be  done  awav 
with. 

The  Board  of  Directors  get  together  every  day 
in  the  week,  and  there  is  laid  before  them  a  requi- 
sition tor  some  kind  of  supplies.  Some  member 
familiar  with  the  market  for  the  particular  article 
is  designated  to  make  the  purchase,  and  be  knows 
where  to  get  it  at  the  best  advantage.  As  an  illus- 
tration, a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  toid 
him  of  a  case  m  which  ceal  which  was  needed, 
was  purchased  at  S2  a  ton  less  than  the  city  was 
paving  at  the  time,  after  having  made  a  contract 
bv  advertising.  Ihe  same  thing  was  true  in 
another  case  iu  the  purchase  of  flour,  as  related 
by  another  Alderman  who  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  time. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  a  member  recom- 
mended the  purchase  of  five  hundred  barrels  of 
flour,  expressing  the  belief  that  flour  would  rise 
in  a  few  days.  The  purchase  was  made,  aud  the 
result  wis  as  anticipated,  proving  a  great  saving 
to  the  city,  which  could  not  have  beeu  made  had 
they  been  obliged  to  advertise  lor  a  supply.  The 
members  Of  !he  Board  are  gentlemen  having  the 
interests  of  the  city  in  view,  and  if  disposed  to 
take  advantage  for  their  own  benefit,  tiie  enforce- 
ment of  this  provision  would  be  no  safeguard. 

The  provision  was  only  calculated  to  hamper  the 
Board,  and  it  would  be'  extremely  foolish  to  re- 
tain it.  The  subject  came  up  once,  when  it  was 
proposed  to  s'rike  this  out  in  connection  with  an- 
other provision  that  no  member  of  the  Board 
should  l:c  allowed  to  furnish  supplies  himself. 
That  amendment  was  lost  on  thatjaccount,  but  in 
striking  out  the  requirement  to  advertise,  the 
other  provision  is  retained. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  believed  the  subject  to 
be  of  great  importance,  and  moved  an  adjourn- 
ment, which  was  carried.

REPORT   ON   FREE    FERRIES. 

Alderman  Woolley.  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Ferries,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  1*.  S.  &  J.  B.  Huckins  and  others  fo.'  a 
reduction  of  tolls  for  the  transportation  of  lum- 
ber; also  the  communication  from  the  •  Directors 
of  the  ferries,  recommending  that  foot  passengers 
be  allowed  to  pass  free  of  toll,  and  who  were 
directed  by  an  order  of  tte  City  Council  to  con- 
sider the  "expediency  of  reducing  the  toll  for  all 
teams  and  abolishing  what  is  termed  the  "long 
tolls:"  made  a  report  that  after  careful  considera- 
tion, they  were  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  for 
the  city's  interest  to  abolish  all  the  tolls  on  the 
Last  Boston  ferries,  both  foot  passengers  and 
teams,  and  they  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  that  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May 
in  the  year  1S71.  the  ferries  between  East  Boston 
and  the  city  proper  shall  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated free  of  tolls.

INCREASE  OF  PERMANENT   ASSESSORS. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  a  majority  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Assessors'  Department, 
on  the  order  to  consider  the  expediency  of  amend- 
ing the  ordinance  concerning  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  elec- 
tion of  six  assessors,  who.  with  the  first  assi.-tant 
aaaeeaoni,  shall  be  chosen  for  a  term  of  years.made 
a  report,  recommending  the  passage  of'the  accom- 
panying ordinance. 

The  ordinance  provides  that  as  soon  as  may  be 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  there  shall  be 
elected  by  the  <  oncurrent  vote  of  the  two  branch- 
es ci  'the  City  Council,  an  assessor  of  taxes,  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  Ihe  Boardof  Assessors  aa  pro- 
vided by  section  six  of  the  ordinance  concerning  the 
LSSeeament  and  collection  of  taxes,  to  hold  his  of- 
fice for  the  same  length  of  tune  and  under  the 
same  conditions  as  the ■"members  of  the  Board  al- 
icady  elected. 

It  further  provides  for  the  election  of  six  BE 
SOIB  on  the  first  Monday  in  February.  1872.  or  With- 
in sixty  days  thereafter,  two  of  whom  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year.  t.\o  for  two  years,  and  two  for 
three  years  from  first  of  April.  is7J;  an. I  annually 
afterwards  there  shall  t.e  elected  two 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  flic  assessors  so 
elected  may  be  removed  at  any  tune  by  the  <  ItJ 
Council,  and  vacancies  may  be  rilled  at  any  t  me 
for  the  Unexpired  term  in  the  same  inannei  as  the 

original  appointment. 

Section  2  provides  that  on  the  tir-r  Monday  in 
February  in  the  year  1873  there  shall  In'  elected  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
City  Council,  one  f,rst  assistant  assessor  for  each 
assessment  district  in  the  city — half  of  the  whole 
number  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  half  for 
two  vears  from  the  hist  of  Ajirii.  1 S 72 .  Ainuialh 
lliorciftcrw.irds,  mere  shall  lie  one-'.ialf  of  llic  as- 
sessors elected  for  two  years,  and  vacancies  may 
be  tilled,  and   removals   made   as    in   the    ease   of 

the  permanent  assessor-. 

Aecnmpam  me.  'be  repoit  was  the  folio*  uig  : 
The  undersigned,  a  member   of    the    Coniin 

on   the    a.8SPStsors'  Department,  respectfullj  dis- 
sents from  the  recommendation  of  Hi.    majority, 
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believing  that  live  persons  are  fully  capable  of  per- 
forming all  the  duties  required  by  the  principal 
assessors,  anil  that  do  change  in  the  present  sys- 
tem would  be  expedient  at  tnis  time. 

L.  B.  Cutter. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  an  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  subject,  stating  in  support  of  the  mo- 
tion that  the  .-.ssessors  are  as  able  to  discharge  all 
the  duties  of  their  oftlce  with  their  present  num- 
ber as  the  Hoard  can  desire.  The  expenses  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors  had  increased  very  rapidly 
within  a  few  years,  as  he  would  show.  Last  year 
the  pay  of  the  assessors  was  048,019  06,  and  ten 
years  ago  it  was  but  $lti,184  74;  the  clerk  hire  last 
year  was  sMT.'JiHi  06,  and  ten  years  ago  &42U5  74.  So 
great  an  increase  as  this  should  lead  the  Board  to 
consider  before  making  it  larger.  The  taxes  ol  the 
city  were  now  enormous,  and  it  was  desirable  that 
they  should  not  be  increased.  Tberi>  was  no  call 
for  an  additional  assessor,  and  one  was  not  wanted. 
On  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  be  would 
ask  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  were  ordered. 

Alderman  ltieker  said  he  hoped  the  subject 
would  not  lie  postponed.  Reference  was  made  to 
increase  of  expenses  in  ten  years,  but  in  what  had 
not  such  expenses  increased  in  that  time,  and  in 
almost  everything  in  like  proportion,  in  the  city, 
Mate  and  nation?  Agcntlemau,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Board,  told  him  that  he  served  as  an 
assistant  assessor  many  years  since,  and  all  the 
compensation  he  received  was  a  simple  dinner. 
The  fact  that  there  had  been  an  increase  in  the  ex- 
pense he  regarded  as  a  poor  argument.  The  du- 
ties of  the  oftiee  have  increased,  and  with  an  in- 
crease of  territory  the  expenses  must  Increase. 
There  are  no  heads  of  departments  who  work 
harder  than  the  assessors.  They  are  not  confined 
to  the  usual  hours  of  other  officers,  but  are  at  work 
early  and  late,  and  when  their  regular  duties  are 
discharged,  attend  to  calls  and  answer  inquiries. 
it  will  lie  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  make  the 
increase  proposed,  and  more  than  the  amount  of 
salary  will  be  saved 

Alderman  Cutter  said  that  since  he  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Hoard  he  had  often  visited  the  As- 
sessors' Department,  and  found  that  there  was  but 
little  business  done.  There  was  hardly  ever  a  quo- 
rum of  the  Board  present,  and  at  this  time  of  the 
vear  there  was  but  little  found  to  do.  He  had 
been  assured  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  au 
increase,  although  of  course  there  would  be  no 
objection  made  to  it,  and,  in  case  of  the  annexation 
of  Charlestown,  there  might  he  sufficient  labor  for 
six  assessors.  That  beiug  the  case,  there  cannot 
be  work  enough  now  for  an  additional  a«sessor. 

Alderman  ltieker  said  there  must  be  some  dis- 
crepancy between  the  information  obtained  by  the 
Alderman  and  that  received  by  hiin.  Xot  only 
will  there  be  a  necessity  for  another  assessor  iu 
case  of  the  annexation  of  Charlestown,  but  there 
is  need  of  another  at  the  present  time. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  understand 
that  the  assessors  come  to  the  Hoard  tor  more 
help.  He  hoped  that  the  motion  would  prevail, 
for  it  was  uncalled  for  to  act  on  the  supposition 
that  other  cities  would  be  annexed. 

Alderman  r/lumer  said  the  facts  were  briefly 
these.  They  had  five  principal  assessors  last  year 
competent  to  perforin  the  daties  of  the  office. 
They  bad  turned  off  one  who  was  competent  to 
discharge  the  duties,  representing  a  section  of  the 
city  comprising  a  valuation  of  S4u,000,000,  and  had 
elected  in  his  place  one  who  is  not  able  physically 
to  perform  the  duties.  As  a  matter  or  economy 
another  assessor  should  be  elected,  conversant 
with  the  pioperty  of  that  district,  and  three  or 
four  times  his  salary  would  be  gained.  The  time 
was  coming  when  there  must  be  six  principal 
assessors,  and  he  hoped  the  gentleman  who  had 
been  defeated  w  mid  be  elected. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  appeircd  that  the  pith 
of  all  this  movement  was  to  make  an  office  for  a 
defeated  candidate 

Alderman  Kicker  said  this  was  not  what  actu- 
ated this  committee  in  making  their  report.  An 
order  was  drawn  as  long  ago  as  in  August  last  to 
provide  lor  this  increase  of  assessois,  and  this 
order,  introduced  before  the  election, had  no  refer- 
ence to  the  defeat  of  any  candidate. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  he  spoke  for  himself 
alone,  and  not  for  the  committee,  in  what  he  said. 
A  competent  man  had  been  defeated  for  office,  and 
a  man  bad  been  substituted  for  him  who  was  not 
so  able  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Alderman  Cowain  said  he  considered  the  re- 
marks of  the  Alderman  to  he  a  reflection  on  the 


Hoard  of  Aldermen  as  to  their  action.  He  con- 
*idere  i  himself  to  be  responsible  to  the  people 
who  sent  him  here  for  the  niannerin  which  he  dis- 
charged ins  duties,  and  such  remarks  were  not 
appropriate  in  this  Hoard.  He  did  not  wish  to  re- 
ft rt  on  the  action  of  anyone.  In  relation  to  an 
additional  assessor,  he  thought  the  time  would 
come  w  lien  one  would  he  nee  eil,  and  it  might  be 
now  .  Thirty-one  ye;irs  ago,  he  was  elected  an  as- 
sistant assessor,  and  served  three  mouths  fur 
nothing.  There  was  not  then  such  a  scrambling 
for  otlice  as  there  is  now,  and  men  were  willing  to 
sen  e  the  city  without  pa\ .

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  the  Council  could 
not  do  a  worse  thing  than  to  pass  the  amendment, 
for  he  could  not  see  why  any  person  should  pur- 
chase of  himself.  The  amendment  proposed  to 
strike  out  all  reference  to  members  of  the  Board 
in  the  purchase  of  goods  of  himself  or  of  any  oth°r 
member. 

Mr.  Vannevar  referred  to  page  137  of  the  ordi- 
nances, relating  to  contracts  with  city  officers, 
which  he  thought  covered  all  that  was  required, 
should  the  amendment  proposed  by  bim  be  car- 
ried. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  explained  last 
week  quite  fully  the  reasons  lor  the  passage  of  the 
amended  ordinance.  The  provision  in  the  last 
part  of  section  7,  proposed  to  he  stricken  out.  [that 
"no  member  of  the  Board,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, for  himself  personally,  or  in  trust  for  any 
other  person,  shall  have  aoy  pecuniary  interest  in 
turnishins:  supplies  for  the  institutions,  or  in  any 
contract  for  the  same,"]  is  a  very  proper  one,  and 
should  be  recoguized  as  such.  As  had  been  re- 
marked, the  directors  did  not  come  here  to  ask 
lhat  this  provision  should  be  struck  out,  but  that 
so  much  should  be  struck  out  as  hindered  them  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties. 


With  regard  to  the  provision  on  page  137  of  the 
ordinances,  he  doubted  whether  it  would  apply  in 
this  case  At  any  rate  he  could  not  see  any  harm 
in  allowing  this  provision  to  remain,  if  it  were 
true  that  the  other  met  the  case,  he  could  not  see 
any  reason  to  repeal  the  one  without  a  repeal  of 
the  other.  The  provision  should  stand  as  was 
proposed  by  the  Board.  It  would  be  foolish  to  re- 
peal all  after  the  word  "price,"  for  it  would  be  ex- 
pected that  the  Board  should  purchase  at  the 
lowest  market  price.  As  it  stands  it  is  but  an 
introduction  to  what  follows  naturally,  and  it 
would  be  unwise  to  remove  the  restriction. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  0  said  there  was  a  differ- 
ence in  the  provisions  of  the  two  ordinances  ;  that 
on   p.ige   137    providing    that    no    member  ol   the 

city  Council  or  Bo  u-.i  shall  be  interested  in  s  eon- 
tract  unless  the  same  is  expressly  authorized  by 
ordinance  or  older,  while  this  has  reference  to  an 
executive  officer  furnishing  supplies. 

.Mr.  Vannevar  stated  thai  Ibe  directors  say  that 
they  cannot  make  a  contract  with  a  member  of 
the  City  Governmeut. 

.Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  this  matter  may 
have  been  investigated  by  members  ol  the  Coun- 
cil, but  not  by  himself,  'it  was  a  "very  Important 
matter,  a  question  which  ha  bad  not  sufficiently 
examined  to  act  upon  at  this  lime.  He,  there- 
for,-, moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table.  Carried, 
by  a  vote  of  26  to  8, 

"it  was  voted  that  it  be  assigned  to  0  o'clock  on 
Monuay  evening  next. 

NEW  AVENUE  ACBOS8  CHARLES  BIVER. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters,  to  whom  was  lelerred  the 
order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Gener- 
al Court,  now  in  session,  for  the  passage  of  an  act 
authorizing  the  construction  of  a  new  avenue  from 
some  point  on  Beacon  street  across  Charles  Kivcr 
to  Cambridge,  made  a  report  that  the  passage  of 
the  order  was  originally  recommended  bv  the 
Joint  .standing  Committee  of  the  City  Council  on 
.streets,  who  have  given  the  subject  careful  con- 
sideration. As  this  application  to  the  Legislature 
is  merely  for  authority  to  construct  an  avenue 
U'jon  a  line  to  be  hereafter  defined,  and  does  not 
commit  the  citv  to  the  emerprise  at  the  present 
time,  they  are  of  opinion  that  this  order  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  G  moved  that  the  order  be 
laid  on  the  table.    Lost— 12  to  27. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  the  pronosition  was  to  build  a 
bridge  from  Cambridge  to  Boston,  out  on  the  Mill- 
dam!  The  question  was  what  kind  of  a  bridge  was 
it  proposeil  to  build,  and  whether  it  was  not  some 
land  scheme  or  project  for  tilling  of  flats  for  spec- 
ulative purposes,  and  the  injury  of  property  on  the 
Mil  Idaru  by  narrowing  the  river.  All  bridges  are 
rilled  up  solid  fora  considerable  distance,  and  there 
was  no  certainty  what  it  was  proposed  to  do.  He 
would  like  to  have  the  views  of  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, and  whether  it  is  designed  to  make 
compensation  for  the  displacement  of  water  in  this 
filling  of  flats  He  did  not  wish  to  have  this  hur- 
ried through  without  anybody's  knowing  anything 
about  it,  and  would  move  that  it  be  recommitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Harbor,  with  instructions  to 
obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners 
on  the  subject. 

Mr.  KlyuuofWard  7  said  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  was  not  present,  and  he  did 
not  suppose  this  subject  would  come  up  tonight ; 
otherwise  he  should  have  obtained  plans  fioin  the 
City  Engineer  in  relation  to  it.  He  moved  that 
the"  subject  be  laid  on  the  table.    Carried.

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  10,  from  toe  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  who  were  di- 
rected to  advertise  for  proposals  for  a  site  for  En- 
gine House  No.  4,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

The  committee  advertised  as  directed,  and  re- 
ceived the  inclosed  proposals,  viz. :  Estate  on 
Congress  street  (corner  of  Lindall  street)  §94,909  10; 
estate  on  Cnardon  street  (corner  of  Grant  place) 
971,000;  estate  on  State  street  (Nos.  15G,  158,  oppo- 
site head  of  India  street)  $50,000;  estate  on  Sud- 
bury street  (Nos.  57,  59)  §35,000;  estate  on    Howard 
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street  (No.  4.3)  §26,000;  estate  on  Kilb/  street  (>'os. 
83,  85)  $25,000;  estate  No.  37  Howard  street  (oppo- 
site Somerset  street)  $1 7,500. 

After  caretully  considering-  the  above  proposals, 
the  committee  deem  it  unadvisable  that  any  of 
them  should  be  accepted. 

The  city  owns  a  lot  of  land  situated  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Hamilton  street  and  Hamilton  alley,  meas- 
uring thirty  feet  on  the  street,  which  is  fifty  feet 
wide,  and  sixty  feet  on  the  alley,  which  bounds  on 
the  side  and  rear,  and  is  fourteen  feet  wide.  'Ibis 
lot  cost  the  city  $5500,  and  is  conveniently  situ- 
ated and  connected  with  the  surrounding  streets. 
The  committee  believe  that  a  building  Containing 
accommodations  for  Engine  No.  4,  and  a  spare 
engine,  hose  cairiage  or  fuel  wagon,  can  lie  erect- 
ed on  this  lot  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $15,000.

Sir.  Say  ward  replied  that  it  was  a  street  leading 
from  Battery  inarch  street. 

Air.  Flanders  wished  to  know  whether  there  was 
not  a  site  to  be  had  in  Charlestown  or  Ward  16? 

Mr.  Sayward  replied  that  there  was  none  that  he 
was  aware  of. 

The  report  was  accepted.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mersey  of  Ward  12, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Institutions  at 
South  Boston  and  Deer  Island  consider  and  report 
upon  the  expediency  of  removing  the  House  of 
Correction  to  Deer  Island  or  to  soine  other  Island 
in  Boston  Harbor. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  ottered  the  following: 

Whereas,  in  view  of  the  late  disastrous  tire  at 
the  House  of  Correction,  the  question  arises  of  the 
expediency  of  building  a  suitable  structure  to 
accommodate  the  increasing  demand  of  the  prison. 
or  of  making  such  alterations  in  the  present  build- 
ings as  will  lor  the  time  render  the  condition  of 
the  same  convenient  and  adequate  to  the  safe- 
keeping and  employment  of  the  prisoncis;  there- 
fore, 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public 
Institutions  be  authorized  to  procure  plans  to  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council,  together  with  esti- 
mates of  the  cost  of  both  projects,  ana  that  the 
sum  of  $5000  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  same;  and  that  the  Auditor  of  .Accounts  be 
authorized  to  transier  said  sum  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  House  of  Industry  for  that  special 
purpose. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  a  motion  was 
made  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  for  its  passage. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  hoped  the  motion 
would  not  prevail.

The  necessity  for  addirional  accommodations  is 
imperative. and  the  committee  therefore  request  the 
City  Council  to  secure  the  basement  ef  the  E  Street 
Church,  and  tit  the  same  for  the  use  of  the-  new 
classes  which  are  to  be  formed  as  soon  as  accom- 
modations can  be  provided,  and  this  thev  hope 
will  be  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

$5824  44.  Several  plans  have  been  made  for  rebuild- 
ing Neponset  bridge,  varying  from  $25,533  to 
$7500.  The  cost  of  repairs  on  Milton  bridge  are 
estimated  at  10,500,  and  of  Commercial  street 
bridge  at  Commercial  point  at  $5000  to  $20,000. 
The  cost  of  repairs  on  Milldam  bridge  amounted  to 
$8821  60 ;  Longwood  avenue  bridge,  $3480  83.  The 
amount  paid  on  contract  for  rebuilding  Mount 
Washington  avenue  bridge  to  Jan.  1,  1871,  was 
$40,404. 

In  relation  to  the  other  bridges,  it  is  stated  that 
some  of  them  are  in  good  condition;  the  abut- 
ments of  some  of  the  railroad  bridges  have  cracked 
badly,  iron  cramps  are  necessary  in  some  cases, 
and  painting  is  needed  in  others.  A  new  ferry 
drop  and  tank  have  been  built  at  the  East  Boston 
(new)  ferry,  better  than  any  built  hitherto.

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  agreed  with  the  re- 
marks oi  the  AUlermw.  that"  it  belongs  to  the 
Commonwealth  to  furnish  asylums  for  inebriates 
as  well  as  asylums  for  the  insane,  the  city 
is  obliged  to  pay  forty-live  per  cent,  uf  the 
expenses  of  all  the  state  institutions,  and  beside* 
takes  care  of  all  its  own  insane.  If  such  an  in- 
stitution is  established  it  should  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Commonwealth.  He  hoped  that  the 
order  would  be  rejected,  an  1  not  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  also  in  the 
ilea  th  it  this  Home  shoul  I  be  a  State  institu- 
tion. We  nave  now  the  H  asbingtomau  Home, 
where  inebriates  go  of  their  own  free  will  and  ac- 
cord 'and  remain  until  they  are  able  to  take  proper 
care  of  themselves.  Drunkenness  was  a  disease 
which  grows  upon  a  man  until  he  becomes  dis- 
eased mentally  as  well  as  h»d*ly,  aud  there  should 
he  a  State  institution  to  which  all  such  persons 
should  be  sent  temporarily  by  the  courts.  There 
was  now  in  circulation  a  petition  to  raise  $100,000 
for  a  new  building  for  the  Washingtonia  j  Home, 
one-balf  of  which  was  asked  for  of  chc  st:Ue.  He 
did  not  doubt  the  present  order  was  offered  in  the 
Common  Coum  il  Iron,  the  best  of  motives,  out 
should  vote  for  laying  it  on  the  tabic. 

Alderman  Pierce  hope.l  it  would  be  indefinitely 
postpoued. 

Alderman  Plunicr  withdrew  his  motion,  when 
Alderman  Pierce  moved  an  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  order.  In  reference  to  the  application 
on  behalf  of  the  Washington! as  Home,  he  did  not 
doubt  the  state  would  do  its  pal  .  appropriating 
the  $50,000  asked  on  condition  that  the  citizens 
would  subscribe  a  like  amount,  which  he  had  no 
dou>>t  would  lie  done.  He  trusted  that  the  city 
would  not.  continue  to  build  up  institutions  for  the 
Commonwealth,  and  pay  :heir  bills,  while  ii  was 
required  to  pay  a  large  share  of  the  expense  of 
State  institutions  of  the  same  class.

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  5  raised  the  question  of  order 
that  HrJ  Croak  having  the  requisite  number  of 
votes  and  having  been  elected  by  the  other  branch, 
should  be  considered  as  elected. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  that  the  Council 
again  proceed  to  ballot  to  rill  the  vacancy. 

Mr.  Flynn  further  urged  his  point  of  order. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  two  persons  having  the 
same  number  of  votes,  neither  of  them  could  be 
elected,  when  there  was  a  call  for  but  one. 

Another  ballot  resulted  as  fol  lows :

Mr.  Wyman  was  declared  to  be  elected,  in  non- 
concurrence. 

The  order  concerning  the  expediency  of  erect- 
ing a  suitable  structure  to  accommodate  the  in- 
creasing demands  of  the  House  of  Correction,  or 
of  making  such  extensive  alterations  of  the  pres- 
ent liuildiug  as  will  render  the  same  adequate  to 
the  safe  keeping  and  employment  of  the  prison- 
ers; and  for  plans  and  estimates  for  both  projects, 
anu  an  appropriation  of  §5000  therefor  coming  up 
on  its  passage, 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  its  reference  to 
the  Committee  on  I'ublic  Institutions,  as  the  most 
suitable  disposition  of  it,  that  committee  having 
under  consideration  an  order  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council.  When  tne  question  was 
considered  of  the  removal  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, it  was  not  desiranle  to  lay  out  so  much  money 
for  plans  as  was  proposed. 

Mr.  Saywnrd  of  Ward  1G  said  it  was  evident 
something  must  be  done  temporarily  to  relieve  the 
wants  of  that  institution  at  the  present  time.  The 
appropriation  for  plans  seem  to  be  large,  but  the 
Board  of  Directors  do  not  mean  of  necessity  to 
spe»d  the  proposed  sum  of  money.  They  wisti  to 
have  plans  made  to  show  what  is  necessary  to  be 
done,  but  the  order  does  not  say  where  the  Honse 
of  Correction  shall  be  located.  To  refer  to  the 
committee  proposed  would  only  delay  what  should 
be  done  right  away.  If  not  needed  for  the  plans, 
the  amount  can  be  properly  taken  care  of  bv  the 
Dii  ectors ;  but  if  only  92600  or  $8000  shall  be  grant- 
ed, it  might  become  necessary  to  come  again  to  the 
Council  for  an  additional  sum. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  0  said  the  amount  proposed 
was  large  in  procuring  plans  for  buildings  wheie 
they  were  not  wanted.  An  order  was  now  pend- 
ing concerning  the  removal  of  the  institution,  and 
it  would  he  poor  economy  to  procure  plans  for 
buildings  before  it  is  known  where  they  are  to  in- 
located.  No  architect  could  make  such  plans  as 
would  be  required  without  knowing  where  the 
buildings  were  to  ne  erected. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  tbe  Committee  on  Public 
Institutions  was  carried. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  in  relation 
to  public  institutions,  (printed  City  Document  No. 
16,  IS71)  was  considered. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.Vaioievar  of  Ward  8,  to  amend  the  ordinance 
by  striking  out  all  alter  the  word  "price."  in  the 
fourth  line,  providing  that  no  member  of  tin- 
Board,  either  directly   or   indirectly,  for    himself 

Eersoually,  or  in  trust  for  any  other"  person,  shall 
ave  any  pecuniary  interest  in  lurnishi  ig 
supplies  tor  the  institutions,  or  in  any  contract  lor 
the  same. 

.Mr.  I'erkins  of  Ward  6  said  the  effect  of  the 
amendment  would  be  this,  that  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  would  be  anie  to  contract 
with  themselves,  except  so  far  as  it  was  prohibited 
In  any  other  provision;  of  the  ortli nances,  as  o"> 
page  1.17,  which  provioes  that  no  member  of  the 
City  Council,  or  ol  any  Iminl,  BiMlM  ».6  interested 
in  any  contracts  or  agreements,  etc..  unless  the 
same  be  authorized  by  some  ordinance  or  order  of 
the  City  Council. 

If  the  object  was  to  allow  members  to  make  con- 
tracts with  themselves  or  with  members  of  the 
City  Council,  the  object  will  not  he  accomplished. 
The  Directors  will  say  in  accordance  with  the 
amendment  wished  liy  them  in  not  being  obliged 
to  advertise,  that  they  must  purchase  the  goods  or 
supplies  at  once,  you  are  under  the  disabilities 
of  the  ordinance,  which  requires  an  oiVcr,  and  wo 
can  have  nothing  to  do  with  you.  lie  believed 
that  this  was  but  an  entering  wedge,  and  if  car- 
ried, that,  the  other  restrictions  would  then  be  re- 
moved, provided  on  page  l:>7.  Mich  kind  of  truck 
and  dicker  of  members  of  the  City  Council  was  ob- 
jectionable. 

It  was  not  desirable  that  members  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Institutions  should  buy  of  themselves, 
and  the  provision  as  it  stands  now  is  wise  and 
judicious.  The  amendments  asked  lor  by  the 
board,  that  they  mav  make  purchases  without  ad- 
vertising, may  be- adopted  ;  but  it  is  desirable  that 
the.  other  provisions  should  stand.  He  would  not- 
put,  in  the  way  of  the  Hoard  any  meb  (ewptatrotis 
as  the  pioposed  amendments  would  do,  and    he 


hoped  it  would  be  rejected.    Tne  amendment  was 
carried  by  a  vote  of  34  to  13. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  it  was  unfortu- 
nate that  this  subject  came  up  iate  in  the  evening, 
as  it  had  befoie,  when  the  Council  was  not  fall. 
As  amended,  he  was  opposed  to  the  ordinance,  as 
it  defeats  the  good  object  which  was  bau  in  view 
by  the  amended  ordinance.  As  it  is,  bt  believed 
it  would  be  better  to  let  the  ordinance  stand  with- 
out amendment.  The  clause,  which  it  was  asked 
by  the  Hoard  to  strike  out,  has  been  inoperative 
f'"r  years,  and  it  would  be  better  to  have  it  remain 
as  it  is  than  to  repeal  the  wise  and  proper  provi 
sions  with  respect  to  the  members  having  a  pecu- 
niary interest  in  furnishing  supplies. 

Wituin  a  fortnight  a  prominent  citizen  had  been 
before  a  committee  of  the  Leg'slatnre  to  urge  an 
amendment  to  the  city  charier  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Auditor  and  Assessors,  and  for  a  lon- 
ger term  of  their  offices;  also  for  a  provision  to 
make  it  penal  for  a  member  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment to  have  an  interest  in  contracts  or  in  fur- 
nishing supplies.  The  committee  gave  him  leave  to 
withdraw  for  the  reason  that  we  have  these  restric- 
tions m  the  city  ordinances;  and  it  was  not  t 
sary  to  put  such  a  provision  iu  the  city  charter. 
Should  the  Council  pass  this  amended  ordinance, 
that_cominittee  might  wish  to  reconsider  their  ac- 
tion." As  the  Board  wished,  he  was  iu  favor  of  the 
amended  ordinance,  but  should  now  vote  against 
it. 

.Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  this  subject  was  im- 
portant, and  as  it  was  l^.te  iu  the  evening  be  wish- 
ed for  more  time  for  its  consideration,  and  wouid 
move  an  adjournmci  t. 

The  cbair  suggested  that  there  were  papers  on 
the  table  desirable  to  put  in.  wlieu  tbe  motion  was 
modified  to  that  of  laying  the  ordinance  on  the  ta- 
ble, which  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  30  to  17. 

AUDITOR'S   ESTIMATES. 

The  Auditor's  estimates  for  the  financial  year 
1871-72  were  laid  before  the  Council  iu  print.  The 
Auditor  says,  in  presenting  his  estimates  lor  r  le 
money  which  w  ill  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
Government  of  the  city  for  the  coming  financial 
year,  it  gives  him  pleasure  to  say,  that  taking  the 
Valuation  of  tbe  real  and  personal  property  of  the 
city  at  the  same  figures  as  it  was  last  year,  the 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  this  year  will  be 
accomplished  with  a  reduction  of  the  rate  from 
$15  30  to  $14  on  each  one  thousand  dollars. 

Ibe  ordiuauce^n  addition  to  the  ordinance  on  Fi- 
nance, passed  by  the  City  <  on  ceil  December  24. 1870, 
created  a  Hoard  ol  linking  Fund  Commissioners 
for  the  pay  meat  or  reduction  of  Dm  city  debt; 
and  said  Board  was  organized  February  16,1671, 
consisting  of  .Mayor  William  Gaston  (Chairman); 
City  (Treasurer,  F.  I  .  Tracy;  Auditor  of  Account-. 
Alfred  T.  Turner  (Secretary  :  Alderman  Henry  I  . 
Pierce  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Accounts. 
Councilman  William  Tope  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  on  the  part  of  the  Citv  Council;  .Newt  >n 
Talbot  and  John  O.  Poor  from  the  eitizensat  laige. 
In  accordance  with  the  lerms  of  Sectiou  ten  ol

EEPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Squires,  from  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District,  made  a  report,  in 
which  they  represent  tnat  under  the  general  or- 
der relating  to  the  improvements  on  that  district, 
passed  July  13,  1870.  they  are  restricted  in  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  for  any  purpose  exceeding  the 
sum  of  S200.  without  a  special  vote  ol"  the  City 
Council.  This  restriction  hampers  the  operations  of 
the  committee  to  such  an  extent  that  they  feel  it 
to  be  their  duty  to  ask  for  authority  to  exercise  a 
larger  discretion. 

The  improvements  on  the  Church  Street  Dis- 
trict, costing  over  a  million  dollars,  were  carried 
oat  by  a  special  committee  of  five  members  of  the 
City  Council,  whose  authority  was  subject  only  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  All  committees  ot'the 
Board  of  Aldermen  on  "departments  having  appro- 
priations have  general  authority  to  spend  S500, 
without  obtairiug  the  special  sanction  of  the  body 
from  which  they  are  appointed.  The  extent  and 
character  of  the  work  in  which  the  city  is  engaged 
makes  it  peculiarly  necessary  that  they  should  be 
authorized  to  act  promptly  in  many  cases.  It  not 
unfreuuently  happens  that  the  expenditure 
of  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  wall,  or  the  repairs  of  a  building 
will  enable  the  committee  to  proceed  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  a  much  more  important  work  where 
delay  would  be  attended  with  great  expense  to 
the  city. 

The  committee  do  not  ask,  nor  do  they  desire, 
such  powers  as  the  Committee  on  the  Church 
Street  District  were  authorized  to  exercise;  but 
they  believe  it  would  be  for  the  city's  interest  to 
grant  them  authority  to  expend  in  their  discretion 
a  sum  not  exceeding  S1000  for  any  one  object;  and 
for  that  purpose  they  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 
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Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District  be  authorized  to  expend, 
from  time  to  time  from  the  loans  for  the  improve  • 
raent  of  said  district,  sums  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  lor  any  one  object  connected 
with  said  improvement. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

The  following  orders  from  the  same  committee 
were  severally  read  once  and  laid  over: 

Ordered,  That  there  he  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
heirs  of  George  Kimball,  for  estate  numbered  64 
(Mange  street,  the  sum  of  S4500,  upon  their  giving 
to  the  city  a  deed  of  said  estate,  or  a  release  and 
discharge,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  for  all 
damages,  costs  and  expenses  in  con-sequence  of 
the  taking  of  said  estate;  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Suffolk  Street  District. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  aud  paid  to  Mrs. 
Lydia  A.  McUinley,  for  estate  No.  1  Hingbam 
street,  the  sum  of  $4000,  upon  her  giving  to  the 
citv  a  deed  of  said  estate,  or  a  release  and  dis- 
charge satisfactoiy  to  the  City  Solicitor,  for  all 
damages,  costs  and  expenses  in  consequence  of 
the  taking  of  said  estate  said  snin  to  be  charged 
lo  the  appropriation  for  the  the  Suffolk  Street  Dis- 
trict.

Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  to  whom  was 
referrred  the  request  of  the  School  Committee 
that  accommodations  be  provided  for  two  classes 
of  grammar  scholars  in  the  basement  of  the  E 
Street  Church,  Norcross  District,  made  a  report 
recommending  the  passagt  of  the  accompanying 
order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  lurnish  suitable  accommo- 
dations for  two  classes  of  grammar  scholars  in  the 


basement  of  the  E    Street  Chuirir.  South  Boston, 
the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
(irammer  Schools,  Public  Buildings. 
The  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

ORDER     PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12, 
Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Fire  Alarms  be 
requested  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  expedi- 
ency of  placing  a  fire-a'arm  bell  on  the  engiar 
house  at  the  corner  of  Dorchester  strte.  aud 
Fourth  street. 

PETITIONS  PRESENTED  AST)  REFERRED. 

W.  E.  Underwood,  for  leave  to  place  bay  win- 
dows and  an  open  porch  on  bis  building  corner  of 
Newton  street  and  Harrison  avenue.  Keferred  to 
Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

A  communication  was  presented  from  Henry 
Lee,  stating  that  he  was  mislead  by  partial  state- 
meucs  and  signed  a  petition  to  the  Board  fora  new 
avenue  across  Charles  Kiver  from  Cambridge  to 
Bos.on.  He  was  now  strongly  opposed  to  the  pro- 
ject and  desired  to  erase  his  "name  from  the  peti- 
tion.

REPORT   ON  FB.EE   FEBB1ES. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Woolley,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  East  Boston  Ferries,  with  the 
appended  order  to  abolish  the  toils,  was  con- 
sidered, as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May 
in  the  year  1871,  the  ferries  between  East  Boston 
and  the  city  proper  shall  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated free  of  tolls. 

Alderman  Cowdiu  stated  that  this  subject  had 
been  more  or  less  agitated  for  the  last  til  teen 
years.  There  could  be  no  doubt  that  if  the  fer- 
ries had  been  made  free  several  years  ago,  the 
value  of  proper  y  in  East  Boston  would  have  been 
thirty-three  per  cent,  higher  than  now,  and  that 
the  increased  taxes  would  ha»rc  more  than  made 
up  for  the  amount  of  tolls  collected.  He  supposed, 
however,  that  every  Alderman  had  made  up  his 
mind  on  the  subject,  and  that  nothing  more  need 
be  said.  It  was  supposed  by  some  persons  that 
the  people  would  not  have  the  same  facilities  if 
the  ferries  were  free  that  they  do  now:  but  he  be- 
lieved they  would  have  more  as  they  were  required. 

Alderman  i'lumer  inquired  whether  the  pres- 
ent accommodations  were  ample,  and  whether 
there  would  not  soon  be  a  necessity  for  another 
boat?  It  would  be  well  to  understand  fully  the  ex- 
pense which  might  be  required. 

Alderman  Oibson  replied  that  there  were  now 
four  boats  running,  two  at  each  terry.  In  the  even- 
ing but  one  ran  on  each  ferry,  and  the  one  at  the 
north  ferry  does  not  run  after  12  o'clock,  while  the 
boat  on  the  other  runs  all  night.  If  the  business 
increases,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  run  a  third 
boat  from  the  south  ferry.  It  was  probable  the  pres- 
ent accommodations    might  answer  for  two  years. 

In  further  remarks,  he  said,  what  the  people  of 
East  Boston  asked  was  but  lust  and  reasonable. 
The  Chelsea  Bridge  had  recently  been  mane  free, 
and  this  city  is  required  to  pay  the  expense  of 
keeping  in  repairs  many  bridges  which  had  been 
made  free  in  all  directions,  uiitil  now  this  is  the 
only  spot  where  tolls  are  collected.  Two  years 
ago  a  charter  Was  asked  from  the  Legislature  for 
;i  bridge  to  East  Boston,  which  would  have  cost 
two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  and  this  some 
time  the  city  would  have  been  obliged  to  support. 
The  expense  of  engines  for  opening  and  closing 
the  draws  would  alone  haw  cost  more  than  the 
support  of  the  ferries. 

Alderman  (iibson  lurther  urged  chat  as  the  eity 
had  encouraged  the  growth  of  other  wards,  with 
an  increase  of  the  valuation  of  property,  so  it 
should  help  this  younger  ward.  It  was  true  it 
would  require  some  money  to  support  the  femes, 
hut  its  effect  would  be  to  raise  the  valuation  of 
property  at  East  Boston.  The  depression  m  the 
taking  (if  tolls  was  like  canker  worms  in  an  or- 
chard, to  destroy  the  fruit  In  Ave  years  the  ex- 
pense would  all  oe  paid.  The  inconveniences  of 
paying'  tolls,  particularly  in  very  cold  weather, 
were  remarked  upon,  and  it  was  insisted  that  it 
was  but  iust,  right  and  equitable  that  the  people 
ol  East  Huston  should  be  relieved  from  the  bur- 
den oi  the  ferry  tolls. 


Alderman  Plumer  said  he  made  the  inquiry  which 
he  did  in  regard  to  increased  facilities,  because 
persons  representing  large  corporations  had  said 
that  they  would  prefer  to  have  the  toBs  continue 
and  that  another  boat  he  put  on,  rather  than  that 
the  ferries  be  free  with  no  more  accommodations. 
It  was  their  opinion  that  another  boat  was  needed. 
He  had  given  a  good  deal  of  thought  to  the  mat- 
ter, and  would  have  preferred  that  this  should  not 
have  come  up  this  year.  There  had  been  much 
discussion  about  the  ferries,  and  measures  have 
been  carried  by  log-rolling  with  them,  which  were 
of  doubtful  expediency.  As  this  must  come  some 
time,  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  swallow  all  it 
one  dose,  for  should  the  Alderman,  whose  persist- 
ency he  well  knew,  get  another  charter  for  a 
bridge,  he  might  have  cause  to  deprecate  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  further  expressed  the  opinion 
that  iu  three  years  the  valULtion  of  property  in 
East  Boston  would  be  incieased  tuirty-threeper 
cent. 

Alderman  Woolley.  with  reference  to  the  in- 
crease of  facilities,  said  it  was  expected  that  they 
should  waut  more,  and  he  hoped  there  would  be 
such  an  increase  of  business  as  to  require  eight  or 
tt  n  boats.  The  facilities  are  well  enough  now. 
At  the  south  ferry  they  have  as  much  as  they  can 
do.  while  at  the  north  ferry  they  could  do  tifty  per 
cent,  more  business  than  at  present.  The  team- 
sters do  uot  always  care  enough  about  going  the 
way  they  can  the  "quickest,  and  are  willing  to  get 
into  line  and  wait.  The  people  of  East  Boston  ask 
for  this  measure  of  free  ferries,  because  it  is  but 
Just  and  right.  They  have  to  pay  their  propoition 
of  tax  for  the  support  of  avenues  to  other  sections 
of  the  city,  and  they  feel  that  tbey  ought  not  to  bear 
this  burden  of  the  support  of  "the  ferries.  They 
might  be  willing  to  do  so,  if  they  were  relieved 
from  the  tax  of  the  support  of  avenues  in  other 
sectious  of  the  city.  They  believed  that  the  city 
was  legally  obliged  to  support  the  avenues  alike 
to  all  sections.  In  this  measure  they  had  come 
early  in  the  vear.  to  be  free  iroiu  the  objection 
imputed,  of  log-rolling.  If  there  was  to  be  any 
project  tacked  on  to  this  it  must  be  tacked  on  iie- 
hind. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  which  was  unanimously  passed,  every 
Alderman  voting  yea.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 

MARCH     20,     1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  was 
held  at  12  o'clock  M.,  today,  called  by  the  Mayor, 
in  a  communication. 

City  Hall,  Boston,  March  20,  1871. 
To  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen — On  the  29th  day  of  December  the 
Common  Council  instructed  the  Mayor  "to  petition 
the  General  Court  lor  the  passage  of  an  act  au- 
thorizing the  purchase  or  taking  of  lapds  for  pub- 
lic parks  in  Boston  ov  the  immediate  vicinity."  In 
obedience  to  that  instruction  my  predecessor  pre- 
sented a  petition  to  the  Legislature  now  in  session. 

The  City  Council  of  last  year  created  a  commis- 
sion "to  prepare  the  draft  of  a  bill  to  be  submitted 
by  the  City  Council  to  the  next  Legislature,  author- 
izing the  city  of  Boston  to  purchase  or  take  and 
lay  out  lands  for  one  or  more  public  parks. 

The  commissioners  appointed  under  that  com- 
mission prepared  a  draft  of  a  bill,  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  its  lasi  meeting, 
adopted  an  order  referring  the  bill  to  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Legislative  Business, 
"with  authority  to  recommend  its  adoption  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth,"'  which  order 
has  been  transmitted  to  your  Board  for  concurrent 
ac'ion. 

The  petition  before  mentioned  was,  in  the  early 
part  of  January  last,  referred  to  a  committee  of 
the  Legislature,  before  whom  a  partial  hearing 
has  already  been  had. 

The  Legislative  Committee  will,  as  I  am  in- 
formed, have  another  and  possibly  a  final  hearine 
on  the  subject  before  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  Common  Council.  I  have  called  a  special 
meeting  of  your  Board  today  to  enable  you  to  act 
upon  this  subject  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Legislative  Committee. 

Wm.  Gaston.  Mavor. 

The  Council  pioceeded  to  a  consideration  ol  the 
subject  of  the  Public  Park. 

The  question  peDding  was  upon  an  amendment 
proposed  by  Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  to  strike 
from  the  order  the  words  "with  authority  to  rec- 
ommend its  adoption  by  the  Legislature  of  this 
Commonwealth." 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  this  was  not  a  new  sub- 
ject, as  those  knew  who  were  members  of  the  last 
Council.  The  project  was  opposed  by  him  in  that 
Council,  and  he  had  no  reason  to  change  his  views 
as  expressed  when  the  subject  was  before  this 
Council.  He  did  not  believe  that  the  persons  ap- 
pointed on  the  commission  had  all  seen  the  draft 
of  the  bill,  and  he  believed  that  this  was  the  most 
gigantic  swindle  ever  imposed  upon  this  city. 
This  scheme  meant  that  we  were  to  have  a 
park  in  Doichester,  and  a  park  which  would 
cost  $5,000,000.  If  there  was  to  be  a  public  park, 
let  the  project  be  brought  directly  before  the  Com- 


mon council.  Let  there  be  a  joint  committee  of 
live  from  this  branch  and  three  from  the  other,  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  the  subject.  The  par- 
ties in  this  scheme  were  determined  to  oppose  any 
further  annexation  of  territory  to  the  city  until 
this  matter  of  a  park  should  be  fixed  upon  the  city 
in  Dorchester.  He  did  not,  however,  believe  that 
it  would  make  any  difference,  for  the  goose  was 
already  cooked,  arid  the  bill  would  be  passed,  and 
the  commissioners  appointed. 

Mr.  Dickinson  withdrew  his  pending  amendment, 
aud  moved  an  order  that  the  Mayor  be  instructed 
to  withdraw  the  petition  to  the  Legislature  for  the 
laying  out  of  a  public  park.  In  support  of  the  or- 
der he  said  the  city  ought  not  to  he  a  petitioner 
for  a  park  at  present,  for  he  believea  it  would  be 
an  act  to  enormously  increase  the  public  debt  of 
the  city.  In  his  view  the  cily  did  not  at  present 
need  a  public  park;  we  did  not  need  a  place  for 
recreating,  for  it  would  take  but  a  few  minutes 
to  ride  into  the  country.  He  did  not  know 
what  jobs  were  involved  in  the  matter,  but 
he  had  been  assured  that  a  sheep  pasture 
which  was  bought  for  S100  per  acre  last  year, 
near  where  the  park  was  supposed  to  be  called  for, 
was  now  held  at  $1000  per  acre.  He  was  opposed 
to  land  jobbine.  and  should  oppose  all  schemes  for 
such  jobbing.  Mr.  Dickinson  closed  with  a  call 
for  the  yeas  and  uays  on  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  also  advocated  the  sub- 
stitute, believing  that  the  city  was  not  in  a  condi- 
tion to  lay  out  a  pohlic  park. 

Mr.  Flynn  opposed  the  substitute,  believing  that 
sufficient  power  was  given  in  section  15  to  settle 
the  matter  iu  a  vote  by  the  people. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  raised  the  question  that 
the  section  referred  to  did  not  apply  to  this  city 
but  to  other  cities  and  towns. 

Mr.  Flynu  moved  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the  ta- 
ble. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion  would  lay  the 
whole  subject  on  the  table,  when  the  motion  was 
withdrawn. 

Mr.  Hull  advocated  the  amendment,  as  a  means 
of  getting  at  the  subjeet  directly. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  would  be  equivalent  to  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement, and  the  question  might  as  well  betaken 
on  that.  He  moved  therefore  to  lay  the  subject  on 
the  table.    Lost. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Dickinson,  which  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  34  yeas 
to  21  nays,  as  follows :

The  report(leave  to  withdraw)  on  petition  of  Har- 
vey Wait  to  build  a  stable  on  Bolton  street  being 
under  consideration,  Alderman  Cowdin  inquired 
what  were  the  grounds  of  the  report  of  t'je  com- 
mittee. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  tne  stable  was  in 
an  improper  place,  seventy-nve  feet  in  length, 
imperfectly  constructed,  and  no  attempt  had  been 
made  to  prevent  noise  or  smell,  as  an  annoyance 
to  the  neighbors.  The  committee  had  a  hearing 
of  the  abutters, who  made  objection  to  it,  and  they 
were  satisfied  that  in  its  present  condition  the 
building  was  not  tit  to  bo  used  as  a  stable. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  there  were  several 
stables  in  the  immediate  locality  of  this  stable  of 
Mr.  Wait,  and  there  could  not  l>e  any  objection  to 
another,  or  to  the  enlargement  of  this  stable, 
under  proper  provisions.  He  hoped  the  report 
would  be  laid  on  the  table  and  that  a  hearing 
would  take  place,  and  such  an  agreement  made  as 
would  prove  to  be  satisfactory.  It  was  hardly 
fair  that  the  neighborhood  should  be  tilled  up 
with  stables,  and  in  this  case  thatthe  party  should 
be  refused,  lie  moved  that  the  report  be 
recommitted,  and  thatthe  committee  may  ascer- 
tain whether  the  request  may   not  he  grauted  if 


proper  reconstruction  of  the  stable  shall  be  made. 

Alderman  Little,  in  reply,  said  if  the  Alderman 
had  been  on  the  committee,  be  eeuid  not  have 
done  otherwise  than  agreed  to  the  report.  The 
committee  had  a  long  session  on  the  subject  anil 
fully  considered  the  matter,  hearing  all  parties 
interested.  The  petitioner  had  constructed  his 
stable  without  asking  permission,  and  it  appeared 
to  be  in  an  improper  place,  with  a  street  back  of 
it  but  tweDty  feet  wide,  and  no  cellar,  throwing 
the  drainageupon  his  neighbors,  with  no  effort  to 
prevent  this  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner.  In  fact 
their  houses  were  in  the  position  of  a  cellar  to  the 
stable.  It  was  noc  the  dutv  of  the  committee  tocon- 
struethis  stable  for  him.  Ifatany  time  he  is  ready 
to  construct  the  stable  as  it  should  be,thev  may  con- 
sent to  approve  of  it.  The  water  from  the  root  of 
the  stable  falls  upon  his  neighbors  and  they  are 
subject  to  the  annoyance  of  the  drainage  and  noise 
of  the  sjable.  If  the  gentleman  had  heard  the  ev- 
idence and  seen  the  place,  he  could  not  with  all 
his  liberality  have  consented  to  a  report  in  favor 
of  the  petition. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  no  doubt  ne 
should  have  agreed  with  the  Alderman  on  bis 
statements.  But  he  had  been  iuformed  thatthe 
party  was  willing  to  construct  the  stable  different- 
ly, and  be  had  no  doubt  that  he  will  construct  it 
as  he  shou'd  do,  and  fix  it  up  to  satisfy  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  when  the  re- 
port was  accepted. 

STOXT   BROOK    SEWER. 

The  Committee  on  Sewers,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  of  the  Commissioners  of  V\  est 
Koxbury  requesting  the  cooperation  of  the  city  in 
establishing  a  new  and  improved  channel  for  Stony 
Brook,  made,  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  this  brook  is  the  receptacle  of  the  drainage 
of  a  large  extent  of  country,  nearly  8000  acres  in 
extent:  the  channci  through  the  city  limits  being 
about  two  miles  in  It  ngth,  running  from  Boylston 
Station  on  the  Providence  Kailroad  along  or  near 
the  track  to  the  Junction  of  Tremo.,t  and  Wash- 
ington streets,  thence  east  of  Treuiont  to  Culvert 
street,  ami  through  Culvert  and  liogers  streets  to 
tide-water,  near  Day's  ropewalk,  forming  In  its 
lower  part  the  largest  sewer  in  the  city,  twenty 
feet  wide  by  eight  feet  high. 

The  increasing  population  along  the  valley  of 
the  stream  has  compelled  the  city  of  Koxbury  in 
former  years  to  enlarge,  deepen,  and  cover  the 
channel'in  the  lower  sectiou,  for  purposes  of  sew- 
erage, and  to  prevent  a  nuisanee.  and  before  an- 
nexation to  the  city  some  steps  had  been  takeu 
towards  improving  the  drainage  of  the  upper  por- 
tion from  the  Metropolitan  stables  to  the  West 
Hoxbury  line.  All  the  causes  which  rendered  an 
improvement  necessary  have  of  course  increased 
rapidly  since  annexation,  by  the  great  stimulus 
given  to  building  operations  along  its  borders. 

Within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  town  of 
West  Koxbury,  anxious  t'<  improve  the  drainage, 
caused  extensive  plans  to  he  made  in  conjunction 
with  this  city,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  town 
could  not  carry' out  the  improvements  which  it 
contemplated  until  the  city  of  Boston  had  deep- 
ened the  channel  up  to  the  boundary  line  between 
them.  Cuder  these  circumstances  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  was  procured  ami  the  authorised  Com- 
missioners of  the  town  have  requested  tne  eo.">p- 
eiation  of  the  city. 

The  committee  have  had  frequent  interviews 
with  all  the  parties  interested,  and  have  become 
familiar  with  the  present  condition  of  the  brook, 
and  though  it  is  apparent  that  wherever  such 
streams  of  water  run  through  thickly  populatea 
territory,  the  corporate  authorities  art1  sooner  or 
later  obliged  to  inclose  and  cover  the  chaunel. 
and  realizing  the  great  benefit  to  the  aluittin; 
parties  by  better  drainage  and  complete  protec- 
tion froni  the  freshets  of  the  brook,  yet  they  felt 
that  the  immediate  benefit  to  the  town  of  West 
Koxbury  was  so  great  as  tw  warrant  them  in  a  sk- 
ing  that  it  should  pay  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
work  iu  this  city.  After  much  negotiation  and 
obtaining  the  necessary  legislation,  the  town  now 
offers  to  pay  the  city  $38,000,  l.eing  one-third  the 
estimated  cost  within  the  city  limits,  if  the  work 
can  be  immediately  carried  out. 

The  committee,  believing  this  proposition  from 
the  biwn  to  be  a  liberal  one,  and  the  present  a 
favorable  time  to  complete  this  work,  which  in 
any  case  must  soon  be  done  on  our  own  account, 
beg  to  offer  the  following  orders,  authorizing  the 
Mayor  to  sign  an  agreement  with   the    West    Kox 
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l>ury  authorities  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  their 
proportion  of  the  expense,  and  providing,  liy  a 
loan  of  $75,000,  for  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the 
city.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
i-  hereby  authorized  to  sign  an  agreement  with 
the  proper  authorities  of  Vvest  ttoxbury,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  '22.1  of  the  acts  ot  1808, 
and  of  chapter  220  of  the  acts  of  1870,  of  the  Legis- 
lature, by  which  the  clty.shall  build  u  new  channel 
for  stony  Brook  up  to  the  boundary  line,  and  said 
town  shall  pay  to  the  city  the  sum  of  $83,000. 

ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  here- 
by authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  f  Inance,  to  borrow  the  sum  of  975,000,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  constituted  a  special  appropria- 
tion for  Stony  Brook. 

The  orders  were  read  once. 

ADDITIONAL    ELIOT     STREET  LOAN. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  respectfullv  report 
that  an  additional  loan  of  $40,000  will  be  required 
for  the  payment  of  unsettled  damages  occasioned 
by  the  widening  of  Kliot  street,  between  Washing- 
ton and  Pleasant  streets. 

The  loan  authorized  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
tbe  resolve  for  widening  the  street,  December  31, 
1869,  was  $350,000.  The  amount  of  damages  paid 
from  tii is  loan  to  date  is  $338,072  83;  leaving  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  of  $11,927  17. 

There  yet  remain  unsettled  claims  on  this  street, 
estimated  at  $52,000.  Deducting  the  balance  on 
hand  ($11,927  17)  from  this  amount,  it  leaves  a  bal- 
ance of  $10,072  83  to  be  provided  for  by  an  addi- 
tional loan. 

$26,376  04  has  been  paid  from  the  Eliot  Street 
Loan  for  paving,  which  amount  was  uot  included 
in  the  estimate  of  damages  at  tbe  time  the  street 
was  widened. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  making  an 
additional  loan  of  $40,000.

105  and  103  in  the  sums  of  $950 
and  $3300  respectively ;  and  that  tbe  estate  of  said 
Koyce,  No  107  Eliot  street,  is  hereby  assessed 
with  $950,  and  tbe  estate  of  said  Stevens,  Nos.  105 
aud  103  Kliot  street,  with  $3300,  on  account  of  the 
widening  of  said  Eliot  street. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on 
Prentiss,  Halleck" and  MLndoro  streets  to  furnish 
edgestoues  to  support  the  sidewalks  within  twenty

Ordered,  That  the  bills  for  refreshments  since 
January  1, 1871,  for  the  Committees  on  Accounts, 
Public  Institutions,  Water,  Claims,  Assessors'  De- 
partment, Public  Instruction,  Salaries,  Elections 
on  part  of  the  Common  Council,  and  for  enter- 
taining visitors  from  other  cities ;  also  for  carriage 
hire  for  committees  and  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment, all  furnished  while  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  official  duty,  and  not  chargeable  to  any 
general  or  special  appropriation,  be  allowed  for 
payment  by  the  Auditor  ot  Accounts,  they  having 
been  approved  in  the  usual  manner,  tbe  total 
amount  being  $646  73,  and  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Incidental  Expenses. 

Alderman  Pierce,  in  explanation  of  the  above  or- 
der, stated  that  it  had  been  a  custom  for  the  Mayor 
to  approve  such  bills,  but  the  committee  could 
rlud  no  legal  authority  for  him  to  approve  such 
bills  by  order,  ordinance  or  statute.  Vvith  a  desire 
to  have  the  payment  of  bills  of  expenses  of  com- 
mittees entirely  legal,  it  has  been  deemed  best  to- 
have  them?  passed  upon  in  the  usual  manner  as 
those  of  members  of  the  City  Government. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  abate  the  bill  of  $19  33  against 
J.  L.  Simonds  for  repairs  on  sidewalk  in  front 
of  his  estate  on  Suffolk  street,  said  sidewalk  soon 
after  being  repaired  having  been  taken  up  and  re- 
moved in  the  raising  of  the  Suffolk  street  terri- 
tory. 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  the  Bo-vrd  that  a  necessi- 
ty exists  for  the  construction  of  a  common  sewer 
in  Milk  street,  at  the  upper  end,  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
and  is  hereby  directed  to  construct  a  common 
sewer  in  said  Milk  street,  and  to  report  a  schedule 
of  the  expense  to  this  Board,  pursuant  to  law. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Armories  be 
authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500 
towards  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the 
members  of  tbe  Old  Sixth  Kegiment,  M.  V.  M.,  in 
this  city;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Incidentals. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  the  circumstances  of 
the  adding  to  the  Sixth  Regiment  of  a  company 
from  this  city,  designated  as  Company  K,  .vhicii 
went  into  service  for  three  months  with  the  Sixth 
Regiment,  and  went  through  Baltimore  with  it. 
For  several  years  past,  the  towns  and  cities  from 
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which  the  companies  came  have  defrayed  the  ex 
pense  of  celebrations,  and  it  is  proposed  by  the 
regiment  to  come  to  this  city  the  present  year; 
as  the  members  of  the  company  from  Boston  are 
not  able  to  bear  the  expense  of  the  entertainment 
of  the  regiment,  he  hoped  the  order  would  pass. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  hoped  the  order  would 
not  pass,  if  adopted  at  this  late  day,  it  would 
open  a  wide  door  to  such  kind  of  receptions.  The 
State,  citv  and  citizens  had  been  liberal  to  the 
soldiers,  and  he  was  ready  to  pay  all  clue  honors  to 
them,  but  if  a  begiomng  was  made  in  the  inaugu- 
ration of  receptions,  there  would  be  no  end  to 
tbem.  If  granted  in  this  case,  with  what  grace 
can  it  be  denied  in  others,  and  they  would  never 
know  where  to  stop,  lie  was  willing  to  do  any- 
thing as  a  citizen,  and  there  were  many  others  who 
were  willing  to  do  all  that  may  be  asked  of  them, 
but  they  had  no  rigbt  to  put  their  hands  into  the 
public  treasury  for  this  purpose. 

Alderman  Jenkins  called  for  the  reading  of  the 
order,  when  Alderman  Pierce  added  that  there 
was  no  legal  authority  for  such  an  appropriation, 
and  it  was  not  within  the  practice  of  the  govern- 
ment nor  in  good  policy  to  make  such  expeudi- 
tutes. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  committee  had  the 
subject  under  full  discussion,  and  feared  that  it 
might  be  looked  apon  as  a  precedent  in  the  fu- 
ture, but  they  put  it  down  as  a  determination  not 
to  allow  themselves  to  be  drawn  into  otber  expen- 
ditures on  that  account.  When  his  own  regiment 
went  out  among  the  first  for  three  years'  service 
they  were  assured  by  the  Governor  that  on  their 
return  they  would"  be  crowned  with  flowers  on 
their  brows.  But  instead  of  being  covered  with 
flowers,  some  of  them  came  home  only  to  meet  the 
frowns  of  politicians. 

Many  of  the  men  in  this  company,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  their  three  months'  service,  enlisted 
again  for  three  years;  some  of  them  are  in  their 
graves  at  the  South,  and  now.  when  the  country 
is  again  at  peace,  a  request  is  made  by  the  sur- 
vivors for  aid  in  a  celebration.  The  amount 
is  but  a  small  pittance.  Tliey  were  the  first 
to  go  out  to  save  the  capital.  His  friend,  the 
Alderman,  he  thought  would  be  the  last  to  object, 
for  he  knew  his  iove  of  eountry,  and  the  aid  he 
afforded  to  volunteers  in  the  town  of  Doroh»ster. 
now  the  Sixteenth  Ward.  He  believed  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  report  in  favor  of  this  aid  to  these  men, 
and  be  hoped  it  would  not  be  considered  as  a 
precedent. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  be  did  not  know  why  this 
appropriation  should  be  made  because  they  wore 
the  first  troops  that  went  out.  lie  bad  learned 
from  sacred  authority  that  the  men  who  went  to 
work  at  the  eleventh  hour  were  entitled  to  equal 
pay  with  those  of  the  first  hour.  If  this  was  grant- 
ed, he  knew  not  why  others  should  not  ask  and  re- 
ceive similar  aid.  There  was  no  reason  why  they 
should  not.  The  ciiy  would  not  fail  to  assign  the 
veterans  to  positions  ot  conspicuous  honor  on 
great  occasions,  nor  fail  to  properly  recognize 
them  in  sueh  festivities,  which  would  be  fir  better 
than  to  pay  out  by  piecemeal  S500  for  each  com- 
pany. He'  hoped  therefore  that  the  Alderman 
would  postpone  asking  for  such  an  appropriation 
until  an  opportunity  Offered  when  this  regiment 
could   be   honored  iii  company  with  others. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  allusion  to  the  eleventh 
hour  men  in  the  war,  wished  to  know  Whether  in 
all  fairness  those  who  went  out  first  should  be 
compared  with  them.  He  would  like  to  know 
whether  the  eleventh  hour  men  were  entitled  to 
so  much  consideration  as  were  those  who  left 
their  homes  with  little  other  inducement  than 
patriotism!  at  the  small  pay  of  Sil  per  month. 
Thev  had  not  the  inducement  of  $16  per  month, 
the  State  bounty  of  $325.  the  Government  bounty 
of  $300,  and  S200  or  §300  from  their  towns,  which 
the  eleventh  hour  men  received,  who  also  got  s,, 
much  praise,  and  were  showered  with  Offices, 
promotions  and  brevets.

11  I  hey  could  have  a  free  brio, 
doubt  they  would  be  content,  but  as  they  could 
not  have  that,  the  next  best  thing  was  a  Iree 
ferrv. 

It  was  said  also  that  there  was  no  citv  in  the 
world  where  free  femes  ace  m  ami  lined,  and  that 
the  claim  is  without  precedent;  also,  that  the 
ie  is  not  asked  for  by  oue-lcnih  o.  the  large 
tax -pater-,  lie  hoped  by  this  it  was  not  dc-,  _ 
to  array  the  poor  against 'the  rich,  for  he  did  not 
know  of  such  citizens  who  were  not  willing  to  bear 
the  expense  ol-  enabling  eiti/ens  ol  ditterein 
tion-  to  have  free  access  to  otner  sections  of  the 
city.  It  was  also  objected  that  it  would  pro\ 
be  a  disatlvautage  to  the  people  of  the  ward.  I  In  - 
kind  of  argument  that  it  would  be  a  benefit  solely 
to  the  people  of  thai  ward,  and  a  disadvantage, 
reminded  him  of  the  story  of  the  men  who  went 
a  deer  huuting.  when  one  of  thein  Shot  a  cab",  and 
in  a  stammering  excu-e  said  that  he  SO  bred  that 
if  it  was  a  deer  to  hit  it.  but  if  it  was  a  call  not  to 
hit  it.  He  believed  the  measure  would  be  an  ab- 
solute beueut  to  all  the  people,  an  1  should  vote  for 
it  because  it  was  beneficial  to  all. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  there  had  been  no 
charge  of  fraud  or  corruption  in  procuring  this 
measure.  Ilere  was  a  ea-e  simply  in  which  30.000 
people  were  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  coming 
to  the  City  Hall,  to  the  fublic  Library,  to  Fancml 
Hall,  the  market,  and  everywhere  else  m  which 
they  had  an  interest,  without  being  obliged  to  p.-iv 
a  toll. 

Mr.  Webster  said  it  was  true  East  Boston  was 
separated  from  the  rest  of  the  city  by  the  harbor. 
This  was  unfortunate,  and  he  should  be  willing 
that  thev  should  be  relieved  from  their  distress. 
Vet  it  was  no  more  unfortunate  than  it  citizens  of 
Nantucket  should  complain  that  they  could  not 
get  to  the  State  House  w  ithout  coming  by  water, 
and  should  complain  that  they  were  obliged  to 
pay  for  it.  East  Boston  is  and  will  continue  to  be 
an  important  place. 

The  question  was  one  of  delay  for  a  matter  of 
investigation,  whetter  it  is  better  to  give  more 
accommodations  to  tbe  people  or  to  run  tbe  ferric  is 
free.  All  of  the  means  of  accommodation  are  not 
tlmrnughly  understood  or  examined.  Here  are 
citizens  who  lare  to  be  heard  on  the  subject,  in 
the  reasons  which  they  may  give.  JVo  doubt  a 
large  number  of  retitioDers  could  be  had  in  Bast 
Huston,  as  had  been  said,  for  free  ferries,  and 
likely  they  could  be  had  for  free  water,  free  gas 
and  free  provisions.  Ao  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons had  been  given  why  this  measure  should  be 
adopted,  for  it  was  entirely  a  new  order  of  things 
and  should  not  lie  passed  without  the  gravest  eon 
sideration.  The  annual  cost  or  running  these  fer- 
ries would  lie  equal  in  lit  vears  to  an  interest  of 
six  per  cent,  on  58,000,000.  The  debt  of  the  city 
was  very  large,  the  taxi i  ion  was  as  high  or  higher 
than  in  any  other  city,  the  valuation  was  greater 
for  taxation,  and  it  would  be  a  great  injustice  to 
press  this  to  a  vote  without  further  consideration. 
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Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  lie  had  in  mind  a 
case  in  which  the  gentleman  from  Kast  Boston 
wished  a  delay  on  a  question  of  not  so  much  impor- 
tance as  this  was.  It  appeared  to  him  unseemly 
for  them  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  when  there 
was  plenty  of  time  to  consider  and  act  upon  such 
a..sutisc',  to  take  itup  for  action  at  11}^  o'clock  at 
night.  It  was  a  matter  for  much  consideration 
and  had  no*  been  here  before.  Since  the  action  of 
the  other  branch  more  than  one  Alderman  had  said 
that  they  acted  hastily  upon  the  subject,  it  he 
were  a  citizen  of  liast  Boston,  no  doubt  he  should 
vote  for  it.  The  people  of  that  section  of  the  city 
ought  to  lie  encouraged  and  offered  all  the  facili- 
ties which  are  desirable,  but  thi«  should  not  be 
passed  tonight.  If  it  has  merits,  it  should  not  be 
forced  on  the  Council. 

The  committee  started  upon  the  consideration 
of  the  subject  upon  the  question  of  the  limitation 
of  long  tolls,  Dut  the  subject  never  came  be  lot-? 
them  in  a  hearing  on  free  tolls.  No  one  ever  had 
an  opportunity  to  appear  before  them  on  that  sub- 
ject, and  the  committee  ought  to  save  a  chance  to 
these  citizens  to  be  heard.  This  was  the  tir-_t  op- 
portunity asked  for,  and  be  did  not  care  whether 
it  should  be  before  a  committee  of  the  Whole  Coun- 
cil, and  would  even  be  satisfied  should  it  be  be- 
fore the  Commitite  on  Ferries.  It  bad  teen  stated 
frbat  the  matter  had  been  discussed  in  the  papers. 
But  these  articles  in  the  paners  did  not  always 
crate  from  the  editors  of  such  papers.  It  could 
not  be  a  joint  committee,  for  the  other  branch  had 
put  itself  beyond  consideration  of  the  subject  by 
their  unanimous  vote. 

The  gentleman  from  Ward  14  had  presented  the 
matter  very  fairly  on  that  side.  But  wherever 
there  is  truth,  it  will  bear  investigation,  and  it 
Should  be  givi  n.  An  opportunity  should  be  afford- 
'  ed  to  these  citizens  to  give  thiir  views,  and  if  it  is 
not  done,  it  will  be  regretted  in  the  future.  The 
citizens  of  East  Boston  will  make  a  mistake  if  they 
press  this  matter  at  this  late  hour,  surroundingas 
they  do  the  Council  with  their  present  e  and  ap- 
plause, and  it  will  react  in  the  future.  The  worst 
thine  that  could  happen  would  be  to  press  the 
question  tonight.  He  was  desirous  of  informa- 
tion on  the  subject,  and  had  been  morel  today  by 
the  appeal  of  a  citizen  of  that  section.  He  wished 
to  weigh  the  matter  more  fully,  and  he  hoped  the 
friends  of  the  measure  would  give  them  a  chance 
for  further  consideration. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  called  for  a  reading  of  the 
order  and  petitions, and  on  being  read, he  said 
there  should  be  added  to  the  motion  of  reference 
that  the  petitioners  should  be  beard.  This  subject 
had  never  before  been  brought  before  a  committee 
to  be  heard.  The  gentleman  from  Ward  1  bad 
spoken  of  the  ferry  as  a  highway  and  avenue,  but 
it  was  a  ship  channel.  Quoting  from  the  legisla- 
tive act  relating  to  the  ferries,  »r.  Perkins  said  the 
position  01  the  gentleman  was  a  fallacious  one. 
If  it  was  a  highway  and  avenue,  ir  might  be  sub- 
ject to  betterments,  bat  it  could  not  be  under  the 
Betterment  act. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  lost. 

Mr.  Fiyun  of  Ward  7  said  Uns  question  was  of 
as  much  Importance  to  the  oitifeens  of  Boston  as 

any  Which  would  conn'  before  the  Council  this 
year,  and  vastly  more  so  to  the  people  ol  East  Bos- 
ton. The  question  was,  does  the  public  n 
and  convenience  require  that  the  terries  should  lie 
freer  If  so,  it  should  be  done.  South  Boston  had 
its  four  avenues,  one  ol  them  a  large  elephant  at  a 
cost  Of  82(000,000  and  not  completed,  and  there 
were  six  stiacious  avenues  to  the  BU  lilands  and 
to  Dorchester,  while  Kast  Boston  had  but  one 
highway  to  the  eit.y  proper,  over  which  the  people 
are  compelled  to  pay  tolls.  It  was  about  rime  that 
as  much  care  was  bestowed  upon  Kast  Boston  as 
upon  South  Boston.

.Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  as  an  amendment 
that  the  committee  be  comprised  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  which  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  o  then  moved  further  to 
ameud  bv  adding  that  the  committee  be  directed 
to  give  the  petitioners  a  public  hearing.  This  was 
the  immediate  motion  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Couucil. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  I  said  it  had  come  to  him 
that  he  was  reported  as  being  opposed  to  freeing 
the  ferries.  That  statement  was  false,  for  he  had 
been  always  in  favor  of  free  ferries,  and  was  so 
now.  He  "could  see  no  good  in  the  motion  to  re- 
commit, for  the  subject  had  been  fully  considered. 
Messrs.  Huckins  petitioned  the  City  Council  for  a 
reduction  of  tolls  on  the  ferries.  This  came  be- 
fore the  committee  which  considered  aud  reported 
upou  the  subject,  and  he  believed  the  time  had  ar- 
rived in  which  to  take  the  bull  by  the  horns,  and 
abolish  all  tolls  on  the  ferries. 

The  question  was  whether  the  pro  posed  aboli- 
tion of  tolls  was  right  aud  proper;  whether  it  was 
any  more  than  a  simple  act  of  justice  in  relieving 
the  people  of  East   Boston   from  the  payment  of

ed ,  ami  whether  they  should  wholly  maintain  an

Mr.  lJieki.,11  of  Ward  4  presented  the  petition  of

Mi.  Barnes  of  Ward  l  said  he  wished  to  define 
Ins  position  on  the  subject.  The  friends  of  free 
terries  had  I  ecu  Charged  With  forcing  this  ques- 
tion and  thrusting  it  upon  the  (jovernmeut,  ami 
the  facts  wen-  so  twisted  and  distorted  that  even 
their  friends  feared  they  were  in  the  wrong  No 
such  attempts  as  had  been  charged  had  been 
made.  If  it  w  as  fair  and  just  to  oppose  free  fer- 
ries, it  was  equally  so  to  advocate  them.  It  was 
diaiged  that  unusual  and  extraordinary  efforts 
had  been  put  forth  to  force  the  passage  of  the  or- 
der. This  he  denied,  for  if  it  was  right  to  oppose 
th;u  the  ojpponenrs  must  accord  to  them  the  same 
rights.  The  report  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen more  than  a  uionth  ago:  It  came  up  at 
three  regular  meetings,  and  on  the  last  it  was 
passed  by  au  unanimous  vote.  It  came  to  the 
Council  iu  the  regular  order  of  business,  had  one 
reading,  and  was  laid  over. 

The  friends  of  the  measure  found  it  at  the  foot 
of  the  orders,  where  it  was  not  expected,  and  im- 
mediately upon  its  being  reached,  a  motion  was 
made  to  adjourn.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  drive 
Off  its  consideration  and  to  kill  it,  and  its  friends 
defended  it  fairly  and  honestly.  The  proposed  ac- 
tion to  recommit  after  the  subject  had  been  heard 
and  acted  upon  by  the  other  branch  was  wholly 
without  precedent.  Xo  one  charges  fraud.  Then 
why  was  not  the  petition  put  in  before?  Is  it  well 
to  have  a  public  hearing?  The  petition  is  ad- 
dressed to  the  City  Council,  and  not  to  this  branch 
which  it  is  proposen  shall  hear  it.  He  believed  it 
to  be  the  device  of  their  enemi  s.  He  acknowl- 
edged that  all  petitions  should  be  received  respect- 
fally,  but  it  was  not  their  duty  always  to  grant 
the  requests;  they  were  to  be  the  judges  of  any- 
thing which  came  before  them. 

As  to  tbe  petitions,  from  whom  did  they  ema- 
nate? He  charged  members  with  attempts  to 
manufacture  puolic  opinion,  by  circulatiug  peti- 
tions and  inducing  gentlemen  to  sign  them.  Tbey 
should  concede  to  the  friends  of  free  ferries  that 
ii  their  measure  is  just,  right  and  equitable,  it  is 
their  duty  lo  accomplish  that  right.  He  was  aware 
that  there  were  some  gentlemen  who  were  in  favor 
of  free  ferries  who  favored  this  proposed  hearing, 
but  he  had  his  views  on  the  subject  and  should 
abide  by  them.  The  order  had  been  passed  by  the 
other  branch  aud  there  was  no  reason  for  a  stay  of 
proceeelings.  It  it  must  go  to  a  committee 
should  go  to  the  Corcmittee  on  Ferries. 

The  gentleman  from  Ward  11  had  made  some  re- 
marks with  reference  to  the  other  branch,  that 
more  than  one  Alderman  had  told  him  that  their 
action  was  hasty,  and  that  If  they  had  had  another 
opportunity  they  would  have  voted  differently. 
This  was  a  remarkable  statement.  More  than  one, 
means  two  or  more. 

Mr.  mckinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  did  not  say 
what  ihe  gentleman  charged  him  with  saying,  but 
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be  would  state  what  be  did  say  when  be  had  ;an 
opportunity  to  speak  upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  Barnes,  resuming,  said  what  he  had  quoted 
of  the  gentleman's  remarks  were  correct  in  sub- 
stance; yet  he  could  not  know,  except  officially, 
what  are  the  views  of  the  Aldermen,  and  that  is 
shown  by  twelve  yeas,  no  nays.  The  gentleman 
from  Ward  10,  for  whom  he  bad  great  respect,  had 
made  the  statement  that  they  attempted  to  brow- 
beat, and  that  the  people  of  Kast  Boston  came 
here  to  overawe  the  Council.  If  so,  it  was  without 
his  knowledge,  and  he  failed  to  witness  any  such 
attempts.  The  question  was  simply  and  purely 
chat  the  ferries  should  he  free  to  all  persons,  anil 
he  should  so  vote,  and  hoped  the  order  would  be 
passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  inquired  if  an  amend- 
ment was  in  order,  and  on  a  reply  of  tbe  Chair 
that  it  was,  moved  that  the  subject  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  the  berries  on  the 
part  of  the  Council,  wLh  instructions  to  give  the 
petitioners  a  hearing. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  there  were  two  ques- 
tions before  ibe  Council — whether  there  should  lie 
a  hearing,  and  before  what  body  chat  bearing 
should  be.  He  then  proceeded  to  show  the  action 
of  the  City  Government  since  the  ferries  came  in- 
to possession  or  tbe  city.  A  yea:-  ago,  a  majority 
of  a  committee  reported  in  favor  of  purchasing 
tbe  ferries  In  regard  to  their  management  they 
said  it  was  not  asked  for  a  free  communication  by 
tbe  terries,  but  the  people  would  be  satisfied  with  a 
reduction  of  tolls  so  that  the  receipts  would  pay 
tbe  expenses. 

Mr.  Perkins  referred  to  the  composition  of  the 
committee  of  last  year,  with  one  Alderman  an  I 
two  members  of  the  Council,  and  yet  tbey  did 
not  ask  any  more  than  what  he  had  stated.  It  tbe 
people  of  East  Boston  did  not  then  ask  tor  free 
ferries,  when,  since,  he  asked,  bad  they  expressed 
a  wish  for  free  ferries? 

Mr.  Barnes  responded  that  they  had  done  so 
through  their  representatives. 

Mr.rerkius  said  he  viewed  them  in  that  respect 
as  four  members  of  tbe  Council,  and  as  such  why 
did  they  represent  tbe  people  on  that  subject  any 
better  than  the  members  last  year.  The  next  evi- 
dence that  they  wish  to  have  the  ferries  tree  was 
a  petition  presented  from  a  teamster  to  have  tb'i 
long  tolls  reduced.  On  examination  it  ap- 
peared that  this  teamster  paid  $15  out  of  the 
§80,000  received  from  teaming.  This  wns  the  only 
expression  of  opinion. 

The  next  step  on  the  subject  was  in  a  meeting  of 
the  Directors,  when  a  member  ottered  an  order  that 
the  tolls  on  foot  pas6eugeis  should  be  abolished. 
The  Directors  refused  to  pass  the  order,  but  at 
another  meeting  they  voted  that  those  tolls  on  foot 
passengers  ought  soon  to  be  abolished.  That  is  all 
the  evidence  there  is  except  that  of  tbe  opinion  oi 
the  gentlemen  on  tbe  floor.  On  that  account  it  is 
desirable  that  the  petitioners  should  be  heard.  If 
the  people  are  Unanimous  in  favor  of  free  fenu's, 
as  is  assumed,  let  them  and  tbe  petitioners  be 
heard  on  tbe  subject;  but  it  could  not  be  Judged  so 
by  the  gingerly  manner  in  which  the  subject  was 
handled  last  year,  and  it  did  not  appear  that  that 
was  an  issue  in  the  election. 

The  next  question  was  before  whom  should  the 
petition  be  heard?  lie  ha  I  great  reaped  for  the. 
Committee  on  tbe  Ferries,  but  by  tbe  action  of  tbe 
other  branch  a  portion  of  the  committee  hail  been 
cat  off,  so  that  tbey  could  not  work  together.  By 
their  report,  too,  it  appeared  that  they  bad  made 
up  their  minds,  and  were  not.  in  a  condition  to 
hear  persons  of  adverse  views.  There  should  be  a 
public  hearing  before  the  whole  Council  so  that  all 
the  members  may  bear.  He  could  not  see  whit 
objection  there  could  be  to  such  a  hearing.  He 
wished  to  hear  the  arguments  for  himself,  if  tbe 
hearing  should  be  before  a  committee,  the  room 
would  ne  crowded,  and  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil would  not  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  be  present, 
as  thev  would  should  it  be  before  the  wh  de  Coun- 
cil. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  expressed  surprise  at  the 
course  pursued  at  the  last  meeting  of  Che  Council 
in  refusing  to  hear  petitioners.  Such  a  refusal  was 
unheard  of,  unrighteous,  and  out  of  the  usual 
course.  East  Boston  was  but  a  small  portion  of 
the  city,  and  paid  hut  !?21.r>,0(l0  in  fixes,  while  it 
might  he  supposed  from  its  friends  that  it  paid 
haft'  the  taxes  of  the  city.  More  taxes  were  paid 
by  men  on  one  petition  than  was  paid  in  East 
Boston.  These  gentlemen  were  entitled  to  a  bear- 
ing, and  he  would  never  vote  in  favor  of  free  fer- 
ries until  such  hearing  was  granted.     Kast  Boston 

was  not  the  oniv  party  in  interest  on  the  subject, 


and  it  »as  not  right  and  proper  that  they  should 
force  the  passage  ot. tbe  older,  The  Eastern  n'aii- 
road  paid  tolls  on  lreight  carried  over  the  ferries 
to  the  amount  of  s'5000,  and  there  were  many  ex- 
press companies  to  Lynn  and  other  places  which 
paid  81*00  each,  and  tbe  ferries  were  to  be  made 
free  also  for  their  benefit. 

There  were  aianj  persons  on  this  side  of  the 
ferrv  wh*  also  pay  tolls.- acd  when  those  who  nay 
h'gh  tsxrs  Lsted  for  a  hearing,  they  should  le 
hi  aid.  ibe  -..n'y  qaestion  *as.  as  to  bow  the  hear- 
ing shi  nld  be  given-  The  Ferry  Committee  was 
not  a  whole  or.e.  lor  tbe  members  on  tbe  part  of 
the  Board.  ef  Aldeimen  had  eut  themselves  oft. 
He  wished  such  a  committee  as  could  bear,  pro 
and  con,  all  tliat  ^.igbt  be  said.  All  that  tiie  ordi- 
nary committees  report, is  that  a  measure  ought 
to  pass,  Xinetetn  rut  of  twenrj  are  of  that  char- 
acter. He  thought  he  was  as  capable  of  judging 
of  an  argument  as  is  any  committee,  the  best 
thine:  for  a  committee  was  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole, when  they  could  hear  the  arguments  ami 
decide  for  themselves. 

Mr.  Kohinseu  oi  Ward  H  said  tlio  petition  pre- 
sented by  him  was  addressed  to  the  Common 
Council.  iAe  disclaimed  any  knowledge  of  ol  - 
taming  the  petition  presented  try  bint,  and  knew 
nothing  of  auy  other  when  the  petition  was  given 
to  him. 

Mr.  Dickinsoo    of  Ward    Vi    said   it  km  prefix 
well  agreed  that  there  was  no  wore  need  rt'  debate 
upon    tbe    merits    of   the    quesriou    at  this  time 
There  was  quite  a  contrast  between  the  ea'      - 
ness  and  intensity  manifested  by    the    frien 
lrce  ferries  at  the  last    meeting  and  the  c.ib 
with    which    tbey   sow    discuss  the  subject.     He 
hoped  they  would  If  able  to  discuss  it   with  calm- 
ness so  as   to  satisfy  emery  voter.     It  was  an  im- 
portant measure,  and  be  wished    to   avoid   Bpeafc- 
mgupnn  its  merits,  to !  n  for  conviction. 

Tbey  ought  to  meet  it  in  a  calm.  dePberate  and 
dispassionate  niannei .  and  give  t,J  all  inteicsts  the 
fullest  hearing.  The  UT3pe*  oomnniitee  for  Bach  B 
bearing  was  a  committee  of  tbe  >  ncil. 

There  was  no  iiesire  to  slirr  the  i  omimt.. 
Kernes,  in  making  such  a  reference,  Thev  iv- 
spcitid  tb.eni.  yet  their  opinions  had  been  made 
up,  and  wb.it  use  on  the  one  side  or  th*>  other 
could  a  bearing  he  before  such  a  committee.  His 
next  choice  would  be  a  committee  or  one  bom 
each  ward,  and  tbe  last,  the  Perry  Committee. 
The  gentleman  from  V\  aril  1  bad  said  there  would 
lie  nothing  gained  by  a  hearing.  He  thought 
there  would  he.  there  had  been  some  things  in 
the  public  prints,  to  which  attention  should  be 
given,  in  which  peculiar  arguments  arc  u.-<  .1  tow- 
ards those  who  arc  opposed  to  live  leiiies.

If  6o,  all 
will  be  convinced,  and  there  will  be  an  unanimous 
vote  for  free  ferries.  In  no  other  way  could  they 
come  to  a  right  conclusion  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  U  said  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  1  had  got  into  a  slough  of  misapprehension 
of  his  remarks  ;  be  did  not  deny  that  be  was  not 
able  to  judge  or  represent  the  wishes  of  his  con- 
stituents on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  18  said  he  hoped  this  subject 


would  not  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Council,  for  no  gain  would  toe  derived  from  it.  It 
should  go  to  the  regular  committee  as  in  other 
who  can  give  a  hearing  to  all  parties.  If 
members  of  the  (  ouncil  wish  to  hear,  they  can  at- 
tend an  I  hear  belter  than  if  they  were  on  the 
committee;  better  than  if  they  were  compelled  to 
hear  it.  Charges  had  been  made  against  the  com- 
mittee that  they  were  already  pledged  to  tree  fer- 
ries; a- a  member  of  theeomusitteehe    felt  that, 

be  was  open  to  conviction,  and  was  « filing  to  hear 
any  argument  of  those  who  were  opposed  to  free 
ferries. 

Mr  smith  of  Ward  10  wished  to  call  attention  to 
the  lact  that  the  Committee  on  ferries  was  a 
Joint  (ominittee;  but  if  referred  to  the  com- 
mit.ec  non.it  must  be  as  a  .-peeial  Committee 
of  the  C  mneil.  There  was  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  "the  whole 
(  ouncil. 

Mr.  tfarnes  of  Wand  i  -aid  he  desired  to  say  that 

he  was  opposed  to  reference  to  any  committee,  on 
principle,  a-  unprecedented,  and  will  be  shown  to 
be  evil  in  all  fuiure  lime.  He  was  not  prepared  to 
say  that  he  should  oppose  the  friends  of  the  meas- 
ure favorable  to  a  reference.  If  a  reference  was 
lo  be  made,  it  should  be  to  the  Ferry  Committee, 
and  not  to  any  oilier. 

.Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  i;  said  that  on  account  of  a 
petition  being  presented  by  him  fur  a  hearing,  the 

gentleman    from  Ward   I   had   repriinaudi  d   the 

members  of  the  (ouncil  for  circulating  petitions 
and  obtaining  signatures  to  such  petitions.  So 
in  as  related  to  himself,  he  did  not  give  up  his 
citizei.sbip  when  he  accepted  office  as  a  member 
of  the  Common  Council.  He  designed  to  do  his 
duty  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  and  that 
duty  was  to  report  to  Demons  who  took  an  intei- 
c-t  in  the  actions  of  the  Council.  The  result  of 
that  action  was  lhat  parties  got  up  a  petition  for 
;■  hearing  before  the  Council.  It  was  a  respectful 
and  respectable  petition.  No  reason  had  been 
heard  lioin  the  Committee  ou  Ferries  for  their 
action,  and  they  never  gave  a  notice  nor  a  hearing 
on  wbatjthcy  were  doing.  The  subject  of  free  fer- 
ries was  never  before  them  properly;  the  question 
was  simply  a  petition  to  abolish  t.h"  long  tolls,  and 
the  least  that  should  lie  done  in  this  case  is  that 
the  petition  should  go  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Council. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  the  sub'ect  came  before  the 
committee  under  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men. 

Mr.  Webster  replied  that  he  did  not  know  of 
sucb  an  order. 

Mr.  Barues  said  he  desired  not  to  be  misunder- 
stood ;  he  did  not  hud  fault  with  members  for  pre- 
senting the  petitions. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question,  that  as  motions 
bad  been  made  for  reference  to  two  different  com- 
mittees, under  the  rules  the  reference  to  a  stand- 
ing committee  would  have  the  precedence. 

Mr.  Koboius  of  Ward  8,  as  a  fair  understanding 
of  the  matter,  wished  1 1  suggest  that  in  referring 
to  the  standing  committee,  the  five  members  bad 
already  made  up  their  mind. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  I  said  be  wished  to  set  him- 
self right  in  this  matter,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries.  He  admitted  that  he  had  made 
uo  bis  mind  as  to  the  right  and  justice  and  equity 
of  the  measure,  vet  he  was  not  prepared  to  admit 
that  he  could  not  listen  to  argument  on  the  sub- 
ject, ir  there  was  to  be  a  hearing,  be  was  just  as 
well  qualified  to  hear  and  decide  as  any  other 
member.  The  senior  member  of  the  Council  was 
on  that  committee,  but  no  one  would  deny  that  he 
was  biassed  on  the  subject.  Many  things  might  he 
said  on  this  subject,  which  he  might  say  at  some 
other  time.  He  knew  well  why  the  petition  had 
been  brought  here,  and  might  some  time  say  some- 
thing ou  the  subject.  Reference  should  b'e  made 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Ferries,  who  would  bring 
iu  a  report  in  accordance  with  the  bearing,  wheth- 
er it  was  in  their  favor  or  not. 

The  Chair  again  stated  the  question. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  offered  a  substitute  for 
the  order  under  consideration. 

The  Chair  remarked  that  it  was  merely  a  dupli- 
cate of  that  before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order, 
that  a  call  of  the  roll  had  been  ordered. 

The  Chan:  ruled  that  it  was  not  too  late  to  offer 
an  amendment,  the  call  not  having  commenced. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  moved  tnat  the  substitute 
be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  O'Brien  called  for  a  reading  of  the  substi- 
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tute,  upon  which  the  Chair  remarked  that  it  was 
the  same  as  under  consideration,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  date,  2d  -May  instead  of  1st  May. 

Mr.  O'Brien  said  he  offered  it  as  the  only  way  in 
which  it  could  be  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee 
and  be  considered   by  them  a*  new  business. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  it  c<mld  not  he  recpived  as 
differing  materially  from  the  order  under  consid- 
eration. 

the  question  was  taken  on  the  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Ferries,  which  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
31  yeas,  32  nays  ;  the  President  voting  "nay"  on  a 
tie  vcte.

AXNl'AL   BEPOBT   Of  THE   lXSI'ECTOROF  MILK 

The  annual  report  of  the  inspector  of  Milk  was 
presented,  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

The  statistics  show  the  number  of  cows  kept 
within  the  limits  of  the  eitv  including  Djrcht  :tcr 
to  be  1387;  in  city  proper,  34;  Ward  16,  637;  High- 
lands, 440;  South  Boston,  115;  East  Boston,  161. 
Number  of  persona  who  keep  but  one  cow,  323. 
\\  holcs.de  dealers  in  milk  registered  last  year, 
including  those  who  distribute  from  carriages  and 
those  who  keep  more  than  one  cow,  198;  whol ; 
number  of  wholesale  dealers  registered,  1221; 
number  now  in  the  business,  501 ;  number  selliug 
from  carriage".  246;  small  wholesale  dealers,  255; 
retailers  recorded  since  last  report,  159;  number 
recorded,  2967. 

The  whole  supply  of  milk  to  the  city  is  23,316 
gallons  daily,  at  a  Cost  to  consumers  of  $7,9J7  44. 
i  early  Supply,  8,510,340.  at  a  cost  of  S2.893.515. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  inspected  last 
year,  1700;  not  adulterated,  1090;  more  or  less 
adulterated,  610;  analyzed  by  chemist,  20;  average 
amount  of  adulteration  in  cases  analyzed,  32.40; 
largest  amount,  50>j ;  least  adulteration,  21 ;  whole 
number  of  cases  analyzed  to  date,  253;  six  com- 
plaints and  convictions  have  been  made  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  and  ten  convictions  in  the  Supe- 
rior Court,  and  there  were  two  settled.  Of  the 
whole  number  of  comulaiuts  in  court  to  date,  206, 
69  have  not  been  convicted. 

The  expenses  of  this  office  have  amounted  to 
$335  33 ;  and  the  lines  and  costs  paid  into  the 
courts  have  amounted  to  §502  33. 

The  Inspector  gives  a  history  of  the  legislation 
in  relation  to  the  inspection  of  milk,  and  t!ie 
establish ineut  of  his  office  in  1859,  and  quotes  from 
his  last  year's  report  a  description  of  the  classes 
of  milk  cans  and  their  capacity,  which  are  used  in 
the  milk  trade,  nine  quarts  and  a  pint,  by  the  trade 
in  Worcester  county  and  bv  some  in  the  vicinity 
of  Boston,  and  eight  quarts  and  a  half-pint  mostly 
used  on  th^  Fitchburg,  Lowell  and  Eastern  Rail- 
roads. A  record  of  the  weather  for  each  month  is 
given,  as  ^fleeting  the  supply  of  milk,  in  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  feed.  At  "the  beginning  of  the 
year,  in  April,  the  prices  fixed  upon  by  dealers 
were  the  same  as  on  the  previous  year. 

in  cases  oi  deteriorated  or  old  milk,  a  change  of 
milkmen  occasionally  is  recommended  as  working 
wonders.  During  the  month  ol  June,  at  one  of 
the  milk  stations  every  can  of  one  large  dairy  was 
found  more  or  less  extended  with  water.  This  is 
found  to  be  resorted  to  sometimes  when  the  supply 
of  milk  diminishes,  and  is  admitted  in  some  cases. 
When  Boston  milkmen  extend  their  milk  it  is 
done  on  more  scientific  principles.  In  July  there 
was  a  decrease  in  the  supply  of  milk  from  the  hot 
and  dry  weather,  and  a  still  greater  decrease  in 
August,  which  was  made  up  to  some  extent  by 
adulteration.  Condensed  milk,  and  a  supply  from 
quartets  where  the  milk  had  previously  been  sent 
to  cheese  factories,  helped  to  increase  the  supply. 
On  the  last  of  September  at  a  meeting  of  milk 
producers  it  was  determined  to  continue  the  pre- 
vious winter  prices,  adding  one  mouth  more 
to  the  winter  rates.  In  the  last  week  of  October 
the  supply  of  milk  became  more  abundant,  and 
freer  from  adulteration,    in  January  the  demand 
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was  lessened  on  account  of  fear  from  the  cattle 
disease,  and  the  Inspector  recommends  as  a  good 
rule,  to  refrain  from  using  milk  when  the  taste 
and  smell  are  unpleasant,  appearances  not  indi- 
cating so  clearly  disease.  iS'o  specimens  of  milk 
from  diseased  cows  were  obtained  for  examina- 
tion, although  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  them. 

An  extract  is  made  from  the  report  of  Dr.  Oliver 
E.  Wiggin,  Inspector  of  Milk  in  .Providence,  K.  I., 
in  hints  to  consnmers.  In  the  statement  Dr.  Wig- 
gin  states  that  there  is  less  difference  in  the  nu- 
tritive qualities  of  milk  and  of  meat  than  is  gener- 
ally supposed,  and  helieres  that  a  gieateruse  of 
milk  would  be  advantageous  and  economical. 
Milk  at  fifteen  cents  hecorsiders  as  economical 
as  corned  beef  at  seventeen  cents;  milk  at  ten  or 
twelve  cents  is  the  cheapest  food  that  can  be  used. 

The  supplv  of  milk  is  put  down  as  follows:  from 
Westborough  and  neighborhood,  over  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Railroad,  2500  cans  dailv,  which  arrives 
in  the  night,  for  morning  distribution.  The  Pitt*  * 
burg,  Lowell,  Hartford  &  Krie  aud  Eastern  bring 
a  large  portion  of  the  milk.  For  the  encourage- 
ment of  consumers  it  is  stated  that  by  a  recent  de- 
cision of  the  Municipal  Court,  if  a  milk  dealer  is 
in  the  dailv  practice  of  selling  to  his  customers 
adulterated  milk,  the  amount  of  his  bill  is  not  re- 
coveraole  in  a  court  of  justice.  A  tabular  state- 
ment is  given  of  the  analysis  of  milk  made  from 
samples  furnished  to  James  F.  Babcock,  Analytical 
Chemist.  No  adulteration  was  found  except  water 
with  occasionally  a  little  salt  or  caramel,  to  slight- 
ly alter  the  color  of  the  milk.

AUDITOR'S   ESTIMATES  ANT>    APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
lor  thetinancial  yeari871-72j  and  the  order  laying  a 
specific  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  city  of 
Boston  and  county  of  Suffolk  for  the  financial 
year  1871-72,  also  to  pay  the  State  tax,  (printed 
City  Document,  Xo.  23,  1871 1)  were  considered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bradt  ot  Ward  14,  the  Auditor 
was  requested  to  explain  any  matters  connnected 
with  the  appropriations  which  may  require  ex- 
planation. 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
was  read,  and  the  several  items  of  appropriations 
were  separately  considered. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  strike  out  the 
item  for  Contingent  Funds,  amounting  to  §9000, 
.<3000  for  expenses  of  joint  standing  and  special 
committees  not  having  charge  of  appropriations, 
and  $2000  each  for  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  aud  Com- 
mon Council  departments.

Mr.  Turner,  the  Auditor,  said  in  answer  to  the 
question,  that  in  relation  to  the  bills  tor  which  the 
amount  apnropriated  for  Contingent  Funds  is  to 
meet— they  have  heretofore  been  incurred  by 
committees,  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  charged 
to  the  appiounation  for  Incidental  Expenses.  The 
present  Mayor,  in  looking  over  the  question,  be- 
came fully  convinced  that  the  method  which  had 
been  pursued  was,  to  say  the  least,  highly  objec- 
tionable, and  had  only  custom,  as  it  had  been 
pursued  for  a  long  time,  to  justify  it;  but  as  there 
was  no  law  whatever  for  him  to  fall  back  on,  he 
therefore  declined  to  continue  the  practice.  Upon 
full  consideration  and  consultation  he  thought 
the  proposed  method  one  which  should  be  tried 
and  was  open  and  above  board. 

The  expenses  charged  under  this  head  have  been 
growing  from  a  small  sum  at  the  time  the  city  was 
established  until  for  the  financial  year  ending 
April  30,  1870,  they  amounted  to  «33,708  88,  and  for 
the  present  financial  year  to  $17,050  13.  The  com- 
mittee to  meet  this  class  of  expenses  now  propose 
the  sum  of  59000,  and  make  it  a  legitimate  ex- 
penditure and  not  pursue  the  course  ot  making  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  assume  the  approval  of  commit- 
tees' expenses  or  bringing  the  alternative  upon 
him  of  be'ng  in  collision  with  that  portion  of  the 
City  Council  who  incur  the  expenses  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  and  have  no  appropriation 
to  which  they  may  he  charged.  The  item  for  the 
Mayor  of  S2000  is  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining 
distinguished  visitors  and  extending  to  them  the 
In  spitalities  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Dickinson  wished  to  know,  if  these  provis- 
ions were  allowed  to  stand,  whether  there  was 
any  reason  why  appropriations  could  not  he  made 
as  heretofore. 

'I  he  Auditor  statea  that  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  the  part  ol  the  Council  had  amend- 
ments to  piopose,  which  would  require  the  assent 
of  the  Mayor  as  well  as  the  presiding  officer  of 
each  branch  to  appropriations  from  this  Contin- 
gent Fund. 

Mr.  Dickinson  further  inquired,  on  the  supposi- 
tion that  this  appropriation  should  prove  to  he 
not  sufficient,  how  they  would  be  able  to  get  al<  ng 
with  the  S9000  and  whether  there  was  any  reason 
why  they  should  not  appropriate  as  before. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  in  such  a  case,  as  in 
others  of  deficiencies,  it  must  be  met  by  transfers, 
and  the  same  course  must  be  pursued'  in  the  ap- 
proval of  the  bills. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  advocated  striking  out  the 
item.    Lost. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  to  insert  at  the  end  of  the 
item  of  appropriation  for  Contingent  Expenses  of 
the  Common  Council  "for  the  payment  of  sixty- 
four  badges  for  members  of  the  Common  Council, 
$1024." 

Mr.  Smith  stated,  in  sunport  of  the  amendment, 
that  at  the  commencement  ef  tin-  year  the  council 
voted  to  procure  badges.  For  himself  be  did  not 
care  anything  about  the  badges,  but  he  wished  the 
ii"\v  members  to  be  piovidod  with  them.  To  meet 
the  expense  it  .-.as  said  that  they  would  wait  until 
the  Appropriation  bill  for  the  new  financial  year 
should  come  up,  when  it  would  be  paid  out  of  this 
fund,  lie  did  not  wish  to  have  the  expense  paid 
out  of  this  fund,  but  to  put  the  question  fairly  and 
squarely  to  the  Council  for  the  payment  directly. 
It  it,  is  to  be  decided,  it  should  not  he  in  a  snsakiug 
manner,  but  in  a  fair  and  honest  way.  if  the 
amendment  should  be  adopted,  he  should  move  to 
deduct  the  amount  from  the  appropriation  for 
Incidental  F.xpeuses. 
The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  amend  by  mak- 
ing the  appropriation  for  the  Council  Contingent 
Expenses  SOOOO-fhEteaddf  12000.  Ti  $2000  was  to 
be  expended  in  eating,  he  thought  sixty-four  men 
could  eat  more  than  twelve. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  '.>  inquired  if  committees 
were  not  already  provided  for  in  the  first  item. 

Mr.  Winch  stated  that  if  the  Mayor  and  Hie 
Board  of  Aldermen  were,  to  be  provided  each  with 
$2000,  there  should  be  allowed  to  the  Council  a 
sum  more  in  proportion  to  their  numbers.  The 
motion  to  make  the  sum  $5000  was  carried. 

Sir.  Bradt  of  Ward  11  moved  to  add  the  words 
".Mayor  and"  Before  "Chairman" and  "President," 
so  as  to  require  the  approval  Of  the  Mayoi  as  well 
as  (  hiiirnian  of  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Common  Council  in  the  approval  of 
bills  paid  out  of  these  Contingent  Funds. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Wa'd  10  said  he  had  no  objection 
if  a  similar  approval  should  be  required,  in  appro- 
priations from  the  Mayor's  funds. 'of  one  of  the 
Other  officers;  he  thought   they  should  have   con- 


fidence enough  in  the  President  of  the  Council  in 
the  approval  of  bills,  and  believed  this  amend- 
ment unnecessary  and  uncalled  for. 

Mr.  Xoyes  asked  what  difference  it  would  make 
as  to  the  usual  custom.  Heretolore  the  approval 
of  the  Mnyor  and  of  the  President  of  the  Council 
had  not  been  required  in  the  payment  ol  the  bills, 
and  mis  was  the  same.  Tnere  was  uo  reason  why 
this  should  be  brought  in.  for  there  was  uo  differ- 
ence from  the  practice  heretofore.  If  legal  with- 
out, he  could  not  see  what  need  there  was  of  this 
provision,  and  he  hoped  it  would  not  prevail. 

The  Auditor  replied  that  this  provisiou  was  put. 
in  to  make  it  legal,  under  a  doubt  about  the  pre- 
vious practice. 

-Mr.  Winch  wished  to  know  whether,  if  these 
bills  are  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
and  by  the  President  of  toe  Council  in  the  cases 
in  each  branch,  they  are  not  as  legal  as  they  are 
when  approved  by  ihe  cbairmauol  anv  committee 
The  Chair  stated  that  in  the  appioval  of  bills  by 
the  chairman  of  a  committee,  they  are  not  ap- 
proved only  by  him.  but  bj  the  Mayor.. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  passage  of  the  order 
making  the  annual  apprupi  rations  did  not  carry 
with  it  the  authority  to  expend  the  same  without 
further  legislation  by  the  bodies  who  had  coutrol 
of  the  same,  unless  expressly  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance, or  in  the  case  of  committees,  to  whom  is 
given  the  joiut  rules  and  orders  and  the  rules  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  authority  to  expend  some 
not  exceeding  s::00.  and  the  other  $500  for  a u  ex- 
press purpose,  un  all  orders  authorizing  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  ehargeal  le  »o  any  appropria- 
tion; it  has  to  receive  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
to  make  it  legal. 

Mr.  Smith  referred  to  transactions  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Suffolk  street  District,  in  the  ap- 
proval of  hills. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  an  appropriation  was 
made  for  that  district,  and  the  com mt fee  were 
authorized  to  make  appropriations  under  it  to 
expend  sums  nor  exceeding  $1469  without  coming 
to  the  Cirv  Council,  and  that  order  received  the 
approval  of  the  .Mayor. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  wished  to 
make  an  inquiry,  it  was  simply  to  make  the 
payments  of  money  legal  in  form,  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  restrictions  upon  payments. 

The  Chair  stated  that  by  the  explanations  of  the 
Auditor,  it  was  to  make  the  payments  legal. 
The  amendments  were  adopted. 
Mr.  Smith  moved  to  amend  the  appropriation 
for  Incidental  Expenses,  by  deducting  from  it  the 
sum  added  to  the  Council  Contingent  Expenses, 
making  it  $8 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  to  amend  bv 
making  the  sum  $50,000  that  amount  he  thought 
should  lie  as  much  as  an  economical  government 
could  get  through  with. 

the  latter  amendment  was  lost,  and  that  of  Mr 
Smith  was  carried. 

In  the  items  for  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  Mr. 
Smith  moved  to  strike  out  $5000  for  new  gneii- 
hoUSi  and  office. 

Mr.  Vim  e\ai  of  Ward  S  inquired  the  reasons 
for  the  motion. 

Mr.  smith  said  he  believed  the  whole  thing  was 
a  humbug  from  beginning  to  end.  A  graveyard 
w  is  not  cxa,  th  a  matter  for  joking,  but  the  WuoIm 
matter  of  the  management  of  this  cemetery  was 
in  giving  away  lots  for  less  than  they  cost  with 
the  Improvements.  It  is  the  only  cemetery  in  the 
city  which  does  not  pay  expenses.  Besides  the 
appropriation  for  care  and  improvement,  which 
in  this  OTdM  is  $16,000,  all  of  the  income  from  the 
sale  of  lots  is  sunk  iii  this  miserable  place.  It 
was  the  most  iniquitous  thing  under  the  City 
( .o\  criiiiH  id.  and  tile  biggest  humbug. 

Past  year  there  was  -.,  committee  ap|Hiinted  to 
investigate  the  management  ol  the  oemet'Ty,  and 
be  happened  to  be  on  the  committee.  The  v  were 
satisfied  that  the  policy  in  iis  management  was 
bad,  but  thought  it  not  advisable  to  make  a  report. 
When  they  come  hole  year  alter  year  lot  appro- 
priations.'it  is  asking  too  much:'  it  is  wasting 
monfl]  e»erv  dav.and  it  isa  perfect  sink  of  money.

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  wished  to  know  if  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  green  house  had  been  asked 
lor. 
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Mr-  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  replied  that  it  wis 
asked  fur  by  the  Trustee*.  The  trouble  with  the 
gentleman  limn  \\  a  I'd  10,  ivli(i«iti.(iii  ( In*  com  mil - 
ii  b,  »a«  thai  he  wis  so  muob  Impressed  with  the 
Catholic  cemetery  in  that  vicinity  lliat  he  cuold 
not  see  this  cine  W ith  its  necessities.  Li  till 
would  only  appropriate  enough  to  hcaiiliiy  the 
cemetery,  it  can  lie  made  more  all  laeiive,  anil  ne 
lilaced  in  a  better  condition  in  a  sale  ol  lots. 

Mr.  N  inch  wished  to  know  if  the  ( Hiuinitte.-  on 
Cemeteries  reeoniinendeil  this  appropriation. 

Mi .  Hunes  ot  W  aid  I  said  the  answer  could  be 
lound  on  page  17,  (  ily  Document  IP,  whole  it  an- 
pears  (bat  tie  Trustees  ask  fur  this  appropriation, 
but  the  committee  ilo  not  approve  cf  it. 

Mr.  UoOin.-on  of  Ward  II  sail  the  subject  ol  the 
request  ol  the  trustees  came  before  the  committee,

visited  the  cemetery,  uul   had  nut  arrived  at  tie 

conclusion  yet  tO  l  i'pol  t  in  lav  01'  of  it.  lie  wis 
not  iii  favor  ot  the  appropriation  lor  feeveraJ  rea- 
sons, hut  particularly    because,    it    is   not    enough. 

it  i-  not  worth  while  to  authorize  an  expend  inure 
no  when  h  is  uertain  that  the  job  will  run  up 
1,000. 

.Mr.  Monlinu  of  Ward  !l  said  the  gentleman  ap- 
peared to  be  scared.  The  Trustees  talked  o\  el  the 
tiKitter  of  the  appropriation,  and  voted  unani- 
mously to  ask  tor  it.  lie  should  be  ashamed  to 
vote  for  striking  out  the  appropriation. 

Mr.  \\  inch  saul  solum  would  not  be  enough  for 
the  srreenln  use  and  office.  The  party  who  mikes 
the  plans  is  ol  that  opinion,  but  remarks  that  if 
no  more  can  lie  had,  they  can  cut  the  coat  accord- 
ing to  the  cloth.  He  would  not  vote  for  anything 
which  would  warrant  an  expenditure  01  S15,00U  or 

mora. 

Mr.  I  ong  of  Ward  8  stated  that  some  of  the 
members  of  the  eonii.iittee  were  in  favor  of  the 
•ipptopriati  hi.  The  office  is  now  in  the  centre  of 
the  grounds,  and  it  was  important  to  have  it  near 
the  entrance.  Many  parties  come  there  because 
the  lots  are  cheaper  than  elsewhere,  and  it  is  de- 
sirable to  make  it  attractive  to  draw  others  tin  re, 
with  a  pro-poet  of  making  it  pay  better.  W "ith 
the  greenhouse  and  the  office  near  the  entrance  it 
would  improve  the  cemetery  very  much. 

Mr.  Winch  said  that  this  appropriation  of  (16,000 
was  virtually  hut  half"  the  cost  of  taking  care  of 
the  place.  The  receipts  of  $14,000  or  S  15,000  last 
year  for  lots  were  also  expended,  and  were  so 
much  additional  to  the  cost.  It"  the  expenditures 
were  to  go  on  in  this  way  every  year  without  in- 
creasing the  receipts,  it  was  time  to  stop. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  said  that  was  just  his  idea, 
that  it  was  nine  to  stop.  The  simple  business  is  to 
induce,  people  to  buy  lots  in  the  cemetery  at  the 
loss  of  the  city.  He  did  not  understand  that  it 
was  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  comply  with  the 
law  in  providing  a  place  of  burial  for  the  poor  peo- 
ple, and  it  could  uot  be  expected  that  the  city 
would  make  money  in  competition  with  any  other 
cemetery.  L'hrey  comply  with  the  ordinance  in 
providing  for  the  poor,  but  it  could  not  be  sup- 
posed they  would  go  into  competition  with  .Mount 
Auburn.  An  expense  of  near  840,000  would  be  in- 
curred yearly  to  attract  customers,  and  yet  all  the 
time  it  is  leading  the  city  into  debt,  for  the  ex- 
penses were  constantly  increasing  as  the  place  is 
enlarged  and  improved. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  I  said  if  this  cemetery  was 
got  up  for  the  benefit  of  poor  people,  they  should 
not  object  to  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  or $15,000 
for  its  improvement  or  beautifying.  Poor  people 
have  hearts  as  well  as  rich  people.  This  is  one  of 
the  greatest  benefits  of  it  that  it  is  a  cemetery 
where  they  can  buy  lots  cheap,  and  with  its  beau- 
titication  it  goes  towards  a  relief  of  their  woes  and 
griefs.  No  one  should  raise  his\oice  against  such 
an  appropriation. 

The  motion  to  strike  out  the  appropriation  was 
lost— 21  to  23. 

On  the  item  for  support  of  schools,  Mr.  Smith 
inquired  how  much  it  was  over  that  of  last   year. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  on  an  investigation  of 
the  pay-roll,  it  was  found  that  a  reduction  of 
S2(i,700  could  be  made  without  impairing  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  schools.  This  was  an  increase  of 
$75,00*0  over  the  appropriation  of  last  year,  while 
it  should  he  considered  that  §20,000  were  trans- 
ferred to  meet  the  additional  expenses  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  inquired  about  the  appro- 
priation for  Sealers  ot  "Weights  and  Measures. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  after  the  passage  of  the 
appropriation  order  last  year,  an  additional  Sealer 
was  appointed  lor  the   Koxbury  and  Dorchester 


District,  and  the  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  ad- 
ditional expense  was  rael  by  transfer,  and  that  the 
sum  now  asked  for  was  less  than  the  total  voted 
for  the  present  year. 

The  several  items  which  were  passed  upon  were 
now  passed  as  a  whole,  and  the  orders  making  the 
spec  -die  appropriations  and  laying  a  tax  to  defray 
iiit-  expanses  of  the  city  for  the  financial  yaw 
1871-/2  wci e  passed.

The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
Quarantine  Hospital  was  live;  of  this  number 
one  had  measles  and  four  bad  smallpox.  One  died, 
one  recovered,  and  three  remain  in  hospital,  do- 
ing very  well  at  this  date.  No  vessels  have  stopped 
at  the  station  during  the  quarter.  One  case  of 
smallpox  was  carried  by  the  station  by  the  steam- 
er Calabria  from  Liverpool,  in  January,  and  was 
brought  back  to  hospital  by  steamer  Henry  Morri- 
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sou.  Considering  the  liability'  to  smallpox  by  the 
emigrant  steamers,  and  of  the  severity  with 
which  oar  sister  cities  have  been  visited  by  the 
terrible  scmrge  for  the  last  three  months,  we 
should  consider  ourselves  extremely  fortunate  in 
having  had  so  small  a  number  of  cases  of  smallpox 
in  our  own  city.  By  the  amplication  of  the  orders 
now  being  considered  ny  the  BoardofHealth.it 
is  hoped  that  much  of  our  present  liability  to  the 
introduction  of  this  disease  through  emigration 
may  be  avoided.

mittee appointed  by  the  Board  to  visit  your  city, 
and  confer  with  you  in  regard  to  a  proposed  trip 
on  the  17th  June  proximo.  They  are  empowered 
to  make  all  arrangements  in  behalf  ol  the  Ninth 
Kegiment,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  the 
hospitality  of  t  be  city  le  extended  to  the  regiment. 
I  am,  witn  much  respect.

Alderman  l-ieroe  said  that  after  tbetaction  of 
the  Board  in  relation  to  the  reception  of  the  Sixth 
Massachusetts  Kegiment,  in  declining  to  do  any- 
thing, he  could  not  see  how  they  could  lie  consist- 
ent in  tatting  any  other  course  in  relation  to  this 
regiment.  Should  this  New  Vork  regiment  visit 
the  citv,  it  should  be  a  call  upon  the  private  liber- 
ality oi'  the  citizcos  which  should  he  appealed  to. 
and  not  the  City  Government,  it  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  the' mass  of  citizens  should  be  taxed 
through  the  City  Government  for  the  purpose,  and 
there  was  no  reason  «  bj  this  regiment  should  re- 
ceive the  hospitality  of  the  city,  any  more  than  the 
military  from  any  other  locality.  He  moved  that 
the  communication  and  message  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Cowitin  said  it  >vonld  be  treating  the 
matter  rather  abruptly  to  dispose  ol  it  in  this 
summary  way.  It  would  be  better  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  sub- 
ject, as  a  mere  act  of  courtesy.  There  were 
various  links  in  the  chain  which  bind 
this  city  to  New  Vork,  and  it  was  very  im- 
portant that  this  chain  should  be  strengthened 
and  not  weakened.  The  reception  and  enter- 
tainment by  the  city  in  its'  corporate  capacity  or 
by  its  citizens  might  lie  an  advantage  lo  both 
cities.  He  should  prefer  to  have  the  communica- 
tion referred. and  tc  get  some  light  <>n  the  subject, 
and  not  dispose  of  it  in  the  way  proposed.  Mich 
a  reference  would  be  much  more  uleasing  to  him- 
self than  to  have  it  laid  on  the  till  le. 

Alderman  Pierce  believed  this  could  lie  us  well 
settled  now  as  at  anytime  in  the  future,  The 
question  was  whether  to  extend  the  hospitality  of 
the  city  to  this  or  to  any  other  regiment.  flic 
iil\  could  not    do   so.  and   could    not   subject    the 


community  to  any  such  expen-e.  It  was  no  small 
matter  for  us  to  do.  for  it  would  open  the  door  to 
other  regiments  and  military  bodies  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  The  action  in  each  particu- 
lar case  must  be  such  as  can  be  applied  to"  future 
cases  of  like  character.  He  hoped  the  Aldermen 
would  not  refer  the  matter,  bot  in  the  kindest 
manner  would  not  consent  to  take  any  action.  It 
\\a<  voted  not  to  receive  the  Sixth  Kegiment  be- 
cause it  would  be  a  Pad  precedent,  and  he  could 
not  see  anything  in  this  regiment  which  required 
this  city  to  receive  them,  he  was  not  disposed  to 
go  out  of  the  way.  as  indicated,  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  freight  or  travelling  facilities  of 
this  city,  for  the  public  necessities  and  patronage 
would  give  us  all  we  need  of  that. 

Alderman  Coyvdin  said  he  would  state  tb  it.  as 
he  understood  it.  they  did  not  want  the  city  to 
spend  a  dollar;  all  they  desired  was  a  pubhere'eog- 
mtion.  They  had  made  their  arrangements  to 
board  at  the  St.  James  while  they  are  here,  and 
pay  their  own  bids,  and  all  they  \vunt  is  a  public 
lecognition  and  reception. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  could  not  understand 
that  anything  less  was  expected  tbau  Jie  hospital- 
ities ofthe  city  to  the  regiment,  and  as  hospitali- 
ties were  generally  understood,  either  by  individ- 
uals or  by  the  city,  they  are  to  be  our  guests  and 
treated  as  such.  "He  could  not  understand  what 
hospitalities  could  mean  unless  we  were  to  enter- 
tain them  at  the  exuense  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  matter  should  be  re- 
ferred to  an  appropriate  coinniitiee  10  consider 
and  report.  If  such  a  report  be  satisfactory  it  can 
be  adopted.  He  moved,  therefore,  that  it  be  re- 
ferred to  the  appropriate  committee— modified  to 
Committee  on" Armories,  at  the  suggestion  0f  the 
Mayor. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  concurred  wit'a  the 
Alderman  opposite  (Pierce)  in  what  he  had  said, 
that  tbe  communication  should  be  disposed  of  now.

The  adherence  by  the  Common  Council  to  their 
amended  order  concerning  the  Public  I'ark  bill, 
by  inserting  the  request  for  the  Mayor  to  with- 
draw tbe  petition  recently  presented  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  relation  to  public  parks,  came  up 
for  action. 

Alderui  ui  l'lumer  moved  to  concur  in  the  action 
of  the  Common  Council. 

Alderman  fierce  said  he  did  not  see  why  the 
Board  should  concur  with  the  Council,  and  thus 
recede  Irom  its  foimer  position.  There  was  no 
reason  why  they  should  ask  that  the  petition  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Legislature.  Besides,  it 
would  be  useless  now,  as  he  understood  a  oill  had 
already  been  reported  today  in  the  Legislature 
establishing  a  park  or  parks. 

Alderman  l'lumer  said  be  was  opposed  to  this 
projeet  tor  a  public  park,  and  bad  not  committed 
himself  to  it.  This  city  was  differently  situated 
from  other  cities,  for  the  country  outside  of  tbe 
city  limits  was  one  vast  public  park  for  miles, 
kept  in  the  best  condition  by  private  individuals. 
Being  better  provided  for  than  elsewhere,  the  city 
should  not  embark  in  the  great  expeuse  which 
must  result  from  laying  out  a  public  park.

APPROPRIATION    BILL 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
for  the  financial  year  1871-2;  and  the  order  laying 
a  specific  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  of  tbe  city  of 
Boston,  and  county  of  Suffolk,  for  the  financial 
year  1871-72;  also  to  pay  the  State  tax,  ( friuted 
City  Document,  .No.  23,  1871,)  came  up  with  tbe 
following  amendments,  viz.: 

Increase  Contingent  Fund  of  Common  Council 
from  $2000  to  $5000". 

Add  item  of  $1024  for  badges  of  Common  Council. 

Decrease  Incidentals  from  $yi,000  to  $86,976. 

Insert  the  words  "Mayor  and"  before  the  words 
"Chairman"  and  "President"  on  page  7. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  to  strike  out  tbe  appro- 
priation for  badges,  to  amend  the  Contingent  Fund 
for  Board  ot  Aldermen  bv  reducing  the  amount 
from  $2000  to  $1000,  and  to  make  the  amount  of 
fund  for  Common  Council  $3000  instead  of  $5000. 

Alderman  Prerce  stated,  in  relation  to  tbe  Con- 
tingent Fund,    that   various    expenditures     had 


grown  up  with  tbe  growth  of  tbe  Government,  for 
i In-  payment  Of  Which  there  was  no  legal  authori- 
ty, bat  which  had  beeu  sustained  bv  custom,  and 
tbe  bills  bad  bi-cn  approved  by  tbe  Mayor.  These 
expenditures  had  grown  to  a  large  and  unreason- 
able amount,  and  it  was  now  proposed  to  Bet  apart 

:i  i  nutingent  Fund,  that  whatever  in  iy  be  expend- 
ed tnav  lie  legally  appropriated  and  accounted  for. 
Occasionally  there  was  hack  hire  required,  and 
dinners  were  also  found  to  be  necessary,  and  the 
committees  having  appropriations  at  their  com- 
mand were  authorized  to  Use  within    proper  limits 

these  appropriations.  The  committees  not  having 
appropriations  have  got  dinners  also,  and  their 
bills  nave  been  approved.  To  cover  tbe.-e  bills 
these  Binds  have  been  established,  only  to  be 
drawn  upon  with  the  approval  oi  the  Mayor. 

In  nlation  to  badges,  he  could  see  no  neie- 
tor  them  as  sn  Alderman,  and  he  considered  it  \\\6 
duty  to  vote  against  the  CD.  When  the  matter 
comes  up,  each  individual  must  decide  lor  him- 
self, ii nil  each  department,  like  individuals,  must 
decide  for  themselves.  I'nder  the  authority  of 
this  fund,  if  the  members  of  the  Council  choose  to 
spend  so  much  of  the  appropriation  for  badges, 
the  responsibility  will  be  upon  them,  and  there 
was  no  reason  why  tlu-y  should  bring  him  into 
thai  responsibility.  The  question  to  be  settled 
was  bv  public  opinion  and  their  responsibility  to 
their  contracts,  and  l  ot  by  acrimonious  debate 
between  the  two  branches.  With  the  Hind  they 
can  procure  badges,  and  he  was  willing  thev 
should  do  so,  relieving  bim  from  tbe  responsi- 
bility. 

He  did  not  think  it  quite  fair  for  the  Council  to 
require  him  to  vote  for  the  badges,  and  on  that 
account  he  moved  to  strike  oul  the  appropriation. 
Independent  of  that,  he  was  willing  to  submit  the 
question  to  the  sober  second  thought  ol  the  Coun- 
cil, Whether  it  was  not  far  enough  to  ask  bim  to 
go.  when  they  had  at  command  a  fund  out  of 
which  to  pay  for  these  badges.  It  seemed  to  hi.n 
further,  chat  the  sum  of  $3000  was  enough  for 
their  Contingent  Fund,  and  that  $1000  would  be 
sufficient  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  He  hoped, 
therefore,  that  his  amendments  wculd  prevail. 

Alderman  Cowdiu  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
the  Aldermau  was  not  consistent  in  striking  out 
the  appropriation  for  badges,  yet  was  willing  to 
vote  for  an  appropriation  out  of  which  the  Coun- 
cil can  pay  for  the  i badges.  If  oppo?el  to 
badges,  he  should  make  it  a  condition  that  no  part 
of  the  appropriation  should  be  expenoed  for  them. 
The  badge  was  a  small  matter  on  which  to  spend 
much  time,  and  it  was  a  question  whether  in  a 
conflict  on  it  they  would  not  lose  more  than  they 
would  gain.  In  the  large  amount  of  duties  to  be 
performed  the  preservation  of  good  feeling  was 
the  best  for  the  public  good,  and  be  thought  It  was 
better  to  pass  this  than  to  restrict  the  Council. 
He  did  not  propose  to  shirk  any  resDonsibility. 
and  was  willing  to  go  to  the  public  and" to  his  con- 
stituents for  a  settlement  of  the  question. 

Alderman  Jenkins  suggested  that  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  Mayor  be  $1500  and  that  of  the  Board 
$1500. 

Alderman  Pierce  further  remarked  that  so  far  as 
related  to  the  Board,  he  did  not  deem  it  wise  to 
have  badges,  but  he  would  not  impose  his  opinion 
on  tbe  Council.  It  was  nor,  wise,  or  prudent,  or 
right  to  impose  on  a  coordinate  branch  of  the 
Government  that  they  should  not  make  expendi- 
tures for  hick  hire  or  badges.  He  would  not  dic- 
tate to  them,  and  was  willing  to  vote  the  money 
for  a  Contingent  F"und.  Dictation  would  produce 
harm.  On  this  point  he  referred  to  the  action  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  1866,  in  refusing 
to  appropriate  money  for  cutlery  for  themselves, 
while  they  conceded  the  right  of  the  Senate  in 
using  their  appropriation  for  stationery  in  their 
own  way.  That  was  the  only  way  in  which  the 
question  could  be  settled. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  was  not  necessary  to 
state  his  opposition  to  the  appropriation  for 
badges,  and  he  could  see  no  other  course  than  to 
vote  to  reject  the  appropriation  for  badges. 

Tbe  motion  to  strike  out  the  amendment  to  ap- 
propriate $1(124  for  badges  was  carried. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  to 
substitute  $1000  for  the  appropriation  for  the  Con- 
tingent Fund  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Alder- 
man Jenkins  moved  to  make  it  $1500. 

Alderman  Pierce  accepted  the  amendment  to 
make  the  funds  for  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men each  $1500. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  was  with  reluctance 
that  he  had  anything  to  say  on  the  subject.  He 
did  not  doubt  that  the  gentlemen  who  differed 
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irom  him  bad  the  interests  of  the  city  as  much  at 
heart  as  he  had ;  yet  he  believed  it  to  be  his  duty 
to  oppose  this  kind  of  illegitimate  expenses. 
This  question  wouid  not  have  oeen  raised  except 
from  the  great  complaint  of  dining  and  wining  at 
the  public  expense.  This  establishment  or'  a  Con- 
tingent Fund  did  not  meet  the  main  difficulty. 
The  largest  amounts  which  are  expended  by  toe 
standing  committees  are  not  reached  at  all.  Ir 
appeared  by  the  Auditor's  report  that  the  expen- 
ditures of  this  branch  last  year  for  coitingent  ex- 
penses, in  dining  and  wining,  amounted  to  $33,- 
708  88.  To  speak  within  bounds,  there  must  have 
been  near  that  sum  expended  in  the  other  branch. 

It  appeared,  then,  that  more  thin  $70,000  were 
expended  last  year  for  dining  at  the  public  ex- 
pense, such  an  outlay  was  demoralizing  in  its 
influence,  and  the  expenditures*  were  but  a  small 
parr  of  the  evil.  Today,  officers  in  the  City  lla'l 
were  holding  their  positions  by  the  frailest  tenure 
because  of  (he  \  ernicious  effects  of  their  sur- 
roundings resulting  from  such  disbursements. 
There  was  not  a  gentleman  in  either  branch,  if 
$1000  were  proposed  for  an  expenditure  for  each 
member,  but  what  would  revolt  at  such  a  provi- 
sion, yet  such  an  amount  is  expended  for  each 
member  in  the  aggregate. 

The  members  of  the  City  Council  come  into  the 
City  Government  without  any  pay.  emolument  or 
reward.  If  that  was  not  th<?  "reason,  they  should 
not  nave  come  at  all.  The  question  was  what  can 
be  done  to  stop  the  progress  of  the  evil  com- 
plained of.  It  would  he  infinitely  better  in  every 
point  of  view  to  pay  each  member  $500  or  $1000  and 
let  him  find  binisell.  than  to  pursue  the  course 
which  had  been  going  on.  livery  gentleman,  knows 
the  abuse  io  which  the  city  was  subject*.  lie  had 
not  been  in  the  Government  two  weeks,  before  be- 
ing nailed  to  a  committee  meeting  at  1  o'clock, 
and  lie  fore  concluding  amotion  was  made  to  ad- 
journ to  Young's  to. dinner.

No  gentleman  in  his  own  business  amounting 
to  S-oU.OOO  but  what  would  pay  more  than  this,  and 
it  was  a  small  and  niggardly" policy  to  refuse  an 
increase  under  these  circumstances.

No  man  in  business  would  act  in  such  a  manner. 
This  was  one  fault  in  the  American  Government, 
in  endeavoring  to  get  along  on  the  Utopian  plan 
of  small  pay  for  services,  and  was  the  cause  of 
much  of  the  corruption  in  the  government. 

It  was  true  economy  to  put  the  right  man  iu  the 
right  place,  and  uav  him  accordingly.  He  would 
increase  all  the  salaries,  and  would  do  it  as  a  tax- 
payer, on  the  score  of  economy,  and  take  tne  re- 
sponsibility. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  some  men  talked  much 
about  taxes,  but  the  amount  paid  by  thein  was 
not  big.  There  is  a  large  amount  of  personal 
property  in  bonds,  which  is  covered  up;  the  pro 
rata  of  taxes  iu  this  city  is  larger  than  in  any  oth- 
er; the  real  estate  is  taxed  at  more  than"  it  is 
worth;  and  if  we  go  on  in  this  way,  our  capitalists 
will  all  leave  us,  going  oft  every  year.  He  thought 
it  was  time  to  take  the  back  truck  in  the  reduction 
of  expenses. 

A  motion  to  reduce  the  salary  of  Superintendent 
of  Hacks  and  Carriages  from  S4  a  day  to  $3  50,  as 
on  last  year,  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Tierce,  the  salary  of 
Street  Commissioners  were  fixed  at  53000  each". 

All  of  the  other  salaries  as  reported,  were 
adopted,  and  the  Salary  bill,  as  amended,  was 
passed.

The  amount  paid  to  the  present  contractors  for 
composition,  printing,  binding,  paper  ami  other 
stick, -average a  about  868,000  per  annum.    After 

eaicful  coiiMileral  ion  of  the  subject,  the  ouninitlee 

arc  satisfied  that  apart  from  the  great  expense  at- 
tending tbe  establlsl  ment  of  tbe  office,  there  arc 

objections  to  the  proposition  which  render  il  en- 
tirely Impracticable.  The  hills  for  city  work  van 
from  88000  to  88800  per  month.  At  certain  times 
a  very  large  force  is  required  to  meet  the  requisi- 
tions of  the  city,  razing  the  utmost  resources  ol  a 
lirst-olase  establishment.  At  other  times twoor 
three  men  can  perform  all  the  eitv  work 

The  committee  arc  not  aware  of  any  method  by 
which  the  work  could  he  regulated  to  secure  any- 
thing like  Uniformity.  It  is  only  when  outside 
work  can  be  called  in  at   discretion,   to   cover   the 

irregularities  In  the  city  work,  that  the  latter  can 

he  performed  economically.     It  is  well  known  that 

as  a  rule,  political  corporations  cannot  success- 
fully compete  in  point  of  economy  with  private 

corporations  or  individuals  in  the  management  of 
any  business,  I'lial  the  city  would  labor  at  a  dis- 
advantage in  attempting  to  manage  a  printing 
establishment,  where  the  active  efforts  of  politi- 
cians and  trade  unions  would  have  to  lie  contend- 
ed against,  is  too  obvious  to  require  comment  here. 

For  these  leasons,  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
thai  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  establish  a  city 
printing  office.

Bahama  or  Bermuda  Islands;  from  any 
American  ports  south  of  the  Capes  of  Virginia, 
including  Central  and  South  America,  where  they 
may  have  touched  or  traded  from  any  foreign  poit 
or  place  above  named. 

No  vessel  coming  within  the  above-named  con- 
ditions can  leave  quarantine,  or  discharge  her 
cargo,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  written 
permit  of  the  Port  Physician,  who  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  instructed  to  take  any  measures  in 
regard  to  such  vessels,  and  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  government  while  in 
quarantine,  as  in  his  judgment  the  security  of  the 
health  of  the  city  may  require.

The  certificate  of  the  election  of  W.  H.  Mason  as 
Second  Assistant  Assessor  in  Ward  12,  in  place  of 
Gilbert  Wait,  chosen  by  the  Council,  was  read. 

Mr. 'Woods  of  Ward  12  said  there  had  been  an 
impression  abroad,  from  what  was  said  in  the 
Council  at  the  last  meeting,  that  Mr.  Mason  was 
not  a  candidate.  This  was  not  tine,  for  Mr.  Mason 
was  and  is  a  candidate. 

Mr.  Heisc ■  ot  Ward  1L'  ?aid    the   statement  was 


that,  as  far  as  the  delegation  of  Ward  12  was  con- 
cerned, the  names  of  Mr.  Holmes  and  Mr.  Mason 
were  both  withdrawn.  They  thought  it  best  that 
both  of  them  should  be  dropped  anil  anew  man 
be  taken  up,  and  he  hoped  they  would  continue  to 
send  the  name  of  Mr.  Wait  to  the  upper  branch. 

Mr.  WoodB  said  be  was  absent  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, and  was  sin  prised  to  learn,  as  he  did  from  the. 
reports,  that  .Mr.  Mason  had  withdrawn  his  name, 
but  it  proved  to  be  not  so. 

Mr.  Hull  o|  Ward  4  said  lie  understood  there  was 
a  little  feeling  among  the  delegation  of  Ward  12 
in  relation  to  Mr.  Mason.  The  statement  which 
was  made  did  not  give  Mr.  Mason  a  fair  chance, 
and  led  to  the  belief  that  be  had  withdrawn  his 
name.  He  had  never  heard  anything  against  Mr. 
Mason,  and  nj  gentleman  had  any  occasion  to  find 
fault  with  him. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  12  said  the  statement  made 
by  him  was  that  the  delegation  had  withdrawn 
both  names.

The  report  nominating  Trustees  of  the  City  Hos- 
pital, at  large,  and  certificate  of  the  election  ot 
said  Trustees;  also,  report  nominating  Directors, 
at  large,  lor  Public  Institutions,  and  certificate  of 
the  election  of  said  Directors,  were  read  and  the 
elections  were  laid  over. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  he  was  requested  by 
Oliver  L.  Snaw  to  withdraw  his  name  as  a  candi- 
date for  Director  of  Public  Institutions. 

The  report  (inexpedient)  for  the  city  to  estab- 
lish a  printing  office  was  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence. 

PfBLIC  P.VEK. 

The  non-concurrence  with  the  Common  Council 
in  their  amended  order  concerning  the  Public 
Park  bill,  by  inserting  the  request  for  the  Mayor 
to  withdraw  the  petition  recently  presented  to  the 
General  Court,  in  relation  to  Public  Parks,  came 
up  for  consideration. 

.Mr.  N'oyes  of  Ward  5  moved  that  the  Council 
recede  from  its  former  action,  and  concur  with 
the  other  branch. 

.Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend,  so  that 
the  Council  adhere  to  its  former  action. 

Mr.  Smith  ol  Ward  U  said  he  believed  that  this 
public  park  matter  would  be  an  enormous  ex- 
pense to  the  city,  and  was  uncalled  tor;  and  he 
therefore  hoped  that  the  Council  would  adhere  to 
its  former  vote. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  G  said  he  honed  the  motion 
to  adhere  would  not  prevail.  The  Council  had 
committed  i'-self  against  any  public  park  by  voting 
that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  withdraw  the  peti- 
tion lor  a  public  uark  from  the  Legislature.  The 
other  branch  voted  in  favor  of  a  particular  bill, 
and  the  Council  w  ere  asked  to  vote  for  it;  but  it 
was  not  necessary  now  to  give  an  approval  of  that 
or  any  other  particular  project.  The  City  Govern- 
ment in  1869  and  in  1870  expressed  an  approval  of 
some  kind  of  public  park,  and  at  the  election  last- 
year  the  vote  of  the  people  was  largely  in  favor  of 
a  public  park,  and  it  was  hardly  the  proper  time 
now  to  say  that  we  should  not  have  one  at  all.  He 
hoped  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  10 
would  be  voted  down,  and  that  the  question  then 
be  taken  on  its  merits. 

1'he  vote  to  adhere  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of30  to 
21.

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  no  objection 
to  taking  the  amendment  for  the  Contingent  Fui  d 
til  the  Common  Council  as  it  came  from  the  Board 
nl  Aldermen,  and  was  satisfied  to  have  it  go  with 
.y^ouo  and  the  badges.  The  only  way  in  whcb  thev 
muli I  have  their  |jay  for  the  badges  was  in  not 
striking  out  tbe  appropriation  for  them.  The  Al- 
derman who  moved  to  strike  out  the  appropria- 
tion lor  badges  said  he  would  not  vote  for  the 
badges,  but  he  would  vote  lor  the  money  with 
which  to  purchase  them.  He  could  see  no  differ- 
ence in  principle  in  the  act,  audit  was  in  effect 
saying  lake  your  $3000  and  do  what  you  like  with 
it,  ai.ii  purchase  your  badges,  but  we  don't  care, 
and  i.ou't  want  to  know,  so  long  as  we  can  have 
the  credit  of  snubbing  the  Council. 

This  kind  of  way  ol  doing  business  he  did  not 
like,  in  increasing  public  expenditures  by  free 
lerrie-',  and  for  public  parks,  while  on  the*  score 
of  economy  objection  was  made  ro  an  expendi- 
ture ol  jtflOM  foi  badges.  He  hoped  the  Council 
would  have  manhood  and  dignity  enough  to  stand 
by  their  vote.  Ihey  had  got  tneir  badges  and 
should  pay  for  theni.  If  they  were  to  have  them, 
it  should  be  legitimately,  and  not  like  sneaking 
round  a  corner'  and  by  paying  for  them  in  an  un- 
iierlu.niU  il  manner. 

.Mr.  hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  fully  indorsed  the 
views  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  10.  Every 
gentleman  was  aware  that  this  Contingent  Fund 
was  put  m  here  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  cover 
up  Ibis  action,  '  nd  it  meant  badges,  and  that 
alone.  He  was  entirely  opposed  to  the  Contin- 
gent Fund,  Which  would  be  abuse  I  in  yeais  to 
conic,  so  thai  instead  of  $3000  a  year,  in  five  years 
it  would  be  increased  to  S'!0,000.  It  was  merely  to 
get  over  tbe  bailee  question.  If  Aldermen  did  tint 
see  tit  to  allow  $1024  lor  the  badges,  then  they  did  not 
want  the  Contingent  Fund.  He  hoped  the  Counoil 
would  stand  up  and  vote  this  right   dowr.     It  was 

not  so  much  the  matter  of  badges. bur  tiie  manner 
in  which  they  were  treated,  like  giving  them  a 
slap  in  the  l:uo.  It  was  advertising  tliose  who 
had  them,  as  having  got  them  irregularly  Many 
of  them  bad  got  them,  and  for  himseir  he  meant 
to  wear  his. 

The  motion  to  adhere  to  the  appropriation  for 
badges  was  rallied. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  ether  amend- 
ments.

There  were  several  committees  which  have  no 
appropriations  upon  which  to  draw  for  expendi- 
tures, and  some  Of  these  committees  have  very 
laborious  duties  to  perform.  For  their  expendi- 
tures IheM'  luiuls  have  been  provided,  So  far  as 
related  to  the  charges  to  the  lund  for  Incident  il 
Expenses  last  year,  the  a  mount  of  $36,000  he  under- 
stood came  in  from  the  previous  year,  and  the 
expenditures  were  really  thousands  of  dollars  less 
than  the  preceding  year.    The  entertainment  of 

the  Chinese  Embassy  and  the  Jubilee  were  ex- 
penses of  the  preceding  year,  some  ol  which  w  out 
over.  As  a  member  tii  a  committee  last  year 
which  had  a  large  amount  of  work  that  eominit- 
lee  bad  as  lew  dinners  and    as    little  W-itre    as    any 

others.    These  funds  he  believed  were  provided 

to  meet  the  exnenses  ot  such  Committees. 

Mr.  Hull  said  lie  was  a  member  ol  a  committee 
which  had  not  had  dinners.  He  did  not  believe 
that  any  citizen  would  object  to  a  dinner  by  a 
Committee  after  they  had  been  on  duly  several 
hours.

SCHOOL    ACCOMMODATIONS  AT   EAST  BOSTON. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of 
the  School  Committee  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
primary  schoolhouse  in  the  Prescott  District,  last 
Boston,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject, 
made  a  report  as  follows: 

It  appears  from  the  statements  made  to  the  com- 
mittee, that  the  whole  number  of  seats  in  the 
grammar  scnobTbouses in  Wanii,  is  3136.  The 
whole  number  of  puuils  belonging  to  the  grammar 
schools  March  27,  was  2-126.  and  ihoaverage  attend- 
ance for  the  six  months  previous,  20-14.  The  aver- 
age whole  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the 
primary  schools  is  1580.  The  average  attendance 
is  1452."  The  whole  number  of  seats  in  the  primary 
schools,  not  including  tbose  furnished  in  the 
grammar  school  buildings,  is  11S2— 107  loss  than 
the  whole  number  of  pupils,  but  thirty  more  than 
the  average  attendance. 

There  are  448  seats  in  the  grammar  schools  oc- 
cupied by  primary  Scholars — namely, 224  in  the 
Adams  District,  and  224  in  the  Prrs'eott  District. 
Taking  the  whole  number  of  seats  in  all  the 
schools  m  Ward  1,  tbire  is  an  exress  of  004  over 
the  whole  number  of  pupils  '.clonging  to  the 
schools. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  want  of  aec  in- 
modations  in  the  primary  department  of  the  Pres- 
cott District  could  be  met  by  rcdisli  irting  Ward 
1,  instead  of  erecting  a  new  building;  but  in  the. 
opinion  of  the  Suponnteinionr  of  .schools,  ami  tbe 
members  of  the  Ncbool  Committee  from  this  see- 
lion,  no  satisfactory  arrangement  could  be  made 
by  wuich  tbe  uncfcoupled  Beats  in  the  grammar 
schools  could  be  made  a vailable  for  tin-  primary 
scholars  in  the  Prescott  District.

When  business  men  hired  men  to  do  their  work, 
they  liked  to  have  them  near  them,  and  so  it  was 
with  the  city  in  the  employment   of  teachers        It 

was  not  desirable  that  they  should  receive  large 
salaries  and  live  as  far  off  as  In  Dedham,  West 

Uo< bury  and  Newton.  There  would  be  no  difficul- 
ty in  finding  plenty  to  do  the  work,  and  they 
should  come  hack  and  help  pay  the  taxes.  There- 
fore he  w  is  in  favor  of  providing  that  the  employes 
of  the  city  should  live  here. 

Alderman  Little  said  that  when  the  subject  was 
up  before,  it  w  is  as  to  where  the  employes  of  the 
city  bought  their  groceries,  and  now  it  appeared 
to  be  a  matter  ol  dollars  ami  cents  in  the  payment 
of  taxes.  He  did  ii"t  believe  that  the  small 
amount  of  taxes  paid  by  school  teachers  who  may 
reside  out  of  the  ciiv.  would  he  appreciable  to  any 
extent  in  the  taxes  ul  the  places  where  they  re- 
side. They  should  De  allowed  to  go  and  reside 
where  they  can  do  so  most  comfortably,  and  by 
living  in  the  country  they  would  be  better  pre- 
pared for  their  work,  and  come  to  it  with  more 
freshness  and  ability  to  discbarge  it.  He  failed  to 
see  any  good  reason  for  the  passage  of  the  order. 
If  it  should  pass,  some  of  tbe  committees  will 
have  quite  as  much  as  they  can  do. 

Alderman  I'luiner  said  the  inquiry  was  not  nec- 
essary, and  he  objected  to  the  passaged'  tbe  order 
as  in.  jinsitorial  in  its  character.  Where  the  em- 
ploy, s  of  the  city  reside,  does  not  and  should  not 
concern  them.  Many  of  these  employes  receive 
barely  enough  to  keep  body  and  soul  together, 
and  ii'  by  living  in  the  country,  they  can  eke  out 
their  living,  and  lay  up  something,  he  should  bid 
them  God-speed.  The  city  should  get  the  best 
talent  for  the  pay,  and  allow  tbe  persons  to  live 
where  they  best  can.  If  anything  could  he  done 
to  reach  the  class  of  rich  men  who  make  their  fort- 
unes here,  and  run  off  into  the  country  to  escape 
taxation,  it  would  be  worth  while,  but  this  he  re- 
garded as  too  small  game. 

Alderman  Kicker  referred  to  the  requirement 
that  certain  officers  of  the  city  should  reside 
here,  and  while  he  did  not  know  that  he  should 
carry  that  any  further,  he  could  see  no  objection 
to  ascertaining  how  much  we  are  paying  to  those 
w  ho  reside  out  of  the  city.  There  are  some  school 
teachers  who  live  out  of  the  city,  pay  taxes  and 
hold  office  where  they  reside,  and  "educate  their 
children  at  our  public  schools.  There  are  seme 
persons  who  receive  large  salaries  from  the  city, 
yet  it  is  found  difficult  for  the  assessors  to  locate 
them.  It  may  prove  on  investigation  that  all  is 
right,  yet  there  was  no  reason  why  we  should  not 
know  how  much  we  pay  to  those  who  are  not 
taxed  here. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  reply  to  Alderman  Plumer, 
said  it  the  Alderman's  views  were  correct,  let  the 
city  charter  be  changed,  so  that  Aldermen  may 
live  in  Dedham  or  elsewhere ;  extend  the  freedom 
to  all  city  officers  and  let  them  live  anywhere.  If 
the  principle  was  right,  that  the  masters  of  the 
schools  should  live  one  of  town,  he  did  not  see 
why  it  was  not  applicable  to  all  members  of  the 
City  Government.  He  would  not  go  so  far  as  to 
say  that  tbey  should  not  live  out  of  the  city,  but 
he  would  like  to  see  how  it  looked  on  ascertaining 
the  facts.  The  inquiry  would  do  no  harm,  and  he 
was  willing  to  take  his  share  of  the  obloquy  m 
making  it. 

Aldermen  Plumer  did  not  view  the  cases  as 
parallel,  as  stated  by  the  Alderman.  The  members 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  hold  elective  offices  for 
the  government  of  the   city   different  from  that  of 
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persons  receiving  salaries  from  the  employes 
of  the  city.  The  time  might  come  wtien  it 
would  become  necessary  that  the  city  should 
he  governed  l)V  persons  outside,  through 
hoards,  as  in  New  Yo)  k.  from  all  that  he  could 
garher,  school  teachers  did  not  often  become  rich 
from  their  salaries.  It  had  happened  to  him  to 
have  done  much  Tor  the  support  of  a  teacher  worn 
out  in  the  service  of  the  city,  and  in  contributing 
as  much  as  he  felt  able  to  make  up  an  annuity 
for  the  support  of  another. 

Alderman  Little,  in  reply  to  remarks  of  Alder- 
man Cowdin,  said  the  Legislature  had  in  a  meas- 
ure met  his  suggestion  in  bringing  into  the  city 
those  who  had  resided  out  of  it,  and  it  might  be- 
come necessary  at  some  time  to  annex  all  the 
neighboring  towns,  when  many  of  these  persons 
receiving  salaries  would  be  brought  back  to  pay 
their  taxes  here. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  willing  to  admit 
that  some  of  the  best  talent  of  the  Board  had  been 
secured  by  annexation;  tut  some  of  them  who  had 
lived  here  forty  years  wished  those  who  made  their 
money  here  to  help  pay  the  taxes  of  the  city. 
While  there  might  be  no  objection  to  the  masters 
residing  out  of  the  city,  there  could  be  no  harm  in 
:mch  action  as  would  not  leave  them  in  the  dark. 


Alderman  Kicker  said  he  wished  to  correct  an 
error  in  relation  to  this  order.  The  order  orig- 
inally had  reference  to  other  persons,  and  schowl 
teachers  were  incidentally  brought  in.  If  any 
persons  should  be  exempt,  it  should  be  school 
teachers.  They  have  more  leisure,  and  he  did  not 
doubt  it  would  be  better  for  them  to  reside  in  the 
country,  and  better  for  their  schools.  But  there 
were  mauy  clerks  who  receive  good  >alnries  from 
the  city,  and  there  was  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  live  here  -md  pay  taxes  in  the  city. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  saw  no  objection  to 
getting  information  ou  the  subject.  These  carpet- 
baggers, who  make  their  residences  in  New  Hamp- 
shire or  on  the  seashore,  and  yet  get  their  support 
from  the  city,  should  be  required  to  pay  taxes 
here.  The  Legislature  is  not  libera)  towards  Bos- 
ton, requiring  the  city  to  pay  more  than  its  share 
of  taxes,  and  the  larger  portion  of  the  support  of 
bridges,  and  there  could  he  no  barm  in  ascertain- 
ing who  receives  salaries  from  the  city  without 
the  payment  of  taxes. 

The  motion  for  indefinite  postponement  was  lost, 
and  the  order  was  passed.

DIFFERENCES    OF     THE     TWO     BRANCHES     ON     THE 
APPROPRIATION    BILL. 

The  non-concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
iu  the  amendments  of  the  Common  Council,  of 
April  18,  to  the  order  relating  to  the  specific  appro- 
priations for.  the  financial  year  1871-2  (City  Doc. 
23,  18T1)  and  adherence  of  said  Board  to  its' voces 
of  April  10,  current,  came  up  for  action. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  it  moved  that  the  Council 
recede  from  its  amendments,  and  concur  in  the 
amendments  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on 
the  10th  inst.,  with  additional  amendments,  to 
make  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  Council  $40011, 
and  the  total  fund  §10,000,  instead  of  $9000;  also  to 
make  the  fund  for  Incidentals  $90,000  instead  of 
$91,000,  to  correspond  with  the  proposed  increase 
of  Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  hoped  the  gentle- 
man would  give  some  good  reason  for  his  action, 
or  that  the  motion  would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  .Moulton  said  he  proposed,  if  this  motion 
passed,  to  get  what  would  amount  to  the  same 
thing  to  the  Council,  for,  instead  of  giving  up 
their  rights,  they  would  get  them  in  some  other 
way. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  gentleman  had  given  no  good 
reason  for  his  motion,  and  unless  he  did  he  hoped 
the  Council  would  adhere  to  its  vote.

The  Chair  stated  that  if  the  Council  should  re- 
cede, the  amendment  of  the  Boar;!  of  Aldermen 
would  be  hefore  the  Council  for  amendment  or 
concurrence. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  recede, 
which  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  30  to  13. 

The  question  then  recurred  upon  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Moulton  to  concur  with  the  amendments  pro- 
posed by  him,  as  stated  above. 

The  Chair  stated  the  position  of  the  question 
should  the  amendment  prevail,  that  the  Contin- 


gent Fund  tor  committees  would  be  $3000,5  those 
lor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  91500  each, 
and  i.l  the  Common  Council  $4000;  making  a  total 
of  $10,000. 

Mr.  Kh  nu  said  this  appeared  to  be  a  nice  order 
on  [lie  face  of  it,  still  it  was  a  peculiar  way  of 
backing  down  from  the  ground  which  the  Council 
had  agreed  to.  They  had  agreed  to  vote  for  the 
payment  of  $1024  fo"r  badges,  and  now  gentlemen 
who  have  been  the  strenuous  advocaCes  For  badges 
»  i-li  to  have  ii  thrown  back  on  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, and  sii'fr  tne  responsibility  from  themselves. 
Ihe  Cunncll  had  vied  t'i  stand  by  the  payment  of 
these  badges,  and  if  'hey  are  men,  they  should 
\  ote  as  men.  Some  of  them  have  the  badges,  and 
some  of  them  wear  them,  and  they  should  siand 
bj  the  vote  until  tne  last  day  of  December,  before 
yielding. 

He  did  not  believe  they  should  take  the  back 
track  lo  please  Hie  Board  ol  'Aldermen.  The  ap- 
propriation w as  ,jn<t.  and  they  had  asked  the  Board 
to  concur  with  them  in  its  passage,  liny  reply 
'■No,''  and  without  di-i  u«sioii  moved  to  adhere  to 
their  Former  vote.  He  hoped  the  Council  would 
adhere  to  its  former  vote,  and  as  men  they  should 
stand  by  their  appropriation. 

Mr.  Robinson  of  Ward  11  moved  to  strike  out  the 
whole  Contingent  Fund. 

tbe  Chair  suggested  that  the  motion  to  concur 
might  be  voted  down,  and  then  a  motion  could  be 
made  CO  strike  out  ihe  entire  appropriation  for  a 
Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Flynn  inquired  what  this  effect  of  striking 
out  the  appropriation  would    have  on  the  badges. 

The  Chafr  stated  that  it  would  take  the  appro- 
priation for  badges  with  it,  as  a  part  of  the  Con- 
tingent Fund. 

Mi  .Barnes  ■  >:  Ward  1  inquired  what  the  ques- 
tion was,  which  was  stated  by  the  Chair. 

Mr, Dickinson  of  Ward  ii  inquired  what  the 
position  of  the  question  would  be  should  ihe  pend- 
ing motion  be  lost. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  would  still  be  on  the 
amendment  of  the  Board. 

.Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  the  Common  Council 
had  ov  a  large  majority  adhered  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  badges,  and  if  it  was  justified  in  pro- 
curing the  badges,  they  should  be  paid  for  in  an 
honorable  manner,  m  the  same  manner  in  which 
other  bills  are  paid.  Gentlemen  are  disposed  to 
take  the  back  track,  because  it  is  desirable  to  have 
the  Appropriation  bill  passed  before  the  1st  May, 
and  ihe  opponents  of  the  badges  are  willing  to 
give  a  guarantee  that  the  payment  of  them  shall 
be  made  and  covered  up.  If' necessary,  he  desired 
that  the  Council  should  insist  on  their  amend- 
ment, so  that  the  other  branch  should  see  the  ne- 
cessity of  concurrence,  and  that  the  Appropriation 
bill  should  pass. 

The  Chair  stated  that  gentlemen  could  have  the 
pleasure  of  voting  for  the  badges  under  the  con- 
currence with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  because 
they  could  not  have  the  nay  for  them,  without  vot- 
ing for  them,  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund, 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward5said  he  had  made  no  pledges 
to  adhere  to  an  appropriation  for  badges ;  practi- 
cally it  made  no  difference  which  course  was 
adopted,  whether  the  badges  were  included  in  the 
appropriation  or  not,  so  long  as  the  city  paid  for 
them. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  iu  reference  to  the  suggestion 
about  passing  the  Appropriation  bill  before  the 
1st  of  May,  said  it  war  very  important,  for  without 
its  passage  not  a  single  workman  for  the  city 
could  be  paid.  Iu  view  of  the  supposed  adherence 
of  the  Council,  he  came  prepared  to  move  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  conference  so  that 
the  difference  could  be  treated  in  a  dignified  man- 
ner, without  wrangling.  As  it  stands,  he  thought 
they  might  as  well  yield,  and  although  it  did  not 
suit  his  views,  he  was  willing  to  vote  for  the  con- 
currence. 

The  question  being  stated  again,  Mr.  Robinson 
said  he  had  not  withdrawn  his  amendment  to 
strike  out  the  whole  Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Flynn  inquired  whether  it  would  be  iu  order 
to  move  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  to  recede, 
and  then  to  move  to  adhere?  If  so,  he  would 
make  such  a  motion. 

Mr.  Moulton  raised  the  question  whether  the 
gentleman  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  could 
move  a  reconsideration. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  amendment  was  not  in 
order,  the  question  being  on  the  motion  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  11. 

Mr.  Flynn  moved  to  lay  the  amendment  on  the 
table. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  take  the  whole 
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subject  with  it,   and  the   amendment  was  with- 
drawn. 

The  Chair  on  farther  consideration  ruled  the 
amendment  of  Mr.  Robinson  out  of  order. 

All,  Lames  inquired  whether  an  amendment 
could  be  moved  to  the  amendment. 

1'hc  Chair  stated  that  it  could  unless  it, destroyed 
the  force  of  the  present  ameudment.  If  it  was  not 
desired  to  pass  the  motion  to  concur,  with  amend- 
ments, it  could  be  voted  down  with  the  amend- 
ment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  1.",  the  main 
question  wa3  ordered,  and  the  motion  to  concur 
was  lost. 

Mr.  Dickinson  moved  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee of  conference. 

Mr.  Elynn  raised  the  question  whether  it  was 
not  necessary  to  adhere  to  the  amendment  of  the 
Council  before  a  committee  of  conference  «a.<  ap- 
pointed. 

The  Chair  stilted  that  it  was,  and  the  motion  was 
withdrawn. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  Council  voted  to  recede  from 
its  amendments. 

Mr.  P.van  wished  to  know  whether  the  subject 
could  not  be  laid  on  ihe  table  and  a  committee  of 
conference  be  appointed. 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  was  no  other  way  in 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  conference 
but  by  reconsideration. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Mr.  Jsoyps moved  further  that  tlieCouncil  adhere 
to  its  amendments,  which  was  carried.

CAMBRIDGE    AND  CHARLESTOWN   BRIDGES. 

The  Mayor  laid  before  the  Board  a  communica- 
tion from  the  City  Solicitor,  giving  a  sketch  of  the 
facts  needed  to  be  communicated  to  the  City 
Council  in  respect  to  the  Cambridge  and  Charles- 
town  bridges. 


This  sketch  gives  the  provisions  of  chapter  302 
of  the  acts  of  1870,  in  relation  to  the  support  of  the 
West  Boston  and  Craigie's  bridges  by  the  cities  of 
Boston  and  Cambridge,  the  proportion  of  each  to 
be  determined  by  three  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and 
that  the  unexpended  balance  of  tunds  for  the  sup- 
port of  these  bridges  shall  be  divided  between  the 
two  cities  in  the  proportion  of  the  payments  for 
support  assigned  to  each,  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  bridges  to  be  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  one  from  each  city. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  statute, 
commissioners  appointed  have  made  the  award, 
and  this  has  been  accepted  and  confirmed  by  the 
court. 

By  chapter  303,  acts  of  1870,  similar  provisions 
were  made  in  regard  to  the  Charles  River  and 
Warren  Bridges,  and  proceedings  under  the  stat- 
ute have  been  had  and  confirmed  by  the  court. 

It  now  becomes  incumbent  upon'the  City  Coun- 
cil to  provide  by  ordiuauce  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties  which  have  thus  been  imposed  upon 
this  city,  and  also  to  adopt  the  measures  necessary 
for  obtaining  our  moiety  of  the  unexpended  part 
of  said  funds.

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  opposed  to  raising 
salaries  m  the  outset,  but  tbe  matter  had  got  so 
mixed  up  that  hi'  supposed  it  would  be  better  to 
concur  in  the  amendments.  He  wanted  to  pay  nil 
that  was  needed  to  secure  The  services  ol  gootfoffi- 
cers,  but  there  were  others  to  be  protected  who 
were  not  on  the  spot.  Tax-payers  are  complaining 
of  high  taxes,  ami  are  moving  out  of  town  on  ac- 
count of  their  increase,  ami  he  could  not  blame 
them  lor  so  doing,  fur  They  would  be  no  men  at  all 
if  they  ditl  not.  the  community  did  not  expect 
that  salaries  would  be  raided  this  year,  anil  he 
wished  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  lie  was 
opposed  to  raising  salaries  except  ill  tew  eases. 

The  salaries  of  all  the  principal  officers  had  been 
raised  $680  in  the  last  two  years  by  tbe  lall  in 
gold.  The  taxes  of  this  city  were  known  to  be  at 
an  extraordinary  rate,  a  higher  rate  than  m  any- 
other  city-,  and  on  that  account  more  persons  left 
tilt-  city  last  year  than  ever  before,  and  more  would 
leave  this  year  than  la-t.  If  this  increase  should 
go  on,  a  reaction  would  take  place,  when  salaries 
would  be  Ctlt down  to  lower  rates  than  now.  With 
salaries  of  $8000  and  a  carriage,  there  is  not  one 
in  a  hundred  in  the  city  so  well  employed,  ami  in 
mercantile  business  where  an  amount  is  done  of 
.¥250,000,  the  merchants  are  not  making  money. 
.Many  of  the  Board  came  here  to  run  the  Govern- 
ment more  economically,  and  it  was  expected 
that  they  would  keep  r>own  the  taxes,  for  the  ben- 
etit  of  the  poor,  who  must  pay  the  more  as  rich 
men  are  driven  away. 

The  raising  of  salaries  having  gone  so  far.  there 
was  a  bigger  tbing  to  come,  for  there  were  the  la- 
boring people  employed  by  the  city,bwho  would  ex- 
peot to  receive  an  increase  of  pay,  and  there  was 
no  earthly  reason  why  tbey  should  not.  These 
men  were  receiving  but  SI  50  to  it  75  per  day,  but 
it  was  saiu  theirs  was  not  brain  work.  Yet  there 
was  no  reason  why  they  should  not  have  their  pay 
increased,  and  ins'tead  "of  §10,000  as  the  amount  of 
increase  of  salaries,  we  shall  have  $150,000.

officer  liable  to  be  called  out  at  all  hours  ol  the 
night  a-  well  a-  day  ran  oe  considered  but  a  trifle.

laid  these  officers  cannot  earu  so  much  out- 
side.    Ihisi-  not  to  le   expected   alter   they  have 
inployeil  fifteen  or   twenty   years   in    one   of 
the  city  departments,   that  they  could  obtain  as 

good  salaries  as  banker-  or  i  lerks  in  commercial 
ousts,  yit  for  the  positions  they  now  bold  their 
services  are  invaluable,  and  no  men  could  till 
their  plan-. 

Where  public  officers  are  reliable  anil  compe- 
tent, they  should  have  fair  salaries  and  tax-payers 
would  not  complain.  Iiieie  are  many  sale-men  in 
-tori's  who  get  better  paid  than  the' best  officers 
are  paid  by  :be  city.  He  should  Ik-  unwilling  to 
concur  with  the  Council  m  so  sweeping  a  vote, 
neither  would  be  he  willing  to  adhere  iu  all  the 
former  votes  of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Gibson,  in  support  of  the  increase  of 
the  -alary  of  the  Auditor,  said  he  was  the  only 
man  to  stand  up  between  the  demands  against  the 
Treasury  and  the  tax-payers, and  it  was  important 
that  we  had  such  a  man,  who  could  resist  unjust 
demands.  He  had  been  in  favor  of  waiting  until 
the  rale- were  down  to  .-10  on  a  thousand  before 
making  an  increase  of  salaries,  and  in  justice  to 
the  tax-payers  was  in  hopes  of  running  the  Gov- 
ernment more  economically. 

Atderman  Cowdin  said  lie  concurred  with  both 
Aldermen  Cutter  ami  i.ih.-on  to  a  certain  extent, 
and  it .could  hardly  be  expected  that  the  Board  Could 
raise  salaries  when  they  were  so  economical  as  to 
buy  their  own  victuals  and  pay  for  them  when  eu- 
e  iged  in  the  work  ol"  the  city.  He  should  be  happy 
to  vote  for  an  increase  of  all  tbe  salaries,  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  gentleman  present,  whom  they  all 
dt  lighted  to  honor;  but  if  increased  in  these  cases 
why  not  in  others?  And  it  would  be  expected  by 
the  laborers  and  others,  who  would  say:  If  you. 
increase  the  salaries  of  others,  why  not  ours?  The 
tax-payers  would  say  the  laborers  are  as  much 
entitled  to  au  increase  of  pay  as  are  the  heads  of 
departments. 

The  superintendent  of  Streets  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  tbe  Fire  Department  are  worthy  offi- 
cers and  are  entitled  to  good  salaries.  The  Audit- 
or be  had  known  from  boyhood,  and  he  respected 
him  as  an  able  and  efficient  officer.  Yet  we  bad 
an  able  officer  before  him,  and  if  the  Lord  should 
see  tit  to  take  him  away,  which  he  hoped  not  for 
many  years,  he  did  not  doubt  that  his  place  could 
be  filled.  The  gentleman  on  the  other  side,  (Al- 
derman Gibson,)  knew  better  than  he  did  in  regard 
to  the  depression  of  mercantile  business,  he 
yielded  to  bim  in  such  matters,  and  under  the  cir- 
cumstances he  hoped  the  Board  would  not  concur. 

Alderman  Jenkins  remarked  th  it  it  was  in  the 
interest  of  strict  economy  in  the  management  of 
city  arfaiis,  be  advocated  the  payment  of  fair  sala- 
ries to  those  in  the  City  Hall,  that  the  best  men 
might  be  kept  in  municipal  positions.  The  in- 
crease of  salaries  be  should  support  would  not 
amount  to  more  thau  $6000  or  $8000,  and  *he  citi- 
zens would  not  complain  if  it  was  paid  to  tbe  most 
competent  men  for  the  places. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  in  this  case  there  was  no 
horse  and  vehicle  provided,  which  was  $1200  or 
S1500  a  year  additional.  Every  financial  operation 
of  fhe  city  passes  under  the  eye  of  the  Auditor, 
and  in  ability  he  must  be  equal  to  a  first-class  law- 
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yer.  Ihe  persons  to  fill  the  office  were  very 
scarce,  and  while  lie  was  opposed  at  toe  outset  to 
increasing  salaries,  if  any  one  was  to  be  increased 
it  should  oe  tliis. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  not  understand 
that  because  he  voted  to  raise  one  salary  he 
should  raise  all  others.  In  raising:  salaries,  re- 
gard should  be  had  to  duties,  capacities,  etc.,  and 
no  one  should  oome  to  him  to  say  that  his  f  alary 
should  be  raised  because  that  ol  another  has  been. 
It  should  be  considered  how  rapidly  the  ci  y  has 
grown  in  a  few  years — an  increase  of  population 
from  150,000  to  250,000.  With  duties  more  re- 
sponsible there  should  be  an  increase  of  salaries. 
The  added  territory  had  much  increased  the 
duties  of  the  Auditor,  City  Clerk  and  Superintend- 
ent of  St.ieets,  and  had  made  them  far  more  ardu- 
ous and  exhausting,  and  he  could  not  understand 
why  thev  should  not  lie  entitled  to  an  increase  of 
salaries.  It  was  but  simple  justice  that  they 
should  be  increased. 

If  other  officers  think  their  salaries  should  be 
increased,  let  each  one  present  his  case  and  show 
his  claims,  and  if  clear  it  would  be  granted.  He 
should  vote  against  an  increase  of  tliose  not  enti- 
tled to  it.  It  was  simply  a  question  to  be  decided 
in  each  case,  whether  a  salary  is  entitled  to  be 
raised,  and  not  a  question  whether  the  increase 
should  be  carried  up  to  ST50.000.  The  salaries  of 
heads  ol  departments  should  be  raised.  In  his 
own  experience  in  connection  with  the  .street 
Department,  be  was  obliged  to  go  to  an  honest 
superintendent  l o  learn  his  duties.  If  the  super- 
intendent was  not  honest,  the  city  would  sutler  o 
that  extent.  The  city  must  suffer  from  want  of 
capacity  in  brads  of  departments,  and  if  tl-cy  are 
competent  they  should'  have  .salaries  which  Will 
support  them  creditably  and  enable  them  to  lav 
up  something.  He  believed  that,  as  a  whole,  the 
heads  of  departments  were  honest,  able  and  capa- 
ble, and  the  increase  was  not  unreasonable  or 
mure  than  tiny  are  entitled  to  receive. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  that  as  he  bad  expressed 
his  views  lreely  on  a  previous  occasion,  it  would 
not  be  necessary  for  him  to  do  so  now.  As  a  niem- 
bcrof  the  Committee  on  Salaries,  he  owed  it  to  the 
committee  to  say  that   they  carefully  considered 

each  ease  and  at  two  sessions,  lie  was  tree  to  say 
for  himself  that  he  was  ready  to  report  even 
larger  salaries,  as  a  measure  Of  strict  justice  to 
worthy  officers,  and  repudiated  the  idea  that  any 
parti',  ular  lin"  ::(  poli:  ;  wis    ni'.rled    out   far  111 :n 

ro  pursue  toy  those  who- elected  them  to  this  Gov- 
ernment: They  expected,  as  be  believed,  he 
would  decide  upon  the  subjects',  as  they  came  up, 
according   to   his  best    judgment,    i  iie  leak  of 

which  tax-paye's  complained  was  not  in  Ibis  di 
reetion.    in  the  payment  of  salaries,  be  should  do 

as  be  should  in  I  lie  management  of  his    own    busi  ■ 

ncss.    That  was  the  truest  economy  "ban  paid 

fair  salaries,  even  liberal  salaries,  and  when  we 
get  the  right  sort  of  men.  to  retain  them  in  office, 
If  the  City  paid  low  salaries,  it  would  have  a  low 
rare  ol  tabnit,  and  it  would  prove  poor  economy. 
Allusion  bad  been   made    to    the    Chief    Of    Police. 

It  was  well  known  that  when  n  change  was  pro- 
posed In  tin  office  last  ye  iv.  the  citizens  outside 
did  not  expect  to  get  such  a  man  as  was  wished 
to  rill  the  office  without  paying  at  least  - 
Thev  were  perfectly  Willing  to  pay  lair  and  lib- 
eral salaries,  and  ail  that  were  reported  by  the 
committee.  He  hoped  that  not  this  alone,  hut  in 
all  the  others,  the  Hoard  would  concur  mainly 
with  the  Council.  If  they  have  not  tin1  right  men 
for  the  oiliees,  the  sooner  they  got,  them  tbe  belter 

it  would  be  for  Ihe  city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  in  what  was 
said  ol  i  he  merits  (.1  fie  Chief  ot  Police,  and  when 
a  change  wis  proposed,  be  was  in  favor  id'  the 
present  head  of  that  department  .who  had  come  up 
from  I  lie  ranks,  step  bj  Step,  and  was  a  thoroughly 
honest  and  competent  Officer.  In  regard  to  raising 
s  ilai'ies,  he  did  not  know  a  man  who  proposes  lo 
resign  because  ho  did  not  got  onoile.li.     All   of   the

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
APRIL    27,     1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
iieid  at  one  o'clock  this  afternoon,  called  to  con- 
sider the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference 
on  the  Appropriation  bill.  Alderman  Jenkins, 
chairman,  presided. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  committee  of  the 
Board  ot  Aldermen,  appointed  to  confer  witn  a 
Committee  of  the  Common  Council  on  the  subject 
of  the  differences  between  the  two  branches  in  re- 
lation to  the  appropriations  for  Contingent  and 
Incidental  Expenses,  made  a  report  that  they  have 
conferred  with  the  committee  of  the  Council,  and 
have  been  unable  to  agree.  They  therefore  ask  to 
be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject. 

Alderman  fierce  explained  as  the  position  of 
the  question  that  when  the  committees  came  to- 
gether it  was  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the 
Board  to  agree  to  a  Contingent  Fund  "f  84000. 
with  the  appropriation  for  badges  stricken  out. 
but  this  the  committee  of  the  Council  declined  to 
accept,  anil  it  was  insisted  that  they  would  be  sat- 
isfied with  the  84000,  provided  $1021  might  l  e  ex- 
pended for  badges.  This  was  declined.  Jt  was 
then  proposed  by  them  to  strike  out  the  whole 
Contingent  Fund,  provided  that  $1024  be  applied 
as  a  Contingent  Fund.    This  also  was  declined. 

It  was  evident  from  the  differences  that  they  de- 
sired in  sonic  form,  in  words  or  in  figures,  to  show 
that  this  appropriation  was  to  be  used  lor  badges, 
and  that  the  badges  must  in  some  way  be  brought 
into  the  matter.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  having 
determined  that  they  did  not  themselves  need 
badges,  and  had  voted  against  them,  were  willing 
to  vote  a  Contingent  Fund  of  $4000.  They  did  not 
wish  to  dictate  tor  what  this  should  be  expended. 
and  were  willing  that  the  Council  should  take  the 
responsibility,  if  they  chose  to,  in  expending  a 
portion  ot  it  for  badges;  but  they  were  not  willing 
to  be  responsible  lor  such  expenditures,  and  could 
not  recognize  an  expenditure  for  badges. 

As  to  abandoning  the  Contingent  Fund,  the  com- 
mittee could  not  agree  to  that,  for  they  believed 
there  were  certain  expenditures  which  could  not 
be  legally  provided  for  except  out  of  such  fund, 
the  bills' to  be  properly  approved  of.  Authority 
must  first  be  obtained,  and  this  they  believed  to 
be  a  wise  measure.  This  fund  could  ouly  exist 
with  the  present  financial  year,  and  can  only  be 
revived  with  the  consent  of  another  City  Govern- 
ment. 

The  report  was  acoepted. 

Alderman  liibson  said  it  appeared  to  him  that 
so  long  as  the  money  wished  for  by  the  Council 
was  given  to  them  that  ought  to  be  satisfactory. 
It  seemed  like  extortion  to  ask  for  more.  In  all 
candor  that  was  a  fair  and  just  thing,  and  tbey 
should  ask  tor  nothing  more. 

Alderman  Pope  moved  that  the  Board  adhere  to 
its  vote. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  was  evident  there  must 
be  much  suffering  If  this  Appropriation  bill  was 
not  passed. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  could  conceive  of  no 
judicious  reason  why  Hie  Board  of  Aldermen 
should  not  adhere.  They  were  willing  to  vote 
$4000  for  a  Co-.tingent  Fund,  but.  11ns  the  Council 
objected  to,  because  they  wished  to  make  a  side 
thr-i:  t  I'm  the  i .u"i  so:  f  obtaining  a  recognition 
Of  the  badges.  He  did  hope  that  there  would  be 
found  judicious   men   enough,   in   the   Council  to 


change  their  determination  and  not  expend  the 
appropriations  in  trinkets. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  was  reminded  that  he 
did  not  fully  state  the  case  in  regard  to  the  fig- 
ures. It  seemed  to  be  determined  on  the  part  of 
the  Council  that  either  the  word  "badgts"  or  the 
figure  ';24"  should  be  made  prominent,  so  that  it 
should  be  known  for  what  the  amount  was  to  be 
expended. 

Alderman  Cowdm  moved  an  amendment  to  the 
effect,  making  an  appropriation  of  .?4000  without 
the  proviso  that  81024  may  be  expended  ior 
bads.  es. 

Tne  amendment  was  ruled  out  of  order. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  this  was  a  matter  of 
principle,  whether  it  was  81000  or  8100.000,  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  should  not  be  called 
uuon  to  sacrifice  that  principle  He  w?s  willing 
to  strikeout  all  of  the  Contingent  Fund:  but  if  the 
Contingent  Fund  was  voted,  they  might  vote  to 
expend  81024  for  badges,  and  the  remainder  in 
golden  rattles  if  they  chose.  They  ruigot  expend 
the  money,  but  he  did  not  wish  to  have  the  respon- 
sibility of  voting  for  badges. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  could  not  see  any  dif- 
ference in  the  proposed  settlement  of  the  ques- 
tion— it  meant  badges,  in  either  case,  and  he 
preferred  that  it  shculd  be  expressed,  and  not  to 
go  round  by  another  way.  He  did  not  agree  that 
the  Council  should  expend  the  money  as  they 
Chose  to.  but  that  the  expenditures  should  be  ex~- 
pres-'ed  fully. 

Alderman*  Gibson  contended  that  as  it  was  a 
matter  of  right,  the  Council  must  yield.  All  the 
money  asked  for  was  given  to  them,  and  they 
should  be  satisfied  :  otherwise  there  must  be  much 
suffering. 

The  motion  to  adhere  was  carried.

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  not  been  dis- 
posed to  increase  salaries,  but  if  the  Street  Com- 
missioners are  worth  anything,  they  aie  worth  all 
that  is  voted  to  them,  i'he  services  required  are 
very  important  ami  should  he  well  paid  for.  It 
was  thought  by  some  persons  that  this  is  a  new 
expense  entirely,  but  he  had  before  him  a  minute 
of  expenses  under  the  old  system,  in  which  it  ap- 
peared that  there  were  four  persons  whose  sala- 
ries were  52500  a  year  each,  besides  the  incidental 
expenses.  These  Commissioners  do  the  whole 
work,  and  with  the  whole  sum  of  their  salaries 
ami  that  of  the  clerk,  it  would  not  be  so  much  as 
has  been  paid.  Men  of  experience  and  tit  for  that 
service  could  not  be  eot  for  the  sum  proposed. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  he  on  non-cou- 
curriug  and  fixing  the  salary  at  $3000. 

Sir.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
the  sum  fixed  upon  was  a  fair  salary,  and  it  could 
hardly  be  expected  to  fill  the  place  at  53500.

Ward  13 
containing  fully  one-ball  the  population  of  the 
district. 

The  present  station  is  si.uated  in  the  liaseinent 
of  the  old  Roxbniy  City  italL  about  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  from  the  centre  of  the  district,  ami 
within  the  limits  of  Police  District  leu.  The  rooms 
are  small,  inconvenient  and  badly  arranged.  It  is 
impossible  r<>  assemble  the  whole  force  attached 
to  the  station  in  any  one  room,  ami  the  oil 
are  obliged  to  go  out  of  doors  to  fret  to  their 
sleeping-rooms  in  another  part  of  the  building.

mon and  public  squares,  §1001);  to  raise  a  portion 
of  fence  around  Public  Harden,  §1000 — said  ex- 
penditures to  be  charged  to  appropriation  for 
Common  and  Public  Grounds. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  that  the  clerk 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  East  Boston  Ferries 
be  directed  to  ascertain  at  the  Assessor's  office  in 
relation  to  the  petition  of  J.  11.  Flitner  and  others, 
what  number  of  said  petitioners  pay  taxis  in  the 
city  of  Boston  and  what  amount  of  taxes  are  paid 
by  them. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order 
that  this  was  not  a  subject  upon  which  the  Council 
could  act,  it  belonging  to  the  Special  Committee. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  \\  ard  1  stated  that  the  petition 
having  goDe  to  the  Special  Committee,  the  Coun- 
cil could  not  act  upon  it  until  they  all  came  back. 
All  that  he  knew  of  the  matter  was  that  Mr.  Flit- 
ner is  a  merchant. 

.Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  did  not  design  this  as  an 
order,  as  stated  by  the  Chair,  but  simply  as  a  mo- 
tion. He  had  been  informed  that  there  were  but 
four  persons  among  the  petitioners  who  were  tax- 
payers, while  it  purported  to  come  from  tax- 
payers.

I  he  Chair  stated  that  it  was  immaterial  whether 
it  was  a  motion  or  an  order;  it  could  go  over  and 
be  acted  upou  in  committee.

FOURTH  OF  JULY  CELEBRATION. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  order  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  make  provision  for  the  celebratioa 
of  the  Fourih  of  July. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  order  was  read 
and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Bobbins  moved  to  amend  by  substituting 
$25,000  for  $20,000. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  11  said  he  hoped  the  amend- 
ment would  not  pass.  There  was  a  good  deal  of 
talk  last  year  on  account  of  the  amount  of  money 
expended  for  such  celebration,  and  after  a  full 
consideration  of  the  subject,  the  Council  fixed  the 
sum  at  $20,000. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  found  from  the 
Auditor's  report  for  1869-70  that  it  was  but  $22,000 
two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Bobbins  said  he  begged  leave  to  differ  from 


the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  in  relation  to  last 
year's  appropriation;  it  was  found  to  be  insuffi- 
cient lor  the  celebration,  and  a  certain  amount 
was  raised  outside  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  The 
sum  of  f  25,000  is  as  small  as  it  is  possible  to  get 
along  with,  even  by  an  economical  City  Govern- 
ment, and  would  meet  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
citizens. 

Mr.  siiiilh  replied  that  he  recollected  very  well 
about  the  matter  of  last  year,  and  how  the  diffi- 
culty arose  which  had  been  spoken  of.  The  com- 
mittee laid  out  in  good  faith  the  appropriations, 

winch  were  believed  to  he  Millieient,  w  lien  a  elarner 
was  raised  about  a  sailing  race  at  south  Boston 
1'oiut  and  another  class  of  prize-,  and  they  ran 
short  ol "  uioiiev.  Tins  could  have  been  avoided  if 
it  had  been  determined  on  in  the  first  place,  when 
less  amounts  could  have  risen  expended  upon  other 
objc-is  provided  for.  He  dit  not  claim  to  be  so 
piiniiie  as  some  persons,  but  stood  here  as  an 
humble  representative  of  the  tax-payers  to  prevent 
a  waste  of  ihe  peoples  money.  If  any  more  was 
wanting,  he  was  willing  to  contribute  from  bis 
own  means  to  make  up  tie  amount,  out  as  a  trus- 
tee of  the  people's  mime]  be  could  not  vote  for 
anv  more  than  was  appropriated  last  year. 

Mr.  Bobbins  said  he  remembered  that  the  gen- 
tleman was  very  liberal  in  voting  an  increase  of 
salaries.  If  the  gentleman  did  not  claim  to  be 
patriotic  he  did.  and  he  remembered  last  year  that 
in  in  anv  things  the  provision  was  not  sufficient, 
being  obliged  to  provide  bilge  water  for  ice  water, 
in  rears  past  the  eity  h  id  acted  with  fair  liberali- 
ty, and  120,000  was  expended  when  the  city  was 
much  smaller.  With  reference  to  a  certain  mat- 
ter at  smth  Boston,  he  had  to  say  that  he  did  not 
care  anything  about  a  sailing  regatta  and  had 
never  seen  one,  but  provision  was  made  so  that 
every  one  should  have  his  share  in  the  celebration 
such  as  pleased  him  best. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  0  said  he  was  a  new  mem- 
ber in  these  things,  but  on  looking  over  the  Audi- 
i  eport  he  found  that  the  cost  of  the  celebra- 
tion last  year  was  $22,623  -10,  including  a  charge  of 
$600  for  ferries  and  for  velocipede  races.  These 
items  struck  out,  the  ferry  not  being  a  subject  of 
appropriation,  he  did  not  see  why  the  amount  of 
$20,000  would  not  be  sufficient. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  reply  to  some  remarks  of  Mr.  Her- 
sey  of  Ward  12,  relative  to  his  charging  the 
people  of  South  Boston  with  being  clamorous, 
said  he  did  not  charge  it  upon  the  people,  but 
upon  certain  parties  living  there. 

The  motion  to  amend  by  making  the  appropria- 
tion 825,000  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  26  to  17.

Mr  Dickinson  of  Ward  II,  from  the  committee 
of  the  Common  Council  appointed  to  confer  with 
such  committee  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  might 
appoint  on  the  subject  of  the  difference  between 
the  two  branches,  n  relation  to  the  funds  for  Con- 
tingent Expenses,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

With  a  desire  to  harmonize  the  difference  be- 
tween the  two  branches  the  committee  proposed 
various  amendments  to  the  order  as  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  relating  to  the  amount  of 
the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  Common  Council,  to 
ail  of  which  proposed  amendments  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  Aldermen  refused  to  accede. 

in  orcer  to  remove  all  cause  for  difference,  so  far 
as  tbis  branch  is  concerned,  the  committee  would 
recommend  that  the  order  be  amended  by  fixing 
the  amount  of  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  Com- 
mon Council  at  three  thousand  and  twenty-four 
dollars,  to  be  expended  for  such  purposes  as  the 
Council  may  order.

Tbe  report  was  signel  by  Messrs.  Dickinson, 
Flvnn  ana  Hull  of  the  committee,  and  was  accept- 
ed by  the  Council. 

Mr.  Dickinson  moved  that  the  Council  recede 
from  its  former  action,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  desired  to  say  a  few  words 
in  justification  of  the  course  of  the  committee. 
They  met  with  the  committee  of  the  other  branch 
with  an  earnest  desire  that  every  one  of  their  dif- 
ferences should  be  healed  up  to  the  perfect  satis- 
faction of  all  parties,  and  felt  confident  that  they 
should  reach  such  a  result.  They  met  with  the 
committee  day  before  yesterday  and  had  a  session 
for  two  or  three  hours.  Tbe  propositions  were  aW 
made  by  the  committee  of  the  Council.  The 
first  that  was  made  was  that  they  would 
agree  to  an  appropriation  of  *o006  for  a 
Contingent  Fund  for  the  Council,  provided 
that  S1024  should  be  expended  for  badges,  if 
the  Common  Council  by  its  vote  should  author- 
ize its  expenditure.  That  was  discussed  but  not 
accepted.  It  was  then  proposed  that  the  sum  of 
$1024  be  fixed  upon  as  a  Contingent  Fund,  but  that 
was  not  accepted.  He  hoped  now  and  believed 
that    this    difficulty    would    be    settled   without 


trouble.  Much  should  be  yielded  on  both  sides, 
so  that  the  officers  of  the  "city  should  not  suffer, 
and  ne  felt  that  the  Council  was  reidy  and  willing 
to  do  us  part  in  yielding  all  that  should  be  re- 
quired. 

Mr.  Dickinson  proposed  as  an  amendment  that 
the  Council  recede  from  its  vote  of  adherence  of 
the  20th  aud  its  \otes  of  tbe  13th  instant, 
and  concur  in  fixing  uoon  a  Contingent  Fund 
for  the  Council,  with  an  amendment  to  make 
the  amount  S  3024,  and  that  the  total  amount  of  the 
Contingent  Fund  shall  be  SS024,  and  that  the 
appropriation  for  Incidentals  shall  be  $90,976. 

Tbe  Chair  stated,  as  ;he  effect  of  tbe  question, 
that  the  Contingent  Fund  would  be  $3000  lor  the 
standing  committee*.  $1500  each  for  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Aldermei'.  and  $3034  for  tbe  Common 
Council,  making  the  total  $9024.  and  that  the 
appropriotion   for  Incidentals  would  be  $90. 9 

The  amendment  was  carried. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  the  rejection  of  the 
Fourth  of  July  order  was  withdrawn,  on  the  sug- 
gestion that  if  lost  it  would  leave  the  question  in 
a  bad  situation.

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REPORT   ON   ADMISSION  OF     FEMALE    STUDENTS  TO 
THE  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Alilerman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
City  Hospital,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions 
oi  the  Trustees  of  the  i\ew  England  Female  Med- 
ical College  anil  others,  that  the  students  oi  said 
college  be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  clin- 
ic ai  instruction  at  the  City  Hospital,  having  care- 
fully considered  the  subject,  submit  the  following 
report: 

thin  application  to  the  City  Council  is  in  the 
notice  ol  an  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  ol  the  City  Hospital,  first  given  in  1865, 
and  reaffirmed  in  1870,  against  the  admission  of 
female  students  to  the  privileges  of  that  institu- 
tion. In  order  to  understand  properly  the  charac- 
ter of  the  application,  and  the  position  which  the 
City  Council  occupies  in  relation  to  the  subject,  it 
is  necessary  to  refer  briefly  to  the  statutes,  ordi- 
naces  and  regulations  under  which  the  hosp'tal 
VI  as  established  and  is  at  present  governed. 

By  chapter  11.1  of  the  acts  of  the  year  1858,  the 
city  is  authorized  "to  erect,  establish  and  main- 
tain a  hospital  for  the  reception  of  persons  who 
by  misfortune  or  poverty  may  require  relief  dur- 
ing temporary  sickness;"  anil  the  City  Council 
has  "power  to  matte  such  ordinances, rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  trustees  ami  ail  other  necessary  offi- 
cers, agents  and  servants  for  managing  said  hos- 
pital." 

The  ordinance  relating  to  the  hospital  states 
that  it  is  "established  for  the  reception  of  those 
only  who  require  temporary  relief  during  sick- 
ness," and  the  Trustees  are  authorized  to  "make 
Mich  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
and  government  ol  the  patients  and  employes  .is 
they  may  deem  proper  and  necessary;  subject, 
however,  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council." 

In  the  rules  made  by  the  Trustees,  and  approved 
by  the  City  Council,  it  is  provided  that  "students 
and  other  persons  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards 
and  amphitheatre  ot  the  hospital,  in  such  num- 
bers and  with  such  restrictions  as  the  Trustees 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient." 

The  purpose  for  which  the  hospital  was  estab- 
lished, as  shown  in  the  statutes  and  ordinances, 
precludes  the  claims  of  the  petitioners,  that  the  ad- 
mission of  students  is  a  right.  It  is  simply  a  priv- 
ilege, to  be  granted  only  so  far  as  it  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  real  objects  of  the  institution. 

The  question,  there  tore,  relates  merely  to  the 
economy  of  the  establishment,  and  this  has  been 
Placed  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees.  Of 
course,  it  is  competent  tor  the  City  Couucil  to  in- 
struct the  Trustees  upon  any  matter  of  manage- 
ment or  discipline,  bin  unless  a  great  and  overrul- 
ing necessity  can  be  shown,  the  adrainistiation  of 
the  Trustees  ought  not  to  be   interfered   with.     If 


the  City  Council  is  dissatisfied  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Trustees,  the  natural  and  proper  rem- 
edy'io  apply  is  the  election  of  other  persons.  A 
majority  of  the  Board  is  elected  annually,  and  the 
txovernmeut  has  in  that  way,  a  sufficient  opportu- 
nity to  change  the  policy  of  the  Board,  if  In  its 
opinion  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  should 
require  a  change. 

Therefore,  without  expressing  any  opinion  upon 
the  propriety  or  expediency  of  granting  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioners  in  this  case,  the  committee 
would  recommend  that  the  whole  subject  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  >>elieving  that  it 
may  safely  be  committed  to  their  Judicious  con- 
sideration.

It  would  not  be 
considered  out  of  place  suould  the  appropriation 
be  made  $300.  A  much  larger  amount  could  be 
expended  without  being  other  than  economical  in 
the  disposal  of  the  tlowers.  It  was  desirable  to 
make  a  reasonable  show,  without  being  extrava- 
gant. 

Air.  Flynii  of  Ward  7  said  that  when  the  appro- 
priation' was  first  made  of  $100  to  each  Post,  it 
appeared  o  be  satisfactory,  there  had  been  two 
more  Costs  orgauized,  to  he  provided  lor,  and 
there  had  been  no  petitions  lor  an  increase  in  tue 
amount. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  -aid  the  whole  custom  ap- 
peared to  be  to  make  a  show,  and  in  doing  so  it 
W  is  111  iking  a  show  on  other  people's  money — iu 
this  case  the  city's  money.  He  should  be  iu  iavor 
of  repealing  the  whole  appropriation. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  urged  that  it  would  be 
showing  the  sympathy  of  tXe  Citizens  by  the  a:>- 
piopriatton,  and  not  that  of  the  soldiers  alone, 
and  this  could  be  as  well  done  in  this  manner  as 
to  expend  large  sums  of  money  for  the  celebraiion 
of  the  Fourth  of  duly. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  suggested  that  if  a  recon- 
sideration prevailed,  and  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  nude,  it  would  be  making  the  appropri- 
ation nearly  treble  the  aiuouot  ol  last  year,  with 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  posts. 

.Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  explained  as  to  the  in- 
crease in  the  nuujner  of  the  posts,  that  one  had 
been  added  by  the  annexation  of  Dorchester,  and 
another  by  the  division  of  a  large  post.  There 
wis  no  probability  of  a  further  increase  except  by 
annexation  of  territory  to  this  city. 

Mr.  Kobinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  believed  the 
best  way  of  showing  spmpathy  was  by  putting 
their  bands  into  their  own  pockets,  instead  of  vot- 
ing away  th3  mouey  of  others. 

Mr.  Roberts  of  Ward  II,  in  reference  to  a  re- 
mark that  there  was  no  increase  of  expense  from 
year  to  year,  said  that  there  were  deaths  of  mem- 
bers eveiy  year,  three  having  occurred  in  his  own 
post,  which  increased  the  number  of  graves  to  be 
decorated. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous 
question,  which  »a  sordered — 18  to  II. 

The  reconsideration  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  28

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  substitute  $200

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  moved  to  lay  the  order  on 
the  table,  which  was  lost. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  surprised  at 
the  call  for  an  additional  sum,  and  related  that  in 
a  conversation  last  week  with  a  gentleman  prom- 
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inent  In  this  movement,  he  expresserl  himself  as 
perfectly  satisfied  with  $100  to  each  post,  and 
wished  to  know  whether  it  would  be  likely  to  be 
voted. 

Sir.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  wished  to  know  who  this 
person  was;  for,  if  reliable,  he  would  not  vote  for 
an  increase. 

Mr.  Emery  replied  that  he  would  give  the  name 
if  he  would  call  at  his  office. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  some  of  the  statements  referred 
to  him.  He  had  been  asked  if  the  sum  of  $100 
would  be  sufficient  for  the  whole  expense,  and  bis 
reply  was  that  it  would  not.  The  action  in  other 
cities  <diowed  that  it  was  not  found  to  be  sufficient, 
as  ill  Cbarlestown  and  Chelsea.  His  own  pose 
decorated  with  that  of  Chelsea,  which  had  pro- 
vided for  it  an  appropriation  of  $300. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  believe  any 
expenditure  could  be  made  better  than  thi«.  Is 
was  desirable  that  thejeustom  should  be  continued, 
that  the  rising  generation  should  be  taught  in 
what  regard  those  were  held  who  sacrificed  their 
lives  for  their  country,  so  that  should  another  war 
occur,  there  would  not  be  wanting  a  similar  spirit 
of  patriotism. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  did  not  think  the 
question  of  the  amount  of  money  was  of  much 
consideration,  in  view  of  the  object  designed,  vet 
regard  should  be  had  to  prudence  and  economy  m 
the  xpenditures  of  public  money.  If  it  was  true 
that  the  cost  to  each  post  was  $300,  he  thought  the 
city  might  well  pay  one-half  of  the  expense.  It 
was  desirable  thai  all  classes  should  take  an  in- 
terest in  the  occasion,  and  that  it  should  be  our 
day  and  not  the  day  of  the  soldieronly. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  in  regard  to  its  being 
our  day,  it  was  a  cheap  way  of  making  it  so  by- 
voting  away  other  people's  rroney.  If  it  had  not 
been  adopted  heretofore,  be  should  be  opposed  t> 
voting  $100.  As  a  matter  of  principle,  it  was  a 
private  duty,  and  should  be  performed  as  ?ucb.  In 
a  conversation  with  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  recently,  that  gen- 
tleman said  it  was  a  great  mistake  to  come  to  the 
city  lor  appropriations,  and  it  only  added  to  ex- 
travagance in  expenditures.  The  simpler  such 
observances  were,  the  better,  and  the  giving  of 
more  money  by  the  city  lessened  the  influences  of 
the  day.  I.et  the  citizens  contribute  what  may  be 
needed,  and  he  was  ready  to  give  more  than  what 
his  amount  rf  the  tax  that  might  be  imnosed. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  said  he  was  surprised  at 
the  course  of  some  of  the  gentlemen  on  the  o<  her 
side;  while  as  a  Democrat,  and  ^sometime  stigma- 
tized as  a  Copperhead,  he  was  ready  to  vote  for 
more  than  $200  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  I  said  if  the  city  paid  the 
whole  amount  it  wc  uld  be  better  than  as  it  is  now. 
With  the  payment  by  the  city,  every  man,  woman 
and  child  would  have  an  equal  interest  in  it. 

Mr.  Stone  doubted  the  policy  of  making  guch 
appropriations,  for  the  Baptists,  Methodist?,  Odd 
Fellows  or  Musons  might  with  an  equal  claim  call 
upon  the  city  lor  means  to  decorate  the  graves  of 
their  dead. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  s  moved  the  previous 
question,  which  was  carried. 

The  question  was  stated  as  being on  the  substi- 
tution of  $200  for  $100,  the  larger  sum  lirst,  and  if 
this  was  lost,  the  motion  would  be  put  on  making 
the  amount  sir>o.

The  limited  means  now  at  tbe  disposal  of  the 
Board  prevents  favorable  action  on  many  petitions 
for  pipe,  which,  if  laio.  would  yield  the  city  an 
adequate  return  for  the  outlay. 

The  exjiense  of  water  pipes"  cow  laid  in  Ward 
16,  toeetber  with  work  already  decided  upon,  will 
soon  exhaust  the  appropriation  of  last  year. 

Much  more  work  must  be  done  to  furnish  this 
ward  with  a  reasonable  supply  of  water,  and  the 
citizens  of  this  section  are  urging  their  claims  up- 
on the  Board  with  great  vigor  and  persistence. 

We  therefore  ask  that  a  special  appropriation  of 
$300,000  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  laying  water 
piped  in  Wards  18,  14,  15  and  16.

302  of  the  acts  of  1870.  ltwas 
provided  that  the  West  Boston  and  Cragie's 
bridges,  over  Charles  Kiver,  should  be  maintained 
and  Kept  in  repair  by  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge, and  that  the  expense  thereof  should  be 
paid  by  the  two  cities  in  the  proportions  which 
should  be  determined  bv  three  commissioners,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  supreme  Judicial  Court;  and 
that  so  much  of  the  fund  formerly  accumulat- 
ed l  y  tolls  on  said  bridges  for  keeping  them  in  re- 
pair, as  remained  unexpended  for  luat  purpose, 
should  he  divvied  between  the  two  cities,  in  the 
same  proportion?  in  which  it  should  1  e  determin- 
ed that  they  should  bear  the  expense  -  1  keeping 
the  bridges  in  repair.  It  was  further  provided 
that  the  care  and  management  of  said  bridges 
should  be  vested  in  a  board  of  commissi. a. t  is. 
consisting  of  one  person  from  each  citv,  clu  sen  in 
accordance  with  such  ordiuances  as  said  cities 
should  respectively  establish. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  thi*  statute. 
the  court  appointed  "commissioners,  who,  after 
hearing  the  uartns.  awarded  that  the  c.\|  i 
maintaining  said  bridges  should  be  borne  by,  ami 
the  unexpended  pa  it  of  said  I  und  should  he  divined 
between,  the  two  cities  equally:  ano  that  award 
has  been  accepted  and  confirmed  by  the  court. 

By  chapter  SOS;  nf  the  acts  of  the  same  year, 
similar  provisions  were  made  in  regard  to  the 
Charles  Kiver  and  Warreo  bridges,  and  similar 
duties  imposed  upon  the  cities  of  Boston  and 
Charlestown  in  relation  to  them.  i'r<  ceedings 
under  th's  statute  have  i  ecu  had  in  all  respects, 
and  with  like  results,  as  in  the  foimei 

It  now  oeci  rues  inciimnent  upon  tne  City  Coun- 
cil to  provide  by  ordinance  lor  tbe  performance  of 
the  duties  Which  have  thus  been  imposed  upon 
this  city,  and  also  to  aoopt  the  measures  no 
for  obtaining  our  moiety  ot  the  unexpended  pare 
i  id  hands. 

The  amount  of  the  fund  payable  to  the  city  of 
Boston  on  account  ol  theWest  Boston  and » 
bridges  is  about  965,000.  It  will  he  necessary  to 
expend  a  portion  of  this  sum  in  rebuilding  the 
draws,  as  required  by  the  statute,  and  otherwise 
repairing  the  bridges.  I  he  ordinance  which  the 
committee  have  prepared  provides  that  the  por- 
tion of  the  fund  remaining  alter  the  repairs  have 
been  made  shall  he  invested  in  bonds  of  tne  city: 
the  income  from  which  shall  be  credited  to  these 
two  bridges. 

In  the  ease  of  Charles  Kiver  and  Warren 
bridges,  the  lui.d  his  been  nearly  exhausted  by 
the  expenses  inclined  for  repairs  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioners  appointed  ly  the 
supreme  Court.  The  draw  ol  one  bridge  in- 
rebuilt  to  conform  to  the  requirements  <  i  the 
statute:  ami  the  duty  ot  rebuilding  the  draw  of 
the  other  bridge  will  devolve  upon  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  this  city  and  Ciiarlesiow  n. 
1  he  present  fund  will  probably  be  insutheii  nt  to 
meet  the  additional  expenditures  on  this  account: 
and  the  coi.iinitti  e  h:t\  e  nol  piovideil  in  the  ordi- 
nance rclatiiitr  to  these  bridges  for  an  investment 
Of  any  portion  ol  the  funds  which  may  be  n  . 
on  their  account.

('.minion  (  iiuiicll,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order 
to  pay  s;Ot>  per  annum  lor  lent  ol  headquarters 
first  Battalion  of  Iiil'aulry,  M.  V.  M.,  having  con- 
sidered Um  subicct.  reported  that  the  order  ought 
to  pass.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  ord"r 
«M  pasted,  hv  a  vote  of  80  to  II,  as  deelalcd. 

.Mi.  l'lynn  of  Ward  7  raised  thequestiou  whether

Mr.  Howe  moved  to  substitute  $21,500  tor  $25,- 
000. 

Mr.  Koyes  of  Ward  5  said  he  hoped  the  amend- 
ment would  cot  prevail,  for  last  vear  the  appro- 
priation was  $22,000,  and  the  celebration  was  a 
failure.  If  it  was  designed  to  save  money  by 
miking  the  appropriation  lower,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter to  postpone  the  celebration  to  another  year, 
and  then  have  a  good  one,  for  it  would  not  be 
worth  while  to  spoil  it  for  a  few  thousand  dollars.

The  appropriations  were  divided  up  tor  the 
different  objects,  and  if  was  found  that  tnere  was 
enough  until  an  order  was  adopted  lor  a  sailing- 
regatta,  when  $500  were  taken  from  the  different 
objects,  which  deranged  the  plans.

REPORT   OX   ADMISSION   OF   FEMALE    STUDENTS  TO 
THE  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gihsnn, 

The  report  on  admission  of  female  studems  to 
clinical  lectures  in  the  City  Hospital  (City  Doc. 
No.  29),  with  amendments  submitted  by  Alderman 
Cowdin  (City  Doc.  No.  37),  was  taken  from  the  ta- 
ble. 

The  pending  amendment  of  Alderman  Cowdin 
was  "that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  city  Hospital,  with  the  respectful  recom- 
mendation or  the  City  Council  that  the  prayer  of 
Ihe  petitioners  be  granted." 
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The  remarks  of  Alderman  Cowdin  in  support  of 
this  amendment,  which  was  ordered  to  be  printed, 
were  ui  substance  as  follows: 

Bv  the  report  of  the  committee,  the  rules  aud 
regulations  of  the  hospital,  made  by  the  Trustees, 
are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ciry  Council ; 
nut  tbe  City  Council  has  never  approved  of  any 
regulations  excluding  medical  students  because 
they  were  females.  As  to  the  right,  tbe  petitioners 
claim  that  female  students  have  tbe  same  rights 
as  male  students  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  public 
hospitals;  and  while  other  students  are  allowed 
access  to  all  the  hospitals  in  the  city,  all  that  is 
asked  in  this  case  is  access  to  the  female  wards  of 
only  one  institution. 

meie  is  a  grtat  and  growing  demand  for  female 
physicians,  and  the  question  is  whether  New  Eng- 
land women  shall  be  compelled  to  go  elsewhere 
lor  an  education,  where  greater  liberality  prevails, 
as  in  New  York  or  Philadelphia.  The  Female  .Med- 
ical College  of  this  citv  is  the  first  of  the  kiu.l, 
having  been  opened  in  1848,  and  while  Boston  has 
th3  honor  of  having  originated  this  movement,  it 
has  tbe  reproach  01  being  far  behind  in  the  liberal 
sentiment  that  has  opened  the  hospitals  to  wo, nun 
in  otuer  cities,  both  in  our  country  and  in  Europe. 
lu  view  of  the  favor  which  had  been  extended  to 
tbe  Jbemale  Medical  College  by  leading  citizens 
representing  many  millions  of  dollars  as  tax -imp- 
els, be  hoped  the  amendment  would  be  accepted, 
and  that  it  would  be  the  unanimous  expression  of 
the  Hoard. 

A  derman  Gibson,  in  support  of  tbe  amend- 
ment, said  he  could  see  no  objection  to  grant. ng 
these  students  admission  to  the  City  Ho.-pital. 
while  students  from  Cambridge  were  allowed  to 
artend  upon  the  hospital.  The  hospital  was  sup- 
ported by  the  nty.  and  he  desired  to  know  v/by 
female  students  "should  not  be  permitted  to  go 
there,  for  where  could  they  get  their  education 
unless  access  could  be  had  by  tbem  to  such  places? 
lie  believed  that  female  doctors  were  u«eiul,  es- 
pecially to  their  own  sex,  and  he  did  not  know 
why  they  should  not  have  all  the  means  of  educa- 
tion. II  there  was  any  objection  it  must  ci  me 
from  the  fear  of  male  doctors  that  they  v.  Ullage 
business  by  the  competition. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment, 
which  was  lost,  Alderman  Gibaun,  l'ope,  Woolley, 
Cutter  and  Cowdin  voting  lor  it;  Alderman 
Tierce,  Kicker,  Little,  1-lumer,  Talbot  and  White 
against  it. 

rhe  question  recurring  upon  tbe  acceptance  of 
the  report.  Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  could  not 
see  any  objection  to  the  amendment  proposed  by 
him,  and  he  was  surprised  at  its  reject  ion. 

Alderman  (iiuson  said  he  bated  to  lose  anything 
of  the  kind  in  this  way.  lie  believe  I  in  allowing 
everybody  to  eat,  drink,  and  follow  their  own 
tastes  as 'may  suit  them  without  interference,  so 
long  as  they  do  not  go  to  excess,  lie  was  surpris- 
ed at  the  vote  which  had  been  taken,  and  believed 
tbe  Board  would  not  have  rejected  so  reasonable 
a  request.  If  such  a  request  was  not  to  be  grant- 
ed, he  would  like  to  know  tbe  reasons  for  it.  and 
have  them  expressed. 

Alderman  Little  said  be  did  not  think  there  was 
an  occasion  to. call  lor  treasons  in  sustaining  the 
report  of  the  committee,  in  leaving  tin  w  hole  mat- 
ter in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  to  whom  llu  re- 
sponsibility belongs.  He  was  in  favor  of  so  h-.n- 
ing  it.  The  Alderman  is  a  trustee  of  another  im- 
portant institution,  and  he  would  not  like  to  bo 
interfered  with  in  the  exercise  of  his  Judgment, 
nor  would  others.  For  himself,  he  believed  in  fe- 
male  colleges,  and  would  no'  object  to  giving  every 
facility  to  these  students,  but  be  preferred  to  lea\  e 
the  matter  where  it  belonged,  with  the  trustees  of 

the  <ii  v  Hospital, 

Aldertnau  Tlunier  said  he  was  willing  to  give 
his  reasons  for  his  action  on  all  measures,  and 
these  hail  been  well  expressed  by  Alderman  Lit- 
tle. The  responsibility  of  the  manegement  ot  i  lie 
City  Hospital  was  in  the  ha  oils  of  a  Board  ol  trus- 
tees, w  ho  were  competent  to  judge  of  the  interior 
management  of  that  institution,  and  with  the  vis- 
iting physicians  can  better  judge  than  himseil  the 

effect  of  the  admission  ol  two  classes  of  students 

to  that  hospital.  He  objected  to  instructing  them 
as  In  their  duties,  and  did  not  propose  to  divide 
the  responsibility  with  the  Trustees. 

Alderman  Cowdin  denied  that  the  amendment 
proposed  was  in  the  nature  of  instruction,  but  was 
simply  a  recommendation.  He  had  understood 
that  four  of  the  physicians  who  attended  upon  the 
hospital  made  no  objection,  but  did  not  know  how 
many  there  were  who  were  opposed  to  It,  and 
there  could  be  no  objection  to  the  expression  of 
an  opinion  by  the  City  Council. 


Alderman  White  said  the  committee  gave  the 
parties  a  hearing,  but  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  proper  course  to  pursue  was  to  leave  the  mat- 
ter in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees.  They  did  not 
know  whether  the  Trustees  wete  in  favor  of  the 
admission  of  female  students  to  the  hospital  or 
not,  but  the  City  Council  had  the  power  of  removal 
of  these  Trustees  il  they  do  not  discharge  their 
duties  satisfactorily.  Ue  was  in  favor  of  leaving 
the  matter  in  their  bands,  aud  hoped  the  report 
would  he  accepted. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  his  impression  was.  that 
twice  before  had  petitions  been  piesented  to  tl.e 
Trustees  for  the  admission  ol  these  female 
•tudents,  and  the  petitions  had  'ieen  rejected.  It 
was  then  time  that  the  wishes  of  the  City  Co"ncil 
aud  of  the  people  should  be  made  known  to  them 
in  a  recommendation  to  grant  the  request. 

Alderman  White  said  it  appeared  that  applica- 
tion had  been  made  twice  colore,  but  he  did  not 
know  that  anv  hearing  had  been  given  befoie. 

Alderman  Gibs  >n  said  seven-eighths  of  the  citi- 
zens, male  and  female,  were  on'  tbe  side  of  the 
petitioners.  There  ma;  be  some  ec  nsciemious 
objections  on  the  part"  of  the  opponents,  but  he 
suspected  th°re  was  something  more  than  that— a 
fear  lest  these  female  doctors  should  interfere 
with  the  practice  of  male  physicians.  He  remem- 
bered that  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  institu- 
tions at  .south  Boston,  while  paid  a  salary  by  the 
city,  had  three  or  four  students  with  htm,  from 
whom  he  received  pay.  and  who  visited  the 
patients,  and  he  could  see  no  harm  in  allowing 
these  students  to  visit  tins  hospital,  which  was 
sustained  at  the  public  expense,  tie  did  not  like 
to  see  this  thing  die  in  this  way. 

Alderman  White,  with  relerence  to  the  argu- 
ments on  this  subject,  said  the  advocates  ul  the 
petition  had  not  cine  to  the  point.  The  commit- 
tee, on  an  investigation  of  the  subject, did  not  see 
how  they  could  do  otherwise  th  in  to  leave  the 
subject  with  the  Trustees.  60  far  as  related  to  pe- 
titions, they  do  not  amount  to  anything,  as  might 
he  seen  in  the  Opposition  to  freeing  the  fast  Bos- 
ton ferries.  Certain  persons  petition  the  Cit\  bov- 
1  inment.  but  uever  make  their  appearance  at  a 
hearing.  It  IB  never  difficult  to  get  petitioi  - 
any  object,  and  they  do  not  amount  to  much. 

Alderman  Cowdin  read  some  of  the  nan 
petitioi  cis.  i,ov.  l  laflin,  Uev.  Dr.  Miner.  Drs.tt  >  .— 
selhoeft.  Angell.  Talbot.  Gregg,  aud  oihers.  Ah  x- 
an  lei  H.  Bice.  Alpheus  Hardy,  .lames  11.  I'.cal, 
George  1'.  Sanger,  (if  these  men,  be  thought,  it 
could  not  be  s  id  they  did  not  amount  to  much. 
The  objection  was  that  of  olo-fogvisui.  which  did 
not  believe  in  progress,  the  same  kind  Ol  spirit 
which  would  have  opposed  railroads  and  other 
improvements. 

Alderman  Little  remarked  that  the  speeches  of 
the  gentlemen  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  to 
the  Trustees  were  wide  of  the  merits  of  the  ques- 
tion. He  believed  in  female  medical  college-  and 
had,  before  this,  manifested  bis  belief  in  :iicfi  in- 
stitutions. It  was  not  worth  while  to  analyze  the 
names   attached    to   the   petition   in    favor" of    the 

recommendation,  tor  no  one  doubted  their 
Strength.  Bat  the  real  point  was  whether  the  re- 
iiolity  of  settling  this  matter  should  be  left 
where  it  now  rests  w  th  the  Board  of  Tru- 
\\  hen  public  opinion  demands  of  them  the  course 
proposed  they  will  yield  to  it-  demands. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  liked  to  get  the  most 
for  his  money,  and  it.  in  'his  matter,  it  did  not 
my  more  to  allow  these  students  admission 
to  the  hospital,  there  would  be  so  much  gain.  But 
looking  to  the  pas)  record  of  the  hospital,  it  ap- 
peared that  it  cost  $21  or  $3&  per  week  .0  take  care 
of  each  patient  in  the  hospital,  fin  re  was  evi- 
denilv  something  kept  back  in  the  oppositi  >n. 

Alderman  Tinnier  repudiated  the  idea  tnat 
there  was  anything  behind  th  action  of  the  1  0111- 
mitiee,  and  lie  thought  the  Alderman  v. as  mistak- 
en as  to  the  costs  01  the  patients  in  the  hospital. 
He  had  stated  the  cost  very  much  too  high.  Be- 
sides those  in  the  hospital-,  the 90,000  ouisio 
pi i cants  should  be  taken  into  account  in  estimat- 
ing;  the  cost,  and  the  good  which  is  none  by  ibis 
institution  is  almost  inconceivable.  With  n 
10  die  petition,  in. my  of  the  signer-  were  his  per- 
sonal friends  and  he  though:  ilnv  would  Ml  as  he 
did  on  the  proposition,  if  occupying  seats  in  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.  In  regard  to  the  action  of  the 
committee,  he  would  treat  thi  trustees  justee  he 
would  wish  to  be  treated,  il  holding  a  similar  po- 
sition. 

The  report  was  accepted,  referring  the  whole 
matter  to  flu  Board  of  trusters.

Nickerson,  Josiah  and  Kdmund  Quincy,  persons 
unknown  and  proprietors  ot  T  wharf,  'making  a 
total  of  30.271  feet  of  land  at  a  cost  of  $175,853  50, 
and  of  buildings  damaged  §106,000.  making  the 
whole  cost  5282,453  20.

AJJNUAI,     REPORT     OF     THE     OVERSEERS     OF     THE 
POOR. 

The  annual  report  of  the  overseers  of  the  Poor 
was  laid  before  the  Board,  anil  ordered  to  be 
printed.    In  this  report,  the  Board  say : 

"Indiscriminate  almsgiving  is  now  "admitted  to 
be  the  most  prolific  source  of  vaarrancy  and  the 
petty  forms  of  vice;  mucn  has  been  gained  iu 
checking  the  increase  in  this  city,  by  the  new  con- 
dition imposed  upon  ihesj  seeking  relief,  and  tne 
systematic  registry  of  their  names  and  personal 
antecedents  on  the  books  of  the  Board.  Care  is 
t  iken  that  the  sensibilities  of  the  most  worthy 
should  not  be  wounded  in  the  days  of  their  uiis- 
lortune  and  want,  at  the  same  time  to  prevent 
imposture  aud  not  increase  the  evil  we  seek  to 
alleviate.  Kach  case  is  thoroughly  investigated, 
and  aid  is  oft'ered  suited  to  its  peculiar  necessi- 
ties." 

After  remarking  upon  the  tendency  of  the  idle, 
thriftless  and  vicious  to  large  cities,  and  their 
disposition  to  live  upon  the  industrious  and 
thrifty,  also  upon  the  difficulty  of  resisting  appeals 
to  sympathy  by  the  philanthropic,  it  is  further 
said": 

"To  meet  the  want  <if  our  citizens  the  Charity 
Bureau  was  organized.  Municipal  relief  anil 
private  chanty  supplement  and  act  in  unison  with 
each  other,  aiid  although  it  may  be  some  years 
before  our  people  will  fully  understand  the  s.s- 
tem,  the  experience  of  every  month  satisfies  us  of 
the  wisdom  of  the  experiment.  Begging  should 
no  longer  be  tolerated  in  our  streets:  means  we 
at  hand,  or  will  be,  forthcoming  tor  ever)'  need. 
Let  the  people  of  Boston  assist  our  public  officers 
and  the  direction  of  the  benevolent  societies  iu 
the  systematic  distribution  of  the  funds  commit- 
ted to  their  hands,  and  no  meritorious  person  will 
suffer  in  our  city." 

The  success  of  the  experiment  of  the  Charity 
Bureau,  so  satisfactory  to  its  mauagers.  has  met 
with  commendation  elsewhere,  and  a  like  enter- 
prise has  been  started  iu  London,  under  the  name 
oi  the  "Society  for  organizing  Charitable  Belief 
and  Repressing  Mendicity,"  in  which  Lord  Derby, 
the  Earl  of  Shaftsbury  and  others  are  interested. 
An  extract  from  the  circular  of  the  society  is 
given  by  the  Board,  showing  its  character. 

in  a  review  of  the  year,  the  Board  are  not  an  are 
of  any  special  subject  which  requires  the  action 
of  the  Citv  Government.  The  several  departments 
under  their  charge,  they  believe,  are  carefully  ad- 
ministered and  give  satisfaction  to  those  most 
immediately  interested. 

The  income  from  the  various  trust  funds  has 
been  increasing,  thus  affording  an  opportunity  to 
add  to  the  several  amounts  given  to  the  pension- 
ers. We  are  now  paving  to  the  recipients  of  the 
Pemberton  fund  and  the  Fifty  Associates  charity 
forty  dollars  per  vear.  the  same  sum  that  has  been 
given  heretofore  by  those  who  were  on  the  Boyls- 
ton  fund.  Now  the  beneficiaries  are  all  on  an 
equality  as  far  as  the  sum  received  is  concerned. 
11  e  have  also  increased  the  number  i»f  individuals 
on  each  of  the  funds,  so  that  each  list  is  as  full  as 
ihe  income  will  permit,  When  we  consider  fiat 
this  class  of  beneficiaries  are  not  paupers  and  ha\  e 
seeu  better  days,  thai  all  of  them  for  main  years 
haxe  been  inhabitants  Of  the  city,  and  that  their 
poverty  has  not  been  caused  bj  vice  or  improvi- 
dence, it  is  a  most  welcome  task  to  add  to  their 
comforts  in  their  old  age.  The  number  of  pension- 
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era  aided  by  these  trust  funds  »s  two  hundred  aud 
ninety. 

the  ilon.  David  Sears,  the  founder  of  the  Fifty 
Associates  charity,  died  after  a  long  illness,  Jan. 
U,  1871,  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his  age.  The 
Board  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  from  bis 
own  lips  that  their  management  of  this  fund  had 
given  him  perfect  satisfaction,  He  annually  ex- 
amined the  condition  of  the  investments  and  the 
list  of  its  beneficiaries,  and  bore  cheerful  testi- 
mony that  the  charitable  objects  which  he  antici- 
pated when  it  was  founded,  were  being  accom- 
plishe  1. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  two  anony- 
mous donations  of  money,  which  have  been  added 
iu  the  remberton.  or  general  fund.  One  was  s.;.rj(i 
and  the  other  $30.  Donations  of  this  character  to 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  been  unusual  of 
late  years,  but  they  indicate,  small  as  ttje  sums 
apparently  are,  that  some  of  ihe  citizens  of  Bos- 
tou  have  a  special  interest  in  the  wants  ol  those 
who  have  a  legal  claim  upon  sympathy. 

The  project  of  erecting  a  Hew  building  for  an 
almshouse  for  the  settlement  of  the  poor  of  Boston 
has  excited  much  public  interest  and  has  received 
some  consideration  from  the  Board.  The  Board  of 
Directors  for  Public  Institutions,  who  have  had 
the  charge  of  this  class  of  the  poor,  who  require  a 
permanent  home,  as  a  branch  of  the  House  of  In- 
dustry, have  administered  the  trust  with  discre- 
tion and  H  isaom,  and  no  fault  can  be  found  with 
their  management,  but  as  it  is  now  proposed  to 
erect  a  new  ami  independe  at  building  for  iheir  ac- 
commodation, the  opportunity  occurs  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  its  erection' in  some  other  place 
than  Deer  Island.  The  popular  idea  of  this  island 
is  that  it  is  a  penal  establishment,  and  such  are 
the  associations  connected  with  it.  it  will  be  bard 
to  eradicate  that  sentiment,  even  if  it  is  wrong  in 
fact." 

After  further  remarking  upon  this  point  the 
Board  say,  "Ihe  fair  lame  of  Bostou  cannot  afford 
to  be  unjust  or  unkind  to  the  humblest  of  its  in- 
habitants. This  occasion  should  also  be  einluaced 
to  follow  the  plan  already  adopted  with  success  by 
the  Commonwealth  for  its  own  poor,  of  separating 
the  worthy  from  the  unworthy.  While  the  tiist 
class,  consisting  of  the  respectable  and  virtuous, 
old  ami  young,  should  be  comfortably  sheltered  in 
a  pleasant  home,  perhaps  under  the  care  of  the 
Overseers,  the  other  class,  the  able-bodied  vagrant 
and  idler,  should  i>e  made  to  labor  under  a  system 
similar  to  the  workhouse  establishments  iu  other 
cities. 

The  statistics  of  the  Temporary  Home  do  not 
differ  materially  from  those  of  the  previous  year. 
In  some  respects  there  is  an  increase  and  iu  others 
a  decrease,  but.  as  a  whole  it  is  about  the  same. 
The  institution  is  now  in  good  working  order  and 
its  affairs  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  per- 
sonal history  of  the  many  wait's  who  for  a  time 
are  sheltered  under  its  roof,  is  often  of  much  in- 
terest am!  appeals  to  the  sensibilities  of  the  hu- 
mane with  a  pathos  which  is  more  exciting  than 
the  pages  of  a  romance.  While  the  mass  of  those 
to  whom  single  meals  are  furnished  have  little 
claim  upon  our  sympathy,  excepting  so  far  as 
common  humanity,  which  relieves  them  from 
starvation,  yet  the'many  women  an  1  children  who 
for  a  time  are  tenderly  cared  for  by  its  matron 
and  her  assistants  is  ah  evidence  that  such  an  in- 
stitution was  needed  and  that  the  circle  of  Boston 
charities  would  not  be  complete  if  it  had  not  an 
existence.  During  the  year  ending  April  30,  1871. 
there  were  admitted  to  the  Home  1333  per- 
sons; of  this  number  211  were  Americans  and 
645  foreigners  and  477  were  children.  Num- 
ber ot  adoptions,  i6;  lost  children  restored 
176;  nurses  lurnished  with  situations,  40; 
persons  found  employment,  3til  ;  -ingle  meals  fur- 
nished, 12,963;  adults  sent  to  Tevvksoury,  50;  chil- 
dren sent  to  lewksbury,  21;  persons  sent  to  their 
friends,  165.  There  have  been  no  biiths,  and  but 
five  deaths. 

The  common  routine  of  the  official  business  of 
the  Board  has  been  as  usual.  The  several  applica- 
tions on  the  part  of  guardians  for  leave  to  sell  the 
real  estate  of  their  wards  have  been  considered, 
and  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  favored, 
the  overseers  have  united  in  asking  of  the  Judge 
of  Probate  for  the  requisite  permission.  Kour  hun- 
dred and  twentv-five  new  papers  have  been  made 
out  and  tiled,  for  those  asking  relief,  making  the 
total  number  now  on  the  general  register  6471. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Board  have  been  within 
the  appropriation,  leaving  a  small  balance  to  go 
Into  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  extinguishment  or 
the  city  debt.    A  good  degree  of  harmony  has  ex- 


isted in  our  counsels,  and  the  year   closes  witn    a 
feeling  that  the  department  is   in  as  satisfactory 
condition  as  at  auy  previous  time  since  its  organ- 
ize tion."

ANNUAL,     HEt'Olir  OF     THE     Till  sTEES     OK     MOUNT 
HOPE  CIOtETEBV. 

The  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  was  laid  before  the 
Board  by  Alderman  White.  The  Trustees,  alter 
remarking  upon  the  short  period  of  time  since  the 
subject  of  intramural  interments  engaged  public 
attention,  aud  the  result  in  the  establishment  of 
numerous  suburban  cemeteries  are  universaliv 
regarded  as  a  public  necessity,  aud  almost  every 
head  of  a  family  who  has  the  means  of  purchase, 
is  in  possession  of  or  intends  to  secure  a  lot  in  one 
of  these  beautiful  resring-plases  of  the  dead. 

Io  the  general  desire  lor  burial-lots  and  the  en- 
hancement of  their  cost,  the  purchase  ot  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery  by  the  city  was  designed  to  reme- 
dy this  tendency  to  nisrh  cost.  On  this  point  the 
Trustees  say: 

"From  a" conviction  produced  by  considerable 
experience,  the  trustees  counot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing their  belief  that  the  annual  appropria- 
tions by  the  City  Council  for  Mount  Hope  Ceme- 
tery are  both  just  and  necessary.  The  wants  of 
the  continually  increasing  class  before  adverted 
to,  wants  inevitable  from  their  nature,  demand 
the  most  generous  outlay.  This  class,  unblest 
with  other  ihan  the  most  moderate  means,  find  no 
way  to  secure  the  object  of  their  desire  than  that 
which  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  affords.  The  trus- 
tees have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  affairs  in- 
trusted to  their  management  so  as  to  meet  this 
urgent  and  growing  want." 

Various  improvements  apart  from  the  regular 
care  of  the  grounds  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  whioh  with  others  now  in  contemplation, 
and  which  the  Trustees  hope  will  be  consummat- 
ed at  no  distant  day,  will,  they  doubt  not,  meet 
the  wants  and  just  expectations  of  the  communitv. 
These  improvements  have  been  made  with  a  due 
regard  to  economy,  and  have  received  the  warm 
commendations  of  visitors  to  the  cemeterv.  The 
Trustees  have  procured  plans  for  a  new"  office, 
combining  a  room  tor  the  reception  of  visitors 
and  a  chapel  for  funeral  services,  and  a  new 
greenhouse,  which  new  buildings  they  trust  will 
be  an  ornament  to  the  grounds.  It  is  designed  to 
have  the  office  near  the  main  entrance  of  the 
cemetery,  and  the  green-house  on  the  southwest- 
ern part  of  t^e  grounds. 
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The  followingis  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work 
done,  and  the  improvements  made  during;  the 
year  ending  April  30,  largely  owing  to  the  taste  of 
the  Superintendent,  S.  A.  B.  Bragg: 

The  following  avenues  have  been  extended  in 
the  aggregate  2298  feet,  the  whole  underlaid  with 
stone,  forming  a  substantial  drain,  the  surface 
being  properly  graded  and  gravelled,  viz. :  1,  900 
fee'  added  to  W>ueter  avenue;  2,  700  feet  to  Wal- 
nut avenue;  3,  200  feet  to  Highland  avenue :  4,  36 
leet  to  Pilgrim  avenue;  5, 286  feet  to  Tennyson 
walk ;  0, 1  io  feet  to  Lowell  walk. 

sixty-one  lots  have  been  made  during  the  year, 
thirty-eight  lull-sized,  of  three  hundred  square 
itet,  anu  twenty-three  half  lots.  The  former  are 
locateu  ir.  Central  and  Channing  avenues  and 
Tennyson  walk,  between  Highland  and  Onion  ave- 
nues, and  twelve  of  the  latter  on  Greenwood  ave- 
nue and  eleven  on  Webster  avenue  and  Lowell 
walk.  Maple  ijiove  has  been  enlarged  to  supply 
the  wants  of  those  desiring  single  graves,  one 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  which  have  been  sold 
during  the  year.  About  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
rive  headstones  and  tablets  and  several  monu- 
ments have  been  erected,  and  four  lots  have  been 
inclosed  with  granite  curbingand  one  with  an  iron 
fence. 

A  fence  1413  feet  in  length  and  7  feet  in  heigrhc 
has  been  erected  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  cem- 
etery. There  were  479  interments  in  the  cemetery 
during  the  year,  exclusive  of  those  in  that  part  as- 
signed to  the  indigent  poor.  Ihe  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures were  as  follows:

Alderman  Gibson  stated,  in  explanation  of  the 
last  order,  that  this  was  contemplated  in  the  esti- 
mates for  the  present  financial  year,  as  submitted 
to  the  Auditor,  and  by  him  to  the  City  Council. 

EXTENSION  OF  COLUMBUS   AVENUE. 

The  report  and  orders  for  purchase  of  land  of 


Boston  &  Providence  Railroad,  at  a  cost  of  .'473.- 
000,  for  extension  of  Columhus  avenue,  and  lor  a 
loan  to  meet  said  expenditure,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  appeared  to  him  that 
the  sum  proposed  to  be  given  was  a  very  large 
one.  Last  year  the  railroad  corporation  proposed 
to  sell  the  property  for  $500,000,  and  by  waiting  the 
citv  had  saved  $25,000  with  the  interest,  making 
not  far  from  660.000;  and  if  a  further  amount  of 
$2^,000  could  be  saved  by  waiting  another  year,  it 
would  be  worth  saving  and  worth  waiting  tor.  In 
his  view  the  price  to  be  naid  is  very  exorbitant, 
and  he  was  unwilling  to  vote  for  the  payment  of 
such  an  amount. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  committee  had  giveu 
gTeat  consideration  to  the  subject,  and  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  term*  proposed  were  a 
just  and  fair  settlement.  The  committee  on 
meeting  with  the  directors  of  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, went  to  them  with  the  proposition  made 
by  the  committee  of  last  year,  below  which  tiny 
did  not  feel  authorized  to  propose.  The  directors 
of  the  cot  uoration  declined  to  accept  the  terms, 
and  the  negotiations  came  to  a  stand.  At  last. 
they  were  reopened,  and  after  repeated  interviews 
the"  directors' assented  rather  grudgingly  to  the 
terms  proposed  by  the  committee.  So  far  from 
gaining  anything  by  further  delay,  he  believed  it 
would  be  impossible  to  induce  "the  directors  to 
sell  the  land  for  $450,000.  In  view  of  the  increased 
value  of  land  in  that  vicinity  over  the  prices  of 
last  year,  the  terms  were  "highly  advantageous 
to  the  city.  The  committee  hall  acted  in  perfect 
good  faith  in  obtaining  the  most  favorable  adjust- 
ment of  this  question' 

Alderman  Cowtlin,  in  confirmation  of  what  Al- 
derman Little  hail  said,  stated  that  toe  committee 
<*f  last  year  laliored  hard  to  briug  about  a  settle- 
ment of  this  question,  and  had  held  frequent  con- 
sultations with  inemners  of  the  Board.  This  was 
one  of  the  most  important  of  the  improvements  of 
the  city.  The  railroad  corapanv  wss  aoout  to 
build  a  new  depot,  and  he  believci  it  to  be  for  the 
interests  of  the  city  to  accept  the  conditions  the 
committee  had  agreed  upon. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  proposition  for 
settlement  exempted  the  corporation  from  assess- 
ments for  betterments. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  this  bargain  ex- 
cluded the  assessments  of  betterments  upon  the 
corporation.  I'nder  all  the  circumstances,  the 
agreement  was  more  favorable  to  the  city  than 
that  of  last  year.  Then  things  were  comparative- 
ly quiet;  now  real  estate  is  active  at  advanced 
rates.  The  committee  had  been  enabled  to  keep 
the  price  dowi,  to  that  of  last  year,  while  land  is 
worth  more  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  be  had  supposed  the  high- 
est offer  by  the  city  last  vear  was  $450,000.  He 
thought  the  put  lie  should  fully  understand  the  na- 
ture of  negotiations  where  the  expenditure  reached 
the  sum  of  S500.000.  He  had  accomplished  his  pur- 
pose iu  eliciting  this  information.  It  appears  that 
the  corporation  has  the  city  in  a  tight  place,  and 
he  supposed  we  must  accept  their  terms. 

The  order  was  passed— II  veas,  I  nay— Alderman 
Cutter.

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  uas  referred  the  request  of  the  School 
Committee  that  the  City  Council  would  provide 
single  desks  for  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools 
iu  Dorchester  in  all  cases  where  they  are  not  sup- 
plied, made  a  report  recommending  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order:

tendent. There  weie  no  written  contracts  for  the 
performance  of  the  work,  at  the  prices  charged, 
du' merely  a  verbal  uuu'istaudiug  between  the 
consignors  and  a  committee  of  the  Hoard  of  Di- 
rectors. The  understanding  does  nit  appear  to 
have  extended  to  the  inattei  uf  insurance,  and  >ii 
case  of  loss  it  wjs  ue  lejsary  lor  the  consignors  to 
show  that  the  city  hnl  received  notice  of  its  lia- 
bility, through  souie  proper  agent,  or  they  could 
not  recover  the  value  ol  ihe  goods  so  lost. 

The  evidence  Viet,  re  the  i-ommittee  shows  that 
Messrs.  Kreelaml,  Beard  A:  Richardson  were  the 
only  panics  who  gave  any  notice  to  the  city  of  its 
liability  iu  the  case  of  loss.  All  their  consign- 
ments were  accompanied  by  a  schedule  or  invoice, 
of  the  articles  sent  to  be  made  up,  wit.li  a  printed 
notice  at  the  head,  containing,  among  other  things, 
the  following:  "The  maker  to  pay  all  expenses  tor 
freight  aud  other  chaiges,  and  the  goods  to  be  at 
bis  risk  against  loss  by  tire  or  otherwise,  uutil  re 
turned  to  us." 

This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  was  a 
sufficient  notice  to  the  party  receiving  the  goods, 
and  the  committee  would  therefore  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order  to  pay  the 
petitioners  $1443  58,  that  amount  being  the  uet 
cost  of  the  goods  destroyed  while  in  the  hands  of 
tbe  city:

REPORTS   OF    COMMITTl'l'S. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2,  from  the  Comniirree  on 
Assessni's  Department,  made  a  report  that  in 
their  opinion  tne  salaries  of  the  permanent  Asses- 
sors Should  be  raised,  their  services  being  of  great 
value  and  hilt  poorly  paid.  They  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  an  order,  that  in  addition  to 
the  amount  now  allowed  and  paid  as  salaries  to 
tlie  permanent  Assessors,  there  be  allowed  and 
paid  the  further  sum  of  §500  annually,  to  be  paid 
in  monthly  instalments.  Ihe  order  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Smith  of  ward  10,  from  the  special  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  Council,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  oapers  in  relation  to  the  abolition  of  tolls  on 
the  East  Boston  ferries,  made  a  report  that  in  ac- 
cordance wiin  1  lie  instructions  of  the  Council, 
thev have  given  the  petitioners  and  remonstrants 
a  hearing,  and  t(  SpectfUlly  submit,  a  full  report  of 
the  eviilci.i  e  and  arguments  presented  to  them. 

On  motion  ot  .Mr.  Yannevar  of  Ward  s.  the  sub- 
ject was  assigned  for  consideration  on  Thursday 
evening  next,  s,'a'  o'clock. 

Mr.  I'hindeisof  Ward  5  offered  an  order,  Which 
was  read  twice  and  passed,  for  the  payment  of

Winch  of  Ward  111  was  appointed  and  accepted, 
cosrt:  vi "r  BOB  city  PRINTING. 

Mr.  llradf-  of  Ward  15  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  vote  awarding  the  contract  tor  ci'y  printing 
to  Messrs.  Miidgo  ,y   son. 

Mr.  Haines  ol  Ward  I  said  he  bad  the  honor  to 
submit  the,  report  of  the  Committee  on  I'rinting, 
and  while  they  had  the  authority  to  award  the 
contract  for  one  Mar.  without  coming  In  I  he  I  itj 
i  love')  nnient,  they  did  not  do  so.  Tbey  reported 
in  favor  ol  a. warding  the  contract  to  Messrs.  MUdjre 
&  Son,  as  for  the  best  interests  ol  the  city,  ail 
tilings  considered.  The  eoiiuiultee  received  bids 
from  several  parries,  which  were  all  Ian.  and  in 
some  instances  the  bids  were  much  less  than  those 
of  Messrs.  Madge  &  Son.  In  the  memorial  which 
lie  saw  on  the  table  there  were  comparisons?  of 
prices  which  be  was  unable   to   say    were     •onect. 

inn  the  committee,  after  a  full  consideration  ot  the 

subject,  had  done  wh;it    was   thoughl    best    under 

the  circumstances. 

Mr.  Taylor  ot  Ward  2  inquired  what  the  circum- 
stances were  under  which  tin  committee  made 
the  award  to  the  highest  bidder. 


Mr.  Barnes  replied  that  the  committee  consid- 
ered the  subject  carefully,  and  determined  that  in 
their  judgment  it  w;is  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  that  the  award  should  be  made  to  .Messrs. 
Mudge  &  ton.  He  was  not  prepared  now  to  give 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  reasons  which  gov- 
erned the  committee,  and  in  a  reply  to  the  memo- 
rial, but  could  do  that  if  it  was  necessary.  Ihe 
matter  was,  however,  in  the  hands  ol  the  Council, 
to  take  such  action  as  mav  be  rnought  besr. 

Mr.  Smith  ot  iVard  11,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, wished  to  say  a  few  words  ii  addition  to 
what  his  colleague  had  said.  Tbe  comaittee  de- 
voted a  large  amount  of  time  to  the  subject,  ant 
if  they  had  sinued,  they  had  done  so  with  their 
eyes  open.  Nore  of  the  charges  have  been  made 
but  which  have  been  considered  fully  and  deliber- 
ated upon.  It  might  seem  strange  that  a  disap- 
pointed bidder  should  prefer  charges  against  the 
committee,  but  he  wished  to  call  attention  tu  the 
fa-  t,  that  in  the  navy  yatd  department  it  ha  i  been 
the  custom  on  Oovernincnt  work  to  accept  the 
lowest  bibler,  who  woutd  raise  his  chaig 
extia  work,  and  the  lioverniiient  would  l«e  the 
loser  ou  it.  In  the  supplementary  proposaTs  fbr 
l.ibrar.,  work,  there  were  fourteen  specifications, 
but  this  memorial  has  but  eleven.  Those  which 
are  not  given  may  be  much  higher  than  the 
others. 

It  could  not  be  supposed  that  the  Council  at 
large  would  ne  familiar  .vith  die  matter,  fur  not 
hall  ol  the  various  descriptioi  s  ol  the  work  could 
be  got  into  the  proposals.  Carter  the  head  "i±ii>- 
cclianeous"  there  was  a  large  amount  ot  work  not 
speci'ied  in  the  proposals,  the  pr<  posals  bad  l>een 
shown  to  experts.  i\  lu  se  opinion  was  chat  there 
was  not  the  difference  of  $1506  between  the  high- 
est and  lowest  of  these  proposals.  It  is  a  practice 
of  jome  to  make  bios  at  a  low  rate,  and  un  the 
miscellaneous  make  up  w  hat  tuey  lose  in  this  nay. 
As  he  understood  the  contract,  it  was  let  out  just 
as  the  p,  ices  usually  are,  and  some  narties  MSi  rt 
to  desperate  measures  to  make  lower  bids  on  a 
portion  of  the  contract  witu  the  exoeciatiou  of 
making  up  on  others. 

He  wished  to  deny  the  statement  that  was  made 
in  the  memorial  that  hut  four  iirms  had  been  In- 
vited to  submit  i  toposals;  invitations  were  given 
to  all  person;  who  had  the  facilities  for  doing  the 
work.  Two  of  those  who  were  notified  to  offer  pro- 
posals would  not  make  any  bids,  for  ihey  did  not 
care  about  doing  so.  The  city  reserved  the  right 
in  making  the  contracts  to  furnish  the  paper 
which  it  had  always  done.  The  party  complaining 
m  this  case  came  to  the  commit  tee  and  joiu- 
plMined  ol  this  provision  in  the  contract,  but  was 
told  that  thev  were  all  served  alike.  His  expecta- 
tion was  to  make  money  in  some  other  way  Than 
in  the  printing.  Three  years  ago.  as  a  mcnii.er  of 
the  Council,  be  mile  the  same  charges  agan.-t 
giving  the  contract  to  Mudge  &  Son  luatbehas 
now,  and  in  the  investigation  .Mudge  &  Son  Were 
entirely  exonerated. 

In  rvhiti  n  to  this  contract,  he  wished  t 
that  Ihe  party  making  the  complaint  uid  not  bare 
k\h*  vote  in  eoinmiiice.  Wbcna  party  tells  him 
that  be  docs  not  e\(>ect  to  make  money  on  the 
Cor  printing,  but  expects  to  do  it  in  some 
other  way,  he  could  not  vote  for  him.  Ihe  com- 
mittee having  given  a  catvlnl  consideration  ol  the 
subject,  ought  by  courtesy  to  be  supposed  to  know 
what  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  But  the 
matter  was  m  the  hands  of  the  Council  for  their 
disposal. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  10  had  said  that  the  memorialist  bad  pre- 
ferred charges  or  indictments  against  the  commit- 
tee,and  he  had  met  it  with  reforming  charges  upon 
him.  That  did  not  meet  the  case,  aiid  as  tin 
tleman  from  Ward  1  hid  said  the  committee 
would  he  ready  at  another  time  to  give  the  neas 
tor  awarding  the  coirraet  to  Mmlge  6i  Son.  he 
hoped,  it  the  reconsideration  pro\  ailed,  that  the 
subject  would  be  laid  over  and  that  the  reasons 
would  be  given  for  the  report  at  the  next  mc 

Mr.  Fivnii  of  Ward  5  coiled  attention  to  the 
astetl«k  in  the  Library  work,  which  relets  to  three 
other  kinds  of  work  besides  the  eleven  which  the 
g<  u(l<  mm  Ironi  \\  aid  10  had  spoken  of. 

Mf.  Winch  of.  War.l  10  hoped  the  reconsidera- 
tion would  prevail,  lor  he  could  see  no  reason  why 
tliev  should  w  i-h  hi  give  tlie  contract  to  the  partv 
wh'i-e  lud  was  15  to  17  per  cent,  highci  thau  the 
lowest  bidder. 

Mr.  Smith  stated  further  thai  in  the  specific  pro- 
posals, Hie  o« -intact  ilnl  not  cover  uiure  than  one- 
third  of  the  whole  contract. 
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Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14  wished  to  know  if  th« 
i  pipe  not  specified  in  tlie  proposal  would  be  any 
more  unfairly  dealt  with  hv  Koekncll  &.  Church- 
ill 

Mr.  Smith  replied  that  lie  took  the  gentleman  at 
bis  own  words,  that  be  eonld  not  make  any  money 
at  the  rates  proposed  for  printing, 

Mr.  Ayer  said  he  supposed  be  would  abide  by 
the  contract,  and  seek  for  no  unfair  means. 

Mr.  I!  unes  stated  further  tii  1 1  the  parties  were 
informed  thai  the  cltj  would  reserve  the  right  I" 
purchase  the  |iaper,  and  it  was  objected  bj  the 
party  Complaining  that  if  80  there  would  be  no  op- 
portunity to  make  anything.  It  was  difficult  to 
see  how  a  contractor  eouhl  live  at  prices  less 
than  Journeyman's  wages,  which  was  the  cane  in 

many  ilems. 

Mr.  Noves  of  Ward  5  wished  to  know  il  it  was 
intended  that  the  ity  should  buy  paper  under  the 
eontiaet  with  Mudge  &  son. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  tbey  were  all   assured   that   the 

oitj  reserved  the  'ight  to  He  it  up  so  that  bo  mon- 
ey could  lie  made  in  the  furnishing  of  paper. 
'Mr.  Barker  ol  Ward  6  said  that  it  appeared  sr  range 
that,  the  committee  proposed  to  give  the  contract 
in  the  highest  bidders. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said  it  appeared  that  Rock- 
well &  Churchill  were  the  lowest  bi.lueis,  and  the 
only  question  was  whether  they  were  responsible 
parties,  it  was  a  matter  of  some  consequence 
whether  st'iUUO  or  S7000  more  thin  was  uccessai  v 
Should  be  paid  fl"'  the  printing. 

Mr.  liar nes  repeated  thai  the  matter  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  Council,  for  their  disposal,  but  be  be- 
lieved the  action  of  the  committee  was  right. 

Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  It  said  no  gentleman  hid  call- 
ed in  question  the  integrity  ol    the  committee,  but 

it  was  a  question  for  the  Council  to  consider  wheth- 
er the  highest  bid  slu  uld  be  accepted.  It  appear- 
ed by  the  mei ial  that   the   question   bad    been 

faiiiV  stated;  that  out  of  the  lour  bidders  ihe  high- 
esi  .mil  not  the  lowest  had  been  accepted  by  the 
committee. 

Mr  .smith  replied  that  it  was  no  criterion  to 
lump  together  Ihe  price.- bid  for  the  different  kinds 
of  work,  for  it  depended  on  the  amount  of  work 
under  the  different  items.  It  cannot  be  told  bin 
the  different  items  may  come  in,  and  it  IS  almost 
impossible  to  tell  which  will  be  the  lowest  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  llersey  of  Ward  12  said  it  appeared  by  the 
table  that  in  but  one  instance  was  the  rates  of 
Rockwell  &  Churchill  higher  than  those  ol  Mudge 
&  Son,  No  matter  VI  hat  the  quantity  may  be.  if  the 
rates  are  all  the  lowest  except  in  one  instance. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10   referred  to  the  second 

column  of  the  comparison  (that  of  Kami,  Avery 
Hi  Five),  and  of  their  proposals,  he  said,  no  one 
dpubts  their  bighmindedriess  ami  ability  to  per- 
form their  contract*.  Their  bids  were  ten  per 
cent,  lower  than  those  of  Mudge  &  Son.  He  would 
inquire  if  the  committee  were  unanimous  in  their 
decision. 

Mr,  Barnes,  replied  that  there  could  be  no  objec- 
tion to  answering  the  question.  The.  committee 
were  not  unanimous,  but  of  the  live  members,  four 
of  them  were  for  awarding  the  contract  to  Mudge 
&  Son,  and  one  for  another.  On  plain  composi- 
tion the  charges  of  Mudge  &  Son  were  55  cents  and 
those  of  Rockwell  &  Churchill  were  44,  which 
he  was  informed  was  less  than  the  'wages  of  jour- 
neymen. This,  be  confessed,  had  some  effect  on 
his  mind  in  not  giving  the  contract  to  Rockwell  & 
Churchill,  for  it  could  not  be  supposed  that  parties 
could  perform  a  contract  in  that  way,  without 
making  it  up  in  some  irregular  manner. 

The  question  was  taken  on  reconsideration  of 
the  order  awarding  the  contract  to  Mudire  &  Sou, 
and  was  carrieu  by  a  vote  of  43  to  10,  as  follows:

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14  moved  to  lay  the  subject 
on  the  table  one  week. 

Mr.  Barnes  opposed  the  motion,  and  hoped  the 
question  would  be  settled  at  once,  for  the  present 
contract  expired  on  the  1st  June. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  hoped  the  report 
would  I  e  referred  back  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  raised  the  question  of  or- 
der in  relation  to  laying  the  subject  on  the  table 
one  week.

He  h.id  no  personal 
feelings  in  the  matter,  or  any  preferences  person- 
ally, and  would  preter  io  give  i  he  contract  directly 
to  Rockwell  &  Churchill  tli  in  in  the  way  proposed.

The 
schools  at  the  lions"  of  Kciorm ition  ami  Alms- 
bouse  are  in  good  condition,    foe  larger  hovs  are 

employed  for  six  mouths  on  the  farm.  There  has 
been  DO  unusual  sickness  during  the  year.  bund- 
ing? on  the  island  are  in  good  condition,  and  the 
suggestion  is  made  of  the  advantages  of  tele- 
graphic communication  with  the  citv  in  case  ef 
nre,  escape  of  prisoners,  orders,  etc. 

1  lie  Hoard  further  call  attention  to  the  anxiety 
in  regard  to  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  they  trust 
that  whatever  action  the  t  ity  Council  ma)  take  in 
the  premises,  it  may  be  speedy  and  decisive. 

The  ( 'u.iplaiu  says  in  his  report,  in  legale!  to  the 
children,  "it  is  very  seldom  that  any  ot  them  ever 
return  to  the  island."  This  is  attributed  not  only 
to  the  moral  a.  d  religious  inlluences,  but  to  the 
common  school  training  they  receive,  with  habits 
of  cleanliness  and  discipline. 

Muriuhnj.  The  deaths  in  the  Almshouse  num- 
bered, B1  ;  daily  average  number  of  patients  In  hos- 
pital, 29;  of  the  deaths,  14  were  from  consumption, 
8,  pneumonia,  5,  Blight's  disease;  4,  paralysis; 
over  TU  years,  7;  males,  39;  females  is.  In"  tin' 
House  of  Industry  there  were  8  deaths;  daily  aver- 
age patients  in  hospital,  23:  of  the  diseases,  480 
were  from  intemperance.  There  was  but  one 
death  in  the  House  of  Reformation.  By  the  re- 
port of  the  fort  Physician,  there  were  4  deaths  in 
the  Quarantine  Hospital.  In  the  Lunatic  Hospi- 
tal there  were  42  deaths,  11  of  which  were  from 
consumption. 

Lunatic  Hospital.  A  noticeable  feature  in  the 
admissions  last  year  was  the  prevalence  of  severe 
and  dangerous  physical  disease,  and  a  iarge  num- 
ber have  been  found  afflicted  with  chronic  organic 
disease,  especially  of  the  brain,  uf  those  dis- 
charged, twentv-seven  were  recovered,  six  were 
more  or  less  improved,  and  ten  were  not  Improv- 
ed. The  general  health  of  the  hospital  has  been 
good  throughout  the  year.  The  Superintendent 
gives  a  retrospect  of  the  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  hospital  during  his  twenty  years' 
management,  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients, 
in  the  provisions  for  the  bodily  wants,  in  amuse- 
ments, lecrcations,  etc.

rAVMEXI    FOR    GOODS     LOST     AT    THE     HOUSE    OF 
COKIIECHON. 

The  report  and  order  to  allow  Freeland,  Beard  & 
Richardson  .51443  58,  for  goods  lost  by  lire  at  House 
of  Correction,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  there  weie  other  parties 
who  had  s:oods  which  were  burnt  at  the  House  of 
Correction,  and  in  his  view  the  city  was  liable  to 
such  parties  as  well  as  to  tnose  named  in  the 
order.  As  he  understood  the  matter,  the  city  sent 
to  the  stores  of  these  parties  for  the  goods,  to 
make  them  up.  and  in  equity,  fairness  and  right, 
is  bound  to  pay  for  them.  In  the  case  of  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.,  that  firm  had  but  few  goods  made  up 
there,  whne  the  othe.s  bad  had  large  amounts, 
but  it  so  happened  that  the  first-named  bad  a 
guarantee  from  the  city,  while  the  others  had  not. 
out  believed  that  the  city  would  be  liable  for  the 
goods  while  iu  its  possession.  He  moved  that  the 
report  be  recommitted  with  instructions  to  the 
committee  to  report  in  favor  of  all  the  claimants, 
the  amount  of  which  would  not  be  more  than  $5000 
or  56000. 

Alderman  Fierce  said  the  committee  gave  a 
careful  aud  thorough  investigation  of  the  subject, 
the  City  Solicitor  b^ing  present  at  the  investiga- 
tion, when  Mr.  Beard  produced  a  printed  notice, 
providing  that  the  maker  should  pay  all  expenses 
tor  freight  and  other  damages,  and  the  goods  to 
be  at  his  risk  against  loss  by  fire  or  otherwise,  un- 
til they  were  returned.  The  City  Solicitor  was  of 
opinion  that,  this  would  be  a  legal  demand  against 
the  city,  while  the  other    parties    had    no   such 
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claim.  The  other  parties  did  not  even  put  in  any 
evidence,  hut  claimed  to  rely  upon  custom.  The 
committee  could  not  do  otherwise  than  allow  this 
claim,  and  could  not  allow  the  others.  To  pursue 
any  other  course  against  the  advice  of  the  City 
Solicitor,  as  to  what  was  a  legal  claim,  would 
bring  down  injunctions  from  the  Supreme  Court, 
whien  wuul'l  nut  be  pleasant  to  have. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  be  understood  the  parties 
made  a  charge  to  the  city  on  delivering  the  goods 
to  be  made  up,  and  the  city  put  them  on  its  uooks 
to  their  credi1",.  The  city  should  therefore  be  held 
justly  responsible  for  the  loss  of  the  goods,  if  not 
legally,  and  he  would  not  have  it  crawl  out  of  so 
small  a  hole. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  well  known  that 
the  city  did  nor,  have  its  own  property  insured  and 
did  not  insure  that  of  others,  some"  of  the  con- 
tractors tor  work  by  the  city  have  an  insurance  on 
their  work,  and  in  this  case  it  was  not  known 
to  the  Directors  for  Public  Institutions  that  such  a 
claim  existed  until  the  investigation  took  place. 
The  goods  were  pushed  Dy  the  contractors  upon 
the  city  on  their  own  account,  and  should  have 
been  insured  hy  them. 

Alderman  liiosou  said  be  could  sse  no  reason 
why  the  city  should  pay  for  these  goods.  Insur- 
ance offices' were  open  to  the  owners  of  them,  and 
it  was  their  duty  to  have  them  insured.  No  doubt 
they  would  like  to  have  somebody  to  fall  back 
upon  to  pay  for  their  loss.  In  the  case  of  Free- 
land,  Beard  &  Co..  he  did  not  see  how  the  city 
could  escape  from  the  agreement  in  accepting  the 
good's  with  the  notice,  but  in  the  other  case  there 
was  no  agreement. 

Alderman  Cowdin  contended  that  the  city  re- 
ceived the  goods  on  its  own  terms  and  :  greed  to 
manufacture  them.  They  were  the  goods  of  the 
city  temporarily,  and  the  parties  knew  the  city 
was  good  for  them  on  any  amount.  It  did  nut 
seem  to  him  to  be  honorable  to  crawl  out  of  the 
responsinility  in  this  way,  for  we  were  just  as 
much  bound  to  pav  for  them  as  if  there  had  been 
an  agreement.  The  owners  were  credited  with 
them  on  the  city's  books,  and  what  shall  be  done 
with  the  books,  as  evidence  in  the  case. 

Alderman  1'ope  tuqii'ired  how  the  goods  weie 
delivered,  lie  had  understood  the  team  of  the 
institution  carried  them  ever  from  the  stores  of 
the  owners,  ami  if  they  fell  short  in  cutting  and 
making,  the  city  was  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 
It  appeared  to  him  that  some  of  the  parties  bad 
claims,  and  that  there  was  a  naisundeistauding  in 
the  matter  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  work 
was  to  be  done. 

Alderman  <;ibson  said  lie  believed  there  must  be 
some  understanding  about  the  goods.  The  parties 
sent  them  to  the  city  to  be  manufactured,  and 
should  have  seen  to  it  that  tuey  were  insured. 
The  city  could  not,  except  in  the  agreement  to  do 
so,  be  held  responsible. 

Alderman  Cowdin.  in  reply,  said  the  parties  did 
not  send  them  to  tin-  city,  but  the  city  got  the 
goods  from  them. 

Alderman  (jibsohdid  not  consider  that  material. 
In  the  one  instance  a  nrovision  was  made  to  hold 
the  city  responsible,  and  in  the  other  it  was  fair  to 
presume  that  in  not  doing  so  they  had  their  goods 
insured,  as  ihey  should  do. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  there  was  this  difference 
between  ilieacisof  the  city  and  that  of  an  indi- 
vidual, that  Che  city  must  act  within  the  line  of 
its  corporate  power,  while  an  individual  might 
deal,  if  ho  chose,  on  equitable  principles.  It  was 
a  debatable  question  whether  the  parties  had  a 
letral  claim,  and  the  City  Solicitor  said  they  had 
not.  There  seemed,  therefore,  to  be  no  remedy. 
If  there  was  a  legal  claim  there  could  be  no  dis- 
pute. If  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  instruct 
the  committee  to  report  orders  for  the  payment  of 
their  claims  he  should  do  so.  hut  not  otherwise. 

Alderman  t  owdin  urged  that  if  the  goods  had 
been  consigned  to  the  city  as  a  manufacturer,  to 
be  made  up.  it  would  have  been  holden.  and  not 
less  when  the  goods  were  sent  for  hy  t  be  city .  He 
had  no  objection  to  recommitting  for  a  thorough 
investigation,  and  would  modify  bis  motion  to  re- 
commit— with  instructions  to  the  committee  to 
report  all  the  facts  iu  relation  to  the  matter. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  there  were  no 
facts  other  than  reported.  There  was  no  differ- 
ence of  opiniou  as  to  the  number  aud  value  of  the 
goods,  and  the  committee  could  report  no  nv>re 
facts.  1  here  was  no  dispute  about  the  goods  and 
the  amount,  and  if  recommitted  the  committee 
could  report  no  more  facts  than  arc  already  knowu 
to  the  Hoard. 


The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  and  the  order 
was  adopted.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  in  fa- 
vor of  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Mudge  &  Son  came 
up  amended,  so  as  to  orovide  for  a  contract  wi'h 
Rockwell  &  Churchill  to  do  the  city  printing  for 
three  years. 

Alderman  Cutter  presented  a  memorial  from  J. 
K.  Farwell  &  Co.  setting  lurth  that  on  the  7lh  of 
April  they  were  invited  to  otter  proposals  for  the 
city  printing  for  one  year,  ami  in  accordance  with 
this  invitation  did  make  sealed  proposals  fur  the 
printing  lor  one  year.  Much  to  their  surprise,  it 
appears  that  the  contract  is  not  to  be  for  one  but 
for  three  years,  and  if  tiiey  had  known  that  the 
term  was'  lor  three  years  they  might  have  miue 
offers  more  advantageous  to  the  cay.  they  re- 
spectfully solicit  an  opportunity  to  submit  pro- 
posals in  accordance  with  the  extended  term,  ami 
while  their  bids  were  substantially  lower  thau  any 
other,  they  arc  confident  they  can  make  pro 
very  much  lower.  They  would  remind  the  City 
Council  that  they  executed  ihe  city  printii 
eeptably  at  a  time  not  the  most  advantageous 
for  tin  in. 

Alderman  (iibsou  wished  to  kuow  why  the  com- 
mittee bail  not  complied  with  the  conditions  on 
which  they  advertised  lor  proposal'.  If  they  ad- 
vertised fcir  printing  for  one  year  why  give  it  out 
tor  three  years'.'  All  of  the  parties  should  be  upon 
the  same  basis. 

Al  .eriiiau  Talbot  said  that  the  proposals  from  all 
tlu  parties  were  the  same,  on  a  contract  lor  one 
year,  ihey  could  have  made  the  contract  with 
them  for  one  year,  on  their  own  responsibility,  but 
four  of  the  Committee  were  lor  making  the  eon- 
tract  for  three  years,  to  bring  il  before  the  City 
Council.  Hockwell  &  Churchill  were  the  lowest 
bidders  according  to  the  opinion  of  experts.  Four 
of  the  committee  differed  with  him  and  were  (f 
the  opinion  that  it  will  be  for  the  inteiest  of  the 
city  to  make  ihe  contract  as  proposed  with  .Mudge 
&  '-on. 

Alderman  (iibsou  said  that  whether  all  the  par- 
ties were  served  alike  or  not,  he  did  not  think  it 
advantageous  to  the  city  to  ask  for  proposals  lor 
one  year  and  make  a  contract  for  three  years.  Es- 
pecially was  it  disadvantageous  when  gold  was 
sliding  down  and  we  were  coming  nearer  a  specie 
basis,  lie  believed  that  printing  could  be  dooeon 
better  terms  at  the  end  of  another  year. 

Alderman  Talbot  repeated  that  the  advertised 
proposals  were  lor  one  year,  and  no  one  had  an 
ad\  uitagc  over  another. 

Alderman  Cibson  said  he  hoped  new  proposals 
would  lie  received  lor  two  years,  and  that  the  con- 
tract would  ne  given  to  the  lowest  bidder,  lor  t!.at 
was  Ins  practice  always.  He  moved  that  the  com- 
mittee be  directed  to'  receive  new  proposals  for 
two  years. 

Alderman  Talbot  «aid  be  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail.  I  he  committee  bid  the  subject  be- 
fore them  six  or  ciLTir.  weeks,  and  he  could  see  no 
advantage  in  receiving  new  proposals.  The  pres- 
ent contract  runs  out  the  firstof.ltine.  and  it  would 
take  a  fiiruuglil  to  get  new  proposals,  and    in    .he 

meantime  there  would  tie  no  City  Printers 

Alderman  Plunier  hoped  the'  motion  wo  lid  he 
withdrawn.  It  was  but  fair  that  the  louwi  lad- 
der should  have  the  contract,  and  the  Hoard 
should  concur  wilb  the  Council. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn,  and  the  action  ot 
the  Common  Council  was  concurred  in.

llso  by  adding  to  said  ordinance  the  following 
section;

or  other  vehicle  bavins  fresh  provisions  or  other 
perishable  produce  therein,  shall  suffer  the  same 
to  remain  within  the  limits  of  Faneuil  ball  Mar- 
ket, ii. ore  than  twentv  minutes,  between  the  boms 
of   II  o'clock    iu  the  forenoon,  and  4  o  clock   in  the 

afternoon,  unless  permitted  so  to  i|o  I  y  the  Super- 
intendent or  his  deputy,  ami  any  person  offending 

Bt  the  provisions  ol  this  section  shall  be  liable 
for   each   offence   to    the.  penalty  presented   in  the

BEl'ORT  ON   SEALERS   OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Alderman  Oibson.  from  the  Committee  on 
Weights  and  ileasures,'wbo  were  instructed  to  as- 
certain whether  auy  reduction  can  be  made  in  the 
expenses  of  the  sealer  s  Department,  made  a  re- 
port, as  follows: 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  179  of  the  acts 
the  year  1863,  the  Sealers  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures' were  required  to  visit  once  in  each  year,  ev- 
ery place  where  scales, weights  anil  measures  were 
used,  aud  seal  and  adjust  them.  The  faithful  per- 
formance of  this  requirementinvolved  a  very  large 
amount  of  work  in  Boston,  and  after  the  annexa- 
tion of  Koxbury  and  Dorchester,  it  was  found  im- 
possible for  two  officers  to  cover  the  whole  city. 

When  the  ordinances  were  revised,  in  the  latter 
part  of  1869, the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  were  author- 
ized to  appoint  three  sealers;  and  tbe  additional 
officer  was  appointed  in  the  early  part  of  1870. 
Soon  after,  the  Legislature  passed  au  act  (chapter 
218,  1870,)  making  au  important  change  in  the 
duties  ol  the  office.  Instead  of  requiring  that  all 
scales,  weights  and  measures  should  he  sealed 
annually,  the  persons  using  them  for  tbe  purpose 
of  buying  or  selling  are.  under  the  new  law,  made 
responsible  for  tbeir  correctness  and  exactness 
after  tbey  have  once  been  sealed  and  adjusted; 
and  tbe  sealers  are  required  to  visit  only  dormant 
scales  which  cannot  be  removed,  and  those  places 
against  which  complaints  have  been  made  under 
oath. 

It  would  appear  from  the  operation  of  the  new 
system  that  a  better  result  is  obtained  with  much 
less  labor  than  under  the  old  system.  The  record 
of  services  under  the  old  law  for  three  years  (1867, 
1868, 1869)  is  as  follows: 

Northern  District— Number  of  scales  sealed, 
6724;  number  adjusted,  539;  weights  sealed,  25.- 
755;  adjusted.  4477.  So  that  it  apj-ears  from  the 
returns  in  this  district  that  only  eight  per  cent,  of 
the  scales  and  17  38-100  per  cent,  of  the  weights 
required  adjusting. 

Southern  District— Number  of  scales  sealed, 
7460;  number  adjusted,  1686;  weights  sealed,  34,- 
280;  adjusted.  5846;  measures  sealed,  21,638:  ad- 
justed, 5057.  From  which  it  appears  that  twenty- 
one  per  cent,  of  the  scales,  seventeen  per  cent. 
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of  the  weights,  and  twenty-three  per  cent,  ot  the 
measures  were  adjusted. 

The  city  is  now  divided  into  three  districts,  and 
the  record  of  services  under  the  new  law,  since 
the  annual  inspection  of  the  dormant  or  platform 
scales,  is  as  follows: 

Northern  District — Number  of  scales  sealed,  62; 
numher  of  weights,  417;  number  of  measures,  147. 

Middle  District — JSumber  of  scales  sealed,  i.63; 
number  of  weights,  580;  number  of  measures,  371 ; 
number  ot  yardsticks,  246. 

Southern  District— Number  of  scales  sealed,  111 ; 
numher  of  weights,  186;  numher  of  measures,  ICO. 

It  is  evident  from  the  reduction  m  the  amount 
of  labor  required  that  there  should  be  some  reduc- 
tion in  the  experse  of  cairyirgou  the  departrueut. 
The  committee  aie.  therefore,  prepared  to  recom- 
mend at  this  time  that  the  number  of  sealers 
should  be  redueed  to  two,  and  it  may  fie  found 
hereafter  that  a  further  reduction  can  be  made 
without  detriment  to  the  public  interests. 

H'o  change  will  be  required  in  the  ordinance,  as 
the  provision  for  the  appointment  of  three  sealers 
is  nut  imperative. 

The  report  was  aeeeirted. 

Akierman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on 
Weights  and  Measures,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  nominations  made  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  fo~ 
the  office  of  sealers  of  weights  and  measure-, 
made  a' report  recommending  that  the  nominations 
he  returned  to  the  Major,  with  a  request  taut  he 
will  nominate  two  persons  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  office  instead  of  three.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Jeukins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order  rel- 
ative to  a  bell-tower  in  the  Lewis  Sehoolhouse. 
made  a  report  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
strengthen  the  mof  timbers  in  order  to  support 
the  additional  weight  of  the  tower,  and  that  the 
amount  appropriated  is  insufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose. They  therefore  recommend  tba  passage  of 
an  order  as  a  substitute,  which  provides  for  the 
erection  of  a  bell-tower  at  a  cost  of  §1400,  and  that 
the  Auditor  transfer  the  amount  from  the  Ke- 
servedFund.    Kead  once.

or  in  or  on  any  public  accessible  place  of  said  ten- 
ement house: 

NoW  therefore  it  is  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Alderman,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Health  of  said  city 
of  Boston,  that  the  said  .Wary  Morgan  be  required 
and  she  is  hereby  required  to  remedy  theaforesaid 
delects,  ami  supply  the  aforesaid  omissions  in  said 
tenement  house,  within  ten  days  from  the  dav  on 
which  this  order  ami  notice  is  served  upon  her,  so 
that  said  tenement  house  sball  conform  to  the 
afore-mentioned  provisions  of  the  act  as  aforesaid.

MACADAMIZING   B&A.OOX   STREET. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  reset  the  edeestones.  repave  the  gut- 
ters, relay  the  sidewalks,  and  construct  the  ueces- 
saiv  cesspools  on  Beacon  street,  between  Arling- 
ton and  Berkeley  streets;  also  to  contract  for 
building  a  foundation  roadway  on  said  street,  at 
the  rate  of  rive  dollars  per  square  foot,  and  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  .$18,000. 

The  above  order  being  on  its  second  reading, 
Alderman  Popo  Inquired  what  was  to  De  the  deptu 
of  the  foundation  of  the  road-bed. 

Alderman  I'ieree  replied  that  it  was  to  be  twen- 
ty inches,  I  he  parties  who  proposed  to  contract 
for  it  were  responsible  men  and  there  was  no  dis- 
pute as  to  the  cost.  The  residents  on  that  street 
believe  in  a  Macadamized  road,  and  he  believed 
there  could  ne  such  roads  as  could  be  found 
throughout  Europe,  as  far  north  as  Scotland  and 
as  far  south  as  Italv.  The  price  was  rive  dollars 
per  square  yard,  and  if  the  road  was  made  on  the 
right  principle  it  would  be  as  hard  and  wear  as 
well  as  the  road  at  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir.  It 
was  desirable  to  take  the  distance  of  six  hundred 
feet  as  an  experiment,  and,  if  it  worKed  well,  the 
committee  propose  to  continue  the  process  of 
Macadamizing  on  Beacon  street. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  wish  to  oppose 
the  order,  but  he  believed  the  road  would  be 
always  dusty;  It  would  be  necessary  always  to 
keep  men  on  the  road,  and  it  would  always  need 
fixing.  He  held  in  his  hand  an  order  which  he 
would  like  to  otter  in  addition,  to  lay  down  a 
wood  pavement  which  would  cost  hut  $2  62  per 
yard,  and  would,  he  believed,  lasc  seven  or  eight 
years.  He  would  like  to  see  one  continuous  ave- 
nue in  the  city  paved  with  wood,  and  believed  thp 
saving  in  horses  and  teams  would  pay  the  expense 
in  a  few  years.  The  cost  of  the  wood  pavement 
would  pave  twice  the  distance  of  the  Macadam- 
ized road,  and  would  wear  better.  With  Burnet- 
ized  spruce  the  cost  would  be  but  $2  62,  and  with 
chestnut  S3. 

Alderman  Fierce  said  he  was  in  favor  of  wood 
pavement  in  certain  localities.  It  was  desiruble 
in  Court  square,  about  schoolhouses,  and  some 
other  places,  but  as  to  the  question  whether  it  is 
to  be  preferred  to  other  pavemeut,  it  was  yet  but 
an  experiment.  After  much  consideration  last 
year,  he  consented  to  the  putting  down  of  wood  in 
Columbus  avenue,  as  a  test,  the  proposition  to 
have  an  investigation  made  under  the  direction 
of  a  scientific  commission,  having  been  rejected. 
The  test  could  only  be  made  on  a  long  thorough- 
fare, and  he  reluctantly  consented  to  make  this 
test  at  a  great  expense'  of  about  $120,UOO  to  the 
mile.  This  had  not  been  tested  as  vet,  and  could 
onlv  he  after  a  trial  of  six  years.  He  would  not 
take  it  on  the  authority  of  scientific  or  any  other 
men,  for  no  one  yet  knew  how  long  a  time  such 
pavement  would  last.  Before  trying  any  more  he 
wanted  to  see  whether  the  city  wan  gett.ng  its 
money's  worth  on  Columbus  avenue. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  had  the  certificates  of 
several  superintendents  of  railroads  in  relation  to 
the  wear  of  chestnut  sleepers,  which  laid  upon 
the  ground  would  last  seven  years.

THE    HOUSE   OF  OllRKECTION  GOODS. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  adopting  the  order  for  the  payment  of 
the  goods  lost  at  the  House  of  Correction,  with  a 
view  to  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote  in  the  re- 
jection of  the  other  cases  and  the  recommittal  of 
the  report  to  the  committee. 

Alderman  Talbot  opposed  the  motion,  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  having  left  the  Board,  and 
stated  that  the  subject  had  a  full,  fair  and  impar- 
tial hearing  in  two  alternoon  sessions^  in  which 
the  City  Solicitor  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  in 
only  the  case  of  Freeland,  Beard  «&  Co.  was  there 
a  legal  claim. 

Alderman  White  said  he  would  add,  that  after 
the  two  bearings  the  subject  was  placed  in  the 
hands  »f  a  sub-committee.  Most  of  tbe  claimants 
were  his  uersonal  friends,  and  the  committee  would 
have  gladly  reported  in  their  favor  if  they  could 
have  done  so.  The  claims  were  merelv  stated  aua 
the  parties  would  not  put  in  their  witnesses,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  ol  treeland,  Beard  &  Co.,  who 
produced  a  printed  document  in  the  same  form  as 
that  adopted  by  John  Simmons  in  1855,  holding 
parties  responsible  while  in  possession  of  goods  to 
be  made  up.  If  the  report  should  be  recommitted, 
the  committee  could  not  0.0  any  more  than  they 
had  done. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  believe  the 
merchants  of  the  city  would  justify  them  in  their 
action  in  the  rejection  of  claims  which  were  just 
and  equitable. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  did  not  think  the  par- 
ties had  the  shadow  of  a  claim,  any  more  than  he 
should  have,  it  he  sent  fifty  barrels  of  flour  to 
Austin's  bakery  to  be  made  up,  and  it  should  be 
burnt  while  there.  The  contractors  for  the  brush 
and  boot  and  shoe  work  get  their  goods  insured, 
and  these  parties  should  have  done  so,  and  he 
could  not  see  where  the  equity  comes  in. 

Alderman  Cowuin  replied  that  the  equity  comes 
in  here— tnat  the  city  sent  for  the  goods.  In  tbe 
case  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.,  they  happened  to 
have  a  printed  notice,  which  was  a  form  adopted 
by  a  man  who  was  known  to  have  been  very  sharp 
in  bis  business. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  could  not  see  how  the 
case  was  altered  by  the  statement:  all  the  city  had 
to  do  was  to  manufacture  the  goods,  which  the 
city  did  not  insure,  but  which  the  owners  should 
have  insured.  He  could  not  see  the  shadow  of  a 
claim. 

Alderman  Talbot  could  not  see  the  use  of  re- 
committing, for  the  report  must  be  the  same;  if 
an  order  was  put  in  separate,  he  might  perhap 
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vote  for  it.  The  Directors  never  knew  of  the  no- 
tice which  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.  sent  with  their 
goods,  and  it  only  came  out  on  the  second  heaiing. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  could  not  see  the  use 
of  recousidering  the  order,  the  only  one  which  the 
City  Solicitor  said  the  City  Council  could  jiass. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  under,  the  motion  this 
was  the  only  way  in  which  the  question  could  be 
reached. 

Alderman  Gibson  could  not  see  how  any  other 
action  could  be  taken  than  bad  been.  The  City  So- 
licitor is  the  legal  adviser  of  the  city,  and  i  large 
salary  was  paid  to  him  for  his  advice,  and  he  savs 


we  cannot  pav  it.  He  was  sorry  for  the  loss  of 
these  men,  but  be  cc uld  not  see'how  he  could  vote 
to  pay  for  their  goods. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  all  be  wished  was  to  re- 
consider; be  did  not  wish  for  the  passage  ol  orders 
toaay  to  pay  them. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost— 1  to  9— as  fol- 
lows:

The  petitions  of  A'ehemiab  Brown  and  others  and 
of  Moritz  Rosenslein  were  referred,  in  concur- 
rence.

having  the  car?  or  ordering  of  any  vehicle  for  the

THE   QUESTION  OF  FREE   FERRIES. 

The  special  assignment,  the  order  for  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  the  East  Boston  ferries 
free  of  toll  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  that  ihe  debate 
on  this  subject  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  to  each 
person. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  motion  un- 
less another  opportunity  of  ten  minutes  be  given, 
lie  should  prefer  that  there  should  be  no  debate 
ratber  than  have  the  debate  limited.

The  Chair  said  such  a  motion  would  be  imperti- 
nent and  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Uyan  of  Ward  13  moved  to  lay  the  recon- 
sideration on  the  table  one  week. 

Mr.  Moulton  a:  ked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Cbiii . 

Mr.  Barnes  stated  his  grounds  for  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Dickinson  remarked  that  if  he  understood 
the  ruling,  it  laid  the  reconsideration  on  the 
table,  when  the  Council  could  go  on  with  the 
order,  and  the  reconsideration  could  be  taken  up 
next  week,  lie  hoped  the  motion  would  not  pre- 
vail. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  it  would  obviate  the  objection  if 
the  gentleman  would  withdraw  the  motion  to  re- 
consider, and  have  the  question  laid  over. 

Mr.  Stone  said  as  there  seemed  to  be  a  difficulty 
growing  out  of  the  motion  to  lay  the  reconsidera- 
tion on  the  laDle,  he  moved  to  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  stated  the  grounds  of  his  ruling  both 
from  the  rules  of  the  Council  and  from  Cusliing's 
Parliamentary  1'racuce.  The  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  in  this  case  was  in  the  nature  of  a  subsidiary 
motion,  and  consequently  it  did  not  take  the  whole 
question  with  it.

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TENEMENT   HOUSES  IN  A  CONDITION  OF  NUISANCE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little, 

Whereas,  there  is  now  a  certain  tenement 
house  situated  on  the  corner  of  Clay  street 
and  Simmons  street,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  ana 
owned  by  the  Roxbury  Carpet  Company,  duly  or 
eranized  and  established  according  to  law;  and 
whereas,  Michael  H.  Simpson  is  the  rightful  presi- 
dent of  said  company;  and  whereas,  said  house 
was  erected  before  the  1st  July  1868,  and  was  used 
and  occupied  as  a  tenement  house  on  and  before 
said  1st  day  of  July,  1868;  and  whereas,  said  tene- 
ment house  does  not  now  conform  in  its  construc- 
tion and  appurtenances  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
281  of  the  laws  of  1868,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
regulation  of  tenement  and  lodging  houses  in  the 
city  of  Boston,"  in  the  following  particulars,  that 
is  to  say: 

First— said  tenement  house  is  not  provided  with 
a  proper  fire-escape,  or  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire,  and  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Health ;  second — the  cellar  of  said  tenement  hoi>se 
is  not  keit  clean,  but  is  dirty  and  filthy;  third — the 
name  and  address  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  of 
the  agent  or  agents,  or  any  person  having  the 
charge  of  the  renting  and  collecting  of  the  rents 
for  the  same,  are  not  legibly  posted  or  painted  on 
the  walls  or  door,  in  the  entry,  or  any  public 
accessible  place  of  said  tenement  house;  fourth—

In 
the  aLsen^e  of  the  President,  the  Council  was 
called  to  order  by  Mr.  Barker  of  Ward  6,  senior 
member.  .Messrs.  West  of  Ward  16,  Bicknell  of 
Ward  4.  and  Moulton  of  Ward  9  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  receive  and  count  the  votes  lor  Pres- 
ident pro  rem.  and  reported  the   result  as  follows:

EXTENSION  OF   COMMERCE  STREET. 

The  resolve  and  o>-der  of  the  Street  Commission- 
ers for  tbe  extension  of  Commerce  street  to  At- 
lantic avenue  wtre  considered,  the  question  being 
on  acceptance  of  report  of  committee  on  concur- 
rence, and  the  rejection  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  expressed  tbe  hope  that 
the  subject  would  he  laid  over  one  week. 

Mr.  I'ope  of  Ward  lli  said  he  hoped  tbe  Council 
would  concur  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  its 
action.  The  subject  came  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  on  Thursday  last,  and  the  report  was  de- 
signed for  the  action  of  the  Counci1  at  its  last 
meeting,  and  unless  action  is  now  taken  the  ex- 
tension of  the  street  will  becom?  a  law  without 
the  action  of  the  City  Council.  The  committee 
were  not  opposed  to  tne  measure,  but  they  had 
not  time  to  examine  it,  the  question  whether  the 
extension  was  necessary  not  being  before  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Kobinson  of  Y»  am  11  Inquired  whether  tbe 
rejection  of  the  measure  would  not  throw  it  out 
for  the  whole  year. 


Mr.  Flynn  <>f  Ward  7  stated  that  the  committee 
had  no  opportunity  to  look  into  the  matter,  and  it 
was  agreed  between  the  commissioners  and  the 
committee  that  it  should  be  killed.  Unless  acted 
upon  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  in  which  it 
was  passed  by  the  commissioners,  it  would  become 
a  law.  Either  the  cm  must  pay  the  large  cost  of 
the  extension  of  tbe  street,  or  the  order  must  be 
rejected.  He  held  in  his  hand  a  letter  from  the 
City  [Solicitor,  which  states  that  this  will  become 
a  law  if  not  acted  upon  at  this  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Hobiii-on  laid  he  had  not  received  anausv  er 
to  his  inanity,  which  he  desired  before  action  was 
taken  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  it  was  agreed  the  subject 
might  be  brought  up  again. 

Mr.  Pope  stared  further  that  bad  the  committee 
made  an  examination,  they  might  have  recom- 
mended lite  passage  ot  the  order,  but  the  sbort 
notice  and  the  large  outlay  required  precluded 
such  an  examination  a*  was  necessary  and  called 
lor  immediate  action  oitthe  rejection  of  the  oruer. 

.Mr.  Moulton  of  Wan'  9  called  for  the  leading  of 
the  letter  of  the  City  M)licit,r. 

Mr  Flynn  stated  that  the  letter  was  private,  ad- 
dressed to  him  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  urged  that 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  must  be  con- 
curred in  by  the  Council  tonight  to  stop  proceed- 
ings, otherwise  the  action  in  the  extension  of  tbe 
street  would  become  a  law.  Tbe  Council  should 
reject  the  order  because  the  thirty  days  a  lowed 
had  nearly  expired. 

Mr.  Bobinson  repeated  that  be  wished  an  answer 
to  his  question. 

.Mr.  Flynn  replieo  that  the  same  question  was 
asked  in  committee,  and  it  was  answered  that  tbe 
subject  might  be  brought  Dp  again.  The  rejec- 
tion was  called  for,  that  the  committee  might  have 
time  to  look  into  the  matter. 

.Mr.  Kobiuson  moved  in  lay  the  subject  on  the 
table  one  week,  for  there  was  yet  until  the  22d 
June  belore  tbe  thirty  days  expired.  He  did  not 
understand  there  was  any  agreement  on  tbe  part 
of  the  Street  Commissioners  for  such  action  as 
was  proposed. 

Mr.  t'ope  stated  that  there  were  two  commis- 
sioners present  when  this  action  was  proposed, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  matter  might  come  up 
again. 

Mr.  Kobinson  replied  that  if  the  subject  could 
be  brought  up  again  this  year  be  should  make  no 
objection  to  the  rejection  of  the  order  now. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  tbe  taole  was  lost— 13  to  29. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  tbe  time  wben 
this  matter  was  reported  to  the  City  Government. 

Ihe  Chair  stated  that  tbe  indorsement  showed 
it  to  have  been  on  the  22d  May. 

Mr.  Smiib  said  there  was  then  one  week  yet  for 
action,  and  the  matter  should  not  go  by  default. 
It  should  not  be  defeated  lor  want  of  time. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  tbe  committee  did  not 
have  thirty  da>s,  for  it  was  only  last  Thursday 
that  it  was  brought  to  their  notice,  and  there  was 
great  objection  to  favorable  action  upon  so  im- 
portant a  measure  involving  a  large  expense,  in 
tbe  short  space  of  time  allowed  for  consideration 

Mr.  Smith  urged  that  there  were  yet  fourteen 
days,  and  the  committee  might  have  taken  another 
week  before  making  their  report. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  it  was  all  very  well  for 
gentlemen  to  wink  at  an  expenditure  of  $300,000, 
while  continued  delay  is  asked  and  required  to 
save  much  smaller  amounts. 

Mr.  Smith  repeated  that  there  were  yet  fourteen 
days,  and  the  subject  should  not  go  by  default 
because  tne  committee  have  not  looked  into  it. 

Mr.  Pope  said  it  was  understood  if  action  was 
not  taken  tonight,  this  measure  would  be  carried 
by  default.  The  report  would  have  been  made 
last  Thursday  night,  except  for  the  adjournment 
in  not  allawing  it  to  be  be  put  in.  Today  the  City 
Clerk  had  been  in  consultation  with  the  City  So"- 
licitor,  and  action  was  called  for  tonight.  If  the 
Council,  however,  wish  \o  pass  the  order,  then  it 
Is  all  right. 

Mr.  Kobirisou  said  the  delay  would  only  be  for 
one  week.  He  did  not  propose  to  criticise  the 
committee  for  Dot  examining  Into  the  matter,  but 
iustice  to  the  Street  Commissioners  and  those 
who  petitioned  for  the  extension  ot  the  street  re- 
quired that  it  be  laid  over,  to  see  what  action 
may  be  necessary.  It  had  the  appearance  of  a 
dodge  that  the  subject  might  not  be  brought  up 
again. 

Mr.  Flynn  denied  that  there  was  any  disposition 
to  act  unfairly  in  the  matter,  but  there  was  an 
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express  understanding  with  the  commissioners 
tbat  this  should  be  lejected  to  give  further  time 
for  examination  into  the  matter. 

Mr.  Robinson  said  he  had  had  a  conversation 
with  the  street  Commissioners,  and  had  stated 
the  matter  as  they  desired  him  to. 

Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2  sa  id  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  extend  the  street  through  this  year,  and 
nothing  would  be  gained  by  action  in  its  favor  at 
this  time,  while  there  would  be  a  loss  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  money. 

The  motion  was  taken  en  the  acceptance  of  the 
report,  and  the  rejection  of  the  order,  which  was 
concurred  in.

EAST  BOSTON  FERRY  TOLLS.

The  Chair  stated  as  tbe  position  of  the  ques- 
tion that  the  order  to  abolish  the  tolls  on  the  fer- 
ries was  rejected,  when  Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  6  moved 
to  reconsider  the  rejection,  and  Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward

The  i  epoit  and  order  for  a  loan  of  8300,000,  to  be 
expended  in  laying  water-pipes  in  wards  13,  14,  15, 
and  16,  being  unner  consideration. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  to  amend  by  an 
additional  sum  of  §30,000,  to  supply  big})  servu  e 
water  to  South  Boston.  In  support  of  the  motion 
be  said  it  was  due  to  that  section  of  the  city  that 
their  wants  should  be  met  in  this  wav,  and  that 
they  should  have  the  attention  oi  the  Water  Board 
as  well  as  the  new  wards.  This  sum,  it  was  under- 
stood, would  give  them  the  supply  of  water  needed . 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  inquired  if  there  was  not 
an  appropriation  for  tbe  purpose  last  year. 

Mr.  Hersey  replied  that  an  estimate  was  made 
that  to  complete  the  high  service  to  South 
Boston  would  cost  $30,000.  but  it  was  supposed 
tbat  what  was  done  last  year  would  remedy  the 
deficiency  complained  of.  It  was  found,  however, 
that  when  the  water-pipes  were  lapped  for  the 
supply  of  Ward  16,  there  would  not  be  the  supply 
required  for  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  the  amendment  pro- 


posed was  a  new  subject,  and  he  moved  a  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  Water. 

Air.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said,  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Water  last  year,  it  was  understood 
tbat  whenever  the  pipes  were  laid  for  the  supply 
of  the  new  wards,  if  this  supply  was  not  sufficient 
for  South  B  stou,  the  proposed  addition  would  ue 
made,  and  he  had  no  doubt  it  would  be. 

Mi.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  gave  as  his  understanding 
th  t  if  the  new  pipes  did  not  rurnish  a  sufficient 
supply  for  South  Boston,  tue  high  service  might 
be  added  any  time  hereafter.  Jt  was  important 
that  tbe  suv>iect  should  be  acted  upon  now,  and 
nut  recom^iitted.  When  tbe  committee  met  the 
pipes  had  not  beer  tner\ 

Mr.  Barues  ilf  Ward  1  said  if  his  recollection 
served  him,  there  had  been  similar  attempts  to 
tack  on  amendments  of  this  kind  lor  a  year  or 
two,  which  had  not  obtained  tbe  consent  ol  the 
committee. 

.Mr.  Hersey  said  South  Boston  was  not  repre- 
sented on  the  Water  Board  <>r  on  the  committee, 
and  tbey  did  not  know  what  tbe  action  might  be 
until  rep'ired  upon: 

Tbe  motion  tt  imend  was  carried,  and  a  motion 
to  suspend  the  idles  for  the  passage  of  the  order 
was  made  and  withdrawn.

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  the  question  whether 
the  amendments  were  relevant  to  the  subject  of 
tbo  or  ler. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  they  were  cut  off  by  the 
motion  to  refer  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  to  amend  by  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  Assessors'  Department, 
and  modified  it  by  moving  that  the  whole  subject 
be  recommitted,  which  was  accepted  by  Air.  Clatur 
as  a  substitute  for  bis  motion. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  tnere  was  no  necessity  for 
recommitment,  for  the  committee  could  not  do 
otherwise  than  they  had  with  the  report. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  they  might  consider  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  pay  of  the  other  assessors.

The  Chair  replied  that  they  were  when  the  mo- 
tion to  rocoiimiii  was  pending. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  he  hoped  the  amend- 
ments would  not  prevail.  There  were  applicants 
enough  for  the  places  at  the  present  rates  of  pay, 
and  while  there  are  so  many  greedy  to  accept,  they 
should  not  increase  that  greed  by  raising  the  pay.

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Common  and 
Public  Grounds  be  instructed  to  grant  permission 
to  the   Ninth   Regiment,  K.  t>.  S.  Si.  V.,  to  occupy 
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th?  Common  on  the  18th  iust.  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  religious  services. 

Mr!  Brooks  of  Ward  1  stated  that  the  Committee 
on  Common  and  Public  Grounds  bad  already 
grauted  the  use.  of  the  parade  ground  to  this  regi- 
ment for  Saturday,  day  and- 1  venmg,  l/nt  objection 
was  made  by  many  people  to  such  a  use  by  them 
on  Sdnday. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  stated  that  the  question 
stood  just  here.  The  comuany  petitioned  Tor  the 
use  of  the  Common  for  .Saturday  afternoon  and 
evening  lor  concerts,  which  was  grauted  ;  also  lor 
Sunday  for  religious  services,  which  was  refused. 
It  was  then  suggested  by  the  company  that  tbey 
could  hold  religious  sei vices  in  froct  of  their 
quarters  at  the  St.  James  Hotel,  but  this  was  ob- 
jected to  as  they  had  no  rigl't  to  occupy  the  place 
there  any  more  than  the  (_'<  mraon.  He  ho)  ed 
the  order  would  pass,  and  thai  the  Council  would 
do  their  parr  towards  removing  the  ill  feeling 
growing  out  of  a  niisunrterstandii>ir. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  had  no  ill  feeling  in  the  mas- 
ter. Hau  the  regiment  asked  for  the  use  of  the 
Common  one  or  two  week  days  it  would  have  been 
granted.  If  they  wished  to  have  religious  ser- 
vices there  were  plenty  of  churches  tbey  could  eo 
to,  and  which  would  hold  them,  so  far'from  any 
ill  feeling  he  had  the  same  feeling  towards  this 
regiment  as  he  nan  go  any  other. 

Mr.  (iiagg  of  Ward  14  said  he  hoped  the  order 
would  pass.  If  the  organization  to  which  he  be- 
longed was  in  Sew  York,  and  wished  to  hold  re- 
ligious services,  he  could  see  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  make  a  similar  request  and  that  it 
should  be  granted.  It  was  not  good  policy  to  re- 
fuse the  request,  for  they  were  entitled  to'  its  be- 
ing granted,  as  a  matter  of  right.  If  the  commit- 
tee have  any  prejudice  against  the  regiment  on 
account  of  its  commander,  by  relusing  the  request 
it  would  only  make  capital  tor  him. 

Mr.  Brooks  disclaimed  being  governed  by  any  ill 
feeling  towards  the  regiment  or  its  eomniande'r. 

Mr.  I'erkins  Of  Ward  6  moved  as  an  amendment 
a  proviso  that  the  regiment  parade  only  with  its 
side  arms.  He  supposed  there  nn  a  feat  that  the 
commanding  officer  would  make  as  much  parade 
as  possible. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  suggested  that  the  Coin- 
mitree  on  Huolie  Buildings  engage  the  Music  Hall 
for  the  services  of  this  regiment,  as  no  church 
would  lie  large  enough  to  contain  them. 

Mr.  Hull  stated  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
regiment  to  march  to  the  Common,  and,  alter  the 
religious  services,  directly  lo  the  depot  for  their 
departure  from  the  city."

CELEBRATION  OF  THE  ONE  HUSDUEDTU   ANNIVER- 
SARY OF  THE  DECLARATION  OF  tNDEPENDWSI  I  . 

Mr.  DickinsoD  of  Ward  II  ottered  the  following 
order : 

\\  herens,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by 
act  approved  March  A.  1871,  did  provide  tor  cele- 
brating, by  an  international  Exhibition  of  Arts, 
MaimtaCtures  and  Products  of  the  Soil  and  Minis. 
to  be  held  In  the  year  1876,  the  100th  anniversary 
of  American  Independence,  which  was  publicly 
and  solemnly  declared  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  1770.  and  did  designate  the 
said  city  of  Philadelphia  as  the  appropriate  place 
for  sticb  celebration;  and  whereas,  'he  part  taken 
in  the  revolutionary  struggle  by  the  colony  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  town  of  boston  makes  it 
fitting  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  should  heartily 
unite  in  this  great  national  festival ;  therefore, 

Ordered,  That ,  with  such  as  the  Board  of 


Aldermen  may  join,  be  a  committee  to  confer  with 
the  commissioners  appointed  under  said  act,  and 
with  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  as  to  the  proposed  elans  for  the  said 
celebration,  and  the  part  to  ne  taten  therein  by 
the  ciiy  of  Boston:  ar.d  that  such  committee  be 
instructed  to  report  their  action  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil;  and  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  rejueted 
to  call  a  public  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
in  Fauenil  Hall,  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  to  secure  a  representation  at 
said  exhibition  oi  the  various  scientific  ana  indus- 
trial interests  of  ttis  city. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  in  support  of  the  above  order, 
stated  that  the  ciry  or 'Philadelphia  and  State  of 
Pennsylvania  urged  upon  Congress  the  passage  of 
the  measure  for  the  celenration  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
by  a  great  exhibition  of  industry  and  ait.  and  the 
plan  had  been  approved  bv  the"  Governors  of  va- 
rious states,  fbe  state  ot  Pennsylvania  had  made 
an  appropriation  of  S50.000  to  carry  the  r'an  into 
effect;  and  the  appropriateness  of  such  a  celeiira- 
tion  in  Phtiadeli  hia  could  not  be  questioned,  the 
Declaration  havinrbeen  made  there. 

The  city  ot  Boston  having  taken  so  prominent  a 
part  in  tlie  initiation  of  the  KevoluOou,  it  was  de- 
sirable that  it  should  move  first  in  the  matter,  and 
the  fact  sboula  be  stated  tint  two  or  three  gentle- 
men of  high  standing  from  Philadelphia  had  l>eeu 
here  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  a  conference  bad 
been  had  w  ith  the  Mayor,  who  was  much  interest- 
ed in  it.  It  was  desirable  that  a  committee  of  con- 
ference should  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
municipal  authorities  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  was 
in  contempt  ition  that  such  corura  tue  sin  uld  go 
there  on  the  coming  Fourth  of  July.  It  was  a  cord- 
mglv  necessary  tnat  a  movement  should  I  e  made 
at  once.  It  w  ould  Le  an  honor  to  Boston  to  nn  ve 
hist  in  the  inaiter,  and  it  was  contemplated  ibat  a 
meeting  of  citizens  should  be  called  in  Faneuil 
Hall  in  reference  to  the  celebration. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  that  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  be  appointed  on  the  commit- 
tee.

Alderman  Cowdin  made  an  inquiry  whether  it 
had  beeu  determined  by  the  committee  which 
paper  to  contract  with.  The  work  had  been  so 
well  done  during  the  past  year  that  he  hoped  there 
would  be  no  change.  Although  it  might  be  done 
as  well  by  other  parties,  he  did  not  suppose  it 
would  be  any  better,  and  be  would  like  to  know  of 
the  committee  whether  it  would  remain  with  the 
same  parties. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  the  general  provisions 
of  the  contract  and  that  there  had  been  no  action 
by  the  committee  in  regard  to  the  point  upon 
which  information  had  been  asked. 

The  order  was  passed. 

THE    BURRILL    CLAIM. 

The  report  and  order  to  pay  Henry  W.  Paine. 
assignee  of  Charles  Burrul,  $40,000,"  for  services 
rendered  by  him  te  the  city  in  obtaining  its  quota 
of  troops  for  the  recent  war,  were  considered. 

Alderman  1'lumer  inquired  of  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  the  grounis  for  reporting  the  order. 

Aldermau  Pierce  replied  that  theAldennau  must 
be  as  well  aware  of  the  history  and  circumstances 
of  the  case  as  he  was,  and  in  nothnur  could  he 
enlighten  him.  In  1869  a  committee  of  the  City 
Council  made  a  long  and  patient  investigation  of 
the  subject,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr. 
Uurri II  had  a  claim  against  the  city,  but  could 
not  agree  upon  the  amount.  Last  year  it  was 
again 'referred  to  a  committee,  and  there  was  a 
petition  of  a  large  number  of  respectable  citizens 
who  urged  the  payment  of  the  claim. 

The  committee  had  some  of  these  citizens  before 


them;  the  city  was  represented  by  the  City  Solici- 
tor, and  the  petitioner  by  counsel,  it  was  agreed 
to  take  the  testimony  which  was  given  before  tbe 
committee  of  the  previous  year,  and  rest  the  claim 
upon  that  testimony,  on  {hat  agreement,  co,  ies 
of  the  testimony  were  luraished  to  all  tbe  mem- 
bers of  the  euininirtee,  who  carefully  considered 
it,  and  reported  an  order,  which  passed  both 
branches  of  the  City  Council.  vVln-u  the  sub- 
ject came  before  the  committee  this  year,  it 
was  upon  Inn  basis  of  that  order  and  evidence. 
He  could  not  doubt  that  the  gentleman  had  read 
thai  'estimoii  j  and  was  in  possession  of  all  the  evi- 
dence that  he  or  any  lucin'ier  of  the  committee 
was  in  possession  of. 

Alderman  Piunier  said  thcAldcrman  did  him  but 
jusi ice  in  stating  that  he  must  have  investigated 
this  matter,  anil  made  himself  familiar  with  the 
evidence  in  the  case;  but  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee had  come  to  a  different  conclusion  from 
what  he  had.  He  bad  possessed  himself  of  all  the 
evidence,  and  by  a  careful  perusal  of  the  testi- 
mony and  conversation  with  those  who  were 
lamiliar  with  the  whole  matter,  he  had  come  to 
tbe  conclusion  that  Mr.  Burrill  had  no  claim  upon 
the  city.  The  case  Had  been  in  the  highest  courts, 
which  had  decided  that  any  payments  made  to 
him  by  tbe  city  would  be  illegal  and  wrong.  From 
its  iuception,  he  was  satisfied  that  the  claim  was 
conceived  iu  sin   and  brought  forth  in  iniquity. 

Legislation  had  been  hau  by  parties  unknown  to 
him,  and  against  the  action  of  tbe  city,  by  which 
the  Cilv  Council  is  given  power  to  pay  this  claim, 
aud  to  him  the  whole  thing  was  unaccountable. 
This  legislation  might  be  right,  for  he  did  nor. 
claim  to  be  versed  in  law.  but  he  believed  the 
Legislature  transcended  its  powers  in  the  act, 
which  was  without  ;•  precedent,  and  if  correct 
would  lead  to  a  very  daugerous  condition  of 
tniuirs.  Suppose  this  city  was  governed,  as  were 
some  other  cities,  by  a  large  ring,  which  not  only 
controlled  the  ci:y*  but  the  action  of  the  State. 
Suppose  that  this  ring  should  concoct  some  nefa- 
rious scheme  of  plunder,  which  was  near  being 
carried  out,  arid  there  should  be  an  injuncticn 
served  to  prevent  il.  This  ring  might  go  to  the 
Legislature,  pack  that  body,  and  an  act  be  passed, 
if  not  in  terms  that  they  shall  steal,  that  they 
may  steal. 

This  act  of  the  Legislature  he  believed  to  be  un- 
constitutional, by  whatever  means  it  was  pro- 
cured, and  void;  and  it  was  dangerous  in  charac- 
ter, established  a  bad  precedent,  and  its  constitu- 
tionality would  yet  be  tested.  At  present  the  city 
is  in  a  right  position,  and  it  does  not  and  has  not 
acknowledged  that  there  is  any  claim.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  pay  #40.000,  and  if  a  payment  i«  made  it 
is  an  acknowledgment  that  the  petitioner  has  a 
claim.  It  was  true  it  would  he  said  he  would  be 
required  to  give  receipts  satisfactciy  to  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  that  future  demand5  would  be  oblit- 
erated and  no  further  claim  allowed.  But  this 
payment  would  commit  the  City  Council  to  an 
acknowledgment  that  there  is  a  claim. 

The  next  year  tbe  party  might  come  before  the 
City  Council,  bucked  up  by  astute  politicians  and 
lawyers,  pack  the  City  Government,  and  petition 
that  .justice  might  be  done.  The  petitioner  might 
say.  it  was  true  my  necessities  required  me  to  ac- 
cept the  #40,000,  but  my  claim  is  acknowledged; 
I  expended  $52,000  to  demoralize  Congress,  to 
bring  about  the  act  allowing  tbe  credits  to  the 
Slate.  He  could  not  see  under  such  a  claim,  once 
acknowledged,  what  should  hinder  getoing  nearly 
a  million  of  dollars  out  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Burrill,  he  said,  never  did  the  first  thing  he 
contracted  to  do.  His  contract  was  to  go  to  Bock 
Island,  to  get  enlistments  of  live  men,  and  he  went 
to  the  Mayor  with  a  lie  in  his  mouth.  He  warned  the 
Board  that  this  would  be  but  the  beginning  of  the 
matter,  and  if  this  order  should  be  passed,  the  pe- 
titioner was  just  as  sure  to  petition  for  more,  and 
he  would  get  it  It  should  be  put  down  now,  for  it 
was  a  swindle  from  the  beginning.  He  disliked  to 
characterize  matters  in  such  terms,  but  there  was 
no  other  course  for  him  to  pursue. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  somewhat  sur- 
prised at  the  course  of  tbe  gentleman.  He  did  not 
supoose  for  one  moment  as  a  business  man  that  he 
would  repudiate  his  honest  debts,  nor  that  he 
would  be  willing  for  the  eity  to  repudiate  its  hon- 
est aebts.> 

.  Alderiuan  Pluraer.  in  reply,  said  the  city  never 
repudiated  its  debts,  arid  if  there:  was  any  claim, 
tlie  coiirts'were  opeii  to  "Mr.  Burrill. 
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Alderman  Cowdin,  resuming  his  remarks,  said 
if  tbe  Mayor  made  a  contract  with  John  Smith, 
and  this  was  attested  by  an  oarh,  a  failure  to  abide 
by  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  city  would  be  a 
repudiation.  He  never  did  repudiate  an  honest 
debt,  never  would  swindle  the  city,  neither  would 
he  allow  a  citizen  to  be  swindled  by  the  city. 

If  the  charges  of  the  Alderman  were  true,  then 
the  last  City  Government  was  engaged  id  a  swin- 
dle. He  had  no  more  interest  in  Mr.  Burrill  than 
had  the  man  in  the  moon,  but  he  believed  tbe  city 
made  as  fair  and  honorable  a  bargain  with  him  as 
any  he  had  e'er  known  in  his  life,  as  fair  and  hon- 
orable as  any  contract  made  by  that  gentleman 
for  the  sale  of  flour.  He  knew  something  about 
tbe  matter  personally,  lor  being  in  tbe  recruiting 
business  and  determining  to  raise  recruits,  and 
making  this  known  to  the  Aldeiman  of  his  Word, 
he  was  assured  that  there  was  no  need  of  his  doing 
so,  as  a  cotrtract  bad  been  made  with  .Mr.  Burrillby 
which  the  city  would  get  all  thai  were  wanted. 

At  that  time  the  sons  ol  rich  men  and  mechan- 
ics were  unwilling  to  enlist,  and  there  were  great 
fears  "f  a  draft.  Mr.  Bumll  was  furnished  with 
letters  to  I'rovost-Marshal-Ueneral  Frye.  at  Wash- 
ington, as  the  accredited  agent  ot  tbe  "city,  and  by 
his  efforts  be  finally  succeeded  m  getting  through 
Congress  the  act  allowing  naval  credits  to  Massa- 
chusetts. He  came  home  with  the  list,  which 
credited  to  Boston  6529  men,  and  at  the  price  to  be 
paid,  .*825,000,  the  Mayor  was  frightened  If  it  had 
been  but  1000  men,  tne  price  would  have  readily 
been  paid-  After  running  from  the  City  Hall  to 
the  state  House  several  times. it  Was  concluded  to 
tale  tbe  credits.  The  city  offered  Mr.  Burrill 
$125,000,  which  Was  about  what  be  had  paid  out, 
but.  this  he  declined,  and  tbe  offer  wis  afterwards 
withdrawn,  after  consultation  with  leading 
lawyers. 

'J  his  withdrawal  was  purely  upon  a  legal  quib- 
ble, because  then-  bad  been  no  appropriation  of 
TCfonej  Pot  the  purpose,  and  therefore  it  was  SGid 
the  Claim  was  illegal.  \\  hen  the  proposition  was 
made,  it  was  believed  that  the  money  would  ne 
paid,  but  on  the  advice  of  Mr.  Curtis  it  was  re- 
fused, and  the  city  backed  down.  That  it  was  a 
repudiation  of  a  contract  he  would  stake  his  refu- 
tation upon  it.  Now  the  party  was  willing  to  take 
140,000  for  his  claim  of  S825.000,  and  the  city 
should  be  willing  to  comply  with  the  offer.  If 
there  was  a  fraud  ai-d  a  swindle,  it  was  on  the 
part  of  the  city  in  attempting  to  repudiate  its  hon- 
est debts. 

Aldeiman  Fluffier  said  be  did  uot  agree  to  that 
way  of  settling  that  matter,  and  by  such  an  agree- 
ment, if the  contract  was  a  good'  one,  ii  was  un- 
just to  the  claimant.  If  the  city  owed  him  any- 
thing, it  owed  him  the  w hole, "and  he  would  pay 
liim  to  the  utmost  farthing.  The  courts  were 
open  to  blm,  and  if  they  decide  upon  the  jnstiee 
oi  tbe  claim,  it  Should  he  paid.  The  payment  of 
Slo, (ion  would  no,  settle  it,  but  wnuld  be  putting  a 
foot  in  it,  which  the  city  eonlrt  not  get  out  of.'  It 
was  <  lanned  that  a  large  sum  bad  been  paid  to  in- 
fluence Congress,  but  what  evidence  was  there  that 
there  bail  ever  Iciai  paid  a  sn  gle  dollar.  The 
agents  relied  upon  were  alldeail.  and  there  wa«  not 
Hie  voucher  that  a  cent  had  ever  been  paid.  When 
urged  to  go  to  law  the  claimant  cave  as  a  rea- 
son why  he  did  not.  that  lie  should  compromise 
certain  'members  ot  Corgi  ess.  It  that  was  so,  he 
wished  he  would,  tor  he  should  be  delighted  to 
know  who  these  members  of  Congress  are,  and 
the  revelation  should  be  made  for  the  benefit  of 
honest  members.  The  argument  in  lavor  Of  the 
claim  did  not  amount  to  anything;  if  he  was  enti- 
tled   to   anything  he  was  entitled  to  tbe  whole. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  agreed  that  he  was. 

Alderman  runner  replied,  then  pav  it.  This 
getting  the  injunction  removed  and  the  law  passed 
for  the  payment  of  tbe  Claim,  bad  something  very 
singular  about  it.  The  claim  should  be  kieked 
out. 

Alderman  fierce  said  he  could  not.  agree  witli 
the  Alderman,  that  the  .supreme  Court,  the  Legis- 
lature and  the  City  Counci1  were  liable  to  be 
boughl  and  were  corrupt.  His  experience  was 
that  the  Legislature  was  a-  good  as  the  people 
w  ho  olee'ert  tbcin,  and  that  there  was  no  corrup- 
tion in  such  legislation. 

Alderman  Dinner  denied  that  he  had  charged 
that  the  Legislature  or  the  Supreme  Couit  had 
been  corrupted;  he  had  only  said  there  was  some- 
thing singular  about  such  tilings  as  be  had  re fered 
to,  and  he  could  not  understand  them. 


Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  charges  of  cor- 
ruption and  fraud  were  fairly  deduced  from  bis 
remarks.  He  had  charged  that  he  believed  that 
fraud  was  en  the  lips  of  Mr.  Burrill  from  the  tinae 
he  came  to  the  Mayor  to  make  a  contract  with 
him.  He  had  a  better  opinion  of  human  nature 
than  that,  to  believe  that  aiw  one  beneath  the  sun 
was  so  lost  and  corrupt.  He  believed  that  Mr. 
Bumll  had  some  claim,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of 
seme  of  our  best  citizens  that  he  bad  a  just  and 
equitable  claim.  Turning  to  the  testimony,  he 
said  the  contract  made  by  Mayor  Lincoln  with  Mr. 
Buirill  specified  "credits,"  the  price  agreed  upon 
to  be  paid  when  a  certificate  was  oroduced  from 
tbe  proper  authority  that  tbe  credits  were  allowed. 
The  number  pr  .duced  by  him  was  0529. 

Before  proceeding    to   Washington   tbe    Mayor 

fave  him  a  letter  of  credit,  and  this  while  he  came 
efore  him  with  fraud  and  a  lie  on  his  lips.  (This  ler- 
ter  was  read  by  the  Alderman.]  On  returning  with 
these  names  credited  to  tbe  quota  ol"  this  city,  and 
after  a  refusal  was  made  to  pay  the  whole  amount, 
two  well-known  citizens,  members  ot  this  Board, 
tendered  turn  $125,000  for  his  claim.  These  eir-.- 
zens  are  not  apt  to  be  swindled,  for  with  their 
energy  they  have  roiled  up  a  fortune  of  a  million 
of  doifars.  This  lie  declined,  when  they  withdrew 
it.  The  committee  of  the  City  Council  were  of 
opiniou  that  tbe  eity  owed  him  something,  ami 
some  of  them  fixed  the  amount  as  high  as  $125,000. 
That  Government  voted  that  he  should  receive  as 
much  as  .*40,000.  and  such  meu  as  lieorge  B.  I'pton 
ami  others  lielieved  tb.it  he  had  a  good  claim. 

On  coming  to  an  investigation  of  this  case,  as  a 
member  of  the  committee,  he  bad  forgotten'  much 
of  what  he  knew  of  it,  and  as  an  unprejudiced 
man,  he  believed  that  no  man  competent  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject,  but  whit  would  say  there 
was  a  claim  for  something.  The  Alderman  had 
said  that  the  city  could  not  pay  a  part  without 
ai  know  lodging  that  there  was  a  just  claim  for  the 
whole  amount.  If  that  was  direct,  the  city  would 
have  been  bankrupted  before  tbis  time."  Many 
.a  me  before  the  coinmitsee  of  which  he  was 
a  member,  In  which  the  parties  claim  a  large 
amount  of  damages.  These  claims  are  oftei 
tied  at  a  small  sum  compared  with  what  are  ask- 
ed, and  no  receipts  are  passed  which  do  not  pre- 
clude any  subsequent  claim.  These  compromises 
do  not  recognize  any  obligation  or  acknowledg- 
ment that  aiiy  other  claims  will  be  allowed,  or 
made.  Any  other  course  would  he  to  fly  in  the 
face  of  be  experience  of  any  businessman,  lie 
would  i.ot  bat  e  said  so  much  if  there  bad  not  been 
charges  of  fraud  in  relation  to  this  matter. 

Alderman  Dumer  satd  he  was  sorry  that  t!ie 
Aldeiman  should  impute  to  him  any  reflection  on 
the  Supreme  Court  or  on  the  Legislature.  All  he 
wished  to  say  was  that  by. some  means,  he  knew 
not  how.  some  one.  bad  got  an  act  passed,  against 
the  influence  of  his  friend,  toe  cbatrmtn  of  tbe 
Legislative  Committee  and  ol  the  city  Solicitor. 

Abb  rnian  LMerce  replied  tint  the  Alderman  had 
i  barged  that  the  claim  was  a  swindle  :  and  it  so- 
what  power  could  have  got  it  through  ihe  Legis- 
lature. There  were  insinuations  Ol  fraud  in  pro. 
cuiii.g  tbe  legislation. 

Alderman  Dinner  said  be  had  no  need  to  make 
insinuations,  lake  the  testimony  of  the  claimant 
as  to  his  conduct,  that  he  pud  $52,000  to  Influence 
members  of  Congress.  The  Alderman  had  read 
the  contract  of  the  Mayor,  but  he  does  not;  tell 
what  tbe  Mayor's  testimony  was  as  to  the  repre- 
sentations made  to  Irm  by  Mr.  Burrill  that  he  in- 
tended to  obtain  recruits.  As  Co  ai  \  prejudice  on 
his  part,  he  same  unbiassed  in  an  o'xamination  of 
the  testimony  and  be  could  not  find  a  particle  of 
evidence  ru  favor  of  the  claim. 

Alderman  Pierce,  in  reply  to  charges  of  illegali- 
ty, stated  that  an  injunction  wasobtained  be. 
the  payment  lasi  year  wool. I  have  been  illegal,  but 
the  Legislature  had  now  given    ihe   authority  and 
it  would  no  longer  be  an  illegal  act  to  pay  it." 

Ablet  man  (  ow.lin  said  that  in  the  remarks  he 
had  niaile.  be  dil  not  intend  to  make  any  reflec- 
tions upon  Mayor  Lincoln  or  hi-  associates.  In 
the  testimony  given  at  lVdbam,  it  was  stated  that 
Mr.  Lincoln  invited  several  Aldermen  into  his 
private  room,  and  thev  advised  the  making  of  the 
contract.  Ihe  AI. lei  man  since  dead)  testified 
that  they  agreed  to  the  contract  in  good  laiih.  It 
was  afterwards  ascertained  that  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  hail  no  authority  to  make  such  a 
tract,  and  tbis  was  tbe  small  loophole  out  of 
which  the  city  crawled.    In  the  ordtr  uudcr.con- 
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sideratioc,  he  noticed  that  the  amount  was  made 
payable  out  of  the  He»erved  Fund,  lo  make  it 
conform  to  the  order  ot  last  year,  and  the  intent  of 
the  Legislature,  he  moved  to  amend  hy  making  it 
payable  from  the  appropriation  for  Incidental  Ex- 
penses. 

Alderman  Gibson  opposed  the  amendment  be- 
lieving that  the  cutnmittee  had  made  the  appro- 
priate selection;  the  change  proposed  might  em- 
barrass other  appropriations. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  supposed  the  appro- 
priation of  last  year  had  been  lying  untouched  in 
the  Treasury, 

Alderman  Jenkins  Imped  the  amendment  would 
not  pass.  The  appropriation  should  lie  made  from 
the  Reserved  Fund,  which  requiies  a  two-thirds 
\  on?. 

Alderman  Cowdin  asked  for  the  reasons  which 
the  committee  hail  for  changing  the  appropriation 
Imm  that  of  last  year. 

Alderman  lferce  said  the  committee  believed 
the  Reserved  Kuud  to  be  the  onlv  proper  one  from 
which  the  payment  could  be  made,  An  appropri- 
ation for  Incidental  Kxpenses,  as  the  name  pur- 
ported, was  lor  some  object  expressed  by  the 
name,  while  an  ap|  ropriation  from  the  Reserved 
Fund  was  to  meet  some  unforeseen  expenditure. 
In  relation  to  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
removing  the  injunction,  it  would  have  been  liable 
tn  disrespect  to  another  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment it  it  led  not  have  done  so,  after  the  passing 
of  the  legislative  act  giving  authority  to  pay  the 
money.  As  to  what  was  legal  eight  or  ten  years 
ago,  |(  was  not  legal  at  that  time  for  towns  to 
make  appropriations  for  public  libraries.  Au- 
thority was  given  by  the  Legislature,  and  such 
appropriations  are  now  legal. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  of  ihe  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Accounts  if  the  S40,OGO  vmed 
lasl  year  had  not  been  set  aside  for  the  payment  of 
this  claim,  and  whether  it  was  not  now  awaiting 
that  use.  If  so  then  the  amoudment  would  be  a 
com  lunation  of  the  same  course.  He  however  had 
in,  choice  in  the  matter,  and  if  it  was  thought  best 
he  would  yield. 

Aldermen  Pierce  replied  that  he  supposed  the 
$40,000  would  have  lam  there  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  this  claim  if  the  injunction  had  been  re- 
inoveil,  aud  no  legislation  Had  occurred.  That 
sum  could  not  hive  been  made  applicable  under 
this  aet.ainl  as  a  new  transaction  it  was  found 
necessary  to  treat  the  other  as  having  passed 
away,  and  under  the  circumstances  the  committee 
deemed  it  best,  to  take  the  amount  from  the  Ke- 
served  Fund  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote. 

I  lie  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment, 
which  was  lost. 

Alderman  l'lunier  said  he  regarded  the  question 
whether  the  Legislature  could  pass  the  act  refer- 
ed  to  as  more  important  than  the  Burrill  claim. 
He  moved  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table,  and  offer- 
ed another, -which  he  wished  to  bave.read  for  in- 
formation. 

Ihe  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was 
carried. 

Alderman  Cowdin  raised  the  question  whether 
it  was  designed  in  the  substitute  order  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  services 
uf  counsel,  as  contemplated  by  it. 

Alderman  l'lunier  said  it  was  not  necessary,  but 
might  be  provided  for  at  a  proper  time. 

'lue  substitute  order  of  Alderman  l'lunier  was 
subsequently  passed,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  that  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to 
furnish  an  opinion  to  this  Board  upon  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  act  recently  passed  by  the  GeB- 
eral  Court,  authorizing  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
to  pay  Charles  llurrill  the  sum  of  $-10,000  lor  al- 
leged services  in  procuring  credits  on  the  military 
quota  of  the  city  id  Boston,  in  the  year  1804,  and 
tuat  he  be  authorized  to  employ  counsel  in  prepar- 
ing the  opinion,  it  he  deems  it  expedient.

Alderman  Uicker  moved  to  amend  by  providing 
for  an  addition  to  the  pay  of  the  First  and  Second 
Assistant  Assessors,  S~  per  day  while  on  street 
service,  witBflOO  additional  for  oftice  duty,  with 
a  pro  "at a  reduction  for  nuu-attenJauce. 

lu  auswer  to  Alderman  Gibson,  he  said  this 
would  give  them  respectively  SS  and  ^T  per  day. 
If  the  pay  of  the  Principal  Assessors  was  to  be 
raised,  be  believed  that  of  the  assistants  should 
be  also,  for  their  labois  were  as  arduous,  aud  the 
services  ot  many  of  thein  would  be  cheap  at  $10 
per  day. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  the  city  was 
laving  all  it  ought  to,  both  for  the  assistants  and 
for  the  permanent  asse-sors.  There  were  portions 
of  the  year  in  which  the  Principal  Assessors  had 
little  to'do,  and  he  would  have  the  salaries  all  re- 
main as  they  are. 

Alderman  linker  said  the  objections  were  the 
same  in  regard  to  other  salaries,  yet  nearly  all  of 
them  were  raised.  There  were  none  more  needed 
or  more  called  for  m  raising  than  those  of  the 
Assessors. 

Ihe  amendment  was  lost  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Tne  order  for  Committee  on  the  Common,  etc., 
to  allow  the  Ninth  .New  York  Kegiment  to  hold  re- 
ligious services  on  the  Common  on  the  18th  inst., 
was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Plumer  presented  the  petitions  of  S. 
H.  Walleyaud  1160  others,  against  the  use  of  the 
Common  for  military  purposes  on  the  ISthinst. ; 
also,  the  petitions  of  a  Committee  of  the  Boston 
Preachers'  Meeting  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  against  the  use  of  the  Common  for  mili- 
tary purposes  on  that  day. 

The  signers  of  this  remonstrance  say  that  "they 
heartily  welcome  the  officers  and  men  of  this  reg- 
iment as  guests  in  our  city  and  at  our  churches, 
and  hope  that  its  proposed  visit  to  participate  in 
the  festivities  of  the  Seventeenth  of  June  will  not 
be  made  an  occasion  cf  desecrating  the  Sabbath  of 
our  fathers.  We  believe  that  our  civil  as  well  as 
our  religious  liberties  are  jeopardized  by  the  grow- 
ing disregard  for  the  Lord's  Day,  and  that  the  in- 
fluence upon  the  young  of  witnessing  the  break- 
ing of  any  of  God's  laws  is  demoralizing." 

The  remonstrances  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Common,  and  the  order  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  this  Board.

G.  Rogers  to  be  allowed 
to  remove  trees  irom  Lambert  avenue,  made  a  re- 
port, recommending  that  the  petitioners  be  au~ 
tbonzed  to  remove  such  trees  in  front  of  their 
estates  on  Lambert  avenue  as  the  superintendent 
of  Public  Grounds  may  designate.    Accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  follows- 
Montgomery  Drum  Corp? ,  to  give  an  exhibition  at 
Mercantile  Hall,  Ju^e  12;  to  sundiy  peisons  fur 
sale  of  second-hand  articles,  as  victuallers,  waeon 
licenses,  for  book  stand,  ami  to  seven  newsboys 
and  two  boys  as  pediers.    Severally  accepted.     ' 

Alderman  Plumer,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department,  on  fhe  petition  of  Kngine  Com- 
pany No.  y,  co  be  allowed  lo  take  Relief  Kngine 
No.  5  te  Saco,  Me.,  on  the  14th  June  to  a  firemen's 
muster,  with  an  order  accompanying  the  petition, 
reported  that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.

of  ibe  resolve  for  widening  tins  portion  of  Hano- 
ver street.  Deecmher  :il.  1868,  was  $500,000.  Che 
anii'im'  of  damages  paid  from  Ibis  loan  (including 
paving  the  street)  to  date,  is  $456,202  68;  leaving  a 
balance  on  band  at  >n.7!i7  ;sr. 

There-yet  remain  unsettled  claims  on  this  por- 
tion oi  Hanover  street,  estimated  at  about 
#270,000.  Deducting  the  balance  on  hand 
($44,797  37) from  this  ainount.it  leaves  a  balance 
ol  -225,202  03  to  lie  provided  for  by  an  additional 
loan. 

$12,928  5s  baa  been  paid  from  I  his  loan  for  pav- 
ing. W  hich  amount  was  not  included  in  the  esti- 
mate of  damages  at  the  time  (lie  street  «as 
u  iilcncd. 

Ihe  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  making  an 
additional  loan  of  $226,000.

KEl'ORT  ON   PRINTING. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  would  respectfully 
represent  that  in  view  of  the  large  amount  of 
printing,  binding,  and  stationery  required  bv  the 


various  departments  of  the  City  Government,  it  is 
necessary,  as  a  measure  of  economy,  to  provide 
for  a  more  efficient  supervision  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  work  is  performed,  and  to  regulate  the 
expenditures  therefor. 

It  is  evident,  from  the  examination  which  the 
committee  have  recently  given  to  the  subject,  that 
the  present  want  of  system  not  only  causes  much 
unnecessary  expense  to  the  city,  but  that  it  in- 
volves delay  and  carelessness  inthe  performance 
of  the  work. 

The  total  expenditures  for  printing,  binding  and 
stationery,  during  the  last  financial  year,  amount- 
ed to  something  over  $90,000.  Of  this  sum  about 
$63,000  were  paid  under  the  contract  for  printing, 
and  S20.000  were  expended  for  stationery  and  blank 
books,  purchased  mostly  at  retail  for  the  City 
Council  and  the  different  departments  of  the  City 
Oovernment. 

The  accompanying  ordinance,  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Superintendent  of  Printing,  and 
defining  bis  duties,  has  been  prepared  with  much 
care,  and  will,  in  the  opinion  oi  the  committee, 
make  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  expendi- 
tures of  this  department,  as  well  as  secure  greater 
efficiency  and  uniformity  in  its  operations. 

fhe  passage  of  the  ord"iuauce  is  respectfully  rec- 
ommended. 

For  the  committee.

CITY  OF    BOSTON. 

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
JUNE  14,  1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
held  this  afternoon  at  1  o'clock,  Major  Gaston  pre- 
siding. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  com- 
mons and  Squares,  on  the  part  of  this  Board,  made 
a  report  as  tollows: 

That  having  fullv  considereil  the  subject  of  the 
order  of  the  Common  Council  granting  permission 
to  the  Ninth  New  York  Keeiment  to  hold  religious 
services  on  Boston  Common  on  the  18th inst.,  they 
unanimously  report  that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  when  the  question 
recurred  upon  the  passage  cf  the  order  in  concur- 
rence. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  as  this  was  not 
a  time  of  war,  the  public  looked  upon  such  mat- 
ters in  a  different  light.  During  the  time  of  war, 
himself  as  well  as  others  engaged  m  recruiting 
and  fighting  on  Sundays,  and  it  was  considered  all 
right.  Personally,  he  did  not  look  upon  it  as  any 
harm  to  grant  the  use  of  the  Common  for  religious 
services  to  a  military  organization  on  Sunday;  but 
as  he  understood  the  committee,  they  bad  not 
granted  the  use  of  the  Common  to  any  denomina- 
tion for  such  services  on  Sunday.  It  was  under- 
stood that  the  committee  of  the  Ninth  Uegi- 
ment,  when  they  were  here,  were  perfectly  satisfied 
with  the  refusal  to  grant  the  use  ot  the  Common 
to  them  on  Sunday,  but  I  y  some  means  the 
Common  Council  had  passed  the  order  in  ques- 
tion by  a  laige  majority.  Ihe  country o wed  imn  h 
to  the  volunteer  militia,  which  saved  the  country, 
and  he  did  not  desire  to  do  anything  to  discourage 
the  military. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  this  to  be  but 
a  reasonable  request,  and  lie  could  not  suppose 
there  could  be  any  haim  done  by  allowing  this 
privileee.  This  would  not  interfere  with  any  one. 
or  disturb  them,  and  as  there  was  no  church  large 
enough  to  accommodate  tbc  regiment,  there  could 
be  no  objections  to  allowing  the  regiment  to  hold 
religious  services  on  the  Common.  He  was  for  al- 
lowing people  of  every  religious  denomination  or 
faith  to  worship  in  any  way  which  best  suited 
them. 

Alderman  Little  said  in  explanation  that  the 
question  of  religions  denomination  did  not  come 
up  before  the  committee j  the  only  question  was 
w nether  such  a  use  ol  the  Common  should  bo 
granted,  and  in  the  action  of  the  committee   they 

were  governed  by  the  consideration  that  such  a 
useol  tbc  Common  hail  never  fern  granted  to  any 
military  organization  of  our  own  citizens,  or  of 
any  otlier  place.  In  this  action  they  believed  they 
were  sustained  not  only  bv  our  own  citizens,  but 
by  the  volunteer  militia.  'Although  not  military 
men,  the  committee  had  as  much  regard  for  the 
volunteer  militia  as  the  Alderman  who  hid  been 
in  service. 

The  colonel  of  one  of  the  regiments  which  wis 
to  act  as  an  escort,  when  be  came  with  the  request 
for  the  use  of  the  Common,  upon  being  told  iliat 
i  he  committee  were  opposed  to  granting  the  useol 

the  Common  on  Sunday,  said  be  w  as  glad  of  it.  and 
he  was  sure  be  spoke  lor  nine-tenths  of  the  volun- 
teer militia  in  that  matter,  it  was  not  want  of  re- 
gard or  respect  for  the  volunteer  militia,  but 
objection  was  made  that  it  was  not  so  much  lor 
the  bidding  of  religious  services  as  it  was  that  it 
Mould   make  a  sort  of  Fourth   of  July  of  the   day, 

in  a  parade  and  display. 

The  granting  or  the  request  would  draw  to- 
gether 20,000  people,  end  it  is  not  to  be  supposed 

more  than  200  or  300  would  take  any  interest  in 
religious  services.  Such  a  gathering  would  re- 
quire not  a  few  officers  but  the  whole  police  for 
the  preservation  of  order.  Had  the  request  been 
for  the  use  of  fc'aueuil  Hall  it  would  readily  have 
been  granted,  and  the  committee  would  Dot  have 
Objected  to  have  hire'.  MUSIC  Hall  and  paid  for  it 
out  of  their  own  pockels.  Without  having  any 
war  record  the  committee  were  satisfied  that  they 


have  now  the  approval  of  50  out  of  100  of  the  vol- 
unteer militia,  and  when  it  is  over  99  out  of  100 
will  say  that  they  have  done  well  in  recommend- 
ing the  refusal. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  in  regard  to  precedent  it 
was  of  no  consequence;  the  question  really  was 
whether  it  was  just  and  right.  As  to  hiring  a 
hall,  the  regiment  had  not  asked  for  that.  Boston 
Common  was  a  public  place  and  there  could  be  no 
objection  to  holding  a  meeting  there  so  long  as 
tney  did  not  disturb  others.  He  did  not  believe 
that  the  city  of  Boston  was  so  corrupt  as  to  require 
the  whole  police  force  to  keep  order.  The  regi- 
ment would  parade,  and  it  would  be  followed 
about  anywav.'and  in  the  streets  there  would  be 
more  need  of  a  police  force  than   on   the  Common. 

Alderman  ITumer  said  he  presented  the  remon- 
strances against  the  use  of  the  Common  for  relig- 
ious services  by  this  regiment,  and  the  cbaiiman 
of  the  committee  had  stated  the  reasons  ol"  the 
committee  against  granting  the  request  in  a  very 
full  manner.  Be  objected  to  the  remarks  of  the 
alderman  on  bis  left  ( Alderman  Cowdin).  that  there 
were  not  church  accommodations  lor  the  poor,  lor 
he  knew  that  the  poor  were  cordially  welcomed  in 
the  churches  of  the  city.  In  regard  to  church 
accommodations  for  this  regiment,  he  did  not 
doubt  that  thev  would  gladly  be  provided  for  in 
the  churches  of  this  city;  and  while  he  was  not  a 
member  of  a  standing  committee  of  a  church,  he 
had  no  doubt,  as  a  member  3(  the  Old  South  Church, 
that  every  meaus  would  be  taken  to  provide  ac- 
commodations for  the  regiment  in  that  cbuich. 

should  this  request  be  granted,  it  would  be  to 
make  a  complete  saturnalia  of  the  day.  He 
thought  that  it  would  take  all  the  police  force  of 
the  city  to  keep  the  peace,  for  all  of  the  worst 
class  of  people  would  be  drawn  to  the  Common. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  was  a  large  numbei 
of  the  tax -payers  of  the  city  who  favored  granting 
this  reipr  st.  and  he  did  not  doubt  that  sixty  per 
cent,  of  the  citizens  would  favor  it.  It  would  not 
cost  a  dollar,  and  there  would  not  be  so  likely  lo 
be  any  noise  and  disturbance  if  they  were  allowed 
io  occupy  the  Common  as  there  would  in  parading 
the  streets. 

Mclennan  Plumar  inquired  if  the  Alderman 
doubted  there  would  be  a  dress  parade? 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  he  was  not  I 
sumo  that  there  would  be. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  in  the  interview 
wiih  the  committee  of  the  regiment,  after  they 
had  beeu  infoimed  of  the  views  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Common,  tney  expressed  themselves  as  sat- 
isfied, as  iheir  object  was  to  get  the  men  into  line 
before  leaving  the  city,  which  they  could  better 
d'>  mi  the  Common  than  elsewhere.    They  were 

assured  thai  every  courtesy  would  be  extended  to 
them  oi,  Saturday  and  Saturday  night  at  their  con- 
ceit, both  by  the  committee  and  the  Chief  of  Po- 
lice; that  the  Common  bad  never  been  used  Iter 
military  purposes  en  Sunday,  and  to  this  they  re- 
plied thai  Colonel  Fisk  would  be  satisfied.  As  the 
Common  had  never  beeu  granted  to  any  ol  our 
regiments  for  such  a  purp<  Be,  it  could  hardly  be 
asked  lor  bj  regiments  from  abroad. 

Miu  rmaii  i.ibson  regarded  this  as  entirely  dif- 
ferent from  the  use  ol  t lie  Common  bv  our  regi- 
ments. This  regiment  was  composed  I  i  largl 
body  of  merchants,  who  came   here   as   str.H 

ami  desiring  a  piaee  for  religious  services,  as  chej 
could  not  be  accommodated  in  any  church,  the 
request  should  be  granted.  Tlie  Common  was  the 
proper  place,  and  i;  could  not  be  expected  that  the 

men  could  be  shut  up.  Wherever  they  might  BO, 
they  would  be  followed.  It  could  not  be  said  that 
the  people  would  be  drawn  out  to  see  Jim  Hsk. 
for  imv!  people  knew  him.  and  tlie  Conimoi 
fenced  in.  and  thev  could  bo  put  there  and  locked 
in.  ami  there  would  be  less  noise  there  than  if  the 
regiment  was  on  the  street. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  did  not  doubt  that  the 
gentlemen  composing  the  regiment  would  gladly 
conform  to   the  wishes  and  'feelings  of  the  people 

wherever  they  proposed  to  visit,      in  fact  he  did 

not  doubt  that  it  would  be  considered  better  for 
them  to  go  quietly  to  Church  and  they  could  di- 
vide themselves  round  to  suit  their  conveniences. 
Such  accommodations  would  reidilj  be  afforded. 
Alderman  Cowdin  remarked  he  had  thought  Of 
a  precedent.  Twenty-five  years  ago  be  said  he 
was  commander  Of  a  military  company  Ihat  buried 
a  companion  "under  arms'"  on  Sunday,  a  Chris- 
tian man  ami  a  teacherina  Baptist  Mimlay  school, 
and  that  the  ael  was  in  ide  the  subject    ol    a    great 
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hoivl  in  some  of  the  neswspapers  the  next  day. 
He  laid  he  thought  then — "Thou  hypocrite, "  and 
was  reminded  of  some  men  who  would  go  to 
church  mi  sunday  and  go  in  to  their  counting- 
roomi  tiic  next  day  and  rob  their  neighbors.  How- 
ever, be  did  not  tee  any  harm  iii  this  regiment  go- 
ing on  to  Boston  Common.  Jim  Fisk  was  a  sharp 
financier  and  had  pinched  somebody  in  Boston, 

and  they  didn't  like   it.    He   shouldn't    if    he    was 

pinched.  Although  h  •  was  In  favor  of  Sundaj  ob- 
servanues,  he  objected  to  anything  like  bypourisy, 
believing  in  freedom  of  opinion  and  pei  forming 
good  works  not  l»ss  than  in  professions.  So  far 
as  related  to  oburob  accommodations  forthe  poor, 

lie  knew  t-liat  in  many  ehUTOheS  they  were  not  wel- 
<  oined. 

Alderman  .Jenkins  called  for  the  question,  lest 
he  should  be  led  to  give  liis  opinions  on  moral  and 
religious  questions. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  concurred  very  fully 
in  the  views  of  the  committee,  and  throwing  aside 
religious  views  of  Hie  matter,  tin-  use  of  the  Coin- 
mon  had  been  granted  to  that  regiment  for  Satur- 
day, and  there  was  no  reason  why  the  usual  qui- 
etude of  the  Sunday,  which  was  so  universally  ob- 
served In 'he  city  and  throughout  the  country, 
should  be  interrupted.  The  Sunday  of  the  trench 
was  different  from  that  observed  by  the  people  of 
this  country,  and  it  may  be  that  the  commander 
of  this  regiment  desires  to  introduce  thej  Sunday 
of  the  [Trench  by  military  displays. 

With  most  of'  the  persons  who  had  made  objec- 
tion to  the  use  of  tl.e  Common,  the  objection  was 
not  from  the  class  who  were  strictly  religious, hut 
on  account  of  the  quiet  which  would  he  interrupt- 
ed. There  could  not  he  anv  doubt  that  tbe  princi- 
pal object  would  he  a  parade,  which  would  attract 
great  crowds  of  people. 

Alderman  GiDsnn  said  it  had  been  assumed  by 
all  the  gentlemen  who  had  spoken,  that  the  de- 
sign was  in  have  a  parade.  The  request  was  to 
have  tbe  use  of  the  Common  for  religious  servi- 
ces, and  he  could  not  see  any  objection  to  allow- 
ing them  to  hold  services  in  their  own  way.  So 
long  as  it  did  not  interfere  with  tbe  liberty  of 
others,  he  could  see  no  objection  to  granting  their 
request;  and,  as  he  said  before,  there  would  be 
more  quiet  in  such  an  observance  than  in  parad- 
ing about  the  streets,  for  there  could  not  be  pre- 
vention of  their  going  into  the  streets. 


Alderman  Pierce  questioned  whether  the  prin- 
cipal object  either  of  the  colonel  of  the  regiment 
or  ol  the  merchants  composing  it,  in  going  upon 
the  Common,  was  for  the  purpose  of  religious  ser- 
vices. If  it  was  not  for  the  parade  which  would 
take  place  it  was  doubtful  whether  they  would  go 
there.  In  all  military  organizations  there  is  a  de- 
sire for  parade  and  display,  as  was  his  experience 
when  a  member  of  a  military  organization.  In 
what  he  had  to  say  he  had  avoided  the  moral  or 
religious  considerations  of  the  matter. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  in  favor  of  allow- 
ing people  to  have  their  own  way  so  long  as  they 
did  not  interfere  with  bis  liberty,  or  with  that  of 
others. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  the  action  of  the  com- 
mittee would  commend  itself  to  every  lover  of 
good  order  and  decency,  without  any  other  con- 
sideration. As  strictly  othodox  as  he  was  known 
to  be  in  sentiment,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Common,  he  would  oppose  any  and  all  gath- 
erings there  for  religious  services,  and  ne  desired 
this  regiment  should  be  treated  the  same  as  other 
citizens  of  Boston. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  be  was  not  in  favor  of 
Sunday  parades  except  from  necessity,  hut  in  this 
case  hie  could  see  no  objection  to  granting  the  re- 
quest. 

Tbe  question  was  taken  on  concurrence  in  pass- 
ing tbe  order,  which  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  8, 
as  follows:

tendent of  Streets  is  hereby  directed  to  remove 
said  obstructions  at  the  expense  of  the  owners 
thereof.

Instead  of  borrowing  the  money,  the  city 
should  sell  some  of  the  bonds  held  for  the  Sinking 
Fund,  for  the  payineut  of  debts  a  long  nine  here- 
after. There  was  nothing  to  prevent  tne  Treasur- 
er, If  so  disposed,  from  running  oft'  with  these 
$8,000,000  In  bonds. 

Mr.  stone  moved  as  an  amendment,  to  test  the 
question,  to  strike  out  the  words  "to  borrow,"  and 
insert  "to  sell  sufficient  of  the  bonds  now  in  the 
sinking  Fund." 

The  amendment  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  four  to 
thirty,  when  the  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of 
forty-seven  yeas  to  three  nays,  the  nays  being  Mc-

of  Boston,  makes  it  titling  that  the  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton should  heartily  unite  in  this  great  national 
le»tival,  therefore, 

Uidered,  That  Messrs.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11, 
Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  and  Burt  of  Ward  16,  with 
such  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  Join.be  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  said  act  of  Congress,  and  with  the 
municipal  authorities  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
as  to  the  proposed  plaus  for  the  said  celebration, 
and  tbe  part  to  be  taken  therein  by  the  city  of 
Boston;  and  that  such  committee  be  instructed  to

Alderman  Kicker  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules,  that  the  nomination  be  acted  upon  at  unci  . 

Alderman  Pope  objected,  expressing  the  hope 
that,  the  nomination  would  take  the  usual  course 
of  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Police. 

The  motion  for  suspension  of  the  rules  was 
carried,  by  a  vote  ol  8  to  3. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  leared  all  the  members 
of  the  Board  did  not  understand  this  man.  He 
was  belore  the  Committee  on  l'olice  last  year, 
and  from  what  he  learned  of  his  character,  he 
could  not  vote  for  him.  Knthei  than  have  such  a 
man  in  his  neighborhood  he  would  prefer  to  be 
without  an  officer,  and  in  fact  would  rather  have 
the  Police  Department  disbanded  than  such  an 
officer  on  the  force. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  that,  as  be  understood  it. 
the  man  had  committed  one  sin,  for  wnich  be  bad 
sincerely  repented,  and  there  was  do  reason  why 
the  nomination  should  be  rejected.  He  was  badly 
mixed  up  with  a  State  Constable  affair,  and  there 
were  many  things  connected  with  that  force 
which  were  not  very  commendable. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  would  not  condemn  a 
man  for  one  sin,  but  he  had  heard  reports  which 
gave  him  unfavorable  impressions  ol  this  man's 
character,  and  there  could  be  no  occasion  lor  busty 
action  in  a  case  where  a  man  was  under  a  cloud  as 
to  his  conduct. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  knew  but  little  of  the 
man,  and  that  was  not  favorable  to  him.  He  had 
no  feeling  in  the  matter,  but  on  an  investigation 
last,  year  it  appeared  that  he  had  been  engaged 
in  a  Very  disreputable  transaction. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  that  the  charges  against 
Phillips  were  heard  and  investigated,  and  there 
appeared  to  be  but  one  thing  against  him,  for 
which  he  apologized. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  offence  principally 
was  in  carrying  to  a  printing  office  pieces  whicn 
weie  written  by  another  peison.  There  was  an  In- 
vestigation relative  to  a  police  officer  engaged  in 
the  same  affair,  and  he  was  put  back  on  the  force, 
ami  lie  could  not  see  why  this  man  should  be  con- 
demned and  the  other  not.  He  had  expressed 
sorrow  for  what  he  had  done. 

Alderman  Pope  said  the  Committee  on  Police 
suspended  thirty  officers  last  year,  and  they  all 
said  they  were  sorry  and  would  not  do  so  again, 
but  they  could  not  be  trusted.  Their  offence  of 
drunkenness  was  small  compared  with  that  of  this 
man. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  the  men  who 
were  suspended  were  warned  beforehand  what 
would  be  the  result  of  an  offence  of  drunkenness, 
but  this  man  was  not,  not  being  on  the  force. 

Alderman  Pope  further  said  that  if  he  was  not 
warned,  Hie  committee  had  been  warned   of   him. 

The  nomination  was  confirmed  by  a  vote  of  9  to 
3,  as  follows:

Alderman  Wool  ley  differed  with  the  Alderman 
in  relation  to  responsibility",  his  impression  uelng 
lhat  the  Assistant  Assessors,. and  nor  the  Principal 
Assessors,  were  held  responsible  lor  erroneous  as- 
se-Miienrs.  and  when  a  citicen  go«s  to  the  office 
to  make  complaint,  he  is  turned  over  to  the  As- 
sistant Assessor,  tin  the  question  of  raising  other 
salaries,  it  was  contended  that  the  salaries 
should  be  high  enough  to  secure  the  most  compe- 
tent uieii,  ami  this  office  was  of  unless  Importance 
th.n  any  other.  The  argument  that  there  were 
plenty  of  men  willing  to  till  these  offices  could 
apply  to  any  department  of  the  Government  lie 
believed  the  city  had  as  good  assessors  as  could 
be  found  anywhere, and  when  the  salaries  of  other 
officers  are  increased  these  shonld  be. 

Alderman  Plumer  repeated  that  the  Principal 
Assessors  are  held  responsible  for  ihe  errors  Of 
the  assistants,  and  they  should  have  some  voice  in 
the  selection  of  the  assistants.  The  Assistant  As- 
sessors were  elected  with  the  understanding  w  hat 
their  pay  should  bo,  and  considering  the  pi  es-ure 
for  the  office  he  believed  they  were  paid  all  they 
were  worth  except  in  a  few  cases. 

The  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Assessors'  Department.

That  in  their  jutlgment  i't  is  expedient  to  estab- 
lish branches  of  the  I'ublic  Librarv  iu  both  (if 
those  distri  ;ts  of  the  city. 

Thai,  the  experience  obtained  from  the  formation 
of  the  East  Boston  Branch  indicates  that  it  is  im- 
practicable without  interieience  with  the  impor- 
tant interests  of  the  Central  Library  to  organize 
and  put  into  operation  more  than  one  blanch  dur- 
ing a  year. 


That  at  the  time  of  the  annual  appropriation,  to 
Which  period  the  Trustees  are  limited  by  the  ordi- 
nance governing  the  I'ublic  Library,  they  will  be 
prepared  to  make  a  specific  recommendation  to  the 
Citj  Council  Ot  the  one  of  these  two  portions  of 
tin-  city  possessing,  in  their  opinion,  the  strongest 
claim  fur  the  earliest  formation  of  a  branch  libra- 
rv.

priation, it  would  he  an  expenditure  of  §2000  to 
each,  which  he  believed  to  be  an  extraordinaiy 
expenditure  lor  private  individuals  out  of  the 
city  treasury. 

Alderman  Pierce  sjated  that  he  understood 
there  were  many  houses  at  South  .Boston  which 
leoeiven  the  water  only  in  their  basements,  and  it 
was  necessary  that  this  amendment  should  pass 
in  order  that  they  may  have  the  lull  benefit  of  the 
t  ochituate.  The  people  of  South  Boston  upon  the 
high  land  were  entitled  to  the  water. 

Alderman  Cutter  inquired  if  the  Alderman  knew 
how  many  of  the3e  houses  were  so  imperfectly 
supplied  with  water. 

Alderman  fierce  replied  that  there  were  about 
fifty  nouses,  some  not  supplied  at  all,  and  others 
< i n ! y  a  portion  jf  the  house  being  supplied.  It 
would  be  a  serious  injury  to  the  unoccupied  terri- 
tory Of  South  Boston,  if  this  suuply  of  high  service 
water  was  not  made. 

Alderman  Gibson  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
water  would  of  necessity  flow  to  the  second  stories 
of  che  houses. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  had  made  inquiries  of 
members  of  the  Water  B->ard,  and  learned  that 
they  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  existed  for  the 
amendment  passing. 

Alderman  (iibson  inquired  if  the  pipes  were  of 
the  necessary  capacity  to  bear  Hie  proposed  pres- 
sure. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  pipes  were 
laid  from  Clover's  Corner  with  express  reference 
to  that  important  element  in  supply  of  water  at 
high  service. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  ho  did  not  understano 
that  the  *Vater  Board  recommended  this  amend- 
ment for  an  additional  supply  of  water  at  South 
Boston,  hut  got  a  different  impression  in  conver- 
sation with  members  of  the  Board.  There  were 
some  fifteen  or  twenty  bouses  in  which  thewatr 
did  not  enter  the  second  story,  while  there  were  on 
t.e  hill  here,  until  last  vear,  tiftv  to  one  hundred 
houses  in  which  the  water  did  not  go  above  the 
first  story.  If  this  was  to  be  acted  upon,  they 
should  first  know  how  great  the  necessity  there 
was  for  it. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  appeared,  then,  that  a 
majority  of  the  Water  Board  did  not  recommend 
the  appropriation,  and  that  it  was  for  the  benelit 
of  a  few  individuals  at  South  Boston.  He  was 
willing  to  go  for  anything  reasonable,  but  could 
not  vote  money  out  of  the  treasury  for  such  a 
purpose. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  there  was  a  division  of 
seutln.eut  among  the  members  of  the  Board,  and 
while  thfv  did  not  ask  lor  the  additional  appro- 
priation, some  of  them  were  in  favor  of  it. 

Alderman  (iibson  said  he  believed  they  should 
ascertain  first  whether  the  pipes  were  sufficient  to 
bear  the  pressure,  and  hoped  the  order  would  be 
laid  over  one  week. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Water  on  the  part  of  this  Board.

fhe  special  assignment,  the  hearing  on  petition 
ol  Thomas  P   frost  for  leave  to  elect  a   brick  sta- 


ble for  130  horses,  on  Chandler  street,  near  Tre- 
niont  street,  was  taken  up. 

W.  A.  Smith  appeared  as  one  of  the  petitioners, 
stating  that  tne  lot  of  land  was  procured  for  ibe 
purpose  of  the  erection  of  a  boarding  and  hack 
stable.  It  was  proposed  to  build  a  brick  stable. 
four  stories,  with  a  slated  roof;  not  such  a  stable 
as  had  been  represented  by  remonstrants,  or  in  a 
circular  which  had  been  distributed,  that  it  would 
be  a  nuisane-3.  It  was  designed  to  huil«i  the  be*t 
stable  in  Boston,  and  this  statement  was  made  to 
the  committee.  The  committee  were  informed 
that  no  entrance  was  to  be  made  on  Chandler 
street  except  for  the  office,  the  entiance  to  the 
stable  to  be  on  Chapman  street  ana  another  nar- 
row street.  Mr.  Gardner,  from  whom  the  land  was 
purchased  and  who  owned  land  adjoining,  did  not 
object  to  the  erection  of  ihe  stable. 

In  answer  to  a  question  by  H.  D.  Hyde,  counsel 
for  remonstrants.  Mr.  Smith' stated  that  the  uur- 
chase  of  the  land  was  conditioned  upon  leave  be- 
ing obtained  upon  which  to  ei<  ct  a  stable. 

Sir.  Hyde,  for  remonstrants,  made  a  statement 
of  the  location,  representing  that  the  works  of 
Paul  &  Co.  on  Tremont  street  would  shortly  be 
removed,  giving  place  pronably  to  dwelling- 
houses.  Ihese  works  had  been  an"  obstruction  to 
the  travel  on  Tremont  street,  and  on  Chandler 
street  one  side  is  constantly  obstructed  ov  teams 
in  front  of  the  Boston  tSt  Albany  Kailroad  elevator. 
To  place  the  stable  where  it  is  proposed  will  ob- 
struct the  travel  or  the  other  side  of  ihe  triangu- 
lar [piece  of  laud,  not  only  making  it  inconvenient 
lor  the  large  foot  travel  in  that  vicinity,  but  bring- 
ing probably  other  objectionable  buildings  into 
the  neighborhood,  and  depreciating  the  value  of 
the  property  there.  With  this  statement  he  called 
severs)  ol  the  rem  mstrants  to  cive  their  views  on 
the  subject. 

Nathan  Matthews  expressed  surprise  at  the  pro 
posed  permission  to  be  sranted  to  the  petitioner* 
lor  a  stable.  As  a  dealer  in  real  estate,  be  had 
had  many  applications  lor  land  for  siables  in  that 
section  of  the  citv.  and  although  he  could  have 
got  more  money  tea  it.  he  declined  doing  so.  lie 
did  not  doubt  that  .Mr.  Gardner  could  get  more 
money  for  the  land  for  stables,  and  would  sell  all 
lie  owned  in  that  vicinity  for  that  purpose.  Ke- 
cently  he  had  hiu-self  sold  from  SISO.OOOto  ;  200,000 
worth  of  land  this  side  of  Dartmouth  street,  on 
which  a  tax  of  not  less  than  £1.000.000  would  be 
obtained  within  a  year  fwm  dwelling-houses 
Which  would  le  erected,  and  which  must  be  in- 
jured if  this  stable  sbouM  be  erected.  In  his 
opinion  the  injury  would  be  (rem  SIOO.OOO  to 
$500,000  to  the  property  in  that  vicinity. 

Charles  \V.  slack  with  A.  A.  Burage  appeared 
for  the  Twenty-eight  Congregational  society, 
which  was  to  erect  the  lariiest  building  in  the 
neighborhood,  to  cost  ;• 7f>,ooo.  ami  to  be  pur  up 
during  the  coming  year,  lliev  were  unanimous  in 
their  opposition  to  the  erection  of  this  stable,  par- 
ticularly on  account  of  obstruction  which  it 
would  make  to  Chandler  street.  Willi  no  special 
objection  to  stables,  as  such,  he  hoped  that  some 
other  place  ■  ould  be  found  for  this  stable. 

Samuel  Stuhbs.  who  had  purchased  land  for  the 
erection  of  dwelling-houses,  and  was  to  put  up 
eleven,  said  be  should  consider  his  land  to  be 
worth  one-third  less  with  a  stable  in  the  viciaitv. 
So  great  would  be  the  obstruction  to  Chandler 
street,  one  side  constant.lv  obstructed  to  foottrav  - 
el.  and  this  contributing  to  obstruct  the  other 
side,  that  the  street  might  as  well   be  fenced  up. 

Mr.  scabury,  residing  at  84  t  handler  street,  slat- 
ed that  there  w  as  a  huge  amount,  of  travel  through 
(  handler  street,  and  with  an  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent obstructions,  by  a  stable,  it  would  create  a 
nuisance.  His  experience  in  living  near  stables 
had  been  thaL  thetravel  would  lie  much  obstructed 
with  hacks  and  carriacres  in  the  street. 

m  illmaii  B,  Allen,  for  the  Berkeley  Street  Oon- 
grogational  Society,  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
l)r.  Blaikie.  and  for  Mr.  stillings.  made  objections 
on  (heir  part.  Not  only  these  churches,  but  the 
Clarendon  street  Church  and  a  fourth  soon  to  oe 
erected  would  be  discommoded  by  the  stable. 
The  Berkeley  Street  society  bail  been  discommoded 
by  the  noise  of  the  stables  in  the  vieinitv.  which 
they  expected  would  soon  be  removed,  and  thc\ 
booed  to  escape  any  additional  buildings,  which 
would  1  e  objectionable  on  account  of  noise,  the 
disagreeable  odor,  the  obstructions  ol  the  street*. 
and  the  bad  effect  upon  children  in  passing  to  ai  d 
from  the  Sabbath  school. 
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Mr.  Allen  said  it  was  to  he  presumed  that  the 
erection  of  the  stable  was  to  be  a  benefit  to  some- 
body who  would  make  money  bj  it,  but  to  do  this 
they  bad  DO  right  to  discommode  all  who  lived  in 
the'  vicinitv  and  cause  a  heavy  depreciation  of 
property.  Chandler  street  and  us\  icinity  was  ore 
of  the  most  beautiful  locations  in  Boston,  bin  il 
built  up  with  stables  the  property  about  it  would 
sultvi  and  a  poorer  and  cheaper  class  of  houses 
would  be  built  up.  There  were  some  '.'(K)  lots  of 
land  which  would  be  depredated  from  £500  to 
$1000  each  should  a  stable  be  erected  there. 

liev.  Or.  Blalkie  read  a  written  remonstrance 
against  the  election  ol  the  proposed  Stable,  as  an 
annoyance  by  the  noise,  effluvia,  obstruction  ol 
(handler  street,  and  a  means  Of  depreciation  ot 
the  properly  in  the  vicinity. 

Coward  (i.  Tilcston.  a  tenant  on  Chandler  street, 
objected  to  the  obstruction  of  the  Ureal  by  a  sta- 
ble, and  complained  that  there  were  already  too 
many  nuisances  in  that  vicinity. 

Charles  .1.  Fox, builder  ami  dealer  in  real  estate. 

stjted  that  he  had  erected  many  dwelliug-hou-e- 
in  that  vicinity,  of  the  value  oi  from  $14,000  to 
$17,000,  ami  this  property  he  believed  would  le 
depreciated  in  value  by  the  erection  of  a  slable. 
The  street  was  an  important  one  in  travel  to 
I'olumuus  avenue,  and  this  travel  and  the  foot 
travel  would  be  much  discommoded  by  the  further 
obstruction  at  the  street. 

JOSeph  I'  .  l'aul  stated  that  it  was  his  design  to 
remove  hie  works  from  Tremont  street  within  two 
years,  and  while  he  had  sut'ered  much  opposition 
on  account  of  his  place  being  called  a  nuisance, 
when  he  went  there  there  was  nobody  neiu  him. 
lie  din  not  object  to  the  erection  of  this  .-table 
bccau-c  il  would  i;-. jure  him  pecuniarily, Col  t-ln  Hid 
this  petition  be  granted,  his  land  would  be  ioi  sale 
loi  stables,  and  he  could  get  a  dollar  a  foot  more 
for  bis  land  for  such  purposes.  It  had  been  stated 
that  Mr.  tiardiier  could  not  sell  his  land  for  any 
other  pur-pose  than  for  a  stable  on  account  of  the 
elevator;  but  the  land  for  the  elevator  was  sold  b.v 
him  tor  that  purpose.  In  his  view,  the  elevator 
would  not  remain  where  it  was  ten  years. 

Ihe  question  to  be  considered  was,  whether  it 
was  good  policy  to  allow  one  of  the  best  ul  the 
streets  of  the  city  to  be  injured  by  the  erection  of 
stables  upon  it.  Although  it  was  stated  the  main 
entrance  was  to  be  upon  the  narrow  street,  the 
travel  from  the  stable  must  come  upon  Chand- 
ler stieet.  It  would  not  be  wise,  iu  his  opinion,  to 
erect  stables  tb^re,  lor  should  they  bt  kept  out  for 
two  years  the  land  would  bo  worth  more  tor  other 
purposes.  Stables  of  themselves  were  not  neces- 
sarily a  nuisance;  but  iu  certain  localities  they 
were,  for  anything  out  of  place  is  a  nuisance. 

B.  E.  Terry  closed  the  hearing  on  the  part  of  the 
remonstrants,  summing  up  the  various  objections. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  behalf  of  petitioners,  cited  the  law 
iu  relation  to  the  building  of  stables  near  churches, 
none  of  the  churches  mentioned  hemg  within  the 
distance  provided  by  law  as  affecting  the  case, 
and  called  attention  to  the  Brattle  Square  Church, 
with  a  stable  adjoining,  to  which  no  serious  objec- 
tion was  made.  Tbe  stable,  as  puqiosed,  he  con- 
tended would  be  a  public  convenience. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  that  the  report  be  laid 
on  the  table  one  week,  to  allow  Aldermen  not 
familiar  with  tbe  locality  to  visit  it. 

The  motion  was  carried.

Bay  streets,  while  building,  that  the  same  ought 
to  oe  granted,    seveially  accepted.

Alderman  Littie.  from  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of 
the  Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court  for  the  southern 
District,  thai  an  additional  officer  be  appointed 
for  said  county,  made  a  report  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  which  was 
read  twii  e  and  passed :

Alderman  Jeukins,  for  the  Committee  on 
streets,  reported  reference  to  tbe  Board  or  Street 
Commissioners,  on  the  petition  of  William  A\  ales 
for  the  widening  of  Dorchester  street  near  Dor- 
chester avenue.    Accepted. 

REPORT   ON   EXTENDING  AJ.D  WIDENING    STREETS. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  there- 
solves  and  orders  for  the  extension  of  Devonshire 
street  to  Dock  square,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
8467,173;  of  Portland  street  to  Dock  square,  at  an 
estimatf  d  exnense  of  S515,9C7;  and  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Portland  street  from  Hanover  stieet  to 
Causeway  street,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
$448,6t>7  5J,  having  considered  the  subject,  respect- 
fully reported  that  the  resolves  and  ordeis  ought 
not  to  pass. 

Ahlerman  Jenkins,  in  calling  for  final  action  up- 
on the  report  aud  orders,  made  a  statement  in  re- 
lation to  the  importance  of  the  proposed  meas- 
ures, and  the  great  expense  which  would  be  re- 
quired in  carrying  them  out.    The  position   of  the 
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Committee  on  Streets,  he  said,  was  one  of  gi  eat 
embarrassment,  under  the  law  establishing:  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  and  it  was  impos- 
sible for  the  committee  to  inform  themselves  thor- 
oughly on  the  subject  before  the  time  expired  in 
which  the  project  proposed  must  become  a  law 
with  ;ut  their  action,  or  be  rejected.  Jn  this  brief 
space  of  time  they  could  not  give  an  opinion,  and 
the  only  safe  rule  for  their  guidance  was  a  report 
inexpedient. 

The  street  Commissioners  bad  given  ninety  days 
to  the  consideration  of  the  extension  and  widen- 
ing .f  these  streets,  and  there  was  not  a  member 
of  the  committee  who  was  prepared,  or  could  be, 
to  advocate  the  proposed  improvements.  In  tb" 
case  of  the  proposed  extension  of  South  Market 
and  of  Commerce  srreets,  it  is  piobable  that  it  is 
only  a  matter  of  time  when  the  extension  must 
take  place ;  but  the  committee  could  not  give  the 
proper  attention  to  it  for  intelligent  action  in 
favor  of  the  report  of  the  Street  Commissioners. 
The  inquiry  by  the  Commissioners  would  not.  how- 
ever be  lost,  but  it  wag  utte>ly  impossil  le  for  the 
committee  so  to  inform  themselves  as  to  take 
action  m  support  of  that  Board. 

The  committee  were  at  a  loss  to  know  why  the 
act  was  not  changed,  for  befoie  it  went  into  effect 
an  Alderman,  who  is  now  a  member  o'  the  Board 
of  Street  Coihiuitsioiieis.  made  a  motion  in  this 
Boar  1  to  piovide  for  a  change  in  the  law,  so  as  to 
allow  sixty  days  for  action  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  recommen  •  ation  of  the  Commissioners.  It 
was  supposed  that  the  Legislature  would  have 
made  the  change  asked  for.  The  Commissioners 
havea  great  deal  to  do.  and  are  diligent  in  listen- 
ing to  the  various  applications  for  the  improve- 
ment of  streets.  In  cases  of  straightening  streets 
in  the  outer  wards,  ana  where  but  small  expense 
is  incurred  and  a  great  necessity  exists,  the  com- 
mittee make  no  objection  to  action,  hut  they 
deem  it  impossible  to  act  under  the  present  pre- 
visions of  law  in  cases  of  great  importance,  involv- 
ing large  expenditures. 

In  looking  at  the  cost  of  unfinished  street  im- 
provements, the  committee  were  almost  alarmed 
at  the  expense.  The  extension  of  Harrison  avenue 
would  cost  $300,000  or  §400,000;  the  raising  of 
Suffolk  Street  District,  $2,000,000;  the  widenii  g  of 
Kingston  street,  $300,000  or  100,000;  the  cutting 
off  of  one  building  in  the  widening  of  Hieh  street, 
at  the  corner  of  I'earl  street,  sso.oiKi  or  $90,000; 
the  removal  of  the  remainder  of  :he  earth  of  Fort 
Hill,  15100,000;  the  widening  of  Sturgis  place  and 
its  extension  as  a  street,  $300,000  or  $400,000;  and 
we  have  the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue,  much 
needed,  which  will  cost  $500.000 or  $000,000.  There 
are  various  -Meet*  in  Wards  1",  14.  16  and  16, 
which  should  he  widened  and  straightened,  and 
when  the  whole  expense  of  street  improvements 
now  in  progress  is  summed  up.  it  ought  to  he  con- 
cluded that  further  projects  ran  afford  to  wait. 

Aside  from  street  improvements,  there  were  de- 
mands for  the  building  of  a  new  Court  House,  and 
thbse  who  had  been  obliged  to  do  duty  as  juiors  or 
in  other  ways  in  the  Court  House,  know  very  well 
that  a  new  Court  House  must  be  built.  This  would 
bust  $1,000,000.  There  must  also  he  provided  a 
Home  for  the  Poor,  and  additional  provisions  for 
the  House  of  Correction.  These  things  show  that 
a  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  street*, 
while  other  matters  have  been  neglected.  The 
committee  regret  that  they  have  not  more  time  lor 
an  examination  of  there  '  measures  proposed,  >nd 
they  cannot  understand  how  they  can  recommend 
them  unless  they  have  investigated  the  eases 
should  this  report  oe  acted  upon  today,  it  will  go 
to  the  Council  and  he  laid  over  one  week,  and  then 
there  will  he  hut  little  time  to  spare. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 
when  the  question  recurred  upon  concurrence  in 
the  action  of  the  Street  '  Commissioners  in  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolves  and  ordeis. 

Alderman  Pierce  made  some  statements  in  rela- 
tion to  the  action  of  the  Legislature  on  the  sub- 
ject of  changes  in  the  law  establishing  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners.  A  bill  was  passed  in  the 
Senate,  extending  the  lime  to  sixty  days  for  action 
by  the  City  Council  on  measures  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  limiting  the  amount  or  exclusive  Juris- 
diction to  $6000.  ihis  was  referred  in  the  House 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  and  niter  waiting  si\ 
weeks  or  two  months,  the  committee  reported 
that  ihe  hill  ought  not  lo  pass,  ami  it  was  rejected. 
Ho  agreed  with  the  committee  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  give  some  consideration  before  recom- 
mending action,  and  under  the  old  system,  as  in 


the  case  of  Columbus  avenne,  in  the  Council,  de- 
lav  is  taken  for  its  proper  consideration.  The 
present  Street  Commissioner  law  never  should  be 
acted  under,  and  could  cot  tie  "under  (heir  oaths, 
and  he  hoped  the  Legislature  would  give  them  a 
proper,  wise  and  prudent  amendment  of  tbe 
statute. 

Alderman  Cowdin  expressed  himself  as  much 
pleased  with  the  remarks  of  tbe  chairman  of  the 
committee,  in  which  he  concurre  1.  for  there  was 
not  time  for  the  consideration  of  these  street  im- 
provements and  they  woula  not  be  justified  in 
passing  the  orders. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  several  orders  of 
tbe  Street  Commissioners,  in  all  of  which  ihe 
Board  non-concurred.

Whereas,  There  is  now  a  certain  tenement  house 
situated  on  Cabot  street  in  the  citv  of  Boston,  and 
numbered  124  and  126  on  said  Cabot  street,  and 
owned  by  Marv  toley,  wife  of  Dennis  Foley,  in  her 
own  right;  and  whereas,  said  bouse  was  erected 
befoie  toe  1st  day  of  July,  1868,  and  was  used  ami 
occupied  a?  a  tenement  bouse  on  and  before  said 
1st  July,  1868;  and  whereas,  said  tenement  house 
docs  not  now  conform  in  its  construction  and  ap- 
purtenances  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  281  of  too 
laws  of  1868,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  regulation  of 
tenement  and  lodging  houses  in  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton," in  the  following  particulars,  that  is  ►o  say : 

First,  said  tenement  house  is  not  provided  with 
a  proper  fire-escape,  or  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire,  and  approved  bv  the  Superintendent  of  tin- 
Board  of  Health  of  said  city;  Seeond,  the  roof  of 
said  tenement  house  i"  not  kept  in  good  repairs, 
hut  leaks,  so  that  the  rain-water  fulls  into  toe 
rooms  of  said  tenement  house;  Third,  said  tene- 
ment house  is  not  provided  With  good  and  suffi- 
cient water-closets  or  privies  of  a  construction  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  ot  Health  of  said  city ;  Fourth, 
said  tenement  house  does  not  have  the  pfper  and 
suitable  conveniences  or  receota  les  for  receiving 
garbage  and  other  refuse  matter;  Fifth,  the  walls

Now  therefore  it  is  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, acting  as  a  Board  of  Health  of  said  city 


of  Boston,  that  the  said  Mary  Foley  he  required 
and  she  is  hereby  required  to  remedy  the  aforesaid 
detects  and  supply  the  aforesaid  omissions  in  said 
tenement  house  within  ten  days  from  the  day  on 
which  this  order  and  notice  is  served  upon  her,  so 
that  said  tenement  house  shall  conform  to  the 
aforementioned  provisions  of  the  act  is  aforesaid.

JUNE  22,  1871. 


The  regular  weeklv  meeting  of  the  Coinmou 
Council  was  held  this  eveuing  at  8  o'clock.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Council  was  call- 
ed to  order  liy  Mr.  Bickuell  of  Ward  4,  whsn 
Messrs.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  Brooks  of  Ward  1 
"nd  Ayer  of  Ward  14  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  receive  and  count  the  votes,  for  President,  pro 
tern.,  the  result  of  which  was  as  follows:

Mr.  Winch  was  declared  to  be  elected,  and  took 
the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  nf  Charles  W.  Slack  and  others, 
Martin  LeuDon,  and  ot  Thomas  Manning  and  oth- 
ers, were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  communication  from  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  on  the  subject  of  South  Boston  and  Rox- 
bury  Branch  Libraries  was  ordered  to  be  placed 
on  tile. 

The  order  to  pay  A.  F.  Xettleton,  John  Rogers 
and  Augustus  Crant  the  sum  of  thirty-oue  dollars 
each,  on  account  of  the  temporary  reduction  of 
their  pay  previous  to  their  appointment  as  Lieu- 
tenants of  Police,  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Keport  and  order  for  the  issue  of  new  bonds  for 
sale  of  land  on  Newbury  street  to  F.  H.  Peabody 
aud  others. 

Order  to  pay  Henry  A.  Lyford  810,000  for  estate 
12  Indiana  place,  taken  by  the  city. 

Order  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
Charles  Kiver  and  Warren  bridges. 

Order  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
West  Boston  and  Cragie's  bridges. 

EXTENDING   AND  WIDENING  STREETS. 

The  report  that  the  resolves  and  orders  for  the 
extension  of  Devonshire  street,  at  a  cost  of  5467.- 
473;  of  Portland  street,  at  $615,967:  and  for  the 
widening  of  Portland  stieet,  at  a  cost  of  $448,667  60, 
ought  not  to  pass,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  wished  to  say  a  word 
why  the  Council  should  concur  in  the  action  of 
the  Street.  Commissioners  in  carrying  out  this 
much  needed  improvement.  If  any  twelve  men  of 
this  branch  had  voted  against  this  improvement, 
he  would  have  been  surprised,  but  was  not  sur- 

Erised  at  the  action  of  the  other  branch  He 
oped  the  members  of  the  Council  would  not  suf- 
fer themselves  to  say  no  to  this  improvement  the 
present  year,  for  it  would  not  be  healthy  legisla- 
tion. While  he  should  be  glad  to  have  all  these 
projects  carried  out,  he  hoped  at  least  that  the 
Council  would  insist  that  the  improvements  should 
be  commenced. 

Without  saying  whether  the  work  should  com- 
mence at  Devonshire  street  or  at  Causeway  street, 
the  view  which  he  took  of  it  was  that  it  would  be 
useless  to  attempt  to  carry  the  whole  thing.  There 
was  a  necessity  for  the  widening  of  Portland 
street,  and  now  was  the  time  to  do  the  work.  The 
parties  owning  real  estate  on  that  street  have  been 
notified  of  the  proposed  widening,  which  shuts  off 
all  speculation  by  the  leasing  of  the  property. 
Should  the  Council  non-concur  with  the  Board  of 
Aldern.en  in  the  passage  of  the  order,  the  masses 
of  the  people  would  say  it  was  right.  With  this 
impiovement  carried  out,  the  other  cases  would 
take  care  of  themselves.  He  moved,  therefore, 
that  the  Council  concur  with  the  Board  or  Alder- 
men In  the  rejection  of  the  orders  relative  to  the 
extension  of  Devonshire  and  Portland  streets,  and 
non-concur  in  the  rejection  of  the  order  relative 
to  th  e  widening  of  Portland  street. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  this  might  he  very 
well  to    propose   such   action,  but  the  Committee 


on  Sheets  on  the  part  of  the  Council  could  not 
see  their  way  clear  to  recommend  the  passage  ot 
the  orders.  The  resolves  and  orders  were  referred 
to  the  committee  a  week  ago  last  Monday,  and  no 
time  had  been  afforded  for  an  investigation  of  the 
subject.  The  estimated  expense  was  put  down  at 
31,500,000.  which  would  probably  amount  to  S3,- 
000,000  before  completion,  if  we  are  to  judge  of  the 
result  in  the  case  of  the  widening  of  Hanover 
street.  There  was  need  ot  more  time  in  the  con- 
sideration of  tne  question,  and  he  believed  the 
orders  ought  not  to  pass. 

Mr.  Hull  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  was  a 
determination  on  the  part  of  the  other  branch  to 
make  the  excuse  of  want  ot  time,  for  the  purpose 
of  defeating  every  project  of  street  improvements, 
and  that  there  was  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  against  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners. There  had  been  several  healings  this 
year  on  the  subject  of  these  projected  improve- 
ments, and  the  whole  thing  had  been  fairly  venti- 
lated, and  it  looked  to  him  that  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen had  concluded  that  because  the  law  had 
not  been  altered  to  allow  more  than  thirty  days, 
they  meant  to  give  as  an  excuse  for  the  defeat  of 
all  street  improvements,  that  they  have  not  time 
to  look  into  them.  This  matter  of  the  wideuing  of 
Portland  street  stauds  upon  its  own  merits,  and 
should  be  acted  upon  without  regard  to  the  oth- 
ers. 

In  further  remarks  in  favor  of  this  project,  it 
was  stated  that  20.000  or  30,000  persons  passed 
through  this  street  to  and  from  the  railroad  de- 
pots, and  that  it  was  not  a  suitable  street  in  width 
for  such  masses  to  travel.  Should  this  street  be 
widened,  when  the  crowds  get  to  Hanover  street 
they  would  hud  more  room,  and  the  other  projects 
might  be  left  for  time  in  carrying  them  out.  He 
dia  not  cons'der  the  excuse  of  want  of  time  to  be 
a  good  one,  but  that  it  was  an  understanding  not 
to  do  anything  id  carrying  out  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Street  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  Ctuimittee  on  Streets  had  no 
other  knowledge  of  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
widening  than  id  the  report  referred  to  them.  The 
Commissioners  never  called  the  committee  before 
them,  and  the  committee  should  have  time  to  ex- 
amine such  matters  before  being  called  upon  to 
approve  of  them. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  sincerely  hoped 
that  the  Council  would  not  stand  still  in  street 
improvements  because  they  did  not  originate  with 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  L'ast  year  this  proposed 
widening  of  Portland  street  was  heard  before  the 
Committee  on  Streets,  who  had  the  plans  before 
them,  and  now  want  of  time  for  consideration  is 
given  as  a  reason  why  no  project  reported  upon 
this  year  shall  be  passed.  He  had  it  from  good 
authority  that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  was  notified  of  the  hearings  before  the 
Street  Commissioners.  The  simple  question  should 
be  whether  the  estimates  given  by  the  Commis- 
sioners are  correctly  drawn,  and  whether  the  pro- 
jects are  advisible.  So  far  as  the  Council  was  con- 
cerned last  year,  many  important  street  improve- 
ments were  acted  upon  without  allowing  any  time 
for  consideration. 

There  were  Instances  in  which  reports  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  were  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee and  reported  back  again  and  passed  the  same 
eveniDg.  Where  all  the  evidence  is  reported,  not 
more  than  ten  days  are  needed  for  consideration 
of  a  project.  He"  had  rather  that  this  improve- 
ment should  commence  at  State  street,  but  would 
waive  that,  if  a  beginning  was  made.  It  was  not 
consistent  to  spenu  8475.000  for  one  project  when 
another  more  important  was  required  to  meet  the 
demand  for  public  travel.  The  extension  of  Dev- 
onshire street  is  absolutely  required,  but  for  the 
sake  of  harmony  and  to  make  a  commencement, 
he  hoped  the  order  would  be  passed  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Portland  street. 

The  question  was  sUted  to  be  in  non-concur- 
ring in  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the 
widening  of  Portland  stieet. 

Mr.  Hull  withdrew  his  motion,  and  moved  to 
take  the  several  projects  up  separately.  He  did 
not  expect  to  get  them  all  this  year,  but  many  gen- 
tlemen wished  to  non-concur  with  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen in  their  action  in  rejection  of  all  the  or- 
ders. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  acquiesce 
in  sill  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  4. 
Suppose  they  did  non-concur  with  the  Board  of  Al-

Mr.  Hvnn  ol  \\  ard  7  raised  the  question  whether 
it  would  not  require  a  two-thirds  vole  to  non-con- 
cur with  the  Board,  if  it  should  require  a  two- 
thirds  vote  in  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  r>iu  no  of  Ward  1  said  he  wished  to  under- 
stand fully  tlK'  question,  and  as  he  understood  it, 
this  was  simply  on  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  so. 

Mr.  .Moulton  of  Ward  9  wished  to  know  whether 
it  was  not  on  accepting  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee in  relation  to  all  of  these  projects. 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  were  three  questions 
for  action— the  extension  of  Devonshire  street  to 
Dock  square,  the  extension  of  Portland  street  to 
Dock  square,  and  the  widening  of  Portland  street. 

Mr.  Karnes  inquired  further  whether  this  was 
on  so  much  of  the  report  as  related  to  the  widen- 
ing of  Portland  street  alone,  and  not  on  resolves 
and  orders  for  extending  Portland  and  Devonshiie 
streets. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  was  onlv  on 
so  much  of  the  report  as  related  to  the  wide'ning 
of  Portland  s'reet. 

Mr.  smith  suggested  as  a  means  of  shortening 
the  matter,  that  the  question  be  iniirii  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  report,  as  a  whole,  and  then  on  the 
orders. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  ('.  inquired  if  it  would  be  In 
order  to  move  an  acceptance  of  the  whole  report, 
and  then  take  up  the  question  of  rejecting  the  or- 
ders.

Mr.  Perkins  of  W  ard  t! asked  why  notnon  concur 
with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  by  a  majority  vote, 
and  then  pass  the  order  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  Chair  stilted  that  the  question  would  be  on 
concurring  with  the  Boaru  of  Aldermen.  If  the 
Council  non-concurred,  then  the  question  would 
be  on  passing  the  order. 

The  yeas  antl  nays  were  ordered  on  the  question 
of  concurring  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the 
rejection  of  the  resolve  and  order  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Devonshire  street.

The  undersigned,  a  rueuil  er  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors for  i'untfc  Institutions,  is  constrained  to 
dissent  from  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  major- 
ity of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  remodelling  of 
the  correctional  institution  at  south  Boston,  and 
begs  leave  to  state  very  briefly  his  reasons  there- 
for 

The  necessity  for  an  increase  of  accommodations 
in  most  ot  the  departments  of  the  institution  is 
admitted  by  every  one  familiar  with  the  subject. 
That  necessity  existed,  but  in  a  less  degree,  before 
tbe  destruction  of  a  portion  of  the  buildings  by  fire. 
The  larger  portion  of  the  principal  building,  con- 
taining die  cells,  was  built  nearly  forty  years  ago, 
and  is  entirely  unsuiteil  to  the  times,  the  cells 
being  altogether  too  small  for  the  worst  class  of 
criminals,  and  the  ventilation  unusually  bad. 
Nothing  short  of  the  entire  rebuilding  of  the  "struct- 
ures would  make  the  institution  conform  to  the 
recently  established  ideas  of  what  such  an  institu- 
tion should  i.e.  Any  considerable  sum,  therefore, 
which  the  city  expends  in  remodelling  the  present 
structures  cannot  make  them  available  beyond  a 
limittd  time. 

Another  question  presents  itself  very  seriously 
in  this  coi.neci.ion,  and  that  is  whether  the  localiiy 
at  South  Boston  is  a  suitable  or  an  economical  one 
for  permanent  occupation  for  such  a  purpose. 
The  rapid  increase  of  population  in  that  sccti.  a 
and  the  consequent  demand  for  land  for  dwelling- 
houses,  and  for  business  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, are  sufficient  to  show  that  the  city  will  hfl 
obliged,  in  a  few  years,  to  remove  their  establish- 
ment to  souie  other  place  less  desirable  lor  busi- 
ness purposes,  but  more  desirable  for  a  penal  in- 
i  Litution. 

looking  at  this  matter,  therefore,  for  the  future 
as  well  as  the  present,  it  aiipeais  to  the  undi  r- 
s'gued  us  a  measure  of  economy  to  take  the  pre- 
liminary steps  at  this  time  lor  the  removal  ot  the 
institution,  and  to  maUe  only  stub  repairs  ou  the 
present  site  as  are  absolutely  needed  while  new 
buildings  are  being  erected,  The  land  now  occu- 
pied coidd  be  sold  for  a  large  sum  OJ  money,  suffi- 
cient, probably,  with  the  additional  amount  which 
would  be  iei  eived  in  the  way  of  taxes  lor  the  iu- 
erensed  value  of  property  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood, to  pay  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  whole 
cost  ot  new  buildings. 

the  depressing  influence  which  the  present 
structures  exercise  on  the  surrounding  pioperty 
is  shown  in  the  almost  universal  desire  of  ibo  eit- 
lzcns  of  south  Boston  to  have  them  removed  as 
speedily  as  possible  If  an  expenditure  oi  9160.000 
or  s  ,<io>io  sboulil  tie  made  in  repairing  or  altering 
the  old  buildings,  as  proposed  in  tbe  plans  sub- 
mitted, no  commensurate  increase  ol  iiaiimnio- 
dations  would  be  gained.  The  most  objectionable 
portion  of  :lie  old  strnciiie.  that  occupied  by  Hue 
cells,  which  are  a  disgrace  to  the  (ioverniiicut, 
will  be  letained  without  change. 

for  these  reasons,  the  undersigned  is  of  opinion 
that  it  would  lie  extremely  injudicious  to  make 
any  large  expenditure  on  the  location  at  South 
Boston,  either  lor  the  erection  ot  new  buildings  or 
the  rcnndollii  g  of  the  old.

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  as    i  member  of  the 

Hoard  of  Oiici  tors  for  Public  Institutions,  said  lie 
did  more  thin  any  one  else  in  procuring  the  work 

from  these  contractors,  and  it  was  auc  to  their 

contracts  w  lib  the  city  thai  the  institution  had 
been  self-sustaining,  it  had  beep  the  means  of 
putting  $790,000  or  .$SO0,0U0  iuto  the  Sinking  Fund, 
and  these  contractors  had  contributed  a  large 
share  ot  the  anion nt.  One  of  the  firms  bad  con- 
tributed from  $50,009  to  S75.000  towards  it.  The 
Pity  had  begged  for  the  work,  and  be  hoped  the 
amendment  would  pass,  for  if  in  one  case  the 
good-  wen-  paid  for,  tbe\  should  be  in  the  others, 
should  these  contractors  withdraw  their  work,  no 
others  will  he  found  to  take  their  place.  They 
were  good  customers,  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
favored  the  payment  of  the  claims. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  U  said  the  Council  did  not 
sit  here  to  go  behind  the  opinions  of  thp  law  officers 
ol  the  City,  and  read  from  the  provisions  of  law  to 
show  for  what  purposes  taxes  could  be  laid  and 
appropriations  made,  this  not  coming  within  those 
provisions. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  the  Committee  on 
Claims  were  chirged  with  the  investigation  of 
claims,  and  although  they  might  take  the  opinion 
of  the  City  Solicitor,  they  were  not  bound  to  be 
governed  by  it.  He  believed  these  claims  should 
tie  paid,  and  he  understood  the  gentleman  to  say 
the  committee  were  unanimous  in  favor  of  their 
payment,  from  the  belieflhnt  they  were  Just.

Mr.  Bobbins  said  it  had  always  been  the  custom 
to  consult  the  City  Solicitor  iii  regard  to  the  le- 
gality of  claims.  If  his  advice  was  not  taken,  it 
would  be  as  well  to  abolish  the  office. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  the  city  acted  under  limited 
powers  in  making  pavments. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  moved  to  assign  the  ques- 
tion to  Thursday  evening  next.  9  o'clock.  Lost— 
14  to  21. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  believe  it 
was  the  dutv  of  the  city  to  craw!  out  on  the  ques- 
tion of  legality;  if  there  was  reason  for  payment 
of  one  of  these  claims,  there  was  tor  all. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  believed  they  were  go- 
ing farther  in  their  action  than  they  need  to  go.  It 
was  the  opinion  01  the  committee  that  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.  had  an  equitable  claim.  If  so,  that 
should  be  paid,  ana  not  loaded  down  with  the  oth- 
ers. Let  that  be  passed  tonight.  There  was  great 
difference  between  a  legal  and  equitable  claim, 
and  when  this  was  disposed  of,  the  others  could  be 
further  considered,  and  the  opinion  of  the  City  So- 
licitor taken  on  them. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  denied  that  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.  had  an  equitable  claim.  In  the  cas« 
of  express  companies,  although  they  publish  no- 
tices that  they  are  not  responsible  for  goods  in 
certain  cases,  by  common  law  the  courts  always 
held  that  they  are  responsible.  But  legal  gentle- 
men do  not  agree  as  to  what  constitutes  a  legal 
claim.  If  there  is  any  c'aim  by  one  of  these  par- 
ties which  should  be  paid,  they  all  have  a  claim, 
and  if  there  is  any  pressure  for  the  enforcement  of 
it,  wait  aud  let  it'be  enforced  by  law. 
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Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  ordered.

The  Nineteenth  Annual  Ksport  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  n  as  laid  before  the  Board, 
accompanied  with  toe  reports  of  the  Kxaimniog 
Committee  and  of  the  >upeiintendeut.  Tbe  re- 
port states  that  the  Library  was  open  307  days 
during  tbe  year. 

Tbe  memliers  of  the  Examiuing  Committee  were 
Kev.  Phillips  Brooks.  Dr.  Calvin  fc.UU,  K.  K.  liudge, 
C.  C.  I'tikins.  Charles  L.  Woodbury,  and  as  chair- 
man K.  W.  Morton,  a  member  oi  'he  Board  of 
Trustees.  01  w  bkh  the  Trustees  say  :  "  T'leir  inde- 
pendent investigation  of  the  affairs  of  tbe  insti- 
tution will  convey  to  their  fellow  citizens  a  juue- 
inent  upon  its  condition  and  ad  ninlstration  MtiP- 
factory  to  all  who  watch  the  responsibilities  and 
employments  of  this  great  trust."  fhe  report 
proceeds: 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  with  its  nu- 
merous appendixes,  is  tilled  witb  the  information 
important  to  those  who  contribute  to  tbe  suppoit, 
or  who  are  dependent  upon  the  proper  arrange- 
ments, or  who  wish  to  understand  the  w<  rkings  of 
a  great  library.  Uniting  under  one  roof  an  miport- 
aui  popular  circulating  library, a  large  reference 
library,  or  which  the  majority  of  the  oooks  are 
loanable,  U  extensive  reading  room  lor 
periodicals  which  is  widely  frequented,  a 
proper  oversight  of  their  respective  uses,  fur- 
nishes a  mass  ol  statistics  deserving  tbe  most 
careful  study,  and  valuable  to  all  wh-<  desire  to 
comprehend  the  educatinual  tastes  and  necessities 
of  a  populous  community,  which  also  has  access 
iu  iis  various  classes  to  other  collections  of  books, 
belonging  to  literary,  scientific,  benevolent  and! 
religious  organizations,  numbering  within  the 
city  limits  nearly  twice  as  manv  more  volumes  as 
are  contained  upon  the  shelves  ol  this  institution. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  operations  conducted 
by  Hi?  library  during  the  past  year  will  naturally 
had  to  a  fulicr  examination  of  tbe  tables  upon 
which  it  is  based.  It  will  be  seen  that  tbe  year 
has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity,  usefulness 
and  activity. 

The  use  of  books  and  periodicals  is  larger  than 
ever  before.  Ihe  library.  Having  grown  by  dona- 
tion and  purchase  f rom "l t>0,573  volumes  and  74,770 
pamphlets  in  1S70  to  17;'. -50  volumes  and  89.7-lti 
pamphlets  in  1871,  furnished  to  its  readers  322.445 
books.     This  total    includes  2U.1S0  volumes   em- 

iiloyed  at  the  newly  established  branch  at  East 
lOSton,  to  which  further  relerence  will  be  made. 
In  examining  and  analyzing  these  figures,  it  is 
gratifying  to  notice  a  diminishing  percentage  of 
the  calls  lor  fiction.  In  1868  tins  class  ol  reading 
attracted  60  percent,  of  the  reading:  in  18H9  and 
I8T0,  57  per  cent.;  in  1S71.  le?s  than  52  per  cent. 
This  is  mainly  due,  not  to  the  smaller  demand 
for  novels,  eaob  Of  which,  in  the  lower  hall 
of  the  library,  circulated  on  the  average  fifteen 
times  during  the  p:i*l  year,  but  to  the  greatly  in- 
creased use  of  the  Bates  Hall  collection,  which  is 
daily  becoming  more  widely  known  to  the  stu- 
dents and  workers  of  our  own  vicinitv,  as  well  ,i» 
of  the  more  distant  portions  of  the  country. 

Indeed,  it  is  apparent  that  with  its  years,  (he 
library  has  noticeably  gained  in  two  ways  by  con- 
tact with  the  lower  as  well  as  the  higher" grades  of 
intelligence  ami  education.  Notwithstanding  the 
relaxation  01  ch<  cks.  the  supposed  losses  of  books 

during  the  year  number  only  thirty-nine.  01  one 
out  of  every  7631  volumes  lent.  The  total  readers 
of  periodicals  has  swelled  from  117,202  in  1870  to 
193.417  in  WT1,  ol  Whom  more  lhan  a  sixth  were 
females.  The  wboi«  number  of  cards  in  the  bancs 
of  registered  applicants  for  the  privileges  of  the 
library  an  32,390,  of  which  2240  belong  to  RwM 
Boston

It  is  tin  Ir  dotty  to  use  their  ef- 
lorts  to  extend  the  uses  ol  the  Looks --as  widely 
as  possible  amoun  the  citizens  of  Boston."  u tiller 
the  conditions  of  a  proper  usage  and  a  tall 
turn.  Lasi  year  a  change  was  made  in  the  regu- 
lations,   whereby    an    applicant   was   required    to 

give  one  reference  instead  of  two,  as  was  formerly 
the  rule,  mi  lu,  this  alteration  seems  to  have 
given  entire  satisfaction.  .No  complaint  has  been 
made  oi  any  grievance  under  it. 

No  great  library,  with  a  large   constituency,  bas 

vat  i n  administered  under  so  slight  a  hold'upon 

borrowers,  ami  one  lias  vet  to  see  whether  a  rap- 
idly increasing  population  will  respect  the  confi- 
dence which  has  so  freely  placed  within  their 
reach  such  Inestimable  privileges.  It  is  lust  to  s:u 
that  the  bistort  of  its  past  concession  to  popular 
convenience  has  In  the  main  been  highly  encour- 
aging for  the  luture. 

By  the  concurrent  action  of  the  Ulty  Council. 
P»e  hrst  branch  ol  the  library  was  established 
during  the  pasi  year  at  Past  Boston,  it  was 
opened  Hr  circulation  on  the  28tn  January,  and 
for  seventy-eight  days  endimr  2;>th  April  ft  ha<i 
loaned  from  57&0  volumes, 23,876  for  home  use,  oi 

which  one  only  had  been  lust.  The  hr.  nch  was 
formally  opened  by  an  address  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  on  the  82d  March,  and  committed  on 
the  part  or  the  Trustees  to  the  good  offices  of  the 
residents  of  that  imoortant  district  of  the  ciiv, 
by  whom  it  is  justly  expected  that  a  library  will  he 
built  up  and  sustained  which  will  meet"  all  the 
needs  ol  a  busy  and  intelligent  population,  and 
will  become  a  source  not  only  of  local  pride,  but 
of  daily  and  hourly  reliance. 

The  popular  interest  already  excited  by  this  first 
expei unei.t  demonstrates  clearly  what  isdesirable 
in  other  quarters  of  the  city,  and  will  lead  to  spe- 
cihc  recommendations  in  this  respect  to  the  City 
Council  before  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

But  while  thelibrary  is  extending  its  acommod  l- 
tions  outside  or  its  walls  to  the  public,  .t  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  its  own  necessities  for  suita- 
ble provisions  foi  its  readers,  visitors  and  looks 
have  become  more  pressing.  After  long  consid- 
eration and  careful  examination  of  proposed 
changes,  the  Trustees  have  relinquished  the  pro- 
ject oi  a  removal  of  the  Bates  Hall  Library  from 
the  presentsite,  though  it  may  be  expedient  with- 
in i  lew  years  to  provide  rooms  elsewhere  in  the 
vicinity  for  the  reading  room  and  popular  librarv, 
now  largely  ove.  crowded  by  visitors  at  certain 
hours  of  the  day. 

Plans  are  now  muting,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  whereby,  at  a 
moderate  expense,  compared  with  the  advantages 
secured,  adequate  shelf  room  and  light  may  be  ob- 
tained lu  the  upper  hall,  and  suitable  working, 
rooms  for  the  employes  of  the  library  who  are  now 
compelled  to  perform  ihetr  work  in  the  alcoves 
and  galleries.  Possibly  a'so  increased  convenien- 
ces with  proper  ventilation  may  be  obtained  for 
the  lower  halls,  but  on  this  point  the  feasibilities 
ate  not  so  clear.  Indue  time  the  -dans  and  esti- 
mates, after  receiving  the  approbation  of  the  com- 
mittee, will  be  laid  before  the  City  Government. 

By  adequate  arrangements  for  access  to  the 
.  lbrary  and  by  preparing  commodious  waiting 
rooms  for  a  large  number  of  visitors,  its  circula. 
tion  will  undoubtedly  be  enlarged.  It  is  not,  bow- 
ever,  rrobable,  that  it  will  ever  equal  the  uses  of 
the  popular  branches  of  the  larger  free  libraries  in 
England.  Here  private  access  to  books  is  easy  to 
nch  and  poor.  Ihe  habit  of  reading  pervades  all 
classes,  but  the  larger  proportion  of  readers  do  not 
depend  upon  the  fublie  Librarv  for  the  supply  of 
their  daily  wants.  It  is  true,  here  as  there,  that 
about  seventy-five  per.cent.  of  the  popular  use  of 
books  circulated  consists  of  fiction,  and  that  tbe 
whole  circulation  of  books  is  enlarged  in  propor- 
tion to  the  extent  of  the  supply  in  this  department. 
One  classification  of  issues  in  England  is  not.  how- 
evei\raJuJe  "J*'0"  the  Precise  basis  which  has  been 
adopted  to  show  tbe  uses  of  this  library.  Polve- 
raphy  and  miscellaneous  and  light  literature  are 
in  part    euphemism   for    what    is    called   here 


simply  fiction,  the  widespread  taste  for  which 
in  all  classes  of  the  community  can 
neither  be  overlooked  nor  despised.  But  in 
maKiug  due  provisiou  tor  this  want  on  the  part  of 
the  adults  and  youth  of  both  sexes,  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  h  bile  books  are  provided  to  suit 
all  tastes  with  no  immoral  tendencies,  the  respon- 
sibilities pi  a  pro, ,er  selection  of  reading  by  the 
v  uug  and  Immature  must  rest  with  those  who 
have  the  Immediate  charge  of  their  moral  cultuie 
and  intellectual  formation. 

At  the  close  o!  the  year,  alreadj  BO  rich  in  dona- 
tions, the  library  received  wit  bin  its  walls  the 
Spanish  ami  Portuguese  library  bequeathed  to  it 

bi  it-  late  liu-iec  and  1'nstdent,  Mr.  (Jeorge 
Ticknor,  who.  bv  the  same  ii  strument  of  gift, 
committed  to  the  care  of  the  city  a  trust  food  ot 
S4000,  the  interest  of  whl<  Ii  is  to  oe  applied  to  the 
increase  ol  the  books.  Of  this  invaluable  collec- 
tion, so  well  known' to  scholars  on  both  sides  of 
the  Atlaulic.  it  is  perhaps  enough  to  say  that  the 
addition  to  the  treasures  of  the  institution  ad- 
vances it  to  a  front  rank  in  ibis  respect  as  com- 
pared with  any  foreign  limaries,  ami  in  connec- 
tion with  its  stores  in  French, German  and  Italian 
languages  ami  literature,  offers  to  the  student  re- 
sources hardly  to  be  found  elsewhere  on  this  con- 
tinent. 

Ihe  library  is  now  doing  ius  work  regularly  and 
with  marked  results.  The  system  upon  which  it 
was  gathered  and  administered  and  which  was 
lirst  arranged  experimentally,  bas  now  bec<  me 
established,  s-etrled  and  continued.  No  force  can 
compel  people  to  read  the  books  which  in  the 
judgment  ot  others  are  best  suited  to  their  wants 
and  tastes;  on  these  points  they  act  for  them- 
selves. So  that  tbe  provision  which  is  made  for 
all  is  only  adequately  used  oy  a  part.  Kaeh  day 
changes  the  relation  and  value  of  the  institution 
to  some  portion  of  the  body  politic,  anu  as  it 
grows  in  size,  in  completeness,  and  in  conven- 
ience of  access,  ir  becomes  the  more  useful. 
Based  upon  private  benevolence,  emended  bv  pep- 
ul*>r  gifts  and  municipal  supports  it  bas  become  a 
fact  in  which  the  whole  community  is  interested, 
and  upon  which  it  will  from  day  to  day  place  more 
reliauce  as  it  finds  by  experience  and  trial  that  it 
meets  the  requirements  of  an  active,  industrious, 
inquisitive,  and  self-belpl'ul  population,  who  will 
1..0K  to  it  in  the  future  as  a  storehouse  of  the  in- 
tellectual progress  of  the  time,  presenting  the 
science,  knowledge  and  imagination  of  tbe  past 
ami  today  as  a  safe  and  reliable  threshold  and 
stepping  stone  to  future  intellectual  and  moral 
growth. 

The  report  is  signed  by  all  the  Trustees,  except 
Kev.  Dr.  George  Putnam,  now  absent  from  the 
country.

Alderman  Cotter,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  draft  of  an  ordinance  in 
addition  fc>  an  ordinance  relating  to  printing,  hav- 
ing considered  the  subject,  made  a  report  that  the 
ordnance  ought  to  pas-. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  being 
on  the  pttesatre  of  the  ordinance. 

Alderman  Cowdin  -nid  it  appeared  to  bim  that 
the  ordinance  ought  to  have  been  passed  heroic 
the  Contract  for  the  printing  was  made.  By  the 
showing  of  ihc  committee,  the  city  must  have  been 
awfullv  shaved  in  its  past  contracts.  The  question 
might 'lie  now  whether  the  new  contractors  would 
he  willing  to  go  on  under  their  contracts.  There 
was  a  question  also  is  to  who  wa*  to  control  this 
superintendent,  or  whether  tt»  committee  Was  to 
supervise  him.  for  he  might  take  the  reins  into  hi* 
hands,  and  have  more  power  than   the  committee. 

Alderman  Cutter  ex  pressed  the  opinion  that  the 
Alderman  did  not  quite  umleistancf  what  were  to 
be  the  duties  ol  rhis  -u  iierintendent.  In  printing 
manv  errors  occurred,  and.  as  he  understood,  it 
was  t<i  be  the  rtutv  of  the  superintendent  to  look 
after  the 'orrcction  of  these  errors  and  of  many 
other  things  which  took  up  much  of  the  time  of 
the  clerk  01  committees. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  if  it  was  to  assist  or  re- 
lieve the  clerk  of  committees,  it  wtis  all  nght,  lor 
he  should  he  relieved  or  some  or  hi«  duties,  which 
are  constSHtlv  increasing. 

Alderman  Pope  wished  to  know  why  the  office 
should  not  be  an  elective  one,  instead  ot  an  ap- 
pointment by  the  Mayor,  and  moved  that  the  mat- 
ter lie  laid  over  one  wees  (or  further  considera- 
tion. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  there  was  a  neces- 
sity tor  action  at  once,  so  that  the  office  should 
MCB  effect  with  the  contract  on  the  1st  of  July. 
It  will  be  necessnn  r..r  some  one  to  make  the  pur- 
chases of  paper,  which  the  committee  could  not 
attend  to.  mi  far  as  related  t«i  the  appointment, 
i he  Board  Will  have  the  continuation  of  it, 
all  hough  he  did  not  object  to  its  heiinr  an  clecthe 
office. 

Alderman  Pope  said  there  was  no  reason  wbv 
this  officer  should  be  apuoHMed  any  more  than 
other  heads  of  departments.  He  should  be  elected 
and  hold  his  office  during  good  behavior,  and  not 
removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor. 

Aldenuan  Talbot  stated  that  tkere  were  other 
officers  who  held  their  offices  by  appointment,  as 
the  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Halt  Market,  sealer 
ot  Weights  and  Measures,  and  superintendent  or 
Lamps. 

Alitermnn  Gibson  said  he  did  not  see  why  the  of- 
fice should  not  be  elective,  tor  it  was  a  g  mm!  thirg 
to  bring  the  officers  np  here  once  a  year.  An  unfit 
man  might  sometimes  slip  in,  but  when  an  eye  was 
kept  on  them  hv  twelve  men.  there  was  less  riskof 
it.     lie  liked  rhe  idea  ol'  looking  snch  men  over. 

Alderman  Talbot  renoited  that  the  Roard  would 
Inive  the  opportunity  to  vole  agatnst  the  appoint- 
ment, if  not  liked. 
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The  motion  to  postpone  wa?  lost,  when  the  ordi- 
nance was  passed. 

Ihe  ordinance  provides  for  the  appointment  by 
[be  Mayor,  with  the  advice  ol  the  Committee  on 
Printing,  ol  a  Mipeiiiitcndent  of  Printing,  to  hold 
office  for  three  years;  bi't  removable  at  tbe  pleas- 
ure- of  the  Alavor;  said  Superintend? nt  to  give 
bonds  in  $5000  lor  the  faithful  performance  or  his 
duties,  to  be  a  practical  printer,  versed  in  the  va- 
rious branches  of  pruning  and  hook-binding,  not 
to  lie  interested  directly  or  indirectly  ii  ami  run- 
tracts  for  printing,  binding  or  stationery  with  the 
all  requisitions  for  printing  and  binding  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  government  to  he 
sent  to  him,  and  an  account  to  he  kept  oftheui;  it 
shall  he  his  duty  to  examine  the  work  designated, 
and  make  all'  rations,  it  necessary,  in  the  form  of 
such  work  or  quality  ordered,  to  purchase  station- 
ery and  the  pa  per  or  other  stock,  provide  for  tie 
storage  of  paper,  keep  an  account  of  tbe  stock  fur- 
nished lo  tiie  City  Printers,  supervise  the  execu- 
tion of  ihc  printing  and  binding,  etc.,  to  See  that 
it  is  in  accordance  with  the  contract,  examine  the 
bills,  certify  to  their  eonectness,  and  to  bills  for 
paper,  etc.,  and  act  as  clerk  to  the  Coimuirtee  ou 
Triii  ting. 

REGULATION   AND   INSPECTION   OF  BUILDINUg. 

Alderman  Cutter,  I rom  the  same  committee,  to 
Whom  was  referred  the  act  approved  May  12,  18J1, 
entitled  "An  acl  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and 
inspection  of  buildings,  the  more  effectual  preven- 
tion of  tire,  aud  the  oeuer  preservation  <>f  life  and 
properly  in  Ihe  city  of  Boston,"  having  carefully 
considered  the  tuoject,  respectfullv  recommend* 'i 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  is  entitled  "An  ordinance  in  rela- 
tion to  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  build- 
ings," and  was  read  twice  and  passed,  as  follows- 
Section  1.  The  limits  within  which  all  buildings 
hereafter  erected  shall  he  required  to  conform  lo 
the  provisions  of  chapter  uvo  hundred  and  eight \ 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  anil 
seventy-one  are  hereby  established  ana  defined 
as  follows : 

Begiuniug  at  the  intersection  of  the  centre  line 
of  Dover  and  Albany  streets,  thence  running 
eastward ly  through  l he  centre  of  Dover  street  to 
the  Harbor  Commissioners'  line;  thence  around 
the  northerly  portion  of  the  "City  1'roper,"  by  the 
said  Harbor  Commissioners'  line  to  a  point  on 
Charles  Kiver,  opposite  Ihe  centre  line  of  Parker 
street,  or  cross-lam;  thence  through  the  centre  of 
i'ai  ker  street  or  cross-dam  to  a  poiut  opposite  ttie 
centre  of  Buggies  street;  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Kuggles  street  to  the  centre  of  Washington 
street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Washington 
street  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Palmer 
street:  thence  through  the  centre  of  Palmer  and 
Eustis  street;  to -the  ceutre  of  Hampden  street; 
and  thence  through  the  centre  of  Hampden  and 
Albany  streets  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  said  district  being  shown  by  a  shaded  red 
line  on  a  plan  made  by  the  Citv  Surveyor,  dated 
June  26, 1871.  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  H  shall  be  lawful  to  erect  wooden  build- 
ing in  those  parts  of  the  city  outside  of  rhe  limits 
denned  in  sectiou  one  of  this  ordinance,  which  are 
not  more  than  forty-two  feet  in  height  above  tbe 
sills;  and  6aid  sills  may  be  laid  not  more  than 
three  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street  as  estab- 
lished by  the  city;  provided,  however,  that  no 
-  wooden  building,  except  for  mechanical  purposes, 
shall  be  erected  in  a  range  of  more  than  forty  feet 
without  the  intervention  of  a  brick  partition  wall 
at  least  eight  inches  in  thickness,  and  said  wall 
shall  be  carried  at  least  six  inches  above  the  roof, 
whether  said  roof  be  flat,  pitched,  or  known  and 
denominated  as  French  or  .Mansard;  and  no 
wooden  huilding  shall  he  altered  or  enlarged  so 
that  it  shall  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  No  wooden  building  shall  be  erected 
for  mechanical  purposes,  in  those  parts  of  the  olty 
outside  of  tbe  said  limits  defined  in  section  one", 
which  exceeds  the  height  of  tilty-two  fiet  from 
the  under  side  of  the  sills,  said  sills  being  laid  not 
more  than  three  feet  anove  the  grade  of  the  street 
as  established  by  tbe  city;  and  when  said  build- 
ings are  erected  in  a  range  of  more  than  fifty  feet, 
a  wall  at  least  twelve  inches  thick  shall  be  erected 
at  each  end,  to  the  height  of  four  feet  above  the 
roof. 

Sect.  4.  The  restrictions  on  the  erection  of 
wooden  buildings,  contained  in  the  two  preceding 
sections,  shall  uot  be  held  to  apply  to  buildings 
erected  at  a  distanced  fifty  feet.'or  more.lroni 


auv  other  building,  and  from  any  street,  lane  or 
alley  In  tbe  citv. 

sect.  5.  There  shall  he  appointed.  In  the  manner 
provided  in  section  live  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventv-one,  two  Assistant  inspectors  of 
Buildings;  and  members  of  tbe  Hoard  of  Engiucers 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  he  eligible  to  the 
office. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  ou  Public  Buildings 
shall  furnish  suitable  ruoms,  either  in  City  Hall 
or  some  other  convenient  locality,  for  the  transac- 
tion or  the  business  ol  the  department  lor  the  reg- 
ulation and  Inspection  of  buildings  in  the  city  of 
Bosuni,  and  .-hall  provide  the  necessary  turmture 
and  fixtures  for  said  room.-. 

SITE  toil   UNtilNE   HOUSE   Nil.   1UTEKN. 

Alderman  irihson,  from  the  Joint  standing  Com- 
mittee ou  Puolic  building.-,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  proposal  of  Thomas  K eyes  to  sell  his  lotof 
laud  on  liroauway  for  a  site  for  Engine  House  No. 
15,  biviug  carefully  considered  the  subject,  made 
a  report,  a»  follows: 

ihe  committee  were  directed  to  advertise  for  a 
site  lor  Engine  House  No  15,  to  be  located  en 
Broadway,  between  Foundry  and  B  streets,  or  on 
Dorchester  avenue,  between  First  and  seventh 
streets.  Thev  accordingly  did  so,  and  received 
three  proposals,  which  they  submitted  to  the  City 
Council. 

An  order  was  offered  in  the  City  Council  and  re- 
ferred to  theui  authorizing  the  purchase  of  a  l"t 
of  land  on  Broadway,  at  a  eoat(o(  >-.'M  per  foot,  it 
being  oue  of  the  lots  which  bad  been  offered  to 
r iieu'i.  and  lor  which  wheu  tbe  proposals  were  re- 
ceive.I.  $2  50  per  loot,  the  higuest  price,  had  been 
asked. 

Belore  acting  upon  this  order,  the  committee 
held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  wheu  the  merits  of  the  various  lots 
were  considered,  and  the  two  committees,  by  a 
nearly  unanimous  vote,  decided  that  the  lot  situ- 
ated ou  the  corner  ol  Broadway  and  Dorchester 
avenue  was  the  best  adapted  for  the  purpose.  The 
committee  so  reported,  aud  offered  an  older  for 
the  purchase  of  that  lot. 

.Referring  to  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Keyes,  now  be- 
fore them,  the  committee  hnd  that  though  the 
price  per  foot  is  considerably  lower  than  when 
brst  oflered,  yet  in  the  aggregate  the  lot  will  cost 
more  ih au  tlie  one  selected  by  them. 

ihe  committee  have  no  feeling  in  the  matter 
other  than  to  do  what  they  consider  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city.  It  is  their  business  simply 
to  select  a  suitable  site  in  the  locality  where  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department  desire  the  house 
to  lie  placed.  This  they  have  done  to  tbe  be6t  of 
their  judgment,  and  they  consider  that  the  lot 
which  they  have  selected  Is  fully  equal  to  the  oth- 
ers in  location,  wkile  it  is  lower  in  price.  They 
therefore  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  ad- 
here to  their  report  of  May  29,  now  before  the 
City  Council,  and  they  would  therefore  report 
that  in  their  opinion  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any 
action  upon  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Keyes. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

HIGH  SERVICE  WATER  FOR  SOUTH  BOSTON 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Water 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  whom 
were  referred  the  amendments  made  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  to  the  orders  authorizing  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
water  pipes  in  Wards  13, 14, 15  and  16,  and  cor- 
necting  the  south  Boston  pipes  with  the  high  ser- 
vice supply,  made  a  report  recommending  that  the 
Board  concur  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  concurrence 
with  the  Council  in  the  amendments  to  add  "thir- 
ty thousand  dollars  to  be  an  appropriation  for  jon- 
necting  the  South  Boston  water  supply  with  the 
high  service  supply." 

Alderman  Cutter  opposed  the  amendment, 
stating  that  in  company  with  another  Alderman 
he  had  visited  South  Boston,  aud  found  that  there 
was  no  house  without  a  supply  of  water  iu  some 
portion  of  it.  There  were  hut  sixteen  houses 
which  were  not  supplied  above  tbe  basement,  by 
the  present  pipes,  and  the  city  could  not  afford  to 
spend  830,000  for  the  benefit  of  so  small  a  number 
of  houses.  There  were  no  petitioners  for  this  ap- 
propriation, and  wheu  the  land  which  requires 
high  service  water  shall  be  built  over,  it  will  be 
time  enough  for  the  occupants  to  ask  tor  it. 

In  the  wara  in  which  he  lived,  it  was  but  quite 
recently  that  they  had  the  high  service  water. 
They  waited  patiently  for  it  many  years,  and  it 
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should  not  be  asked  for  by  others  before  it  was 
needed.  But  while  that  ward  waited  so  long,  and 
paia  one-bfth  of  the  taxes,  those  who  liveu  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  city,  bad  no  hesitation  in  requir- 
ing it  before  needed.  The  Water  Board  d-d  not 
ask  for  the  additional  sum,  and  did  not  think  it 
necessary,  and  it  was  only  by  adding  it  in  tne 
Common  "  :ouncil  that  it  could  be  made  to  go 
through,  from  the  necessity  of  the  principal  ap- 
propriation. His  own  experience  under  the  bigb 
service  water  was  that  it  cost  four  times  as  much 
for  his  plumber's  bill,  and  he  believed  should  it  je 
mtr-jduied  into  the  houses  in  South  Boston,  one- 
half  of  them  woald  have  it  taken  out  after  a  trial 
of  it. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  bad  been  claimed  that 
there  were  upwards  of  three  hundred  houses  that 
were  not  well -supplied  with  water,  while  other  ac- 
counts differed  in  the  number.  He  snpposedth.it 
it  would  require  a  greater  expense  than  was  pro- 
vided in  the  order. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  there  was  a  largp  number 
of  houses  that  were  supplied  only  in  their  lower 
portion;-,  in  the  basement  or  in  the  first  story.  He 
read  from  tbe  report  01  the  Citv  Kngineer  1  ist 
year,  to  show  the  different  heights  of  houses  and 
that  there  would  lie  on  the  vacant  lots  657  bouses 
with  short  supply  of  water,  with  an  estimated  erist 
of  $40,000  to  give  them  tbe  benefits  of  the  hieh  ser- 
vice. Tbe  Bliud  Asylum  was  one  of  these  build- 
ings in  which  the  supoly  was  onlv  in  the  lower 
stories.  He  would  nut  lor  S;;o.000  or  ?50,000  denv 
any  considerable  portion  of  the  people  of  the  use 
of  water. 

Alderman  Plunier  said  he  had  understood  therp 
were  fifteen  or  sixteen  bouses  only  in  which  the 
water  did  not  reach  above  the  tirst'sturv. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  the  people  of  south  Bos- 
ton did  not  trust  the  question  upon  Its  own  mer- 
its, but  waited  to  have  it  carried  bv  tbe  general 
meiitsofthe  supply  in  the  other  wards.  If  he 
could  have  the  water  as  they  do.  he  would  be  aatts- 
tied.  Should  it  be  adopted  there  would  not  be  one 
out  often  who  would  have  it,  and  the  was  e  from 
the  additional  presence  won  id  be  as  ten  to  three, 
while  we  have  not  the  water  to  waste. 

Alderman  Fierce  said  be  whs  afraid  the  Alder- 
roan  had  not  tbe  lir*t-class  plumoing,  oi  be  MKtUld 
not  have  required  so  much  repairs.  He  did  not 
think  the  |>eoi>le  on  Ben  on  Hill  would  want  to  go 
into  their  cellars  lor  tin  ir  supply  of  water.  Tbev 
should  have  the  water  in  their  second  or  in  tbe 
llfth  stories  il  they  want  it.  There  were  three 
hundred  or  four  hundred,  and  there  would  be  sin 
hundred  eventually  which  would  need  the  high 
service.  The  VVdter  Board,  in  providing  for  an  ad- 
ditional supply  for  .-South  Bostou.  relied  on  the 
new  main  for  a  presume  to  carry  the  watei  six  oi 
eight  feet  high:  r.  but  it  was  found  th..t  it  did  Dot 
produce  much  effect.  The  Fire  Depaitment  also 
felt  tbe  ivcd  of  tin-  high  service,  tbe  pressure 
being  feeble  on  the  high  grounds. 

Alderman  dibsou  said  it  might  be  an  advantage 
in  tbe  high  service  in  tbe  doing  away  of  the  sic  no 
engine.  Il  it  was  a  fact,  as  had  been  stated,  that 
so  many  houses  we.e  poorly  supplied,  it  was  but 
,|USt  to  give  the  water  to  them;  whereas  if  null  a 
few  bouses  needed  it,  the  expendiluie  would  not 
he'lustiiiable.  He  moved  to  lay  tbe  order  on  the 
table,  that  more  lime  be  given  to  understand  it. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  no  additional  in- 
formation would  be  likely  to  be  obtained.  There 
were  sixteen  bouses,  as  the  Alderman  knows.  «  bo 
examined  thfm,  in  which  the  water  did  not  reach 
above  the  basement,  and  there  were  many  in 
which  it  did  hot  go  above  the  titst  story. 

Alderman  Little  opposed  postponement,  which 
would  be  a  public  detriment.  The  win  k  Of  laying 
the  pipes  hail  been  suspended  because  tin'  Board 
had  no  money,  and  more  than  the  additional  sum 
asked  for  by  tin-  amendment  would  be  lost  bv 
delays. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  be  was  not  aware  that  the 
work  bad  been  suspended  for  want  of  means. 

Alderman  Little  stated  further  1 1. at  many  build 
ings  were  empty  in  the  outer  wards  on  account  of 
the  want  of  water.  It  maybe  that  this  measure 
is  six  months  ahead  of  time,  but  it  must  be  adopt- 
ed. So  far  as  related  to  high  service  on  Beacon 
Hill,  it  was  not  in  vogue  when  water  was  intro-

Ou  motion  of  Alderman  White,  the  report  that 
leave  be  grained  on  petition  of  Thomas  E.  Frost  to 
erect  i  brick  stanle  for  one  hundred  and  thirty 
horses,  on  (.Handler  street,  near  Tremont  street, 
nae  taken  frjin  the  taide  and  considerc. 

Alderman  Little  stated,  in  explanation  of  the 
report  of  the  committee,  that  they  gave  a  loeg 
and  patient  bearing  to  all  the  parlies  interested, 
visited  the  locality  several  times  and  considered 
the  location  as  connected  with  the  property  in  the 
vieinity.  it  is  proposed  by  the  petitioners  to  have 
the  entrance  to  the  stable  on  the  narrow  street 
running  from  Chaudler  street,  with  an  office  en- 
trance only  on  Chandler  street,  and  by  this  means 
keep  the  carriages  a  considerable  distance  from 
Chandler  street,  obviating  one  great  objection  of 
the  remonstrants.  There  was  objection  as  there 
always  is  to  stables  iu  any  locality,  and  in  view  of 
the  Vicinity  of  lumber-yards  and  planiog-mills 
they  could  not  entertain  the  belief  that  the  land 
was  altogether  suited  for  first-class  dwelling- 
houses.  Under  all  the  circumstances  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  see  how  the  committee  could  report  other- 
wise than  they  did. 

Iu  all  of  the  various  applications  before  the 
committee  for  leave  to  erect  stables,  there  had  not 
been  more  than  three  or  four  cases  in  which  they 
had  not  visited  the  premises,  and  of  these  they 
had  the  assurance  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Health  that  there  would  be  no  objection.  It  was 
most  difficult  to  locare  stables  anywhere,  and  one 
of  the  remonstrants  in  this  case  went  so  far  as  to 
say  that  there  should  be  no  horses  stapled  within 
the  limits  of  the  citv.  Under  the  guarantees  which 
the  committee  required,  they  believed  that  no  in- 
justice would  he  done  in  granting  the  petition. 

Alderman  White  said  he  was  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing the  petitUn  and  so  voted  in  committee,  but 
after  visiting  the  premises  and  consilering  the 
matter  further,  he  should  vote  against  it. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  report  granting 
leave,  and  it  was  lejected.

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  i:;  said  he  could  see  no  neces- 
sity lor  the  passage  oi  such  an  ordinance  at  this 
time  more  than  at  any  other  time.  It  was  evident 
to  bim  at  whom  the  order  was  aimed.  Mr.  Roper, 
who  lived  in  the  Highland  oistrict,  was  engaged 
in  experiments  in  teeing  the  qualities  and  powers 
of  a  machine  designed  to  lie  applied  to  a  plough, 
and  the  experiment  cannot  be  well  tried  except  in 
the  streets,  on  hard  and  on  easy  going.  This  would 
cut  him  off  from  bis  experiments.  There  had 
never  occurred  any  accident  from  his  travelling  in 
the  streets  with  it,  and  it  was  not  so  likelv  to 
frighten  a  horse  as  was  a  pile-driver  at  work  near 
a  street.  He  had  himself  drove  alongside  of 
his  vehicle,  without  fright  to  his  norse.  He 
moved  that  the  order  be  indefinitely  postponed, 
which  was  carried.

Tbe  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Pub- 
lic Institutions  was  present  and  stated  that  the 
goods  had  been  burned  by  an  accidental  tire  while 
there  to  be  manufactured;  that  no  agreement 
had  ever  been  made  with  either  of  the  parties  to 
insure  them  against  loss  by  lire,  and  that  no  con- 
versation had  ever  been  had  with  either  of  them 
about  such  risk. 

During  the  hearing  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Claims  asked  the  parties  if  they  wished  to  pre  - 
sent  any  evidence  as  to  the  customs  of  trade  in 
such  cases,  and  was  answered  that  they  did  not 
wish  to  do  so  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Solicitor; 
that  they  preferred  to  go  directly  to'tbe  courts 
rather  than  to  discuss  the  matter  on  a  legal  basis 
before  the  committee. 

After  these  parties  had  retired  a  memoer  of  the 
firm  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Richardson  came  in  and 
presented  their  claim.  He  stated  that  it  was  the 
custom  of  their  firm  to  send  an  invoice  with  every 
lot  of  goods  sent  to  be  manufactured,  giving  the 
quantity  and  quality  sent,  with  directions  for  their 
manufacture,  and  sometimes,  if  not  always,  the 
price  to  be  paid,  and  that  this  invoice  was  uni- 
formly written  under  a  printed  notice,  a  copy  of 
which  was  handed  to  the  committee. 

The  notice  is  a  carefully  prepared  document  of 
instructions  to  the  maker  of  the  goods,  and  among 
other  things  says  "the  maker  to  pay  all  expenses 
for  freight  and  charges,  and  the  goods  to  be  at  his 
risk  against  loss  by  fire  or  otherwise  until  re- 
turned to  us." 

In  answer  to  this,  it  was  stated  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  that  neither  he  nor  any 
other  member  of  the  Board  had  ever  had  that 
clause  in  the  notice  brought  to  their  attention 
until  after  the  fire,  and  even  if  they  had  he  did 
not  tbink  it  would  have  rendered  the  city  liable 
for  the  loss,  as  they  never  assented  to  it. 

To  this  it  was  replied  by  Freeland,  Beard|&  Rich- 
ardson, that  it  was  no  fault  ot  theirs  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  had  not  seeu  the  notice  of  iu. 
structions,  for  it  was  always  sent,  and  that  the 
assent  of  the  Board  was  fully  given  by  their  action 
in  receiving  and  manufacturing  the  goods  with- 
out demurring  ag;  inst  it. 

The  hearing  being  over,  the  committee  after 
some  discussion  concluded  that  they  were  not  suf- 
ficiently well  informed  on  the  merits  of  the  cases 
to  decide  them  at  that  time,, and  referred  them  to 
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a  sub-committee  to  inquire  further  into  the  matter 
and  report. 

Ibis  sub-eoximutee  went  to  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection wirn  the  chairman  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  there  found  several 
of  Preeland,  Beard  &  Richardson's  invoices  filled 
our.  in  due  form,  with  the  clause  requiring  the 
maker  to  take  the  risk  of  loss  by  tine  or  otherwise, 
until  the  goods  were  returned. 

The  clerk  stated  that  he  had  no  doubt  that  every 
lot  of  goods  received  from  Freelaud,  Beard  &; 
Kicharason  was  accompanied  with  a  similar  in- 
\  oice.  He  did  not  call  the.  attention  of  the  Direct- 
ors to  it,  hut  dirt  speak  of  it  to  Capt.  Bobbins,  who 
answered  that  he  presumed  that  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  knew  his  hucioese. 

There  was  no  notice  in  auy  invoice  or  letter  of 
instructions  from  either  ol  the  other  r Arties  by 
which  it  could  in  any  way  be  implied  that  they 
expected  the  city  to  take  any  riSK  of  loss  Dy  fire, 
and  neither  <>f  them  claims  that  any  mention  even 
about  such  risk,  had  ever  been  marie. 

In  view  of  i lie  above  fact  the  sub-committee 
decided  that  Freelaud,  Beard  &  Kiehardson  ought 
to  be  paid,  and  that  the  other  claimants  ought  to 
be  given  leave  to  withdraw. 

.  The  committee,  after  a  full  discussion,  unani- 
mously adopted  the  conclusions  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee, and  reported  the  order  under  considera- 
tion accordingly. 

Now  let  me  say  a  few  words  about  the  merits  of 
the  case.  This  Council  is  largely  composed  of 
business  men  and  manufacturer-',' and  everyone 
here  knows  that  certain  rules  ind  regulations  are 
necessaiyin  the  management  of  business  trans- 
actions which  are  generally  agreed  to  by  business 
men.  Such  rules  have  been  adopted  and  modified 
Irom  time  to  time,  as  the  modes  and  wants  of 
business  have  required,  and  many  of  them  have 
crystalizecl  into  laws,  the  common  law,  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  business  matters,  is  nut  the  judg- 
ment of  the  courts  that  these  rules  are  right, 
proper  and  legal  ones. 

one  of  these  rules  is.  that  in  the  absence  of  a 
contract  to  the  contrary  any  merchant  holding  the 
goods  ot  another  for  any  purpose  whatever,  holds 
them  at  the  risk  against  lire  it  the  consignor  or 
owner  of  the  roods.  This  is  a  right  and  equitable 
role;  without  it  business  men  would  never  Know 
the  extent  of  their  liabilities,  for  tnev  frequently 
have  no  unguis  lit  knowing  rhe  value  of  rhc  goods 
they  hold  lor  olocrs.  All  that  is  leqi'ircl  of  the 
persons  holding  goods  in  that  way,  is  to  use  due 
diligence  in  the  care  ol  them.  Many  ncrsons  who 
manufacture  goods  for  others  frequently  have  val- 
ue enough  on  hand  to  ruin  them  in  case  the  goods 
were  burned  and  ihi  y  were  held  liable. 

It  would  be  extremely  unjust  to  require  such 
persons  to  be  held  liable.  .Neither  of  the  claim- 
ant- in  this  etwe,  except  Freelaud,  llea-d  &  Rich- 
ariison,  pretend  that  I  hev  nave  any  claim  an  the 
city,  except  on  the  ground  of  common  us»ge  or 
custom  HI  trade,  and  that  is  clearly  against  their 
el  a  mi. 

Another  rule  which  is  generally  assented  to 
a aiong  Inism  ^s  men  is,  thai  instructions  by  letter 
to  any  party  receiving  goods  from  another  arc  ab- 
solutely binding  as  lo  the  disposition  of  these 
goods,  when  of  a  reasonable  ehaiaerei  and  clearly 
withtn  the  line  of  duty  of  the  receiving  patty,  if 
not  dissented  from  within  a  reasonable  time,  or  if 
n  it  in  some  other  way  vitiated. 

I'h is  rule  is  a  good.  practical  business  rule;  with- 
out if  business  men  would  never  be  safe  in  in- 
trusting goods  to  another,  either  lor  sale  or  niauu- 
iaelure.  For  the  receiving  party  on ly  need  to  re- 
fuse to  answer  any  letter  of  instructions,  to  em  iro- 
lv  vitiate  them,  and  thus  might  S"l!  goods  lor  any 
price,  or  maltf^  them  up  in'  any  way  they  ele  sCj 
without  regard  to  instructions. 

If  business  men  acted  in  that  way.  nothing  but 
confusion  would  into  in  i.usiness  matters. 

I  ■'Iceland,  Heard  iv  Kiehardson  sent,  instruction;) 
with  every  loi  of  goods  which  they  transmitted  to 
the1  lions'-  of  Correction  to  he  made  up,  as  to 
what  would  be  icqiiiredoi  the  makers,  (me  of 
Hies,"  instructions  was  that  the  makers  Should  take 
the  risk  of  lire.  I'bis  was  a  reasonable  instruc- 
tion. It  >>  as  clearly  in  the  lu.c  ol  the  duty  of  the 
city,  it.  having  undertaken  to  manufacture  these 
goods  for  the  parties,,  to  take  that  risk  if  they 
w  i shed  to  do  so.  or  IV  they  did  ,10 1 ,  1 ,.  notify  Frce- 
lairifl,  Heard  ,\  Kiehardson,  within  a  reasonable 
time.  They  did  not  so  notifj  ihcm.  and  th-referc 
did  take  the  risk  of  losS  by  lire,  and  it  would  he 
absolutely  wrong  for  this' Council  not  la  vote  to 
pay  them'. 
One  word  more.     There  have  baeri   reports  in 


circulation  that  if  the  eitv  had  used  due  diligence 
this  fire  Timid  not  have  occurred,  and.  therefore, 
it  is  said,  that  all  parties  ought  to  be  paid.  To 
that  lean  only  say,  that  no  evidence  of  thekiurt 
was  offered  before  the  Committee  on  Claims,  and 
I  have  not  been  able  since  hearing  the  reports  to 
fiDd  the  persons  to  whom  I  was  relerred  for  their 
confirmation. 

It  has  also  been  said  that  these  rejected  claim- 
ants have  paid  a  great  deal  of  money  into  the  City 
Treasury  finr  labor  performed  at  the  Bouse  of  Cor- 
rection.'and  ihat  it  would  be  good  policy  for  the. 
city  to  pay  these  claims,  and  thereby  secure  the 
good  will  of  these  large  manufacturing  firms, 
with  a  view  to  future  operations. 

To  this  I  will  answer  that  if  anything  of  that 
kind  is  to  be  done,  the  Committee  on  Claims  is 
not  the  committee  to  investigate  the  matter,  nor 
is  this  Council  the  body  to  rieiide  whether  these 
claims  should  ne  paid  for  such  reason-. 

The  proper  persons  to  decide  on  the  expediency 
of  paving  on  such  grounds,  are  the  Board  o." 
Directors  of  Public  Institution- who  have  had 
and  will  continue  to  have,  the  business  to  do.  If 
it  is  thought  advisable  to  reler  the  whole  matter 
to  that  Hoard  with  fall  powers  to  pay  these  re- 
jected claimants,  if  i:i  their  judgment  the  interest 
of  the  city  requires  it.  I  have  no  objection.  I 
hope  the  motion  to  reo  nsidcr  will  prevail. 

A  question  was  raised  whether  debate  was  in  or- 
der, tne  yeas  and  nays  having  been  ordered  on  the 
reconsideration  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  (  ouueil. 

The  Chair  ( Mr.  Harm's  ,,f  Ward  i  |  ruled  that  de- 
bate eight  go  or.,  desiring  not  to  abridr.e  debate 
in  his  temporary  occupancy  of  the  chair. 

Mr.  Kobbms  iif  Ward  s"  read  a  letter  from  the 
(  ii\  .'soli:  (tor.  .  ivtng  1  is  Ins  nrjiui  11  tai  :n  Vfoe 
absence  ot  any  agreement,  all  goods  scut  to  the 
city  to  be  manufactured  were  ar  the  risk  of  rhc 
owners:  there  was  no  evidence  of  obligation  to  be 
responsible  for  the  goods  except  ill  the  case  of 
Freelaud,  Beard  <$  Kt<  bardson,  with  whom  there 
was  an  express  contract  that  the  city  should  be 
liable  for  the  loss  01  the  goods.  According  to  the 
terms  of  that  agreement  rhe  eitv  would  be  liable 
tor  me  goods  and  must  pay  for  them. 

.Mr.  Brooks  ot  Ward  1  said  it  appeared  from 
what  Inn',  been  remarked,  that  Freelaod.  Beard  & 
Co.  would  have  been  insured  elsewhere  if  the  city- 
had  not  been  responsible.  He  wished  to  know  how 
much  Kreolacd.  Beard  &  <  0.  paid  the  city  for  in- 
surance 01  their  goods,  for  they  must  have  paid 
the  city  something  lor  insurance,  it  the  city  is 
liable  for  the  goods. 

Mr.  Webster  replied  that  he  did  not  liuow  what 
tiny  |iaid.  Frc.iand.  Heard  ,\  Co.  had  a  liability 
contract  with  the  city,  a  legal  one.  and  u  would 
lie  bail  policy  for  the  city  to  refuse  lo  pay  lot  tbe.se 
goods.  There  was  no  such  contract  with  the  other 
parties,  and  it  would  be  bad  policy  to  pay  them. 

Mr.  Moultnn  of  Ward  9  said  lie  would  like  to 
know  what  there  was  in  a  contract.  Jf  there  li.ul 
been  such  a  contract  as  was  spoken  of,  it  must 
have  been  signed  by  both  parties. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  \Vard  .">  said  he  made  the  con- 
tracts with  these  dealers  ill  clothing,  as  a  member 
of  the  Hoard  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions 
and  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  and 
be  never  knew  of  the  printed  notice-  ol  Fn  eland. 
Beard  e.  Co.  holding  the  city  responsible  for  the 
loss  of  the  goods  until  al'tc  the  tire  occurred.  He 
went  over  1  he  morning  after  the  tire,  and  . 
that  he  met  with  the  Ihrc.-t  >rs.w  hen  thesi  notices 
were  mentioned.  Il  these  notice-  were  to  be  held 
as  a  contract  binning  the  city,  they  must,  make 
Ihcve.Pal  contract  with  bun  invalid. 

The  view  whicn  he  took    of   the  matter  was  tills, 

whether  the  officers  at  the  House  ol  Correction 
used  due  care  an  1  diligence  in  the  preservation  of 
the  property:  if  not  then  the  city  is  liable.  If  the 
watchman  w  bo  was  on  duty  had  been  in  ms  place 
within  half  an  hour  of  the  time  when  the  tin 
discovered,  the  serious  loss  might  have  been  pre- 
vented, tne  evening  before,  tlie  present  .Master. 
then  a  deputy,  and  the  matron  were  in  the  room 
in  w  hich  tl-.e'tire  was  supposed  to  have  origins 
looking  over  their  books  and  congratulating  them- 
selves upon  their  good  luck  for  the  month  The 
matron  afterwards  recollei  ted  that  1  window  ha  I 
been  b  It  open,  and  went  Kick  to  close  it.  It  had 
heejj  -aid  the  fire  nuahi  have  originated  from 
spontaneous  combustion  trom  oily  rags  lo tt  in  tlie 
room,  but  the  room  was  swept  every  day,  ami  there 
had  been  no  lire  there. 

The  Hoard  had  employed  a  dctoctiv  c  w  bo  fird 
been  engaged  sK  or  eight  weeks  in  endeav  orinc  to 
bud  0111  the  origin  01  the  lire,  and  he  had  heard 
thai    within   fortv-cight    hours    they  had  come  to 
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nnctusion  i  hat  it  was  caused by 'art  incendia- 
ry. 11  the  building  was  set  on  tire,  (hen  the 
officers  did  not  exercise  due  car*  ami  diligence, 
and  it  would  he  a  clear  easi  m  a  cncrt  of  law.  In 
his  View,  if  Uie  city  paid  one  ot  rhe>e  parlies,  it. 
should  pay  ihe  others;  amd  tbere  was  no  reason. 
equity  or  jilbticc,  whs  they  should  not  all  have 
their  ray.  lit;  hoped,  there-tore,  that  all  oi  tin- 
parties  would  he  paid.  1  he  (  lucl'  tvyginecr  of  the 
1  iic  Department,  who  went  over  Irom  Temple 
Street,  said  had  there  been  a  snllleicnt  supply  of 
walcr  much  id  the  property  might  llicn  have  licen 
saved.  The  byd ranis  were  ill  bad  condition,  and 
they  were  obliged  to  gu  out  into  the  street  for  the 
u  ater. 

.Mr.  stone  ol  Ward  6  denied  that  Iherc  could  he 
any  liability  because  I  he  parlies  printed  in  small 
type  a  notice  w  hich  the]  scut  with  their  goods. 
No  one  was  obliged  to  read  I  In-  notice,  and  : 
licit  such  It  notice  made  a  legal  obligation  (rax 
absurd.  Hft  would  rather  have  the  ca  e  litigated 
and  ascertain  the  rights  in  the  ease,  lie  agreed 
Willi  the  gentleman  u  ho  made  the  contract  that 
mii  h  a  notice  11  held  to  U  legal,  would  niaUe  iin.il- 
ld  Ihe  original  contract.  If  tin"  city  liccaiuc  le- 
sponsinle  lor  the  goods  it  shoind  have  had  some 
pay  for  it.  ;vs  to  oniuiolis,  any  quantity  of  opin- 
ions could  he  obtained  ol  lawyers  in  any  case. 

Mr.  Robbing  said  the  gcntieniau  who  was  so  well 
versed  in  the  contract  had  tin  opportunity  to  ap- 
peal heloi  e  t  he  coinuiitlee.  lie  rcg'etteil  tnat  lie 
dill  not,  lor  it  .might  have  bad  -onie    effect    ill    the 

settlement  of  the  question. 

Mr.  Flanders  repli  -d  iliat  he  did  appear  before  a 
eooiinittee  ol  the  Hoard  of  Directors.  Some  of 
the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  appear* 

id  to  have  liecti  thin-skinned    in   the   matter,  and 

bad  said  that  If  the  amendment  was  voted  down 

ami  the  order  passed  in  favor  of  Freeland.  Heard 
tv  Co..  they  would  go  lor  a  separate  order  to  pay 
the  other  parties. 

Mr.  Webster  dented  that  he  had  made  any  such 
agree  nent. 

Ml.  Uoninson  of  Ward  11  said  he  proposed  the 
amendment  in  goon  faith,  and  believed  they  should 

pay  all  the  panics. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  made  some  further  re- 
marks in  relation  to  the  liability  of  the  city,  and 
beyond  that  be  aid  not  wish  to  go. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  Said  il  the  city  had  got 
caught  in  a  trap,  it  would  be  as  well  to  pay  for  the 
goods.  In  the  case  of  Freeland.  Heard  &  Co.,  if 
the  goods  Should  be  paid  for.  be  would  pay  for 
them,  hut  be  would  not  pay  for  the  others. 

Air.  Clatur  of  Ward  4  saiil  if  the  city  was  bound 
to  pay  one,  it.  was  bound  to  pay  the  others.  It  ap- 
peared that,  the  Directors  did  not  know  anything 
of  this  notice. 

Mr.  Webster,  in  explanation,  said  that  when  the 
committee  went  into  an  examination  of  the  evi- 
deuce,  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Correction  said 
he  did  not  speak  to  the  Directors  in  relation  to  the 
notice,  but  to  l  apt.  Kobbins.  supposing  the  Direc- 
tors knew  best  their  own  business. 

Mr.  Clatur  saiti  that  it  appeared  the  notice  was 
only  known  to  the  hands  in  the  shop  and  not  to 
Directors  or  committee,  and  the  city  could  not  be 
bound  to  pay  for  the  goods. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  would  not  say  that  the  city 
wa=  bound  by  the  notice,  but  if  s'o  it  should  pav 
for  the  goods. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  raised  the  question 
whether  the  verbal  agreement  or  printeu  notice 
made  the  city  liable. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider, which  was  lost— 23  yeas  to  35  nays,  as  fol- 
lows :

EXTENSION  OF  COLfMBTJS  AVENUE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  9,  the  report 
and  orders  authorizing  the  purchase  from  the  Bos- 
ton &  Providence  Railroad  Company  of  certain 
land  shown  on  a  plan  of  the  City  surveyor,  dared 
the  1st  of  December  last,  and  containing  63,303 
square  feet,  more  or  less,  and  the  buildings  on 
Madison  place,  at  not  exceeding  §475,000,  and  for  a 
loan  of  said  sum  to  pay  therefor,  were  taken  up. 


Mi.  Brooks  of  Wal-d  1  moved  to  re  commit,  with 
instructions  to  the  eomnr,tb*t>  to  enter  into  nego- 
tiations with  the  railroad  company  lor  a  change  oi 
the  line  of  the  a\ei,ne,  so  that  it  shall  enter  Park 
sqiiaie  at  or  near  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
estate  of  Jeffrey  Richardson. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  in  hoped  the  report  would 
not  h,  recommitted,  tor  the  railroad  company  bad 
made  all  the  negotiations  tbrv  proposed,  to  make 
and  il  would  he  u-eic-s  to  send  it  back.  It  was 
li.-st  determined  to  run  the  line  as  proposed,  but  it 
w  is  found  that  it  would  make  no  dilterei.ee  in 
price  ant!  the  railroad  company  would  now  rather 
hue  I  lie  ordei  s  rejeced  than  iiot. 

.Mr.  W  inch  Of  Ward  10  said  lie  hoped  the  report 
weald  lie  recoiniuitieci,  foron  the  plan  determined 
upon  it  would  cut  into  six  or  seven  estates  on 
llovlst.ni  street,  and  it  w)-  not  worth  while  to  buy 
am  more  land  thin  necessarv.  By  swinging  out 
the  line  ol  the  avenue  ai  out  twenty-odd  feetit 
would  *-.ivc  great  expense,  $67,900  111  damages  to 
e-i  hi'-  and  sie.niH)  in  cost  of  land,  making  In  all 
g  in::. nun.  He  did  mu  doubt  thai  rhe  railroad  coui- 
panv  would  be  clad  to  sell  less  land. 

.Mr.  s„,ith  said  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Streets  tried  U'O  company  on  this  plan.  The 
tine  would  bring  the  street  out  about  the  middle 
of  Park  square,  and  ultimately  it  would  make  it 
necessarv  to  cut  off  the  building  at  the  corner  of 
the  -quiiri-  and   Uovlston  street. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  believed  the  city  would  save 
at  least  S100,000,  a  sum  of  money  worth  looking 
alter. 

Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  9  said  the  committee,  had 
spent  a  gicat  deal  or  time  in  negotiations,  bad 
<•  ireHiHy  considered  the  matter,  aba  they  had  got 
the  best  terms  which  could  be  had.  The  propo- 
sition to  recommit  is  simply  to  kill  the  measure, 
and  that  is  all  it  means. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  did  not  intend  to  kill  the 
proiec",  but  preferred  to  save  expense  by  making 
a  slight  deflection,  not  beiug  compelled  to  carry 
out  a  straight  line. 

.Mr.  r'lyuu  of  Ward  7  said  the  C<  mmittee  on 
Streets  had  given  much  attention  to  the  subject, 
and  he  believed  the  President  and  Directors  of  the 
road  had  given  their  ultimatum.  It  would  lie  use- 
less to  go  to  them  for  a  Lew  bargain,  for  today  tbe 
chairman  of  the  committee  had  received  a  note 
irom  the  President  stating  that  unless  this  passes 
the  Council  tonight  they  will  hold  the  city  lor  in- 
terest on  the  amount  fixed  upon,  from  the  loth 
June,  which  was  thirty  days  after  the  agreement 
was  entered  into.  They  wished  the  city  either  to 
purchase  or  not,  so  that  they  may  go  on  with  their 
plans. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  had  not  felt 
prepared  to  act  previous  to  this  time  on  this  mat- 
ter. The  course  of  the  railroad  company  he  had 
thought  was  strange,  and  they  had  acted  unhand- 
somely; but  the  city  was  in  the  power  of  that 
corporation,  and  if  \ve  delay,  they  will  use  that 
pewer  to  make  worse  terms,  fie  believed  the 
terms  to  be  ihe  best  we  could  get,  and  he  should 
be  sorry  to  see  a  bend  in  the  street,  as  proposed, 
for  there  would  ever  be  an  effort  to  get  it  straight- 
ened out.  Under  the  circumstances  he  was  in 
favor  of  taking  up  with  the  terms  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 

Mr.  Brooks  moved  for  tbe  yeas  and  nays  on  che 
recommitment,  which  failed,  when  the  motion  to 
recommit  was  lest.

The  following  communication  was  laid  before 
the  Board : 

Boston,  Jane  30, 1871. 

To  tin'  Honorable  Oily  <  ••nm-ii  if  tin  City  qf  Bosun: 
Gentlemen — since  my  appointment  as  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Charlestown  Bridges,  on  the  22.1  of 
.May,  the  machinery  of  the  draw  on  Charles  Kiver 
Bridge  has  been  broken  six  times.  These  acci- 
dents have  caused  great  inconvenience  to  tne  pub- 
lic from  the  interruption  to  the  travel,  and  in  the 
passage  of  vessels,  and  1  deem  it  my  duty  to  make 
this  communication  to  the  (  itv  Council  as  the 
proper  mode  of  informing  them  and  the  »Ubli<:  as 
to  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  and  how  fat  it  can  b^ 
remedied  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  draw  is  of  iron,  on  the  hive  principle,  that 
is,  it  is  opened  by  being  moved  off  ou  an  ingle  to 
the  drawway,  by  means  of  a  rack  and  geared 
wheels  operated  by  horse  power.  The  weight  of 
the  draw  rests  upon  trucks  with  "heels  running 
on  rails.  If.  was  built  under  the  direction  ol  the 
late  State  Cammissioners,  but  I rom  some  miscal- 
culation in  its  construction  it  has  tequired  more 
than  thirty  tons  of  dead  weight  as  a  counterpoise 
to  the  overhang,  which  added  to  the  weight  ol  the 
draw  is  too  great  for  the  strength  of  the  machine- 
ry to  sustain  or  operate.  Since  the  first  ol  the 
present  month  the  racks  have  been  broken  and 
new  sections  added  lour  times ;  two  ol  the  truck 
wheels  and  two  of  the  boxes  crushed  or  broken, 
all  at  different  times.  Those  have  all  been  re- 
paired as  soon  as  possible,  and  much  of  tin'  work 
done  after 'midnight,  to  prevent  the  interruption 
of  travel. 

From  a  careful  examination.  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  only  mode  of  remedying  the  existing  evils  is 
to  reduce  the  gross  weight  of  the  draw,  and  re- 
duce the  friction  of  the  trucks  by  changing  the 
construction  of  the  boxes  and  rails.  As  1  presum- 
ed that  the  drawway  could  be  reduced  from  45  to 
36  feet  in  width,  according  to  the  law  in  relation 
to  all  the  other  bridges,  I  proposed    to  extend  the 

pier  by  piles  on  the  Charlestown  side  ni  the  chan- 
nel, and  by  cutting  oft  nine  feet  of  the  length  of 
t.ie  draw,  change  the  centre  of  weight  of  the 
whole  structure,  so  as  to  dispense  win  at  least 
thirty  tons  of  granite  with  which  it  is  now  loaded. 
on  applying  to  the  Harbor  Commissioners  for 
permission  to  make  these  alteratioi  s,  it  was  round 
that  they  were  not  authorized  to  sanction  the  re- 
duction of  this  drawway  in  this  particular  bridge, 
although  all  the  other  bridges  o\  cr  Charles  Kiver 
were  required  to   be  only  thirty- six  feet   in  width, 


We  are  therefore  debarred  from  acquiring  relief 
in  the  manner  proposed  until  the  Legislature 
meets  and  will  give  the  necessary  power. 

In  the  meantime  we  propose  to  improve  the 
moving  machinery  which  is  required,  and  are 
having  chilled  iron  truck  wheels  cast,  and  the 
trucks  reconstructed  so  as  to  reduce  the  irictioD, 
with  uew  rails  and  racks.  To  prevent  the  closing 
of  the  travel  as  far  as  possible,  this  work  will  be 
done  by  sections,  renewing  one  portion  at  a  time, 
and  although  every  effort  will  be  made  to  ^ccoui- 
plish  this  With  as  little  iuconveuieuce  as  we  can, 
the  travelling  public  over  these  bridges  must  be 
patient,  in  respect  to  the  accidents,  uutil  we  can 
get  the  new  work  in  place. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  measures  now 
in  progress  will  tend  to  oe.viate  the  difficulties 
arising  from  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  and 
whenever  rue  drawwa>  can  be  reduced  to  the 
width  o!  the  other  bridges,  there  will  probably  be 
no  more  cause  for  interruption  than  that  of  auy 
other  bridge.

REPORT  OF  PORT     PHYSICIAN. 

The  report  of  the  Port  Physician  for  the  quarter 
ending  June  30,  contains  the  following  statements: 

Whole  number  of  vessels  examined  and  passed 
since  Anril  1,  has  been  135— steamers,  7;  ships,  15; 
barques.  44;  i-rigs,  45;  schooners,  24.  Of  this  num- 
ber 8  have  required  aeientiou  from  one  to  three 
days  each.  Two  of  them  brought  ship  fever,  and 
six  brought  smallpox.  The  sick  were  removed  to 
the  hospital  aud  the  vessels  fumigated  in  each 
case.  TDe  tees  for  boarding  vessels  amounting  to 
S873,  and  bills  for  famigating  vessels  and  hospital 
treatment  of  patients,  amounting  to  $192  86,  have 
been  collected.    Total  income,  S1065  86. 

Whole  number  of  patients  treated  at  Quarantine 
Hospital  since  April  1  was  twenty-eight.  Of  this 
number  three  were  remaining  on  last  report,  aud 
twenty-tive  have  l>een  admitted  dunug  the  quar- 
ter. .Nineteen  had  smallpox,  five  had  ship  fever, 
and  four  were  detained  a  few  daysundersuspicion 
of  smallpox.  Two  have  died,  aud  twenty-six 
have  oeeu  discharged  well,  leaving  the  hospital 
free  of  patients  at  this  date.

Mr.  D.ckmson  of  Ward  11  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  rejection  of  the  ordinance  pro\  idiug 
for  the  establishment  of  the  otbee  of  Superintend- 
ent ot  Printing.    In  support  of  the  motion  lie  said 
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COMMON      COUNCIL, 


lip  was  in  favor  of  the  ordinance,  hut  voted  against 
it  from  suma  doubts  relative  to  the  provision  pro- 
viding-for  the  appointment  of  the  officer  bv  the 
Mayor.  He  would  doc  say  that  the  officer  would 
be  better  as  an  elective  officer  than  by  appoint- 
ment, hut  was  in  favor  of  the  office,  and  supposed 
that  nobony  would  be  opposed  to  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance,  except  as  10  the  provision  referred 
to. 

The  city  printing  involved  the  payment  of  a 
great  deal  of  money,  and  its  management  the 
subject  of  a  great  deal  of  waste,  and  there  was  as 
much  need  of  a  Superintendent  as  there  was  in 
any  other  department  of  toe  government.  The 
appointment  of  such  an  officer  would  save  more 
than  the  payment  of  his  salary.  It  had  been  sup- 
posed that  the  present  contractors  were  opposed 
to  the  establishment  of  such  au  office,  bur  be  bad 
a  note  from  tb^ni  stating  that  it  was  not  sj.  tint 
I  hat  an  officer  of  tne  Kind  would  facilitate  the  set- 
tlement of  mooted  questions.  If  so.it  ought  to 
pass.  Th:S  superintendent  was  to  have  charge  of 
all  tbe  details  of  printing,  and  as  it  is  well  known 
that  tbtre  was  a  great  chance  of  waste  and  leaks, 
this  is  intended  as  a  measure  of  economy  to  save 
the  city  in  expense. 

Mr.  Kobbms  of  Ward  8  said  he  deemed  the  mat- 
ter to  lie  of  such  importance  as  to  require  a  sup- 
erintendent, as  much  so  as  the  head  of  a^v  de- 
partment, and  the  business  will  require  such  m 
officer  if  it  does  not  now.  He  believed-,  however, 
that  there  were  enough  officers  which  were  not 
elective,  an-'  in  "bich  the  Oitv  Council  had  no 
votj.  Ihe  Superintendent  should  be  elected  bv 
concurrent  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  r>  said'  he  hoped  the  reconsid- 
eration would  prevail,  yet  he  believed  that  as  a 
general  thing  appointments  of  this  kind  were  as 
likely  to  be  good  as  would  be  elections;  lor  it  olten 
happened  that  In  elections  but  few  members  of  tbe 
City  Council  knew  the  parties,  while  the  Mayor 
might  know  the  ;.erson  appointed. 

Mvj  Barnes  Of  Ward  1  staled  that  this  snljeit 
came  up  at  the  lirst  meeting  of  the  committee  tl  e 
present  year,  for  it  was  found  that  the  committee 
could  not  spend  the  time  lot  the  approval  til  the 
bills  unuerstandingly.  and  it  would  require  more 
labor  than  the  Council  expected  of  them. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  last  year  had  under 
contemplation  the  appointment  of  a  Superintend- 
ent,.and  it  was  the  general  understanding  that 
when  the  contract  expired  such  an  office  would  bo 
recommended.  The  committee  of  ibis  year  made 
such  a  recommenoation,  and  the  subject  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.  So  far  as 
relaxed  to  the  question  of  appointment,  he  had  no 
choice,  and  the  committee  were  not  strenuous.  It 
might  relieve  the  objection  made  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  committee  arc  to  re  omuieud  the 
proper  person  for  appointment.

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  did  not  care  a'.'oat 
tbe  matter,  but  believed  that  the  ordinance  was 
right  as  it  is.  The  appointment  is  not  to  be  made 
except  on  the  advice  of  the  Committee  on  Print- 
ing. They  are  mane  responsible,  if  an  untie  per- 
son is  appointed  to  the  office,  but  if  an  unfit  per- 
son is  e'ect3d  they  cannot  oe  responsible,  and  it 
will  be  an  annoyance  to  tbe  committee.

Hehadteen  uieu  elected  as  as- 
s  stant  assessors  who  were  not  tit  to  asses-  a  hand- 
cart, and  had  no  more  knowledge  of  the  busiuess 
than  a  boy.  He  had  no  feeling  in  the  matter,  Out 
should  ureter  to  have  the  matter  rest  as  it  .«. 

Sir.  o'Couuorof  Ward  7  wished  to  kuow  whether 
the  unht  assessors  referred  to  were  tbe  recom- 
mendations of  the  committee  or  persons  elected 
by  the  Council  against  their  recommendations. 

.Mr.  Smith  replied  that  he  did  not  intend  to  be 
personal. 

Sir.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed  any  elm  ge,  and 
hoped  the  ordinance  woulu  remain  as  it  is. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  lavored  the  amendment,

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  could  not  agree  with  tli3 
gentleman  from  Ward  4,  in  regard  to  the  widening 
of  I'ortlaud  street,  the  streets  north  of  Portland 
street  were  more  in  need  of  widening  and  were 
more  often  blocked.  The  proper  time  may  come 
when  such  an  avenue  should  be  made  to  relieve 
the  crowded  streets  in  the  north  part  of  the  city. 

.Mr.  Hull  said  thero  were  as  good  judges  of  "the 
law  as  Ur.  Ilea ly,  who  did  not  agree  with  him  in 
opinion.  The  B  .aid  of  Aldermen  did  not  intend 
t  i  carry  through  any  of  the  projects  of  the  Street 
Commissioners.  Should  this  be  carried,  there  is 
no  intention  to  commence  tbe  work  this  year.  It 
was  for  this  branch  to  determine  whether  these 
improvements  shall  be  carried  out,  and  the  public 
Would  be  satisfied,  as  it  had  in  many  instances  in 
the  responsibility  taken  by  some  oje. 

.Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  said  it  was  as  much  for  the 
travel  at  the  South  End  that  these  improvements 
were  called  for,  as  it  was  for  those  who  were  doing 
business  at  the  North  End.  It  is  a  difficult  matter 
to  get  10  and  from  the  depots  without  going  over 
the  bill.  With  the  clear  space  by  the  removal  of 
Scollav's  Building,  the  widened  Hanover  street, 
and  Portland  street  widened,  the  blocked  streets

ORDINANCE  BVBX/TUIG  TU  WOODEH  hi  ILDINUS. 

The  ordinance  in  relation  to  inspection  of  build- 
ings (Doe.  55.  1871).  which  bad  been  temporarily 
luul  on  the  table,  was  taken  up  and  considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  the  ordi- 
nance by  striking  out  -forty-two"  and  inserting 
••thirty -two"  feet  in  section  one,  as  the  height  of 
the  buildings  of  wood,  and  to  strike  out  also  sec- 
tions three  and  four.  He  was  of  opinion  that  it 
would  ne  better  to  prohibit  altogether  tue  erection 
of  wooden  buildings,  ye*  they  should  be  kept 
down  to  three  stories.  It  was"  desirable  to  act 
upon  the  ordinance  now,  for  by  law  the  ordinance 
must  go  into  effect  after  the  11th  of  this  month. 

.Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  believed  it  would  be 
unwise  to  make  any  amendments,  for  amendments 
would  require  the  ordinance  to  go  back  to  the 
Board  of  Alderman,  and  it  might  be  lost.  It  was 
of  more  importance  to  pass  it  before  the  12, h  of 
July  and  then  if  changes  were  found  to  be  needed 
the"  ordinance  could  be  amended.  It  had  b°en  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Engineers  and  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  and  there  was  more  danger  from  delay 
than  from  defect. 

M  r.  Smith  contended  that  such  a  measure  should 
be  considered  on  its  merits,  and  it  was  their  duty 
to  act  right,  rather  than  on  probabilities  ol  its  pas- 
sage, but  he  did  not  d'uht  that  the  amendments, 
if  made,  would  he  concurred  in.  Where  the  city 
is  laving  out  millions  ol  dollars  in  improvements, 
it  would  be  suicidal  to  encourage  the  erection  of 
high  wooden  buildings. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  as  a  member  of  the  sub- 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  which  had  the  subject 
underconsideration,  said  he  should  object  particu- 
larly to  striking  out  section  four,  which  provides 
that  the  previous  sections  shall  not  apply  to  build- 
ings erected  at  a  distance  of  fifty  feet,  or  more 
from  other  buildings,  or  from  any  street  or  alley. 

There  were  some  sections  within  the  bruits  of 
the  city  which  he  had  visited  today  which  were  as 
wild  as  the  regions  of  the  White  Mountain?,  and 
to  prohibit  the  erection  of  a  building  above  thirty- 
two  feet  would  be  a  detriment  to  the  interests  of 
the  city.  So  far  as  related  to  section  three,  appli- 
cable to  buildings  for  mechanical  purposes,  tbe 
Chief  Engineer  ef  the  Fire  Department  was  of 
opinion  that  the  present  provisions  should  re- 
main,—the  extension  of  tbe  brick  wall  four  feet 
above  the  roof,  as  required,  being  a  protection, 
while  ir  might  be  necessary  in  the  use  of  power  to 
extend  it  through  the  walls  dividing  a  range  of 
buildings.  The  object  of  the  ordinance  was  not  to 
restrict  trade,  but  to  prevent  fires. 

Mr.  Sm'th  further  advocated  the  amendments,  as 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  city. 
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Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  declared  the  limits  in  the 
restriction  of  wooden  buildings  to  lie  a  good  one, 
to  which  the  people  within  the  line  marked  could 
not  object,  all  of  the  «ection  being  thickly  popu- 
lated. Outside  of  that  limit  the  restriction  pro- 
vided was  from  good  judgment  in  regard  to  the 
beieht  ot  wooden  buildings.  He  hoped  the  ordi- 
nance would  be  passed,  for  amendments,  if  needed 
could  be  made  at  any  time. 

ilr.  .Smith  withdrew  the  motion  to  strike  out 
section  four. 

Mr.  Kingsbuty  of  Ward  15  stated  that  the  same 
amendments  were  proposed  in  the  Boar  I  of  Alder- 
men and  were  rejected,  and  the  ordinance  should 
be  adopted  as  reported. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  objected  to  the  ameni  - 
inents,  for  no  one  should  be  restricted  in  the  outer 
wards  to  a  house  of  thirty  ieet  in  height. 

The  amendments  were  lurtheropposedbyMessrs. 
Hersey,  Perkins  and  Brooks,  when  they  were  sev- 
erally rejected,  and  the  ordinance  was  passed.. 

Mr.  Saywar  1  of  Ward  16  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  Th\t  the  Board  of  Alderman  or  County 
Commissioners  be  authorizod  to  hire,  lor  a  term 
of  years,  for  county  purposes,  the  whole  or  any 
portion  Of  the  building  owned  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Society.  onTremont  street,  adjoin- 
ing in  the  rear,  the  building  occupied  lor  the  Keg- 
istry  ot  Deerls  and  Probate  Office. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  Mr.  Sayward  ask  sd 
for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  its  "pay  sage.  t> 
which  .Mr.  Flanders  objected. 

ilr.  s-ayward  stated  that  this  matter  had  I  ecu 
longtalkcd  of  between  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
the  Historical  Society,  and  it  was  necessary,  for 
more  room  was  needed  lor  tue  Registry  of  .Deeds 
and  the  Probate  Office. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  advocated  the  pa -sage  Of 
the   order  as  a  necessity    which    everyone   would 


admit   who  was  obliged  to  do  business  in   those 
offices.

tuailv  a  double-track  at  thai  point. 

in  reply  to  Alderman  (  owdiu,  Mr.  Adams  stated 
that  i  here  had  been  no  special  petitions  tor  such 
extension,  although  then-  had  heen  personal  appli- 
cations ior  the  purpose,  and  while  it  would  be  of 
no  particular  advantage  to  the  corporation,  it 
would  involve  cousideratde  expense. 

A.  F.  Lauren,  for  remonsrrauts.  objected  to  the 
extension,  as  being  for  the  henefit  of  Mr.  Doe,  who 
had  bought  the  prcpeny  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  where  the  (Resent  track  tenuir.ated,  at  a  re- 
dnceu  price,  believing  the  cars  to  he  a  nuisance 
there,  and  by  the  extension  the  property  beyond 
would  be  injured,  while  his  would  be  benefited. 

(isiiorn  Howes,  administrator  of  estate  of  Am- 
brose Lovis,  objected  to  the  extension  of  the 
tracks  as  an  injury  of  said  estate,  which  was  now 
in  the  market.  He  was  of  opinion  that  some 
change  would  he  required  in  the  position  ol  the 
tracks,  Lv  turning  oft  upon  some  other  street,  this 
street  at  that  point  not  being  wide  enough  for  a 
double  track. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  an-wer  to  Mr.  Lauren,  stated 
that  the  petition  asked  for  an  extension  of  the 
track  150  feet,  and  it  might  be  desirable  to  extend 
it  that  distance,  although  he  did  not  now  ask  for 
so  great  a  distance. 

Lianiel  .Simpson  stated  as  his  opinion,  that  the 
present  terminus  was  the  best  place  for  several 
reasons,  the  ground  being  higher  where  it  is  than, 
bevond,  which  would  make  it  better  than  on  a 
descent,  and  in  winter  the  street  beyond  would  he 
moie  likely  to  he  blocked  by  snow;  the  track 
would  come  to  his  land  should  it  he  extended,  and 
he  with  all  below  him  and  in  that  vicinity  were 
opposed  to  the  extension. 

.Mr.  West,  a  tenant,  objected  in  behalf  of  himself 
and  other  remonstrants,  said  his  experience  was 
that  there  are  almost  all  of  the  time  two  cars 
standing  on  the  tracks  at  the  same  time,  and  now 
when  teams  come  along  and  cmnot  pass  the  cars, 
thev  can  turn  off  into  P  street;  but  should  the 
road  he  extended,  there  would  be  a  difficulty  in 
passing  these  cars.  The  remonstrants  would  pre- 
ler  that  the  tracks  should  not  go  so  far  as  the 
present  terminus,  rather  thai  be  extended. 

Howard  A.  Doe  said  be  did  apply  to  tlr  Super- 
iniendentof  the  road  to  have  the  track  removed 
to  the  centre  of  the  street,  wishing  merely  to  have 
it  removed  from  the  edgestone,  but  otherwise  it 
did  not  annoy  him :  and  he  had  no  idea  of  discom- 
moding any  ol  his  neighbors  bv  the  extension  of 
the  track.  '  It  had  been  objected  to  the  present 
terminus  that  the  horses  sometimes  extended 
partly  beyond  P  street,  obstructing  in  a  measure 
the  travel  into  P  street  towards  Broadway. 

Mr,  Lauten,  in  reply,  said  the  objection  was  hut 
slight,  the  horses  being  changed  immediately  after 
;he  arrival  of  the  car. 

Mr.  Wilson  explained  the  other  requests  of  the 
company  for  turnouts  at  i  oiirth  and  (J  streets  ana 
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at  Eighth  dud  H  streets,  which  Mr.  Adams  stated 
were  to  prevent  the  delay  of  travel,  and  to  which  he 
supposed  no  objection  would  be  made. 

The  further  proposed  extension  ot  the  road  asked 
for, 't  ws  said,  was  to  save  the  rise  of  the  hill  at 
the  Blind  Asylum,  hy  running  through  Third  and 
hmerson  streets,  trom  Broadway,  coming  out  on 
Broadway  at  Emertou  street.  By  this  change  of 
route,  the  rise  of  forty  feet  would  all  be  saved  but 
two  feet.  .No  objection  was  made  to  this  change 
of  route,  or  10  the  additional  turnouts,  and  the 
subject  was  recommitted.

B.  smith  on    Bultincb   street,   and   furnishing  ac- 
commodations on  said  estate  for  Steam  Fire  En- 
gine No.  4,  and  leasing  or  selling  a  portion  of  said 
estate  to  the  insurance  Brigade;  also  for   furnish- 
ing in  connection  with  tbe  engine-bouse  anarmory 
for  the  National  Lancers. 

Ordered,  That  tbe  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Public  Institutions  be  reque-ted  to  confer  with 
the  Directors  of  Public  Institutions,  and  re- 
porc  on  the  expediency  of  appointing  an  aeent  to 
lake  charge  of  per°ons  discharged  from  tbe  insti- 
tutions at  South  Boston  and  Deer  Island,  and  pro- 
mote their  reformation. 

Alderman  Cowdin  in  support  of  the  above  or- 
der, stated  that  recent  cases  had  come  to  his 
knowledge  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  measure  as 
was  proposed,  in  persons  led  away  by  temptation 
and  sentenced  to  the  island,  who  had  no  plaie  to 
go  to  or  friends  at  hand  to  look  after  them  on  the 
expiration  of  their  sentence,  when  they  again 
came  under  temptation  and  were  arrested. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  White,

would  enhance  the  value  of  the  houses  more  than 
three  times  what  it  would  cost  to  carry  out  the 
plan. 

Mr.  Rowe  of  Ward  10  stated  that  by  the  raising 
of  the  buildings  in  tbree  sections  it  would  cose 
S3000  less  and  would  look  hetter. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  could  not  see  the 
necessity  for  the  passage  of  the  order  at  tnis  time ;

I  nder  a  motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  Mr.  Perkins  stated 
that  oy  Sec.  62  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
hcalth.'these  provisions  were  made  applicable  to 
owners  and  occupants  of  livery  and  other  stables 
but  by  a  recent  decision  of  court,  they  are  con- 
strued as  not  applying  to  a  purchaser  of  mauue 
from  the  owners  of  the  stables,  who  may  after  pur- 
chasing remove  it  when  he  pleases.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Government  of  Roston, 
recognizing  the  value  of  such  a  festival  in  promote 
ing  the  cause  of  universal  harmony,  peace,  educa- 
tion and  morality,  is  desirous  of  furnishing  all 
proper  aid  and  encouragement  to  the  enterprise, 
and  will  extend  the  hospitalities  of  the  city  to  the 
principal  civil,  military  and  naval  officers'  of  our 
own  and  of  foreign  governments  who  may  attend 
the  festival. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  oojected  to  the  language  of 
the  resolution,  and  he  opposed  its  second  reading. 

Mr.  Clatur  replied  that  Mr.  Oil  more  wished  the 
indorsement  of  the  city  in  this  proposed  festival, 
having  had  the  indorsement  of  citizens. 

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  lay  the  resolution 
on  the  table,  which  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  16  to  25. 

On  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  Mr.  Stone 
called  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  was  lost,  when 
the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  lost,  having 
received  26  votes,  not  two-thirds. 

A  motion  by  Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  subsequently , 


to  reconsider  the  refusal  to  susDend  the  rules,  was 
carried,  by  a  vote  of  25  to  10. 

Mr.  Stone  further  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
resolution,  doubting  its  expediency,  alleging  that 
it  was  a  private  enterprise  and  not  a  public 
benefit. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  replied  to  some  of  the 
objections  of  Mr.  Stone,  declaring  that  the  great 
musical  festival  in  the  Coliseum  was  a  success,  yet 
he  was  not  prepared  to  vote  for  this  resolution. 

Messrs.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  and  Patch  of  Ward  11 
also  opposed  the  resolution,  the  first-named  ex- 
pressing doubts  whether  a  universal  peace  festival 
could  be  got  up,  especially  to  bring  together  Ger- 
mans and  French,  who  had  been  engaged  in  cut- 
ting each  other's  throats. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  advocated  the  resolution  as 
desirable  as  an  indorsement  to  enable  Mr.  Gilmore 
to  obtain  the  courtesy,  countenance  and  confidence 
of  men  in  official  stations  in  other  countries  and 
to  secure  the  musical  talent  desirable  in  making 
the  festival  a  success.  So  far  as  related  to  any 
expenditure  by  tbis  city  in  the  great  musical  fes- 
tival, it  came  back  in  the  expenditures  of  multi- 
tudes of  people  who  were  drawn  here  on  the  occa- 
sion. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  resolution 
and  moved  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  was  on  sus- 
pension of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  did  not  believe  there  was 
any  necessity  for  action  at  this  time,  and  hoped  it 
would  be  postponed. 

The  morion  to  suspend  the  rules  again  failed  of 
a  two-tbirds  vote. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  1  moved  that  when  the  Coun- 
cil adjourned,  it  adjourn  to  the  first  Thursday  in 
September,  at  Hi  o  clock. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  understood  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  bad  some  un  portrait  business 
which  they  wished  the  action  of  the  Council  upon 
before  adjourning  over. 

Mr.  Pease  withdrew  hig  motion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10.  the  Coun- 
cil adjourned  to  Thursday  evening  next.

The  parties  are  willing  to  give  the 
land  and  grade  the  streets,  but  think  the  advant- 
age to  the  city  is  such  that  it  should  aid  in  the 
projects. 

Aldeiman  Cowdin  concurred  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  in  his  remarks  as  to  the  impor- 
tance of  these  avenues.  A  portion  of  this  lerri- 
»ory  is  a  nuisance,  pud  will  be  until  it  is  rilled  up. 
It  is  understood  that  the  owners  of  tbe  propel ly 
are  ready  to  till  it  up  and  bring  it  into  the  marker, 
if  the  streets  are  laid  out.  The  inquiry  could  do 
no  harm  and  it  would  be  well  to  know  how  much 
it  will  cost. 

Alderman  Cutter  replied  that  if  he  lived  where 
the  Alderman  did  who  last  spoke,  he  might  1  e  in 
favor  of  the  measure,  but  living  in  the  westerly 
part  of  the  city,  where  the  streets  are  blocked  fur 
want  of  widening,  he  thought  it  would  be  best  to 
spend  the  money  where  it  would  no  the  most  j;ood, 
instead  of  spending  it  for  tbe  benefit  of  specula- 
tors in  land.  It  was  said  there  could  be  no  harm 
m  making  the  inquiry,  hi.t  if  the  Inquiry  was 
made,  the  streets  would  be  likely  to  be  laid  out. 

Alderman  (jibsou  said  he  bad  the  order  laid  over 
for  the  purpose  ol  inquiry  into  the  matter.  There 
was  an  objection  to  laving  out  streets  I  y  the  city 
over  marsh  lands,  the  owners  ol  which  should 
riist  bring  them  up  to  the  level  of  uplands  I  el.  re 
the  streets  shall  be  laid  out.  The  Commissioners 
in  this  case  would  have  very  sharp  men  to  deal 
with,  and  be  wished  to  jog  them  in  the  matter 
that  they  may  not  make  too  high  an  estimate  of 
the  value  to  the  city.  He  wunln  not  give  a  dollar 
lor  the  laying  out  of  these  streets,  and  believed 
that  the  owners  of  the  land,  lor  whose  special  ben- 
etit  it  was,  should  do  this  work  themselves. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  the  Committee  on  Streets 
were  aware  that  they  had  shrewd  men  to  deal  with, 
and  the  Street  Commissioners  having  more  time 
to  look  alter  the  matter,  and  being  willing  to  do 
it,  tney  proposed  to  submit  it  to  them  to  make  the 
inquiry.  He  was  not  in  favor  of  paying  a  huge 
amouut  of  money  for  laying  out  these  stieets,  and 
he  WoS  not  sure  that  lie  should  favoi  the  giving  of 
any  money.  It  was  desirable  to  have  wide  stnets 
on' this  territory,  and  it  was  proposed  to  make  the 
extension  of  Commonwealth  avenue  two  bundled 
feet  in  width,  also  to  do  the  grading  at  a  grade  of 
eighteen.  He  believed  that  the  Commissioners 
would  look  up  the  matter  carefully, and  this  Boa'd 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  act  upon  it.  The 
Board  should  be  more  ready  to  la.v  out  streets  than 
to  cut,  off  buildings  at  a  great  cost,  as  had  been 
provided  for  today.    There  was  a  necessity  for  the 


extension  of  West  Chester  park,  and  he  had  no 
tear  that  there  was  any  risk  in  making  the  inquiry. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  street  Commissioners 
could  have  uotbu  g  to  do  with  the  grading  of  these 
avmues.  All  they  could  do  wouidte  to  lay  out 
ai.d  widen  the  stieets,  while  the  istimate  of  cost 
of  coustiuction  would  re=t  with  the  Boaid  of  Al- 
dermen. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  struck  him  that  it 
wou'd  be  more  appropriate  to  iefer  tbe  subject  to 
the  Committee  on  streets  It  might  be  that  the 
parties  interested  wiuld  give  all  tbe  meney  re- 
quired to  lay  out  and  graoe  the  streets,  for  "tin  y 
could  afford  to  do  so,  as  the  enhanced  value  of  the 
laud  would  be  four  times  that  ol  tbeexpeure.  If 
the  city  shcu'nl  builo  a  bridge  across  tbe  railroads 
in  the  extension  of  Chester  paik,  it  should  Le  all 
that  the  parties  interested  should  ask  for,  and 
tbey  should  rill  and  grade  the  stieets  to  the  height 
required. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  that  was  all  which  the 
city  should  Le  exi  eeted  to  do.  The  only  reasou, 
be  repeated,  for  referring  tbe  matter  to  the  street 
Commissioners,  was  because  they  bad  more  time 
to  devote  to  it  than  the  Committee  on  Streets  had, 
and  tbey  were  willing  to  make  the  inquiry. 

The  oruer  w  as  passed.

Alderman  Kicker  said  the  circumstances  in  this 
ca;e  were,  that  tbe  firemen  could  not  dej  end  upon 
the  (hutch  bell  In  an  alarm,  tor  in  the  raging  of 
tbe  nelt  and  fn  m  :be  noise  in  tbe  streets  imy  are 
ofreu  conlused  as  to  the  alarm.  Besides  (he 
(hutches  don't  like  to  have  tbe  alarm  en  their 
I  eils.  and  it  is  lor  the  liei  eh;  of  the  hue  Depart- 
ment that  the  t  ell  should  I  e  for  nc  other  purpose 
than  for  an  alarm:  then  tiny  would  know  what  it 
means.  The  Kngineei  ol  the  Klre  Department  in 
t'.iat  vicinity  is  in  lavor  of  it,  and  the  mastei  of  ihe 
school  has  no  objection  to  it. 

Alderman  Pkiuicr  hoped  the  reconsideration 
would  pievail.

The  annual  report  of  the  Water  Board  was  pre- 
-ened  in  print,  comprising  the  reports  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board.  <  it v  Engineer,  Water  Regis- 
trar, ami  Superintendents  of  the  Eastern  and 
\\  estern  Divisions. 

I  he  report  represents  the  works  as  being  in  a 
verj  satisfactory  coi.ditiou.  The  average  level  of 
water  at  the  lake  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  1,  1871, 
was  10  Oti  100  above  the  level  of  the  bottom  of  the 
conduit.  In  view  of  the  fears  Of  a  short  simply  in 
January  last,  from  the  long  drought,  the  Board 
procured  an  engine  ami  two  Andrew.)  pumps, 
which  were  nlaeed  in  position  lor  fon-intr  water 
into  th"  conduit,  if  necessary. 

Through  a  rigid  system  of  economy  on  tbe  part 
of  the  citizens,  the  requisite  supoly  was  afforded 
without  resorting  to  the  use  of  tbe  pumps.  The 
lowest  point,  4  10-12  feet,  w  as  reached  on  tbe  18th 
February.  The  average  depth  of  water  at  the 
lake  for  the  year  ending  Auril  30,  1870,  was  12 
20-100  feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  eon'luit.  while 
the  average  for  the  vear  ending  April  30,  1871,  was 
oniv  892-1D0. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  for  the 
year  was  15.007,700  gallons,  a  decrease  of  02,700 
Irom  the  average  of  tbe  previous  year.  The  in- 
come from  water  rates  amounted  to  $798,961  87,  an 
increase  of  $97,500  39.  The  estimates  for  the  vear 
ending  April  30,  1872.  are  $ 750,000. 

I'be  expenditures  for  the  year  as  drawn  for  and 
charged  to  the  Water  Works,  amounted  to  $908,- 
77ii  69.  of  this  amount  there  was  for  current  ex- 
penses, $230,431  SO;  Chestnut  Hill  .Reservoir.  $329,- 
957  80;  Wards  13,  14  and  15,  $.105,088  3*:  Ward  16, 
£237,298  71 ;  driveway,  Chestnut  Hill,  $24,751  02. 

The  net  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  for 
the  construction  of  the  Water  Works  froni  its 
commencement  has  been $10,052,993  42

In  this  cost,  8264,11 1  33  was  for  lake  department, 
not  including  land;  land  and  land  damages,  $225,- 
523  15;  conduit,  $817,717  73;  Brookline  Keservoir, 
$200,077  21 ;  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir,  $2,423,771  95— 
Total  Western  division,  $4,112,189  28.  In  tbe  East- 
ern Division— main  and  service  pipes,  $2,932,830  72; 
Beacon  Hill  Keservoir,  $513,533  21;  South  Boston 
Keservoir,  $00,908  10;  East  Boston  Keservoir,  $70,-

The  expenses  of  eariying  on  the  works  have 
amounted  to  $l,li9,siii  40;  interest  paid  after  de- 
ducting income,  $110,186  67,  making  an   excess  of 
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expenses  and  interest  over  income  of  $1,229,988  07. 
This,  addea  to  the  aiiove,  makes  a  total  cost  over 
and  above  income  of  .910,571,896  64.  Deduct  trans- 
ferred to  the  Water  Works  from  the  Sinking  Fund 
$1,352,000— leaves  the  net  cost  $9,219,896  64. 

During  the  last  year  in  the  Eastern  division,  east 
of  the  rsiookline,  Kestrvoir,  there  has  been  laia 
129,040  feet  of  main  pipe,  or  about  24 'g  miles, 
making  the  total  of  main  pipe  194K  miles.  The 
length  of  service  pipe  laid  was  70,318  feet.  The 
numLier  of  strvice  pipes  laid  was  2224,  making  the 
total  number  32,695.  There  are  connected  with 
the  mains  1937  gates  and  2174  tire  hydrants. 

The  work  ba3  been  advanced  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble in  Wards  13-16.  All  of  the  larger  sizes  of  pipes 
have  lieen  lata,  including  the  twenty-inch  main 
from  L'uham's  Comer,  Ward  16,  to  the  reservoir 
in  South  Boston,  The  pipe  laid  in  these  wards 
amounted  to  some  72,000  feet,  and  to  Deer  Island, 
27,488  feet.  The  water  was  let  into  the  Deer  Island 
pipes  on  the  29th  of  April.  Larger  pipes  have 
been  laid  in  the  western  portion  of  the  city,  to 
connect  with  the  forty-inch  main  at  the  loot  of  the 
Common,  and  the  Frog  Pond  has  been  connected 
also  with  this  main  by  a  sixteen-inch  pipe. 

The  high-service  supply  has  worked  well  on  Bea- 
con Hill,  and  it  is  believed  the  reservoir  on  the 
hill  can  be  dispensed  with  and  sold,  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  whic'i  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  laying  the  new  main  from  Chestnut  Hill 
Keservoir. 

The  East  Boston  and  South  Boston  reservoirs 
are  now  in  good  condition,  and  the  improvements 
about  the  stand-pipe  at  the  Highlands  have  been 
completed. 

On  the  Western  division,  improvements  have 
been  made  at.  the  lake,  in  the  construction  of  slope 
walls  and  fencing,  and  an  engine-house.  At  Pegan 
Brook,  Dug  Pood  and  Dudley  Pood  improvements 
have  been  made  to  facilitate  the  flow  of  water. 
The  conduit  proves  to  be  in  good  conditition. 

The  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir  was  completed  and 
the  water  let  into  the  Bradlee  basin  on  the  25th 
October  last.  The  flow  of  water  was  not  large 
until  the  14th  of  March,  on  account  of  the  low 
stage  of  water  at  the  lake.  Since  that  time  there 
has  been  a  supply  a  portion  of  each  day,  and  on 
the  first  of  May  the  depth  of  water  in  the  basin 
was  fourteen  feet.  The  capacity  ol'  the  Bradlee 
basin  is  550,583,485  gallons,  and  of  the  Lawrence 
basin  180,888,944  gallons.  The  number  of  water 
takers  is  36,132,  an  increase  tor  the  vear  of  4632. 
The  number  of  water  meters  in  use  is  1076,  a  de- 
crease of  thirteen. 

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  sent  up. 

REl'OHTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Salaries,  who  were  requested  to 
report  a  salary  for  the  Superintendent  of  Broad- 
way Bridge,  and  also  the  sum  which  shall  in- 
allowed  to  the  assistant  superintendents,  made  a 
report  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accompa- 
nying order: 

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Broadway  Bridge  shall  lie  at  the  rate  of  sun) 
per  annum,"  payable  monthly,  beginning  at  such 
time  as  the  Committee  on  Bridges  ol  tin-  Board  of 
Aldermen  may  designate;  also  that  the  salary  of 
the  First  Assistant  superintendent  of  said  bridge 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  S800  per  annum,  and  the 
salary  of  the  Second  Assistant  Superintendent  ac 
the  rate  of  $600  per  annum,  the  salaries  if  said 
assistants  to  be  payable  monthly  and  to  begin  at 
such  time  as  the  Committee  on  Bridges  of  the 
Board  of  Aide. men  may  designate. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  12  moved  to  amend  the  or- 
der by  substituting  $18110  for  $1200. 

Mr.  BTynn  of  Ward  7  stated  that  the  amendment 
would  give  the  Superintendent  a  larger  salary 
than  any  other  superintendent  of  bridges  in  the 
city.  The  largest  in  amount  was  $2000,  out  of 
which  the  Superintendent  pays  $800  for  assist- 
ance, and  has  twice  as  much  to  do.  The  Superin- 
tendents of  Federal  Street  and  Mount  Washington 
Avenue  bridges  have  a  much  larger  number  of 
vessels  pass  the  draws  of  their  bridges,  and  in  ll.is 
ease  the  Superintendent  has  an  engine  to  run  oft  the 
draw,  with  two  assistants,  having' salaries  of  $800 
and  $600  respectively. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  reply,  said  the  duties  ot  this  Su- 
perintendent were  nearly  double  those  ui  the  oth- 
ers, and  lie  had  three  times  as  much  to  look  alter. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost,  when  the  order 
establishing  the  salaries  was  passed. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Waul  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Water,  to  whom  was  referred  ihe  order  requesting 
the  Water  Board  to  locate  a  drinking-fountain  at 


the  corner  ol  Q  and  fourth  streets,  made  a  report 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  -ouires  of  Ward  8.  from  the  Committee  on

In  lsd  the  Direc- 
tors for  Public  Institutions  purchased,  under  the 
authority  of  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  the  \\  in- 
tbrop  Tai in.  so-called,  in  the  town  of  W'inthrop, 
and  the  sum  of  $20,000  was  appropriated  lor  plans 
for  a  hospital  building  and  forthe  improvement 
of  the  grounds. 

In  1SU7  an  appropriation  ot  $100,000  was  made 
towards  the  construction  of  the  hospital,  but  a 
proviso  was  attached  that  no  portion  of  that  sum 
should  be  expended  until  the  plans  ft*  the  hospi- 
tal were  approved  by  the  City  Council.  The  plans 
and  estimates  submitted  to  the  Government  in 
1808  were  prepared  with  great  care  by  Mr.  N.  J. 
Bradlec,  and  we  are  not  aw.-ire  that  any  objection 
has  been  made  to  tbem,  either  as  a  whole  or  as  to 
details.  The  estimates  made  in  isux  amounted  to 
$112,983.  If  we  deduct  the  value  of  the  present 
site  at  South  Boston,  and  the  appropriation  of 
$100,000  already  made,  it  appears  that  the  amount 
of  the  future  appropriations  will  not  exceed 
$200,000.

This 
proposed  alteration  will  double  the  capacity  of 
Bites  Hall,  bv  providing  accommodations  for 
PH. una  volumes,  and  it  is  estimated  will  cost 
$40,000.  It  is  al.-o  proposed  to  remove  I  be  furnaces 
and  substitute  a  steam  heating  and  ventilating 
apparatus,  at  a  cost  of  $.10,000. 

These  estimates  are  based  upon  plans  made  un- 
der the  oireetiou  of  the  Trustees,  and  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Library.

ANNUAL  REPORT  (IF    COMMISSIONERS    ON  SINKING 
FUND. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers on  the  Sinking  Funds  for  tne  Redemption  of  the 
City  Debt,  wis  laid  before  the  Board  in  print,  and 
was  ordered  to  be  sent  down. 

The  statements  contained  in  the  report  are  sub- 
stantially as  given  in  tbe  annual  report  of  tbe 
Auditor  of  Accounts,  the  special  features  of  which 
were  published  a  few  days  since. 

The  report  gives  the  condition  of  the  several 
funds,  June  30,  with  the  changes  in  each  from 
April  30,  the  date  of  the  Auditor's  report.  The 
receipts  into  the  treasury  during  the  month  of 
May,  as  received  bv  the  Commissioners,  amounted 
to  'S53,926  81,  of  which  amount  849,170  OB  was  on 
account  of  the  general  debt  sinking  fund.  Inter- 
est on  deposits  to  generai  debt  sinking  fund  in 
May,  $9811  00.  There  was  paid  on  the  Dorchester 
debt  $1000  and  cancelled  from  revenue  received 
820,000  of  the  Suffolk  Street  District  loan  and 
$7000  of  Church  Street  District  loan.  Of  the  whole 
amount  of  the  si  n  king  Fund  April  30,  $10,668,059  83, 
the  investments  were  as  follows:

The  Commissioners  say:  "There  existed  at  the 
time  this  Board  was  organized  a  'Consolidated 
street  Improvement  F'und,'  created  by  the  order 
of  tb"  City  Council,  authorizing  a  Sterling  Loan, 
which  was  negotiated  in  Condon,  for  42800,000.  The 
order  of  the  City  Council  provides  that  all  Ihe 
betterments  and  revenue  of  all  kinds,  derived 
from  the  various  improvements  for  winch  the 
Sterling  Loan  was  made,  shall  form  a  special  sink- 
ing fuud   for  the   redemption  of  the  same.     The 
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improvements  embraced  in  this  loan  are  those  of 
Atlantic  avenue,  Fort  Hill  Improvement,  widen- 
ing of  Hanover  street,  ana  part  of  Church  Street 
District.  By  the  terms  of  the  negotiation  of  this 
loan,  the  city  is  obligated  to  redeem  in  London 
£800d  annually,  aud  your  Commissioners  have  de- 
cided that  the  bonds  redeemed  shall  be  returned 
to  this  city  and  cancelled."

Found  that  of  seventy-nine  loads  which  lei t  the 
hill,  hut  nineteen  arrived  at  Suffolk  Street  District. 
Mr.  Souther  had  no  teams  of  his  own,  ami  the 
next  cay  discharged  tue    parties  who  were  the 

owner*  of  the  teams,  ami  they  were  employed  im- 
mediately on  the  <  ther  side  en  tin-  lull,  under  an- 
other Contract.  The  fraud  was  continued,  and 
after  various  expedients  to  ascertain  whose  teams 
carric  1  the  drill  elsewhere  than  was  intended, 
tickets    were    printed  from  I  to  100,  and    two    men 

were  employed,  one  ol  wboa  cave  a  ticket  to  the 

driver  ol  eaeh  load  as  he  lelt  the  hill,  and  another 
at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Castle  streets 
receiving  them,  tearing  oil  half  ol  each,  ami  the 
driver  ret  a  hum;  the  other  half,  w  Inch  were  Collect- 
ed.   On  comparing  notes  at  night,  it  was  found 

bow  many  loads  failed  to  rcavh  Ihelr  destination. 
In  the  record  of  fourteen  days,  from  first  of  duly, 
on  the  tirst  day  there  were  twelve  short,  ami  for 
the  fourteen  days  663  were  missing,  the  largest  in 
one  day  being  213,  the  smallest  8.  After  the  four- 
teenth day  |itinteis  were  employed  t)  mark  iiitin- 
hers  on  the  wagons,  when  the  number  which  stole 
dirt  was  reduced  to  6,  9  and  5  a  day,  and  for  the

Hy  the  adoption  of  the  order  in  requiring  the 
numbering  ol  the  carts,  it  would  be  ascertained. 

ivhere  the  loss  was.  The  sllh-c.onlract.n  s  laid  Un- 
charge of  stealing  upon  the  boys,  some  of  whom 
had  been  followed  in  carrying  the  dirt  t.i  other 
places,  ai.d  it  had  been  found  that  these  boys  had 
been  instigated  by  their  employers  to  tell "  false- 
hoods in  relation  to  the  matter.  The  boys  em- 
ployed to  orive  were  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years 
of  age,  and  liy  the  ordinances  were  not  allowed  to 
drive  without  license,  and  as  there  were  about  one 
thousand  employed  in  the  city  as  drivers  ol  Carls, 
it  is  a  bad  example  set  to  them,  w  hieh  would  lead 
to  lilling  our  almshouses  and  state  Prison.  In 
many  cases  these  buys  had  charge  of  two  carts, 
which  was  als  ■  in  violation  of  the  ordinances. 

Alderman  Planter  ini|uired  if  it  was  known 
who  the  teams  belonged  to  which  were  engaged 
in  this  business. 

Alderman  1'ope  replied  that  it  was  Impossible  to 
tell,  and  that  was  the  reason  why  it  was  proposed 
to  number  them.  A  great  number  came  in  from 
Soul)  Boston  and  Koxhury.  Mr.  Souther  is  the 
eiintractoron  one  side  of  the  hill  and  Mr.  Hayes  on 
the  other  side.  As  soon  as  Mr.  Souther  lea riied  of 
the  proceedings  under  his  contract,  be  discharged 
th;  contractors,  Bonner  &  Sutherland. 

Aldeiman  Plumcr  stated  that  he  saw  the  other 
evening  a  vessel  at  a  wharf  taking  in  dirt,  and 
having  heard  of  these  proceedings,  be  asked  the 
captain  the  object  of  it,  and  where  it  cute  from. 
In  reply  he  said  that  it  was  for  ballast,  and  from 
eight  to  ten  tons  were  taken,  tor  which  SI  a  ton 
was  paid.  On  further  inquiry,  he  was  informed 
that  two  teams  were  expected  with  more  of  this 
earth,  and  he  waited  until  tbey  arrived,  and  was 
informed  by  the  driver  that  the  teams  belonged  to 
Mr.  Hayes,  and  that  the  dirt  came  from  Foit  Hill. 
lie  would  like  to  know  who  these  parties  were, 
and  any  one  found  directly  or  indirectly  engaged 
in  such  stealing,  should  be  turned  out  of  their 
contracts,  fie  had  been  astonished  to  hear  that 
individuals  were  making  S100.000  in  :  uch  contracts 
for  removing  earth,  but  it  was  no  mystery  now. 

Alderman  (jibsou  said  he  would  like  to  hear  the 
names  of  these  parties.  His  own  vessels  were 
continually  taking  ballast  from  the  Fort  Hill 
earth,  but  he  did  not  know  how  or  Irom  whom  it 
was  procured. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  Mr.  Souther  owned 
no  teams,  but  employed  Mr.  Hayes  to  carry  away 
the  earth.  The  earth  is  measured  in  the  hill,  and 
the  same  amount  of  money  is  paid  wherever  it  is 
carrieu.  Alter  Mr.  Souther  diS2barged  Bonner 
and  Sutherland,  he  was  waited  upon  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Connell,  Assistant  Engineer,  who  wished  to  know 
why  they  were  discharged.  To  his  reply  that  it 
was  for  stealing  earth,  Air.  McConnell  inquired 
what  difference  it  would  make  to  him  where  it 
w  as  carried,  for  it  would  make  no  difference,  as  he 
said,  either  to  you  or  me.  Mr.  Souther  replied  that 
it  did  make  a  difference  to  him  where  it  was  car- 
ried, and  it  must  be  carried  where  it  was  contracted 
to  be.  In  closing  his  remarks.  Alderman  Pope 
said  he  had  had  no  confidence  for  the  last  six 
months  in  the  City  Engineer  Department. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  if  Mr.  Hayes  was  em- 
ployed by  Mr.  Souther,  he  should  say  that  Mr. 
Hayes  should  not  do  any  more  work  for  the  city, 
and  in  relation  to  the  Engineers'  Department,  he 
considered  it  a  burning  shame  to  the  city.    In 


looking  round  to  tind  suitable  talent  for  such  an 
office,  the  salary  paid  was  not  sufficient  to  com- 
mand the  talent,  ability  and  integrity  which  were 
r  quired.  When  men  make  such  remarks  as  were 
quoted  bf  ttie  Alderman,  tbey  should  be  turned 
out  of  office  forthwith  and  not  allowed  to  stay  an- 
other day. 

Alderman  Cutter  expressed  the  belief  that 
charges  so  broad  should  require  investigation  be- 
fore neing  made,  and  they  should  not  be  charged 
w 'ithout  good  and  sufficient  foundation. 

■Vlderiuan  I'.ilbot  slated  that  the  Committee  on 
the  Engineer's  Department  having  beard  of  charges 
made  against  that  department  iwo  months  ago, 
had  been  waiting  for  information  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fort  iTill .  They  bad  fiuitlesslv  tried  to 
get  information,  and  a  meeting  of  the  committee 
was  held  for  the  purpose  six  weeks  ago  at  the  re- 
quesl  of  .Mr.  Met  onnell. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  he  had  a  call  from 
the  <  ommittee  on  the  Engineer's  Department  two 
months  ago  to  tell  them  what  he  knew,  but  at  that 
time  be  did  not  know  anything  positive  about  the 
matter.  When  he  appeared  h'efoie  the  committee 
he  found,  as  one  of  their  number,  one  of  the  very 
men  whose  teams  bad  been  suspected  as  having 
been  engaged  in  these  transaction*.  He  stated  to 
rue  committee  that  he  might  at  some  future  time 
give  them  information,  but  was  not  prepared  at 
that   time  to  do  so. 

Alderman  cutler  said  he  did  not  believe  it  was 
right  to  make  denunciations  against  parties  with- 
out sufficient  investigation,  and  for  that  reason  he 
wished  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
make  BUCU  an  investigation. 

Aldeiman  Cowdin  wished  to  know  if  the  city 
paid  for  the  gravel  which  was  carried  to  the  ves- 
sels. If  so,  he  thought  it  was  a  hard  case,  in 
payment  being  made  twice  for  the  same  gravel. 
It  seemed  to  him  that  all  teams  should  have  the 
owner's  name  upon  them,  so  that  somebody  should 
be  responsible  for  them.  In  a  business  of  for'y 
years,  he  had  ever  held  himself  responsible  for 
his  teams.  If  necessary,  teamsters  should  be  ar- 
lested  by  the  police,  in  cases  of  damages,  and  as 
many  teamsters  were  irresponsible  men,  all  vehi- 
cles should  have  the  owners'  names  upon  them  as 
a  measure  of  responsibility. 

Alderman  (libson  st;ited  further  in  relation  to 
the  charges  for  ballast,  that  the  price  paid  was  SI 
ner  ton,  and  at  ninety  to  one  hundred  pounds  per 
"foot,  the  parties  being  paid  by  the  city  $9  70  per 
square  ;  thev  would  get  virtually  Sis  per  square  for 
removing  the  earth.  He  did  no't  believe  there  was 
an  honest  dollar  earned  by  such  persons  and  had 
not  a  doubt  that  these  these  things  had  been  run- 
ning on  for  three  years,  and  that  a  number  of  fort- 
unes had  been  made  out  of  Fort  Hill.  A  man 
who  steals  dirt  is  not  fit  to  have  a  contract. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  two  boys  racing  with 
their  carts  last  week,  ran  into  a  leather  team  and 
broke  z  shatt,  but  it  could  not  be  found  out  who 
was  to  be  responsible  for  it.  In  some  respects  it 
was  more  necessary  that  these  carts  should  be 
licensed  than  it  was  for  job  wagons. 

Alderman  Talhot  further  stated  that  two  months 
ago  the  Committee  on  the  Eugineer's  Department 
waited  upon  the  Committee  on  Fort  Hill  for  defi- 
nite information  iD  relation  to  these  mattersf  but 
it  was  not  given  on  account  of  some  ii.formality. 
Thev  supposed  the  committee  would  report  to 
them  such  information  as  they  obtained,  and  that 
was  the  reason  why  they  had  delayed  in  this 
matter. 

Alderman  White  stated  as  among  the  difficulties 
in  licensing  such  teams,  that  Mr.  Ilayes  sometimes 
had  twentv-five  employed,  and  at  other  times  two 
hundred,  and  often  he  hired  all  he  could  get,  out 
of  town  as  well  as  in  the  city.  It  would  be  hard 
for  the  city  to  compel  owners  of  teams  elsewhere 
to  number  them.  Mr.  Hayes  sometimes  hired  teams 
for  a  few  days  only.  Should  they  go  to  the  City 
Solicitor,  he  would  tell  them  they  had  no  right  to 
compel  owners  of  teams  outside  of  the  city  to  get  a 
license.  For  this  reason  he  moved  to  refer  the 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Licenses. 

Alderman  Pope  replied  that  it  was  not  expected 
to  compel  owners  of  teams  out  of  town  to  get 
licenses.  The  larger  portion  of  these  teams  were 
owned  in  South  Boston,  and  some  in  Brighton.  If 
\7e  can  require  the  numbering  of  all  our  own,  it  is 
all  that  we  can  do. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  that  all  teams  that  came 
to  Boston  to  work  shoul  1  be  compelled  to  con- 
form to  the  iules  and  regulations  of  the  city. 
Every  one  who  does  business  here  and  causes  any 
damage  by  his  business  should  be  held  liable  for 
that  damage. 
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Alderman  White  stated  as  the  practice  under 
the  ordinance  that  every  man  who  has  a  stand 
shall  have  a  license. 

Alderman  .Pope  called  for  a  reading  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  ordinance. 

Alderman  Pluiner  inquired  if  it  was  ascertained 
who  the  teams  belonged  to  which  ran  into  the 
leather  team. 

Alderman  Pope  replied  that  a  number  was  found, 
and  the  party  injured  went  to  the  superintendent 
of  Wagons,  but  could  get  no  information,  no 
record  uaving  been  made  in  his  department.  The 
committee  m-w  know  the  number  of  the  teams, 
but  not  the  owners  of  them,  which  thev  will  know 
if  required  to  be  licensed. 

The  provision  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
licensing  of  wagons  was  read. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  appeared  that  no  one 
owned  these  teams  fur  the  time  being.  If  licensed 
ana  numbered  they  would  be  known,  but  as  it  is 
now  there  is  no  responsibility  for  damage  which 
may  be  done  by  them. 

Alderman  White  stated  that  in  1868  a  case  arose 
in  regard  to  W.  U.  Prentice's  coal  teams,  in  which 
it  was  decided  that  he  was  not  compelled  to  put  a 
number  or  narne  on  his  carts.  If  the  order  was  to 
piss,  he  moved  to  amend  by  requiring  the  name 
of  the  owner  to  be  put  on  the  team. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  believed  the  order 
was  broad  enough  as  it  is.  He  would  not  have  any 
delay  for  a  moment  in  pas«ing  it. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the  refer- 
ence to  a  committee. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  the  object  of  his  motion 
was  another  matter,  that  of  investigation  of 
charges  against  the  Kngineer  Department. 

Alderman  Little  related  that  a  few  days  ago  he 
found  the  street  blocked  by  three  coal  teams  at 
Chickerings',  and  when  he, "as  politely  as  he  could, 
asked  a  driver  to  double  them  up  to  allow  a  pas- 
sage, he  was  met  with  profanity  and  told  to  mind 
his  business.  He  could  not  hod  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  a  number  upon  the  team,  and  to  an  offi- 
cer who  was  requested  to  look  alter  the  case  the 
driver  refused  to  give  his  name.  The  word  rub- 
bish was  contained  in  the  order,  but  not  the  word 
coal,  wbich  should  be  included. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  names  and 
numbers  were  required  to  be  put  upon  wood  and 
coal  wagons  some  years  ago,  but  they  were  left 
off  for  some  reason. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  names  and  num- 
bers were  required  to  be  put  on  lumber  wagons 
several  years  since;  generally  the  names  and 
places  of  business  were  on  them,  but  be  thought 
it  was  doubtful  whether  any  licenses  had  been 
obtained  for  five  years. 


Alderman  Pope  said  the  order  called  for  noth- 
ing but  the  number,  which  was  all  that  was  neces- 
sary, while  the  ordinance  provides  also  for  the 
name. 

Alderman  White  stated  that  he  moved  the  name 
he  aaded. 

Aldeiman  Gibson  did  not  believe  that  a  tee  for  a 
license  was  necessary  where  parties  owned  their 
teams,  and  used  them  for  their  own  work  alone, 
and  it  was  a  question  whether  it  would  be  right  to 
require  such  a  license. 

Alderman  Plumer  stated  that  in  the  flour  busi- 
ness the  owners  of  teams  were  obliged  to  have 
them  numbered,  and  have  a  license  renewed  from 
year  to  year. 

Alderman  White  related  a  casf  in  which  a  Cam- 
bridge express  waeon  damaged  a  buggy  a  lew 
days  since,  hut  it  could  not  be  found  "^ho  was  re- 
sponsible tor  it,  although  there  was  a  number  ou 
it. 

Alnerman  Pope  did  not  doubt  that  by  going  to 
Cambridge  the  owner  could  be  found  out  from  the 
number. 

Alderman  White  replied  that  no  licenses  were 
required  in  Cambridge. 

Alderman  Cowdin  believea  that  the  enforcement 
of  the  ordinance  would  be  sufficient. 

The  amendment  to  require  the  name  to  be  put 
npon  the  wagon  was  adopted,  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter. 

ordered.  That  Aldermen  Cutter.  Gibson  and 
Little  be  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
charges  alleged  against  tbe  incumbent  and  subor- 
dinates in  the  City  Engineer's  Department  in  con- 
nection with  the  removal  of  earih  from  Fort  Hill.

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the 
heirs  of  Leopold  Herman  to  be  compensated  for 
land  taken  from  them  on  Trenioiu  and  Lenox 
streets,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

In  the  year  1849  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
received  from  Messrs.  Bryant  &  Herman  an  appli- 
cation for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  of  land  on  Tre- 
mor.t,  Lenox,  and  what  is  now  known  as  Kenda'l 
st  eets. 

There  being  at  that  time  no  City  Engineer,  Mr. 
Alexander  Wadsworth  was  employed  by  the  Con  - 
mitteo  to  survey  and  make  a  plan  and  descrip- 
tion'of' the  land;  an  agreement  was  made  by  the 
city  to  convey  saio  land  to  P,iyant&  Herman, and  in 
1855  a  deed  thereof  was  given  by  the  city  to  Leopold 
Herman,  in  fulfilment  of  said  agreement,  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  plan  a  copy  of  which  is  re- 
corded with  the  plans  in  the  office  ol  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Lands,  in  book  2.  page  53.  This 
plan  shows  the  lot  thus  conveyed  to  Herman  to  lie 
seventy  feet  on  Tremont  street,  and  to  contain 
14,616  square  feet. 

The  land  has  remained  almost  wholly  unimprov- 
ed to  the  present  time.  A  recent  survey  of  said 
land  by  the  City  Surveyor,  made  at  the  request  of 
vour  committee,  has  established  the  tact  that  the 
former  survey  and  plan  were  erroneous,  and  that 
by  the  deed  to  Herman  the  city  conveyed  to  him  a 
pan  of  Lenox  street,  being  a  stri p  ol  'land  ou  the 
southerly  side  of  Lenox  street,  .boat  six  feet  wide 
and  148  feet  long,  containing  898  si[U;irc  feet,  i>8 
sIiowd  on  the  accompanying  plan,  made  by  said 
Ctty  Sttfveyor,  dated  March  ;s.  1871. 

The  southerly  line  of  Lenox  street  has  not  been 
changed  since  the  said  deed  to  Herman  was  made, 
:ind  said  strip  of  land  has  remained  in  and  been 
used  as  a  part  of  saiei  street,  anil  is  the  parcel  of 
land  for  which  the  heirs  Of  said  Leopold  Herman 
(he  being  now  deceased)  ask  compensation. 

Your  committee  have  at  length  Succeeded  in  ef- 
fecting what  they  consider  a  just  and  equitai  le 
settlement  of  the  matter  with  the  said  heirs  of 
Herman,  which  is  that  the  said  heirs  aretore- 
couvev  to  the  citv  the  said  strip  of  1  end.  as  shown 
on  said  last-named  plan,  at  the  price  of  $2  75  per 
square  foot. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing order:

Aluorman  Plumer  o|iposed  the  passage  of  the 
order,  believing  it  should  take  the  u.-ttal  course  ef 
reference  to    the  Committee  on    the    Fire  Dcpart- 

meni.    If  his  recollection  was  correct,  there  here 

seven  or  eight  engine  companies  which  had  asked 

permission  tu  go  to  this  muster,  and  alter  the  re- 
fusal of  the  request  of  companies  to  bo  to  Saco,  he 
hoped  tais  muter  would  be  done  with,  in  taking 
the  tire  apparatus  out  of  the  State.  In  that  ease 
the  committee  reported  against  the  application, 
and  be  hoped  they  would  continue  to  do  so,  for 
he  did  not  believe  that  any  of  them  should  be 
allowed  to  go,  and  it  would'  he  taking  away  the 
power  of  the  Board  by  passing  the  order. 

Alderman  Woollev  denied  that  it  was  intended 
to  take  any  power  Ironi  the  Hoard;  the  order  pro- 
posed to  give  authority  to  the  committee  because 
there  would  not  he  time  for  action  alter  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  in  September.  Last  vear  three 
or  lour  companies  were  allowed  to  go  to  Spring- 
field, and  it  is  proposed  to  leave  it  to  the  Judgment 
of  the  committee,  if  deemed  expedient,  and  there 
could  he  no  objection  to  their  going,  if  it  did  not 
jeopardize  the  interests  of  the  public. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  would  be  difficult  to 
draw  a  line  where  seven  or  eight  asked  to  be  al- 
lowed to  go.  It  would  be  better  to  refuse  all. 
There  was  no  reason,  in  his  view,  why  the  tire  ap- 
paratus should  be  taken  from  the  city,  in  a  case 
like  that  of  the  request  of  the  citv  of  Portland,  for 
the  loau  of  a  spare  engine,  there  could  not  be  the 
objection  an  in  granting  these  requests. 

The  Chair  read  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordi- 
nance in  relation  to  fires,  prohibiting  any  com- 
pany Irom  leaving  the  citv  for  any  other  purpose 
than  when  ordered  in  case  ot  fires' 

Alderman  (iibson  stated  that  two  or  three  com- 
panies were  allowed  to  go  to  Springfield  last  year, 
but  the  committee  reported  against  it  the  same  as 
this  year.  Among  the  applications  were  the  same 
companies  which  went  to  Springfield.  The  fire- 
men were  paid  to  stay  here  and  attend  to  fires,  and 
although  lie  would  he  glad  to  accommodate  them, 
their  leaving  the  city  ought  not  to  he  allowed. 

fhe  vote  on  the  passage  of  the  order  was  declar- 
ed to  be  lost,  but  on  a  count,  prevailed,  six  to  five, 
as  follows:  in  favor,  Aldermen  Bicker,  Woolley, 
Little,  White,  Talbot,  Cowdin  ;  against,  Aldermen 
Gibson,  Pope,  Pierce,  Cutter,  Plumer. 

Alderman  Little  subsequently  moved  a  ^consid- 
eration of  the  passage  of  the  order,  stating  his 
unwillingness  to  favor  any  action  in  violation  of 
the  ordinances. 

Alderman  Pierce  advocated  the  reconsideration, 
declaring  that  the  Board  could  not  depute  author- 
ity to  a  committee  to  repeal  an  ordinance  of  the 
city.  This  could  he  done  only  bv  the  action  of 
both  branches  of  the  Citv  Council  "in  the  passage 
of  an  order,  ani  signed  by  the  Mayor.  It  was  in 
that  way  the  companies  were  allowed  to  go  last 
year,  by  passage  of  a  specific  orner  in  each  case, 
signed  by  the  .Mayor.  There  could  be  no  authority 
to  depute  to  eight  persons  the  repeal  of  an  ordi- 
nance.

The  hearing  on  orders  of  notice  on  petition  for 
new  locations  of  tracks  by  Ihe  Metropolitan  Knl- 
roail  Company,  was  takci.  up,  the  request  being  as 
follows:  For  the  locaiiouot  track*  in  Uuii-on  av- 
enue fiom  Warren  streetto  Dover  street;  in  Dover 
street  from  Harrison  avenue  to  Albany  street:  in 
Blue  Hill  avenue  from  Warren  street  to  Dudley 
street;  in  vibauy  street  from  Kustis  street  to  and 
across  Beach  street;  in  Kingston  street  to  Sum- 
mer street :  aud  in  Summer  street  from  Kingston 
street  to  Chauney  street, with  the  necessary  turn- 
outs, curves  and  connections  with  their  tracks  as 
now  located. 

Hon.  Harvey  Jewell  appeared  for  petitioners, 
and  distributed  plans  showing  the  proposed 
tracks  asked  for,  which  he  explained,  and  stated 
that  the  object  sought  was  to  make  a  shorter  route 
to  a  portion  of  the  Highlands.  The  reasons  given 
In  him  were  that  Troinont  street  was  very  much 
crowded  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  street,  and  it  was 
a  desideratum  to  relieve  that  crowded  street, 
while  it  was  desired  to  accommodate  some  dis- 
tricts m  the  Highlands  oy  a  more  direct  route, 
and  more  cars  were  needed  upou  the  routes  to  the 
Highlands.  They  also  believed  that  the  South 
Boston  Railroad  Company,  with  whom  they  were 
on  good  terms,  could  use  the  new  tracks,  and  the 
Mount  Bowdoin  cars  could  come  further  into  the 
city. 

In  this  matter,  as  he  had  said  before,  in  appear- 
ing before  the  Board,  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company  were  but  the  servants  of  the  people,  and 
acted  for  their  accommodation,  while  it  would  be 
an  additional  expense  to  lay  more  tracks.  By 
these  accommodations  many  persons  in  the  High- 
lands would  gain  several  minutes'  time  by  a  more 
direct  route  These  requests  they  made  to  meet 
the  public  demands,  and  it  was  for  the  Board  to 
say  whether  they  should  be  granted. 

Thos.  W.  Clarke,  for  remonstrants,  stated  that  he 
bad  a  remonstrance  from  all  the  abutters  on  one 
side  of  Kingston  street,  and  five-sixths  of  the 
abutters  on  the  othet  side  against  the  laying  of 
tracks  in  that  street.  This  remonstrance  was 
read,  and  it  was  remarked  that  with  the  entire 
width  ot  the  street  tnere  was  hut  thirty-five  feet, 
and  not  including  the  sidewalk  but  twenty-one 
feet.  The  cars  of  rbe  railroad  company  occupied 
seven  and  a  half  feet,  and  should  the  track  be 
placed  in  the  middle  of  the  street  there  would  not 
be  room  on  either  side  for  the  passage  of  a  team. 

On  one  side  of  the  street  there  were  no  back  en- 
trances to  the  estates,  and  on  the  east  side  there 
were  but  two  estates  which  were  accessible  by  a 
back  entrance.  The  abutters  on  the  west  side  had 
agreed  to  give  a  strip  five  and  a  half  feet  the  whole 
length  of  the  street  and  subscribed  $2700  towards 
payment  for  the  land  of  the  Carney  estate  for  the 
purpose  of  wideniug  the  street,  to  take  effect 
whenever  the  buildings  should  be  altered.  This 
land  would  be  equal  to  a  valuation  of  $9892,  and 
wiuld  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Metropolitan  Bail- 
road  Company  solely,  should  the  proposed  tracks 
be  laid. 

Boylston  street,  which  was  much  wider  than 
Kingston  street,  was  found  to  be  too  narrow  for 
car  tracks,  and  was  widened  at  great  expense,  and 
the  lower  portion  of  Kingston  street  was  declared 
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to  be  unlit  lor  travel,  and  was  widened  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $ 350,000.  By  laying  tracks  through  the 
street  it  would  be  reduced  to  its  old  width,  and  a 
necessity  would  requite  its  further  widening  and 
additional  assessments  for  betterment.  The  rail- 
road company  were  now  occupying  three  out  of 
the  four  aveuues  to  the  Highlands  with  their 
tracks,  and  no  more  streets  should  be  allowed  to 
be  occupied  by  them,  unless  a  public  exigency 
should  be  shown. 

I.  W.  Richardson,  for  Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co., 
stated  that  they  objected  to  the  proposed  laying 
of  tracks  as  injurious  to  property  owned  by  thein, 
which  would  be  u.'ed  for  warehouses.  To  the  ar. 
gument  of  Mr.  Jewell,  that  the  railroad  company 
were  but  the  servants  of  the  public,  he  said  he 
had  vet  to  learn  of  a  case  in  which  such  corpora- 
tions weie  governed  by  the  public  good  except 
when  it  is  for  their  interests.  He  remembered 
when  the  first  railroad  was  built,  but  had  never 
known  one  built  or  run  only  for  trie  public  good. 
This  was  equally  applicable  to  horse  as  well  as 
steam  railroads.  As  was  said  by  Mr.  Clark,  the 
public  interests  required  that  theie  should  be  one 
thoroughfare  out  of  the  city  not  encumbered  with 
railroad  tracks. 

In  regard  to  accommodating  persons  living  at 
some  distance  from  the  present  joutes,  it  they 
wished  to  gain  time  in  getting  to  their  business 
they  should  move  nearer  to  those  routes;  but  if 
they  elected  to  live  farther  off  it  was  at  their  op- 
tion, and  tbey  had  no  occasion  for  complaint.  In 
his  own  case  the  inconveniences  of  railroad  travel 
were  greater  than  with  many  other  persons,  but 
in  his  choice  of  residence  he  had  no  cause  for 
complaint. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

NEW  LOCATIONS  FOB   MIDDLESEX  RAILROAD     COM- 
PANY. 

The  order  of  notice  on  petition  of  the  Middlesex 
Railroad  Company,  for  new  locations,  was  consid- 
ered, the  petition  beinq  for  a  location  for  a  seoond 
track  from  their  track  in  Causeway  street  near  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  I'assenger  station  through 
Beverly  street  to  Warren  Bridge,  thence  up<  n  and 
over  said  bridge  to  the  city  of  Charlestown;  also 
for  a  permament  location  for  their  curveil  track  at 


the  corner  of  Haverhill  and  Causeway  streets;  also 
for  the  right  to  enter  upon  and  use  with  their 
horses  and  cars  the  railroad  tracks  in  Haverhill 
street  and  Hayuiarket  square,  which  were  con- 
structed by  rhesuffolk  Railroad  Company  to  the 
point  of  connection  with  the  tracks  of  this  Compa- 
ny. 

Charles  E.  Powers,  President  of  the  Middlesex 
Railroad  Company,  sta'ed  that  they  were  present 
against  their  <  wn  wishes,  already  having  a  .sutfi- 
cient  numi.er  of  tracks  to  and  from  Cuarlestown, 
but  the  constant  breaking  of  the  draw  oftne 
diaries  River  Bridge  put  them  ana  the  citizens  of 
Charlestown  to  great  inconvenience.  In  his  view, 
it  was  probable  that  a  double  track  would  some- 
time be  required  over  both  bridges.  If  the  ques- 
tion of  jurisdiction  should  be  raised,  that  the 
Board  could  Lot  grant  full  authority  to  cross  the 
bridge,  he  trusted  authority  would  be  given  to  go 
as  far  as  that  jurisdiction  extended,  a  similar 
application  havirg  been  made  to  the  city  authori- 
ties of  Charlestown. 

In  the  opinion  of  experts  the  draw  of  the  Charles 
River  Bridge  would  t  ever  be  fixed  to  he  exempt 
from  breaking  down,  until  it  shall  be  entirely  re- 
constructed, and  with  this  liability  to  break, 
there  is  a  constant  interruption  to  travel,  the  pas- 
sage from  Charlestown  square  to  where  Scoliay  s 
Building  was.varying  from  one-half  to  three-quar- 
ters of  an  hour.  In  relation  to  the  use  of  the 
tracks  in  Haverhill  street,  there  was  no  objection, 
aud  he  did  not  know  that  there  was  any  opposi- 
tion to  any  portion  of  the  requests  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  order  of  notice  on  the  petition  of  darkaon 
&  >chreiber  for  leave  to  put  up  a  steam  engine 
aud  boiler  at  No.  11  West  street,  was  taken  up.

Brooks  ol  \i  ard  I  said  that  in  view  of  the 
Statements  which  had  been  made,  and  «f  the 
alleged  charges  of  fraud,  it  was  due  to  the  parties 
accused  and  to  the  Common  Council  that  an 
investigation  should  be  made.

REPORT  OP  HAY-WEIGHER,  NORTH  SCALES.

been  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  sent 
down. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  werb  read  a  second  time 
and  passed : 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  set  the  edgestones,  pave  the  gutters 
and  gravel  the  roadway  of  ELe&isarge  avenue.  i,c- 
tween  Warren  street  and  Winthrnp  street,  lisu- 
mated  cost.  $2600. 

Ordered,  Thar  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  close  Seaver  street,  between  Blue  Hill 
avenue  and  Maple  street,,  avainst  the  passage  oi 
vehicles  until  the  grading  of  said  street  shall  have 
been  completed. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  pave  Albany  street,  between  Troy  and 
Dover  streets,  with  small  e-ranite  blocks,  f.sti- 
mated  cost,  $11,000.

plan  made  by  William  A.  Garbett.  survevor, 
dated  June  28,  I860,  and  recorded  with  Suffolk 
deeds  at  the  end  of  Liber  371 ;  and  said 
improvement  of  stony  Brook  to  be  substantially 
according  to  a  plan  made  by  Wm.  11.  Bradley. 
Superintendent  of  Sewers, dated   November,  1868. 

Ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  Ace  nuts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  from  tbe  Reserved  Fund  the 
sum  of  $2000,  to  be  constituted  a  Bpeoial  appropri- 
ation for  the  nayment  for  the  land  authorized  to 
be  purchased  by  the  preceding  order.

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  §50,000,  to  oe  appropriated  for 
the  alteration  of  the  Public  Library  building. 

flie  orders  passed  by  a  vote  of  eight  to  oue — 
Alderman  Cutter  in  the  negative. 

In  considering  the  subject,  Alderman  Cutter  ex- 
pressed his  astonishment  at  the  amount  of  money 
rbe  report  proposed  to  lay  out  on  an  old  building. 
He  thought  it  wasnardly  worth  while,  and  $10,000 
he  considered  a  very  large  sum  to  be  expended  for 
a  heating  apparatus. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  that  at  first  thought  the 
amount  appeared  large,  but  upon  considering  the 
great  advantages  to  be  gained  for  the  future  in 
light,  air  and  increased  accommodation,  he  bad 
been  led  to  look  upon  the  expenditure  as  a  matter 
of  economy.  As  the  library  was  now  situated  it 
could  be  built  out  in  the  rear  to  answer  the  re- 
quirements of  the  public  for  the  next  hundred 
years. 

Alderman  Cutter  thought  tb»  Government  was 
advancing  in  its  march  of  extravagant  expendi- 
ture. Teu  thousand  dollars  for  a  mere  beating 
apparatus,  he  ieiterated,and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
to  patch  up  an  old  building,  were  enormous  expen- 
ditures considering  that  that  sura  would  complete 
a  no  ordinary  building. 

Alaerman  Jenkins  explained  that  the  Trustees 
had  procured  estimates  fraru  builders  and  masons, 
and  upon  them  the  orders  were  based.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings,  in  case  the  orders 
were  passed,  would  advertise  for  proposals  on  the 
several  branches  of  work,  and  tbe  probability  was 
that  the  work  would  be  done  for  considerably  less 
than  the  first  estimates.  He  hoped  the  expense 
would  not  he  more  than  540,000. 

To  continue  the  same  furnaces  that  were  now  in 
use  would  require  considerable  outlav,  and  beating 
bv  steam  he  considered  the  best  and  most  eco- 
nomical mode.  Besides,  ventilation  was  taken  in- 
to consideration  when  tbe  estimates  for  heating 
the  building  were  made.  His  opiniou  was  that 
$40,000  would  be  ample  for  the  purposes  proposed, 
but  the  committee  had  deemed  it  advisable  to  ask 
for  the  larger  amount  named  In  the  order. 

He  understood  from  good  authority  that  provi- 
sion for  shelving  195,000  volumes  would  necessitate 
an  expenditure  of  at  least  SSO.OOO.  He  considered 
the  present  location  of  the  library  the  proper 
one.  The  various  gifts  that  had  recently  been 
made  had  rayidly  increased  the  demand  for  addi- 
tional shelving.  " 

Alderman  Gibson  had  not  a  doubt  that  the 
library  would  hold  all  The  books  actually  required 
— such  works  as  were  likely  to  be  in  demand  by 
the  reading  public,  and  would  do  any  good.  He 
believed  in  casting  off  a  good  deal  of  superfluous 
•natter  that  be  had  reason  to  think  was  alreadv 
there.  The  works  of  nearly  every  writer  m  the 
world  were  fast  finding  their  way  into  the  library. 
and  were  stored  thereatgre.it  expense.  He  asked 
if  there  were  not  a  hundred  thousand  volumes  on 
the  shelves  that  were  never  called  tor. 

Alderman  l'luiner's  nine  was  so  much  occupied, 
he  said,  that  he  could  not  answer  the  Alderman's 
query  from  experience.  The  Tieknor  library,  be 
remarked,  was  one  which  very  few  people  had  the 
time  or  Scholarship  to  enable  them  to  avail  of. 
but  it  was  very  valuable.  The  Prince  library  w.is 
also  very  valuable,  as  it  contained  old  works  worth 
their  weight  in  sold:  but  they  Were  rarely  con- 
sulted. He  did  not  think  there  were  many  books 
v  e  should  desire  to  weed  out. 

One  thing  was  certain:  the  library  accommoda- 
tions were  totally  inadequate,  but  the  present  site 
was  the  one  above  any  other  that  could  be  si - 
lee  ted,  as  it  best  accommodated  the  city  proper, 
south  and  fast  Boston,  Koxbnrv and  Dorchester. 
He  believed  that  160,000  or  S60,000  would  enable 
the  city  to  keep  it  where  It  is.  and  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  sccli  an  institution. 

Vlderman  (utter  s:iid  the  branches  to  be  estab- 
lished in  blast  Boston  and  Dorchester  should  re- 
1  eve  the  shelves  ID  the  main  library  sufficiently  for 
all  practical  purposes.  Bethought  the  city  would 
be  expending  too  mucb  for  repairs  ol  an  old  build- 
ing, which  would  require  to  be  repaired  every 
year. 

lie  believ  ed  it  w  OUld  be  less  expense  to  procure 
anew  building,  and  then  the  (  it  v  Oovernment 
would  obtain  some  satisfaction  for  its  outlav. 

Hide  must  be  some  Stop  to  these  expenditures 
oi  $50,000   and    (60,000    on   public  buildings.    The 
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taxes  are  already  enormous,  ami  lib  did  not  see 
how  some  business  men  paid  their  high  rents.  It' 
there  should  be  a  panic  we  should  lie  brought  to 
our  bearings,  and  tind  out  where  we  stand. 

Alderman  Pluiner  asked  Mr.  Cutter  if  the 
present  site  was  not  in  all  respects  the  besl 

Aldermau  Cutter  replied  that  he  considered  it  a 
good  one  if  it  was  nut  the  most  expensive.  We 
must  sto[»  somewhere,  he  said.  Public  buildings 
were  put  up  too  much  for  show,  to  the  detriment 
of  their  usefulness. 

Alderman  1'lumer  could  not  see  the  economy  of 
a  new  site  at  a  cost  of  1300,000  or  $400,1100  when 
160,000  would  answer  all  needs  for  the  next  seven 
years,  and  the  present  site  was  good  for  a  hundred 
years.  He  did  not  believe  any  reasonable  tax-pay- 
er would  begrudge  the  money  it  is  now  proposed 
to  expend  upon  me  Public  Library. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  be  bad  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  enlargement  upon  the  present 
site  was  the  best  thing  that  could  lie  done  under 
the  eireuiiistanees,  as  the  location  was  far  better 
than  anv  other  thai  could  he  selected. 

A  leiiuest  for  the  grade  of  Clifford  street  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  1'aving. 

lb"  petition  of,).  H.  McKciidry  ami  others,  that 
Blue  Hill  avenue  may  be  better  figbted,  was  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Lamps. 

The  order  in  reference  to  the  pay  of  employes 
on  the  Common  and  public  grounds  for  an  increase 
oi  their  compensation  twenty-five  cents  per  day, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Common,  in 
concurrence. 

An  order  relating  to  an  alarm  bell  on  Engine 
House  So.  15,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
lure  Alarms,  in  concurrence. 

I  he  petition  of  hngine  Co.  No.  4,  for  leave  to 
take  their  engine  to  Portsmouth,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  tho  Fire  Department,  iu  con- 
cunence. 

The  order  relative  to  an  increase  of  the  pay  of 
the  laborers  in  the  Health,  Paving  and  Sewer  De- 
partments was  referred  to  the  committees  on 
Health,  Paving  and  Sewers  of  the  Board. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  motion  referring  as 
above,  Alderman  IMunier  inquired  if  the  commit- 
tees who  had  the  city's  labor  in  charge  did  not 
make  bargains  with  the  laborers,  and  if  it  was 
within  the  province  of  the  Board  to  meddle  with 
their  action.  He  did  not  see  why  the  Board 
should  increase  wages  already  fixed  above  the 
rates  paid  for  labor  outside.  He  was  not  iu  favor 
of  voting  a  donation  to  any  class  of  employes  of 
the  city. 

The  petition  of  Charles  Burrill,  for  a  reference 
of  his  claim  to  arbitration,  and  the  motion  to  print 
the  petition  coming  up  for  consideration, 

Alderman  Plumer  understood  the  matter  was 
already  before  the  Board,  and  bad  been  before  the 
Committee  on  Claims.    He  doubted  n"  the  petition 


was  in  order  in  its  present  form,  and  opposed  ac- 
tion upon  it  as  improper. 

The  Mayor  stated  the  question  to  be  on  concur- 
rence with  the  Council,  ordering  the  petition  to  he 
primed  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims. 
He  ruled  the  subject  to  be  in  order. 

Alderman  Little  was  in  favor  of  the  reference  of 
the  petition,  as  he  did  not  consider  the  subject  the 
same  as  the  one  already  referred  to.  He  ottered 
an  amendment  to  the  motion  striking  outthe  clause 
relating  to  printing. 

Alderman  Plumer  did  not  want  to  forestall 
the  action  of  the  Board  on  the  subject  already  be- 
fore them,  and  hoped  no  action  would  lie  taken. 

Alderman  Little's  amendment  was  adopted, 
non-concurring  with  tbe  Council  In  printing,  but 
concurring  In  referring  the  Delation  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Claims,  rive  voting  in  the  affirmative  for 
the  last  motion  and  lour  in  the  negative.

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  reported  that  ou 
the  night  of  August  2,  the    Lyman    SchooUinuse 

was  severely  damaged  by  fire.  The  building  has 
been  examined  by  competent  experts,  who  esti- 
ma'c  that  it  will  'cost  $35,000  to  repair  the  damage 
to  building  and  furniture.  As  it  is  necessary  that 
the  repairs  should  be  completed  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, in  order  that  the  building  inav  be  readv  for 
occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  school 
year,  the  committee  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  loi lowing  order: 

Ordered,  Ibat  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  repair  the  damage  caused  bv 
tire  on  the  Lyman  Scboolhouse,  at  an  exneiise  not 
exceeding  $35,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
finance,  the  sum  ol  $35,000,  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  repairs  on  the  Lyman  Scboolhouse. 

Bead  twice  and  passed  unanimously. 

Alderman  White,  from  Committee  on  Licenses, 
reported  in  favor  of  granting  live  wagon  and 
three  victuallers'  licenses.  The  reuorts  were  ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Little  reported  an  order,  which  was 
passed,  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  on  various 
premises  at  South  Boston.

Said  company  shall  also  have  the  right  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  this  Board,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Metropolitan  Kailroad  Company,  to  enter 
upon  and  use  with  their  cars  and  horses  the  rail- 
road tracks  on  Haverbill  street  and  Haymarket 
square,  which  were  constructed  by  the  Suffolk 
Kailroad  Company. 

The  temporary  location  of  a  curved  track  at  the 
corner  of  Haverhill  and  Causeway  streets,  granted 
to  said  Middlesex  Kailroad  Company  in  1870,  is 
hereby  made  permanent. 

The'rigbt  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  the  condition  that  the  whole  work 
of  iaying  down  the  tracks,  the  precise  location  of

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  PORT  PHYSICIAN. 
QCARANTINE   STATION,       1 

Deer  Island,  Sept  2, 1871.  ( 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Al<lermen  : 

Gentlemen— Agreeably  to  chapter  271,  section  1, 
statutes  of  Massachusetts.  I  hereby  report  for  your 
approval  my  action  in  the  case  of  the  brig  Teazer, 
which  arrived  at  this  port  from  Havana,  Sept.  1, 
1871. 

This  vessel  has  a  cargo  of  tobacco,  cigars, 
iron,  horns,  rags  and  paper.  Tbe  rags  and 
paper,  consisting  of  230  bales,  are  collected 
from  a  district  where  yellow  fever  exists  in 
an    epidemic   torm.    They  are  the  verv  best  ve- 


hicles in  which  to  iroDort  the  yellow  fever  poison. 
1  know  of  no  material  better  adapted  to  receive 
ami  convey  this  poisonous  femite  than  old  rags  and 
paper.  I  have,  therefore,  caused  this  vessel  to  an- 
chor at  quarantine  and  discharge  her  cargo  of  rags 
and  paper  at  Gallop's  Island,  where  it  will  be  ad- 
visable to  store  them  until  the  frost  of  November 
comes,  after  which  no  danger  will  be  apprehended. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  vessel  is  otherwise 
good,  and  it  will  be  delayed  only  for  the  discbarge 
of  her  suspected  cargo.

The  following  communication  from  tbe  Street 
Commissi. mils  was  laid  before  the  Board  and  or- 
oered  to  he  printed: 

Boston,  Sept.  4, 1871. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Cuuncit: 

In  conformity  with  the  request  of  theCity  Coun- 
cil, as  contained  in  tin-  accompanying  order  of 
July  17,  1871,  that  this  Board  obtain  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  ol  laying  out  and  grading  West  Chester 
ji.uk  in  Beacon  street,  Commonwealth  avenue  to 
West  Chester  park  extended,  and  Huntington 
avenue  to  West  Chester  park  extended,  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  submit  the  iollow- 
iug  as  the  result  of  their  examination  into  the  sub- 
ject of  your  order: 

It  is  found  that  there  will  be  required  for  the  fill- 
ing of  Commonwealth  avenue.

The  owners  of  the  land  over  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  extend  these  avenues  express  their  will- 
ingness to  convey  to  the  city  such  of  it  as  is  neces- 
sary for  their  extension,  and  to  contribute  some- 
thing towards  the  cost  of  building  them;  so  that 
it  is  deemed  safe  to  say  that  the  whole  expense  to 
the  city  will  not  exceed  S450.000. 

The  estimate  given  above  covers  only  the  build- 
ing of  the  streets  to  tbe  estaldished  grade,  to- 
gether with  the  necessary  bridges  for  crossing  the 
Boston  &  Albany  and  Boston  &  Providence  rail- 
roads. 

In  regard  to  that  part  of  tbe  order  asking  the 
opinion  of  this  Board  as  to  the  expediency  of  lay- 
ing and  gradiag  these  streets  at  this  time,  it  may 
be  said  that  past  experience  has  shown  our  citi- 
zens that  a  wise  foresight  iu  regard  to  the  streets 
aud  avenues  of  this  city  was  not  displayed  in  the 
etrly  years  of  the  corporation.  It  would  seem  that 
but  little  was  theu  done  <>f  what  could  possibly  be 
avoided,  in  the  way  of  laying  out  new  streets,  or 
widening  old  ones,  aud  that  little  with  extreme  cau- 
tion comprising  nothing  but  what  the  rap- 
idly increasing!  population  and  business  of 
the  city  imperatively  demanded:  aud  it  now  re- 
quires no  argument'to  Show  that  this  caution  was 
practised  at  an  immense  cost  to  the  citizens,  and 
that  a  judicious  anticipation  of  such  wants  for 
the  future  should  he  in  advance  of  absolute  neces- 
sity. If  the  future  requirements  of  the  city,  in  re- 
gard to  street  accommodations,  were  considered 
at  all  in  its  early  years,  tbey  seem  to  have  been 
sadly  neglected  in  execution.  It  was  doubtless 
said  then,  as  it  is  frequently  said  now  of  contem- 
plated improvements,  "that  they  can  afford  to 
wait." 

If  the  Commissioners  were  asked  the  abstract 
question  whether  the  public  safe'h  and  conrenience 
required  the  laying  "out  and  grading  of  these 
streets  at  the  present  time,  the  answer  would 
probaoly  be  in  the  negative;  whih  at  the  same 
time  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  time  is  rapidly 
approaching  when  these  and  similar  improve- 
ments will  be  positively  demanoed,  and  that  every 
year's  delay  of  the  work  will  materially  increase 
its  cost. 

Commonwealth  avenue  and  West  Chester  nark 
may  now  oe  extended  at  their  present  width  to 
the"  proposed  termini  without  the  removal  of  any 
buildings;  but  any  postponement   of   the  work, 
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however  brief,  will  make  this  a  milter  of  great 
uncertainty,  and  it  would  seeui  a  great  mistake  if 
the  tine  priportions  of  these  sulenuid  avenues 
sliouid  be  permitted  to  be  in  any  "degree  curtailed 
through  want  of  proper  attention  of  the  city  to 
them  at  the  present  t  me. 

It  is  Qjanitest  that  the  improvement  in  question 
would  largely  benefit  certain  private  individuals 
and  companu  s,  which  has  been  represented  to  the 
persons  so  interested,  who  have  manifested  a  dis- 
position to  contribute  liberally  to  the  cost  of  the 
work. 

In  toe  judgment  of  this  Board  the  present  is  the 
uio&t  favorable  time  for  the  laying  out  and  grad- 
ing of  these  streets.  Jbor  it  is  certain  the  work 
can  never  be  done  cheaper  in  the  future,  and  tliat 
it  will  eventually  ha\e  to  he  done  seems  as  cer- 
tain as  anything  in  the  future  can.  Aud  the  Cop-- 
missioners  are  constrained  to  say  that  iftiiiil  ju- 
risdiction in  the  matter  rested  with  their  Board 
it  would  begin  the  work  at  once. 

Improvements  of  equal  importance  in  other 
parts  of  the  city,  petitioned  lor  by  many  of  ihe 
most  energeticbusiness  men,  latgest  tax-payers 
and  influential  citizens  of  Boston,  and  which,  after 
repeated  and  patient  healings,  the  board  have  be- 
come convinced  are  demanded  by  the  public,  have 
been  submitted  to  but  failed  to  receive  jthe  sanc- 
tion of  the  honorable  Council.  And  this  has  ad- 
monished us  to  withhold  the  presentation  of  the 
improvement  to  which  the  Council's  order  of  July 
refers,  though  at  the  repeated  hearings  the  Board 
have  given  the  public  upon  the  subject  of  the  ex- 
tension of  these  streets,  not  a  single  objection  has 
been  advanced. 

The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  as 
stated  herein  is  based  upon  a  proposition  trom  Mr. 
N.  C.  Jlunson,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  trans- 
mitted to  the  Council.

conveyed  by  me  as  aforesaid,  either  on  account  of 
benefits  resulting  from  l  lie  improvements  Inn  in 
mentioned  or  on  account  ot  any  future  extension 
of  either  of  said  avenues.

ALLEGED  SMOKE-HOUSE  Kl  1SAMCE. 

The  hearing  on  proposed  removal  of  smoke-house 
of  Francis  Burr  St  In.,  Carleloti's  wharf,  as  a  nui- 
sance, specially  assigned,  was  taken  up. 

.Mrs.  "l  oung.  lor  petitioners,  stated  that  for  two 
years  this  smoke-house  had  been  a  nuisance,  caus- 
ing a  had  stinch.and  siekne.-s  to  herself,  and 
aggravated  the  sickness  ot  her  husl  and.  The 
southwest  wind  blew  Ihe  smoke  to  her  honsi  in 
the  inns"  disagreeable  manner.  Ilcgs  bad  been 
kept,  on  the  wh.nf,  hut  she  did  not  know  that  tln-v 
were  kept  in  this  place,  she  did  rot  wish  to  be 
driven  out  of  her  house  in  her  old  age  on  account 
Of  the  nuisance.  Dr.  Ingalis.  as  her  pbysician,  on 
her  statement  as  to  the  supposed  <  ause  ol  her  ill- 
ue- s.  thought  from  her  lonrcsoiilations   ihat    this 


might  cause  sickness.  She  was  quite  positive  that 
the  smoke-house  was  in  operation  the  last  of  July 
and  of  August. 

Joho  King,  who  had  lived  sixteen  years  in  this 
vicinity,  staled  that  he  had  non°  but  the  l>est  feel- 
ings towards  Jlr.  Carleton,  nut  concurred  with 
Mrs.  Young  in  regard  to  the  place  being  a  nui- 
sance. It  was  only  last  nigUt  that  he  was  obliged 
to  close  bis  window  on  account  of  the  stench. 
This  stench  was  greater  at  low  water  than  at  any 
otter  tine,  when  the  gurrie  ot  the  ti.sh  was  left  iii 
the  dock.  He  had  complained  also  of  the  smoke 
as  a  nuisance,  ihe  smoke  had  turned  tne  paint 
on  bis  house. 

Mrs.  Crocker,  and  Jlr.  Young,  the  husband  of 
Mrs.  Young,  agreed  substantially  with  her  as  to 
the  nuisance  caused  hv  the  smoke-house. 

Mr.  BruivB,  police  office,  summoned  by  petition- 
ers, stated  that  he  bad  seen  smoke  issuing  from 
slid  bouse  once,  but  he  had  never  thought  it  to  he 
injurious  to  health. 

John  C.  Park,  in  behalf  of  Burr  &  Co.,  read  a 
remonstrance  from  1,'.  K.  Hahn  and  others  against 
the  proposed  removal  of  the  smoke-house,  made 
some  statements  relative  thereto,  and  called  sev- 
eral witnesses. 

Mr.  Burr  testified  that  he  had  rive  rooms  con- 
nected with  his  smoke-honse,  which  was  so  ar- 
ranged that  little  smoke  escaped  from  it.  The 
offal  oi  the  fish  was  sold,  none  of  it  going  into  the 
dock.  The  smoking  was  usually  done  from 
her  to  March  or  .May,  and  there  bad  nor  been  two 
days'  smoking  since  the  10th  of  June.  Mr.  Forris- 
tail,  superintendent  of  Health,  had  \  isited  the 
place,  but  made  no  objection  to  it. 

Daniel  D.  Kelly  stated  that  about  a  year  ago 
Airs.  Young  asked  him  to  sign  a  petition  lor  the 
removal  of  tin?  smoki -house,  which  he  declined. 
He  had  made  many  efforts  to  -rnell  this  siu«ke,  but 
in  only  oue  instance  could  he  detect  it. 

Dr.  Kent  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  smoke 
was  simply  wood  smoke,  ami  that  (here  were  many 
things  more  deleterious  to  health  than  this  was. 
He  did  not  know  of  the  distance  of  the  smoke- 
house until  it  had  been  in  operation  three  mouths. 

i.eorge  L.  Thoiniiike  slated  that  he  signed  the 
petition  of  Mrs.  Young  to  get  rid  of  her.  As  an 
owner  of  property  iu  the  neighborhood,  fend  hav- 
ing twelve  ur  fifteen  tenants,  none  of  iheni  had 
coin  plained  of  the  smoke-house. 

James  liartletr.  >4  Surnuei  street.  Harvev  Oral  k- 
er.  Hnwlanu  Hit!,  Joseph  Bobbins,  Henry  11.  EMU, 
and  U.  V.  Hahn,  living  or  doing  business  in  (be 
neighborhood,  bad  never  been  annoyc'l  by  the 
smoke  or  realized  any filing  objectionable  in  ic. 

Mr.  Park,  in  conclusion,  said  be  had  many  utter 
Witnesses  who  would  testily  to  the  same  etlei  t. 
There  must  be.  he  said,  many  things  unpleasant 
in  a  luge  commercial  city,  aud  in  the  necessity 
for  them  many  persons  might  prefer  not  to  h.i\e  a 
fish-house  near  tin m.  \ct  be  could  Mipp.  se  tliat  a 
lady  of  the  temperament  ol  ihe  petitioner  might 
imagine  a  great  deal,  while  there  was  no  proof 
that  the  smoke-house  was  offensive  to  a  living  be- 
ing. 

MIS.  Young  stated  that  if  was  oil  falling  down 
upon    the   lisu,   and    burning,   wliicti    caused    the 

stench. 

Ihe  report  of  the  committee  was  lee.  mmitted.

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  the  old  lease  ex- 
pired on  the  1st  September,  and  the  committee 
had  not  known  the  old  lessee  as  a  petitioner  for 
renewal.  The  parties  to  the  new  lease  are  per- 
fectly responsible  and  are  willing  to  pay  a  larger 
sum  than  any  others  had  offered. 

Alderman  White  stated  that  Mr.  Joy  came  to 
him  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
thirty  days  since,  and  talked  upon  the  subject  of  a 
renewal  of  the  lease,  when  he  was  told  that  other 
parties  were  willing  to  give  more,  and  if  he  wished 
to  continue  it  to  send  in  bis  proDosals.  He  had 
not  done  so,  and  the  lease  has  run  out.  The  par- 
ties named  in  the  order  bid  higher  than  any  other 
parties,  and  they  were  perfectly  responsible  and 


satisfactory  to  the  committee.    They  therefore  re- 
ported in  favor  of  giving  the  lease  to  them.

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  amount 
unexpended  September  1  was  $101,649. 

The  amount  to  be  paid  on  contracts  for  raising 
and  underpinning  buildings,  constructing  retain- 
ing-walls,  bridges,  etc.,  not  yet  completed,  is 
$155,705  93.  This  Is  exclusive  fit  the  contract  lor 
rilling. 

The  unpaid  drafts  in  the  Auditors  office  Sep- 
tember 1  amounted  10  $31,046  50. 

The  receipts  on  account;  of  the  sales  of  old  build- 
ing materials,  etc.,  amount  to  116,66619;  which 
sum  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

The  amoKnt  paid  lor  estates  surrendered,  and 
for  portions  of  estates  lemaining  after  the  widen- 
ing of  streets,  is  $314,951  07.  It  should  ho  borne  in 
mind  that  the  whole  of  this  large  amount  will  be 
refunded  to  the  city  when  the  estates  arc  sold. 

it  was  estimated,  when  «he  orders  for  Hie  im- 
provements were  adopted,  that  the  expense  l»r 
raising  and  underpinning  the  buildings  on  the 
district  would  aniouut  to  $844,000.  This  portion 
of  the  work  is  nearly  :<11  finished  oi  under  contract 
at  the  present  time,  and  it  appears  that  the  actual 
cost,  after  maKing  a  liberal  allowance  on  account 
of  the  buildings  demolished,  will  fall  short  of  the 
estimates  some  $300,000.  The  actual  cost  of  hlling 
will  also  be  less  thau  the  estimates. 

Jt  is  safe,  therefore,  to  state  that  the  net  cost  of 
the  improvement  will  be  considerably  within  the 
estimates  upon  which  it  was  ordered. 

The  passage  of  the  accompanying  order  is  re- 
spectftilly  recommended.

SEMI-A_NNUAIj  REPORT  OK  IN8PEOTOB    OK  PRISONS. 

Alderman  Little  submitted  in  print  the  semi- 
annual report  of  the  Inspectoi  of  Prisons  and 
Houses  of  Detention  in  Suffolk  countv  for  the  first 
half  of  1871. 

Jail.  Number  of  commitments  lor  seven  months 
ending  July  21,  '2819;  discharged,  2834;  died,  1; 
number  at  last  inspection,  198,  189  ol  whom  were 
for  trial,  six  as  witne.-ses,  3  as  debtors. 

The  jail  is  under  good  government,  and  is  kept 
in  good  order  and  condition,  and  the  work  is  doue 
by  the  prisoners. 

The  ventilation  is  remarkably  good,  and  the  gen- 
eral health  of  prisoners  is  improved  rather  than 
impaired  by  confinement  therein. 

The  piisoners  are  Kept  clean  and  under  good 
discipline.  Punishments  are  seldom  needed.  The 
ordinary  punishment  is  the  deprivation  of  bed  for 
a  night,  or  a  day  and  night,  and,  in  extreme 
cases,  solitary  imprisonment,  as  provided  by  stat- 
ute. No  provision  of  law  appears  to  hive  been 
violated  or  neglected.  No  prisoner  has  escaped, 
and  no  or.e  has  been  pardoned.  The  death  was  of 
John  Sweeney,  by  delirium  tremens. 

Houses  of  Industry  ami  Hi/or  ma' ion.  Whole 
number  of  commitments,  2474,  of  which  1858  were 
for  drunkenness;  281  as  commou  drunkards;  74 
vagabonds;  83  for  larceny  ;  59  idle  and  disorderly ; 
34  common  night-walkers.  The  discharges  were 
2380,  ol  which  2063  were  by  expiration  of  sentence, 
234  by  payment  of  lines  and  costs,  73  by  Directors, 
4  by  Governor's  pardon,  and  6  bv  death.  Remain- 
ing Aug.  14,  592— males,  287:  females,  305—91  more 
than  at  the  previous  inspection.  As  there  are  but 
400  cells,  and  one  person  only  confined  in  each,  192 
were  provided  with  sleeping  accommodations  on 
the  platforms,  in  the  hospitals,  nursery,  etc.  The 
attention  of  the  government  is  called  to  the  neces- 
sity of  pi  oviding  additional  accommodations  for 
the  inmates  of  tins  institution,  by  removing  the 
paupers  to  some  other  building  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable. 

The  commitments  to  the  House  of  Reformation 
numbered  133 — vagrants,  61 ;  truancy,  54;  larceny, 
10;  stubborn  children,  6;  assault  ana  battery,  2. 
There  were  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence, 
77,  by  Directors,  46;  died,  1.  Remaining,  August 
14,  302— boys,  262;  girls,  40;  increase,  9.  Until 
April  30,  all  the'  inmates  attended  school,  and  the 
smaller  boys  since,  while  the  larger  ones  have 
worked  on  the  farm,  and  the  girls  are  taught  gen- 
eral housework,  sewing,  knitting,  etc. 

Lunatic  Hospital.  Number  under  care  during 
the  rerm,  299;  admitted,  71;  discharged,  63;  re- 
maining, 263— mates,  124;  females,  112;  increase, 
8.  Of  those  discharged,  21  had  recovered,  7  were 
more  or  less  improved,  9  not  improved,  and  26 


died.  Ten  of  the  deaths  were  from  consumption, 
ten  from  organic  disease  of  the  brain,  four  from 
exhaustion,  and  one  each  by  dysentery  and  sui- 
cide. 

Of  those  discharged  not  improved,  three  were 
admitted  out  of  humanity,  that  they  might  be 
properly  cared  for  till  their  triends  could  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  their  treati.ient 
elsewhere. 

The  general  nealth.  of  the  inmates  has  been 
good.  The  Hospital  has  been  crowded  to  more 
than  its  proper  capacity  during  the  whole  term. 
To  this,  and  to  the  tact  that  there  can  he  no  at- 
tempt at  ventilation,  may,  doubtless,  be  fairly  at- 
tributed the  large  percentage  of  deaths  from"  dis- 
ease of  the  lungs. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  accommodations  fur- 
nished in  the  building  at  south  Boston  have  been 
insufficient  and  unsuitable.  The  responsibility  for 
this  resfs  upon  the  City  Government.  F.ither  the 
city  should  provide  a  suitable  hospital  of  its  own, 
or  measures  should  be  taken  for  tne  transfer  of  a 
portion,  or  the  whole,  of  those  in  the  institution 
at  South  Boston  to  some  State  asylum. 

House  of  Correction.  Number  "of  commitments 
493,  of  which  94  were  for  larceny  in  a  building,  76 
larceny,  82  assault  and  battery,  23  breaking  and 
entering,  29  larceny  from  the  person.  6  common 
night-walkers,  11  keeping  bouses  of  ill-fame.  The 
seoteuees  varied  from  fifteen  days  to  thirty-six 
months.  Number  of  males  411;  females  82.  em- 
ployment of  males — making  hoots  aDd  »hoes  190, 
brushes  75,  running  sewing-machines  48;  26  fe- 
nalee  employed  ou  contract  work,  in  as  prison 
cooks.  There  have  been  discharged  544 — on  ex- 
piration of  sentence  488;  pardoned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor 26;  by  Direetois  5;  discharged  by  order  of 
court,  for  non-payment  of  tines  and  costs.  31 ;  paid 
lines,  20;  died,  to";  decrease  in  numbers,  51. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Out 
of  193  commitments,  ten  (mere  wrecks  when  sen- 
tenced) hive  died  since  the  previous  inspection  in 
December  last. 

for  want  ot  cells,  a  portion  of  the  male  prisoners 
are  lodged  in  the  prison  attic.  The  attenuon  of  the 
Government  has  been  heretofore  called  to  the 
necessity  lor  additional  lodging  accommodations. 

Only  one  prisoner  is  allowed  to  occupy  a  cell  at 
onetime.  Deprivation  of  bed  and  solitary  con- 
finement are  the  modes  of  punishment.  The  pris- 
on is  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated.  Good  disci- 
pline appears  to  be  maintained. 

The  report  was  accepted.

REGULATIONS  OF  WARDROOMS. 

Alderman  Talbot  offered   the  following  order, 
which  was  read  once  and  considered  : 
Ordered,  That    the   Superintendent  of  Public 


Buildings  in  issuing  permits  for  the  use  of  ward 
rooms  in  this  city  shall  require  a  conformity  on 
the  part  of  all  applicants  with  the  following  rules : 

No  permit  for  the  use  of  a  wardroom  shall  be 
granted  upon  any  application  tiled  for  more  than 
six  days  before  the  hour  of  the  proposed  meeting, 
or  upon  an  application  tiled  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  the  ;ime  for  a  proposed  meeting. 

So  permit  shall  be  issued  to  tbe  same  applicant 
or  applicants  lor  the  use  of  any  wardroom  b  r  two 
days  m  succession. 

Alderman  Cutter  wished  to  know  what  emer- 
geucy  required  the  p  ssage  of  such  an  order  and 
what  goo. i  would  ee  me  of  it,  hel  eving  that  the  ex- 
isting regulations  were  good  and  sufficient  lor  the 
purpose.  Unless  there  could  be  shown  a  necessi- 
ty for  it  he  could  mt  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  iaP.ot  replied  that  the  order  was  de- 
signed to  stop  abuses  in  obtaining  possession  of 
ward  rooms  and  holding  them  to  prevent  others 
from  obtaining  the  use  of  them.  The  orner  was 
for  the  further  object  of  legulating  tbe  use  of  the 
wardrooms. 

Ali'erman  Cutter  further  opposed  the  order  as 
liable  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  applicants  in 
the  use  of  wardrooms. 

Alderman  Gibson  exoressed  the  opinion  that 
the  last  provision  was  a  good  one,  in  preventing 
any  parties  from  usiLg  wardrooms  for  more  than 
one  day  at  a  time. 

Alderman  Cowdin  ol  jetted  to  the  limit  of  twen- 
ty-foui  hours  in  the  application  for  use  of  a  ward- 
room, citing  a  case  in  which  meetings  were  re- 
cently oidered  on  a  certain  evening,  and  from  the 
absence  of  the  chairman  of  a  committee  the  ap- 
plication could  not  be  made  beyond  the  tweuty- 
foui  hours. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  the  regula- 
tion proposed  would  prevent  contusion  in  the  use 
ot  wardrooms,  and  would  he  a  fair  thing  for  all 
parties. 

Alderman  Cutter  further  remarked  that  he  could 
not  understand  the  good  of  the  order  or  the  emer- 
gency for  its  passage;  and,  lor  the  purpose  of 
considering  it  more  fully,  moved  that  it  be  laid  on 
the  table  for  one  week. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  order  w  (s 
offered  at  th»  request  of  tbe  Superintendent  ol 
Public  Ruildings,  whose  statemeut  is  tha'  parties 
sometimes  get  permits  for  the  use  of  wardrooms. 
not  to  use  them,  but  to  prevent  others  from  using 
them. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  canted.

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
SEPT.  14,  1871. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  1%  o'clock,  Mat- 
thias Kich,  the  fresident,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  monthly  report  of  the  Auditor  was  ordered 
to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  petitions  of  William  G.  Train  and  of  Cathar- 
ine Griffin  were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

Messrs.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16,  Moultun  of  Ward  9, 
and  Clatur  of  Ward  4  were  joined  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  petition  of  Nathaniel  Hall  and  others, 
of  Dorchester,  for  municipal  aid  to  obtain  in- 
creased postal  facilities  in  Ward  16. 

The  application  of  the  Sealers  of  Weights  and 
Measures  lor  increase  of  their  own  and  their  as- 
sistants' salaries,  was  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  reference  to  Committee  on  the  tire  Depart- 
ment of  Keport  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings,  on  the  petition  of  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  7  for  alterations  on  their  house,  was 
concurred  in. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Keport  and  oider  to  purchase  a  new  carriage  for 
Hook  and  Lalder  Co.  No.  4,  at  a  cost  of  S1500. 

Order  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  lor  a  ferry 
slip  at  che  loot  of  State  street,  and  the  necessary 
orders  for  taking  such  lauds,  flats,  docks  and 
wharves,  as  may  be  it  quired  therefor. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  twice 
and  passed: 

Order  to  pay  John  P.  Neal  fifty  dollars,  for  injur- 
ies received  as  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Order  for  ihe  conveyance  to  Abram  French  of 
eighty  square  feet  of  land  adjoining  his  estate  on 
Sturgis  street,  discontinued  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners. 

Order  for  tne  conveyance  to  Hiram  Johnson  of 
255  square  feet  of  land  adjoining  his  estate  on 
Washington  street,  discontinued  by  the  street 
Commissioners. 

Order  to  appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  make  arrangements  lor  laying 
the  corner-stone  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument. 

Order  to  lease  to  Thayer  &  Dunham  the  strip 
of  land  on  Washington  and  Water  streets,  and  the 
building  thereon,  for  three  years,  at  a  rent  of 
$  1600  per  annum,  ou  the  conditions  set  torth  in 
said  order 

The  order  for  the  conveyance  to  W  m.  H.  Bord- 
man  of  a  parcel  of  land  on  Sturgis  street  adjoining 
his  estate,  also  a  parcel  of  land  on  Wendell  street 
adjoining  his  estate,  discontinued  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  the  passage  of 
the  order  without  further  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject and  an  examination  of  the  plans,  the  extension 
of  the  street  having  been  made  at  the  close  of  the 
last  year,  and  good  reasons  should  be  given  for  a 
change  in  the  Tine  of  the  streets  named.  On  bis 
motion  the  order  was  laid  on  the  table. 

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  to  place  a  fire-alarm  bell  and  strikinc  ap- 
paratus in  the  tower  of  the  Lewis  Schoolhouse,  at 
an  expense  of  not  more  than  $1800. 

Order  authorizing  a  contract  with  D.  D.  Kelly 
for  the  construction  of  the  hull  of  the  new  ferry- 
boat, he  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

Order  authorizing  the  employment  of  M.  J. 
Croak  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Assessors. 

The  report  and  orders  establishing  the  salaries  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  Inspector 
ol  Buildings,  and  the  clerk  and  assistants  ol  said 
inspector,  lieing  under  consideration.  Mr.  Barnes 
of  Ward  I  moved  to  amend  the  salary  (if  the  su- 
perintendent of  Printing  by  making  it  $3000.  In 
support  of  the  motion,  he  said  the  office  W  as  as  re- 
sponsible as  that  of  other  heads  of  departments 
receiving  that  sum,  and  the  officer  appointed  was 
capable,,and|his  duties  of  that  importance  as  to  re- 
quire to' be  well  paid.  He  did  not  doubt  that  if 
members  of  the  Council  would  look  iuto  It,  they 
would  agree  with  him  on  the  subject. 


The  amendment  was  lost— 9  to  16 — when  the  or- 
ders were  passed. 

The  orders  to  pay  Thomas  Garfield  S2000,  for 
32,450  square  feet  of  land  between  stony  Brook 
and  the  Boston  &  Providence  Kailroad,  the  city 
to  pay  all  sums  for  betterment  on  said  lot  on  ac- 
count of  improving  Stony  Brook,  and  for  a  trans- 
fer of  said  sum  from  the  Keserved  Fund,  were  con- 
sidered. 

Jlr.  Bickford  of  Ward  15  asked  for  information 
on  the  subject,  and  wished  to  know  how  the  city 
was  to  get  at  the  laud  should  it  be  purchased,  and 
the  objectof  the  purchase.  No  answer  being  made, 
he  repeated  the  request,  insisting  upon  knowing 
iiefore  being  called  upon  to  vote.  He  could  not 
see  any  chance  for  the  city  to  get  at  the  land,  situ- 
ated as  it  was. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  the  same  questions  were 
asked  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  no 
oue  seemed  to  know  anything  in  relation  to  the 
matter.  He  would  like  some  information  on  the 
subject,  and  moved  that  the  orders  be  laid  on  the 
table.    Carried. 

COMMUNICATION     FROM    THE     SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to 
provide  suitable  cases  in  the  corridors  of  the 
tiirls'  High  and  Normal  Schoolhouse,  unfer  the 
direction  of  Prof.  Agassiz  of  Harvard  University, 
for  the  reception  of  such  specimens  of  natuial 
history  as  he  shall  donate  to  tte  city  for  use  in 
this  place. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Instruction. 

COMMUNICATION     RELATING    TO     PUBLIC     INSTITU- 
TIONS. 

A  communication  was  laid  before  the  Council,  in 
print,  from  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  In- 
stitutions, transmitting  information  relating  to 
the  public  institutions,  incompliance  with  an  or- 
der <>f  the  Citv  Council,  of  July  24,  1871. 

The  Board  turn  their  attention  first  to  the  Luna- 
tic Hospital,  of  which  they  give  a  history  from  the 
occupation  of  the  present  ouilding  in  1839,  previ- 
ous to  which  time  the  insane  of  this  city  having 
been  provided  for  in  the  McLean  Asylum,  and  in 
the  V\  orcester  Hospital  upon  its  establishment  in 
1833. 

1  he  retui  u  of  incurables  from  the  Worcester 
Hospital  made  it  necessary  to  establish  an  institu- 
tion for  Suffolk  county.  In  rive  years  the  building 
was  found  to  be  too  small,  and  in  1846  it  was  en- 
larged to  double  its  original  capacity.  In  1853  it 
was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  since  that 
time  the  subject  of  an  enlargement  or  removal 
elsewhere  has  been  frequently  oei'ore  the  City 
Council.  The  hospital  has  been  relieved  at  times 
by  the  removal  of  State  patients  to  Tauuton  ami 
Northampton,  but  since  1857,  when  the  Board  of 
Directors  took  charge  of  this  institution,  the 
Board  and  other  persons  of  an  official  character 
have  represented  the  building  as  unsuitable  for 
the  uses  for  which  it  was  designed. 

The  communication  gives  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  the  selection  of  the  \\  inthrop  Farm  for  a 
site  for  a  hospital  in  1865,  and  the  various  reasons 
in  favor  of  such  a  selection,  with  the  action  of  the 
Ulty  Council  of  1867  In  the  approval  of  the  plans 
and  for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  hospital 
there,  which  was  vetoed  by  the  .Mayor.  Ttiey 
state  that  the  following  are  among  the  considera- 
tions which  led  to  the  adoption  ol  the  Wintbrop 
Farm : 

Access  will  be  sufficiently  easy  by  steam  and 
horse  rail,  and  by  turnpike.  A  ride  of  less  than 
an  hour  will  take  the  visitor  to  the  gate. 

A  wharf  for  the  landing  and  storing  of  heavy 
supplies  can  be  had  within  a  mile  nl  the  same. 

The  views  from  Winthrop  Farm  are  unequalled. 
The  landscapes  are  broad,  and  of  great  variety  and 
beauty,  while  the  great  sea-view  is  one  of  the  rar- 
est excellence, 

the  good  effect  of  these  upon  the  insane  as  cura- 
tive measures  is  incalculable.  For  many  \ears 
Ibis  has  been  fully  demonstrated  at  South  Boston, 
though  to  a  limited  extent. 

The  farm  is  so  situated  that  the  hospital  here 
can  never  be  annoyed  by  settlements  in  close  prox- 
imity,   This  is  a  peculiarly  valuable  feature  in  a 

sire  tor  Ibe  toe&tion  of  a  hospital  lor  the  insane. 
In  this  particular,  the  Winthiop  site  lar  excels  all 
other  that  have  been  named.  From  it*  natural  po- 
sition, the  requisite  quiet  and  seclusion  can  here 
be  maintained  without  interruption.  The  com- 
munity, also,  will    here  escape  the   annoyances  in 

cidentto  the  presence  ol  a  congregation  <  t  > 

persons  in    their    midst,  which    no   rare,  however 
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vigilant  on  toe  part  of  the  management,  can  pre- 
vent. 

.-should  the  population  of  the  city  io  the  future 
he  largely  increased  by  annexation  Of  (  harles- 
town  anil  other  suburban  cities  an  '  towns,  ami 
additional  hospital  accommodations  be  required, 

the  (arm  affords  ftllOlher  eligible   sue  lor  the  loca- 
tion of  such  buildings  a3  may  be  necessary. 

It  is  c.rgcil  that  umler  the  usual  public  policy  re- 
garding charitable  institutions,  this  Institution 
will  be  exempted  from  taxation  by  law.  Farther- 
more,  it  is  believed  that  in  a  few  years  Winthrop, 
bv  nature  a  part  of  Kast  Boston,  will  be  annexed 
to  this  city,  nut  il  not  and  a  tax  is  required,  it  will 
be  but  a  town  tax.  while  it  the  hospital  be  located 
within  the  city  limits,  on  a  suitable  site  of  ample 
size,  a  laige  tract  of  laud,  at  a  primary  cost  vastly 
greater  th. m  that  of  Winthrop  Farm,  must  be  with- 
held From  the  hand  of  private  enterprise,  which, 
ii  built  upon  and  improved,  would  'n  a  few  years 
pay  into  the  treasury  far  mure  than  would  he  with- 
drawn by  taxation  at  Winthrop.  .Moreover,  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  location  of  surh  a 
bospit.il  in  the  midst  of  a  rapidlv  increasing 
population  will,  in  a  few  years,  prove  Injurious 
alike  to  the  best  interests"  of  the  patient-  ami  to 
the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  those  desii  ingor  com- 
pelled to  reside  in  that  neighborhood. 

The  Hoard  consider  the  question,  now  first  pio- 
posed  alter  eight  years  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject, uf  asking  the  State  to  build  a  hospital  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Boston  insane.  Under  the 
present  assessment.  Boston  would  be  obliged  to 
pay  about  lorty  pi  r  cent,  of  the  OMI  of  the  new 
building.  The  inmates  of  this  institution  would 
be  c-inmitted  as  paupers,  and  Boston  would  lose 
all  control,  not  only  of  the  inmates,  but  of  the  in- 
stitution. Admitting  that  the  expense  ol  suppoi  t- 
ing  the  insane  in  such  a  building  would  be  some- 
what less  than  in  a  building  owned  by  the  city, 
tbe  advantages  of  the  control  of  such  a  hospital 
would  ne  lost,  and  Boston,  with  its  boasted  repu- 
tation, would  present  the  huiniliatingspcctacle  of 
a  great  and  prosperous  municipality  farming  out 
to  the  mercies  ol  the  State  a  large  class  of  lis  most 
unfortunate  and  deserving  citizens,  every  one  of 
whom  possesses  a  legal  claim  upon  its  charity,  for 
the  purpose  of  saving  tbe  sum  of  sixty  per  cent,  ol 
the  cost  of  a  hospital  building,  and  the  interest  on 
the  cost  of  tbe  same.  By  the  same  reasoning  the 
state  might,  with  equal  propriety,  be  asked  to 
take  charge  ol  the  inmates  of  our  almshouse,  and 
of  our  penal  and  reformatory  institutions. 

It  is  doubted,  however,  whether  there  would  re 
much  difference  in  the  expense,  and  it  is  urged 
that  the  cost  of  supporting  Boston  natients  in  a 
Boston  institution  will  be  very  materially  reduced 
if  the  hospital  can  have  the  advantages  of  a  good 
farm  from  which  to  draw  all  its  supplies  of  milk, 
vegetables  and  fruit,  instead  of  heing  obliged  to 
purchase  them  as  at  present.  The  success  of  an 
insane  hospital  is  not  to  be  estimated  by  the 
cheapness  with  which  its  patients  are  supported, 
but  by  the  advantages  afforded  for  the  relief  and 
cure  of  its  unfortunate  inmates. 

To  the  question  whether  tbe  State  will  build  such 
a  hospital  as  has  been  proposed  for  lhe  benefit  of 
Boston,  the  Board  believe  that  a  reply  can  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  state  Chari- 
ties for  1870,  in  which  is  indicated  an  intention  to 
oppose  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  fourth  hos- 
pital for  the  insane. 
On  this  sunject  the  Board  conclude  as  follows: 
The  Board  of  Directors  bave  laid  before  you 
such  information  as  they  possess,  to  aid  in  "the 
proper  disposal  of  this  subject,  which  has  for  so 
long  a  period  claimed  the  attention  of  successive 
City  Councils.  They  have  done  it  in  a  spirit  of 
sympathy  for  this  helpless  and  deserving  class. 

Humanity,  liberality,  and  public  spirit  alike 
demand  of  as  what  we  oelieve  to  be  the  right  of 
the  insane  to  receive,  and  the  duty  of  the  city  to 
provide. 

Home  for  the  I'onr.  In  relation  to  this  subject, 
the  Board  express  the  opinion  that  the  necessirv 
for  such  an  institution  is  imperative  has  long 
been  realized  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  his- 
tory of  legislation  on  this  subiect  is  also  given, 
w  ith  the  action  of  the  Ciiy  Council  in  1869,  in  au- 
thorizing the  Directors  to  procure  plans  and  esti- 
mates for  a  new  building. 

The  plans  which  were  approved,  and  but  for  an 
accidental  omission  in  the  closing  session  of  the 
Common  Council  of  1870,  would  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  erection  ol  a  building,  embody  tbe 
latest  improvements  suggested  by  long  experience 
in  the  management  of  institutions  of  this  charac- 
ter.   They  contemplate  a  distinct  classification  of 


the  inmates,  providing  three  separate  wards  for 
each  sex,  with  all  tb.'  conveniences  requisite  to 
the  comfort  of  the  recipients  of  tbe  city's  charity. 
(Special  provision  ln>  been  made  to  prevent  a 
separation  of  aged  or  Infirm  married  couoles  who 
through  sickness  or  mltiortune  6eek  a  home 
within  its  wails,  it  is  Intended  that  tne  building 
shall  combine  all  that  .  he  wisdom  of  experience 
can  suggest  for  the  economical  cue  of  the  poor. 
This  plan  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  500 
inmates  exclusive  of  children,  and  by  the  erection 
of  wings  could  be  made  to  accommodate  1000. 

The  Dire  tors  were  nflueuced.  in  the  selection 
ol  the  site  at  Deer  Island,  by  considerations  of 
the  highest  regard  for  tbe  welfare  of  tbe  poor  and 
for  tbe  best  interests  of  the  community.  In  the 
election  of  the  building  for  pauper  children,  the 
City  tl  luocll  provided  tor  a  separation  of  tbe 
Children  from  the  unfavorable  influences  of  many 
adult  paupers,  and  in  licated  an  intention  to  locate 
tbe  Hume  for  the  Poor  on  the  Island.  Should 
the  institution  be  removed  to  tbe  Highlands, 
a  separate  building  for  these  children  will  be 
an  imperative  necessity.  It  should  be  as 
complete  in  all  its  accommodations  and  details 
as  that  now  occupied  at  the  island,  and 
whicu  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  forty  thousand 
dollars.  Milder  the  most  favorable  circumstances, 
assisted  bv  a  large  amount  of  piison  labor.  Ihe 
site  at  Deer  Island  affords  facilities  for  an  econom- 
ical management  of  the  institution  presented  by 
no  other  iu  this  vicinity.  In  erecting  the  Home 
for  the  Poor  at  this  place,  a  large  amount  will  be 
saved  each  year  in  the  item  of  salaries  alone.  All 
supplies  will  be  transported  as  at  present,  with- 
out additional  expense,  and  the  ln-titution  will  be 
spared  many  annoyances  from  without  incident  to 
an  inland  location. 

The  Board  deny  that  any  stigma  attaches  to  the 
name  Of  the  island,  and  assert  that  for  economy 
in  construction,  superintendence,  and  mainte- 
nance, or  for  the  comfort,  health,  and  happiness 
of  its  inmates,  no  location  in  the  vicinity  of  Bos- 
ton presents  greater  facilities. 

It  is  doubted  whether  $75,000  will  be  adequate 
for  the  purpose  of -making  the  Koxbury  Almshouse 
a  suitable  building  for  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  while 
it  would  ne  inconvenient  and  unsuitable  in  many 
respects,  and  objectionable  on  account  of  its  loca- 
tion in  the  centre  of  a  steadily  increasing  popula- 
tion. Instead  ol  answering  the  purpose  for  one 
hundred  years,  they  doubt  whether  it  would  hardly 
suffice  lor  ten  yeais. 

The  Board  have  observed  with  pleasure  that  an 
enlightened  public  opinion  is  beginning  to  look 
upon  the  victim  of  iDteniperance  as  unfortunate 
rather  tbaii  cuniinal,  as  he  is  regarded  by  existing 
laws,  and.  a*  such,  deserving  svmpatby  and  en- 
couragement rather  than  punishment"  and  dis- 
grace; and  wilh  the  growth  of  this  feeling  the 
groundless  prejudice  age ins t  Deer  Island  will  be 
removed. 

H-use  of  Correction.  Upon  the  question  of  tbe 
expediency  of  making  extensive  repairs  and  alter- 
ations at  the  House  of  Correction,  or  of  erecting 
a  new  institution  in  some  other  locality, the  Board 
refer  to  th--  plans  prepared  and  sunmicted  to  the 
City  Council.  In  considering  tbe  question  of  re- 
moval, it  is  said  business  interests  do  not  require 
it,  bu,  should  tbe  tilling  of  the  flats  make  the  pres- 
ent site  too  valuable  for  its  present  occupation, 
the  increased  value  will  more  than  compensate  for 
auy  expenditure  that  may  now  he  necessary  to 
enable  tbis  institution  to  continue  as  iu  time  past 
a  crelit  to  the  city. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  plans  of  the  Board  the 
city  will  be  relieved  from  the  vast  expenditure  in- 
volved in  tbe  erection  of  a  new  prison  at  the  pres- 
ent time;  the  increased  number  of  inmates  will  be 
provided  with  suitable  accommodations  and  hospit- 
al conveniences,  and  tne  improved  structure  will 
meet  all  requirements  in  a  complete  and  satisfac- 
tory manner  for  considerable  time  to  come.  With 
the  proposed  addition  of  a  new  or  north  wing,  the 
accommodations  may  be  increased  to  a  capacity 
tor  six  hundred  prisoners,  male  and  female,  ana 
in  the  event  of  the  erection  of  a  new  lunatic  hos- 
pital, the  present  hospital  building  may  be  remod- 
elled and  fitted  as  a  separate  prison  ior  females. 
These  alterations,  with  the  extension  of  the  west 
wing,  would  give  accommodation  for  1016  prison- 
ers, and  the  cost  would  be  $195,868  90,  while  a  new 
institution  to  provide  for  800  inmates  is  estimated 
to  cost  $932.388,without  including  the  cost  of  loca- 
tion and  other  necessary  expenditures. 

Should  it  be  determined  to  incur  the  expenditure 
for  a  new  building,  the  Board  express  the  opinion 
that  Deer  Island  is  not  a  suitable  location.    It 
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would  he  objectionable  on  account  of  the  other  in- 
stitutions. auo  the  area  of  the  island  is  noDe  too 
gieatfor  the  prospective  needs  of  those  institu- 
tions. Much  of  the  island  required  for  agricultural 
purposes  must  he  taken,  and  this  must  be  walled 
to  pi  event  the  escape  of  convicts.  As  a  result  of 
the  removal,  the  .present  contractors  for  labor  of 
prisoners  would  immediately  suspend  their  con- 
tracts, and  ihe  institution  which  fot  the  past  two 
years  has  been  and  is  now  self-sustaining,  will  be- 
come a  burden  to  the  city. 

'  The.  Board  refer  to  the  two  important  improve- 
ment.;, long  tlesired,  which  are  recommended  in 
theii  plans,  the  removal  of  the  hospital  from  its 
present  unsuitable  place,  and  the  rifting  up  o     the 

iires'ent  hospital  building  as  a  laundry  am!  boiler 
louse,  with  the  heating  of  the  entire  "building  by 
steam.  In  these  plans,  the  needs  of  the  House  of 
Correction,  both  as  regards  its  economical  and 
successful  administration,  and  the  comfort  and 
welfare  id'  its  Inmates,  have  been  fully  provided 
for. 

In  submitting  these  conclusions  for  the  informa- 
tion and  consideration  of  the  City  Council,  the  Di- 
rectors are  influenced  solely  by  a  deep  regard  for 
the  welfare  of  the  public  institutions  of  the  city, 
and  aii  earnest  desire  to  fulfil  the  high  and  re- 
sponsible trust  committed  to  their  charge. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  give  the  following  esti- 
mates to  convince  al'  who  desire  an  ecoin  mical 
and  prudent  expenditure  of  the  public  money . 
that  these  plans  contemplate  a  speedy  and  effect- 
ual relief  I roin  the  present  overcrowde  d  and  un- 
comfortable condition.

An  appendix  accompanying  the  communication 
con  rains  testimonials  I  roin Several  superintendents 
of  lunatic  asylum's  as  to  the  suitableness  of  the 
Winlhi'np  ['"mm  fora  hospital,  and  from  the  board 
of  Health  and  citizens  ot  Wintnrop  in  relation  io 
the  temperature  ol  the  air  and  the  fertility  of  the 
soil. 

A  minority  report  was  submitted  from  Mr.  Cobb. 
a  member  of  ihe  Board,  ns  follows: 

The  subject  .which  his  been  longest  under  con- 
sideration, and  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment has  been  tin  st  persistently  call"  il,  is  Ihe 
want  or  improved  accouinridations  for  the  insane 
Who  have  a  legal  settlement  in  the  city  ol    Boston. 

Tliattl'c  present  accommodations  at  sou'h  Bos- 
ton are  ini  iquatc  ami  unsultaole  is  generally  ad- 
mitted. The  only  question  is  in-  regard  to  the 
manner  in  which  suitable  provision  lor  the  care 


and   maintenance  of  its  insane  should  be  made  by 
the  city. 

The  undersigned  has  heretofore  stated  quite  fully 
the  objections  to  the  loc-ttioii  of  a  hospital  on  the 
•■  Wintnrop  tarm,"  so  calle'l-and  has  submitted  the 
opinion  of  many  of  the  leading  physicians  in  ibis 
city  in  support  of  those  *  bjeotions.isee  City  Docu- 
ment 107. 1869).  There  are  also  objections,  which 
have  not  been  particularly  dwelt  upon,  to  the 
building  which  the  City  Council  is  urged  to  erecf 
on  this  site.  A  structure  erected  in  acconlance 
with  the  plans  now  before  the  Government  would 
practically  prevent  the  application  of  any  im- 
provements upon  the  old  system  of  herding  a  large 
number  of  insane  persons  together  in  one  vast  es- 
tablishment. The  following  extracts  Mill  suffi- 
ciently snow  the  views  of  those  best  qualified  t" 
speak'on  this  point: 

Dr.  Bemis.  Superintendant  of  the  Lunatic  Hos- 
pital at  Worcester,  states  in  his  thirty-seventh 
annual  report  (l*ub.  Doc.  So.  23.  18001  that  "the 
first  consideration  of  importance  is  the  proper  lo- 
cation of  the  buildings  for  an  insane  asylum.  The 
site  should  be  elevated,  and  if  possible  on  a  sunny 
Slope,  and  by  no  means  t»  a  Cfihl  or  eipaseri  situa- 
tion. The  buildings  should  be  mainly  ol  urn  sto- 
ries. *  *  They  should  consist  of.  nrst  a  hospital 
proper,  containing  every  facility  in  its  construc- 
tion for  classification,  seclusion  and  treatment, 
which  ingenuity  cm  devise  or  skill  create.  This 
will  be  best  obtained  bv  the  etectiou  of  separate 
blocks,  or  wings  at  some  little  distance  from  each 
other,  connected  by  light,  airy  passages  or  corri- 
dors, under  which  shall  be  a  continuous  liascmcnt. 
*  *  This  centre  group  of  blocks  or  wings  should  be 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate,  in  tbe  l>est 
possible  manner,  about  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  of  patients  destiued  to  be  niauaged  and 
controlled  in  the  whole  establishment.  *  *  The 
remaining  two-thirds  should  he  accommodated  in 
houses  of  smaller  capacity,  built  for  the  puroose, 
on  tbe  grounds  of  the  institution,  and  within  its 
iuclosutes." 

Dr.  Chuate,  formerly  Superintendent  of  the  Lu- 
natic Hospital  at  Taunton,  states  in  a  communica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  state  Charities,  that  "several 
detached  buddings  under  one  organization  are 
now  deemed  to  lie  the  most  satis'actory  means  of 
providing  for  the  insane  poor,  or  combining  eeon- 
omv  with  Ihe  most  peifect  classification  possible." 
(5th  Kept.  Board  of  State  Charities,  p.  170.) 

The  Tiustecs  of  the  state  l.un<tic  Hospital  at 
Worcester,  in  their  report  Tor  the  vearending  Sept. 
30.  1868.  saj  : 

"While  no  wasteful  ex  pertinents  should  be  en- 
couraged, tbe  intelligent  Commonwealth  nf  Mas- 
sachusetts ought  to  require  lhat  not  only  eveiy 
improvement  ol  the  age  should  lie  introduced  into 
its  system  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  but 
that  the  State  should  lead  in  this  branch  ol  prog- 
ress as  it  h  is  in  so  many  others'.'"  (38th  Annual 
lieoort  of  Truste   - 

The  Board  ol  St-Ue  Charities  in  their  report  for 
the  year  1869,  say:  "Why  should  il  be  that,  practi- 
cally, three  or  four  professional  experts  by 
means  pi  tbe  prestige  and  power  derived  irom  the 
control  of  vast  establishment!  are  able  to  pre- 
scribe a  system  and  mode  of  treatment  for  all  the 
insane  in  the  State:  and  ii  so  disposed,  to  prevent 
the  adoption  or  even  trial  of  any  other."  |6th  An- 
nual lieporl  Hoard  stale  Charities,  n. 

The  benefits  of  tbe  family  system  are  freedom 
from  restraint,  greater  comfort,  and  a  large  pro- 
portion ol  permanent  cures  effected.  D  properly 
managed,  the  expense  of  carrying  out  the  new 
system  is  but  ltltlc.  if  any.  more  than  under  the 
olds\s«cin.  The  labor  of  the  patient  is  made  to 
contribute  in  some  degree  towards  tne  support  of 
the  institution,  and.  a<  the  same  time,  to  the  Im- 
provement of  the  mind  and  body  of  ihe  patients, 
the  brain  power  winch  remains  to  them  boiug  util- 
ized, (lose  as\  lums  arc  a  relic  of  bf.rhnrism.  1  wo- 
thtrds.  at  least,  ot  the  inmates  require  no  Ixidily 
restraint,  and  it  is  evident  to  any  intelligent  pei- 
son  that  the  freedom  of  the  familv  system  would 
produce  on  them  the  UBOSl  beneficial  results. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  full  knowledge  ot  the  prac- 
tical operations  of  this  new  method,  those  inter- 
ested in  the  subject  are  earnestly  recommended  to 
visit  the  state  institution  at  Worcester,  where 
may  be  seen  five  cottages  occupied  bv  about  tiuv 
patients,  whom  Dr.  Bemis  has  transferred  from 
the  Hospital.  This  experiment,  il  it  can  lx>  called 
an  experiment,  has  been  attended  so  far  with  the 
the  most  gratifying  results. 

In  view  of  these  Mitptoicd  methods  ill  the  care 
of- toe  insane,  would  it  be  expedient  to  en  <  I  a 
great  building  on  the  old  plan?    Let  tins  new  BJ  - 
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(fin— an  experiment  it  y»u  phase— which  prom- 
isee -nth  beneficent  results,  receive  a  lull  trial, 
and  if  the  stale  <>i    .Massachusetts  or  the  citj  dI 

Boston  shall  decUle  lo  establish  a  new  institution 
lor  the  treatment  ot  mental  disease,  let  it  lie  nee 
that  Will  conlorin  to  ibe  requirements  of  the 
times. 

I  in-  nbicctiouable  feature*  of  the  plans  proponed 
by  the  majority  of  tut-  Board  have  bten  pointed 
oiit  in  the  loregoing  statements.  But  why  should 
the  city  of  Bosum  have  any  thing  to  d»  with  the 
plan*  Tor  the  treatment  ol  the  insane'.'  The  whole 
subject  belongs  to  the  state. 

In  their  -ast  reuort  il*uli.  Doc.  17,  lull,  p.  43)  the 
Bouid  of  state  Charities  say  :  "Ibe  state  leaves  it 
optional  with  the  local  authorities  to  provitle  for 
their  poor  msane  in  almshouses  or  in  special  es- 
lal.lisbments.  Suffolk  county  has  provided  a  hos- 
pital lor  curative  treatment,  though  all  the  recent 
insane  of  ilic  county  might  have  been  treated  in 
the  state  hospitals  at  far  less  than  the  cos;  of 
those  treaietl  in  Ibe  Rosi>  n  bmpllel." 

It  is  provided  by  section  U,  chapter  Ti:>,  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  1862,  that  "any  insane  person  who 
in  supportetl  byaiy  place  as  a  pauper,  ma\  he 
i  .iiiiuiitted  by  the  Uveriecrs  of  the  1'oor  Uu-ixoi  to 
either  of  tue  stale  lunatic  hospitals  with  the 
consent  of  the  Irustcis,  and  shall  be  kept  for  .1 
sum  not  exceeding  the  actual  expense  of  bis  sup- 
port. And  the  Trustees  shall  receive  into  the 
hospital  any  other  insaue  person  having  a  settle- 
ment or  residence  in  this  Commonwealth,  for  su.h 
compensation  as  they  ma>  detei  mine." 

Ibe  committee  of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  in 
Suffolk  county  state  in  their  last  report  (City  Doc. 
72,  1871)  taat  "lor  a  number  of  years  the  actommo- 
o.it  ...us  furnished  in  tue  building  at  South  Huston 
have  been  insufficient  aud  unsuitable.  The  respon- 
sibility lor  tins  rests  upon  the  City  Government, 
l-.ither  the  city  should  provide  a  suitable  hospital 
of  its  own,  or  measures  should  be  taken  for  the 
tr  Ulster  ol  a  portion  ol  the  whole  of  those  in  the 
institution  at  south  Bostou  to  some  state  asylum.'' 

There  is  no  reason  why  this  last  suggestion 
should  not  he  immediately  carried  out  by  trans- 
ferring ssiv  titty  patients  from  the  city  hospital  to 
one  of  the  State  hospitals. 

It  appears  Iroin  an  examination  of  the  reports 
of  the  Board  of  Diiectors  lor  Public  Institutions, 
that  the  average  an"ual  expenditures  for  the  past 
five  years  have  amounted  to  $57,0411  82.  This  in- 
cludes repairs,  subsistence  and  salaries.  The  av- 
erage annual  receipts  have  amounted  to  $9,578  05. 
Deducting  the  receipts  from  I  he  expenditure)?,  and 
the  net  cost  per  annum  of  maintaining  the  hospi- 
tal amounts  to  $47,471  77.  The  average  expense  of 
each  patient  during:  that  period  amounted  to 
8294  07  per  annum,  or  $5  84  per  week.  The  aver- 
age whole  number  of  patients  is  194.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  average  number uf  paying  patients 
was  30,  making  the'  number  supported  at  the 
charge  of  the  city  158. 

fbe  actual  exuense,  therefore,  for  supporting 
the  paupers,  after  deducting  the  receipts  from 
payuie  patients,  and  all  other  sources,  amounted 
to  $300  45  per.anuuiu  for  each  person,  or  S5  77 
per  week,  l'his  does  not  include  the  interest  on 
construction  account.  The  estite  at  South  Boston 
is  valued  on  a  loiv  estimate  at  $100,000.  The  interest 
on  that  amount  at  six  j  er  cent,  would  be  $6000. 
The  citv  wonld  receive  for  taxes  on  the  property, 
if  solo  ."about  $1300.  Estimating  the  pauper  pa- 
tients at  200,  the  present  num'ter,  the  extra  cost 
per  week  lor  their  support  on  this  account  wou-d 
be  seventy  cents,  making  ths  net  cost  to  the  city 
for  the  pauper  patients  $6  47.  ll  the  proposed 
new  hospital  at  wintbrop  should  be  erected  at  an 
expense  of  $500,000  (and  probably  ft  would  cost 
double  that  sum  to  erect  and  furnish  the  building 
and  lay  out  the  grounds),  the  interest  ou  that  sum 
with  ihe  taxes  to  be  paid  to  the  town  of  Winthrop 
would  increase  the  cost  about  $3  17  per  week  lor 
each  patient.  The  extra  cost  of  running  such  an 
immense  institution  should  also  be  taken  into  ac- 
count. 

The  cost  of  the  S'ate  hospitals  at  Worcester, 
Taunton  and  Northampton,  and  the  receptacle  at 
Tewksbury  in  connection  with  the  almshouses, 
according  to  figures  given  by  the  Board  of  State 
Chanties,  .-.mounts  to  $907,000.  The  total  amount 
paid  for  construction  and  lor  current  expenses  on 
the  Worcester,  Taunton  and  Northampton  hospi- 
tals to  1870  was  $7,775,074  53.  Of  this  sum  Boston 
has  paid  its  proportion,  about  one-third  of  the 
whole,  and  has  received  no  advantage  therefrom. 
The  expense  to  the  cities  and  towns"  for  support- 
ing their  insane  paupers  at  the  Stare  hospitals  is 
$3  50  per  week.    The  city  of   Boston  supports  a 


h  ispiial  of  its  own  with  insufficient  accommoda- 
tions at  an  expense  of  $0  47  per  week  for  each 
patient,  and  pays  in  addition  a  large  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  the  stale  hospitals. 

Now  if  we  fix  the  number  of  patients  chargeable 
to  the  city  at  two  hundred,  the  amount  which  we 
sbouid  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  State  for  their 
support  at  $.J  50  per  week  would  be  $3ti,400  per  an- 
num. \\  ith  our  present  accommodation-,  includ- 
ing interest  on  construction  account  and  taxes.it 
would  l.e  $54,771  77  per  annum  lor  their  support. 
With  a  new  hospital  at  an  expense  ot  $500,000.  we 
should  be  p...\ing  S77.471  77.  the  State  could  fur- 
nish much  better  are. nuniixlations  for  our  insane 
than  our  present  bos-.iial  affords  for  '-'150,000.  The 
proi-ortion  of  the  State  tax  paitl  by  the  city  at  Ihe 
present  time  i9  a  bout  thirty-seven  per  cent.  For 
these  additional  accommodations  furnished  by  the 
state,  the  city  would  therefore  pay  $55,500.  Add 
tne  interest  on  the  sum  to  the  $3  50  per  week  pay- 
able to  the  State  for  I  oard,  and  we  have  839,700  as 
the  annual  payment  to  the  state,  instead  of  $77.- 
471  77  to  support  an  establishment  of  our  own,  an 
annual  saving  of  $37,771  72.  on  such  a  statement 
as  this  no  eouimeuts  are  necessary.

General  Court  io  furnish  suitable  accommodations 
in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  lor  insane  paupers  hav- 
ing a  settlement  in  this  cily. 

in   regard   to   the  proposed  alterations  and  im- 

Srovements  to  the  mil. ling-  occupied  for  the 
louse  of  Correction  at  South  Boston,  the  under- 
signed bas  alieauy  expressed  an  opinion  which  is 
printed  in  City  Document  No.  54  of  the  present 
year.  A  careful  review  of  the  statement.-  then 
"made  bas  served  only  to  strengthen  his  beliel  in 
their  soundness. 

To  expend  a  large  sum  of  money  in  attempting 
to  remodel  old  institutions  located  on  a  site  wbiej 
must  soon  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the  require- 
ments of  business,  would  show  great  want  of  fore- 
sight on  the  part  of  the  Government.  The  tempo- 
rary renairs  recommended  by  the  committee  of 
the  City  Council,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  not 
exceeding  $50,000,  will  undoubtedly  be  ample  for 
the  present  needs  of  the  institution. 

The  proposition  to  build  a  new  almshouse  in 
connection  with  the  penal  anil  reformatory  nisti- 
lutious  at  Deer  Island  is  manifestly  contrary  to 
public  policy.  It  is  the  duiy  of  Ihe  Government 
to  make  suitable  provision  ior  the  poor  belonging 
in  this  city  as  earlv  as  practicable  in  some  locality 
entirely  seoarared  from  tlior.e  institutions,  and 
this  institution  should  tie  placed  under  the  care  aud 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Overseer*  of  the  Poor, 
l'his  view  of  the  matter  is  entertained  by  a  large 
number  of  our  c.tizens  who  have  given  their  at- 
tention to  the  subject,  and  upon  whom  the  burden 
of  supporting  the  Government  falls  most  heavily.

liKl'OKT  o.N    Till:    SALE   OF    BAD  MEAT. 

Alderman  Cutter  submitted  in  print  the  leport 
of  the  Joint  Special  Committee  ol  the  city  Coun- 
cil, appointed  to  ascertain  whether  unwholesome 
meats   arc  sold    in  the    Boston   markets,  and  what 

further  legislation.  If  any,  is  needed  to  protect  the 
public  health.  The  reuort  is  of  considerable 
length,  with  an  appendix  containing,  the  principal 
evidence  taken  by  the  Committee.  1  he  Ct  mmit- 
tee  state  'hat  their  inquiry  was  considered  under 
the  following  beads,  namely: 

I.  Transportation  of  live  animals  intended  for 
the  Boston  markets 


2.  The  management  of  the  slaughter-houses  in 
the  vijinity  of  Boston. 

3.  The  character  of  the  markets  in  Boston,  and 
the  qualitv  ot  tn<  meats  furnished  to  the  citizens. 

Their  manuer  of  proceeding  is  stated  to  have 
been  as  follows: 

In  beginning,  a  list  was  prepared,  by  persons 
familiar  with  the  subject,  ot  those  who  were  the 
best  qualified  to  give  such  practical  information 
as  would  be  of  .  alue.  A  certain  number  of  per- 
sons on  this  list  were  then  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  committee  at  a  specified  time.  Each 
witness  was  sworn  an4  examined  apart  from  the 
others.  In  tnis  way  they  were  led  to  testify  much 
more  freely  than  they  would  otherwise  have  done. 

Under  trie  first  head,  it  appeared  in  evidence 
rh.it  most  of  the  supply  of  meats  for  the  markets 
in  Boston  and  vicinity  came  from  a  distance  of  500 
in  2500  miles,  mainly  from  the  Western  states  and 
from  Texas,  and  from  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  cattle  in  the  cars,  as  stated  by  the  Board  of 
Hailroad  Commissioners,  "food  tainted  in  the 
course  or  transportation  is  brought  into  Musi- 
chusetts.  ;  ml  endangers  the  health  of  the  people.'" 

The  remedy  lor  this  reckless  and  barbarous  sys- 
tem  of  transportation  is  to  be  hart  only  in  the  ac- 
tion of  Congress,  and  a  bill  tor  the  nurpose  passed 
the  House  of  Representatives  at  its  last  session. 
and  awaits  the  action  of  the  Senate.  In  ths  meas- 
ures to  improve  the  condition  of  the  slaughter- 
houses in  the  vicinity  Of  Boston,  no  efficient  action 
has  yet  been  taken  to  prevent  the  proprietors  or 
their  agents  from  sending  bad  meats  into  the  Boa- 
ton  markets  to  almost  any  extent.  ,\i tub  of  the 
meat  of  animals  which  die  without  being  butchered 
is  made  up  into  sausages,  lu  relation  to  the  Bos- 
ton markets,  tbe  committee  - 

"The  .vbole  number  of  stores  and  stalls  in  this 
cily  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the  sale  of 
meat  and  vegetables  IS  about  U60,  Duritnr  certain 
portions  of  tbe  day  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
Faneuil  Hall  Market  are  occupied  by  between  200 
and  :j0»  wagons.  I rom  which  are  sold  meat  and 
vegetables  at  wholesale  ur  retail.  There  are  al.<> 
about  a  hundred  wagons  perambulating  the  streets 
in  different  sections  of  tbe  city,  fo-  the  sale  of 
fresh  provisions  from  bouse  to  house.  The  only 
portion  Of  til  is  l.usii  ess  o\  er  which  the  City  iiov- 
ernment  exercises  any  diiect  control  is  that  winch 
is  done  within  tbe  limits  ot  Faneuil  Hall  Market— 
a  space  850  leer  Iry  2H0  Peel,  containing  ll 
cellars,  and  ac  commodations  for  about  200  wagon 
stands. 

The  provision  dealers  in  iv  be  divided  into  sev- 
eral classes  :  First,  those  who  sell  only  on  commis- 
sion ;  second,  those  w  BO  purchase  li .  e  stoek  of  the 
drovers,  do  the  butchering  themselves,  or  hiie  it 
done  for  so  much  a  head,  and  sell  at  wholesale  or 
retail  from  wagons  or  stores  in  the  city;  third. 
those  WhO  sell  at  retail  from  stores  or  stalls.  Inly- 
ing their  stock  from  commission  dealer*  or  butch- 
era;  roufth,  those  who  peddle  Iroui  wagons  going 
about  tbe  streets. 

The  committee  state  ihat  most  of  the  commis- 
sion dealers  sell  whatever  is  consigned  to  them 
without  retard  to  quality,  leivinc   the    buyer*    to 

lookout  for  themselves.    i>ne  bugs  eenmtocioB 

dealer  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  nineteen  out  of 
twcntv'ealvcs  sent  to  this  market  were  less  than 
four  weeks  old.  Tin  committee  think  this  to  be 
an  exaggeration,  fixing  the  number  at  two-thirds 
of  the  whole,  and  believe  that  miieh  tbe  larger 
proportion  of  those  under  four  weeks  n  age  are 
less  lha'i  six  da\s  old.     In  relation  to  one   private 

market  the  committee  say: 

"The  universal  testimony  was.  that  Blacks 
Market  was  the  receptacle  for  a  much  larger  pro- 
portion o1  the  poor  meats  brought  into  the  city 
than  any  other  market.  If  a  commission  house. 
or  a  butcher  pets  'stuck'  on  a  lot  of  inferior  meat 
be  takes  it  to  that  market,  and  il  he  cannot  s<  II  it 
there,  it  is  bad  indeed.  One  large  commission 
dealer,  no*  Connected  with  Kancuil  Hall  Market. 
said: 

Tt  don't  pay  to  trv  to  sell  inferior  meat  in  Fan- 
euil H  ill  Market.  It  would  be  known,  and  a  man 
would  lose  bis  business.  In  Bliekslone  Market  a 
man  couldn't  live  unless  he  sold  inferior  m<  if.' 

It  is  evident  that  a  great  deal  of  inferiors*  it. 
and  sonic  very  bad  meat,  is  sold  from  wagons 
which  to  about  from  house  to  bnttee,  I  In  so  deal- 
ers purchase  tbi  ir  stock  Irosa  the  butch  ers  or  (rem 
the  commission  dealers,  who.  to  use  their  owe 
words,  'go  it  blind.'  Sonic  of  these  pedlers  have 
00  Class  of  customers,  and  sell  a  good  quality 

of  nieit;  bin  most  of  them  travel  tb-»u»*«l 

tions  Of  the  city  where  the  poorest  people  li\e."

lake  lands  and  erect  suitable  buildings  tneie-

purposes,     ibis  movement   at    concentration    was 

not  regarded  with  much  favor  by  toe  butchers, 

and  up  to  the  present  time  no  action  appeals, to 
have  been  taken.  Last  vear  an  act  wan  passed  ia 
cony  ol  which  is  printed  m  the  Anpendix).  giving 
the  Stale  Hoard  of  Health  important  power  in  the 
improvement  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
saughter-houscs. 

I  ii  ler  this  authority  the  Hoard  has  succeeded  m 
changing  the  methods  of  doing  business  in  the 
most  obnoxious  establishments,  but  thev  cannot 
bung  the  business  into  a  satislactorv  conditlou 
until  authoiity  is  given  to  compel  a  change  in  the 
whole  system  is  at  present  conducted.  It  is  a  del- 
icate matter  to  interfere  with   a   long-established 

business;  and  great  care  is  accessary  to  preserve 
individual  rights,  and  also  to  prevent  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  wuich  would  enable  a  lew  ro 
control  the  business  in  their  own  interests.  With 
this  view  we  would  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  Stale  commission  to  examine  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  the  transportation  of  live  stock  within  this 
>tate.  the  construction,  management  and  inspec- 
tion ol  slaughter-houses,  the  inspection  ot  animals 
before  being  slaughtered,  and  the  inspection  of 
the  meat  after  it  is  prepared  lor  the  market.  I"  pon 
a  report  made  by  a  competent  commission,  the 
Legislature  would  be  enabled  to  act  intelligently 
upon  tne  subject. 

In  regard  to  the  regulation  of  the  business  in 
this  city,  we  have  already  shown  that  additional 
power  is  needed  from  the  Legislature.  Tbe  local 
Borrd  of  Health  should  have  authority  to  regulate 
tbe  sale  of  meat  and  vegetables  throughout  the 
city,  whether  from  privace  market-houses,  small 
stores  or  wagons.  The  Board,  or  the  Mayor,  should 
have  authoiity  to  appoint  a  number  or  inspectors 
of  markets  with  power  to  seize  and  destroy  un- 
wholesome meat  or  vegetables  exposed  for  saie. 

To  provide  for  the  efficient  exercise  of  such  au- 
thority after  it  has  been  granted,  the  organization 
of  tbe  Board  of  Health  should  be  entirely  changed. 
This  is  a  matter  within  fn"  control  of  the  City 
Council,  without  additional  legislation  on  the 
part  of  the  State.  The  fortieth  section  of 
the  City  Charter  provides  that  'all  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  City 
Council,  or  iu  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Alder 
men,  relative  to  the  nublic  health  and  the 
quarantine  of  vessels,  shall  continue  to  be  vested 
in  the  City  Council,  tube  carried  into  execution 
by  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  health  com- 
missioner-; or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  health, 
cleanliness,  comfort,  and  order  of  the  city  may  in 


their  Judgment  require,  subject  to  such  alterations 
as  the  Legislature  may  from  time  to  time  adopt, 
The  powers  and  d lines  above  named  may  be  exer- 
cised and  carried  into  effect  by  111"  City  Council 
in  any  manner  which  they  may  prescribe,  or 
through  the  agency  Of  any  pflTSODB  to    whom    they 

may  delegate  the  same,  notwithstanding  a  person- 
al exercise  oi  I  lie  same  collectively  or  individual- 
ly.  is  prescribed  by  previous  legislation;  alio  the 
i  n\  Con  I  oil  may  eonstirute  either  branch;  or  any 
Ci  niiiittee  ol  their  numner,  whether  Joint  or  sep- 
arate, the  Hoard  of  Health,  for  all  or  for  particular 
purposes.'

It  is  only 
when  the  necessity  arise.-,  of  providing  accommo- 
dations lor  a  huge  number  ol  persons  in  a  limited 
space,  that  tne  powers  oi  a  po.ir a  of  health  are 
Called  Into  active  exercise,  and  their  proper  per- 
formance lecotnc- a  m  iter  ol  supreme  impor- 
tance to  the  wbc  le  community. 

I  In-  judicious  exeici.-e  oi  many  of  the  duties  de- 
volving upon  such  a  hoard  under  the  statutes  of 
the  I  ominonwealtli  icquires  peculiar  qualifica- 
tions, which  are  poeCM I  only  by  those  who  be- 
long to  certain  professions.  The  members  of  tbe 
Hoard  ol  Aldermen,  selected  without  regard  to 
their  qu  ilitieuioiis  lor  the  discharge  of  these  par- 
ticular duties,  and  burdened  with  the  numerous 
other  duties  connected  with  carrying  on  the  dov- 
ernuient.  are  not,  at  all  times,  in  a  position  to  act 
with  the  promptness  and  efficiency  necessary  to 
preserve  the  public  health,  it  apnea  re  to  the 
eomniiitee  that  the  time  has  ariived  when  a 
change  in  the  administration  ot  tbe  Health  Im- 
pairment cannot  with  safety  be  longer  delayed. 

I  hey  are,  therefore,  prepared  to  recommend 
tha:  a  board,  composed  of  at  least  five  persons, 
lie  appointed  bv  the  Mayor,  and  confirmed  by  the 
Cltj  Council,  to  hold  office  for  a  term  of  years — 
one  or  two  to  be  appointed  each  year ;  that  two 
members  of  the  Hoard  be  physicians  in  good 
standing,  and  one  a  member  of  the  Suffolk  Bar; 
that  the  board  have  authority  to  appoint  the  City 
Physician,  and  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
conferred  bv  statute  or  ordinance  oti  toe  Board  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

there  are,  undoubtedly,  many  citizens  well  qual- 
ified for  tbe  office  who  would  gladly  serve  the  city 
without  •ompeiisaiion.  The  service,  however,  is 
of  such  a  peculiar  character,  requiring  the  atten- 
tion of  active  professional  men.  that  it  might  be 
well  to  allow  a  reasonable  compensation  for  lime 
actually  employed  in  attending  to  the  duties  of  the 
Ooard.  Without  attempting,  at  this  time,  to  pass 
upon  the  details  or  the  organization,  the  commit- 
tee would  recommend  that  the  draft  of  an  oroi- 
nance  should  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
cousideration  of  the  City  Council. 

To  carry  out  the  several  recommendations  made 
in  the  foregoing  report,  the  committee  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying orders.

fresh  provisions  and  perishable  produce  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  aim  to  appoint  inspectors  of  meat, 
tish  and  vegetables,  with  power  to  seize  and  des- 
troy such  articles  exposed  for  sale  as,  in  their 
judgment,  would  be  injurious  tj  the  public  health. 
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Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  be 
requested  to  prepare  anu  report  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil the  draft  of  an  ordinance  lor  the  appointment 
of  a  board  composed  of  at  least  five  persons,  not 
members  of  the  City  Council,  to  hold  office  tor  a 
term  of  years,  and  to  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  aboard  of  beaah  for  the  city  of  Boston."

the  Reserved  fund,  were  taken  Irotn  the  table. 

Mr.  Horsey  .f  Ward  IS  inquired  the  purpose  of 
the  purooase  ol  tbe  land. 

Mr.  Emery  stated  tbat  there  were  32.000  feet  of 
land  which  Mr.  Uattieid  had  uttered  to  the  city  for 
six  cents  per  foot,  lie  would  ne  glad  now  should 
the  city  not  take  it.  The  land  will  sometime  be 
necessary  ror  the  purchase  by  the  city,  and  was 
ottered  some  mouths  ago  v.lr  n  the  agreement  was 
made.  If  rejected  now  it  cannot  be  had  for 
double  what  it  is  now  ottered  for. 

An  explanation  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Sewers  was  read,  to  the  effect  that  the  necessity 
for  iih  losing  stony  Brook  in  a  new  channel  had 
been  discussed  by  the  Commit  rec  on  sewers  for 
some  months,  and  an  arrangement  had  tieen  made 
for  a  commencement  of  the  work,  Mr  Garfield,  a 
petitioner,  offered  to  give  land  for  a  new  channel, 
and  to  sell  additional  parcels  at  ten  cents  a  foot, 
making  an  average  of  0?3  cents  a  foot  for  about 
33.000,  amounting  to  $2000.  Since  tnakine  tbe 
otter  be  had  sold  some  of  bis  land  for  twenty-eight 
cents  a  foot,  and  be  bad  been  ottered  the  same  for 
tnis.  It  was  expedient  that  the  purchase  should  be 
made  and  that  the  bargain  should  be  closed  for 
the  work  of  making  1000  feet  of  new  channel. 

Mr.  Itowe  of  Ward  10  said  he  could  not  see  any 
objection  to  the  purchase.  Mr.  Garfield  bad  sold 
some  of  his  land  at  a  much  higher  price,  and  could 
have  sold  th'S  now  offered  at  a  better  price,  but 
proposes  to  keep  his  agreement  with  tbe  city.  At 
some  fature  time,  should  the  purchase  riot  be 
made,  it  will  cost  more  than  S200C  for  the  right  of 
way  to  lav  this  Stony  Brook  sewer. 

Mr.  Bickford  of  Ward  15  said  he  knew  some- 
thing of  this  land  and  could  not  see  the  benefit  of 
the  purchase.  It  cannot  be  told  what  course  the 
nrook  may  take  in  laying  out  this  sewer,  and  the 
Providence  Kailroad  cuts  it.  oft' from  all  access  to 
it.  It  woulo  he  but  a  narrow  strip  and  the  city 
could  have  no  contro'  over  it.  It  was  nothing  hut. 
a  swamp-hole  and  was  not  worth  three  or  live  cents 
a  foot. 

Mi.  Howe  believed  gentlemen  misapprehended 
the  importance  of  this  purchase.  In  a  conversa- 
tion with  the  engineer  on  this  work  on  the  part,  of 
West  Koxoury,  he  was  assured  that  tbe  sewer  had 
got  to  go  through  This  land.  If  .Mr.  McBurney 
owued  on  one  side  and  the  railroad  company  on 
the  other,  it  was  necessarv  1 1  the  city,  and  some- 
time there  would  be  a  street  across.    Kven  at  a 
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larger  price  this  land  would  be  of  great  benefit  for 
sewer  purposes,  and  as  land  it  would  be  worth 
something,  for  it  was  close  to  a  railroad  depot. 

Mr.  Bickford  said  he  did  not  know  where  a  street 
could  be  run  to  benefit  this  land. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  stated  that  the  order  was 
laid  on  the  table  at  his  request.  Mr.  Bradley, 
Superintendent  of  Sawers,  had  explained  to  hiui 
the  necessity  for  this  purchase,  and  that  Mr.  Gaf- 
field  offered  the  land  for  less  than  he  could  now 
get  lor  it.  There  was  no  misrepresentation  in  re- 
gard to  it,  and  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  50  to  3,  and  a 
reconsideration  was  moved  and  lost. 

SALARIES    OF    BROADWAY  BRIDGE    SUPERINTEND- 
ENTS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  the  re- 
port and  order  establishing  the  salaries  of  super- 
intendent of  Broadway  Budge  and  his  assistants, 
was  taken  from  the  table  anu  considered. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  12  ottered  the  following  or- 
der as  a  substitute: 

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Broadway  Bridge  shall  he  at  the  rate  of 
■13200  per  annum;  the  said  compensation  to  be  in 
full  for  his  services  and  the  services  ol  such  as- 
sistants as  he  may  employ. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  support  of  the  substitute,  stated 
that  all  of  the  rest  of  the  superintendents  of 
bridges  are  paid  a  salary  and  hire  their  own  help' 
The  superintendent  has  trouble  with  his  assis- 
tants, and  if  he  does  not  hire  them,  he  lias  no 
authority  over  them. 

Air.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  had  no  objection  to 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  salaries,  but  under  the 
substitute  it  was  not  so  much  the  coutrol  of  the 
assistants  as  to  take  care  ol  the  salaries.  The  care 
of  the  bridge  was  of  great  importance,  and  the  sal- 
aries should  be  such  as  to  require  the  assistants  to 
be  there  at  all  times.  The  salaries  to  be  paid  are 
much  Higher  than  for  the  .Mount  Washington  Ave- 
nue Bridge,  through  which  more  vessels  pass,  and 
but  two  men  were  employed,  and  more  than  for 
the  Dover  Street  Bridge,  and  he  feared  that  the 
control  of  the  salaries  by  the  superintendent 
would  be  to  do  away  with  some  of  the  employes. 
it  would  be  impossible  to  do  away  with  any  help, 
and  a  cheaper  class  might  be  employed,  lithe 
gentleman  would  embody  in  the  amendment  the 
rate  of  pay  for  the  three  assistants,  he  would  agree 
to  it. 

Air.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  said  if  there  was  to  be 
but  one  head  in  the  superintendence  ol  the  bridge 
he  hoped  it  would  pass.  In  regard  to  the  number 
ol  assistants  there  would  be  no  trouble. 

Mr.  Locke  of  Ward  12  spoke  of  the  competency 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  bridge,  who  had  been 
in  the  employment  of  the  Government  as  an  engi- 
neer, and  employed  on  a  steamship  running  to 
Europe,  If  he  understood  the  matter,  the  party 
employed  as  an  engineer  at  the  bridge  was  not 
competent  and  should  he  direoted. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  the  system  of 
paying  the  superintendent  in  a  lump,  which  he 
thought  there  was  no  reason  for  any  more  than 
there  would  be  to  hire  the  Chief  of"  Police  and 
let  him  run  the  whole  force  and  pay  for  it.  lie 
would  not  give  all  ol  the  salary  to  the  superin- 
tendent, who  might  hire  poor  help.  If  the  engi- 
neer was  uot  competent  the  Committee  on  Bridges 
could  discharge  him. 

Air.  Hull  ol  Ward  -l  said  he  could  not  seethe 
force  of  the  comparison.  The  superintendent 
should  have  so  much  and  hire  his  own  help,  then 
he  would  be  responsible  for  the   work  to  be  done. 

Air.  Brooks  of  Waid  1  advocated  the  report  of 
the  committee.  The  Committee  on  Bridges  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  should  virtual!}  have  charge 
ol  the  bridge,  and  they  should  hire  an  engineer, 
for  tho  whole  matter  lies  in  their  hands. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  IS  could  sec  no  reason  for  the 


superintendent  to  hire  all  help  anv  more  than  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  should  do 
so.  He  did  uot  consider  the  engineer  of  so  much 
importance,  for  it  required  very  little  skill  to  run 
a  hot-air  engine. 

Air.  Adams  of  Ward  12  said  there  was  this  reason 
why  the  substitute  should  pass — that  the  engineer 
was  down  below  whi.e  the  superintendent  was  on 
the  bridge,  and  the  engineer  had  allowed  two  ves- 
sels to  pass  the  draw  at  a  time,  against  the  orders 
of  the  superintendent,  who  now" had  no  control 
over  him.  He  should  have  the  power  to  make  the 
assistants  do  what  he  wants  them  to.  He  was 
willing  to  accept  the  amendment  of  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  7. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  in  view  of  the  impoit- 
ance  of  the  matter,  moved  that  it  be  laid  over  one 
veek.  and  assigned  to  Thursday  evening  next,  "5i 
o'ciock.    Lost — 15  to  28. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  amend- 
ment ot  Air.  i'lynn,  by  adding  to  the  end  of  the 
substitute  order:  "Provided  that  he  shall  employ 
one  engineer,  whose  salary  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
S800  per  annum  :  also  two 'assistants,  whose  sala- 
ries shall  be  $600  each  per  HnmtHD." 

Air.  Woods  of  Ward  12  said  he  could  not  see  that 
it  makes  any  difference,  so  long  as  the  superinten- 
dent employs  competent  men. 

Air.  Klvnn  said  that  was  just  what  was  designed, 
that  it  should  not  be  left  to  the  superintendent  to 
hire  cheap  help. 

Mr.  Adams  said  if  thev  were  to  put  in  steam 
engines  they  could  not  hire  a  competent  engineer 
at  $800  a  y;ar.  The  committee  might  hire  an  en- 
gineer at  SiXXt.  and  the  bridge  be  blown  up  the 
hrst  day. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  1  believed  the  original  or- 
der to  be  the  most  appropriate.  The  Committee 
OD  Bridges  were  rue  proper  persons  ro  control  tue 
bridge  and  to  hire  proper  persons  to  work  it. 
while  they  should  confer  power  on  the  superin- 
tendent to  discharge  assistants  who  do  not  do 
their  duty. 

Air.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  hoped  the  amend- 
ments would  not  prevail,  and  that  the  siibsti.ute 
would  be  passed.  There  was  no  reason  why  this 
bridge  should  lie  managed  differently  from  others, 
and  he  could  uot  see  why  it  should  be  managed 
differently.  Admit  that  it  may  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Committee  on  Bridges,  there  was  not  i 
single  reason  why  this  superintendent  was  not  fit 
to  take  care  of  and  employ  the  men  who 
him.  If  it  was  determined  to  change  the  practice, 
then  da  so,  hut  this  case  should  not  lie  singled 
out.  these  ret  of  success  in  any  matter  of  this 
kind  is  that  the  superintendent  has  ehai 
bis  assistants.  If  he  has  not,  and  the  assistant 
floes  not  like  an  order,  he  runs  to  the  Committee 
on  Bridges.  If  the  superintendent  is  not  compe- 
tent to  fake  charge  of  bis  men,  then  discharge 
him. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  it  looked  a?  though 
the  "cat  in  the  meal"  was,  that  the  superintend- 
ent did  not  like  the  salary,  and  wishes  to  have 
(he.ip  help;  to  crowd  out  the  salary  of  the: 

ant-,  was  where  the  cat  showed  herself. 

Air.  Dickinson  inquired  why  the  same  charge 
was  not  made  against  the  superintendents  of  all 
the  bridges. 

Air.  Bobbins  of  Ward  S  said  it  should  be  deter- 
mined who  is  superintendent  and  who  is  to  obey. 
lhi'  amendment  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  7 
\\  as  just  right.  The  assistants  should  obey  orders, 
and  lie  was  surprised  at  the  statement  that  the 
engineer  allowed  two  vessels  to  pass  the  draw  at 
the  same  time.  The  ainenament  gave  all  that 
the]  should    reach    after,  and    lie    hoped  it  would 

pass, 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  substitute 
as  amended  was  pissed.

Alderman  Little  offered  the  following  order: 
Ordered,  That  the  joint  special  committee  i<> 

whom  were  referred  the  communications  relating 
to  the  laying  Oi  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Post 
Office  building,   be   authorized   to    make   suitable 

arrangements  ior  the  reception  and  entertainment 
of  the  President  of  the  Uuited  States,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Cabinet,  and  other  distinguished  n- 

itors;  the  expense  attending  the  same  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Incidental  Ex- 
penses. 

The  order  being  on  its  passage,  Alderman  Cow- 
din  inquired  if  the  amount  of  expenditure  neces- 
sary could  not  be  fixed  in  the  order. 

Aldei  man  Little  replied  that 'it  was  imposiole 
for  the  committee  to  tell  what  the  expense  may 
be.  They  would  endeavor  to  keen  the  amount  as 
low  as  the  occasion  will  warrant. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  hoped  the  provision 
made  by  the  committee  would  be  a  credit  to  the 
city,  but  it  "was  customary  in  such  cases  to  fix 
upon  Some  amount,  as  a  limit,  and  it  might  be  at 
^20.000  or  less.  He  would  rather  vote  for  $25,000 
than  not  have  the  reception  a  creditable  one,  und 
while  he  had  lull  confidence  in  the  committee,  Ue 
desired  to  vote  for  some  lixed  sum. 

Alderman  White  said  he  believed  the  order  was 
pist  what  it  should  be.  They  had  a  good  commit- 
tee and  might  feel  assured  riiat  not  a  dollar  would 
be  expended  more  than  was  necessary.  Where  a 
committee  had  full  swing,  they  were  more  careful 
than  they  would  be  otherwise,  lie  hoped  it  would 
pass  just  as  it  was. 

Ahkrimm  Little  said  the  committee  could  not 
even  guess  at  the  amount.  It  was  not  known  how 
many  would  accept  the  invitation  of  the  city  to  tie 
its  guests,  nor  how  loug  they  might  remain  here, 
and  it  could  not  be  known  for  ten  days.  Under 
the  circumstances  they  could  not  make  an  approx- 
imate estimate.  The  expenditure  would  not  be  so 
large  as  to  frighten  the  Hoard,  and  while  every- 
thing would  be  done  for  the  credit  of  the  city,  no 
more  would  be  expended  than  will  be  required. 

Alderman  Woolley  was  of  the  belief  that  no  sum 
could  be  specified,  and  that  the  expenditure  must 
be  left  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  committee.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  tell  how  many  guests  we 
may  have,  and  of  course  not  possible  to  estimate 
the  necessary  expenditure. 

Alderman  cswdin  repeated  that  he  had  the  full- 
est confidence  in  the  integrity  an<l  ability  of  the 
committee,  ye''  as  it  was  a  custom  to  limit  the 
amount  to  be  expended,  he  hoped  the  custom 
would  be  followed.  It  should  be  fixed  rot  to  ex- 
ceed a  certain  sum.  No  harm  could  be  done,  and 
if  the  amount  was  large  enough,  the  committee 
would  not  be  obliged]"  to  expend  it  all.  Me  was 
willing  to  vote  for  .S25.000,  and  was  not  tenacious 
about  Che  sum.  There  should  be  no  fear  about  fix- 
ing a  limit. 

Alderuian  Cutler  said  he  believed  in  fixing  some 
limit  to  the  amount,  it  should  be  maue  tnough, 
not  to  exceed  a  certain  sum. 

Alderman  Little  further  stated  that  no  estimate 
could  be  made,  for  it  was  not  known  how  many 
guests  there  would  be  nor  how  long  they  would 
remain  here.  He  would  remind  the  Alderman  on 
his  left  that  In  providing  fci  a  recent  celebration 
he  was  obliged  to  come  to  the  City  Council  for  an 


additional  appropriation,  although  he  had  a  better 
importunity  to  ascertain  how  much  the  expense 
might  be.  Should  the  sum  be  too  low  in  this  ease, 
it  would  not  be  pleasant  to  find  it  all  expended  by 
Monday  morning.  No  one  disliked  more  than 
himself  to  expend  money  unnecessarily,  and  while 
It  would  be  impossible  to  come  at  the  amwunt  re- 
quired, they  might  be  assured  the  expenditure 
would  he  made  as  low  as  possible. 

AlderiMaii  tuner  said  he  had  all  confidence  in 
the  chaii  man,  but  the  committee  might  get  him 
into  a  dilemma,  from  which  he  might  play  to  be 
delivered.  The  coniini'tee  might  determine  the 
expense  somewhat  from  the  invitations  extended, 
and  il  they  could  make  an  approximate  estimate 
lie  would  readily  assent  to  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  amend  the  order, 
by  providing  that  the  expense  shall  not  exceed 
¥25,000. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  3  to  5 — Al- 
dermen Cowdin,  Kicker  and' Cutlet  in  favor:  Al- 
dermen Little,  I'ope,  Woolley,  Talbot  and  White 
against.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

ordered.  That  on  and  altei  the  1st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, IsTl,  the  uite  of  toll  for  foot  passengers  on 
the  I.  ist  Boston  ferries  shall  be  one  cent  for  a  sin- 
gle ticket  and  seventy-five  cents  for  a  package  of 
one  hundred  tickets." 

The  order  was  briefly  advocated  by  Alderman 
Cowdin,  as  a  measure  of  relief  to  the  poorer 
classes  of  Hast  Boston. 

on  motion  of  \lderman  Kicker,  the  report  and 
orders  to  construct  a  bell-tower  on  the  Eliot 
Schoolhouse  and  to  place  a  bell  thereon  for  fire- 
alarm  purposes,  at  an  expense  of  $r>00  for  the 
tower  and  S24U0  for  alarm  apparatus,  were  taken 
from  the  table  and  considered. 

Alderman  Kickei  moved  to  substitute  the  Han- 
cock for  the  Eliot  Schoolhouse,  and  stated  that 
the  firemen  and  assistant  engineers  preferred  the 
alarm  to  be  on  the  Hancock  Schoolhouse,  as  the 
best  place  from  which  to  give  an  alarm.  There 
were  two  feeole  alarm-bells  in  that  section  of  the 
city,  quite  uncertain  iu  their  being  heard  amid  the 
noise  of  the  streets. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  that  the  ordeis  be  laid 
on  the  table,  that  he  might  ascertain  the  necessity 
for  the  proposed  expenditure. 

Alderman  Woolley  stated  that  one  of  the  alarms 
was  on  the  l'arknian  Church,  and  it  was  more  de- 
sirable to  have  it  where  it  could  be  accessible  at 
all  times.  The  Superintendent  should  have  the 
opportunity  at  all  times  to  visit  it,  which  cannot 
always  be  done  in  a  church  locked  up  and  the  sex- 
ton not  to  be  found.  It  was  proposed  to  take  the 
apparatus  from  two  bells  and  attach  it  to  one, 
where  it  will  be  more  serviceable. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  ne  did  not  believe  in  hav- 
ing alarm-bells  on  schoolhouses  except  when  it 
was  necessary.  The  church  spires  were  much 
better,  and  he  did  not  think  there  was  any  dim- 
cully  in  getting  access  to  the  apparatus  in  the 
churches.  The  committee  had  ascertained  that  it 
would  be  better"on  the  Hancock  than  on  the  Eliot 
Schoolhbuse,  where  the  teachers  did  not  desire  it, 
and  where  it  was  not  needed.  It  was  a  damage  to 
schoolhouses  to  have  the  schools  disturbed  by  the 
alarm  over  them.  When  it  was  proposed  to  put 
this  ou  the  Eliot  Schoolhouse  he  went  to  ascer- 
tain the  necessity  for  it,  and  he  would  like  to  visit 
the  section  proposed  before  votine  for  the  order. 

Alderman  Kicker,  as  chairman  of  the  Eliot 
school  District,  did  not  find  any  opposition  to 
placing  the  bell  on  that  schoolhouse,  but  he  was 
assured  by  the  master  that  he  was  sorry  that  it 
was  proposed  to  c'lange  the  location. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  had  been  assured  by 
teachers  ot  the  Eliot  School  that  tbey  were  opposed 
to  placing  the  bell  on  that  schoolhouse. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  the  taxpayers  and 
engineers  of  the  Kire  Department  in  tnat  section 
of  the  city  had  asked  for  this  measure.  As  chair- 
man of  the  Cominitiee  on  Fire  Alarms,  he  had 
acted  from  his  best  judgment,  and  not  for  the 
sake  of  spending  money. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  had  taken  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Committee  in  another  case  at  South 
Boston,  and  had  had  occasion  to  repent  it.  He 
did  not  propose  to  vote  for  anv  more  changes  of 
that  sort  without  examining  for  himself. 

Alderman  Woolley  replied  that  in  relation  to  the 
case  referred  to,  the  firemen  formerly  complained 
that  they  could  not  hear  the  alarm  sufficiently  to

COLUMBUS  AVENUE    AND    PROVIDENCE    RAILROAD 
COMPANV. 

Alderman  Jenkins  laid  before  the  Board  a  con- 
tract between  the  city  and  the  Boston  &  Provi- 
dence Kailroad  Corporation,  under  the  order  re- 


lating to  the  purchase  of  property  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Columbus  avenue,  with  orders  accompany- 
ing it.  as  follows: 

ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  streets,  be  au- 
thorized to  execute  in  the  name  and  behall  of  the 
city,  a  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Railroad  corporation,  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  draft  hereto  annexed. 

Ordered.  That  upon  the  execution  of  the  said 
contracts  as  above  provided,  ihere  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  ihe  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Corpo- 
ration the  sum  of  ?150,000.  with  interest  from  July 
1,  1870,  to  September  30;  said  amount  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  already  provided  lor  that 
purpose. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stared  that  the  contract  was 
a  long  paper,  under  the  provisions  of  an  order 
which  had  been  passed  by  the  City  Council,  aud 
in  accordance  with  those  provisions,  but  the  orders 
which  he  had  submitted  would  cover  the  action  nec- 
essary to  be  taken  in  relation  co  it.  The  contract  had 
been  examined  and  approve!  by  the  Mayor.  In 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  contract,  the 
railroad' company  propose  to  convey  such  portions 
of  the  land  purchased  w  hicb  they  are  not  required 
te>  use,  while  making  arrangements  for  a  new  de- 
pot, and  Tor  this  the  city  is  to  pay  them.  This 
amount  is  estimated  at  S150.000  in  value. 

Alderman  Cowain  inquired  whether  it  was  un- 
derstood tliat  the  railroad  corporarion  would 
not  give  a  deed  for  the  land  purchased  of  them 
until  the  sum  of  SI 50. 000  was  paid,  and  still  con- 
tinue to  occupy  the  land. 

Aldermjn  1  ope  said  iie  did  not  see  whv  the  city 
should  pay  any  portion  of  the  purchase-money,  un- 
less it  was  to  get  possession  of  the  land,  tor  nothing 
could  be  done  in  the  construction  of  the  new  ave- 
nue until  the  deput  building  was  removed  out  of 
the  way. 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  in  making  the 
purchase  the  city  was  to  pay  for  that  portion  of  it 
which  was  turned  over  to  it.  In  this  purchase 
was  the  land  on  Madison  place,  upon  which  there 
were  many  dwelling-houses,  and  for  these  the  rail- 
road company  was  receiving  no  rent.  It  wa3  this 
portion  that  was  turned  over,  and  for  which  the 
payment  was  to  be  made.  When  it  is  in  pi 
Sion  of  the  citv,  the  property  may  be  rented  to 
some  advantage. 

Alderman  Gibson  called  for  the  reading  of  the 
contract,  which  was  read. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  supposed  the  agree- 
ment was  correct,  having  been  examined  by  those 
who  thoroughly  understood  it,  but  it  appeared  to 
him  that  tin  city  should  first  have  taken  action  in 
laying  out  Columbus  avenue. 

Alderman  JenHns,  in  answer,  said  the  reason 
why  the  street  was  not  laid  out  was  because  the 
Street  Commissioners  oouid  ii"t  lay  out  the  street 
until  the  fee  was  in  possession  of  the  citv.  The 
matter  had  been  under  consideration  of  the  Mayor 
and  street  (  nniniissioners  for  some  time,  had  been 
critically  examined,  and  it  was  believed  that  this 
was  the  only  course  to  lie  pursued. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  see  that  any 
other  action  could  be  taken  than  in  the  passage  of 
the  orders. 

The  orders  were  read  the  second  time  and 
passed.

The  report  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  resolve 
and  ord  ir  of  the  Street  Commissioners  lor  the 
widening  of  Dudley,  Stoughton,  Pleasant  and 
Commercial  streets,  also  recommenuing  the  pass- 
age of  an  order  for  a  loan  of  S150.000  to  defray  the 
expenses  thereof,  said  resolve  and  order  lor  the 
widening  ol  said  streets  as  in  City  Doe.

being  under  consideration,  Mr.  O'Brien  Of  Ward  7 
moved  that  the  Council  non-concur  in  the  passage 
of  the  orders. 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  of  Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7, 
Mr.  O'Brien  stated  that  "his  objection  was  that  tbe 
Street  Commissioners  bad  ordered  the  widening  of 
the  streets  on  tbe  wrong  side,  and  be  was  sure  that 
if  members  of  the  Council  were  familiar  with  tbe 
Streets  named,  they  would  agree  with  him. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of'  Ward  11  stated  that  he  should 
like  to  see  plaus  of  this  improvement,  for  he  had 
been  informed  Aat  the  proposed  widening  was  on 
the  wrong  side  of  the  street.  It  hat!  been  said 
also  by  persons  familiar  with  the  location,  that 
there  was  a  piece  of  property  which  it  would  he 
necessary  for  the  city  to  purchase.

VL1T1ES  TO  THE  ViiESIHEXT  Ol'  THE  IJSITED 
STATES. 

The  order  authorizing  suitable  arrangements  for 
the  reception  ot  the  President  of  the  United 
states,  members  oi  the  Cabinet,  and  other  distin- 
guished visitors  wl'.o  may  attend  t  ic  laying  of  the 
corner-stone  oj  the  new  Post-office  buildug  was 
read  once,  and  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for 
its  passage,  was  lost — .-  to  19. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  in  subsequently  moved  a  rc- 
conslderation  of  the  vote  refusing  to  suspend  the 
rules  in  relation  to  ihe  above  order. 

Mr.  Dickim-on  of  Ward  11  wished  to  know  why 
there  w  is  haste  in  the  matter.  He  was  willing  to 
vote  in  favor  ol  tbe  passage  of  tbe  order  tonight, 
il  necessary,  hut  thought  there  was  time  enoupb, 
lor  the  ceremonies  proposed  would  not  be  until 
the  middle  of  toe  next  month.  Besides,  as  he  un- 
derstood it,  there  was  no  sum  named  in  the  order 
aud  no  limit  proposed  to  the  expenditure  by  the 
co'iiinittee.  to  which  he  objected. 

It  had  been  stated  tint  the  committee  fouod  it 
impossible  to  tell  how  much  it  would  cost.  While 
In  was  lu  favor  of  a  liberal  appropriation  for  a 
proper  reception  of  the  President  of  tbe  United 
States,  for  whom  he  bad  as  high  an  opinion  as  any 
one.  he  thought  some  limit  should  lie  fixed  upon 
by  the  committee.  D  it  was  necessary  to  vote  for 
i  he  should  do  so,  shuuld  good  reasons  be 
given  for  it. 

Ml.  Emery  stated  that  the  ci  innnttee  for  the 
reception  of  the  rresident  had  been  appointed; 
but  before  making  anv  provision  the  question  was 
whether  they  should  have  any  money  for  tbe  pur- 
pose of  providing  for  that  reception.  If  the  gen- 
tleman had  no  confidence  in  the  committee  be  was 
willing  to  resign  and  let  him  have  his  place.  The 
committee  wished  the  appropriation  made,  that 
they  may  make  their  arrangements  as  socn  as 
possible. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  not  on  the 
committee  and  did  not  know  when  the  ceremonies 
in  laying  the  corner-stone  were  to  take  place.  But 
be  thought  there  was  no  more  time  than  would  be 
necessary  to  make  preparations  for  the  occasion. 
He  remembered  that  a  while  ago  a  committee  was 
appointed  on  a  celebration  which  was  to  take 
place  five  years  hence. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  refusing  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  was  carried,  and  the  rules 
were  suspended. 

Mr.  Dickiuson  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
'•Incidental  Expenses"  and  insert  the  sum  of  "not 
exceeding  S15,000."  In  support  of  tbe  motion,  he 
said  he  was  willing  to  vote  a  generous  sum  of 
inonev,  but  he  believed  there  should  tie  some  limit 
to  the  expenditure.

The  motion  was  amended  on  suggestion  of  the 
Chair,  by  inserting  the  sura  named,  making  it 
chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  Incidental  Ex- 
penses, as  it  stood  in  tbe  order. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  was  not  sure  hut 
that  the  course  proposed  by  the  gentleman  from 
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Ward  11  would  lead  to  still  more  loose  expendi- 
ture, lor  he  tiad  said  if  tbe  amount  should  not 
prove  to  be  enough,  all  the  committee  would  ha^  e 
to  do  would  be  to  peine  to  the  Couac.il  lor  more, 
and  it  could  be  voted.

EAST  BOSTON  FERBY   TOLLS. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Fierce,  the  order  in  rela- 
tion to  the  reduction  ol  tolls  on  the  East  Boston 
ferries,  was  taken  from  the  tahle. 

Alderman  Pierie  said  he  regarded  this  as  an  im- 
portant order,  which  did  not  come  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries,  and  it  was  due  to  that  commit- 
tee that  their  opinion  should  be  obtained  before  it 
was  passed.  He  moved  its  reference  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries. 

Aldermau  Kicker  inquired  if  the  question  was 
not  first  on  reconsideration. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  his  opir.ii  n  that  the 
order  had  been  reconsidered,  and  then  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  he  thought  it  was  not  so, 
hut,  that  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  laid  on  the 
table.  'Ibe  questi./n  now  was  upi-n  reconsidera- 
tion. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  appeared  by  the  record 
that  the  reconsideration  was  curried.  The  ques- 
tion now  was  upon  leference  to  the  CoinmittL-e  on 
Ferries. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  Imped  the  motion 
would  not  prevail,  lor  the  question  was  understood 
perfectly  well,  and  was  a  plain,  straightforward 
case.  It  was  proposed  to  reduce  the  tolls  for  foot 
passengers  to  one  cent  for  a  single  ticket,  and 
seventy-rive  cents  for  one  hundred  tickets.  All 
that  the  committee  could  say  would  be  to  report 
in  its  lavor,  or  that  it  is  inexpedient,  and  that 
they  can  sav  here  as  well.  The  reduction  is  due 
to  laborers  and  to  the  poorer  classes.  The  Board 
had  once  unanimously  voted  in  lavor  of  live 
ferries,  but  that  measure  was  lost  by  delay  and  the 
action  of  the  other  board,  and  it  was  as  easy  to 
determine  this  measure  now  as  after  its  reference, 
lie  hoped  the  motion  would  not  prevail. 

Alderman  l'luincr  said  it  was    eminently  tit  and 

proper  that  the  order  should   be   referred  to  the 
committee,  and  the  Hoard  will  be  better  prepared 
to  act  after  a  report  from  the  committee. 
Alderman  Woolley  said  be  bad  no  objection  to  a 


refereDcce  to  the  cnmuiitree.  for  there  could  be  no 
doubt  what  their  report  would  be.  The  motion 
for  suspending  the  rules  wasmadebyhim,  because 
be  knew  no  reason  for  delay,  and  it  was  nece^saiy 
to  pass  it  at  this  time  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  Octo- 
ber, as  provided  by  the  order.

This  infor- 
mation it  was  important  to  know-,  in  order  h 
termme  how  much  would  be  needed  lor  the  sup- 
port oi  the  ferries  should  the  tolls  he  reduced.  It 
should  be  known  through  the  committee,  wbo 
best  understand  the  matter.

WIDENING     OF     DUDLEY,     STOffGHTON,     PLEASANT 
AND  COMMERCIAL  STREETS. 

The  special  business  ol  the  Council  related  to 
the  widening  of  the  above-named  streets. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  whereby  the  Council  at  the  last  meeting 
rejected  the  resolve  and  order  of  tbe  street  Com- 
missioners for  tbe  widening  of  Dudley,  Stougbton, 
Pleasant  and  Commercial  streets,  from  Hampden 
street  to  Dorchester  aveuue. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried,  when  the 
question  recurred  upon  the  motion  to  non-concur 
In  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  l'erkii)8  of  Ward  6  moved  to  amend  by  a 
motion  to  concur  in  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and 
order. 

The  Cbair  stated  that  the  usual  motion  in  tbe 
passage  of  such  orders  was  on  concurrence,  but 
by  the  motion  to  non-concur  the  same  result  would 
be  reached,  lie  would,  however,  receive  the  mo- 
tion to  amend. 

the  motion  to  amend  was  adopted,  when  tbe 
question  recurred  upon  the  motion  to  concur  in 
the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  Pope  of  Ward  Iti  said  he  owed  an  apology 
to  the  Council  for  not  being  present  at  the  last 
meeting  to  make  a  statement  in  relation  to  these 
improvements  of  streets.  He  was  detained  at 
home  from  being  inwell,  and  not  supposing  there 
would  beany  material  opposition  to  the  measure, 
lie  did  not  take  any  means  of  bringing  it  particu- 
larly to  the  attention  of  members  of  the  Council. 
The  subject  was  brought  by  petition  before  the 
Street  Commissioners,  and  they  had  given  a  great 
deal  or  time  to  it,  and  went  over  it  several  times 
bclore  taking  final  action  upon  it. 

Tbere  were  three  objects  in  view  in  the  pro- 
posed improvements,  the  straightening  of  tbe 
streets,  widening,  and  the  accomplishment  of  tbe 
work  in  an  economical  manner.  On  the  whole 
line  there  were  from  seventy  to  seventy-five  lots 
of  land  affected,  and  about  fifty  land-holders  dealt 
with,  and  they  were  unanimous  in  favor  of  tbe 
widening,  and,  after  the  widening  was  determined 
and  the  award  made,  were  willing  ro  abide  by  the 
result.  Under  such  circumstances, he  was' sur- 
prised that  any  objections  were  made,  and  be  had 
been  over  the  whole  ground  and  tin  ugl.t  the  ob- 
jections to  be  unreasonable. 

Should  there  be  any  chance  made  in  tbe  line  of 
widening,  the  whole  agreement  among  the  land- 
holders would  be  biokenup.and  the  project  would 
cost  very  much  more  by  the  difficulties  and  delay. 
For  these  reasons,  and  from  tbe  fact  that  if  he 
bad  waited  until  the  time  of  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Council  the  widening  would  be  defeated. 


he  asked  tbe  Mayor  to  call  this  special  meeting. 
He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Council  would  con- 
cur in  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order  and 
save  the  great  expense  which  most  occur  in  carry- 
ing out  the  measure  at  some  future  time.  He 
would  say  further,  that  tbe  Committee  on  Streets 
of  both  branches  of  the  City  Council  had  given  it 
careful  attention,  and  were  unanimously  in  favor 
of  the  proposed  widening. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  \\  ard  8  said  he  made  the  motion 
to  non-concnr  after  failing  to  get  information  on 
the  subject,  and  he  felt  that  others  as  well  as  him- 
self had  not  then  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable 
them  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  project.  Since  tbe 
last  meeting  of  the  Council  be  had  taken  pains  to 
visit  the  locality,  and  was  satisfied  that  the  pro- 
posed improvement  wa;  judicious  and  wise,  and 
that  now  was  the  time  to  carry  it  out.  It  would 
be  an  economical  investment,  and  a  great  one  for 
the  amount  of  money  it  would  cost.  Objections 
were  made  at  the  la"st  meeting  that  the  wbole 
widening  was  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  street,  and 
he  bad  either  received  a  wrong  impression,  or 
those  who  made  the  objections  were  mistaken  in 
regard  to  the  subject. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  asked  for  post- 
ponement at  the  last  meeting  to  obtain  informa- 
tion, and  voted  for  non-concurrence.  Since  that 
time  he  had  visited  the  locality  and  had  been  con- 
verted to  the  views  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
S.  With  that  gentleman  and  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  16  he  baa  gone  over  the  route,  previous  to 
which  he  was  not  aware  of  tbe  extent  of  tbe  line 
of  widening,  From  the  impression  he  received, 
he  supposed  tbe  objection  was  to  the  wbole  widen- 
ing, in  being  on  tbe  wron^  side  of  the  street,  but 
fouud  that  it  was  only  to  a  small  portion  of  the 
territory. 

The  Street  Comtnis  sioners  appeared  to  have  done 
their  work  well,  for  it  would  have  been  impossi- 
ble to  please  everybody.  Had  they  attempted  it, 
the  widening  would  never  have  been  accomplished. 
It  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  objections  inane 
that  the  other  side  of  a  portion  of  one  of  tbe 
streets  should  be  cut  off,  that  by  doing  so  tbe 
buildings  would  be  throw*  hack  upon  a  ledge  and 
all  of  the  available  land  would  be  destroyed,  mak- 
ing it  an  expensive  lob  to  undertake.  The  pro- 
posed widening  was  the  only  economical  and  feas- 
ible plan,  and  should  be  carried  out. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  the  main 
question  was  ordered. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  passage  of  the  re- 
solve and  order  was  carried,  with  out  one  dissent- 
ing voice. 

Mr.  I'ope  of  Ward  16  suggested  the  importance 
of  a  reconsideiation  of  tbe  reject!. m  of  the  order 
providing  lor  an  appropriation  to  carry  out  the 
proposed  widening. 

A  motion  for  reconsideration  was  made  aud  car- 
ried, when  the  indefinite  postponement  was  lost. 
The  order  was  read  and  ordered  to  a  second  read- 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Flynu  of  Wan!  7,  the  rules 
wore  suspended,  when  the  order  authorizing  a 
loan  of  §150,000  for  carrying  out  the  proposed 
stnet  widening  was  unanimously  passed,  by  tbe 
following  vote:

The  report  and  order  to  enlarge  and  repair  the 
old  Almshouse  on  Highland  street,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  paupers  now  at  Deer  Island,  at  not 
exceeding  $75,000,  to  ne  transferred  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Home  for  the  Poor,  (City  Doc.  63.) 
were  considered. 

A  motion  was  made  to  strike  out  the  above  order 
and  substitute  therefor  tbe  following,  of  which 
notice  was  given  at  tbe  last  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil: 

Ordered,  That  the  Directors  for  Public  Institu- 
tions he  authoruzed  to  construct  a  building  at 
Deer  Island,  to  be  known  as  the  "Boston  Home  for 
the  Boor,"  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
modified  plans  prepared  by  Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee; 
provided  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  authorized 
for  said  work  until  contracts  are  made  by  said 
Board  of  Directors  for  the  construction  of  the 
wbole  of  6aid  building  according  to  the  moditied 
plans  aforesaid,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $225,000; 
the  expense  of  said  building  to  he  charged  to  the 
appropriation  already  authorized  for  that  purpose. 

.Mr.  Hersey  moved  a  suspension  of  toe  rules  in 
order  to  take  from  the  table  the  report  and  order 
in  relation  to  the  House  of  Correction,  so  that  the 
two  matters  might  be  considered  at  tbe  same 
time. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  rose  to  a  point  of  order, 
that  one  subject  being  under  consideration,  it  is 
not  competent  to  take  up  another  for  considera- 
tion. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
ru'es  for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  order  in 
question,  was  not  debatable.  It  was  a  desire,  as 
he  understood,  taat  the  two  matters  should  he  dis- 
cussed together,  and  he  would  entertain  the  mo- 
tion. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  inquired  if  he  understood 
the  Chair  to  rule  that  the  poiut  of  order  was  not 
well  taken. 

The  Chair  stated  that  he  so  ruled. 

Mr.  Fiynn  of  Ward  7  inquired  what  became  of 
the  original  order,  should  the  motion  prevail. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  was  the  desire,  as  he 
underst  jod,  of  the  mover,  to  take  the  order  from 
the  table  and  consider  it  with  the  order  now  under 
consideration.  If  gentlemen  of  the  Council  were 
opposed  to  it,  they  had  only  to  vote  against  it. 

The  motion  was  put  and  declared  to  be  lost, 
when  a  doubt  was  raised,  which  was  withdrawn 
on  a  count  of  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  called  for  the  yeas  and 
navs  on  the  adoption  of  the  motion  to  amend. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  addressed  the  Council  as 
follows : 

I  agree  with  the  Directors  of  Public  Institu- 
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tions  that  such  a  home  as  they  propose  is  a  neces- 
sity, but  I  cannot  agree  with  them  that  Deer  Islaud 
is  a  proper  location  lor  it.  The  strongest  argu- 
ment, I  think,  which  can  be  urged  against  this 
location,  an  argument  winch  has  doubtless  oc- 
curred to  most  of  you,  and  has  been  before  ex- 
pressed liy  many,  is.  that  poverty  is  not  a  crime. 
and  that  those  ,vho  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be 
poor  shuuld  not  he  disgraced  by  being  consigued 
to  a  location  which  will,  from  its  associations, 
ever  be  connected  w  dh  crime  and  criminals.  Deer 
Island  is  synonymous  with  prison  bondage,  the 
puo'ic  entirely  torgeuing  that  there  is  an  alms- 
house at  that  place,  i  cannot  conceive  ol  the  time 
when  the  public  will  ltmember  that  criminals  and 
paupers  both  nave  pro  vision  made  for  them  on 
this  same  island. 

In  Other  words,  "the  Island"  will  always  be  as- 
associated  with  crime,  ibis  lact  certainly  will 
give  little  comfort  to  our  citizens,  any  of  vvnom 
uipy  have  the  misfortune  some  time  to  become 
poor.  But  notwithstanding  this*  we  are  asked  to 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  erectioT  of 
new  building*  for  the  accommodation  01  the  poor, 
upon  this  location,  ami  this  is  asked  by  the  Oirect- 
ors  of  1'nbiic  Institutions,  notwithstanding  the 
well-known  fact  that  the  heaviest  tax-payers  of 
the  city  are  oin -ctly  opposed  to  placing  our  poor  in 
the  immediate  locality  if  our  criminals,  this  <  lass 
of  our  citizeus  demand  and  lora  long  tune  have  de- 
manded thai,  the  Home  for  the  i'oor  and  our  crim- 
inal institutions  shall  ne  s 'panned  as  soon  as 
practicable ,  and  entirely.  Such  a  demand  coming 
from  that  part  of  the  community  which  bear-  Bo 
large  a  proportion  of  the  Wovornineur  s  expenses 
should  manifestly  outweigh  any  prt  indices  wiucb. 
as  mdiMiluals,  we  may  entertain  in  favor  of  the 
island  location.  1 1  'the  city  t  w  ned  no  other  b  ca- 
tion we  might,  foigci  ting  our  duty  to  the  unfor- 
tunate, i>e  induced  th  adopt  Deer  Island:  hut  the 
city  owr.s  the  I'oor  laim  at.  the  Highlands,  which 
bv  an  expenditure  of  less  than  one  hundred  tlnm- 
saml  dollars  can.  it  is  estimated.  iK.t   only    by    the 

committee  but  by  competent  Judges  in  ihe  mui- 
munity ,  ne  made  suitable  lor  the  accommodation  of 
ibi'iioor  of  tins  city  for  a  century  hence.  If, 
therefore,  this  p'an  is  adopted.  tUe  pour  will  hi 
arated  from  criminals,  it  will  be  lai  more  econonSi- 
cal,  and,  by  proncr  anaiigt  incut  with  the  courts, 
persons  convicted  of  minor  offences  can  be  con- 
fined on  the  premises  now  occupied  by  the  poor  at 

the  island,  instead  of  at  t.ie  llou-c  ol"  (  on  eei  ion 
at  South  Uoslnn  ;  Ibcrcl  y  rel.eving  this  penal  in- 
stitution of  It?  pressure,  and,  consequently  pre- 
venting the  necessity  Of  any  great  outlay  to*  im- 
prove u i en i s  on  that  institution. 

.Mr.  llcrseyof  Ward  1'.' also  opposed  I  he  substi- 
tute as  I  oil  i  us  :

1  u;  it  is  a  misiori  me  In  Which  all  are  liable,  and 
the  poor  •ntltlld  be  made  a^  emnii'i -table  as  i  rea- 
sonable expenditure  can  make  them,  and  a  larger 
liber  y  given  them  than  the  circuiu-ci  ihed  limits 
ol    Deer  Island  afford.

Jlv.  dragg  ol  Ward   ll   oppo.cd   the  occupation 


of  the  old  Almshouse  on  Highland  place  as  a 
Home  for  the  Poor,  believing,  it  to  be  cot  a  proper 
place  for  such  a  Home,  ihe  buildings  weie  old, 
and  to  make  it  what  it  should  be  would  require  the 
erection  of  new  ones,  at  an  expense  eqaj.1  to  the 
cost  of  a  Home  at  Deer  Island.  For  many  years  he 
had  been  familiar  with  the  locality  and  with  the 
nuiidings,  and  should  vote  against  the  report  of 
the  com'miftee. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  1G  said  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  make  a  speech  on  this  subject,  but  he 
was  surprised  at  some  of  the  positions  of  the  gen- 
tleman troin  Ward  12.  That  gentleman  hid  spoiten 
against  the  location  of  this  diss  of  institutions  in 
the  midst  of  crowded  populations  because  it  is  in- 
jurious to  property  ;  but  ue  is  willing  to  inflict  the 
evils  of  them  upon  tie  people  of  ltoxbury.  In  bis 
view  there  wis  a  false  sympathy  on  this  subject 
in  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  Home  for  the 
Poor  at  Deer  Island.  When  a  man  become* 
poor,  so  that  he  is  no  longer  supported  by  his 
friends  or  family,  it  matters  little  to  bim 
about  Icing  where  he  can  be  seen;  in  fact, 
he  would  choose  to  he  out  of  the  way. 
and  would  prefer  to  be  in  no  place  other  than 
Deer  Island,  where  be  will  be  well  and  comforta- 
bly taken  care  oi. 

In  relation  to  tin-  report  of  the  committee,  h  I 
declared  that  they  had  no  right  to  take  from  the 

appropriation  made  last  year  for  a  Home,  which 
lailc  I  of  going  into  effeci  only  thr<  ugli  a  said  mis- 
take, and  but  for  the  mistake  the  Home  would 
have  been  half  built  by  This  tdu\  I'uey  had  no 
rif  lit  to  squander  that  appropriation,  which  would 
be  done  in  an  attempt  to  tit  up  the  old  Almshou-c 
at  h'uxl  urv.  then  could  be  no  better  place  than 
at  Deer  Island,  where  S40.000  had  been  expended 
lor  pauper  children.  A  similar  buildiug  could  not 
he  pur  up  in  ltoxbury  f>r  a  less  amount,  and  ae- 
commodatious  could  not  be  provided  for  30(1  or  loil 
I  ersons  in  rhe  old  Almshouse  to  give  l  hem  a  good 
home  in  that  building.  He  believed  it  ro  be  best 
to  \ob  f(  i  die  ??boinineudations  of  ihe  Board  of 
Directors. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  said,  that  unless  rhe  Ca- 
nutes were  wrong,  it  would  be  useless  to  expend 
Hidings  in  the  expectation  that 
they  would  afford  the  accommodations  for  wl  ich 
?'200.n0t)  were  required,  fhey  should  ilisannse 
themselves  of  the  Idea  that  any  disgrace  was  at- 
tached to  Deer  Island.  When  a  nan  heeanM  a 
pauper  it  did  not  matter  much  where  he  was.  tor 
lie  was  not.  apt  to  bate  many  friends,  or  those  who 
eared  much  about  him,  and  ine  further  Off  he  was. 
the  better,  ibe  location  at  Deer  1-hind  u  is  ,  on- 
vcnient.  and  the  same  vessel  would  anew! 
means  of  transportation.  It  had  been  objected 
that  the  poor  ami  the  criminal  had  been  taken 
down  to  the  island  in  the  same  horn  :  so  have  also 
members  of  the  City  Uoromuient  gone  down 
in  the  same  boat  with  toe  criminal,  and  were 
not  the  worse  lor  it.  I  here  was  a  squeamishueos 
in  the  matter  which  they  should  dives!  theme 
of.  Noon,  desired  to  have  all  almshouse  ne>r 
him.  and  it  would  not  be  pleasant  i.i  i  direction  ro 
lice  to  have  it  given  as  directly  opnn- 
siit  ibe  almshouse.  Ihe  locality  of  an  almshouse 
bad  a  depressing  effeci  a>  on  the  value  id  na  i  es- 
tate, and  it  had  retarded  hie  value  of  property  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  old  Almshouse  in  Koxbor;  .  The 
eight  acres  of  land  ctmnecre.1  with  it  are  well 
enough  for  building  purpoces,  but  the  land  is  not 
well  -lined  for  adornment  or  cultivation  to  con- 
tribute* » the  support  of  Hie  inuiatast  Whatever 
else  is  done,  the  substitute  should  be  adopted  and 
tile  original  order  rejected.

I  lie  location  ol  the  Home  at  Deer  Island  does 
n.'l  pi'evenl  the  removal  ol  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion from  s  >utii  Boston,  and  it  might  be  removed 
to  Dorchester,  if  thought  necess  try.  for  his  part, 
he  would  prefer  to  have  the  Houseol  Correction 
ne  ii'  linn  than  the  chimneys  of  the  foundries  ju 
the  same  uetghborhooo.  there  were  .rentlemen 
living  near  He  House  of  Correction  wlio  wished 
first  to  know  what  they  were  to  have  in  place  of 
the  House  of  Chrrectio'j  before  they  desired  its  re- 
nioval,  and  they  did  not  care  one  cent  about  its 
removal. 

Mr.  I'ei  kins  of  Ward  tl  briefly  criticised  w  bat  he 
considered  an  Inconsistency  iii  the  views  ol  the 
Direerus  of  Public  instil  u'.ions.  1  lit  v  h  ill  no  ob- 
jection io    beeping    the    poor   on    the   same  island 

with  a  class  of  criminals  or  semi-criminals,  hut 

when  it  was  proposed  to  rciuova  The  Hume  to''  the 
I'oor. and  place  the  House  nt  Correction  at  Deer 
Island,  they  thought  it  not  humane. 

Mr.  Dickinson  ol  Ward  11  protested  against  th  ■ 
proposed  amendment,  and  denied  that  the  sympa- 
thy io.  the  poor  which  opposed  the  establishment 

Ol  the  Home  ai  Deer  Island  was  g  maudlin  Sympa- 
thy.    It  Should  not  be  oil  irged  that  he  who  speaks 

for  the  poor  did  so  from  a  maudlin  or  false  sympa- 
thy, flic  charge  that  a  Btlgma  is  attached  to  be- 
ing sent  to  Deer  Island  could  not  be  turned  light- 
ly away,  and  the  question  was  one  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  this  city,  involving  its  good  repu- 
tation in  the  care  of  the  pour.  So  far  as  related  to 
the  House  of  Correction,  he  would  raUier  have 
th  it  Institution  located  in  the  square  opposite  the 
City  Hall  than  to  do  injustice  to  the  poor  by  asso- 
ciating them  with  criminals. 

Ever]  day  we  see  it  stated  that  such  a  peison 
has  been  sent  to  the  island:  and  to  have  it  known 
that  one  has  goce  to  the  island  carries  a  stigma 
with  it.  flic  poor  are  just  as  much  entitled  to 
our  sympathy  88  are  the  rich,  and  should  not  be 
set  down  among  criminals,  or  even  be  placed  in 
danger  by  being  taken  to  a  place  where  criminals 
arc -cut.  Honest  poverl;  should  rot  be  associated 
with  crime,  even  though  but  one  in  a  hundred  ot 
those  sent  down  there  are  criminals. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  be  had  spoken  of 
false  sympathy,  but  had  not  questioned  the  mo- 
lives  of  those  who  manifested  siicu  sympathy.  It 
was  false,  and  therefore  erroneous,  and  the  poor 
themselves  say  so. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  gave  if  as  his  opinion  that 
those  who  opposed  the  location  ol  the  Home  for 
the  I'oor  at  Deer  Island  ware  honest  in  their  oppo- 
sition. Ibe  honest  and  unfortunate  poor  he  did 
not  believe  made  objection  to  going  to  Deer  Isl- 
and, and  in  support  of  this  view  stated  the  case  of 
a  well-Known  and  faithful  religious  man  who  had 
done  much  good  in  the  world,  hut  was  now  at 
Deer  Island.  I'oor  health  was  the  cause  of  his 
poverty,  \er  he  did  not  complain  of  the  place,  aud 
was  as' well  satisfied  there  as  he  would  he  in  any 
poorhonse.  I'o  luiu  everything  was  agreeable  ex- 
cept bong  away  from  his  friends. 

Mr.  Bmoks  did  not  believe  there  was  any  better 
place  for  a  Home  for  die  i'oor  than  at  Deer' Island  ; 
iio  better  place  as  a  locality,  for  health,  or  a  more 
desirable  snot.  Should  it  he  his  lot  io  go  to  a  poor- 
house,  tie  would  desire  to  go  there  as  soon  as  any- 
where 


Mr.  Bobbins  stated  thai  i  In  (  ominiio  .  on  Insti- 
tutions visited  '.in  po'or-iarm  in  Box  bury  and  were 
well  pleased  with  it.  Ibe  surroundings  were  good, 
anil  they  believed  that  for  the  sum  named  In  their 
leport,  rlr-  Home  waiuld  ne  made  a*  good  a  place 
one    could    he    for    lie-  pool'.      He    was    not 

aware  that  any  member  of  the  committee  had 
changed  bfs  mind  on  the  subject.  These  matters 
or  public  Institutions  were  so  iiiterwoven  that  he 
believed  ibey  should  all  hive  been  coqsideied  at 
.me  time,  for  it  Was  almost  impossible  to 
separate  them. 

Mr.  Stone  ol  Ward  5  *a1d  the  discussions  bad 
upon  sympathy,  false  and  erroneous,  and 
upon  the  case  ol  a  faithful  man;  vet  this  did  not 
the  question,  the  -uopei  had  been  well 
discussed  in  the  newspapers,  and  be  believed  a 
majority  of  the.  Council  were  opposed  to  a  loca- 
tion ul  a  Home  ar  Deer  Island.  I'o  bring  the  sub- 
ject to  a  cio-e  ue  moved  tire  previous  question, 
which  was  not  snstalued.

He  did  not  think 
ic  betit'ing  to  Btkm&tiue  B.  K.  Hale  aud  such 
men  as  unt  the  friends  of  the  poor.

PROVIDENCE    RAILROAD  AND    COLUMBUS  AVENUE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  the  Colum- 
bus avenue  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Provi- 
dence Railroad  Company  was  taken  from  the 
table. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  stated  that  the  contract 
was  laid  on  the  table  on  his  motion.  This  was  a 
contract  tor  a  conveyance  of  land,  and  was  in  fact 
a  deed  of  the  entire" piece  of  land  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  city  for  the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue. 
In  this  deed  it  was  provided  that  the  railroad  cor- 
poration shall  reserve  a  portion  of  the  laud  for  de- 
pot purposes  until  a  portion  of  Church  street  is 
discontinued  and  the  extension  of  Columbus  ave- 
nue is  laid  out.  In  the  deed  the  time  allowed  cbe 
railroad  compauy  after  the  discontinuance  and 
laying  out  is  two  years,  which  would  carry  it  be- 
yond the  period  allowed  for  assessment  of  better- 
ments on  adjoining  estates,  as  provided  by  law. 

To  remedy  this,  he  moved  to  amend  by  substi- 
tuting eighteen  months  for  two  years.  This  bad 
been  agreed  to  by  the  corporation  and  by  the  City 
Solicitor. 

This  amendment  was  carried,  as  was  also  anoth- 
er striking  out  the  last  clause  of  the  first  proviso, 
requiring  the  payment  of  $325,000  witbin  sixty  days 
after  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable. 

The  orders  were  then  passed  in  concurrence,  as 
follows : 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets,  be  au- 
thorized to  execute  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  a  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Kailroad  Corporation  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  draft  hereto  annexed : 

Ordered,  That  upon  the  execution  of  the  said 
contract  as  above  provided,  there  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Corpo- 
ration the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  with  interest  from  July  1, 1871,  to  Sept.  SO, 
1871 :  said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  lappropria- 
tion  already  provided  lor  that  purpose. 


REPORT  OF  A  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  Engine  Company  No.  8,  to  be  allowed  to 
take  their  engine  ana  apparatus  to  the  firemen's 
muster  at  Fitcbburg,  on  tbe  10th  and  llth  of  Octo- 
ber, made  a  report  as  follows : 

That  the  engine  aud  apparatus  are  public  prop-

gineer. It  is  recommended,  therefore,  tbac  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw.

Mayor  Gaston  referred  to  the  great  Jisaster 
which  had  befallen  the  people  of  Chicago  as  fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen"/ the  Board  of Aldermen  ;  It  is  with 
thoughts  of  ueep  regret  thai  I  propose  now  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  gravest  calamity  thai  our 
country  has  ever  known.  I  refer  to  the  conflagra- 
tion at  Chicago,  with  the  main  fuels  of  which  you 
are  doubtless  already  acquainted.  The  great 
trouble  that  has  fallen  upon  our  sister  city  has  ex-

Afterwards  it  was  offered  for 
$60,000,  which  the  committee  considered  an  enor- 
ne  m-  price  l"i  80S7  leet  of  land. 

A  month  or  two  ago  an  order  was  passed  through 
both  branches  of  the  City  Council  authorizing  toe 
purchase  of  the  same  estate  at  .s">.r,,iil)0.  which  went 
into  the  hands  of  the  committee,  it  was  oelieved 
that  it  was  not  worth  more  than  S45.000,  yet  the 
committee  weie  authorized  to  pay  $55,000  "for  ir. 
For  an  engine  simply,  this  was  a  "very  high  price 
for  the  land,  but  it  was  slid  that  a  place  was  want- 
ed for  the  Fire  Brigade,  and  that  an  armory  could 
be  tuiilt  therefor  the  Lancers.  While  the  commit- 
tee believed  that  the  price  was  from  $5000  to 
$10,000  more  thin  the  land  was  worth,  they  saw 
no  other  way  than  to  buy  it.  in  regard  to  provid- 
ing for  an  armory,  there  could  be  no  doubt  the 
Lancers  should  have  one,  but  whether  the  city 
should  huild  armories  for  military  companies,  that 
is  another  questiou.  The  cost  of  a  building  for 
all  these  uses  would  be  not  less  than  Si  10,000. 

Alderman  Plunier  said  be  regretted  that  he 
could  not  vote  for  this  appropriation.  The  engine 
was  badly  located,  and  a  better  provision  should 
be  made  for  it,  hut  the  price  proposed  to  be  paid 
fir  this  lot  ol  land  was  exorbitant,  it  was  not  worth 
over  $7  per  foot,  or  $45,000  iu  the  aggregate.  This 
was  not  a  time  for  sueb  an  expenditure  lor  an  en- 
gine-bouse, particularly  when  a  call  is  now  made 
for  the  utmost  assistance  in  the  alleviation  of  dis- 
tress in  a  sister  city.  It  was  probable,  as  had 
been  stated  liy  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
thitabuildingcoutdnot.be  put  up  for  less  than 
S140.000. 

Referring  to  the  lot  on  Oliver  street,  which  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  recommeuded,  he 
said  it  was  a  very  desirable  lot,  oueu  on  three  sides, 
affording  ample  room,  and  an  engine  was  as  much 
needed  in  that  locality  as  in  any  other,  itaere  the 
city  owns  the  land,  and  a  building  could  be  put 
up  at  a  small  expense.  Had  that  locality  been 
adopted,  a  building  could  have  been  put  up  before 
this  time.  It  appeared  to  him  that  it  matteied 
little  where  an  ecgine  was  now  located,  for  if  lo- 
cated in  Oliver  street  it  could  get  to  tbe  preseut 
locality  before  steam  could  be  got  up.  There  was 
accordingly  no  need  of  an  expensive  lot  of  land. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  his  opinion  thai; 
the  engine  should  be  located  near  the  City  Hall 
and  on  high  ground.  It  was  an  objection  to  pay 
so  much  for  the  land,  for  he  thought  that  $45,000 
was  as  much  as  it  was  worth  and  a  little  more.  As 
a  location  for  tbe  Fire  Brigade,  that  was  some  con- 
sideration, and  that  will  pay  rent,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  Company' A,  cavalry.  The  im- 
portance of  this  military  force  should  not  be  over- 
looked, for  it  was  worth  as  much  as  the  police 
force,  without  which  the  laws  could  Eot  be  en- 
forced against  riotous  persons.  The  company  was 
one  of  the  oldest  and  best  in  the  United  states, 
anJ  there  was  no  reason  why  the  city  should  not 
build  an  armory  for  it;  in  New  York  and  elsewhere 
armories  being  built  for  military  companies. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  land  opposite  this 
locality  had  been  sold  for  $li  per  foot,  and  he  con- 
sidered the  price  asked  for  tbe  Smith  estate  a  fair 
one,  and,  for  the  accommodations  afforded,  a  good 
trade  for  the  city.  So  far  as  related  to  the  loca- 
tion, this  was  a  good  one,  and  another  engine  was 
needed  in  the  vicinity  of  Oliver  street.  Should  the 
engine  be  located  in  Oliver  street  and  this  bargain 
be  lost,  he  did  not  doubt  that  the  city  would  be 
obliged  some  time  to  buy  this  estate  in  Bulfincti 
street  at  a  higher  price  for  another  engine. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  in  regard  to  armories,  the 
cicv  does  now  and  will  continue  to  provide  armo- 
ries for  military  companies.  With  the  great  bur- 
dens upon  tbe  citizens,  this  was  not  the  time  for 
unnecessary  expense.  The  location  was  not  a  de- 
sirable one,  for  at  some  times  in  winter  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  through   Howard  street.

He  believed  this  engine  got  stuck  in  the  snow 
there  last  winter.  The  location  would  be  infinitely 
better  in  Oliver  street. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  did  not  doubt  that  How- 
ard street  would  be  wit  ened  before  a  ereat  while, 
from  a  public  necessity.  But  there  was  a  way  of 
getting  out  otherwise  "than  by  that  street,  in  the 
shoit  distance  to  the  square.  This  location  was 
further  preferred  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department,  who  should  be  consul  led  in  such 
cases. 

Aloerman  Cutter  said  he  did  not  regard  the  price 
as  very  bad  for  the  city,  which  is  expected  to  pay 
a  higher  price  for  laud  than  is  required  of  citizens. 
At  the  last  meeting  ol  the  Board  every  Alderman 
but  himself  voted  to  pay  more  lor  land  belonging 
to  the  .Providence  Kailruad  Company  tb:in  lor 
this  land,  wbicb  in  bis  view  was  not  worth  near 
so  much.  But  the  question  with  him  was  whether, 
if  an  armory  was  built  in  this  case,  the  city  would 
not  be  obliged  to  build  other  armories.  While  the 
price  was  reasonable  and  fair,  it  was  arother 
question  in  laying  out  so  much  for  armories. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  thar  the  lease  of  the 
present  armory  of  the  Lancers  expired  in  the 
spring,  and  this  locality  woulu  suit  them. 

Alderman  Giuson  said  this  question  of  tin  en- 
gine-house had  caused  the  spending  of  much 
time  and  talk  of  the  committees,  in  their  in  v<  li- 
gations and  advertising  ftr  sites,  nothing  could 
be  found  in  this  section  of  the  city  but  what  was 
built  upon.  The  buildings  generally  offered  were 
not  good  and  could  not  be  altered  for  an  engine- 
house,  and  the  only  way  was  to  buy  a  sitr  and  tear 
down  the  building  upon  it.  If  this  lot  should  be 
abandoned,  a  newengiue  would  probal  ly  be  called 
tor  to  be  located  here.  There  would  then  he 
another  child  to  be  provided  lor  at  an  expense  of 
$75  to  $100  a  day. 

The  cancels,  he  said,  were  worth  as  much  as 
any  other  military  company,  and  the  city  should 
give  them  a  good  armory.  They  must  have  room 
for  100  to  ion  horses,  ami  that  tbey  could  have  in 
the  square  near  by.  The  fact  was,  the  city  was  got, 
by  the  ears,  and  they  must  buy  this  site  to  still  the 
firemen,  and  pay  lor  the  property  §5000  more  than 
it  is  worth. 

Aide1  man  1'luiuer  repeated  that  the  city  already 
furnishes  an  armory  for  the  Lancers,  and  will 
continue  to  furnish  one,  but  it  was  not  necessary 
to  build  one.  The  location  for  an  engine  in  Oliver 
stree:  he  believed  to  be  a  good  one,  and  if  it  .--hall 
prove  to  oe  necessary  to  have  onoiher  one,  a  place 
"will  be  lound  for  it.  The  city  owns  the  lot  in  Oliver 
street,  and  the  house  can  he  buili  at  a  eompai  a- 
tively  small  ox  pi  use.  8o  far  as  related  to  the  fut- 
ure, there  was  a  lot  in  Hawkins  street  which  would 

be  lor  disposal  before  mauv  years,  in  the  removal 

of  the  schoolhouse.  The  price  proposed  lor  the 
land  in  liulliuch  fittest  is  S'J  per  fool,  which  ho 
believed  to  be  high, 

Alderman  Gibson  remarked  that  so  far  as  re- 
lated to  lurnisiiing  an  armory,  the  citv  could  as 
well  afford  io  furnish  one.  as  others  could  ami  gei 
pay  lor  it  from  the  city.  it.  was  his  wish  fvi  m  the 
first  to  put  the  engine  in  the  end  ol  the  Court 
House,  to  which  objection  was  made.     If    the    en- 

gine-house  is  needed,  it  will  be  bad.  whether  the 
laudcostS  $5000  to  $10,000  more  Mian  it  is  worth, 
or  not.  The  case  ol  the  engine  at  South  Boston 
wa<3  referred  to  as  in  point,  where  it  was  said  the 
engine  was  not  wauled,  yet  Hie  city  is  now  build- 
ing a  house  lor  it. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  Aldermen  were  mistaken 
about  tlie  value  Ol  land  in  Bulhnch  street.  Land 
WUH  sold  by  auction  lor  $10  per  loot,  and  parlies 
arc  now  ready  to  pay  as  much  for  tins,  the  loca- 
tion is  necessary  lor  the  engine,  and  another  en- 
gine is  needed  in  Oliver  street.  In  regard  to  an 
armory,  the  Lancers  are  in  need  of  a  better  armo- 
ry, and  this  locality  will  (five  I  hem  sueh  an  one  as 

they  want. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  considered  one  Idol 
of  this  land  to  be  worth  as  much  is  two  at 
the  Providence  Kailroad.  It  was  fortunate  for  the 
city  to  gel  it  at  the  price  demanded.  By  holding 
il  several  years  if  will  be  enhanced  in  value  and 
pay  I  he.  interest  on  I  he  purchase. 

Alderman  Gibson  referred  lo  the  original  pur- 
chase of  the  place b)   Mr,  Smith,  at  838*000,  and 

the  advance  was  not  more  than  in  any  other  lo- 
cality. 

The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  11  tol,ns 
follows :

HOME    FOB   THE   POOR. 

The  report  and  order  to  enlarge  and  repair  the 
old  Almshouse  on  Highland  street,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  paupers  now  at  Deer  Island,  at  not 
exceeding  $75,000.  to  be  transferred  from  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  "Home  for  the  Poor'  !Ciry 
Doc.  63)  were  considered  on  the  amendment,  adopt- 
ed by  the  Council,  authorizing  the  ereetic  n.  in- 
stead thereof,  of  a  "Home  for  the  Poor' at  Deer 
Island;  no  expenditure  to  he  allowed  until  con- 
tracts are  made  for  the  whole  ol  said  building,  ac- 
cording to  the  modified  plans;  the  expense  not 
to  exceed  §225,000,  and  to  be  charged  to  the  ap- 
propriation already  authorized  for  the  purpose. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  if  the  Board  should  con- 
cur in  this  ort'er  they  would  not  be  able  to  com- 
plete the  building  at  the  sum  named.  In  K.e  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  last  year,  if  was  esti- 
mated tnat  the  cost  would  be  $300,000.  On  the 
suggestion  of  the  committee,  some  of  the  orna- 
mental work  was  struck  out.  and  the  committee 
went  to  the  Citv  Council  with  the  understanding 
that  the  sum  of  $225,000  would  not  be  sufficient, 
and  that  a  portion  of'  the  building  would  be  left 
unfinished  under  that  appropriation. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  is  well  known 
that  the  removal  of  the  House  of  Correction  has 
been  much  discussed,  and  that  a  great  desiie  is 
expressed  lor  such  removal.  In  re'afion  to  the 
report  of  the  committee,  they  were  satisfied  that 
the  repairs  of  the  old  Almshouse  at  Koxhurycouid 
be  made  for  the  snm  reported  by  them.  The  build- 
ing was  40  by  100  feet,  the  frame  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  with  w  nigs  at  an  additional  cost  of 
000,  may  be  made  to  accommodate  a  much  larger 
numuer  than  at  present  desisrntd. 

Alderman  .lenUius  referred  to  the  remonstrances 
against  the  erection  of  the  Home  for  the  Poor  at 
-land,  ami  to  the  objection  to  se'vlnnr  the 
poor  to  an  island  known  as  a  place  of  penal  in- 
fliction. In  relation  to  oui  public  Institutions, be 
believed  we  were  behind  the  age.  including  the 
Home  for  ihe  Poor,  the  Laiiatic  Hospital  and  the 
House  of  Correction.  The  Council  h  id  passed  the 
order  of  last  year,  unexplained,  when  an  addi- 
tional sum  would  be  required  in  carrying  out  the 
contract  proposed. 

In  llu  discussion  of  the  subject,  it  bail  beei 
that  the  class  ol  poor  sent  to  Deer  Island  were  the 
unworthy  poor,  poor  because  of  dissipation.  Hut 
it  did  not  follow  that  they  should  not  be  taken 
can?  of  because  unworthy.  In  regard  to  the  KOX- 
buy  Almshouse,  Alderman  .1>  nkms  stated  further 
that  the  building  was  wary  oomlortaule,  one  ol  the 
best  he  ever  saw  .  and  it  could  he  put  in  BOOd  order 
for  $50,000.  1  be  committee  wire  of  opinion  that 
with  1 1><-  lepairs  proposed,  it  could  he  made  com- 
fortable loi  all  the  poor  of  the  Cit>  for  the  next 
twenty  years,  ife  moved  that  the  Board  uon-cou- 
CUI  with  the  t  ouncil. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  what  Alderman 
Jenkins  bad  said  in  reference  to  the  poor  of  the 

city.  In  regard  to  Dorr  Island,  the  poor  would 
prefer  to  be  sent  to  tin'  House  of  <  orreilion  or  Io 
die  than  sr"  to  Deer  Island.  The  poor  and  the 
criminal  should  be  separated.  Either 
pool  at  Koxbury  or  buy  some  place  elsewnere. 
lb,  House  ol  Correction  must  be  removed  from 
south  Boston  at  no  great  lime  distant,  and  he 
thought  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  make  such 
removal  and  to  take  the  poor  from  the  island.  To 
enable  him  to  obtain  some  statistics  in  relation  to 
the  poor  and  to  criminals,  he  moved  that  the  sub- 
ject be  postponed  two  w<  eks. 

Alderman  Plumer  opposed  postponement,  be- 
lieving that  the  subject  had  been  well  considered 
and  sbouid  be  acted  upon  al  on.  •-.  While  he  bad 
great  lespcet  lor  the  Hoard  of  Directors  in  their 
management  of  the  puoiic  institutions, he  could 
not  aureo  with  them  in  regard  to  their  location  of 
the  Home  lor  ine  Poor  at  Deer  Island.     I  here  a  is 

a  large  cla^s  ol    poor  who  so  dislike  the  idea  of  gr- 
ing  to  Deer  Islam'   thai    they  endure  inn   n  suffer- 
ing and  endeavor  to  make  tin'  smallest  ureal  - 
oil!  a  subsistence  on  that    account.     Of  late 

there  ii  id  sprang  no  eleemo«ynary  institul 

such    as    Hie  Old  Men's   Home.  I'd  Ladus'  11.  m.  . 
and  the  Colored  Old  Ladies'  Home. 

there  was  little  doubt  there  was  a  call  for  these 
institutions  because  the  people  don't  want  their 
friends  to  go  to  Deer  Island  He  would  ba\e  the 
poor  well  provided  for.  where  they  could  oe  sur- 
rounded b\  good  influences,  where  the  moral  at- 
mosphere was  better  than  at  Deer  Island,  and 
where  no  stigma  could  be  attached  to  them. 
There  miuhi  perhaps  be  fouud  a  suitable  location 
in  tin  Thirteenth  or  Sixteenth   ward,   fol   he    did 
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not  oare  where,  if  out  of  the  way  of  such  influ- 
ences. Tbe  citizens  do  not  want  the  poor  to  be 
classed  with  ciimmais.    With  a  hi^ii   regard  for 

the  superintendents  of  the  institutions  at  Deer 
Island,  there  was  a  tendency  in  dealing  with  crim- 
inals to  a  hardening  Of  tne  feelings,  and  he  would 
hardly  lie  \\  1 1 1 i iiji  to  trust  in  a  such  a  position  the 
genial  Alderman,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  whose  countenance  itself  indicated 

linu  as  lull  id  [he  null;  id  human  kindness. 

\  large  proportion  of  the  citizens,  the  largest 
tax-payers,  he  believed,  were  in  favor  of  making 
tbe  amplest  provision  fot  the  poor,  and  of  sep- 
arating ktbem  from  the  institutions  at  Deer 
Island,  fcbey  would  he  willing  to  vote  for  almost 
auv  amount  to  be  expended  Judiciously  In  provid- 
ing loi  the  poor  in  some  other  location. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  in  opposing  a  postponement, 
said  the  report  of  the  coinmiuee  WAS  made  in 
July,  alter  expending  a  great,  deal  of  time  upon  ii. 
lie  hoped  the  Hoard    would    not    postpone    action, 

lor  a  sufficient  time  had  been  afforded  to  satisfy 

every  gentleman. 

Alderman  Ciinson  opposed  postponement,  be- 
Usvlug  In  suiij: -'t  io  I  v  sulh.  i 'ntlv  well  under 
stood.  Last  year  lie  was  in  fa\  or  of  a  location  at 
Deer  Island,  but  was  now  opposed  to  such  a  loca- 
tion lor  a  Home.  Ibe  poor  people  should  not  be 
sent  there,  for  tbe  Bouse  of  Correction  must  be  re- 
moved to  that  island,  the  people  ol  South  Boston 
have  determined  upon  its  lein  ivaLaud  when  51 1. ill  ill 
people  get  their    hacks    up  they    will    accomplish 

what  chay  set  about,  it  will  not  he  five  years  he- 
lore  tbe  House  (d  Correction  will  he  removed. 

Aldeinniu  Talnot  said  the  e.vpeiionce  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Director-  was,  that  pi  r- 

sons  who  were  determined  to  go  to  Deer  Island, 
would  go  there.  It  uas  often  the  case,  when  per- 
son- apply  to  he  sent  down  there,  it  they  are 
recommended  to  go  to  Tewksbury  they  aie  oil'  at 

once.  When  they  tin  i  they  cannot  go  to  the  island 
in  any  olhcr  way,  they  are  soon  m  the  courts  as 
idle  and  disorderly,  or  drunk,  and  are  sentenced 
there.  .Nine  out  ol  ten  prefer  going  to  the  island 
to  going  to  TewksUury.  He  did  not  doubt  the 
building  proposed  could  be  put  up  for  the  sum 
named,  and  that  the  same  building  could  bo  put 

up  tilteen  to  twenty  per  cent,  cheaper  at  Deer  Isl- 
and than  elsewhere.  Water  pipes  have  been  laid, 
and  other  preparations  have  been  made  by  which 
tdo.000  may  lie  saved.  He  hoped,  therefore,  the 
Board  would  concur  with  the  Council.  The  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  ou  Public  buildings  voted 
lor  tie  appropriation  last  year. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  lie  did  vote  last  year  for 
the  location  at  Deer  Island,  hut  with  the  under- 
Standing  that  it  the  building  was  to  he  finished,  it 
would  cost  $.';5,U00  more  than  the  sum  appropriat- 
ed, the  order  now  provides  for  finishing  the 
building,  am  a  contract  cannot  be  made  for  the 
sum  proposed,  lie  believed  it  would  cost  more  to 
build  at  the  island  than  elsewhere.  11  not,  why 
was  the  objection  made  against  removing  the 
House  of  Correction  there  because  ol  the  loss  on 
contracts  for  manufacturing? 

In  relation  to  the  management  of  the  institution 
at  Deer  Island,  he  had  a  favorable  impression, 
and  he  did  not  suppose  any  gentleman  ever  went 
down  there  on  a  visit  hut  that  he  wished  to  go 
again.  Che  reception  and  good  treatment  made  a 
favorable  impression.  But  why  should  they  have 
the  pool  there.  There  was  no  absolute  neces- 
sity for  it.  and  he  believed  the  Hoard  of  Directors 
did  not  care  about  having  them  there,  as  had  been 
intimated  to  bun  by  a  member  within  a  week. 
The  Board  of  overseers  of  the  Poor  are  compe- 
t  die  to  take  care  of  the  poor,  auu  be  believed  they 
should  ne  under  their  e.ire. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  be  was  glad  to  bear  that 
tbe  Ahleiman  was  so  well  pleased  with  Deer 
Island,  and  be  could  is-tue  him  that  the  poor  who 
go  there  are  as  well  satisfied.  There  could  be  no 
question  that  ihey  could  be  taken  cue  of  as  cheap 
there  as  anywhere  else. 

Alderman  Plume*  referred  to  tbe  anomalous  po- 
sit.ou  of  tbe  Overseers  of  the  I'oor,  who  should 
have  Che  superintendence  of  the  poor,  whiie  tbe 
poor  are  the  recipients  of  the  funds  in  their 
charge  for  the  benefit  of  that  class. 

Alderman  Talbot  further  remarked  upon  the 
economy  of  the  location  at  Deer  Island,  where  no 
ad  litiotial  superintendent  would  he  needed,  and 
but  lew  additional  attends  nts.  Besides  the  saving 
in  he  erection  of  a  huiidiug,  there  would  be  a 
large  saving  in  the  management  of  H. 
Alderman  Little  said  he  was  apposed  to  the  site 


at  Deer  Island,  because  it  would  be  impossible  to 
separate  the  eire  of  the  poor  from  the  manage- 
ment of  the  penal  institutions.  He  was  likewise 
opposed  to  the  Koxbnry  site,    if  there  had  been 

no  building  at  Boxbpry  the  site  would  not  now  be 
selected.    He  thought  a  better  selection  could  be 

in  ule.  and    before    deciding,  the    members  Ol     the 
Board  should  see  it  in  it-  naked  beauty. 
Alderman  Pierce  said  the  city   lied-    itself  sadly 

In  want  of  a  Home  for  tbe  Poor,  an  Insane  Hos- 
pital and  a  House  of  Correction.  Xo  cits  wa  ;  so 
meagrely  provided,  with  a  Home  for  the  Poor.  It 
should  not  be  located  at   Deer  island,  because  be 

had  iei, i  assured  that  the  island  is  not  large 
cnoiigli  even  for  liie  llou-e  of  Correct ,    in  view 

of  the  growth  of  population    the  city  institutions, 

under  a  population  of  600,000,  which    some  he  -aw 

around  him  would  live  to  see  iu  Boston,  will  re- 
quire double  the   accommodations   at    the   island.

Home  for  the  Poor,  should  be  placed  Ihere.  it 
would  be  flvilig  in  the  lace  of  humanity  and  ol 
philanthropy  io  locale  the  poor  among  such  a 
ela-s  ol  persons.     He  could    not   understand    why 

the  Board  ol  Directors  should  so  persistently  ap- 
peal to  this  Board  foi  the  location  of  the  poor  at 
Deet  Island,  when  with  a  population  ol  5UO.OI10  for 
this  city  the  inland  will  not  he  large  enough  for 
present  ptll'p'  -c-. 

Miould  the  Home  be  located  at  that  island  they 
must  remove  it  before  many  years  to  some  other 
place.  It  had  ueen  urged  to  the  other  branch  that 
when  a  mail  is  unl'oitunate  in  business  and  be- 
Oomes  poor  he  wish,- to  flee  away  and  seclude 
himself  from  the  world  and  his  friends.  He  di  I 
not  understand  such  to  be  luuuau  untune,  and  he 
should  not  iu  such  ciieumstuiices  wish  to  avoid 
and  keen  aw  av  from  those  whom  he  had  known  iu 
former  years.  Che  Directors  ol  Public  Institu- 
tions, it"  was  s aid.  had  selected  Deer  island  of  all 
places  because  the  poor  could  be  secluded  and 
shut  out  from  all  who  had  ever  known  tbem.  He 
hoped  the  Board  would  non-concur  with  the 
t  ouncil. 

the  motion  for  postponement  was  withdrawn, 
and  the  question  was  stated  as  ou  concurring  in 
the  amendment. 

Alderni  in  Cutter  said  he  thought  there  was  no 
necessity  for  pressing  the  question  now.  All  of  the 
argument  had  neen  on  one  side,  and  he  would  like 
to  hear  something  on  the  other  side.  The  Board 
of  Direct. us  appeared  to  have  looked  at  the  ques- 
tion Doin  a  business  standpoint,  while  here  there 
was  nothing  but  s\  inpathy.  lie  moved,  therefore, 
tnat  toe  subject  be  laid  on  the  table,  that  he  might 
consider  it  further  and  obtain  more  information. 

The  motion  to  lay  ou  the  table  was  lost  by  a 
rising  vote;  Aldermen  Cutter,  Talbot.  White  and 
\\  ooUey  voting  iu  favor  and  seven  Aldermen 
against. 

Alderman  Plum»r  said  he  should  be  glad  to  hear 
the  argument  on  the  other  side,  and  would  like  to 
know  what  there  was  if  ihere  was  not  a  call  for 
sympathy.  The  trouble  was  that  tbe  Board  of 
Directors  looked  at  the  subject  merely  from  a 
business  standpoint.  In  a  matter  of  this  kind 
there  should  be  a  higher  and  holier  consideration 
thin  that  oi  business  merely,  in  the  charge  of  the 
poor. 

Uderman  Cutter  said  he  had  heard  only  one 
side  discussed,  and  was  not  prepared  to  discuss 
the  other,  not  having  had  time  to  consider  it.  The 
Alderman  was  not  altogether  free  from  voting  on 
dollars  and  cents  in  some  cases,  as  in  the  appro- 
priation for  supply  of  soup  for  the  poor  last  win- 
Alderman  Piumer  replied  that  he  had  not  only 
aregaiu  for  dollars  and  cents  in  that  case,  but  the 
highest  good  of  the  poor  at  the  same  time. 

Alderman  Cutter  believed  the  Directors  might 
have  as  good  and  strong  argument  in  their  favor. 
He  had  not  given  this  subject  his  attention,  and 
therefore  moved  that  it  be  laid  on'fhe  table. 

The  question  was  taken  on  adopting  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Council,  which  wss  lost  by  a  vote  ef  4 
to  8,  as  follows: 

Yeas— Cutter,  Talbot.  White,  Woolley. 
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Nays— Cowdin,  (jibsoti,  Jenkins,  Little,  Pierce, 
P'uiner,  Pope,  Picker. 

The  question  recurring  upon  the  passage  of  the 
order  as  reported  by  the  committee, 

Alderman  Little  said  he  hoped  the  Board  would 
lav  the  order  on  the  table  and  go  and  see  the  old 
Almf house  before  voting  for  the  repairs.  He 
moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  it  was  possible  the  com- 
mittee may  have  paid  too  much  deference  to  the 
judgment  of  the  gentleman  of  the  Highland  Dis- 
trict in  its  location  there,  as  evidence  that  it  was 
a  good  location. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  the  judgment 
might  have  been  good  sixteen  years  since,  when 
there  were  no  houses,  factories,  breweries  or  other 
buildings  there.  Then  it  was  apleasanr  part  of  the 
town,  away  from  dwellings,  tut  now  circum- 
stances were  different.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Common  and  Public  Grounds, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  order  in  relation  to  an 
increase  of  pay  of  laborers  in  that  department, 
made  a  report  that  in  their  opinion  it  would  be  in- 
expedient to  make  any  increase  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Common  and  Public  Grounds,  dissented 
from  the  report  of  the  majority,  and  recom- 
mended that  an  increase  of  twenty-live  cents  per 
day  be  made  to  the  wages  of  those  laborers  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Grounds  who  now  receive 
one   dollar   and  seventy-tive  cents. 

Mr.  Brooks,  in  support  of  the  minority  report, 
said  he  wished  only  to  give  reasons  for  his  dis- 
sent from  the  majority  of  the  committee.  This 
class  of  laborers  was  the  only  one  whose  pay 
had  not  beeu  raised  within  the  last  two  years. 
There  were  from  thirty  to  forty  men  employed  in 
this  depaitmcnt  at  $1  75  per  day,  and  they  were 
employed  only  from  April  to  October.  Most  of 
these  men  had  beeu  discharged,  aud  there  were 
now  but  few  remaining.  As  they  were  employed 
iiut  the  best  portion  of  the  seasou  at  a  less  pay 
than  others,  it  was  designed  simply  to  put  them 
on  an  equality  in  daily  pay  with  trie  other  labor- 
ers in  the  Paving  and  Health  departments,   who 


are  employed  the  whole  year.  As  a  class  of  la- 
borers, it  was  but  simple  Justice  that  they  should 
tie  paid  $2  a  day,  lor  the  lew  months  they  are  em- 
ployed. 

Air.  Taylor  of  \\  ard  2  said  '.here  were  other  rea- 
sons why  the  pay  of  these  men  should  be  increas- 
ed They  were  not  emploied  In  wet  weather  as 
the  men  "were  in  other  departments,  who,  in  such 
weather,  were  employed  unuer  sheds,  which  gave 
them  pay  tor  every  nay  at  Si.    these  men  got  but 

twenty  to  twenty-four  days  'n  a  month  tor  hall  the 
jrar.  '  As  a  means  of  supporting  families,  the  pay 
ot  |2  a  day  was  but  a  small  pittance. 

Mr.  Pond  ol  Mani.i,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
initi  e,  and  tavnring  the  majority  report,  stated 
that  the  committee  were  governed  principally  in 
mat  re  ii.it  tv  the  laot  that  it  would  be  anticipat- 
ing the  action  of  another  Ci'v  tioveruuieut  to 
i  use  the  pay  of  these  laborers.  The  Season  bad 
i  early  dosed  and  most  of  the  men  had  been  dis- 
charged'. There  were  eight  or  ten  men  who  were 
employed  all  1 1» .  year  a!  |2  a  day,  an  I  the  super- 
intendent ot  Con ins  had  direction  to  pay    more 

in   eases    where   the   services  of   men  Acre  worth 

more.    They  therefore  did  not  wish  to  anticipate 

t ne  action  ol  the  committee  of  another  year,  but 
leave  it  to  tbeui  to  decide  when  men  are  employed 
next  season. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  minority  report  would  not  be  adopted.  The 
committee  carclully  considered  the  subject  and 
di  emed  it  noad  visa  trie  to  recommend  any  increase 
of  pay  at  proem;,  from  the  testimony  of  the 
superintendent  it  appeared  that  tnese  men  were 
paid  all  iheir  labor  wa»  worth,  and  there  were 
many  a,  plications  lor  places,  more  than  could  be 
employed,  Io  adopt  this  would  be  but  an  enter- 
ing wedge  for  increase  of  pay  in  all  departments 
of  the  City  Uovernmeut.  Tnere  were  but  six  or 
eight  men  who  were  now  receiving  but  SI  75  a 
day,  and  these  would  be  discharged  in  a  few  days. 
leaving  only  those  who  are  employed  all  the  year. 

.Mr.  Flynii  of  Ward  7  did  nor  consider  the  argu- 
ment a  good  one,  in  regard  to  the  increase  of  pay, 
tor  the  propose!  increase  was  but  to  make  the  pay 
the  same  as  in  the  other  departments.  The  in- 
crease was  but  a  mere  pittance,  and  would  be 
grateful  to  these  poor  men.  He  hoped  the  minor- 
ity report  would  he  adopted,  and  moved  its  sub- 
stitution for  that  of  the  majority. 

Mr.  Winch  stated  that  the  employment  of  these 
laborers  was  not  so  laborious  as  those  of  other  de- 
partments, and  that  was  a  reason  why  there  was  a 
distinctio.i  between  *he  classes  of  laborers.  The 
pressure  for  places  was  very  great,  as  he  had 
found  from  applications  io  him  lor  them. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  oid  not  know  why  the  work 
of  shovelling  in  this  department  was  not  as  labo- 
rious as  m  other  departments,  and  these  men 
wui  k  but  part  of  the  time  while  others  are  em- 
ployed the  whole  year.  So  far  from  being  an  en- 
tering wedge  to  raise  the  pay  of  others,  this  was 
oulv  to  put  these  laborers  on  the  same  tooting 
as  others.  He  did  not  doubt  that  men  could  be 
had  for  the  places,  but  he  would  not  send  men  to 
the  poor  house  tor  want  of  sufficient  pav  to  sup- 
port themselves  and  families.  His  theory  wa«  to 
pay  a  man  for  what  be  was  worth,  and  no  gentle- 
man could  sav  that  $2  a  day  was  too  much. 

.Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  0,  as  a  representative  of  the 
ward  iu  which  the  Comraou  is  mainly  situated, 
aDd  passing  over  it  frequently,  said  bis  experi- 
ence was  that  these  men  did  not  work  very  bard. 
A  group  of  four  or  five  would  generally  work  to- 
gether, onenrawiog  a  handcart  or  lending  a  horse 
while  another  would  walk  along  with  a  broom;  a 
third  would  perhaps  shovel  dirt  or  leaves,  and 
another  would  pick  up  leaves  with  his  bands. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  said  he  concurred  with  his 
colleagae  from  Ward  1  in  regard  to  the  pay  of  this 
class  of  laborers.  Tbey  were  employed  but  part  of 
the  year,  and  on  that  account  thev  should  receive 
$2  aday.  In  fact  they  should  receive  better  wages 
for  that  reason.  He*  hoped  the  members  of  the 
Council  would  see  the  question  as  he  did,  and  vote 
for  the  inciease  of  pay. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  did  not  speak  of  the  matter 
as  an  entering  wedge.  Why  was  the  subject,  neg- 
lected until  all  these  laborers  but  six  or  eight  had 
been  discharged,  and  in  a  few  days  more  their 
work  would  close  for  the  season?  He  preferred 
that  the  committee  for  another  year  should  settle 
the  question  of  pay,  when  laborers  were  hired 
again. 

.Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  lsaid,  that  as  he  understood 
it  this  could  not  be  understood  as  au  entering 
wedge,  for  several    mouths  ago    the    committee 
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were  directed  to  inquire  into  the  matter,  and  they 
had  done  so.  He  was  only  surprise!  that  it  bad 
not  been  taken  in  hand  belore.  If  followed  out  it 
would  have  been  done  betore  this  time. 

Mr.  Taylor  stated  that  early  in  the  season  some 
of  rhe  laborers  in  the  Paving  Department  received 
but  $1  Rt>  per  day,  and  after  his  order  was  intro- 
duced fheir  pay  was  increased  to  S2  per  day. 

Mr.  Broobs  said  that  two  years  ago  the" pay  of 
most  of  the  laborers  was  increased  to  S2.  while 
the  pay  ot  these  was  not.

Will  Dot  iniv  thousand  dollars  build  these?  if  the 
rt't'iiiiiin"iid  itions  of  the  committee  in  the  matter 
of  establishing  a  Howe  for  tne  Poor  are  adopted, 
Hi,'  necessity  ol  "cell  accommodations"  will  ho 
obviated.  Let  me,  .Mr.  President,  immediately 
ln"j,in  liy  stiiliinj;  a  balance  between  the  estimate's 
ii.  i  Ii,'  Directors  of  the  l'ublic  Institutions  ami  my 
own  calcll'atiohs. 

I'lie  Directors  say  Ilia"  their  plan  involves  the 
expenditure  Of  only  about  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  against  the  plan  of  erecting  a  new  build- 
ing at  a  cost  of  about  one  million ;  and  'his,  they 
say,  is  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  location,  liy  an- 
swer to  this  s'lb.jeet  of  location  is,  that  the  city 
owns  Deer  U'autl,  whieh  cn"t:nis  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  acres,  nntl  when  the  Almshouse 
dow  located  there  is  removed,  the  area,  notwith- 
standing the  contrary  opinion  of  the  Directors,  is 
notnnly  broad  enough  f  irtheHouseof  Keforniation 
for  Juvenile  Offenders,  and  the  House  of  industry, 
but  also  for  the  11.  use  of  Correction.  As  the  city 
owns  Deer  island,  the  expense  of  location  is  there- 
fore Dotbing. 

One  argument  used  bv  the  Directors  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  removal  to  Deer  Island  1  cannot  pass 
without  mention,  and  scarcely  without  astonish- 
ment. It  is  this:  that  under  (such  circumstances 
the  contractors  For  prison  laoor  would  immediate- 
ly annul  their  contracts.  While  I  do  not  specially 
advocate  Deer  Island  as  the  lucure  location  of  the 
House  if  Collection.  I  think  I  express  the  senti- 
ment of  every  member  of  this  Council  and  ol  every 
Vnter  in  this  city  when  I  say  that  the  contractors 
for  prison  labor  are  not  the  government  of  Bos- 
ton. 

I  desire  it  distinctly  remembered  that  Boston 
has  outgr jwn  the  capacity  of  its  puidic  institu- 
tions, f'o  establish  this  fact,  the  sinv.de  mentioo 
of  it  I  think  is  only  necessary.  The  city  muse 
begin  to  do  something.  The  claims  upon  us  in 
this  direction  are  of  a  character,  as  the  Directors 
say.  that  will  not  admit  of  procrastination.  l\ow, 
begging  pardon  for  the  little  digressions  I  have 
ma(,e,  let   me   immediately  state  the    difference 


between  the  Directors'  figures  and  my  own 
with  reference  to  the  Moose  ol  Coireetnto.  Tho

Adding  io  this  the  value 
of  the  tlats  twenty-six  thousand  two  liuudred  and 
lo'irceeu  dollar-,  makes  a  total  of  four  bundled 
and  sixtv-eijilit  thousand  four  bundled  and  tlmty- 
tliree  d.il'ars.  This  added  to  the  one  huudred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  s  ived  from  the  present  re- 
tjui'iemeiits  of  the  Board  of  D'uectors  lor  present 
iicerations,  makes  a  sum  total  of  six  hundred  and 
eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-three 
dollars,  ihis,  therefore,  is  the  sum  which  the 
city  will  have  in  two  vears.  not  iueJudii.ji  the  in- 
terest upon  the  one  hundred  aud  til ty  thousand 
ii  .liars,  with  which  to  build  a  new  House  of  cor- 
rcrriuu.  this,  deducied  from  the  estimate  for  ths 
bud  dnj:  of  the  structure— namely,  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars— leaves  a  balance  of  oue  hundred 
aud  eighty-one  thousand  rite  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  dollars.  Ado  to  this,  if  yon  please,  the 
fifty  thousand  dollars  which  you  are  now  advised 
by  the  committee  to  expend  for  repairs,  and  you 
have  the  cost  of  your  new  House  of  Correction, 
namely,  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  live 
hundred  ami  sixty-seven  dollars,  instead  of  nine 
hundred  aud  fifty  thousand,  which  the  Directors' 
estimates  show. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  done.  I  ask  your  pardon 
for  occupying  your  time  to  such  length.  I  be- 
lieved, and  now  believe,  that  tbe  utmost  care 
should  be  exercised  liy  us  in  makiug  or  advising 
in  regard  to  these  important  expenditures.  The 
citizens  of  Boston  will  not  besat.igried  with  a  use- 
less expenditure  of  so  large  a  sum  of  money.  It  is 
not  reasonable  that,  they  should.  I  therefore  earn- 
estly hope  thit  this  master  which  has  been  so 
many  times  before  the  City  Government  will  be 
now  definitely  settled  bv  adopting  the  report  of 
this  committee  and  passing  the  order. 

Mr  Sayward  ot  Ward  16.  in  support  of  the  sub- 
stitute, said  he  should  have  been  satisfied  to  sub- 
rait  it  without  saying  a  word,  if  he  could  but  be 
certain  that  members  of  the  Council  had  read  the 
report  of  the  Directors  for  I'unlic  Institutions. 
Yet  his  experience  was  that  documents  were  often 
printed,  but  not   read.     In  reply  to   the   gentle- 
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man  from  Ward  8,  he  supposed  that  gentleman 
had  been  procurinKestiraatesfrom'mechanics;  but 
he  could  assure  him  that  the  estimates  whieh  had 
been  made  under  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors were  by  practical  men.  who  could  be  re- 
lied upon. 

The  most  economical  plan  he  believed  to  he 
that  which  should  make  a  thorough  repair  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  for  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
city  to  -provide  properly  lor  the  criminal  as  well 
as  for  the  poor.  Tbe  Directors  in  their  report 
state  that  the  claims  for  relief  are  not  of  a  char- 
acter that  will  admit  of  procrastination.  The 
term  is  a  strong  one,  and  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the 
city  that  something  is  not  done  to  meet  the  de- 
mands for  new  public  institutions.  And  so  we 
continue  to  go  on.  ibeie  is  but  little  liope  for  a 
new  hospital  for  tbe  insane,  and  there  is  to  he  no 
Home  for  tbe  Poor,  since  the  two  branches  (litter 
on  the  subject. 

When  it  is  contended  that  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion must  be  removed  to  Deer  Jsland,  it  is  an 
answer  tbat  it  cannot  be  removed  so  long  as  the 
poor  remain  there.  In  reply  to  the  gentleman 
from  South  Boston,  he  said  it  might  be  supposed 
from  bis  remarks  that  South  Boston  was  dying  out 
on  account  of  the  remaining  there  of  the  House  of 
Coirection.  Its  growth  is  i  ow  greater  than  any 
other  wards,  and  it  could  not  be  niuuh  more  should 
the  House  of  Correction  be  removed.  It  m!gnt 
appear  harsb,  but  he  believed  all  the  object  in  the 
removal  of  the  House  of  Correction  from  South 
Boston  was  the  promotion  of  a  land  speculation. 

As  well  might  tbe  residents  ot  Ward  t!  demand 
the  removal  of  tbe  Jail  from  tnat  ward,  Tor  it  is 
as  much  a  disgrace  to  have  the  Jail  there  as  it 
is  to  have  tbe  House  of  Correction  at  South 
Boston.  Fortunate  or  unfortunate,  he  owned  land 
in  iSouth  Boston,  near  the  House  of  Correction, 
upon  which  be  was  nutting  up  respectable  dwell- 
ings, better  than  he  had  generally  lived  in.  II  be 
ban  not  thought  it  was  a  good  place,  he  would  not 
have  put  them  up;  and  he  would  not  hive  built 
thein  any  quicker  had  tbe  House  ot  Correction 
been  removed.  Should  the  removal  take  place  he 
did  not  know  what  might  go  there.  1.  mini)*,  be 
loundriesor  breweries.  But  whether  the  removal 
was  made  or  not,  a  new  building  could  not  be  put 
up  any  wheie  else  short  of  two  years,  and  repairs 
should  be  made  upon  the  House  of  Correction. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  did  not  know  anything  of 
speculating  In  lands  there,  except  the  offer  w  bleb 
he  had  mentioned  of  parties  who  would  give 
$150,000  should  the  House  of  Correction  be  re- 
moved. They  believed  the  property  would  be  im- 
proved by  such  removal,  and  the  more  si  such 
speculation  the  bitter,  for  the  city  would  be  the 
gainer  in  the  increase  of  taxable  propel  ty.  Solar 
as  there  was  said  to  be  an  immediate  necessity  for 
accommodation  in  the  House  of  Correction,  be- 
cause orisoners  were  lodged  in  the  attic,  there 
were  many  poor  people  who  would  be  glad  to  get 
as  good  accommodations  as  an  attic. 

Tne  people  of  South  Boston  did  not  complain 
that  they  were  crowded  by  this  institution,  but  it 
carries  a  stigma  with  it,  as  the  mention  of  tbe 
name  Sing  Sing  suggests  only  criminals.  Stran- 
gers are  inclined  to  look  upon  South  Bostou  as  a 
penal  colony,  inhibited  only  by  criminals  or  by 
missionaries  to  improve  its  condition.     .Mr.  Mer- 


sey, by  consent,  read  a  letter  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Puoiic  Lands,  who  was  of  opinion  that 
with  the  same  restrictions  now  imposed  upon  oth- 
er lands  in  the  vicinity,  this  site  of  the  House  of 
Correction  would  be  worth  seventy-five  cents  per 
foot,  and  the  flats  fifteen  to  tweoty-nve  cents.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  also  quot- 
ed substantially  to  ihe  same  effect. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  tbe  proposed 
diversion  of  $'50,000  from  the  appropriation  lor  a 
Home  far  the  Poor,  and  if  ihe  order  must  pass,  a 
loan  should  be  provided  for  it.  So  far  as  related 
to  tne  injury  of  South  Boston,  he  lived  there  rive 
ycais  before  he  knew  where  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion was.  Ii  migh:  be  hard  to  style  this  move- 
ment a  land  speculation,  but  he  beheved  it  to  be 
so  simply.  The  House  of  Correction  did  not  an- 
noy any  one.  and  would  not  for  twenty  ytars.  He 
was  opposed  to  locating  a  Home  for  the  flour  in 
Hoxbury,  but  tbis  was  a  different  matter,  for  tbe 
House  of  Correct  Ion  was  already  in  South  boston, 
and  it  was  not  on  a  thoroughfare  but  out  of  the 
way.  on  the  verge  of  civilization.  It  cannot  be  a 
thoiouf'bfare,  or  be  in  tbe  way,  until  the  use  of 
the  flats  is  required.  Mr.  Smith  further  objected 
to  large  expenditures  in  view  of  the  necessities 
for  a  Lunatic  Hospital,  a  Home  for  tbe  Poor,  and 
a  Court  House,  which  must  require  expenditures 
to  tbe  aoiiunt  of  several  millions  of  dollars. 

.Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  opposed  the-  appropria- 
tion of  any  sum  of  money  for  the  repairs  of  the 
House 'if  Correction.  The  buildings  wee  put  up 
lorry  vears  ago.  the  cells  were  small,  ami  the  in- 
stitution must  soon  lie  remsved.  It  baJ  neen  said 
tbis  was  a  laud  speculation:  it  was  a  land  specu- 
lation, but  on  the  part  of  the  city  rlone.  which 
would  he  the  gainer  ly  the  removal,  while  tbe 
lands  were  in  demand  for  hoildihg  puri 

Mr.  r  ly  mi  of  Ward  7  said  h?  believed  the  city 
yvas  a  bind  speculat  ir  to  a  certain  extent.  The 
speculation  was  in  the  restriction?  upon  tbe  land, 
which  kept  it  In  the  hands  of  rich  men  alone, 
should  these  restrictions  be  taken  off.  so  i  hat  poor 
men  could  go  there  and  put  up  bouses,  the  land 
wonld  soon  be  all  occupied  and  become  more  val- 
uiole.  There  were  imt  few  persona  who  COBB- 
plained  except  on  account  of  these  restrictions. 

Mr.  Bobbins,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Sajrward,  defended 
the  llgures  ami  estimates  given  by  bun. 

Mr.  'savward.  with  reference  to  the  land  of  tbe 
House  of  Correction,  stated  that  some  of  those 
claimed  as  advocate;  of  removal  would  prefer  to 
have  it  remain  w  here  It  is  unless  restrictions  were 
put  upon  the  land  as  to  its  future  u.es. 

Ml.  Dickinson  ol  Ward  I!  said  tbis  subject  was 
most  important  and  should  not  be  na-tiiy  decided. 
He  had  lost  the  opportunity  of  going  to  South 
Boston,  and  tbe  weather  bad  prevented  tbe  Conn- 
eil  from  going  to  Winthrop,  and  as  tbis  and  tbe 
Lunatic  Hospital  should  be  acted  Upon  together, 
be  moved  a  postponement  and  as-ignment  to 
Thursday  nex  .  8 '.  o'clock.    Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flynn  ot  Ward  7.  the  special 
assignment  was  taken  un,  the  inijority  and  mi- 
nority reports  on  the  plans  of  the  new  Hospital 
for  tlie  Insane. 

(in  a  further  motion  tbe  subject  was  assigned  to 
Tbarsday  evening  next,  eight  o'clock.

Wightman,  Commissioner  of  Charles  River  and 
Warren  Bridges,  with  Statements,  as  follows: 

At  the  time  ol  Ins  appointment  in  Mi  y  last,  the 
amount  of   the    unexpended    fund  transit  i  red    l\ 

the  state  to  the  City  Treasure*  for  the  care  and 

maintenance  of  these  bridges,  was  $405057,  the 
same  amount  having  also  been  transferred  by  the 
State  to  the  city  ol  Charlestown. 

This  amount,  has  been  so  far  expended  in  paying 
the  iiiils  due  on  the  first  ( ictober  ihat  an  appropri- 
ation will  be  required  to  enable  the  Auditor  to 
meet  the  bills  due  on  the  first  of  November,  and 
for  tbe  accruing  hills  during  the  balance  of  the 
present  financial  year. 

The  condition  of  the  draw  on  (harks  River 
Bridge  was  such   as   to   Imperatively   .  ( maud    it-, 

immediate  alteration,  I  his  bas  bet  u  successfully 
completed  and  is  now  very  satisfactory  in  its  oper- 
ation,   the  drawbridge  has  been  reliev  ;d  of  about 

sixty  tons  of  stone  and  iron  ballast ,  and  it  is  now 
moved  on  aid  off  in  about  one-fourth   of  the  time 

formerly  required,  ibis  improvement  has  been 
made  at  considerable  expense,  but  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  lot  the  convenienl  maintenance 
or  the  public  travel  between  the  two  cities.    The 

new  pier  anil  all  the  other  parts   of  the  «  o,  k  hi  i  ,• 
been  thoroughly  and   faithfully  done,  ami    (hi-  ex- 
pense for  repairs  at  this  point  will  be  very  slight 
for  some  years. 
A  considerable  portion  of  the  fender  guards  ami 

bulkheads  on  both  il  'he  bridges  are  much  de- 
cayed and  will  require  entire  renewal  probably 
during  the  present  hscal  year. 

The  act  of  tbe  Legislature  requiring  the  widen- 
ing of  the  driveway  ami  building  a  new  draw  on 
\\  arren  Bridge  has  not  been  Complied  with,  as 
the  commissioners  did  not  consider  themselves 
Justified  in  proceeding  with  ibis  work  until  after 
the  Charles  River  draw  iii  idge  »  as  nn  Jered  secure 


and  reliable.  As  the  season  is  now  so  far  ad- 
vanced, they  propose  during  the  winter  to  pro- 
cure plans  and  estimates  of  tbe  work,  ready  to 
commence  early  in  the  spring.  In  the  absence 
of  the  proper  estimates  for  this  special  work,  the 
commissioners  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  ask 
for  any  appropriation  for  this  object  at  the  pres- 
ent time.

PAY  OP  LABOKEB8. 

The  minority  report  by  \V.  K.  Brooks  in  favor  of 
adding  twenty-live  cents  per  day  to  pay  of  labor- 
ers in  tin-  Common  Department ;  also  report  oi  the 
majority  of  the  Committee  on  Common,  etc.,  op- 
posed to  such  increase,  came  up  for  consideration, 
mi  concurrence  In  the  adoption  of  the  minority 
report  for  that  of  the  majority,  and  its  acceptance. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  there  could  be  no 

iloint  the  in  ijority  of  the  c ml  t  tee  win-  as  de"- 

sirous  of  paving 'as  large  wages  to  tb,i»  class  o! 
laborers,  as  any  one  else  coUlo,  but  it  was  round  ou 
investigation  that  there  were  only  four  or  live  per- 
sons who  had  been  employed,  who  would  be 
touched  by  the  report,  and  there  were  now  none 
Ol   these  employed.    'The  laborers  remaining   were 

all  paid  $2  a  day.  To  make  any  recommendation 
for  additional  pay,  would  die' with  tbe  present 
year,  ami  as  it  did  not  affect  any  person,  the  com- 
mittee did  not  believe  it  io  be  of  importance  to 
take  any  action  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  Cowdin  uoped  the  report  of  tbe  mi- 
noritv  of  tbe  committee  would  be  adopted.  It 
was  not  right  to  raise  the  salaries  of  all  the  heads 
of  departments  and  others  who  were  weP  paid, 
and  not  raise  tilt-  pay  of  worth)  laborers.  If  the 
places  were  sought  alter,  as  bad  been  sain,  they 
required  men  of  good  habits  aud  attention  to 
duiics.  and  the  pay  of  these  men  shoul'i  be  raised 
in  proportion  to  tlie  raising  OT  other  salaries.  As 
a  principle  it  was  right. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  sorry  to  dissent 
from  tbe  position  of  the  chairman  ol  rbe  commit- 
tee. While  building  school  anuses  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  children  uf  the  poor,  and  enlarging 
almshouses  for  those  who  are  in  the  decline  of 
life,  men  should  be  paid  enough  to  earn  their  liv- 
ing, and  keep  their  families  out  cf  the  poorhouse. 
Two  dollars  a  day  was  not  too  much  for  a  roan  to 
take  care  of  a  family  on.  If  hired  for  less,  a  laborer 
was  cheated  cut  of  his  just  dues.  He  paid  more 
for  all  the  men  be  hired,  and  lor  every  day,  while 
these  men  were  only  employed  on  fair  dais.  Jus- 
tice demanded  that  laborers  should  have  enough 
on  which  they  could  live,  and  uot  be  crowded  into 
tenement  houses,  where  they  can  never  have  room 
or  fresh  air. 

Alderman  Little  said  tc  regarded  this  as  a  harm- 
less little  matter,  which  would  not  touch  a  single 
man.  Should  ihev  accept  the  report  it  meant 
nothing.  There  would  be  no  men  hired  until  the 
first  or  April,  when  the  matter  could  be  provided 
for.  All  tin-  sympathy  for  the  poor  man  at  both 
ends  of  the  board  tells  well.  The  fact  was  that 
the  applicants  lor  places  are  so  numerous  that  it 
causes  considerable  trouble  to  keep  a  man  to  tell 
tueui  tbat  no  more  are  wanted,  and  ten  apply 
where  one  is  needed.  At  the  present  time  every 
man  emploved  is  paid  S2  a  day,  and  all  the  talk 
ou  tb^  subject  was  but  for  Buncombe— all  talk  and 
no  money.  He  hid  no  objection  to  voting  for  tbe 
report,  but  it  would  amount  to  nothing. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
remarks  of  the  Alderman.  It  was  a  i-iuestion  of 
paying  a  fair  price  for  the  work  of  laborers,  and 
DC  wished  a  fair  expression  of  opinion  on  it.  Five 
inouMis  ago  there  was  a  discussion  on  the  subject 
ol  laising  salaries',  and  it  was  said  that  men  must 
be  paid  tor  brains.  But  the  use  of  brains  was 
called  for  in  various  ways,  in  labor  as  well  as  in 
other  employments.  As  fair  men  be  would  ask 
what  are  these  laborers  entitled  to?  Most  of  them 
have  families  to  support  and  are  required  to  pay 
$3  to  so  a  week  to  live  in  hovels;  they  lose  rainy 
days,  and  it  was  unreasonable  and  unjust  to  ask 
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them  to  work  lor  less  than  §2  a  day.  Itwouldcall 
lor  little  the  present  year,  nor  much  in  the  tufure. 
Thev  could  not  lie  expected  to  support  families 
lor  less  than  SL2  a  week  and  keep  from  the  pojr- 
liouse.  Not  to  favor  an  increase  of  pay  would  tie 
to  gtatify  some  outside  clique,  and  be  believed  it 
would  lveeive  all  r.tt*  one  or  two  votes. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  all  of  tne  commit- 
tee, with  one  or  two  except'ous,  voted  for  the  re- 
port. There  might  be  some  reason  for  voting  for 
ihe  minority  repo  t  if  it  arn<Min-ed  to  anything, 
but  it  amounted  to  nothing  at  all.  It  was  late  in 
the  season  when  the  suljecc  was  brought  before 
the  committee,  relating  lo  a  department  employ- 
ing ten  or  twelve  men.  Gentlemen  claim  to  have 
greet  sympathy  lor  these  laborers,  and  they  are 
entitled  to  make  all  they  can  out  of  it.  Much 
time  tiad  been  spent  in  a  discussion  relating  to  a 
petty  depaitment,  in  winch  few  men  were  em- 
ployed, I  ut  he  did  not  wish  to  talk  for  Buncomt.e 
aru  for  the  sake  of  having  the  discussion  go  into 
the  papers. 

Alderman  Cutter  expressed  surprise  at  the  re- 
marks of  the  i  ha  ii'inan  of  the  conmittee.  that  the 
discussion  was  for  Buncombe,  and  that  he  sin  old 
back  ciown  Horn  his  own  report,  be  ought  to  re- 
spect his  own  report.  In  regard  to  bimself,  while 
he  had  been  adverse  to  raising  salaries,  ai.d  bad 
been  voted  down  in  opposing  an  inc--ease,  he  dill 
not  suppose  an  increase  of  tbe  pay  ot  uuor  labor- 
ers would  be  opposed.  He  could  iiot  hire  laborers 
us  cheap  as  i'J.  a  day,  and  hoped  the  action  of  the 
Common  Council  would  i  e  concutied  in. 

Alderman  tiibson  said  be  knew  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  lelt  as  he  did  in  legard  to  the 
pay  of  laborers,  and  he  would  a gk  if  it  did  not 
cost  the  laboring  man  the  same  price  to  I  uy  his 
beef,  potatoes,  arc.  as  it  dii  the  man  living  on  a 
salary  of  $5000.  With  the  payment  ot  moderate 
taxes  nimsell,  he  was  willing  to  pay  the  addi- 
tional amount  required  to  give  these  men  enough 
to  live  on.  It  was  the  policy  generally  to  hire 
men  of  lamilies,  and  with  the  putting  up  ol  price-: 
of  real  estate  they  could  not  hire  a  house  or  a  de- 
cent place  to  live  in  at  such  small  pay.  support 
their  lamilies  and  educate  and  clothe  their  chil- 
dren. If  they  were  paid  round  dollars  it  would 
be  a  different  thing,  and  they  would  probalnj  ne 
willing  to  woi  k  at  .if  1  75  a  day  with  such  pay.  Sup- 
pose there  were  no  men  to  be  hired  .lie  ,. resent 
season, — It  was  a  little  matter,  and  why  shou.d 
they  hesitate? 

Alderman  Little  said  he  was  not  aware  of  the 
small  pay  received  by  these  laborers  until  with- 
in a  few  days,  when  called  upon  to  inquire  into 
the  subject,  tin  going  round  to  the  dinVrc in  de- 
partments he  was  surprised  to  iind  that  there  had 
been  any  distinction  made  in  the  pay  of  laborers. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Common  was  called  be- 
fore the  committee,  and  he  said  there  were  none  to 
be  paid  an  Increase,  as  proposed.  Nothing  which 
could  be  done  would  be  of  any  avail,  and  any  ac- 
tion taken  could  not  be  binding  another  year;  In 
re'ation  to  backing  down,  he  would  assure  the 
Alderman  that  he  should  not  back  down,  lie  was 
willing  to  agree  to  the  acceptance  of  the  report, 
but  it  would  not  affect  anybody. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  know  how  to 
talk  Buncombe,  for  he  supposed  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  referred  to  him.  In  his  own  business 
he  paid  from  $2  to  $3  a  day,  and  25  cents  an  hour 
for  transient  labor. 

Aldermau  Plunier  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
discussion  which  had  taken  place.  The  chairman 
of  the  committee  had  reported  that  here  were  no 
laborers  in  the  department  employed  at  less  pay 
thau  $2  a  day,  and  here  was  a  discussion  ol  half  an 
hour  in  which  there  wasno  person  affected.  What 
he  said  was  truth,  that  this  was  all  for  rtttTJCOrohe. 
Almost  as  mauy  men  as  could  stand  on  the  Com- 
mon could  be  hired  for  *l  75  a  day.  They  did  not 
come  here  to  vote  gratuities,  and  in  the  employ- 
ment of  laborers  must  be  governed  by  the  question 
of  supply  and  demand,  Just  as  they  did  in  obtain- 
ing supplies.  They  could  not  vote  for  an  increase 
of  pay  when  therevas  a  regiment  of  laborers  to 
be  bad.  The  fact  was  that  the  object  had  been  ac- 
complished in  the  introduction  of  the  report,  and 
would  be  put  on  record  for  election  time.  He  did 
not  propose  to  vote  lor  such  a  proposition,  hut 
would  vote  for  an  iudelinite  postponement  of  the 
subject.  Be  moved  therefore  for  its  indefinite 
postponement,  and  asked  for  the  yeas  aad  nays  on 
the  motion. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  Ihe  Alderman  had  re- 
marked that  the  report  would  not  amount  In  any- 
thing, yet  he  asks  that  they  should  vote  on  it-  in- 


definite postiionement,  and  i«  anxious  for  a  record 
on  it. 

Alderman  Plumer  replied  that  the  report 
amounted  to  nothing  because  there  were  no  la- 
boreis  to  receive  an  increase  of  pay.  aad  none  to 
be  employed.  Yet  should  there  have  been  any  to 
be  pjid,  he  should  vote  against  any  increase  of 
pay,  for  no  gentleman,  be  felt  assured,  would  psy, 
in  bis  own  case,  more  than  the  market  price  of 
labor  he  employed. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  Alderman  did  vote 
for  ao  increase  ol  salaries  when  not  asked  for,  and 
when  the  person  affected  was  satisfied  with  the 
salary  which  he  had.  Which  was  right  as  f  matter 
of  principle? 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  did  not  recollect  any 
such  case,  for  re  did  cot  vote  for  ?n  increase  of 
salarv  when  not  required  or  deserved. 

Alderman  liickei  staled  that  he  should  vote  for 
the  report  as  right  in  principle,  and  he  bad  been 
ialorrned  that  there  were  laborers  w ho  would  be 
affected  by  the  repot  t. 

Alderman  Plumer  inquired  if  the  Alderman, 
in  ihe  employment  of  laborers  when  be  could  get 
them  lor  SI  75  a  day,  would  pay  more  than  that 
sum? 

Alderman  Kicker  replied,  that  if  an  increase  of 
pav  was  voted  in  other  cases  it  should  be  in  this. 

Alderman  Little  stated,  that  to  make  the  matter 
certain,  since  the  report  was  made,  he  had  put  the 
question  directly  to  the  .superintendent  of  t  •  m- 
moti,  whether  any  one  was  employed  tor  less  than 
$2  a  <lay.  and  hi-  reply  was  that  there  wa-  not  one 
man  so  employed. 

Alderman  Uicker  said  there  was  such  a  thing  as 
making  a  mistake.  He  had  understood  from  a 
number  of  the  committee  that  tin  superinten- 
dent had  informed  him  that  there  was  one  man 
now  employed  who  received  less  than  >2  a  day. 

Alderman  liibson  objected  to  the  principle  of 
cutting  dowe  labor  to  a  low  point,  because  rubers 
were  ready  to  work  lower.  As  a  principle  he 
should  vote  lor  the  report.

NEW  SOURCES  OF  SUPPLY  OF  WATER — ENGINEER'S 
DEI -AEMMEHT. 

Alderman  Pierce  called  up  a  motion  of  Alder- 
man Jenkins  to  reconsider  toe  passage  of  the  or- 
der appropriating  j.10,000  for  surveys  of  new 
sources  of  supply  Of  pure  water. 

Alderman  i/ieree  said  he  was  opposed  to  a  re- 
consideration, and  was  in  favor  of  the  order.  The 
services  proposed  under  the  order,  he  said,  were 
among  the  duties  of  the  Engineer's  Department, 
and  it  it  should  lie  asked  why  an  outside  appro- 
priation of  SflO,000  was  called  lor,  in  all  kindness 
and  plainness  it  should  be  answered,  that  the  En- 
gineer's Department  does  not  command  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Water  Board  or  of  the  public.  Coat 
department  should  be  organized  anew  and  rc- 
foiuied.  When  it  was  proposed  to  ob  ai.i  new 
sources  of  supply  for  water,  the  evidence  came 
out  that  it  was  the  first  duty  of  the  City  Council 
to  reorganize  that  department,  and  that  on  this 
question  of  water  supply,  rhe  Hoard  did  not  wish 
to  entrust  it  to  that  department,  and  would  he  re- 
quired to  go  outside  to  obtain  talent  elsewhere. 
The  City  Council  would  lie  derelict  to  its  duty  if 
it  did  not  proceed  at  once  to  reorganize  the  En- 
gineer's Department,  too  long  delayed. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  Ue  fully  indorsed  the 
views  of  the  Alderman  just  expressed,  toat  more 
should  ne  a  reorganization  of  the  Engineer's  De- 
partment. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  further, that  in  addition 
to  the  appropriation  lor  the  Engineei 's  Depart- 
ment, there  were  amounts  tor  labor  in  chat  de- 
partment charged  to  other  appropriations,  it  was 
of  immense  importance  that  we  should  have  an 
Engineer  of  ability,  for  there  were  other  works  of 
importance  that  we  should  take  in  hand. 

Alilennan  I'luiuci  said  ii  .vas  to  he  understood 
from  what  had  been  stated,  that  if  the  Engineer's 
Department  had  been  properly  officered,  there 
would  have  been  no  necessity  lor  the  large  appro- 
priation, lie  thought  that  tins  order  ought  not  to 
pass,  but  that  .i  reorganization  ot  the  Engineer's 
Department  should  first  i  e  made.    The  Alderman 

:  hould  state  ihc  necessity  lor  the  passage  Ot  the 
order,  lor  he  did  not  suppose  anything  like  this 
'sum  Mould  he  needed, 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  it  was  necessarj 
to  passtbe  order  now,  to  take  measures  Tor  in  ade- 
quate supply  ol  water. 

Alderman  f turner  saia  if  this  was  not  prelim- 
inary to  a  proper  organization  of  the  department, 
the  Engineer  should  be  asked  to  resign  or  lie  dis- 
missed from  ctlice.  If  this  was  work  which  that 
department  Should  do.Whj  should  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $10,000 be  voted  for. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  that  the  selection  of 
an  engineer  fortius  work  should  be  a  selection  for 
all  time,  if  men  in  office  aid  not  do  their  dm > . 
they  should  he  removed.  It  wis  a  disgrace  to  the 
city  to  have  men  in  otliee  not  competent  to  do  their 
duty,  and  that  We  should  be  obliged  to  go  oiusiu.- 
to  secure  talent  which  should  be  required  in  the 
office. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  did  not  believe  it  nec- 
essary to  procure  surveys  lor  a  further  water  sup- 
ply.   On  application  at  the  Engineer's  office  there 

would  be  found  a  map  containing  all  the  streams 
and  ponds  for  forty  miles  around  Boston.  SO  far 
as  related  to  the  City  Engineer,  the  present  com- 
mittee on  that  department  were  not  responsible. 
This  officer  held  over  from  last  year,  tnd  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  of  a  City 
Engineer  now  lies  on  the  table,  Ail  that  Was 
wanted  in  regard  to  a  further  water  supply  could 
be  found  in  the  Engineer's  ,  Mice 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  oflered  this  ordei  on 

account  of  the  necessity  for  immediate  action,  and 
in  relation  to  the  Engineer's  office,  he  believed  the 
engineer  should  be   created    In    all   fairness,  foi    a 

committee   had    been   appointed    to   investigate 


charges  against  the  office,  and  that  committee 
should  have  made  a  report  before  this  time.  He 
believed  the  chairman  of  the  committee  had 
the  resignation  of  the  engineer  in  bis  pocket.  The 
Water  Board  could  not  ne  too  hasty  in  taking 
measures  for  a  further  supply  or  water.' 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  believe  we 
should  suffer  for  water  this  season.  When  a  new 
supply  of  water  is  procured  it  should  be  from  some 
river ,'and  not  hv  tapoiuga  bottle.  We  should  go 
to  the  Alerrimac  River,  which  will  never  fail  of  an 
adequate  supply,  otherwise  we  shall  fall  short 
again.  The  water  works  which  we  had  construct- 
ed had  cost  forty  cents  on  a  dollar  more  than  thev 
ought  to. 

Alderman  (utter  said  be  did  not  believe  a  sup- 
ply ecu!  I  1  e  bad  from  the  Concord  Kiver.  for  in 
some  seasons  that  river  nearly  ran  drv.  and  to 
procure  a  supply  from  the  Merrimac  Kiver  would 
involve  the  payment  of  immense  damages.  All 
trese  points  should  ue  considered,  and  if  we  had 
already  paid  more  than  we  ought  to.  we  should 
study  into  the  subject. 

Alderman  (jihso'n  said  there  could  be  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  supply  fiom  the  Merrimac  Kiver, 
with  all  the  water-power  besides.  There  should 
be  a  Supply  for  the  city  for  one  hundred  and  fifty 
years,  and  for  many  generations  yet  unborn. 
There  was  more  water  of  the  ilerrimac  Kiver 
wasted  in  one  year  'hau  this  city  would  use  in  ten 
years. 

Alderman  fierce  stated  that  there  must   he  a 
survey,  and  we   mu-t   know-  something   Rboul    it. 
We  must  also  tike  time  to  reorganize   tin- 
neef's  depai  tin   nt  while  the  surveys  are  going  on. 

Alderman  Piumer  said  he  would  aeiee  with  the 
gentleman  if  the  \\  ater  Hoard  cou!<i  find  the  man 
suitable  for  the  place  and  then  put  him  in  the 
Engineer's  office.

PKOPOSED   WTDEXIXd   OF  THEBOKT  STREET. 

The  order  that  the  Board  of  Street  Commission- 
ers be  requested  to  lay  out  and  widen,  as  author- 
ized by  statute,  fremoiit  street  on  the  westerly 
side,  between  Boylston  street  and  Bark  street,  was 
considered,  as  unfinished  business. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  0  moved  as  an  amendment 
to  include  the  widening  of  Tremout  street  from 
Paik  street  to  tbe  Treinont  House,  so  that  the 
line  of  widening  should  be  from  Boylston  street 
to  the  Tremont  House.  On  account  of  the  crowded 
condition  of  that  portion  of  the  street,  tbe  widen- 
ing he  believed  would  bedoLe.and  that  very  soon. 
It  was  perfectly  plain  and  evident  that  it  must  be 
so. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  wished  the  gentleman  would 
withdraw  bis  amendment.  It  was  evident  enough 
that  the  portion  of  the  street  provided  for  in  tbe 
oiiler  eoula  be  widened  at  little  or  no  expense, 
but  if  this  amendment  was  taeked  on, an  objection 
would  be  raised  as  to  hew  the  additional  widen- 
ing was  to  be  done,  and  the  whole  would  be  lost. 
Bet  the  widening  first  be  as  proposed,  and  then  if 
necessary  the  additional  widening  can  be  made. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  there  was  another  rea- 
son against  amending  tbe  order.  The  order  pro- 
vides for  tbe  widening  as  authorized  by  statute, 
but  this  additional  widening  does  net.  Let  the 
two  measures  betaken  up  and  acted  upon  sepa- 
rately. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  further  to  amend, 
by  extending  the  line  of  widening  to  Peraberton 
square. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  moved  to  lay  tbe  whole 
subject  on  the  table.    Lost. 
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Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  viewed  this  as  a  very 
important  maiter.  If  they  begau  with  making 
amendments  to  cue  order  tb^y  would  destroy  tbe 
whole.  There  would  be  no  difficulty  in  widening 
the  street  opposite  the  Common,  and  if  so  widened 
that  would  lie  the  tie.*! argument  for  the  further 
widening,  To  make  any  encroachments  upon  the 
Common  was  considered  a  species  of  vandalism, 
but  he  hoped  the  public  sense  would  approve  the 
action  so  far  as  was  proposed.  For  these  reasons 
he  hoped  the  amendment  would  not  prevail,  lest 
it  should  defeat  the  whole  thing.

PAPER  BELA.T1.NG  TO    CITY  LANDS  AT    SOUTH   BOS- 
TON. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Council,  a  com- 
r_jUmcation  from  Samuel  C.  Cobb,  a  member  of 
tbe  Board  ot  Directors  for  Public  Institutions, 
covering  a  statement  made  to  hiui  by  Harrison 
Loring  relative  to  the  present  and  prospective 
value  of  lands  now  occupied  by  the  city  institu- 
tions at  South  Boston,  and  the  increased  value  of 
all  tbe  real  estaie  In  that  section  of  the  city  by 
the  removal  of  those  institutions. 

Mr.  Loring,  in  answer  to  inquiries  of  Mr.  Cobb 
relative  to  statements  made  to  the  Committee  on 
Institutions,  says  he  has  conferred  with  persons 
in  regard  to  the  matter  of  beneficial  changes  in 
the  value  of  lands  by  the  removal  of  the  Public 
Institutions  from  South  Boston  within  two  years, 
and  the  following  is  the  result  of  his  Inquiries:

Knowing  as  I  die,  that  the  removal  of  the  House 
ot  Correction  from  South  Boston  would  increase 
tbe  vuiue  of  the  city's  lands  more  than  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  Of  my  own  land  about  $40,000,  I 
ottered  to  purchase  all  the  land  owned  b.v  the  city 
at  City  Point  at  its  present  value  and  to  pay  the 
additional  sum  of  $  160,000  after  the  removal  of  the 
House  of  Correction. 

I  have  no  aesire  to  speculate  in  oltj  lands;  but 
as  I  know  that  there  are  persons  in  the  citj  proper 
who  have  expressed  an  opinion  that  the  retention 
ot  the  House  of  Correction  here  is  no  great  injury 
to  the  place,  1  am  ready  to  enter  into  such  con- 
tracts with  the  city  as  will  prove  to  the  tax-payers 
that  the  city  can  gain  at  least  8500,000  i,y  its  re- 
moval. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  increased  value  of  the  city's 
land,  but  in  the  increased  taxable  value  or  nearly 
all  the  property  in  South  Bostou.that,  the  city  will 
gain,  the  increased  taxable  value  being  estimated 
by  competent  judges  at  upwards  of  $3,000,000;  a 
gain  which  will  go  on  increasing  year  alter  year, 
amounting  in  :i  few  years  to  more  than  $10,000  per 
annum  in  taxes.  Viewed  strictly  as  a  financial 
measure,  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  that 
it  should  be  removed,  to  say  nothing  of  the  import- 
ance ol  securing  that  harmony  so  essential  be- 
tween different  sections  of  the  city. 

While  the  President  was  engaged  in  reading  the 
communication,  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a 
question  of  order,  whether  it  was  in  order  for  any 


person  not  a  member  of  the  Council  to  advocate  a 
measure  under  consideration  by  this  branch. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  a  paper  relating  to 
public  affairs,  and  could  be  read  it  no  o^  position 
was  made  to  it.

HOSPITAL  FOB  THE  LKSAJHE. 

The  special  assignment  tor  eight  o'clock  was 
taken  up,  if  being  the  majority  and  minority  re- 
ports of  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  on 
the  plans  of  tne  New  Hospital  fur  tne  Insane, 
printed  City  Document  Nn.  64, 1871 ;  and  tbe  amend- 
ment to  substitute  tbe  order  that  tbe  amended 
plans  and  estimates  fot  a  .New  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  prepared  by  .Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee,  and 
submitted  to  tue  City  Council  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors lor  l*unlie  Institutions,  in  a  communica- 
tion dated  June  12,  1868,  be,  and  tbe  same  are  here- 
by approved. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  adoption  of 
the  substitute  order. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  did  not  desire 
to  say  much  on  the  subject  at  this  nine.  These 
was  so  much  to  be  said,  ami  so  many  conflicting 
questions  involved  with  this. 'hat  lie  aid  not  sup- 
pose there  was  a  necessity  lor  deciding  it  tonight. 
He  would  make  Some  remarks  in  the  hope  of  get-

the  city,  wbile  if  it  could  he  so.  it  would  take 
Irom  tbe  city  the  control  of  its  insane. 

We  are  aiso  met  by  auoiher  difficulty,  known  to 
everybody,  that  the  accommodations  at  South 
Boston  are  inadequate,  tne  patients  heir.u  in  a 
WOrae  condition  than  almost  anywhere  else  in  the 
country,  and  worse  than  a  crowded  schoolroom. 
There  was  also  suegested  that  a  different  system 
should  be  adopted  m  the  en  re  of  the  ins  inc.  and. 
n  bo,  here  is  now  an  opportunity  tu  m.-ko  the  <  \- 
pi  linnnt.  It  had  the  approval  ol  Dr  Howe. whose 
name  has  great  weight  in  measures  of  pnilan- 
tnropy.  but  was  understood,  to  be  opposed  b>  Dr. 
\\  alkir.  lor  w  ■mini  he  had  great  respect,  a*  an  ex- 
ploded system  in  tbe  care  of  the  insane.  This  sj  -- 
tem  might  involve  an  increased  expense,  but  that 
should  not  be  considered  in  a  case  like  this. 

At  Worcester   there   I*  an   opportunity    to    _ 
this  new  system  a   trial,  and  in  tne  removal  ol  the 
hospital.  Dr.  Bemis  has  made  the  experiment,  so 
tar,  with  good  -  also  Dr.  uaddlmr  of 

Taunton  has  est)  n  seed  an  approval  of  tins  system, 
and  if  lie  had  the  opportunity  lie  would  trj  it, 
iia\  ing  an  abundance  ui  room  on  the  grounds  there 
for  such  an  experiment.  Before  voting  upon  the 
subject  be  would  like  to  learn  something  more, 
and  be  would  like  to  invite  Dr  Howe  to  give  his 
views  in  lavor  ol  the  system,  sonic  afternood,  be- 
fore the  members  of  the  Council,  and  any  others 
to  oiler  objections,  ii  any  thej  Irive.  against  it. 

if  there  were  improvements  which  can  be  made 
in  the  care  ol  the  insane,  they  cannot  be  igm  red; 
and  after  hearing  the  \  iews  of  others  he  should 
move  that  an  opportunity  be  given  loi  the  diSCUS- 
Siouol  tins  question,  in  the  manner  ni  which  he 
bad  proposeu,  by  Dr.  Howe  and  others.

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  supposed  it  would 
authorize  t lie  expenditure  of  the  money  in  the 
hands  of  I  he  directors. 

Air.  Dickin.on  said  lie  understood,  then,  that  as 
Hie  money  had  heen  appropi  iatod,  this  order  could 
lie  passed  liv  a  mapirity  vote,  Mia  if  passed,  the 
direotora  may  commence  the  work  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, lie  hid  asked  for  Information  whether  the 
work  would  be  commenced  at  Wintbrop,  and  took 
it  lor  granted    that   it  will    be.     He  was   decidedly 

opposed  to  the  erection  of  a  hospital  an  Winthrop, 
ami  opposed  to  the  erection  ol  a  large  building  at 
meat  ex  Dense. 

the  lamily  system  should  have  a  fair  trial,  and 
they  should'  not  go  to  the  citizens  without  an  in- 
lesiigaiiou  Ol  it,  lor  it  could  not  be  said  inllie 
lace, if  the  win  id  that  the  plan  at  Worcester  had 
been  ignored  by  380,000  people.  Even  though 
members  Ol  the  Ouneil  were  taken  to  NVintlup 
and  heard  an  empc&te  argument  in  favor  of  that 
locality,  it  would  not  do  to  go  on  with  a  worn  with- 
oii,  attorning  people  who  differ  from  the  old  sys- 
tem an  opportunity  to  show  how  the  insane  can  be 
better  taken  care  of.  Dr.  Howe,  lie  believed,  was 
as  good  authority  on  the  subject  Of  the  care  of  the 
insane  as  was  Moses  Kimball,  and  an  npp<  rtuniiy 
should  be  given  to  the  advocates  of  the  new  sys- 
tem to  tie  heard  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Dickinson  di,l  not  care  so  much  about 
the  location  as  he  did  about  the  best  way 
and  t.h"  best  plan  for  taking  care  of  the 
insane.  It  was  of  no  consequence  that  money 
had  been  appropriated  for  a  hospital,  for  if 
a  mistake  had  been  made  in  the  proposed  plan 
there  is  time  to  rectify  it.  If  a  better  plan  than  to 
tie  shut  up  iii  a  prisoncau  be  had,  then  they  should 
not  tie  opposed  to  learn  whether  there  is  sueb  a 
id  in.  There  should  be  no  haste,  and  there  could 
oe  no  harm  in  waiting  a  week,  although,  as  he  ad- 
mitted, .he  present  hospital  was  in  such  bad  con- 
dition. 

Interring  to  the  condition  of  the  insane  and 
paupers  mil  to  the  treatment  ol  them  as  i  rimnials 
300  yean  ago,  it  was  ureed  that  all  efforts  to  beue- 
b(  the  insane  should  be  tried.      Mich  a  position  as 

w  i>  new  otleico  bidiuvei  before  beet:  presented 
io  i  lie  city,  ami  from  a  philanthropic  point  of  view 
a.i  opportunity  was  presented,  which  would  cause 
the  city  to  be  felt  throughout  die  country.  He 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  amendment  would  not 
be  adopted. 

.Mr.  Flynn  wished  to  inquire  of  the  gentleman 
whether  he  desired  to  keep  the  insane  In  such  a 
condition  as  they  were  in  at  s,,,uth  Boston.  In 
the  belief  that  the  subject  had  been  fully  dis- 
cussed, he  moved  the  previous  question,  hut  with- 
drew it  for  explanation. 

Mr.  Dickinson  expressed  the  hope  that  there 
would  be  uo  restrictions  upon  debate,  for  tho 
question  could  not  surfer  by  examination. 

Mr.  Sayward,  in  whose  behalf  the  motion  was 
withdrawn,  and  who  promised  to  renew  it,  said  he 
made  the  promise  in  an  open-handed  maimer.  In 
reply  to  Mr.  Dickinson  relative  to  a  one-sided 
argument,  he  said  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
were  invited  to  go  to  Winthrop  and  to  give  their 
views  relative  lb  the  place.  Mr.  Sayward  renew- 
ed the  motion  for  the  previous  qnestion. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  proposed  to  give  reasons 
why  the  main  question  should  not  now  he  ordered, 
hut  the  Chair  ruled  debate  on  the  motion  out  of 
order. 

The  motion  was  lost— 17  to  32. 

Mr.  smith  said  he  was  not  prepared  to  vote 
upon  the  location  of  the  hospital  at  Winthrop, 
and  doubted  the  propriety  of  investing  a  mil- 
lion of  dollars  for  a  hospital  on  a  majority  vote. 
The  sum  appropriated  and  estimated  would  not 
be  sufficient  to  build  a  hospital,  and  when  the 
work  was  commeuced,  another  Council  would  be 
called  upon  under  the  force  of  circumstances  to 
vote  more  money.  If  the  location  at  Winthrop 
could  not  command  a  two-thirds  vote,  they  should 
not  shrinK  behind  their  present  position  to  involve 
upon  other  City  Councils  the  necessity  of  voting 
additional  appropriations. 


Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  9  said  he  hail  made  up  his 
mind  to  vote  for  the  location  at  Wii  ilnop.  .,nd

Mr.  W  oods  of  Ward  12  agreed  with  the  rem  irkt 
as  to  the  need  of  a  hospital,  but  Objected  r"  ^  w- 
throp  as  a  lueak.  exposed  place,  subject  to  chill- 
ing east  winds,  where  be  would  not  reside  him- 
self if  provided  with  free  transportation,  it  might 
be  a  delightful  place  in  gammer,  but  be  hoped  the 
order  would  be  laid  on  the  table  and  that  the 
Council  would  visit  it  in  winter  before  deciding  in 
favor  of  the  location. 

Jlr.  savwani  replied,  that  if  the  insane  were  to 
sta\  out  of  doors  all  the  tune  it  might  not  be  o-in- 
fortable  for  them  in  winter  at  w  inthrop:  but  it 
could  not  he  supposed  for  a  moment  that  tbey 
would  not  be  made  as  Comfortable  as  possible 
within  doors,  tie  wondered  that  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  tL'  did  not  object  to  removing  the 
House  ul  Correction  to  Deer  Island,  lest  the  pris- 
oners Miould  suffer  Horn  the  Lleakin->s  of  the 
place.  He  did  not  believe  there  was  a  nee  ssiiy 
lor  further  discussion,  for  every  gentleman  must 
know  how  he  intends  to  vote. 

.Mr.  smith  of  W  aid  I  stated  that  it  was  a  fact, 
tli  it  ov  the  water  at  Winthrop  the  thermometer 
stood  live  degrees  higher  in  winter  than  in  the 
city,  while  in  summer  it  was  five  degrees  lower. 
The  argument  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  \1  he 
did  not  thiuK  amounted  so  much.  This  subject 
had  been  befo  e  the  City  Council  ten  or  twelve 
years,  and  be  believed  the  members  weieaswell 
prepared  to  vote  now  as  they  would  a  month  or  a 
year  h  nee.  He  was  prepared  to  vote  on  the  Win- 
throp Faun  or  any  other  place  the  Council  chose 
to  vote  for,  but  preferred  Winthrop  as  his  first 
choice,  because  the  land  had  been  bought  and  the 
location  was  good.  They  could  just  as  well  decide 
D<iM  as  at  any  time. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous 
question,  but  withdrew  it  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Webster  of  Ward  6,  who  proposed  to  renew  it. 

Mr.  Webster  said  he  supposed  it  was  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  the  Wintbrop  Farm  was  the  place 
for  the  location  of  the  hospital.  But  the  work 
should  not  be  started  until  all  the  information 
possible  has  been  obtained  relative  to  the  best 
system,  tie  was  not  prepared  to  vote  until  the 
views  of  experienced  meu  were  obtained  in  rela- 
tion to  the  tainily  system.  He  was  willing  to  go 
to  Winthrop  farm,  a  most  desolate  place,  or  lo 
Wintbrop  Head,  hut  he  honed  the  taking  of  the 
question  would  iie  voted  do'wii  and  the  subject  be 
relerred  in  sui-u  a  maimer  as  to  have  a  bearing  as 
to  the  best  method  of  caring  for  the  insane. 

The  motion  for  the  prev  ions  question  was  again 
lost— 23  to  25. 

Mr.  Fuierv  of  Want  JO  objected  to  putting  this 
question  off,  alter  it  had  been  agitated  six  or  seven 
years,  Until  within  a  few  days  he  had  been  op- 
posed to  the  Wintbrop  Farm  as  a  location.  He 
supposed  it  to  have  been  from  his  suggestion  that 
the  directors  invited  the  members  to  go  down 
there,  and  when  he  went  there  he  was  disappoint- 
ed in  regard  to  the  land  and  location.  It  had  been 
said  it  was  a  barren  place,  where  no  grass  or  trees 
would  grow,  but  Irom  his  knowledge  ofland  which 
he  worked  on  as  a  '><  y,  he  had  worked  soil  much 
poorer  and  got  good  crops  from  it.  He  had  seen 
trees  grown  in  much  more  exposed  places,  and 
heavy  timber  on  soil  not  so  good  as  this.  There 
was  no  reason  why  timber  should  not  be  grown 
there,  and  the  place  be  made  quite  a  paradise. 

In  regard  to  the  location,  it  presented  a  contin- 
ual change  of  views,  ou  the  water  an  ever  varying 
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panorama,  which  was  what  was  needed  for  the 
diversion  <<r  the  insane,  much  '  etter  than  could 
be  found  on  an  inland  site,  with  a  sameness  of 
houses,  trees  and  buildings.  On  his  return  from 
Winthrop,  be  came  heme  fully  determined  to  vote 
for  that  location,  and  it  he  made  amistake,he  was 
sure  it  was  made  on  tbe  right  side.  The  hospital 
at  South  Boslou  was  a  disgrace  to  the  city,  and 
the  evil  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  I'atch  ••(  W  ard  11  was  soiry  the  Council  hart 
determined  to  act  so  immediately  upon  the  sub- 
ject. The  explanations  which  had  been  made  do 
not  answei  rbe  dissenting  report  of  a  member  of 
the  Boaid  in  opposition  to  the  Winthrop  location. 
The  other  side  should  r,e  heard,  and  chey  should 
not  act  hastily. 

Mr.  Kowe  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  prepared  to 
vote  on  tbe  subject. 

Mr  Hull  of  \\  aid  4  could  not  see  why  members 
should  hesitate  to  vote,  for  they  had  heard  as 
much  discussion  as  they  could  wish,  and  there 
was  ne  reason  why  the  taking  of  (he  question 
should  he  delayed. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  gentlemen  seemed  to  think 
he  condemned  the  action  or  the  directors  m  tak- 
ing: the  members  of  the  Council  to  Winthrop.  but 
he  commended  rather  than  condemned  it.  His 
objection  was  to  hearing  ex  parte  arguments,  with- 
out hearing  the  other  side.  Gentlemen  seemeil  to 
suppose  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a  large 
building  like  that  proposed,  if  they  have  also  tbe 
family  system.  But  if  they  pa«sed  this  order  they 
would  never  have  the  family  system. 

Mr.  Sayward,  in  reply,  said  one  of  the  strongest 
opponents  of  the  Winthrop  location  was  present, 
and  heard  the  statements  in  i»s  favor,  but  raised 
no  objection  c»  them.  He  wished  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  11  hau  been  there. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  by  a  vote  of  31 
yeas  to  22  nays,  as  follows:

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  inquired  if  auother 
amendment  wis  in  order. 

The  Chair  assenting,  Mr.  Webster  said  if  the  or-

would  not  feel  al  liberty  to  change  If  any  altera- 
tions should  he  suggested  which  might  he  tl<  lia- 
ble to  adopt.  To  remedy  tin*,  he  moved  to  amend 
by  the  substitution  of  aii  order  thai  the  Board  of 
directors  he  authorized  to  proceed  to  the  erection 
of  such  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  tb" 
insane  on  the  Winthrop  Kami  as  are  most  suitable 
for  that  purpoSS,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing $ '. 

On  this  amendment,  Mr.  Webster  asked  for  the 
veas  and  navs.  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was  too 
iate. 

ilr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  opposed  Hie  amendment. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  I  said  it  was  evidently  the 
will  of  the  Council  that  the  amendment  adopted 
should  be  passed.  The  substitute  now  Offered  was 
merely  to  cany  out  the  views  of  the  mover  against 
the  Older,  and'that  it  should  not  pass.  As  the  will 
of  the  majority  had  l  ecu  very  clearly  expressed, 
he  moved  the' previous  question  on  the  ainend- 
incnl ,  winch  was  oidered— 27  to  17. 

Mr.  Webster  asked  for  the  yeas   and  nays  OX  his

The  hearing  on  location  of  a  branch  railroad  in 
Ward  16,  from  the  Old  Colony  Kailroad  at  or  near 
Harrison  "square  to  the  Milton  Branch  Railroad 
near  Granite  Bridge,  was  considered. 

E.  W.  Farr  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  danger  which  would  be  incurred  by  crossing 
Adams  street  and  Dorchester  avenue  at  grade, 
over  which  a  large  number  of  teams  and  horse- 
cars  passed  daily,  and  over  which  also  a  larire 
number  of  child-en  passed  in  attending  schools. 
He  wished  the  Board  would  take  seine  measure  to 
ascertain  the  amount  oi  travel  through  those 
streets  before  assenting  to  a  location  of  the  road 
at  grade  across  them. 

Ira  (iibbs  said  be  had  as  little,  interest  personally 
In  the  matter  as  any  member  of  the  Board;  yet 
he  thought  should  the  Board  examine  those  local- 
ities tbey  would  come  to  the  same  conclusion 
which  be  had.  that  the  tracks  ol  the  railroad 
should  not  be  laid  across  Ad:>ms  street  anil  Dor- 
ehester  avenue  at  grade,    loo  much  care  could 


not  be  exercised  in  preventing  the  danger  from 
crossing  those  streets  at  grade,  streets  now  much 
travelled,  ana  every  day  becoming  more  so.  He 
felt  that  he  should  not  do  his  duty  to  his  commu- 
nity should  he  fail  to  raise  his  voice  against  the 
proposition.  The  two  streets  at  the  "proposed, 
crossings  were  not  more  than  twenty  rocs  apart. 
The  danger,  he  contended,  was  not  the  less, 
whether  the  opposition  to  it  was  weak  or  strong. 

Michael  Lynch  spokeof  the  proposed  location  and 
construction  of  a  road  as  being  a  rotten  case,  and 
an  imposition  on  the  public.  There  were  several 
things  to  be  considered,  and  the  question  arising 
was, whether  the  mad  was  necessary.  Its  location 
was  through  swamps,  crossing  some  of  the  most 
important  thoroughfares,  an-1  was  for  the  beuenc 
of  speculators  of  land  simply  aDd  not  as  a  public 
necessity.  These  crossings  should  be  either  under 
or  over  grades;  and  having  as  goo  J  knowledge  of 
public  sentiment  as  iny  one,  there  was  no  public 
necessity  for  tbe  road,  and  no  honest  evidence 
which  could  be  given  in  its  favor. 

Mr.  Oibbs  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  bridges  which  had  l>een  required  to  be  built 
over 'be  railroads  on  the  Back  Bay  *t  great  ex- 
pense. Eventually  bridges  would  be  required 
over  these  crossings,  if  not  now. 

C.  F.  Chnate  appeared  for  tbe  Old  Colony  St  New  - 
port  Railroad  Comuany.  and  stated  that  "the  con- 
struction of  a  railroaa  witbiu  the  limits  of  the 
city  was  an  unusual  occurrence.  Two  years  ago 
certain  parties  obtained  a  charter  for  the  Shaw- 
mut  Branch  Railroad,  to  run  through  the  heart  nf 
Ward  16,  about  au  equal  distance  between  the  Olfl 
Colony  and  tbe  Hartford  £  Erie  railroads,  and 
With  authority  to  unite  with  either  of  those  roads. 
Through  negotiations,  the  load  was  to  be  built  by 
the  Old  Colony  Kailroad  Company,  the  route  being 
from  near  Granite  Bridge  to  the  main  road  at 
Harrison  Square. 

In  the  route  of  three  miles,  the  road  as  located 
would  cross  eleven  highways.  It  was  lor  the 
Board  to  examine  and  decide  how  >hese  bigbw  a\  s 
should  be  crossed.  In  relation  to  time  of  their, 
there  would  be  no  question  that  there  must  be  ex- 
cavations; at  four  others,  eacb  about  half  a  mile 
apart,  it  was  proposed  tbere  should  he  depots, 
and  public  opinion,  it  was  supposed,  would  not  re- 
quire thai  they  Bbould  be  crossed  except  at  grade. 
But  for  these  they  would  a.-k  the  Board  to  exam- 
ine wad  determine,  in  relation  to  Dorchester  av- 
enue ami  Adams  street,  it  would  be  necessary  to 

start  from  Harrison  Square  al  grade,  ami  it  was  a 
question  whether  the  Board  would  require  the 
raising  of  those  streets,  which  would  be  necessaiy 
should  the  crossing  not  be  at  grade. 

There  were  two  panics  in  interest  in  this  mat- 
ter, tin  eitv  ol  Boston  and  individuals.  In  Dela- 
tion to  most  of  the  questions  at  issue  they  would 

be  agreed. and  he  would  suggest,  that  alter  an  ex- 
amination be  made  ol  the  localities,  it  then  are 
any  questions  in  dispute  in  regard  to  particular 
Streets,  the  corporation  would  be  prepared  to  put 
in  evidence  in  such  a  form  as  would  be  much  more 
intelligible  than  could  l  e  none  at  present 
On  motion  of  Alderman    White,  the   report 

recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Paring,  and 
the  Board  was  requested  to  meet  in  the  places  in 
question.

Iliac  would 
amount  to  $1)000  or  *  1(1,000.  Besides  this  amount, 
which  must  lie  provided  lor,  repairs  have  been 
found  necessary  en  two  boats  which  cost  about 
$7000.     This    will   make   $17,000   instead  of ■  $60,000 

to  lie  provided  for.    The  receipts  have  exceeded 

the  estimates  and  will  amount  to  S  170,000.  Tbe 
whole  suri  called  for  was  S20S,000,  of  which. 
$50,000  were  tor  a  new  boat.  This  would  leave 
$158,000,  showing  that, with  what  will  lie  called  for 
tbe  terries  will  be  merely  sell  sustaining. 

Al  leruian  Coivdin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
ou  I  he  passage  of  tbe  order. 

Alderman  t.ihson  slated  lurther  that  he  was  in 
hopes  the  matter  would  have  rested  where  it  was, 
but  he  thought  tbe  report  of  the  committee  was 
as  fair  as  it  can  lie  made.  The  whole  manner  of 
running  the  ferries  before  they  came  into  the 
hands  of  tlie  edv  was  extravagant.  They  had 
been  obliged  to  re-drive  piles,  make  a  new  drop, 
spend  $1-1,000  on  the  Daniel  Webster,  the  General 
Grant  had  been  re-decked,  the  other  boats  w-re  in 
good  order,  and  the  next  year  tbe  cost  oi  running 
them  would  not  be  over  8100,090.  If  extravagant 
repairs  had  not  been  requited,  the  ferries  would 
have  paid  for  their  running. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  voted  for  the  order  to 
make  the  ferries  tree,  and  he  should  vote  for  this 
order.  He  lid  not  object  to  the  yeas  and  nays, 
but  doubted  whether  any  more  capital  could  be 
matte  out  of  the  matter.  He  had  hoped  that  the 
committee  would  report  in  relatiou  to  the  pro- 
posed new  landing. 

Ibe  order  was  passed  by  an  unanimous  vote— 
11  yeas,  no  nays.

$5000,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Bridges. 

Alderman  Cutter  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  be  and 
they  aie  hereby  authorized  to  wide*  tlie  federal 
Street  Bridge  to  a  width  of  seventy  feet:  also  to 
build  a  new  slide-draw  and  make  all  necessary  le- 
nairs  and  reconstructions,  in  accordance  with 
plans  prep  i red  by  the  City  Engiueer;  at  au  ex- 
pense not  exceeding  $85,000! 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $85,000,  to  lie  applied  to  the 
widening  of  Federal  street  Bridge. 

The  orders  were  r°ad  once,  and  the  question 
being  on  their  passage, 

Aldeiuiau  Jenkins  inquired  whether  the  com- 
mittee bad  advertised  lor  proposals:  for  he  did 
not  like  to  vote  for  such  an  amount  until  he  knew 
what  the  cost  would  be. 

Alderman  (iioson  stated  that  the  bridge  ap- 
peared to  be  in  a  lair  eonditiou,  but  it  could  not 
oe  known  for  a  certainty  how  much  the  repairs 
would  cost  until  it  was  stripped.  There  had  been 
no  advertising  for  proposals. 

Alderman  Jenkivs  said  he  was  not  prepared  to 
vote  for  $85,000  without  adveiti-msr  lor  prop 
It  was  now  late  in  the  season  for  doing  such  Wont 
by  the  day.  and   he   should  prefer  to   kuow  what 
contractors  would  do  it  for. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  the  work  must  be 
done  CO  make  the  bridge  correspond  to  the  width 
of  the  street.  Ihe  committee  would  undoubtedly 
advertise  and  the  work  would  be  done  as  low  as 
possible. 

Alderman  <  ufer  said  it  was  proposed  to  make 
the  bridge  seventy  ice'  in  width,  with  a  draw 
sixty  feet  wide,  swinging  thirty-five  leet  in  the 
clear.  The  cost  was  made  on  estimates  of  the 
City  Engineer. 

Alderman  Vinson  stated  that  the  estimates  were 
place  I  high  enough,  and  ne  did  not  believe  the 
work  would  cost  so  mueb.  Ihe  committee  wouln 
no  doubt  advertise  before  going  on  with  the  work. 
The  amount  of  travel  over  that  bridge  was  trarlul. 
and  the  bridge  was  so  narrow  that  B  team  could 
not  pas*  on  each  side  of  tlie  tiaek.so  that  they 
are  obliged  to  follow  behind  the  oar-. 

Aheruian  Little  said  be  did  not  see  how  the  com- 
mittee eould  ask  that  the  Bo  irn  should  relj  on  <■-. 
tiniates  ot  the  City  l-.ntrineer.  sinee  only  so  late  ;is 
the  I:  st  meetim:  so  much  was  said  against  reli- 
ance upon   him. 

Alderman  Cutter  replied  that  the  City  Kngmeer 
has  estimates  for  the  rebuilding  ot  this  briosre  as 
high  as  $800,000,  and  this  was  the  lowest.  fie 
committee  considered  it  an   econrmleal    estimate 

Alderman  (.ib-on  stated  that  this  season  ol  the 
year  was  ebosen  na  account  of  the  ordinarily 
lam  number  of  reaselt  passing  through  the  draw 
having  now  mm  h  diminished.  If  eoniineneed  Bonn, 
it  may  be  completed  the  present  season.  The 
bridge  may  run  another  year. 

1  lie  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the  passage 
Of  the  order  was  withdrawn.

On  motion  of  Ab'crnian  Pierce,  the  special  as- 
signment was  taken  up.— the  consideration  of 
reports  and  orders  to  pay  II.  W.  Paine,  assignee 
of  diaries  Hurriii.  $40,004  in  settlement  of  bis 
claim;  the  first  question  being,  on  motion  of  Al- 
derman Pierce,  to  reconsider  the  voie  reqiiirii  g 
the  opinion  ol  the  City  Solicitor  on  the  constitu- 
tionality of  such  measure. 

Alderman  Pierce  advocated  the  reconsideration 
on  the  mound  that  neither  the  City  solicitor  nor 
the  Hoard  had  ihe  power  to. judge  ol  ihe  constitu- 
tionality of  laws.     The   Supreme  Coin;,  to  whom 
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belonged  this  power,  h-.ui  discouraged  tlie  bring- 
ing ni  questions  before  them  foi  their  opinion,  Eur 
Hi''  reason  that  no  question  Could  lit-  properly 
beard  .  x  parte. 

fo  send  to  the  City  SoJioleur  for  his  opinion 
would  have  no  weight,  force  or  validity,  and  no 
that  opinion  cbeywere  not  Bo  decide  whai  tod<\ 
I  in-  Legislature  bad  passed  an  act  authorizing  the 
payment, uud  II  »as  not  to  be  supposed  that  it 
was  unconstitutional  until  it  was  pronounoed  so 

by  the  eourt.    When  tl der   is  passed,  then  il 

will  «»  time  to  tiring  it  before  the  court,  and  thin 
only  can  the  court  pronounce  upon  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  la« . 

Aiiit-riHiui  fluroer  mid  ihe  kldcrman  seemed  in 
speak  as  though  this  question  was  before  the 
Board  lor  'he  hint  lima,  out  he  recollected  in- 
stance* of  oittalnwg  the  opinion  of  the  •  Iry  So- 
licitor in  siu-h  oases.

Alilel  lil.ili  Ctiwdin  said  lie  believed  Ihe  Legis- 
lature had  the  pow  er  to  make  ami  unuijbe  laws, 

ami  It  might  unse.it  the  lueinliers  ol"   the  <  Hy  Imv- 

eruiueot.  it  was  nut  for  them  to  oisenes  the  abil- 
ity or  the  |iiiw-r  oi  the  Legislature  to  make  laws, 
but  to  obey  the  laws  which  it  passed  from  time  to 

time. 

Alderman  liilison  regarded  Ihis  as  something 
iii.ioiiheiisii.il  track.  Ihe  courts  hail  ileciileil 
that  Mr.  Burrill  lias  no  claim  against  the  citv,  and 
he  i^oes  to  the  I .cgislal  lire,  huilils  a  castle  in  the 
air,  gets  an  a,-t  anil  comes  bere  to  collect  an 
amount  which  lie  submits  as  a  claim.  11  such  a 
LblOg IS  allowed,  there  are  any  quantities  ol'  pio* 
I  le  whu  may  make  out  lulls  against  the  city,  ami 
gel  aiilh  lily  to  collect  them.  J-.vcry  cout'iuctor 
against  the  city  having  ;i  lair  claim  can  expect  to 
batve  it  |'..id.  hut  this  was  not  a  lair  claim,  anil 
miserable  trash  could  bo  found  to  vote  to  make  it 
a  claim.  As  to  sfch  laws,  he  hid  a  right  to 
judge  of  them.  This  matter  had  been  passed  span 
two  or  three  times  by  the  City  i.overi.nient,  ami  if 
the  claim  had  oeen  right  and  proper  it  would  have 
been  paid.  Ihe  design  was  to  mislead  the  Citv 
Government,  and  he  did  not  believe  Mr.  Butrill 
could  [Tetany  money  out  ol  this  Hoard. 

Alderman  l'lumer  said  there  was  more  in  the  or- 
der man  there  appeared  to  be.  and  the  principle 
involved  was  more  important  than  the  amount 
of  the  claim.  When  we  see  the  coriupt  develop- 
ments in  other  cities,  it  becomes  theua  to  watch 
the  powers  of  government.  l<  the  act  was  con- 
sfitutmiial  under  which  the  order  wa~  framed,  be 
he  could  not  see  why  persons  might  not  concoct  a 
scheme  to  obtain  millions  of  dollars  from  the  citv 
treasury,  He  would  like  to  know  win  I  her.  in  the 
judgment  of  tlmse  learned  in  the  law,  the  Legislat 
ure  has  the  power  to  pass  such  au  act. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  to  be  presumed 
that  iu  passing  such  a  law  the  Opinion  of  the  At- 
torney i.eneial  was  obtained,  for  he  supposed 
that  wis  what  such  au  officer  was  for.  There 
were  a  jrieat  many  laws  passed  in  this  state,  more 
than  iu  any  oi h?r.  and  in  uo  State  were  there  so 
many  passed  which  were  useless.  He  was  satis- 
lie  1  that  this  law  was  constitutional,  it  had  been 
said  that  this  claim  was  conceived  in  fraud,  but 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  amount  it  would  have 
been  paid.  He  was  himself  employed  in  the  same 
work,  and  knew  something  about  it.  The  contract 
was  not  to  obtain  rebels,  bur  credits,  and  when 
it  was  lottnd  how  large  the  amount  of  claim  was 
to  be  paid,  if  was  said  no  appropriation  was  made 
ti  pay  it,  and  the  city  authorities  backed  down. 
We  were  disgraced  in  the  minds  of  the  best  men 
in  the  city,  and  in  God's  name  be  hoper:  the  claim 
would  be  settled. 

Alderman  Cutter  hoped  the  Board  would  pause 
belore  putting  their  hands  into  the  pockets  of 
tax-payers  to  bridge  over  this  claim,  barred  by  an 
iujuuetion  from  the  courts.  He  supposed  it  Would 
haue  been  paid  last  year,  had  there  not  been  a 
quarrel  about  the  spoils  among  the  large  number 
ol  parties  iuterested.  He  could  not  vote  to  pay 
illegal  claims.  If  anythiug  was  owing  to  .Mr.  Bur- 
rill,  it  was  more  than  the  amount  ot  this  order. 
It  could  not  he  that  this  was  just  the  amount  due, 
and  he  supposed  it  must  have  been  got  at  as  jury- 


men w<  rk  lor  a  verdict;  or  by  the  claims  of  coun- 
sel.   If  there  had   been  any  tights,  those   rights 

bad  been  destroyed,  and  ihe  Legislature  should 
no'  have  said  the  City  may,  hut  shall  i  ay. 
Alderman  i.ii.-on  thought  the  Tammany  King 
lUt  an  lulant  compared  with  this,  should  Ibis 
Claim  lie  allowed.  The  city  always  paid  just 
claims,  but  this  was  au  iiudei taking  to  corrupt  the 
(  ii\  Council  by  played-out  lawyers,  judges  even, 
\.  in  expect  i"  eet  I  lo.uuo  from  the  treasury.  Such 

a  law  was  no  la  .\ ,  and   had    no    mine    force  than  a 

man-of-war  without  guns.  The  act  was  to  legal- 
■  a  ling,  and  authorized  t lit  111  to  put  their 
hand"  into  the  treat  urv  and  steal. 

Al  leruian  Little  Said  the  question  was  not  kept 
ill  Sight,  and  to  gel  ..i  the  thing  itself,  he  asked 
l  a  Ho  piet  ions  question. 

Hi.-  (  li.in  stated  thai  in-  would  assume  it  to  lie 
sustained,  aud  nut  the  question,  when  the  recon- 
sidi  ration  was  carried. 

The  uuestii  ii  ii  i  urred  upon  the  adoption  of  the 
order  to  get  ihe  opinion  of  the  City  .-solicitor,  and 
i    .'  ..-  l.  |i  i  led. 

Ihe  question  then  was  upon  the  passage   oi'    the 

order  lopay  the  assignee  uf  Chas.  Buinll  $40,- 
udo  in  settlement  of  bisr.la'm. 

Alderman  l'lumer  said  he  was  ready  to  vote, 
but  yet  wished  tu  give  his    reasons    lor    his    \ou. 

iins  claim,  he  said,    was   conceived   in   sin   and 

brought  forth  in  iniquity, a  tissue    of  fraud    from 
the  beginning  to  the  end.    It  wax  assumed  in  the 
ihat  there  w  is  a  good  claim  fur  $800,000  or 
.000,  yet  the  claimant  is  willing   to  compro- 
mise for  $40,000.    If  the  claim  was  an  honest   one, 

it    should     be    and  it  would  be  paid,     it    was  like 

stealing  silver  spoons  from  the   back  door  of  a 
house,  and  selling  tin  m  at  the  front  debr. 

shotild  this  claim  oe  paid,  be  warned  gentlemen 
it  would  he  hut  the  beginning.  There  was  no 
claim  iu  honor,  justice  or  equity,  and  tin  moment 
Ihev  paid  any  sum  thej  committed  themselves  ill 
favor  of  other  claim*.  The  claimant  would  come 
in  another  year  by  blmseli  or  friends  to  get  more, 
stating  th  it  his  necessities  compelled  him  to  take 
what  In  could  get,  while  he  now  called  lor  justice. 
The  oriae  might  be  worth  the  candle,  to  pact  these 
seats  lor  tne  purpose  of  obtaining  the  whole 
ml  el. iiiued.  In  what  he  had  said  h  :  had  but 
done  his  duty,  and  be  hoped  the  order  would  not 
pass. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  gentleman  bad  no 
legal  claim,  as  all  would  admit.  Hut  what  was  it 
if  he  had  performed  any  service-.'  Could  it  be 
just  $40,000?  It  would  be  a  miracle,  if  just  that 
amount,  -den  of  business  pay^'uo  disputed  claims 
unit  ss  courts  require  it.  II  this  is  a  legal  claim, 
pay  it.  and  nut  otherwise.  It  was  concocted  in 
crime,  deception  and  fraud.  The  city,  at  the  time, 
wanted  men  to  till  its  quota  to  tight,  and  did  not 
want  dead  men.  But  here  were  men  dead  and 
buried,  and  the  green  grass  growing  over  them. 
If  he  had  got  men  ami  put  tbem  in  service, 
honestly,  lie  would  have  got  his  money. 

Alderman  Jeukins  said  that  when  he  voted  last 
year  to  pay  $40,000,  he  considered  it  the  most  eco- 
nomical course  the  City  Government  could  pur- 
sue If  he  had  not  thought  it  was  a  valid  claim 
he  would  not  have  voteu  lor  it.  The  worst  thing 
which  could  happen  would  he  the  hanging  of  this 
matter  over  the  City  Government,  for  it  wrould 
have  much  to  do  with  the  elections  until  disposed 
of.  To  have  got  rid  of  the  occasion  for  it  by  such 
a  paltry  sum  would  have  been  cheap  at  the  time, 
for  who  did  not  remember  the  trying  times  when 
men  were  willing  to  give  anything  for  a  substi- 
tute? Who  did  not  remember  the  relief  which  the 
statement  biought  that  eredits  had  been  allowed 
sufficient  to  meet  the  quota,  and  think  Burnll  was 
entitled  to  pay  for  if.' 

In  his  own  experience,  he  could  never  forget  the 
difficulty  iu  endeavoring  to  obtain  men  to  till  up 
quotas.  If  they  got  substitutes,  what  did  they 
care  who  were  interested.  In  obtaining  credits 
for  those  already  enlisted,  he  believed  Mr.  Burrill 
did  something,  more  or  less.  But  he  did  not  be- 
lieve that  Boston  was  entitled  to  all  these  credits 
for  seamen,  but  that  the  state  was  entitled  to 
them,  in  obtaining  these  credits,  Boston  had  the 
inside  track,  and  Burrill  bad  a  good  claim  ttgainst 
the  citv.  The  Mayor  gave  him  a  letter  to  General 
Frye,  Provost  Marshal  General,  and  he  tells  us 
that  be  spent  a  great  deal  of  money  in  obtaiuiug 
the  credits. 

It  was  not  fair  to  charge  him  with  being  a  cheat. 
The  eredits  obtained  at  ibat  time  would  not  bear 
a  close  investigation,  yet  the  city  was  paying  out 
monev  for  them.  Would  Utis  Noreross  have  of- 
fered'to  pav  S125,000  if  he  had  not  supposed  there 
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was  some  claim, or  would  Mayor  Lincoln  or  Alder- 
man ISash  have  offered  to  settle  it?  It  was  nine 
tnat  the  matcer  was  finished  and  its  influences  ta- 
ken oat  of  the  City  Hall.  If  paid  at  the  price  now 
claimed  it  would  be  but  $7  per  head  for  the  cred- 
its. In  honesty  and  in  equity  he  was  entitled  to 
something,  and  the  question  was,  how  much. 

'i'lie  gentlemen  on  the  committee  last  year  made 
an  average  on  a  marking-list  of  $60,000,  and  his 
own  was  $40,000.  After  a  great  deal  ot  labor  it 
was  disposed  of;  it  was  felt  that  if  SCO.OOu  weie 
agreed  to,  an  injunction  would  be  put  upon  it, 
and  the  sum  of '£40,000  was  fixed  upon  in  the 
Board,  which  was  passed.  'Xo  say  that  Norcioss, 
Lincoln  and  Nash  did  not  know  what  Burnli  went 
to  Washington  for,  was  absurd;  they  knew  what 
he  went  there  for.  some  ot  the  witnesses  beiore 
the  committee  were  asked  what  he  went  lor.  uut 
they  would  not  answer.  So  doubt  everybody  kuew 
what  he  went  to  VV'ashingtou  lor. 

When  Burrill  went  to  Washington,  other  reciuit 
ing  officers  were  called  home,  for  their  services 
were  no  longer  wanted,  Burrill  did  have  a  claim, 
or  Otis  JSorcross  would  not  have  •  tiered  hi  in 
$125,000,  'lhere  were  other  lists  got  up,  i.ut  these 
were  behind  time.  If  thev  had  ueen  presented  at 
the  State  House  thev  wouid  have  prejudiced  the 
city's  interests.  Everybody  believed  he  was.  enti- 
tled to  some  money,  aim  if  nothing  more,  this 
claim  should  be  paid  to  sweep  it  away,  from  ihe 
next  Board  of  Aldermen.  The  next  Board,  if  it 
should  pass  it.  maybe  charged  wilh  beirg  bought, 
but  this  Board,  he  felt  assurea,  would  not  be  so 
charged.  ,  . 

lntbepassageoftliisorder.be  was  willing  to 
go  on  record,  and  he  believed  the  sum  stated  in  it 
would  be  the  smallest  which  would  ever  be  taken. 
The  claim  had  already  been  admitted,  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  City  Government,  and  they  are  com- 
mitted to  its  payment.  He  had  no  fear  that  the 
parties  would  ever  come  back  for  more  pay,  and 
was  willing  to  leave  the  question  with  the  Mayor 
and  City  rolieitor  to  take  such  a  receipt  as  would 
settle  the  matter. 

Alderman  Tiumer  said  lie  1  elieved  some  gentle- 
men bad  not  read  the  evidence,  if  they  did  not  be- 
lieve there  was  fraud,  liurrill  came  to  the  Mayor 
with  a  lie  in  his  mouth,  that  he  was  to  go  to  Kn(  k 
Island  f-  r  recruits,  while  he  did  not  go  m  r  Intend 
to  go  there.  If  Otis  Norcrose  or  Mayor  Lincoln 
was  the  victim  of  fraud,  through  misrepresenta- 
tions, the  contract  was  not  valid.  Alderman  Gib- 
son had  made  a  good  point  in  saying  that  we  had 
no  right  to  vote  $40,0110,  when  the  courts  bad  de- 
clared the  claim  to  be  illegal.  Theie  were  al.-o 
other  parties  concerned  in  the  result,  associated 
with  Burrill,  and  this  would  not  make  more  than 
one-twentieth  part  of  the  whole  claim.  If  this  is 
allowed,  than  the  others  will  come  in  for  their 
share.  .     ,    . 

Alderman  Cowdin  said,  concerning  fraud,  that 
the  contract  was  tor  credits,  lor  each  and  every 
man  so  credited.  The  Mas  or  testified  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  .n  his  heariug  that  he  had  no  author- 
ity to  make  the  contract,  if  there  was  Iraud.  then 
it  was  bv  the  city's  agents,  and  ten  of  the  Alder- 
men gave  their  consent  to  it.  One  of  the  Dumber, 
now  dead,  testified  that  the  Mayor  called  the  Al- 
dermen into  his  room,  and  they  consented  to  the 
trade.  If  the  Mayor  bad  no  right  to  make  the  con- 
tract, then  the  fraudulent  action  was  on  the  side 
of  the  Citv  Government. 

Alderman  Cowdin  read  the  contract  and  the 
letter  of  Mavor  Lincoln  to  Gen.  1'ryc.  When  these 
credits  were  obtained,  thev  wore  put  down  a-  be- 
longing to  the  City  of  Boston.  If  there  was  fraud, 
then  it  was  on  the  part  of  the  city.  Me  w  as  satis- 
fied the  Mayor  would  never  sign  any  pap<  r  which 
was  not  strong  enough  to  hold  the  claimant  to 
the  sum  proposed  to  be  paid  to  him,  aril  if  not 
settled  now,  he  may  sometime  set  $800,000  with 
interest.  Corruption  is  to  be  found  at  Washing- 
ton and  everywhere,  and  i>  may  be  found  here; 
and  when  the  claim  can  be  settled  for  the  paltry 
sum  of  $40,000,  i;  had  better  he  settled. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  wished  to  know  bow 
the  military  man  of  the  Board  would  like  to  have 
Burrill  beliind  him  it  he  was  engaged  in  fighting. 
providing  credits  when  he  wanted  tighting-men 
Last  year  he  voted  to  give  Mr.  Burrill  ¥10.000.  but 
he  bad  been  ashamed  of  it  ever  since.  Then  mem- 
bers of  the  board  went  for  policy,  but  lie  now 
went  for  justice.  He  believed  it  to  have  been  a 
premeditated  swindle  on  the  part  of  the  claimant 
and  his  friends.  He  claimed  to  have  bought  mem- 
bers of  Congress  to  obtain  an  allowance  of  these 
credits.    It  was  a  fraudulent   Claim  when  brought 


here,  and  the  Legsiature  by  some  means  had  been 
induced  to  pass  the  act  for  the  allowance  of  the 
claim  If  it  had  been  straightforward  he  would 
have  had  the  claim  allowed,  and  nol  been  obliged 
to  get  a  vote  to  legalize  it. 

Alderman  Tierce  said  much  had  been  said  about 
fraud,  but  this  be  regarded  as  cheap  argument, 
and  no  evidence  had  been  produced  to  prove  it. 
It  was  easvto  a-severate  charges  of  fraud  and 
tben  sit  down.  His  action  was  not  influenced  by 
such  aspevera.ions.  The  question  was.  is  Charles 
Burrill  entitled  to  anything,  and  if  so.  hown-ucn? 
Acontiact  was  made  for  the  payment  of  «•!-»  toi 
credits,  and  Mr.  Burrill  had  a  list  of  6529  men 
brought  in.  and  thev  all  stood  tire.  What  were 
the  Aldermeu  doing  while  he  was  engaged  in  ob- 
taining these  credits?  They  procured  the  names 
of  3000  men,  and  'hey  were  not  worth  a  rush. 
Thev  did  not  send  the  list  to  Washington  and  had 
noi'ailhinit.  Tbev  knew  theirs  would  not  pass.

The  charge  at 
Iraud  .vas  an  afterthought  to  escape  payment  ol 
the  chimin.  .      .„ 

So  far  as  related  to  filling  the  quotas  With  lull- 
grown  men.  it  was  but  the  interest  of  fairness  and 
justice  that  Congress  sboula  pass  an  a<  t  to  allow 
the  credits  for  seamen.  Kvery  man  encaged  in 
the  service  was  taken  out  of  the  working-capital 
ot  industry,  and  it  would  not  He  fair  to  require  one 
Stale  to  put  in  lull  quotas  in  tne  arn.y.  while  it 
bad  a  supplementary  force  in  the  navy.  Congress 
Should  be  thanked  for  BUOfa  an  act. 

Not  less  than  three  city  governments  have  ad- 
mitted that  Mr.  Burrill  had  some  claim.  The  first 
ottered  him $126,000 CO  settle  tnat  claim.  A  com- 
mittee subsequently  reported  that  he  had  a  claim, 
but  how  much  thev  could  not  :  gree.  Last  year 
the  committee  could  not  agro  upon  the  sum, 
when  it  was  fixed  by  the  i/ity  (  Mm  11  at  >'0.onn. 
That  is  not  an  unreasonable  sum.  He  was  in  lav  or 
of  that  amount  last  year,  and  was  now  in  favor  of 
it.  so  far  as  related  to  a  receipt,  he  was  not  afraid 
that  such  a  receipt  could  be  old  lined  that  would 
be  strong  enough  to  hold  even  a  scoundrel.  Ihe 
claim  was  an  honest  one,  and  it  was  not  worthy  of 
Boston  to  refuse  to  pay  it. 

Alderman  Tl  inner  tenia  iked  that  in  relation  to 
corruption  of  Congress,  Burrill  claimed  that  he 
paid  sums  of  money  to  del.  am  h  (out:  res*.  Con- 
gress passftd  the  act.  and  it  was  theii  act.  not  his. 
>o  far  as  related  to  the  Citv  Govern  meat,  be 
blinded  and  hoodwinked  them  for  the  three  weeks 
referred  to.  and  ii  Mr  Norcross  agreed  to  give  Bur. 
nil  H  26,000  it  was  through  a  fraudulent  misrepre- 
sentation. Burrills  statement  of  the  payment  ot 
large  sums  of  money,  he  oonld  not  prove,  and  one 
parson  cited  by  biuj  denied  the  receipt  of  any 
monev  Mom  him. 

Alderman  Tierce  cited  Ins  own  experience  in 
obtaining  witnesses  10   war    t' ansaction-.  to  show 

the  difficulty  of  procuring  such  witness)  - 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  bad  read  the  evi- 
dence in  the  case  two  or  three  times,  and  on  this 
be  had  voted.  If  be  had  pot  been  convinced  by 
the  evidence  that  Mr  Burrill  had  some  cUtm,  he 
Would  not  have  voted  to  pay  him.  He  could  not 
see  b"w  he  could  avoid  paying  him  something. 
If  he  did  tret  the  better  of  Lincoln  and  N 
it  could  not  be  denied  thai  he  did  some  service, 
and  he  was  willing  to  pay  him  $40,000. 

Alderman  (utter  did  not  understand  the  matter 
as  stated  bv  the  cuairinau  of  the  Board.  It  th€ 
claim  was  a  valid  one.  then  thev  should  pay  the 
claimant  $i'J5  per  man.  The  citj  was  ready  to 
pay  its  legal  debts  ami  was  opposed  to  illegal 
claims.  I  Ins  was  such  a  claim  and  it  should  not 
be  paid.

Hebad 
vot-'d  twice  against  paying  ar.y  elaiin,  but  be  now 
believed  that  111  honor  and  Justice  something 
should  he  paid  to  .Mr.  Hurrill,  He  had  been  toM 
by  several  gentlemen  who  were  familiar  with  the 
facts  in  the  case  that  it  was  11  legal  elaiin,  and  if 
this  sum  should  he  paid  he  would  trust  to  the 
Mayor  to  make  a  receipt  strong  enough  to  bar  any 
further  demand.

This  water 
Is  continually  used,  over  and  over  aeain.and  he 
believed  that  ■-;;  a  day  would  cover  all  the  expense 
of  running  the  elevator.  Itooras  were  wanti 
the  Superintendents  ot  Printing  and  Inspect 
Buildings,  and  witti  the  elevator  the  rooms  in  the 
upper  story  of  the  C'ty  Hall  would  be  as  good  as 
any  others.  ,  , 

The  vote  was  taken  and  declared  to  be  carried, 
and  the  question  again  recurred  upon  indefinite 
postponement. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  G  remarked  upon  the  ex- 
traordinary character  of  the  motion.  Before  the 
summer  vacation  the  Council  instructed  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  to  go  all  over  the 
country  to  ascertain  the  best  kind  of  elevators  in 
use.  and  he  did  not  understand  that  those  who 
were  for  indefinite  postponement  now  voted  so 
when  this  authority  was  given  to  the  committee. 
The  apparent  objection  was  to  the  kind  of  elevator 
proposed  to  he  lised. 

Jir.  Dickinson  ;aid  it  was  but  a  matter  o;  cour- 
tesy to  the  committee  that  the  orders  should  he 
considered  when  authority  had  been  given  them 
to  make  a  report.  The  committee  had  spent  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  the  consideration  of  tl 
ject,  and  he  hoped  the  motion  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  ftayward  said  he  wished  only  to  correct  an 
impression  relative  to  the  authority  to  travel  all 
over  the  country.  The  committee,  as  authorized, 
went  only  to  Hartford  and  Kew  York,  and  did  not 
exceed  their  limits  or  appropriation.  He  moved 
•x>  lay  the  subject  on  the  table,  which  prevailed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  an  order 
was  passed  to  pay  bills  of  the  October  drait. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  Council  refused  to  take  up  the 
special  assignment,  the  orders  relating  to  the 
House  ol  Correction,  remarking  that  he  believed 
the  subject  had  been  well  considered,  and  tbat  the 
Council  was  as  ready  now  as  at  any  time  to  act 
upon  it. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5,  Mr.  Her- 
sey gave  way,  when  Mr.  Noyes  offered  the  follow- 
i  ng  order :

Mr.  Robinson  of  Ward  11  offered  ttic  following 
order,  which  was  read  once. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an  instrument 
made  satisfactory  to  the  City  solicitor,  removing 
the  condition  for  time  of  building  upon  two  lots 
of  land  on  Broadway  and  M  street,  as  purchased 
of  the  city  by  Solomon  s.Gray,  upon  his  paying 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Pubiic  Lands  the  sum  oT 
$500  within  twenty  days  from  the  passage  of  this 
order. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  l  raised  a  question,  that  the 
order  should  come  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  when  it  was  stated  that  it  did  come  from 
that  committee. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  raised  a  point  of  order. 
tb:it  his  motion  relating  to  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion was  in  order,  having  given  way  for  one  gen- 
tleman, after  which  ofher  business  preceded  his 
motion. 

The  Chair  stated  that  when  a  gentleman  gives 
way  to  another,  he  yields  his  privilege  to  the 
floor. 

Mr.  Hersey  renewed  his  motion  to  reconsider  the 
vote  refusing  to  take  up  the  special  assignment, 
relating  to  the  House  of  Correction. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  raised  a  point  of  or- 
der, whether  the  mover  voted  with  the  majority, 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  did  not,  and  the  Chair  de- 
clared the  point  of  order  to  be  well  taken. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  offered  the  following 
order: 


Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  and  requested  to  furnish  a  suit- 
able wardroom  to  accommodate  the  inhabitants 
of  Ward  8. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  if  the  people  of 
Ward  8  had  not  now  suitable  accommodations. 

Mr.  Vannevar  replied  that  they  had  not. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  Said  that  every  wardroom 
in  the  city  was  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of 
wardrooms.  There  was  no  need  of  hurrying  in  this 
matter,  for  new  rooms  could  not  now  be  obtained 
before  the  elections. 

A  motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  the 
passage  of  the  order  was  lost. 

THE   HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION  AGAIN. 

Mr.  Enwe  of  Ward  10  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  refusing  to  take  up  the  special  assignment, 
the  repoit  and  orders  relatiug  to  the  House  of 
Correction. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  moved  an  adjournment, 
but  withdrew  it  on  a  statement  made  that  the  ob- 
ject was  to  reassign  it. 

The  motion  to  take  up  the  assignment  was  car- 
ried, when  it  was  voted  to  proceed  to  its  consider- 
ation. 

On  motiou  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5.  the  subject 
was  further  assigned  to  Tburs  lay  evening  next, 
eight  o'clock. 

Air.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  an  adjournment. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  asked  him  to  cive  way 
for  a  motion  to*take  up  the  communications  troui 
Samuel  C.  Cobb  and  Harrison  Loring  in  relation 
to  the  value  of  lands  at  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Flanders  said  he  had  not  withdrawn  his 
motion,  and  an  adjournment  was  lost,  17  to  24. 

Mr.  Hersey  renewed  his  motion,  which  was  car- 
ried, when,  bn  a  further  motion  by  him,  the  com- 
munications were  ordered  to  be  sent  up 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  that  the  vote 
be  taken  on  the  order  relating  to  the  House  of 
Correction  at  9  o'clock  on  Thursday  evening  next. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail,  for  he  was  in  favor  of  the  largest  lib- 
erty, and  that  every  member  of  the  Council  should 
have  all  the  time"  he  desired  to  debate  the  ques- 
tion freelr. 

Mr.  Dickinson  did  not  object  to  free  discussion, 
for  he  should  be  the  last  to  deprive  any  member 
of  the  right  to  consider  the  subject  fully.  It  had 
been  said  that  there  were  many  nitmbcrs  absent 
who  were  interested  in  the  question,  and  he  wish- 
ed to  give  all  the  publicity  possible,  that  they  may 
be  present  at  the  boar  of  Yotiug. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  moved  to  amend  by  fix- 
ing the  time  at  !•',  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1.  the  Coun- 
ril  adjourned.

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
OCT.  27,  1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
held  this  alieinoon,  Mayor  Gaston  presiding,  tor  a 
hearii  g  od  petith  n  of  I\.  Ward  &  Co.  for  "'permis- 
sion to  erect  on  their  wharf,  between  r"  and  L 
streets,  a  statue  tor  the  hoises  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  their  business,  and  tor  leave  to  transship 
front  said  whart  to  Spectacle  Island  the  rough 
tallow  and  tci.es  collected  trcm  the  city,  and  for 
leave  to  enlaige  theii  Lnildincs  or  buiiu  sunt]  new 
oi.es  as  may  te  necessary  lor  rendering  said  tal- 
low aLd  ncnes,  aim  for  lea\  e  to  render  the  same 
on  said  islar.o." 

Jusiah  Dunham,  for  remonstrants,  asked  for  a 
pi  stpunemeLt  on  account  of  the  absence  of  coun- 
sel, Benjamin  Dean,  who  was  unable  to  appear. 
It  was  urged  as  a  further  reason  that  the  board 
was  not  full,  anu  it  was  desirable  that  all  oi  the 
Aldeimen  should  le  present  in  so  important  a 
hearing.  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  next  was  sug- 
gested as  i  lie  day. 

James  M.  Keith,  for  petitioners,  stated  that  he 
sbould  not  otjtet  to  the  postponement  but  (or  the 
oircumstancis  in  the  case,  lliese  circumstances 
he  related,  that  .Mr.  Ward  establishci  his  business 
in  1K8,  forty  yeais  ago,  in  Loxbury ;  that  the  state 
Hoard  of  Health  ban  decided  that  it  w;.s  inexpe- 
•linit  to  continue  the  rendering  of  tallow  any 
longer  in  that  locality,  and  ly  an  oraer  if  notice 
the  firm  was  required  to  leniove  immediately  alter 
the  1st  of  November,  giving  them  but  three  days 
more  to  lemove  that  busti  ess  somewhere  else. 
from  various  engagements  they  hail  been  unable 
to  get  a  hearing  until  the  piesent  time,  ami  they 
would  be  liable  to  a  fine  oi  SLOO  it  they  removed 
the  business  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of 
health,  for  these  reasons  they  were  auxicus  to 
press  the  hearing  to  a  conclusion,  a  matter  not 
only  interesting  to  Messrs.  W  ;.rd  &  Co.,  but  Co  the 
public. 

Mr.  Dunham  said  the  objection  of  remonstrants 
was  not  alone  to  the  granting  of  further  pm  ilegos 
to  petitioners,  Lut  Piey  wished  to  have  such  busi- 
ness as  is  now  done  on  their  wharf  at  Scutb  Bos- 
ton removed,  'lhe  petitioners  now  ask  for  the 
privilege  of  trying  ilcir  tallow  at  South  Boston, 
to  which  c  ijictii  ii  was  made,  instead  ol  doing 
their  business  on  a  wliait  whit  h  at  low  tide  has  a 
surface  in  fiont  (l  it  i  I  bats  bare  for  J50  feet,  the 
remonstrants  wished  to  know  why  they  sbould  not 
ship  their  material  from  city  wharves  where  the 
water  is  high. 

Sir. Keith  stated  that  Mr.  Dunham  labored  under 
a  misapprehension  in  supposing  that  the  petition- 
ers wished  to  tiy  their  tallow  at  south  Boston. 
Ihey  only  asked  ior  leave  to  build  a  stable  and  for 
transshipment  of  their  materia]  fri  m  their  wharf 
at  S<  uth  Boston. 

Bev.  Mi.  Lewis, for  remonstrants,  said  he  under- 
stood the  petition  to  ask  lor  leave  to  try  the  tal- 
low at  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Keith  read  the  petition,  which  he  said  lore 
no  such  request  in  its  language. 

Mr.  Lewis  said  he  believed 'he  last  line  of  the 
petition  bore  such  a  construction,  for  that  was  the 

meaning  to  him  and  to  others.  The  people  of 
south  Boston  were  most  intensely  opposed  to 
making  that  section  of  the  city  a  place  forrefu  e 
stuff,  and  while  they  weie  endeavoring  to  benefit 
the  city  in  obtaining  the  removal  ol  the  Bouse  "i 
Correction  From  among  them,  they  did  not  wish 
to  be  obliged  to  tight  tins  movement,  n  the  peti- 
tioners did  not  design  to  cany  on  the  rendering  of 
their  tallow  atSouth  Boston  the  question  was  nar- 
rowed down. 

Ihey  did  not,  however,  wish  that  the  transship- 
ment uf  tins  material  should  tie  cat  lied  on  al  this 
point,  for  there  would  he  a  liability  lo  the  collec- 
tion of  a  large  amount  ol  loathsome  matter  in  the 
midst  of  a  densely  populated  section  of  the  cny, 
rapidly  crowing.  "  It  must  be  obvious  that  busi- 
ness must  be  oone  In  some  portions  of  the  city, 
and  the  people  must  live  in  other  portions.    I'he 

location    of    homes   must   !e    there   and    business 

must    be    here,  and   sueh   kind   of  business   as   is 

proposed  should  he  done  where  other  business  is 

(lone,  and  where  there  are  better  facilities  for  it. 

The  question  was  taken  on  postponement, which 

was  lost,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  Keith  said  it  was  no  purpose  or  \\  ish  of  the 


petitioners  to  render  their  tallow  or  bones  at  their 
wharf  at  south  Boston,  ihey  only  wished  to 
build  a  stable  and  to  transship  all  heir  material 
for  rendering  to  Spectacle  Island,  1%  miles  from 
City  Point,  where  all  the  modern  improvements 
would  be  adopted  in  the  estaiilishmeuc  of  their 
works  there,  there  were  ouly  two  shops  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  wharf.  They  sbould 
continue  to  collect  the  material  in  covered  ve- 
hicles, and  ship  it  off  with  the  least  practicable 
delay,  lu  place  of  their  present  mode  of  ship- 
ment, by  a  sailing-vessel,  it  was  proposed  to  use  a 
tugboat,  drawing  less  water. 

ihey  had  summoned  bur  few  witnesses,  and  pro- 
posed to  call  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  tae 
state  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  George  H.  Derby  testified  that  be  was  Sec- 
retary of  the  state  loardof  Health  aud  bad  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  since  its  organization. 
His  belief  was  that  Spectacle  Islanu  was  a  very 
suitatde  place  for  the  business  of  Ward  &  Co., 
and  this  was  tbe  opinion  of  the  board,  and  that 
the  removal  of  the  establishment  trom  i'arker 
street  was  for  the  public  good.  It  was  for  the 
good  of  the  community  that  the  refuse  matter 
should  be  taken  away,  and  Spectacle  island  was 
the  most  suitable  piace  tor  the  business  in  the  trl- 
cini'y  of  Boston.  It  would  be  impracticable  to 
bury"  all  the  mater  al.  and  not  desiraiiie.  if 
it  could  be  done,  to  make  sueh  a  \ 
He  knew  the  wharf  of  .Mr.  Ward,  aud  it 
seemed  to  him  that  it  was  not  an  unsuit- 
able (dace  as  a  point  ol'  transshipment.  With  tin- 
modern  appliances,  ibis  kind  of  material  can  oe 
rene'ered  without  offence  to  the  public,  and  it  can 
I  e  collected  and  transshipped  without  such  offence. 
There  arc  not  many  dwelling  houses  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  this  wharf,  but  there  are  uriufcing-pi.iees. 
bi  at?,  etc. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Dunham,  he  said  be  would  not 
apply  the  modern  improvements  at  Roxbury  in 
rendering,  on  account  or  the  more  dense  popula- 
tion. It  could  be  rendered  at  Koxbury  sooner 
after  collection  than  in  taking  it  a  longer  dis- 
tance; the  detention  would  be  the  means  of  i  ,s 
becoming  putrid  sooner;  had  not  beard  it  as  Dr. 
Bowditeh'S  opinion  that  the  transshipment  should 
be  from  points  where  there  was  deepwatei  :  bones 
could  not  be  used  at  sugar-houses  until  all  the 
meat  was  removed  trom  them;  hail  never  known 
oi  bones  t  elng  taken  trom  provision  stores  direct- 
ly to  sugar-houses  for  use  in  sueh  liouscs;  could 
not  s  iy  that  be  bail  seen  a  $20,000  house  opposite 
the  wharf. 

To  Mr.  Lew's— Should  not  consider  the  removal 
of  these  matei  ials  near  so  oojectionable  through 
the  streets  as  he  did  the  city  swill-carts;  bis  own 
opinion  was  that  this  material  snouid  be  carried 
off  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  Mr.  Keith— Should  not  think  there  was  much 
difference  in  the  distance  in  the  removal  of  this 
material  from  Kancnil  Hall  Market  cither  to  Kox-

Francis  J.  W  ard,  one  of  the  petitioners,  testified

Mr.  Dunham  said  hewlahed  Dr.  Bowdttoh  bad

Co  Mr.  Keith— I'ropei  tv  had  largely  increased  in 

value  since  Mr.  Ward  had  been  there,  yet  be  be- 
licvcii  it  n  id  prevented  many  people  from  uuying 
property  there. 

F.  ii.  underwood,  from  a  residence  of  six  ye  i  rs 
a'  South  Boston,  in  this  vicinity,  said  it  was  not  a 
matter  of  imagination  but  ot  reality  with  the  peo- 
ple that  Ward's  wharf  was  a  nuisance,  and  that 
the  stench  from  Spectacle   Island  could  often  be 

smelt  when  the  wind  was  from  that  direCtioD. 
With  the  great  irowtfa  of  South  Boston,  he  be- 
lieved It  would  have  been  much  greater  but  lor 
these  nuiaanoes  and  the  location  ot  the  House  of 
Correction    there.       Admitting:    what     had    been 

claimed  that  the   additional   privileges  would  be 

subject  to  regulations  by  the  Board  olllcailh, 
with  ad  due  respect  to  the  board,  be  did  not  feci 
encouraged  that  much  benefit  would  be  derived 
from  their  regulations,  for  frequently  in  summer 
his  house  was  not  visited  by  the  swill-carts  hut 
once  a  week,  and  lor  three  weeks  the  ashes  had 
not  been  removed. 

In  a  similar  case  to  this,  that  of  Wm.  1..  Brad- 
ley, the  records  of    the   Superior   Court  for  a  long; 

time  snowed  what  a  difficulty  occurred  with  him 

in  the  removal  of  a  nuisance,  and  although  the 
testimony  of  women  and  of  invalids  was  proof 
sufficient  i  o  show  that  the  place  was  a  nuisance, 
there  were  not  wanting'  those  who  wore  decora- 
tions of  the  trench  Academy,  wdio  testified  as  ex- 
perts that  there  could  be  nothing  offensive  about 
the  place.  But  Bradley  was  driven  out  of  that 
place  as  Ward  had  been  driven  out  of  the  High- 
lands. 

Mr.  Underwood  referred  to  the  hay  into  which 
Ward's  wharf  entered,  as  a  rendezvous  of  yachts. 
on  account  of  the  favorable  locality,  hut  the 
owners  of  many  of  these  yachts  st  ite"  that  they 
would  prefer  going  round  six  miles  to  passing 
rear  Spectacle  Island.  His  opinion  was  that  sin-'h 
works  should  be  removed  to  some  uninhabited  re- 
gion. Mr.  Ward,  he  said,  admitted  that  H  was  on 
account  of  the  cheapness  which  induced  him  to 
make  south  Boston  a  point  of  transshipment  He 
was  unwilling  to  admit  that  to  be  a  good  reason 
why  the  people  should  be  annoyed.  Rather  he 
should  go  where  he  could  lake 'his  material  by 
nights  through  streets  in  which  no  one  lives  to 
wharves  where  there  will  be  no  delay  in  the  ship- 
ment. 

Id.  W.  Nelson,  a  resident  of  South  Boston  for 
many  years,  testified  that  objection  was  made  at 
the  cutset  to  the  sale  and  use  of  the  wharf  by  Mr. 
Ward,  and  from  that  time  the  wharf  had  been  a 
nuisance,  at  times  particularly  so;  be  had  known 
many  cases  of  sickness  from  the  odor  from  the

that  any  ol  bis  tenants  had  teen  affected  by  a 
handbill  wbicb  had  been  circulated. 

ih. .mas  uiiis.  assessor,  read  statistics  "el  ting  to 
the  growth  and  value  of  property  at  South  Boston, 
ami  stated  that  if  the  tallow  was  not  to  be  render- 
ed on  the  wharf,  theie  would  be  a  great  collection 

of  material  there  which  would  ma Ke  an  aggre- 
gated nuisance.  This  was  on  a  territory  where 
there  were  forty-set  en  inhabitants  to  an  acre,  and 
the  work!  were  taken  from  a  point  where  there 
were  but  sixteen  to  an  acre.  The  population  was 
much  greater  to  an  acre  than  in  Cambridge  or  in 
Worcester,  places  of  annul  the  population  of  South 
Boston,  where  such  a  nuisance  would  not  be  suf- 
leieil. 

From  personal  experience,  although  living  half 
a  mile  from  i lie  locality,  be  had  felt  the  stench 
iroui  tins  wharf  to  be  a  nuisanci — often  intolera- 
ble. It  was  not  until  alter  breakfast,  today,  that 
he  saw  the  handbill  which  hud  been  referred 
to. 

To  Mr.  Keith— It  was  not  necessary  that  a  faise 
Statement  should  he  made  in  relation  to  the  re- 
quest ol  the  petitioners— the  truth  itself  was  suf- 
ficient, lie  thought  the  language  of  tbe  petition 
could  be  construed  as  asking  for  the  piivilege  of 
rendering  the  tallow  on  the  wharf  at  South  Bos- 
ion. 

Vincent  I.afornie.  a  resident  of  South  Boston  for 
twenty  years,  testified  that  his  experience  had 
been  that  Mr.  Ward's  place  had  been  a  nuisance; 
in  reply  to  .Mr  Ward's  statement,  he  bad  seen  the 
material  carried  through  the  streets  without  the 
covering  of  a  sailcloth;  they  bad  been  saddled 
with  dead  horses,  and  the  peiiule  of  South  Boston 
did  not  wish  to  be  saddled  with  bones.  In  regard 
to  wharf  property,  which  Mr.  Ward  said  was  so 
expensive,  he  could  assure  him  that  wharves 
could  be  purchased  this  side  of  tbe  South  Boston 
bridges,  on  Federal  street,  at  from  $20,000  to 
.§30,000, 

E,  s.  Winchester,  458  and  460  Federal  street,  was 
ntroduced  to  show  that  a  wharf  can  be  purchased 
of  ao.000  feet  on  Federal  street,  at  $2  60  per  foot; 
this  he  regarded  as  a  great  bargain,  where  ship- 
ments could  he  made  without  delay;  another 
whaifinthe  vicinity  could  be  bought  for  $4 per 
foot,  13,000  feet  in  surface. 

Henry  Faxon,  residing  on  L  street,  450  feet  from 
the  wharf,  testified  that  frequently  in  summer, 
wdien  Che  wind  blew  from  rhe  wharf,  the  air  was 
very  offensive,  and  when  the  wind  blew  from  Spec- 
tacle Island  there  was  the  same  offensive -smell; 
complaints  were  Ireouent  from  bis  family. 

Mr.  Dunham  said  be  had  many  more  witnesses 
who  would  testily  to  tbe  same  effect,  but  be  did 
not  propose  to  call  any  more. 

N.  D.  Conant,  of  the  firm  of  N.  Ward  &  Co.,  as 
superintendent  of  the  removal  of  meat  and  ones, 
testified  in  rebuttal,  that  this  material  was  collect- 
ed daily  in  hot  weather  from  small  stores  as  well 
as  large  ones.  Tbe  wagons  were  always  covered, 
aud  were  intended  so  to  be  kept,  by  directions  of 
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Boarr]  of  Health.  They  had  seventy  or  eighty  cus- 
tomers in  South  Boston,  and  seven  hundred  in  all. 
There  was  no  delay  generally  in  sending  oil' the 
material  from  the  wharf;  in  winter  there  is  no 
smell,  should  delays  take  place. 

Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  in  closing  remarks  for  re- 
monstrants, expressed  the  belief  that  ample  jus- 
tice had  heen  done  to  the  subject,  so  as  to  con- 
vince the  Board  that  the  request  of  petitioners 
should  not  be  granted.  So  tar  as  related  to  the 
handbill  circulated,  his  own  impression  was  that 
of  the  writer,  that  it  was  designed  to  establish  the 
rendering  on  the  wharf  at  South  BostoD.  To  the 
testimony  of  Mr.  JVelson  he  called  the  attention  of 
the  Board  that  the  present  state  of  the  business 
there  was  a  nuisance ;  the  statement  of  Mr.  Hills 
showed  the  rapid  growth  ol  South  Boston,  and  the 
injury  to  property  by  this  nuisance,  and  by  the 
testimony  of  .Mr.  Winchester  it  appeared  that 
property  could  be  had  more  convenient  elsewhere 
at  a  reasonable  price,  and  this  on  tLe  testimony  of 
Mr.  Ward  was  the  principal  object  in  making 
South  Boston  the  point  of  transshipment. 

Mr.  Keith  for  petitioners,  in  a  review  of  the  tes- 
timony, said  much  of  the  objection  was  simply 
from  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  as 
shown  by  the  nand-bill  which  bad  been  circulated. 
It  should  he  considered,  first,  that  this  material 
must  he  disposed  ot;  it  can  be  done  without  an- 
noyance on  improved  appliances,  as  inXew  York: 


in  this  case  there  were  hut  few  houses  near  the 
wharf  of  Mr.  Ward ;  the  regulations  will  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  if  not 
stringent  enough  they  may  make  them  more  so; 
in  the  removal  of  the  works  to  Spectacle  Island 
they  may  be  made  inoffensive;  if  it  can  be  done  in 
JN'ew  York  on  the  wharves,  it  can  be  done  two  and 
a  half  miles  away  from  the  city. 

In  regard  to  this  business,  Messrs.  Ward  &  Co. 
do  threat  service  to  the  city  in  disposing  of  such 
material,  removing  dead  "horses  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, while,  in  Sew  York,  the  same  service  costs 
§15;000  a  year.  They  were  required  to  remove 
their  works  by  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  if  required  to  purchase  an  expensive  wharf 
the  business  would  not  warrant  it.  and  should  it 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  it  would  prove 
moie  offensive  than  it  now  can  be.  Should  it  be 
removed  from  a  wharf  in  Federal  street,  at  a 
much  greater  expense  for  a  wharf,  it  must  be 
through  one  of  the  greatest  thoroughfares  of  the 
city,  and  objections  would  as  likely  be  made  as 
from  the  present  locality. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  he  had  a  note  from 
Mr.  Dean  wishing  to  be  heard  as  a  witness,  but 
not  making  mention  as  acting  as  counsel. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White,  the  hearing  was 
continued  to  Monday  next,  at  4  o'clock,  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  >fr.  Dean.

HEARING   ON   PETITION  OF  N.  WARD  <fe   CO. 

The  special  assignment,  the  heariug  of  testi- 
mony of  Benjamin  Dean  on  subject  of  the  peti- 
tion of  N.  Ward  Ai  Co.,  forextensiou  et  their  busi- 
ness lacilities  at  City  Point,  was  taken  up.  Mr. 
Dean  read  tbe  action  of  tbe  Board  ot  Al''ermen 
on  this  subject  in  1862,  when  petitions  were  pre- 
senter iron  citizens  of  South  Boston  for  abate- 
ment of  a  nuisance  iu  the  use  of  the  same  wharf 
a-  at  present  employed,  were  under  consideration; 
also  the  objection  made  by  citizens  of  the  ward. 
By  orders  passed  Nov.  4.  1862,  the  transportation 
of  dead  horses  and  boiled  hone-  through  the 
streets  to  their  wharf  was  prohibited  after  a  cer- 
tain time.  March  9, 1863,  a  modification  was  made 
in  the  orders,  by  which  the  present  regulations 
were  adopted,  requiriug  dead  horses  aud  refuse 
material  to  be  carried  in  covered  vehicles. 

In  consequence  of  the  actiou  of  the  Board  one 
of  the  petitioners  sold  his  property  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  removed  to  another  locality  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  Before  that  time  the  practice 
had  been  to  transport  dead  borses  on  trucks,  open 
and  exposed,  during  all  days  of  tLe  week.  On 
Sundays  in  front  of  churches  he  had  seen  such 
exhibitions,  of  horses  but  partially  covered, 
swollen  and  bloated,  of  a  disgustiug  appearance, 
and  horses  were  frequently  killed  on  the  wharf 
with  mauls,  in  sight  of  the  inhabitants.  As  a  re- 
sult ot  the  action  of  the  Board,  requiring  the  con- 
veyance in  covered  vehicles,  and  the  building  of  a 
shed  ou  the  wharf,  where  tbe  exhibition  of  killing 
of  horses  was  not  open  to  the  public,  and  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisance  in  other  respects,  the 
people  acquiesced  in  the  continuance  of  the  trans- 
shipment of  horses  from  that  wharf  to  Spectacle 
island. 

The  business  had  however  increased  until  it  had 
become  extremely  offensive.  In  making  a  call  at 
the  house  of  one  of  his  neighbors  some  time  since, 
the  ladies  asked  him  it  there  was  not  some  way  in 
which  this  offence  could  be  removed,  and  a  piti- 
tiou  was  drawn  up  by  him  for  its  removal,  and  at 
this  time  it  was  learned  that  there  was  a  hearing 
before  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  removal 
of  the  works  of  Ward  &  Co.,  from  Boxbury,  and 
for  the  transfer  to  this  ward  of  what  was  deemed 
to  be  a  nuisance  in  another  ward. 

In  considering  this  subject  he  did  not  under- 
stand that  the  rendering  ot  tallow  was  to  be  at 
South  Boston,  but  at  Spectacle  Island;  but  while 
all  of  the  business  of  rendering  was  to  be  done 
there,  the  transposition  was  alt  to  he  from  South 
Boston.  This  would  make  an  increase  of  the 
gathering  of  the  offal  at  South  Boston.  In  a  short 
time,  it  was  claimed  that  the  rendering  of  the  tal- 
low can  be  done  in  an  inoffensive  manner.    Could 
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that  be  done,  so  far  as  that  was  concerned,  the 
citizens  of  South  Boston  would  have  no  complaint 
to  make.  But  if  it  could  have  been  done,  why 
did  not. the  Board  of  Health  allow  the  works  to 
remain  at  Koxbury? 

Mr.  Dean  lead  from  the  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  1870,  showing  the  offensive 
character  ot  the  trying  out  of  such  material,  with 
the  suggestions  of  the  board  on  the  subject. 
Upon  this  he  remarked,  that  if,  as  was  stated,  by 
improved  processes,  such  business  could  be  made 
inoffensive,  then  it  was  unjust  to  Ward  &  Co.  to 
require  them  to  remove  their  works  from  Kox- 
bury.  The  experiment  proposed,  it  was  under- 
stood, was  about  to  be  tned  at  Brighton.  To  await 
this  trial,  it  would  be  but  just  to  apply  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  a  postponement  of  their  order 
for  removal,  and  if  the  business  can  be  made  inof- 
fensive, there  couid  be  no  reason  why  a  removal 
should  be  made. 

there  was  uo  mention  made  in  this  report  of  a 
semi-liquid  ma's  which  is  poured  into  the  tide- 
water and  which,  in  the  return  of  the  tide,  is 
brought  back  in  a  noisome  condition.  Ibis  soup 
on  the  surface  of  the  water  is  not  prevented  from 
becoming  offensive  in  New  York.  Jt  was  under- 
stood there  was  a  patent  to  remedy  this  evil.  ar,d 
he  had  the  specifications  tor  deodorizing  this  soup, 
preventing  its  waste  and  making  it  valuable  as  a 
fertilizer.  It  was  possible  that  the  Stare  Board  of 
Health  did  not  know  of  this  invention,  but  may 
have  thought  that  as  there  is  more  water  at  Spec- 
tacle Island  there  is  liKelv  to  be  less  evil  from  this 
flow  of  liquid. 

So  far  as  the  Board  was  concerned,  they  could 
never  be  willing  to  allow  2.000,000  gallons  of  this 
liquid  to  be  poured  into  the  water  to  cause  an  of- 
fence to  the  inhabitants  of  Dorchester  and  South 
Boston.  This  subject  should  be  dealt  with  wisely. 
Ward  &  Co.  have  a  large  estate  in  Koxbury,  and  it 
would  be  unjust  to  depiive  them  ot  their  business 
if  it  can  he  made  inoffensive  there,  and  They  cer- 
tainly would  not  require  it  to  i.e  removed  to  spec- 
tacle Island  to  lie  offensive  there.  There  must  be 
some  reason  for  sending  it  from  Koxbury.  If  in- 
offensive, there  can  be  ho  justification  for  order- 
ing it  from  there.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the 
Board,  as  a  Board  of  Health,  would  confer  with 
the  state  board,  and  such  information  as  may  be 
necessary  will  be  obtained.  The  statements  ot  the 
State  hoard  in  regard  to  making  the  Imsiness  in- 
offensive is  so  entirely  at  variance  witn  the  order 
for  removal,  that  he  was  sure  that  board  would 
not  lefuse  a  conference  on  the  subject. 

The  oilier  subject  Mr.  Dean  believed  could  be 
passed  upon  without  difficulty.  The  state  of 
things  at  South  Boston  lie  was  very  familiar  with. 
At  the  wharf  of  Ward  &  Co.  the  schooner  used  by 
them  for  transportation  must  often  be  niizh  anil 
dry  for  a  considerable  distance.  In  a  walk  there 
last  evening,  rhe  water  was  out  a  distance  as 
far  as  School  street  f.oiu  the  City  Hall.  The 
schooner  could  nor.  get  out  short  of  half  tide.  >o 
that  there  would  he  half  the  time  during  which 
she  could  not  get  away.  If  then  it  should  occur  at 
evening,  rhat  she  should  be  freighted  with  this 
offensive  material,  it  might  be  six  hours  before 
she  got  away;  and  it  it  was  offensive  when  bruugn* 
there,  tt  must  remain  there  till  near  morniug. 
Every  breeze  from  that  direction  would  carry  a 
noxious  smell  to  those  who  were  seeking  rest, 
and  when  there  was  a  calm,  it  would  be  so  much 
worse  iu  the  failure  of  the  vessel  to  get  away. 

In  the  winter  one  gentleman  had  counted  upon 
the  wharf  eighty-two  horses,  but  at  such  a  tune  "f 
course  there  would  not  be  so  offensive  a  smell  as 
in  summer.  It  could  easily  be  seen  what  effect 
would  he  had  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots 
in  Boston  by  the  permission  Of  this  offensive 
business  theTCS.  there  was  no  reason  why  there 
should  not  be  in  South  Boston  the  best  houses  in 
the  city  and  the  cleverest  of  people.  A  short  time 
since  a  gentleman  accosted  him  to  know  if  prop- 
erty could  nit  he  purchased  near  the  Point,  with  a 
view  of  inducing  four  or  rive  of  his  friends  to  pur- 
chase and  live  there.  Land  was  offered  to  him  at 
the  cost,  and  he  expressed  himself  as  delighted 
with  it.  but  on  consultation  with  his  tneuds.  they 
said  somehow  or  other  they  were  not  sure  of 
danger  from  nuisances,  and  the  purchase  was 
given  up. 

Iq" the  testimony  which  had  been  given  to  the 
Board,  he  had  noticed  that  some  gentknien  hail 
said  that  land  had  depreciated  at  Mmtli  Boston. 
The  valuation  id'  property  below  the  Blind  Asy- 
lum amounted  to  about  86,000,000,  and  this  was 
subject  to  depreciation  from  what  the  people  had 
suffered.  They  were  a  long-suffering  and  patient 
people,  and  lie  hoped  this  Board  would  not  in- 
crease the  evils  under  which  they  suffered.    There 


could  be  no  doubt  that  the  existing  evils  there 
keep  people  away,  and  the  Board  could  not  send. 
down  the  additional  privileges  asked  lor  without 
knowing  the  effects  of  it,  and  without  taking 
money  out  of  their  uockets. 

Mr.  Dean  referred  to  statistics  to  show  that 
South  Boston  had  47  inhaoitants  to  an  acre,  Box- 
bu  y  10,  Dorchester  2%  and  East  Boston  30.  Mr. 
Ward,  he  said,  once  called  upon  him  i a  relation  to 
this  matter,  and  be  assured  him  that  if  there  was 
any  way  for  the  removal  of  the  evils  complained  of, 
the  people  of  South  Boston  had  no  objection  te  his 
continuing  the  business,  nor  wished  any  injury  to 
hirn.  air.  Ward  then  stated  that  he  proposed  to"get 
a  tugboat  for  his  business.  Such  a  boat  would  be 
likely  to  draw  lour  feet  of  water,  perhaps  near 
six,  and  with  it  the  boat  would  be  aground  half 
the  time.  11  any  times  at  night,  when  everything 
was  quiet,  she  would  be  oblieeri  to  remain  "at  the 
whirl  with  her  freight,  and  no  gain  would  be 
made  over  the  sailing-vessel  except  when  it  is 
calm. 

It  was  a  practice  sometimes,  he  said,  when  the 
vessel  could  not  get  away,  to  put  offensive  dead 
horses  over  the  side  in  the  water,  which  would 
act  as  a  refrigerator.  But  this  could  not  be  done 
at  low  water.  He  made  the  suggestion  to  Air. 
Ward  to  freight  his  tug'.. oar  ar  Fort  1'oint  Chan- 
nel, where  there  was  always  deep  water:  that  was 
the  easiest  thing  to  do,  and  would  not  take  money 
out  ot  the  pockets  of  the  people  by  the  deprecia- 
tion of  their  property.  A  tugboat  employed  to 
tane  this  material  at  a  wharf  where  there  was  deep 
water  would  not  be  engaged  half  the  time  in  that 
business,  and  in  the  route  run  by  her  she  could 
earn  more  than  enough  to  pay  the  cost,  in  the  or- 
dinary busiuess  of  tu<rboats. 

>uou  a  business,  he  contended,  it  was  ridicu- 
lous to  do  at  arms  length.  .Mr.  Ward  now  em- 
ployed niue  teams,  with" nine  men,  and  with  the 
saving  in  distance  of  one  hour  by  each  team,  six 
teams  could  do  the  work  now  done  by  the  nine, 
thus  making  the  saving  ot  three,  iu  reaching  Fort 
l'oint  Channel.  This  would  be  equal  at  least  to 
$12  a  day  uselessly  spent.  The  former  investiga- 
tion resulted  in  requiring  the  material  to  be  cart- 
ed in  covered  vehices  :  yet  while  ir  is  declared 
that  it  can  be  made  innocuous,  it  is  made  very  in- 
tensive, every  year  depreciating  the  value  id"  the 
property  half  a  million  dollars. 

Mr.  Ward  objected  that  it  would  not  pay  to  pur- 
chase a  wharf  where  deep  water  could  oe  had  at 
all  tunes.  With  his  fortune  they  believed  he 
could  purchase  such  a  w  ban.  ;,nd  on  flu-  recent 
hearing  such  Wharves  were  brought  to  his  atten- 
tion. But  if  he  could  not  make  so  favorable  a 
nnrchasc.  that  should  not  be  the  occasion  of  in- 
jury to  the  property  of  the  people  of  South  Bos- 
ton. If  the  nuisance  is  so  intolerable  totnein.  he 
should  go  where  there  are  no  dwellings.  There 
were  some  twenty  dwellings  going  up  today  on 
1'  street.  Kcmov'e  this  nuisance,  and  get  these 
dwellings  occupied,  and  ihe  people  will  not  be 
ai ■>"  poorer. 

.i  auies  M.  Keith,  for  petitioners,  read  a  commu- 
nication Ironi  Dr.  Derby,  statiug  his  position  iu 
this  matter.  He  did  not  appear  as  a  witness  for 
Mr.  Ward,  hut  in  tiie  Interests  of  the  people,  and 
w  hen  the  State  Hoard  of  Health  ordered  the  re- 
moval nf  Mr.  Ward's  works,  he  volunteered  :o 
assist  him  in  his  removal.  ,o  lar  as  icl  a  ton  to 
carrying  dead  horses  through  the  stiects.  they 
can  L>e  carried  without  offenoe,  as  well  as  can  le 
the  dead  bodies  of  men,  against  which  an  com- 
plaint was  made,  ibc  system  of  disposing  of 
refUbe  material  could  be  systematized,  ami  this  he 
had  contended  for.  and  that  Ward  A  to.  went 
well  calculated  to  carry  on  the  busine-s. 

Mr.  Dean  remarked  that  the  position  of  Dr. 
Derby  w  is  a  singular  one.  when  a  petition  was 
pending  before  rhe  Stare  Board  tor  the  abatement 
of  the  nuisance  at  spectacle  Island,  and  a  deci- 
sion was  made  without  a  hearing. 

Mr.  Keith,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Dean,  said  an  extraor- 
dinary course  had  been  taken  by  him  in  giving 
the  details  Of  the  former  action  of  the  Board,  and 
yet  on  account  of  that  action  the  nuisance  com- 
plained of  had  been  abated,  and  there  had  been  no 
complaint  hy  petition  to  the  Board  from  that 
day  to  this.  The  gentleman  had  asked  the 
BoardVo  confer  with  the  State  Board  for  a  delay 
in  this  mat  Set,  and  lor  an  inquiry  whether  saca 
action  may  not  be  taken  as  will  allow  the  woiks 
of  Ward  &  Co.  to  remain  ar  Koxbury.  That  w  is 
ju-r  what  he  did  ask  of  the  State  Board  in  the 
lie  irmg  before  them,  that  Ward  i$  Co.,  migiit  he 
saved  the  expense  of  removal.     But  by  chapter 

to.  acts  of  1S70,  the  Board  had  no  power  to  pre- 
scribe the  in  inner  in  which  offensive  trades  mav 
he  earned  on;  if  they  considered  them  mrsa: 
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all  they  could  do  was  to  require  the  abatement  of 
the  nuisances  without  looking  into  the  means 
whereby  the  business  might  be  carried  on  with- 
out offence. 

The  actum  of  the  State  Board  was  what  com- 
pelled them  to  come  to  this  Hoard.  By  the  act  of 
1870,  every  < dotation  ot  that  act  subjected   them  to 

a  penalty  of  $200,  and  they  were  obliged  to  come 
here  to  ask  lor  authority  to  cany  on  the  business 
where  it  should  not  be  offensive.  The  .state  rec- 
ognizes the  existence  of  offensive  trades,  aim  this 
Board  has  the  power  to  regulate  them.    Where  is 

there  so  good  a  place  AS  Spectacle  Island,'.'1,  miles 

from  south  Boston  Point?    [Mr.  Dean  interposing 

said  it  was  but  two  miles  in  a  straight  line  !  Even 
il  it  be  but  two  miles,  it    was    far  enough  away  'o 

be  unobjectionable,  under  the  Improved  methods 
of  carrying  on  such  business.  The  business  could 
not  be'  located  in  any  of  the  neighboring  towns 
and  be  so  far  off  from  any  dwellings. 

Mr.  Keith  contended  also  lor  the  Incidental  ad- 
vantages  of    spectacle   island    over    lioxhuiy    in 

s  i\ ing  one  carting  of  tunes   through  the   city. 

some  one   must    do   the    businoss,  for    the    refuse 

material  could  not  be  buried,  nor  could  it  ue 
thrown  off  the  dock;  if  it  could  not  be  shipped 
from  South  Boston,  it  could  not  be  in  the  crowded 
marts  of  commerce,  at  Long  wharf,  or  to  other 
places,  BS  »vas  suggested,  they  would  have  them 
come  over  here  and  pay  SUO.miO  for  a  wharf,  «  li  ch 
could  not  he  afforded:  would  have  them  collect 

the  material  and  send  it  oft  by  night,  but  who 
would  sit  up  in  the  variius  sti")-s  and  markets 
waiting  lor  the  col  lectors'.'  |.Mr.  Dean  said  ii  was 
not  asked  that  collections  or  shipment  should  be 

made  in  the  night,  j     If  taken  away  in  the  day  time 

to  uoug  wharf  or  wharves  on  Federal  street, the 
teams  must  eo  through  crowded  thorough  fares,  to 

which  objection  would  be  made,  while  now  they 
might  go  through  streets  not  much  travelled. 

i  be  carting  t,  >  south  Boston,  he  said,  was  but  a 
little  further  than  to  Roxhury,  and  the  needless 
carting  ol  hones  would  besaved.   Tuev  bad  a  right 

now  to  do  tlie  rendering  at  Spectacle  Island,  and 
all  they  asked  was  for  the  privilege  ol  carrying  the 
refuse  material  to  South  Boston  and  shipping  it 
from  their  wharf.  His  brother  Dean  had  come 
heie  with  a  patent  to  dispose  of  in  regard  to  the 
soup. 

Mr.  Dean— I   is  a  mistake;  1  have  no  such  patent. 

Air.  Keith— The  gcntlcm  n,  said  he  had. 

Mr.  fiea.li  — I  deny  it;  I  simply  spoke  of  such  a 
patent,  of  which  1  had  sonic  knowledge;  I  never 
had  an  interest  in  any  patent. 

some  further  remarks  passed  between  these 
gentlemen,  when  ihe  Mayor   called  them  to  order. 

.Ml.  Keith  resumed  his  remarks,  in  which  he  re- 
ferred to  the  influence  of  Mr.  Dunham  in  giving 
the  cue  in  the  opposition  to  the  petitioners.  I  n- 
dei  this  Influence  the  careful  and  invaluable  As- 
sessor (Mr.  Hills)  came  herewith  his  statistics. 
and  ill  conflict  with  his  usual  reliability,  stated 
that  South  Bostou  had  increased  from  13,000  in- 
habitants in  18C5,  to  42,000  in  1870.  He  had  taken 
the  population  of  Ward  12  alone  in  18U5,  when  the 
whole  population  of  South  Boston  was  29,000. 
This  was  a  large  increase,  but  not  so  large  as  was 
assumed,  in  comparison  with  which  the  growth 
of  Chicago  was  as  nothing. 

Mr.  Keuli  relerreit  again  to  the  great  cost  of  a 
wharl  elsewbcie  than  at  .•sou-h  Boston,  to  the  fact 
that  the  business  must  he  carried  on  somewhere; 
there  was  no  intention  of  making  in  offensive  to 
the  people  of  South  Boston,  whom  he  character- 
ized as  very  sensitive  on  other  matters  as  well  as 
on  this.  They  not  less  than  others  should  exer- 
cise forbearance,  for  the  carts  which  collect  this 
refuse  go  through  Beacon  street  and  oilier  streets, 
and  they  must  expect  to  take  the  bitter  with  tne 
sweet.  The  onlv  thing  which  could  be  done  was 
to  regulate  the  business.  This  business  could  lie 
done  better  by  Waid  &  Co.  than  by  any  one  else, 
and  ir  the  regulations  now  prescribed  were  not 
sufficient  they  could  be  revised.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances the  request  was  reasonable.  He  hoped 
the  Board  would  visit  the  locality,  and  would 
grant  the  request  for  stable  facilities  qn the  wharf, 
and  suitable  provision  for  rendering  the  tallow  at 
Spectacle  Island. 

Mr.  Dean  said  he  wished  only  to  reply  to  what 
was  said,  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  had  no 
power  but  to  send  the  works  away,  while  this 
Board  has  the  power  to  regulate  the  carrying 
on  of  offensive  trades.  Suppose,  then,  this  Board 
should  ask  the  State  Board  to  postpone  the  en- 
forcement of  their  order,  and  say  we' will  under- 
take to  regulate  this  business,  and  il"  we  can't,. 
then  you  may  order  the  removal.  Such  a  couise 
might  be  takeu.    If  it  is  to  cost  §50,000  for  the  re- 


moval of  these  works,  it  is  astonishing  that  the 
counsel  will  not  Join  In  this  request.  So  far  as 
tie  cost  of  a  wharf  is  concerned,  he  understood 
th  it  Powers'*  wharf  on  Federal  street  could  be 
purchased  for  *l(i,000.  At  that  price,  with  the  dis- 
tance and  delays  which  could  be  saved,  and  with 
other  uses  for  the  wharf,  the  interest  on  it  could 
be  saved.  In  relation  lo  what  was  said  about  pass- 
ing through  crowded  thoroughfares  to  reach 
wharves  on  federal  street,  the  teams  are  mostly 
now  required  to  pass  ttirougu  that  thoroughfare. 

Michael  F.  Lynch,  bv  permission  of  the  Board, 
was  allowed  to' ni  ake  an  address  in  opposition  to 
granting  the  request  of  petitioners,  The  measure 
he  denounced  in  the  Btiongest  terms,  declaring  it 
to  be  a  great  nuisince,  annoying  to  himself  and 
family  while  at  Washing  on  Village,  and  he  had 
but  landed  Ins  last  load  of  furniture  in  Ward  16 
when  he  found  that  he  was  to  be  taunted  further 
by  Ward  A  Co.  He  wished  the  Board  would  take 
this  bull  by  the  boms,  for  ~/e  had  been  goring  the 
mi. hi  s  of  the  people  too  long. 

The  hearing  was  then  closed,  and  the  report  was 
recommitted. 

I  he  hearing  on  petition  of  Win.  C.  Huntley,  for 
leave  to  put  up  and  use  a  steam  engine  on  Liberty 
street,  was  taken  up,  and  the  report  was  recom- 
mitted.

.November  1.    Accepted. 

BRANCH   LIBRARY   AT   SOUTH   BOSTOX. 

Alderman  llickei,  from  the  joint  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  confer  with  the  trustees  of 
the  I'ublic  Library  and  select  a  suitable  building 
in  which  to  establish  a  branch  Public  Library  in 
South  Boston,  made  a  report  that  in  view  of  the 
success  attending  the  establishment  of  a  branch 
library  in  Fast  Boston,  the  necessity  of  establish- 
in"  branches  in  othpr  sections  of  the  city  remote 
from  the  main  building  on  Boyiston  street,  has 
been  fully  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  it  was  their  purpose  to  ta.ke  the  necessary 
steps  as  early  as  practicable  at  South  Boston. 

The  committee  have  conferred  with  the  trustees 
in  regard  to  the  locality  aud  extent  of  the  accom- 
modations, and  agree  in  recommending  that  a 
portion  of  the  building  on  Broadway,  now  being 
erected  bv  the  South  Boston  Savings  Bank  Cor- 
poration,should  he  hired  when  the  building  is 
completed  and  fitted  tor  the  purposes  of  a  branch 
library.  As  the  rooms  will  not  probably  be  ready 
for  occupancy  until  .March  or  April  of  next  year, 
the  expense  for  rent  and  for  furniture,  shelving, 
etc  ,  can  be  provided  for  in  the  Appropriation  bill 
for  the  next  financial  year. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  requested  to  hire  sufficient  room  on  the 
second  floor  ot  the  building  now  being  erected  by 
the  South  Boston  Savings  Bank  Corporation  on 
Broadw\y,  corner  of  R  street,  for  the  accommo- 
dation of' a  branch  ol  the  Public  Library,  at  an 
annual  rental  not  exceeding  $1950;  said  sum  to  be 
hired  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  the  privilege 
of  extending  the  time  without  increasing  the  rent. 

Alderman  Kicker  asked  for  the  second  reading 
of  the  order,  that  the  contemplated  alterations 
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may    tie  mafle  in    the   buildiDg,    but   Alderinan 
jtMuiner  objecting,  the  order  was  laid  over.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  the  report  of 
Committee  on  Streets  in  relation  to  the  extension 
of  Back  Bay  streets,  was  taken  from  the  table, 
when  an  order  was  submitted  as  a  substitute, 
which  was  read  once,  lhis  order,  he  said,  bad 
the  approval  of  the  City  Solicitor,  City  Sur- 
veyor, the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  of  Alder- 
man Pierce,  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  who  had  paid  much  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject. 

The  order  is  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  in  case  N.  C.  Munson,  within  two 
years,  will  construct  or  cause  to  he  constructed 
and  graded  to  an  elevation  of  not  less  than  eigh- 
teen feet  above  mean  low  water,  the  folk  wing 
street  and  avenues,  viz. :  Commonwealth  avenue, 
two  hundred  feet  wide,  from  its  present  termina- 
tion to  its  junction  with  the  proposed  extension 
ol  West  Chester  Park  street;  Huntington  avenue. 


one  hundred  feet  wide,  from  Boylston  street  to 
Camden  street;  and  West  Chester  Park  street 
from  the  tS'islon  &  Providence  Kailroad  to  Bea- 
con street,  according  to  a  plan  of  "lauds  on  the 
Back  Bay"  numbered  one.  made  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Jonathan  Preston  and  others,  commission- 
ers, dated  Dec.  6, 1864,  and  shall  convey  or  cause 
to  be  conveyed  said  avenue  and  street  to  the 
city  of  Boston  and  shall  release  and  procure  to  he 
released  to  the  city  all  claims  by  all  Dersons 
affected  thereby  for  damages  on  account  of  the 
grading  of  said  avenues  and  streets  to  said  grade, 
or  to  any  higher  grade  which  may  be  found  neces- 
sary or  expedient  to  carry  the  same  over  the  said 
raUroad  or  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  by 
means  of  bridges,  including  all  land  damages  as 
well  as  all  damages  for  the  sloping  of  the  earth 
upon  abutting  lands  which  may  be  necessary  or 
expedient  in  maintaining  said  avenues  and  street 
at  grade  eighteen,  or  any  increased  grade,  as 
aforesaid,  or  for  so  increasing  the  grade  in  order  to 
cross  said  railroads;  and  also  securing  to  the  city 
the  right  so  to  have  the  earth  slope  as  aforesaid 
without  any  retaining  wall  or  bulkhead  to  support 
toe  same  so  long  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to 
maintain  said  avenues  and  street  "at  their  full 
width;  then  the  city  will  paj  to  said  Munson  or 
his  assignees  the  sum  of  $300,000.  and  will  proceed 
forthwith  to  construct  suitable  iron  bridges  over 
said  railroads,  for  public  travel,  and  will  keep 
said  avenues  and  street  in  safe  condition  lor  pub- 
lic travel  from  the  time  said  grading  shall  have 
been  completed,  and  said  deeds  and  releases 
given,  until  they  are  accepted  or  laid  out  as  pub- 
lic streets,  and  the  city  will  assume  and  pay  all 
assessments  for  betterments  on  account  of  such 
laying  out  or  acceptance  of  said  -rreet  andavenues 
within  the  limits  above  named. 

Provided,  That  in  'ase  the  city  authorities  shall, 
within  iwo  years,  construct  a  main  sewr  from 
Huntington  avenue  to  Charles  Kiver,  on  the  line 
of  Fairfield  street,  or  on  any  line  between  Dart- 
mouth and  Gloucester  streets,  the  said  Munson  or 
his  assignees  shall  reimburse  the  city  to  the  ex- 
tern of  three-fourths  of  the  cost  thereof,  after  the 
assessment  shall  have  been  make  therefor  of  so 
much  of  said  three-fourths  as  is  properly  assessa- 
ble; and  also  provided,  that  said  Munson  shall,  in 
writing  filed  w  irh  the  (  ityClerk.  acceptthis  propo- 
sition within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  hereof, 
and  execute  proper  papers  satisfactory  to  the 
.Mayor  and  City  solicitor,  obligating  hims.lf  to 
carry  the  same, "or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  carried, 
into  effect.

num, which  will  doubtlessly  be  considerably  in- 
creased, as  the  expenses  must  be  larger  and  re- 
ceipts smaller  in  the  winter  months  >ettocome 
than  they  have  been  in  summer  months  past. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  reduce  the  foils  for  tickets 
to  one  cent,  instead  oi  ine  and  a  hill  cents  as  it  is 
at  present,  thereby  making  an  additional  loss  of 
one-third  of  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  these 
tickets.    These  receipts  have  been  at  the  rate  of 
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about  $35,000  per  annum,  oue-third  of  which  is 
$11,000,  to  he  added  to  the  $92,000.  making  at  the 
least  calculation  more  than  $100,000  net  loss. 

But  this  s  not  all.  The  Committee  on  terries 
are  now  ■  rdered  to  mane  estimates  ana  draft  the 
necessary  oniers  for  taking;  the  foot  of  State 
street  for  a  new  landing. 

This  alone  w^ll  mvo.ve  an  enormous  expense 
for  land  and  wharf  damages,  droos,  slips,  depots, 
etc.  He  had  heard  this  expense  estimated  at 
more  than  $1,000,000,  to  say  nothing  of  the  in- 
creased number  ot  I  oals  required  on  the  new 
route  end  the  necessarily  increased  expei  se  of 
running  tbeui,  the  distance  being  more  than  oue- 
third  longer. 

It  had  been  said  hy  some  persons  that  the  new 
route  could  be  ntn  as  easily  as  the  ol.l  one.  But 
this  is  hardly  possible.  From  the  large  number 
of  vessels  entering  and  leaving  the  wharves  be- 
tween the  foot  of  state  straet  and  the  present 
landing,  r/be  ferry-boats  must  Iih  very  much  mi  re 
delayed  'ban  on  the  present  route.  At  a  small  cal- 
culation there  must  I  e  a  third  rnoie  boats  and  the 
greater  adaitional  expense.  East  Boston  is  an 
important  ward,  and  growing  in  importance  every 
day,  and  he  should  be  very  glad  when  the  repoit 
is  made  in  favor  of  a  new  landing,  if  the  estimates 
are  reasonable  and  there  could  ne  any  guaiantee 
that  the  tolls  could  remain  as  at  present  to  lavor 
the  project,  lie  trusted  s.iso  that  there  would  be 
a  change  in  the  law  so  as  to  require  ibat  a  vote 
of  two-tlnros  oi  each  branch  shall  hencce-sary 
to  increase,  decrease  or  abolish  the  tolls,  lie 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  order  would  go  over 
to   the    next  City  (it.vcriiment. 

Mr.  Pease  ol  Ward  1  regarded  it  as  pa-sing 
strange  that  the  gentleman  in. m  Ward  0  should 
be  so  persistent  in  his  opposition  to  j  reduction  of 
tolls,  when  this  was  the  identical  Bum  which  he 
through  his  agent  urged  upon  the  leirv  com 
pauy  several  years  since. 

i\ir.  Webster  said  he  did  happen  to  be  a  director 
in  a  railroad  company  which  put  in  improvements 
on  toe  drops  ami  ferry-boats  more  than  an  cou-v- 
olent  for  the  reduction  asked  for.  He  Believed 
that  the  Suffolk  liailroad  was  entitled  to  p 
lower  rates  OH  that  account. 

Mr.  I'ease  wished  to  know  if  it  was  right  for  pas- 
sengers I  y  the  Suffolk  liailroad  to  go  at  low  rate-, 
why  it  should  not  he  so  lor  him  '.' 

Mr.  Webster  repeated  that  the  fixtures  for  the 
general  accommodations  of  the  ferrj  in  ide  by  the 
railroad  company  were  unsurpassed,  and  S"  lar  as 
the  reduction  in  the  roll  was  asked  for,  it  wis 
nothing  like  an  equivalent  for  What  bad  been 
done. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  he  supposed  this  niatti  r  was  all 
cut  and  dried,  that  one  who  had  been  a  fiiend  of 
free  ferries  should  make  the  motion,  anu  be  sus- 
tained by  one  who  had  always  been  brstile  to 
them.  They  were  here  to  represent  the  interests 
of  the  people,  and  Dot  to  re  (.resent  the  corporations 
and  capital  who  were  working  against  labor  and 
against  the  masses,  the  gentleman  w:>-  bos- 
tile  to  this  measure  which  was  for  the  bom  tit  of 
rise  people,  and  as  the  representative  i  la  c.  I'pora- 
tion,  led  struck  the  keynote  for  the  killing  i  i  the 
order,  because  some  corporation  was  to  he  injured 
by  it.

BRANCH   LIBRARY  ACCOMMODATIONS,   SOCTH    BOS- 
TON. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Plumer,  the  report  and 
order  to  secure  rooms  iu  south  Boston  savings 
Bank  Building  on  Broadway,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
$1950,  for  three  years,  for  "purposes  ot  a  branch 
librarv,  were  taken  from  the  taole. 

Aldermen  Plumer  said  the  order  was  laid  over 
at  his  request,  since  which  time  he  had  made  such 
inquiries  as  had  satisfied  him  that  it  should  pass. 

Alderman  Oibson  was  of  opinion  that  the  sum 
named  was  a  very  large  rent,  particularly  as  com- 
pared with  rooms  at  the  corner  of  State  and  Kiiby 
streets,  for  which  no  tenant  could  be  had  at  $2200. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  had  the  same  feeling 
that  it  was  a  high  rent,  before  making  an  inquiry. 
This  building  was  just  at  the  point  to  make  it  ac- 
cessible to  the  people  of  iouth  Boston;  it  was  a 
tine  building,  put  up  at  a  cost  of  $90,000,  and  the 
second  story  would  be  nearly  all  occupied  by  the 
library.  Taking  the  accommodations  with  the 
location,  the  rent  after  all  was  not  exorbitant.  It 
would  hardly  be  just  to  place  this  and  State  street 
in  the  same  category,  for  just  now  in  State  street 
there  is  a  plethora  of  office  room,  while  such  ac- 
commodations as  are  required  are  rare  at  South 
Boston ;  this  is  just  the  point  which  is  needed,  and 
this  is  as  well  as  we  can  do. 

Alderman  Bicker  stated  that  the  sum  seemed 
large  to  the  committee,  but  on  looking  the  ground 
over  it  appeared  to  he  the  best  thing  to  be  done. 
It  might  be  but  a  short  time  before  the  city  would 
put  up  a  suitable  building,  for.it  was  believed  the 
city  should  own  tue  buildings  for  its  libraries. 
The  trustees  were  in  favor  of  this  location,  and 
they  had  determined  tiat  South  Boston  should  "be 
•the  next  place  for  a  branch  library,  so  that  the 
committ/je  could  not  see  that  they  could  do  any 
better  tbau  to  secure  these  accommodations.    The 
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order  limits  the  sum  to  be  paid,  and  they  may  se- 
cure it  at  a  less  price. 

Alderman  Gibson  was  quite  certain  that  it  could 
be  had  for  a  less  sum.  Broadway  was  not  up  to 
State  stieet.  All  that  was  required  was  a  good, 
substantial  brick  building,  without  ornament,  and 
he  should  consider  $1950  as  a  large  price  for  the 
first  floor.  Nothing  would  be  lost  by  delay,  and 
he  believed  we  should  have  rooms  at  a  fair  rent 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  disposed  to  be  lib- 
eral in  such  matters,  but  this  was  but  an  experi- 
ment, and  we  may  find  thar,  branch  libraries  are 
not  important  enough  to  have  a  location  perma- 
nent. The  rent  apneared  to  be  quite  severe,  and 
it  may  cost  several  thousands  of  dollars  to  tit  up 
the  room.  If  the  owners  w*ill  tit  it  up  in  good 
shape  and  lease  it  for  two  or  three  years,  it  m»y  be 
a  good  bargain. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  that  the  nuderstanding 
was  that  the  mom  whs  to  be  fitted  up  all  but  the 
r:ases  for  hooks,  which  could  be  easily  moved, 
and  would  be  the  properly  of  the  city.  The  mat- 
ter was  left  in  the  hand*  of  the  committee  by  the 
order,  and  was  not  imperative. 

Aldei  man  Cutter  inquired  how  much  it  would 
cost  to  tit  up  the  place. 

Alderman  Kicker  replied  Unit  it  would  be  fitted 
up  suitable  for  the  reception  of  library  furniture 
by  th»  proprietors,  and  the  cases,  the  property  of 
the  city,  could  be  removed  af  any  time. 

Ald'-rman  Cutter  believed  this  would  be  a  high 
rent  for  a  bare  room,  as  high  again  as  it  ought  to 
be,  when  it  is  to  be  fitted  up  by  the  city. 

Aide*,  man  Blumer  stated  that  the  room  was  95 
by  25  leet,  containing  a  space  of  about  2-100  feet. 


Considering  that  we  are  to  take  into  account  the 
necessity  of  the  occasion,  it  is  admirably  adapted 
for  the  purpose  and  in  its  location.  Tn  the  estab- 
lishment of  branches  at  Sonth  Boston  and  Rox- 
bury  we  must  be  governed  in  findingjust  tbe  Dlace, 
and  in  this  respect  he  did  not  think  the  rent  was 
exorbitant. 

Alderman  Gibson  thought  there  was  no  neces- 
sity for  haste  in  this  matter,  for  the  South  Boston 
cars  go  by  the  Public  Library.  There  has  been  a 
call  lor  a  wardroom  in  South  Boston,  and  the 
second  storv  of  a  building  for  a  wardroom  might 
answer  well  for  the  library 

Aldennan  Ricker  stated  that  they  have  a  good 
wardroom  at  South  BostOD,  and  all  the  other 
spare  rooms  are  needed  for  schools,  provision  for 
which  could  not  be  made  so  fast  as  thev  are  re- 
quired. The  trustees  of  the  library  looked  at  th.s 
room  and  believed  it  to  be  the"  most  suitable 
place.  Besides  the  large  room  (95  by  25)  there  is 
anotber  room  suitable  for  a  workroom  ana  office. 
Tbe.  urgency  of  tbe  matter  is  this,  that  the  propri- 
etors of  the  building  are  waiting  for  a  decision  in 
relation  to  it,  for  should  it  not  be  wanted  they 
wish  to  divide  it  up  into  small  rooms  for  offices. 

Alderman  Pope  believed  tbe  lent  to  be  high, 
equal  to  an  interest  on  S30,000.  He  moved  to 
amend  by  giving  the  committee  authority  to  hire 
the  room,  "if  they  think  it  expedient  so  to  do."' 

Alderman  Kicker  did  not  object  to  the  amend- 
ment, but  believed  the  committer  should  deter- 
mine the  matter  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order  was 
passed.

In  relation  to  the  site  on  the  northerly  end  of 
Pomberton  sqn  ire.  extending  to  Howard  street,  to 
whicn  punlic  attention  has  been  particularly  di- 
I,  the  difference  in  grade  would  be  twenty 
fecit,  and  set  Hack  from  Howard  street,  the  base- 
ment would  be  mainly  under  ground;  and  this 
w  mid  be  objectionable  from  want  of  light  and 
air.  RO  much  Complained  ui  at  present.  With  the 
criminal  courts  on  Howard  street,  an  increase  of 
travel  would  be  drawn  to  that  street,  making  it 
wideu  it:  besides  which  tt.e  space  al- 
lowed tor  showing  the  trout  on  Pembertun  square 
leave  a  large  portion  of  the  facade  hidden 
from  view  bv  l  uildines  on  either  side.  Tre  as- 
sessors' valuation  of  46,90t  square  feet  oi  land,  and 
the  buildings  thereon,  amounts  to  >4JS,0U0.  The 
actual  vaiue  is,  of  course,  much  larger. 

lhe  proposed  location  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  square  is  particularly  objectionable  for  the 
reason  tint  the  foundation  of  the  Irsut,  which 
would  o>'  necessity  lace  the  square,  would  be 
twenty  ortweaty-Uve  feet  lower  than  the  rear 
Somerset  street  would  not  be  a  convenient  place 
lor  receiving  and  discharging  prisoners,  and  it 
would  be  difficult  to  make  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment for  the  cnminil  courts,  and  the  temporary 
detention  of  prisoners,  in  a  building  erected  on 
this  site.  The  assessors'  valuation  ol  31,550  square 
feet  of  land  in  tins  place,  with  the  buildings 
thereon,  amounts  to  §557.000. 

In  regard  to  the  location  proposed  on  Beacon 
street  at  the  corner  of  Park  street,  it  is  sufficient 
to  sav,  that  there  is  not  enough  land  for  the  pur- 
pose, unless  the  building  is  placed  directly  on  the 
streets,  on  which  there  is  a  great  deal  ol  travel; 
and  that  the  site  would  be  very  expensive. 

The  only  objection  that  can  be  urged  against  the 
location  opposite  the  City  Hall  is  the  expense.  On 
account  of  the  narrowness  of  School  and  Brom- 
lield  streets,  and  the  present  crowded  condition  ot 
the  buildings,  it  would  be  necessary  to  take  a 
laro-er  quantity  of  land  than  would  be  covered  by 
theabuildtug,  in  order  to  give  space  for  light  and 
air  The  assessors'  valuation  of  the  lands  and 
buildings  between  the  two  streets,  with  a  trout  of 
about  200  feet  on  each  street  (embracing  an  area 
of  about  63,000  square  feet),  amounts  to  .?1 ,192,000. 

The  committee  next  consider  the  reservoir  lot, 
and  from  the  use,  of  the  stand-pipe  in  Koxhury 
they  believe  there  is  no  pic  liability  of  the  reser- 
voir ever  being  required  for  use  again,  lhe  jtrea, 
covered  by  the  reservoir  contains  over  38,000 
square  feet.  It  is  proposed  to  take  the  estates  on 
Mount  Yernon  street,  between  Temple  and   Han- 
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cock  streets,  which  contain  about  25,000  square 
feet,  and  thus  give  the  city  control  of  tbe  whole 
square,  containing  about  64,000  square  feet.  This 
will  give  sufficient  raoni  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  which  will  accommodate  all  the  courts, 
the  law  library,  the  probate  offices,  the  Registry 
of  Deed*,  and  other  offices  connected  with  the 
courts,  for  a  city  of  any  size.  Ihe  assessors'  valu- 
ation of  the  estates  on  Mount  Vernon  street  is 
$227,000.  The  estimated  value  of  tbe  reservoir  lot 
is  *175,000,  making  the  total  value  of  the  sice 
about -1:400,000. 

The  heavy  granite  blocks  of  which  tbe  reservoir 
is  constructed  i  an  be  worked  over  and  used  u> 
good  advantage  in  building  tbe  foundations  and 
nasement  story  of  the  Court  House.  It  sold  fur 
removal,  this  mater  a]  would  be  of  comparatively 
little  value.  The  distance  from  tbe  City  Hall  to 
the  centre  of  this  lot  is  .just  a  quarter  of  a  mile  ; 
from  Pemberfon  square,  by  way  of  Somerset  street 
and  Ashburton  place,  it,  isonly'abtutone  thousand 
feet.  The  distance forthe conveyanceof  pris  mers 
between  the  Court  House  and  the  jail  would  be 
reduced  nearly  one-half.  The  grade  from  Cam- 
bridge street,  "through  Hancock  or  Temple  streets, 
to  Deme  street,  is  easy.  Jt  is  only  on  tbe  westerly 
and  northwesterly  sides  of  tbe  bi'l  that  the  grade 
is  steep:  from  all  other  points  tbepla«'e  is  accessi- 
ble and  convenient.  There  is  no  dinger  to  be  ap- 
prehended trom  the  noise  of  travel  in  the  sur- 
rounding sTeets.  There  will  lea  considerable 
space  between  the  building  and  the  streets:  and 
there  is  no  heavy  travel,  and  never  likely  to  be 
any.  through  these  streets,  as  none  of  them  aie 
regular  thoroughfares. 

The  committee  in  conclusion  express  tbe  belief 
that  this  site  possesses  mure  advantages  thau  any 
of  the  other  places  named.  While  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  a  rite  can  be  selected  which  will 
give  universal  satislactU  n,  this  they  believe  will 
bear  tbe  test  of  criticism,  and  will  be  entirely  sat- 
isfactory to  the  judges,  the  officers  of  the  cnuiU, 
and  most  of  the  'members  of  tbe  liar.  Appenued 
to  the  report  aie  descriptions  of  the  several  estates 
pi'iiosed  to  be  taken,  under  the  act  of  1807.

i  arty-wall  or  a  biick  wall  at  either  (  nd  of  said 
building:  the  walls  of  said  house  to  be  covered 
throughout  with  corrugated  iron  and  the  roof 
with  slate. 

Aldeiman  1'luuier  stated  thai  the  erection  ol 
this  building  was  commenced  some  tune  since. 
before  tbe  acceptance  of  the  act  relating  to  wooden 
buildings,  and  ihey  bad  been  notified  to  deist  in 
its  erection  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  The 
building  was  to  be  fireproof,  near  uo  property  ex- 
cept their  own.  and  the  Inspector  made  no  objec- 
tion except  on  account  of  the  ordinance.  Tne  rep- 
resentations or  the  superintendent  of  the  road 
that  the  building  would  he  fireproof  were  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Inspector,  who  said  he  had  no  authori- 
ty but  from  this  Board  lo  allow  the  completion  of 
the  building. 

The  order  was  passed.

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  not  know  that 
any  objection  would  be  made  to  tbe  passage  of  tbe 
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order,  lie  was  in  hopes  that  arrangements  could 
be    made    to    carry     out     these      projects     at     a 

less  expense  than  was  reported,  but  it  was  not 
found  possible  to  do  so.  there  could  he  no  doubt 
of  the  necessity  lor  the  extension  of  West  Chester 
park,  as  wouid  appear  i"  any  .  oe  who  would  look 
OD  the  map  of  the  city,  in  order  that  there  should 
be  ucce?s  to  the  Milldaui  Horn  that  stction  of  uie 
city. 

As  a  grand   improvement,  it  could   no!   be  <\ 
peited  tnat  any  corporation  or  Mr.  Muuson  would 

lay  nut  si  reels  of.  the  Width  proposed,  01  uni  tli.it 

nt"  West  Chester  park,  in  the  proposed  laying 
out,  it  was  not  designed  to  pay  [or  the  work  be- 
Fore  it  shall  be  completed.  IK-  had  nothing  lur- 
fln-r  fo  say  than  to  hope  that  the  order  would 
pass.. 

io  ?n  inquiry  of  Alderman  Gutter,  how  much 
in  a  in  Idges  across  the  lailroadfl  would  cost,  he  re- 
plied that  three  lira. -class  bi idges  would  cost  fBO,- 
uiin  apieoe. 

Alderman  Cutter  was  of  opinion  that    the  wants 

and  necessities  ol  the  city  do  not  require  these  mi- 
pn.\  amenta  ai  the  present  I  line,  and  tuej  shoul  i 
pause  before  ratine  what  must  amount  to  an  ex- 
pense of  half  a  million  dollars,  rortbf  interests  of 
speculation  rather  ihanfoi  the  public  good,  the 
time  may  come  when  tne^e  Improvements  will  be 
required,  inn  that  wis  out  row,  ami  \<  was  bad  Judg- 
ment in  his  view  to  borrow  S"  much  money  for  this 
purpose. 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  no  money  would 
be  required  for  a  year  or  two,  before  winch  time 
theclrywould.be  benefited  by  the  proposed  im- 
provements- The  city  would  receive  an  indirect 
benefit  from  them  as  soon  as  the  work   was  done. 

No  gentleman  could  question  the  necessity  for  the 

extension  of  West  Chester  park.  He  had  never 
made  any  special  claim  for  VS  aid  11,  while  south 
Boston,  kast  Boston,. Ward  6  and  other  localities 
bail  call"u  lor  improvements.  It  could  be  Claimed 
that  the  pi  ople  of  that  section  needed   an   avenue 

to  Beacon  street,  and  this  was  an  economical 
measure,  the  parties  propose  to  give  land,  build 
avenues,  grade  the  streets  to  the  height  id  grade 
eighteen,  and  he  believed  it  would  be  the  best 
pulicy  to  adopt  the  order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  urged  that  this  was  one  of 
the  great  ueeded  improvements  of  the  city,  to 
give  facilities  to  the  people  of  the  South  Knd  to 
reachthe  Milldam  aud  Cambridge,  the  people  of 
that  city  proposing  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  au- 
thority to  construct  a  new  avenue  to  the  Milldaui. 
The  lauds  on  the  Hack  Llav  were  last  rising  in  val- 
ue, as  lie  knew  of  an  instance  id'  land  ou  1'aiker 
street  ottered  for  1-".  cents  a  foot  lour  years  since, 
which  was  now  worth  50  cents,  and  by  this  im- 
provement land  worth  but  SI  50  would  be  ad- 
vanced to  $3. 

l'he  laud  on  this  route  will  be  built  upon,  since 
the  rich  people  are  pushing  west  rather  than  in 
any  other  direction,  and  even  Urookiine  will  be 
annexed  to  Boston,  notwithstanding  the  passing 
of  votes  instructing  their  Representatives  to  vote 
against  it.  in  bis  opinion  the  whole  tetritory 
within  a  radius  of  eight  miles  of  Boston  would  be 
annexed  within  ten  years.  While  the  land  is  now 
low  in  price  the  owners  are  willing  to  give  it.  but 
before  many  years  this  land  will  yield  a  large 
amount  in  taxes.  Under  the  order  no  money  ivoulil 
be  required  before  the  streets  are  made,  and  t.u- 
thorirv  only  is  given  to  make  a  contract.  By  this 
improvement  the  city  will  grow  more  rapidly  by 
the  privileges  now  used. 

Alderman  Tope  said  be  should  be  in  favor  of 
paying  lor  the  additional  filling  of  the  flats  to 
make  the  required  width  of  West  Chester  park, 
which  would  cost  about  s.130,000.  He  did  not  doubt 
that  West  Chester  park  would  he  fil'ed,  and  some 
day  at  no  expense  to  the  city.  If  we  now  pay  for 
the  tilling  of  these  stieets.  he  would  like  to  know 
whether  we  should  not  be  obliged  to  pay  for  all 
the  cross  streets  laid  out  on  the  Back  Bay.  Ihe 
State  had  paid  all  the  expense  of  laying  out  streets 
on  its  land,  and  the  Water  Power  Company  bad 
required  but  a  little  expense  for  streets.  The 
streets  between  the  railroads  are  not  of  so  much 
importance  as  those  already  laid  out,  which  have 
cost  us  but  little.

NEW  LUNATIC  HOSPITAL. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talhot.the  majority  and 
minority  reports  of  tbe  Committee  on  Public  In- 


stitutions on  the  plans  of  tne  new  Hospital  foi  the 
Insane,  printed  Citv  Document,  No.  64,1871;  and 
the  amendment  to  Bunstitute  the  order  that  the 
amended  plans  and  estimates  lor  a  new  Hospital 
lor  the  Insane,  prepared  hv  Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee, 
aid  submitted  to  the  (  ity  Council  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  Publi'1  Institutioi  s,  iu  a  communi- 
cation dated  June  12, 1808,  be  and  tne  same  are 
hereby  approved,  were  taken  from  the  table  and 
considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated   that  this  subject  had 
been  di  laved  from  the  absence  of  members  of  Ihe 

p.  .aid.  but  there  was  a  great  necessity  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  hospi  al  for  the  insane.  The 
fact  could  not  be  new  to  anv  one.  1  'lie  Hoard  of 
Directors,  with  one  exception,  were  unanimous  in 
their  opinion  that  the  plans  which  had  been  rec- 
ommended hv  them,  and  which  had  been  approved 

by  the  other  branch,  should  pa*s.    Without  saying 

anything  further,   he  hoped   Cue   orders    would  be 

passed. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  with  reference  to  the  plans 
•  ',  -aid  thej  contemplated  a  monsler  I  mill- 
ing, equal  to  the  necessities  of  the  city  for  the 
next  tittv  years,  So  great  was  the  importance  ol 
the  -iih'ie't  Hint  he  wished  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  could  express  their  opinions  in  relation  to 
it  It  was  not  strange  that  men  who  visit  the  site  at 
Winthrop  in  the  summer  favor  it,  for  they  consid- 
ered it  a  pretty  good  place  at  that  season  ol  the 
year. 

"  I  he  committee,  in  their  estimates  of  the  cost, 
did  not  consider  the  question  of  furnishing  and 
grading.  Ihev  had  tried  to  feel  that  this  was  the 
hot  place  lor  a  hospital ;  hut  in  spi'e  of  their  feel- 
tiul  with  the  highest  regard  for  the  opinions 
of  the  Directors,  whom  th^y  much  respected  for 
their  sen  ice-  and  experience,  they  could  no;agree 
with  them  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  place;  neither  in 
tie  plans,  which  they  believed  should  he  less  ex- 
pensive.  Ibe  committee  were  satisfied  that  this 
was  not  tbe  best  location,  nor  the  plans  the  best 
adapted  for  the  purpose.  Should  these  plans  he 
adopted,  be  believed  it  would  be  the  greatest  mis- 
take of  the  otv  Government  the  present  year. 

Alderman  Jenkins  referred  to  many  interviews 
with  Dr.  lleiuis  of  the  Worcester  Hospital,  and  to 
the  successful  oiieration  of  the  cottage  system  so 
far  as  it  had  been  tried.  An  old  friend  of  his  who 
had  had  the  care  of  manv  insane,  said  tj  him  it 
alwavs  appeared  to  be  like  taking  them  to  prison 
when  thev  were  shut  up  in  one  of  these  large  hos- 
pitals. When  so  many  physicians  signed  remon- 
strances, and  others  were  ready  to,  against  the  lo- 
cat'on  of  (he  hospital  at  Winthrop,  it  was  plainly 
not  the  place  for  a  hospital.  He  agreed  with  those 
gentlemen  w  ho  bad  remonstrated,  th  it  it  was  not 
the  proper  place,  and  he  hoped  some  plan  would 
be  adopted  by  which  the  insane  would  not  be  sent 
to  that  bleak'sbore.  . 

For  such  reasons  the  committee  reported  in 
favor  of  petitioning  the  General  Court  for  the 
erection  of  another  State  hospital,  ana  he  believed 
that  the  Representatives  of  Massachusetts,  while 
Boston  paid  one-third  of  the  State  tax,  would  fair- 
ly consider  the  application.  It  had  been  said  that 
the  opponents  of  this  measure  of  a  hospital  at 
Winthrop  were  shirking  tax-payers,  but  he  believ- 
ed that  many  of  that  class  so  stigmatized  paid 
their  taxes  as  promptly  and  fafrly  as  others.  Six 
members  of  the  committee  recommended  this  ap- 
plication to  the  Legislature,  and  be  hoped  that 
such  an  application  would  be  made. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  would  indorse  the  re- 
marks of  the  Alderman  that  the  location  at  Win- 
throp was  beautiful,  fhe  insane  need  good  air, 
and  here  it  can  he  had  pure,  and  such  a  locality 
should  he  sought.  Here  also  were  seclusion  and 
quiet,  which  were  required.  There  seemed  to  be  a 
prejudice  against  this  locality  and  to  tbe  plans  of 
the  Directors— for  what  reason  he  did  not  know, 
unless  it  was  because  they  had  shown  so  much 
energy,  and  it  was  thought  necessary  to  oppose 
tbeni  on  that  account. 

The  location  had  been  purchased  and  paid  lor, 
and  they  could  not  get  another  spot  so  cheap.  He 
did  not  object  to  tbe  locality  because  it  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Kast  Boston,  for  the  flavor  was 
iust  as  well  even  though  it  be  in  that  direction. 
The  City  Government  was  to  blame  for  Keeping 
the  insane  in  the  narrow  pen  which  they  occupy, 
and  it  was  suicidal  to  continue  that  policy  any 
lono-er.  It  might  be  that  objection  was  made  to 
the'eost  of  the  building,  and  it  struck  him  at  first 
that  it  was  extravagant.  But  that  he  could  toler- 
ate, and  he  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  vote  for  the  or- 
ders, and  he  intended  to  do  so. 
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Alderman  i'lunier  said  ue  should  be  derelict  to 
his  sense  of  duty,  is  well  as  not  do  justice  in  bis 
vote  in  lavor  of'tlie  measure,  uid  henoi  say  some- 
thing'. As  a  uiemner  of  the  Board  of  Public.  Insti- 
tutions l'-.r  two  yeais,  lie  uid  uut  fail  to  visit  the 
hospital  at  S<.u„h  Boston  every  orher  Wednesday 
for  that  perioo,  and  felt  that  he  could  understand 
the  necessities  lor  setter  accommodations  for  rue 
insane  on  that  account.  Asa  member  of  the  board 
when  the  purchase  at  Wintbrop  was  made,  he  was 
satisfied  the  present  site  was  the  ceil  place  lor  the 
purpose  within  twenty  miles  of  the  city. 

in  reia:  ion  to  the  institution  at  south  Boston,  he 
said  he  reineui bored  that  when  it  contained  175  in- 
mates, it  was  considered  to  be  lull,  and  yet  tliere 
are  now  /I47;  it  was  isoc  well  ventilated,  and  there 
were  no  means  of  properly  wanning  the  nuilding, 
and  he  declared  it  to  be  inhuman  to  continue  to 
neglect  the  wail's  oi  rids  unfortunate  class  ol  our 
feiiow-be.ngs.  ibe  only  redeeming  leature  about 
the  institution  was  the  .superintendent,  who  was 
at  the  head  nf  his  proles-i.ii,  r.n  I  knew  the  wants 
of  those  undei  his  care,  and  so  great  were  the 
necessities  of  the  case,  that  the  erection  ol  a  new 
hospital  should  be  ma<ie  without  more  delay. 

in  view  of  the  rapid  growrh  of  this  city,  a 
growth  which  he  believed  was  nardly  exceeded  by 
that  of  any  other,  he  urged  that  the  means  of 
taking  care  of  these  people  should  be  increased, 
and  with  the  growth  ot  Hie  -ity  there  must  nca 
large  increase  of  these  unfortunate  persons,  in 
this  connection,  he  made  some  statements  show- 
ing the  prosperity  of  the  Lit*  at  this  time,  which 
prosperity  he  doubted  not  would  be  much  in- 
creased. 

Alderman  l'lu  ner  called  attention  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject  m  the  new-papers,  most   of 

■which  was  of  an  anonymous  character,  one  of 
theoe  writers,  in  a  recent  unmbvr  ot  the  Daily  Ad- 
vertiser, urged  as  a  motive  that  the  Aldermen 
should  vote  against  the  hospital  at  Wintbrop  if 
t  bey  desired  a  reelection.  Such  an  article! 
garded  as  beneath  rhe  contempt  of  the  Board.  (In 
the  same  day  their  appeared  an  article  from  Dr. 
S.  G.  Uoue,  uho.n  they  respected  as  a  pnilau- 
thropist.  Bv en  he  had  been  obliged  to  revise  h<a 
opinions  since  first  published,  and  he  did  not 
dount  that  he  would  see  the  necessity  for  another 
revision. 

in  Dr.  Howe's  communication,  he  said  there  is 
room  in  the  asyh  m  at  south  Boston,  and  Ml  not. 
that,  with  the  coi  sent  of  me  trustees,  many  oi 
our  insane  can  ue  received  into  the  state  hospi- 
tals. Is  it  reasonable  Do  suppose,  he  asked,  that 
the  trusties  will  receive  them?  the  Springfield 
Republican,  whose  editoi  is  a  member  ol  tin-  Board 
or  state  Charities,  says  there  is  not   room  for  the 

insane  poor  of  Boston,  mil  that  tin  y  should  send 
back  the  l'leurahies  they  now  have  in  these  hospi- 
tals. As  evidence  that  there  is  not  room  for  more. 
Alderman  I'lunier  cited  from  statements  ol  Drs. 
Bemis,  uaddingand  Katie,  that  there  wen-  in  the 
Worcester  Hospital  f~c  ror  accommodations  for 
SOO ;  in  I'aunton  387  for  275,  and  in  Northampton 
417  forS26. 

It  appeared,  then,  thai    there    were    1224    insane 

persons  in  the  hospitals  whoie  ihere  are  comfort- 
able accommodations  lor  not  more  Lhan  900.  I?  it 
humane,  is  it  Christian,  he  asked,  to  turn  into 
already  crowded  hospitals  those  who  have  a  settle- 
ment ben-'.'  Dr.  Howe  hail  urged  that  there  were 
new  methods  for  the  better  care  of  the  Insane, 

but  these    lew    methods    COUld    not    be    to    crowd 

hospitals  already  overcrowded,    ill    remembered 

wheu  .Mayor  Not-cross  vetoed  the  hospital    orders. 

Dr.  Howe  had  something  to  say  aboul  tin'  system 
at  Gheei.    ltn'  he  was  as  silent  as  an  oyster  about 

that  now  .  lor  thai  s\  stem  bad  exploded.      Now  be 

i inicuds  the  cottage  system,  aud  that  sometime 

may  be  exploded. 

Alderman  Tinnier  read  an  article  Irom  the 
.louriK.i  of  .Menial  science,  snowing  the  Failure  of 

experiments  in  some  new  systems,  ile  did  not 
wish  to  try  experiments  which  might  fail,  nor 
turn  the  insane  over  le  the  Board  of  State  I'hari- 
ties,  to  be  removed  at  a  distance  from  their 
friends,  ami  he  did  not  believe  tnis  city  was  so 
poor  as  not  to  be  willing  or  aide  to  SU  iport  its  in- 
sane i.i  a  Christian  manner,  lie  believed  the  peo- 
ple would   cheerfully  bear  the  expense,  and  while 

opposition  came  principally  fioiti  a  renugnauce  to 
visiting  the  insane,  those  who  wake  themselves 
niosi  familiar  with  the  needs  of  Hat  class  arc  the 
most  in  lavor  of  keeping  them  in  our  midst. 

Alderman  I'lunier  read  a  statement  handed  to 
him,  that  of  339  admissions  to  tue  State  hospitals 
during  the  last  year,  102  were  f.oni  this  city,    it 


was  a  mistake,  he  contended,  to  p'.aee  ti.e  insane 
in  the  same  category  wirh  the  paupers  at  D;er 
Island,  i'oere  were  many  who  coul  I  not  pay  the 
expense  of  support  at  soraerville,  but  who  weie 
supported  by  tneir  friends — those  whj  wished  the 
privilege  of  visiting  them.  They  c  .uid  not  d  >  so 
readily  were  fuese  persons  removed  to  a  consider- 
able distance  Irom  ibe  ci'y. 

Jr.  Howe  ban  asked  the  question,  if  we  would 
keep  a  mad-huuse  fortiaic.  Yes.  he  replied,  if 
we  can  take  ibo«e  who  are  able  to  pay,  aud  ihert- 
by  lessen  the  expense  of  those  who  are  not  able 
to.  f  his  is  the  po  icy  pursued  by  the  state,  and  it 
helps  many  families  who  don't  want  t  i  be  treated 
as  paupers,  that  class  deserves  consideration  at 
our  hands.

Is  the  present  hospital  a  suitable  ODe?  All  of 
the  members  of  tbe  board  vv  bo  agreed  in  the  pur- 
chase oi  the  v\  inthrop  farm  believed  there  should 
be  a  more  suitable  hospital,  and  were  in  lavor  of 
that  location,  the  number  included  several  who 
are  uot  now  living,  and  wtuld  uot  be  called  want- 
ing in  humanity.  There  were  Will, am  C'un  - 
F.  ('.  Manning  and  H.  A.  Drake:  and  ol 
who  maybe  Allied  experts  are  Hi--.  Kay,  Bemis. 
Tyler,  Walker  and  others,  who  were  uuanim  >us 
in  favor  of  the  location  at  Wintbrop.  Ihere  were 
one  hundred  and  eight;  acres  Ol  laud,  good  ln.d, 
which  the  inmates  oi  the  hospital  will  make  bud 
a. id  b'OSSOm  as  Hie  rose. 

This  location  will  not  be  crowded  upon  by  busi- 
ness, as  is  roc  hospital  a  Sninerville,  by  glass- 
houses, pork  houses  and  other  nuisances,  and 
this  must  soon  be  removed.  Fhere  couidnotbe 
found  in  Dorchester,  nor  any  wheie  within  ten  or 
fifteen  miles',  a  pi  u  e  v\  hiiti  wouid  not  be  crowded 
by  busines"  within  a  few  years,  rhe  ground 
high,  and  the  air  salubrious,  while  the  temperat- 
ure was  hve  degrees  higher  in  winter  and  as  many 
degrees  cooler    in    summer    than    back    from  the 

so  far  as  relan  d  to  the  opinio]  - 
cians,  he  believed  me  members  or  the  Board  were 
as  capable  of  Judging  as  they  were,  and  especially 
those  who  h  ive  •  ivi  u  time,  thought  and  caie  of 
tbe  insane,  wen-  as  capable  of  judging  as  yve.e 
these  physicians. 

The    very  men    who   were   now  opposed  to   this 

e  believed,  would  be  the  first  en  glory  in  ic 
when  the  experiment  has  been  tried, and  it  should 
be  tried  as  Bpeedilj  as  possioie.  Before  the  build- 
ing: can  be  erected  there  musi  he  much  sutlering, 
and  many  arc  kept  longer  in  the  hospital  for  wane 
oi  classification,  flic  other  b  ard  had  the  honor 
oi  passing  the  orders,  ami  the  responsibility  now 
n-  id  ii. cm  this  Board.  He  spoke  warmly  oil  this 
subject  because  he  had  given  a  great  deal  of  time 
aud  attention  to  it.  rhey  should  pass  this  n 
iiv  report,  and  the  poor  unfortunates  would  rise 
up  and  bless  them:  their  lellow-cit'.zens  would  do 
SO  lure-ifter.  IT  not  today,  and  they  would  have 
the  blessing  ol  him  woo  said:  "Inasmuch 
hue  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  mv  brethren 
ve  hive  dime  it  unto  inc."

Motives  oi  euro-unity 
h  id  i  een  left  out  in  tne  argument  ot  the  gentle- 
man, lor  it  had  been  shown  that  even  il  those  who 
belong  to  other  places  were  removed  from  the 
State  hospitals,  they  would  be  ciowded  by  our 
OWfl  insane,  and  rhis  class  is  incre  isn  g  daily. 

Alderman  Ulimon  said  there  were  two  points  to 

be  considered,  the  financial  and  charitable.  He 
could  not  see  w  -by    tune  should  he  lost  i"  going  to 

the  Legislature,  because  nothing  could  be  done  in 
building  a  hospital  at  present,  and  the  Legislature 
would  soon  come  together.  The  state  could  run 
such  an  Institution  cheaper  than  the  city  could, 

and  he  believed  we  couiil  save  $150  to  Slto  a  Uay. 
til  her  Cities  would  take  hold  with  us  in  the  appli- 
cation, and  he  believed  the  State  night  and  will 
do  what  is  asked,  in  providing  for  the  insane. 
Inth  the  facilities  by  railrond,  fifteen  miles  off 
will  not  be  far  for  friends  to  go  in  visiting  the  pa- 
tients. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  there  would  be  strone  ob- 
lectiuns  to  delay,  for  before  a  hospital  oould  be 
built  the  necessities  for  u  would  ne  greatly  In- 
creased, lie  had  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  that  be- 
fore live  years  have  passed,  every  county  in  tho 
State  would  be  ieu.uired  to  support  us  own  insane. 


Alderman  Jenkins  believed  the  State  could 
build  a  hosnital  as  quick  -is  the  city  can.     if  there 

could  henootbei  objections,  he  should  object  to 
the  locality  as  bleak  and  uncomfortable,  and  for 
mercy's  s  ike,  be  would  not  place  the  insane  where 
a  tree  cannot  grow,  and  where  oue  could  not  suc- 
ceed in  a  century. 

The  objection  was  a'.so  a  strong  one  to  paying 
taxes  in  Wintbrop  on  $1,000,000.  A  location  could 
be  had  at  the  Bame  distance  In  the  city,  where  the 
taxes  could  i>e  saved.  It  was  not  a  good  reason 
that  we  should  build  a  hospital  there  because  we 
own  the  land.  Ihe  land  will  sell  readily  for  sam- 
iner  residences,  which  is  all  that  it  is  fit  for.  and 
lor  six  months  in  the  year  it  may  be  very  comfort- 
able there.  So  far  as  related  to  nuisances,  be  had 
noticed  that  the  people  of  Wintbrop  had  a  ease  in 

court  in  which  they  wire  attempting  to  get  rid  of 

the  nuisance  down  there  of  a  keioseue  factory. 
That  was  objection  enough.  Ample  room  may  lie 
found  where  trees  grow,  and  so  far  as  humanity 
goes,  let  any  one  vUit  iIip  hospital  at  Northamp- 
ton, and  be  will  Hod  the  insane  as  tenderly  eared 
lor  as  at  south  Boston. 

Alderman  Plumer  wished  to  make  one  remark 
more,  that  any  place  in  this  vicinity  was  bleak  in 
winter,  [f  there  was  any  place  more  bleak  than 
on  the  Back  Bay,  he  did  not  know  where  it  is,  for 
be  h  ot  had  some  experience  there. 

I  be  question  was  taken  mi  concurrence  with  the 
Council,  and  it  was  lost  by  a  tie  vote,  as  follows:

Boston.  Nov.  10,  1871. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council — The  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  beg  to  report  upon  the  or- 
der of  your  houoraDle  body  of  the  3d  inst ,  request- 
ing them  "to  lay  out  and  widen  Washington 
street,  at  the  corner  of  Fayette  court,  by  cutting 
off  a  portion  of  the  estate  occupied  by  John  Roes- 
sle  &  Son,"  that  every  citizen  who  appeared  at 
the  lengtby  healing  given  upon  an  order  of  notice 
of  this  widening,  was  opposed  to  its  being  carried 
oat  at  the  present  time.

Sect  1.  The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  in 
addition  to  an  ordinance  in  relation  to  Finance, 
passed  Dec.  24. 1870,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  following  words  at  the  end  of  said  section, 
namely:  "Said  loans  shall  be  dated  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  April,  October  or  July   in  the  year  in 
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which  they  are  issued,"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  "Said  loans  shall  be  issued 
so  that  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  or  October  of 
each  year. 

The  ordinance  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  reDort 
that  they  were  required  by  an  ordinance  to  fur- 
nish rooms  in  the  City  Hall  for  Ibe  accommoda- 
tion ol  the  Department  for  the  survey  and  In- 
spectors of  fundings,  and  that  they  find  upon 
examination  that  there  are  no  unoccupied  rooms 
m  the  building  which  would  Le  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  The  business  of  the  department  neces- 
sitates t'aily  communication  with  the  offices  of 
the  Chief  of  Police,  the  City  surveyor,  and  the 
street  Commissioners,  and'  the  office  should  be 
near  those  departments. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  soldiers'  Keiief  office  can  be  transact- 
ed with  equal  facility  in  the  Central  Charity  Bu- 
reau on  Chardoa  street,  aod  the  removal  of "  that 
department  to  that  I  uikiing  w  uld  give  a  room  for 
the  use  of  the  Building  Department.  They  there- 
fore respectfully  recemmend  the  passage  ot  the 
following  order: 

urdered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
irgs  be  authorized  to  fit  up  rooms  m  the  Cent!  a  I 
Cbarity  Bureau  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Paymaster  of  ihe  Soldiers'  Keliel  Committee,  and 
to  lit  up  the  rocm  new  occupied  by  him  in  the  City 
Hall  tor  the  accommodation  of 'the  Department 
tor  the  Survey  and  Inspection  of  Buildings. 

Mr.  Howe  ol  Ward  10  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  a  second  reading  of  the  order. 

Mr.  .Barnes  of  Ward  1  hoped  ;here  would  be  no 
suspension  of  the  rules  unless  ibe  passage  of  the 
order  was  absolutely  necessary.  As  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  <f'  the  soldiers'  Kelief 
Committee,  the  removal  of  the  office  ot  the  Pay- 
master met  with  his  imposition  instinctively,  un- 
less there  was  an  absolute  necessity  for  if".  The 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  may  have  investi- 
gated it,  and  he  would  like  to  have  time  for  an  in- 
vestigation. Toe  poisons  receiving  aid  naturally 
come  to  the  City  Hall,  and  it  will  be  difficult  tor 
some  of  them,  widows  and  persons  who  are  not  in- 
telligent, to  understand  where  they  are  to  apply 
for  the  usual  aid. 

Mr. Sayward  slated  that  the  only  reason  for  ask- 
ing for  the  passage  of  the  order  now  was  to  provide 
ro.uiis  for  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings,  now  crowd- 
ed into  the  rooms  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings.  There  could  be  no  objection  to  ihe  re- 
moval of  the  Pa\  master  on  soldiers'  Kelief  to  the 
Charity  Building,  where  be  WOUld  have  pleosamer 
rooms,  and  he  did  not  doubt  that  all  who  were  to 
receive  money  would  kuow  enough  to  find  where 
it  was  to  be  had.  The  only  inconvenience  he 
knew  of  would  probablv  be  the  necessity  of  em- 
ploying:  a  boy  to  take  checks  to  the  Citv"Hall  for 
signatures. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  1  said  he  understood  it  to  be 
necessary  that  every  check  must  he  signed  by  an 
Alderman,  and  this  would  put  the  paymaster  to 
much  inconvenience.  The  room  occupied  i  v  the 
Inspectoi  of  Milk,  lie  believed,  might  be  used  bv 
the  Inspectors  of  Buildings,  for  the  use  it  was 
now  put  to  he  did  not  believe  to  he  of  much  con- 
sequence. 

Mr.  Sayward  replied  that  even  were  it  true,  as 
stated,  the  room  in  question  was  not  large  enough 
for  Hie  uses  of  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings.  Ihe 
office  of  Paymaster  of  soldiers' Kelief  he  did  not 
believe  would  be  continued  beyond  this  year,  and 
with  reference  to  objections,  he  did  not,  doubt  that 
friends  of  any  officer  could  be  found  to  object  in 
every  case  to  a  removal,  as  in  the  ease  ol  widening 
streets,  there  are  always  some  who  wish  widening 
to  touch  others  than  themselves. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  urged  that  the  matter 
should  not  be  acted  upon  hastily,  and  lie  hoped 
the  suspension  of  the  rules  would  not  prevail.

HOUSE   OF  COHltECTION. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  moved  to  take  from 
the  tabie  the  report  and  order  authorizing  an  ex- 
penditure of  $50,000  in  providing  a  workshop, 
chapel,  and  additional  sleeping  accommodations 
for  temporary  use  at  the  House  of  Correction,  to 
be  made  wit'i  a  view  to  the  removal  of  said  hou«e 
to  some  other  locality;  said  sum  :o  De  transferred 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  "Home  for  tbe 
Poor"  (printed  City  Doc.  No.  62,  1871.)  with  an 
amendment  offered,  to  expend  instead  of  said 
sum  not  exceeding  $123,000  in  remoi.elling  tbe 
House  of  Correction,  and  providing  a  new  chapel 
and  workshops  for  said  institution,  and  for  a  loan 
therefor. 


The  subject  was  considered  on  the  proposed 
amendment  to  expend  sii'.;,ooo. 

Air.  Mersey  of  Ward  1-'  opposed  the  amendment, 
no i  seeing  tbe  necessity  for  so  large  an  outlay. 
Tin-  expenditure  of  $26,000  he  conceived  to  be  suf- 
ficiently large  for  temporary  purposes,  and  if  more 
th  in  that  sum  was  needed  to  provide  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  tue  prisoners  in  the  House  of 
Correction,  it  sbauld  be  expended  at  Ueer  Island, 
an  1  the  surplus  of  prisoners  be  taken  there.  With 
rcii  rence  to  south  Boston,  that  section  of  the  city 
bad  improved  not  withstanding  the  location  of 
this  institution  there,  I  UE  it  ban  not  improved  as  it 
would  have  done  had  the  institution  not  been 
there,  sm  b  an  institution  must  affect  ibe charac- 
ter of  a  place  where  it  may  be  located 

The  same  arguments  against  removal, he  said, 
were     used     when     it     v,a-    propose!)   to    remove 

the  House  -i  Reformation  from  South  Bos- 
ton. Vet  when  the  removal  was  effected, 
a  change  in  Hi"  value  ol  the  land  took 
-it  by  magic,  and  whereth.it  institution 
stood  there  U  notf  a  bouse  costing  $00,000.  It  was 
unjust  to  'hose  who  nought  City  lands,  with  ibe 
understanding  thattbe  House  of  Correction  should 
be  removed,  that  it  should  be  couiinued  there  any 
longer.  Tue  policy  adopted  was  that  these  insti- 
tutions should  all  be  removed,  one  by  one. 

The  appropriation  of  $123,000  tor  remodelling 
the  House  of  Correction  would  not  make  it  a 
I  institution,  a  no  this  would  be  but  tbe  first 
instalment, to  he  followed  bv  further  calls.  It 
was  uot  proposed  to  alter  the  cells,  and  to  make 
them  what  they  should  be  this  woulJ  be  but  the 
foothold  lui  an  entering  wedee  to  tetawi  the  insti- 
tution iu  its  present  place.  The  committee  admit 
that  it  must  be  removed  at  some  time,  yet  it  is 
proposed  to  spend  a  large  sum  of  money  for  re- 
pair.-. 

ill.  Her.-ey  referred  to  City  Document  No.  62, 
page  13.  to  show  what  tbe  committee  proposed  to 
do,  and  for  ibis  they  bad  an  architect's  estimate, 
and  not  a  builder's."  This  remodelling  was  where 
the  great  expense  comes  in,  and  much  more  would 
be  required  before  it  could  be  completed.  He 
hoped,  therefore,  lhat  the  amendment  would  be 
voted  dowo  and  that  the  voice  of  45,000  citizens 
would  be  heard. 

In  answer  to  an  objection  that  contractors 
would  not  send  their  work  to  Ueer  Island,  he  said 
be  had  a  letter  tiom  a  person  who  was  contractor 
for  work  in  the  House  of  Correction  for  several 
year-,  and  be  says  there  will  be  no  trouble  iu  get- 
ting oiher  contractors  if  the  present  ones  give  up 
their  contracts.  It  was  said  also  that  tbe  instruc- 
tors would  not  go  to  Ueer  Island.  When  the  ques- 
tion was  up  before  in  relation  to  the  removal  to 
Uei  r  Island,  tbe  instructors  were  canvassed,  and 
made  no  objection  to  going  there,  provided  the 
city  would  take  them  up  and  down  every  day. 

>Vork  on  machines,  he  believed,  could  be  done 
as  well  at  Ueer  Island  as  at  South  Boston,  and 
when  boots  and  shoes  can  be  made  at  Nantucket 
and  the  freignt  paid  both  ways,  in  competing  with 
the  manufacturers  in  this  city,  he  had  no  fears 
that  work  could  be  done  at  Ueer  Island,  where 
there  wculd  be  no  cost  for  freight,  lie  should  be 
willing  to  allow  $25,000  or  $50,000  for  repairs  if 
necessary,  tut  now  that  it  is  so  near  the  end  of 
the  year  the  subject  should  be  laid  over  rather 
than  spend  so  much  money. 

Mr.  Savward,  in  the  belief  that  the  subject  had 
been  sufficiently  delated,  said  he  would  move  the 
previous  question  unless  some  one  wished  to 
speak  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  said  he  fully  iudorsed  all 
that  his  colleague  had  said.  The  common-sense 
view  of  the  matter  was  to  look  at  it  as  they  would 
if  it  was  iheir  individual  property  to  be  affected. 
The  city  owned  lands  at  Ueer  Island,  where  all  the 
penal  institutions  should  be  located,  and  it  was 
the  time  now  when  they  should  go  there.  With 
the  increased  value  of  the  property  in  South  Bos- 
ton by  the  removal,  there  would  be  sufficient  to 
put  up  buildings  as  good  as  those  now  there.  On 
a  common-sense  view,  this  removal  should  be 
done  at  the  preseut  time.  We  now  have  onr 
means  of  communication  with  Ueer  Island,  and 
there  would  be  no  increase  in  the  cost  in  the  re- 
moval there;  so  that  "here  couii  be  no  better 
time  than  now  as  a  matter  of  economy. 

The  citizens  of  South  Boston  demand  a  removal 
of  the  House  of  Correction,  and  they  will  not 
abandon  their  efforts  until  they  succeed.  He 
should  prefer  to  take  from  the  table  the  order  re- 
questing the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  to 
select  a  site  and  prepare  suitable    plans  and  esti- 
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mates  for  a  new  House  of  Correction.  Tbat  should 
be  the  first  course,  and  upon  that  report  we  could 
determine  whether  it  would  he  judicious  to  make 
the  removal,  what  the  cost  would  he,  where  to 
have  the  institution,  and  how.long  a  time  it  wrald 
require  to  construct  the  new  1  uilding.  At  present, 
he  could  not  see  where  it  would  lie  judicious  to  lay 
out  more  than  $10,000  lor  repairs  on  the  present 
buildings. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  could  not  see 
any  reason  for  a  greater  expenditure  than  $50,000, 
as  reported  by  the  committee.  As  expressed  by 
him  on  the  question  of  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  the 
subject  should  be  considered  in  the  light  of  con- 
solidation of  the  public  institutions,  and  they 
ought  to  look  at  it  with  reference  to  the  future. 
These  institutions  should  ne  placed  in  a  position 
where  they  can  be  best  managed,  and  Deer  Island 
is  a  tit  place  for  a  penal  colony.  The  report  of  the 
committee  is  an  indication  of  a  design  for  such 
a  consolidation,  and  while  nobody  dei.ies  that 
such  must  be  the  ultimate  result,  and  everjbouy 
admits  that  it  must  be,  the  question  is,  what  shall 
we  do  under  the  present  embarrassing  circum- 
stances, requiring  repairs  to  be  made  in  conse- 
quence of  the  fire? 

Shall  we  do  as  the  committee  ask — give  them 
$00,000  for  temporary  repairs  until  they  can  pro- 
vide for  a  removal?  The  committee  make  this 
report  after  a  careful  deliberation  of  the  commu- 
nication of  the  Board  of  Directcrs,  and  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  make 
large  expenditures  at  South  Boston.  Their  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  repairs  is  $50,000,  which  is  not 
contradicted  by  any  one,  while  to  put  up  new 
buildings  and  expend  $123,000  as  proposed  by  the 
amendment  would  be  to  fix  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion where  it  is  for  an  indefinite  period. 

By  voting  the  sum  of  $50,000  only,  it  would  be  an 
admission  that  it  was  necessary  to  do  something 
towards  removal,  for  it  is  a  matter  of  history  that 
the  institution  must  go  away.  The  old  she'll,  for 
it  is  but  an  old  shell,  should  be  all  torn  down,  if 
the  institution  is  to  remain  where  it  is.  The  cells 
are  a  disgrace  to  the  age,  and    the  idea  of  adding 


new  cells  and  patching  up  the  old  buildings 
should  not  be  entertained.  An  expenditure  of 
$50,000  to  provide  for  present  conveniences  when 
cramped  for  room,  is  not  unreasonable  and  should 
be  made. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16  said  he  agreed  with  the 
gentleman  when  he  said  the  institution  could  not 
up  removed  in  a  burry.  The  expenditure  of  $50,- 
000  would  not  provide  fur  the  wants  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  if  $123,000  should  be  expended,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  amendment,  it  would  not  he  thrown 
away  should  the  institution  remain  where  it  is  lor 
rive  years.  Reference  had  been  made  to  a  former 
contractor,  who  says  there  will  he  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  contracts  for  the  labor  of  prisoners. 
he  supposed  this  must  ue  a  person  who  refused  to 
pay  over  lorty  cents  a  day  for  the  labor,  aDd  wishes 
to  get  it  for  that  price. 

Mr.  Heisey  gave  the  name  of  the  person, who.  he 
said,  would  be  willing  to  pav  the  present  tontiact 
prices. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  amendment 
to  appropriate  $123,000,  and  should  tnat  fail,  it 
would  then  recur  upon  the  order  of  the  committee 
to  appropriate  $50,000. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  36 
yeas  to  24  nays,  as  follows:

SCHOOLHOUSE  FOR   SIGH   AND  LATIN   SCHOOLS. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee, for  a  new  site  to  be  procured  for  the  Eng- 
lish High  and  Latin  schools.  The  Committee  on 
Schoolhouses,  which  bad  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration, after  an  examination  of  the  several 
sites  proposed,  came  tu  the  conclusion,  that  in 
view  of  central  position,  accessibility  and  other 
advantages,  a  lot  of  land  on  Warren  avenue,  be- 
tween Clarendon  and  Dartmouth  streets,  contain- 
ing 73,000  square  feet,  was  the  most  desirable  they 
could  rind.  The  communication  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  with  author- 
ity to  print.

NEW     COURT    HOUSE. 

The  special  assignment  for  4  o'clock,  the  public 
hearing  on  proposed  locatiou  of  a  new  Court  House 
on  Mount  A  ernon,  Hancock,  Dime  and  Temple 
streets,  as  recited  in  City  Document  No.  S7,  was 
taken  up. 

Edwin  Wright  advocated  at  some  length  the  site 
proposed.  In  introducing  his  remarks  he  read  a 
letter  from  Charles  A.  Welch,  who  was  a  petition- 
er for  the  lVmberton-square  site,  expressing  a 
preference  for  the  reservoir  lot.  after  an  exam- 
ination of  it.  It  posso-^i-  entj  advantage,  he 
says,  for  light  and  air,  which  are'two  very  impor- 
tant considerations,  and  there  is  no  danger  of  be- 
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iiii;  listuri cl  y  the  noise  of  heavy  t_  bins  or  ether 
vehicles,  it  wili  ;,i:itni  accommodate  tbe  offices 
of  tbe  Kegiatry  of  Deeds  and  the  Registry  of  Pro- 
bate in  connection  with  tbe  courts,  wliicb  it  is 
vi ■!  \  desirable   to   accomplish,     lie  did   not  think 

that  the  distance  from  state  street  waeanyoh- 
jecuon,  as  it  would  bave  a  tendency  to  decrease 
rents  and  to  increase  the  areanf  business.  Boston 
was  no  longer  a  village,  and  could  bardlv  be  ex- 
pected to  do  all  its  business  in  tbe  immediate  vi- 
cinity of  State  street.  To  his  oiincl  there  would 
he  no  difficulty  in  ascending  the  lull,  ami  in  con- 
clusion, lie  expressed  tbe  opinion  that  I'emberton 
square  would  eventually  he  occupied  by  express 
unices. 

ilr.  VVrighi  said  there  were  lour  primary  condi- 
tions in  the  location  oi'  a  ooun  bouse,  those  of 
quiet,  air.  light  ami  capacity.  Those  conditions 
ho  presumed  would  ne  c  needed,  and  could  be 
best  found  on  the  leservolr  lot.  There  wen-  also 
lour  secondary  conditions,  a  location  which  was 
central,  economical,  better  adapted  to  good  archi- 
tectural effect,  and  better  on  account  oi  tbe  dis- 
1his.i1  ol'  prlsoiit  is. 

fo  show  the  necessities  for  a  new  Court  House, 
statistics  were  given,  obtained  from  clerks,  |ui 
and  others  of  the  various  courts,  rhese  necessi- 
ties, he  sani,  would  require  eleven  court  rooms  to 
meet  present  exigencies,  with  a  room  for  the  Law 
Libiary,  better  accommodations  for  the  Judges, 
cicrKs.  jurors,  the  Registry  ol  Deeds  and  the  Pro- 
hate  0  rice,  the  reception  aud  keeping  of  criminals, 
etc,  The  Superior  Court  bolas  two  sessions  a  year 
for  civil  business,  with  the  exception  of  the  time 
necessary  to  prepare  business  for  the  new  terms 

and  the  summer  vacations.  A  third  room  is  Deed- 
ed for  tbe  hearing  ol  motions,  etc  ,  and  if  the  bench 
had  been  full,  one  judge  would  have  been  engaged 
at  present  in  tbat  class  of  business. 

flu-  court  rooms  required  would  be  of  the  di- 
mensions ..f  fifty  by  sixty  feet.  These  ami  rim 
Superior  Criminal  Court  would  require  four  rooms, 
'flic  Ins  ilveue.y  Court,  now  superseded,  may  again 
he  needed,  and  will  require  a  courl  room  ill  the 
service  of  tbe  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  for 
twenty-SIX  years,  where   there  were   fifty   lawyers 

practising  lu  tus  court,  there  are  now  four  hun- 
dred, aniiin  his  office  on  rue  days,  where  tbere 
are  accommodations  for  six  or  seven,  there  are 
often  forty  or  fifty  in  waiting,  in  close,  ill-venti- 
lated quarters,  in  which  th^  complaints  aie  long 
and  loud.  Tbe  present  jury  rooms  wore  eighteen 
ijy  fourteen  feet,  and  it  was  nor  un frequent  that 
jurors  were  carried  out  fainting. 

The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  often  had  hear- 
ings in  two  or  time  rooms,  besides  occupying  the 
court-room.  A  court-room  is  needed  larger  "thin 
the  present  one,  and  another  two-thirds  as  large 
lor  healings  in  equity  cases.  Then  they  need 
a  consult  itiou-rooui,  and  small  rooms  for  the 
juoges,  wilh  anterooms.  Suoiild  there  lie  mora 
trials  by  juries,  then  a  third  court-room  will  he 
necessary,  [be  Municipal  Court  holds  two  ses- 
iiriis,  anl  nteds  three  rooms  fifty  by  sixty  fest 
with  convenient  aud  separate  anterooms.  The 
Probate  Court  has  Hearings  constantly  in  prog- 
ress, aud  requires  also  a  room,  which  would  make 
the  eleven. 

Not  less  than  four  rooms,  it  was  urged,  should 
be  provided  for  the  probate  office,  the  public  rec- 
ord hall,  a  central  1  iom,  and  rooms  for  the  judge 
and  register.  Mr.  Cary,  tbe  Assistant  Register, 
states  that  to  accommodate  the  business  of  the 
office,  tbe  registry  ball  should  be  eighty  to  one 
hundred  feet  by  hlty.  Should  there"  be'a  court- 
room it  should  be  as  largo  as  the  other  court- 
rooms 

Judge  Wright  gave  statistics  relative  to  the 
Registry  of  Deeds.  From  tii39  to  1839  the  records 
made  438  volumes;  from  1839  to  1866,  438  volun  es; 
and  the  last  eight  years,  440  volumes  larger  than 
i he  others.  The  wbole  number  of  volumes  now 
was  107S,  and  at  the  present  late  of  increase,  in 
lit ry  years  there  will  be  2750  more,  making  alto- 
gether nearly  4000  volumes,  ibese  recoriis  are 
kept  in  cases  of  ten  volumes  each,  and  would  make 
400  cases.  Kach  ease  is  twenty-one  inches  in 
width,  aim  a  little  more  than  three  feet  in  length, 
so  that  puttiug  two  tiers  upou  the  floor  and  two  in 
the  gallery,  it  would  require  a  Registry  hall  of 
175  feet  in  length.  There  are  214  volumes  of  in- 
dexes, which  would  occupy  tbe  same  space  of  a 
Registry  between  the  windows,  aud  room  for 
thirty-six  employes  would  also  have  to  be  provided. 

To  provide  the  accommodations  required  for  a 
Court  House,  it  was  assumed  thai  a  lot  not  less 
than  (i0,000  feet  was  needed.    Of  all  that  hail  been 


suggested,  the  reservoir  lot  alone  afforded  that 
space,  On  the  Deme-stieet  side  could  be  provid- 
ed iim  rooms  lor  prisonc  s.  and  an  opening  into 
which  the  prison  cairu.gc  cou'd  lie  driven,  avoid- 
ing tbe  exhibitions  now  seen  about  tlie  Court 
House,  rhese  rooms  could  be  twelve  to  fifteen 
feet  high,  well  provided  with  light  and  air,  and 
coin  enient.  This  arrangement  could  he  so  unob- 
je.uon  iMe  thai  not  a  seb. >  d  or  a  church,  if  near, 
could  be  disturbed.  Above  ibis  story  on  Temple 
and  Hancock  streets  uoul  1  be  the  criminal  courts, 
occupying  ail  if  that  story,  twenty  to  twenty-four 
feet  iii  height,  and  all  acorss  from  these  to  *he, 
civil  courts,  except  by  a  staircase  for  lawyers, 
could  be  cut  off. 

On  the  first  s:oiv  from  .Mount  Vernon  street. 
tbere  could  be  five  or  six  court-rooms,  the  law 
library,  and  rooms  for  the  judges  and  clerks  of 
courts,  the- rooms  twenty-five  feet  in  beigtb.  Un 
the  next  story  there  could  ne  three  court-rooms, 
and  the  offices  o i  I'robateand  Register  of  Deeds, 
all  of  tbem  occupied  except  one  court-room  Un 
no  other  lot  suggested  could  there  be  thee  ac- 
commodations. As  a  lurtlier  reason  for  increased 
aeco m modal  i oils  if  was  Stated  tnat  the  number  of 
rises  in  tin-  courts  was  30,000  annu.' I ly,  and  the 
Superior  Court  had  not  for  years  exhausted  its 
docker. 

In  regard  to  location,  it  was  contended  that  few 
lawyers,  compared  with  all  other  persons,  visited 
the  Court  House,  ami  for  the  wbole  community, 
.  omul:;  from  all  directions,  this  locality  would  l*.e 
accessible  by  cars,  witn  mit  a  snort  walk. 
Un  the  ground  of  eeonomv,  the  reservoir  contained 
17.000  cubic  yards  of  Stone,  or  159,000  feet.  The 
Court  House  would  be  3U0  by  200  feet,  which  would 
require  for  Hie  walls,  with  stone  two  feet  thick, 
200,000  feet  for  the  entire  outer  wa.la  and  an  equal 
amount  lor  the  iuuer  walls.  The  wbole  amount 
ne  needed  would  be  410.00O  feet,  which  would 
I  cave  43,00)  fl  et  nf  the  material  unused.  Tbere  would 
be  ?n  abundance  of  room  for  the  woik  oi  diessing 
the  stone,  and  there  wool  I  be  a  saving  of  the  cost  of 
the  st  me  in  the  qua  T>  .  the  cost  of  quarrying  and 
of  transportation,  besides  the  encumiierihg  of  the 
street's  by  transportation.  In  regard  to  architect- 
ural etfect,  tbe  state  House  at  Albany  was  on  pre- 
cisely such  a  lot,  and  ODe  of  the  most' famous  tein- 
t  Alliens  was  on  such  a  lot. 

John  C.  Pa-It,  in  opposition  to  the  reservoir  lot, 
suggested  two  or  three  considerations:  tirsi,  how 
to  take  down  the  material  and  use  it  on  tbe  spot, 
which  would  be  much  like  the  inshman's  building 
a  jail  on  tne  silo  of  tbe  old  one,  using  the  old  ma- 
teria), ami  not  removing  the  olu  one  until  the  new 
one  wis  built.  It  was  objected  to  I'emberton 
square  because  of  the  descent,  while  this  lot  ofthe 
reservoir  was  of  a  greater  descent,  the  locality 
on  Pemnerton  square  he  had  always  been  in  favor 
of,  for  as  a  niemlier  of  the  Common  Council  iu 
1835,  he  procured  a  refusal  ofthe  laud  from  Gard- 
ner Greene  for  S20U.00O,  and  plans  for  a  building, 
but  was  voted  down  by  one  vote.  In  regard  to  the 
suggestiou  that  Pemherton  squire  mighr.  become 
a  place  for  express  offices,  there  was  no  danger  of 
their  going  up  sucb  a  hill,  and  the  reason  for  so 
many  teams  being  left  standing  tbere  now  was  be- 
cause it  was  n  it  a  public  way 

As  a  cousideration  whictircould|not  be  answered, 
he  urged  tnat  the  law  library  of  this  county  was 
worth  S50.00U.  No  lawyer  could  afford  to  own  a 
library  of  one-fifth  that  amount,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary every  day  for  lawyers  to  consult  books  in  tbat 
library.  Tbe  location  back  of  tbe  state  House 
would  require  lawyers  to  race  up  that  bill  to  con- 
sult books.  Once,  too,  jury  duty  was  considered 
honorable,  and  it  was  now  difficult  to  obtain  busi- 
ness men  to  sit  on  juries.  To  make  that  duty  less 
irksome,  the  judges  ascrtaia  wnether  the  jury 
unemployed  will  be  wanted  for  a  certain  time,  and 
then  dismiss  tbem  for  that  period.  This  enables 
business  men  to  attend  to  "their  business.  But 
should  the  Court  House  be  removed  so  far  iff,  the 
difficulties  in  regard  to  obtaining  jurors  will  be 
increased. 

As  the  ease  of  Lowell  bad  been  cited,  in  having 
the  court  house  out  of  the  way  from  business  lo- 
calities, it  had  the  condemnation  of  ihe  whole 
Middlesex  Bar,  and  curses  both  loud  and  deep  were 
uttered  on  tbat  account.  The  site  on  Pemnerton 
square  attorned  ample  room  and  plenty  of  air  and 
light.  If  necessary,  the  end  on  the  square  could 
be  brought  forward'  as  far  as  tbe  green,  and  if  more 
room  was  required  wings  could  lie  constructed. 
So  far  as  be  was  concerned,  he  should  be  obliged 
to  vacate  his  office,  so  that  ne  could  not  receive 
any  specili  accommodations  by  this  location. 
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Rdward  Blake,  as  a  member  of  the  Common 
Courr.il  vvber  tbe  preseut  Court  House  was  erect- 
ed, maile  some  statements  also  in  relation  to  tbe 
discussions  on  the  subject.  It  was  proposed  then 
to  place  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Probate  Office 
under  one  roof,  which  he  opposed,  and  he  was 
now  opposed  to  such  apian.  Those  two  offices 
should  be  in  a  separate  'building,  which  should  be 
fire  proof,  while  fire-proot  apartments  could  not 
te  made  in  the  Court  House  except  at  an  immense 
expense.  His  views  also  were  that  the  criminal 
and  civil  courts  should  he  in  separate  buildings. 

Mr.  Blase  also  objected  to  the  reservoir  lot,  and 
to  the  removal  of  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Pro- 
hate  Office,  wbicb  should  be  continued  in  the  pres- 
eut location,  and  if  necessary,  shoul.i  be  enlarged 
by  taking  the  building  recently  occupied  by  the 
Savings  Hank,  and  owned  by  the  Historical  Socie- 
ty. 

Augustus  Ktiss,  in  an  advocacy  of  the  site  on  the 
northerly  end  of  the  Pemberton  square,  urged 
that  the  difficulties  suggested  against  that  site 
were  equally  stroi  g  against  tbe  reservoir  lot,  and 
if  theie  should  he  ;i  necessity  for  the  widening  of 
a  street,  it  would  be  as  well  to  widen  Howard 
street.  In  regard  to  architectural  skill,  he  could 
nc  see  why  architects  could  uot  overcome  any 
difficulties  in  the  inequalities  of  the  lot,  and  in 
making  the  front  a  line  ornamental  building. 
He  did  not  see.  either,  that  anything  would  he 
gained  on  the  ground  ol  economy,  iu  the  site  pro- 
posed, and  urged  that  there  might  yet  he  a  neees- 
sity  for  the  reservoir. 

E.  H.  Derby,  in  behalf  of  many  members  of  the 
bar  and  of  clerks  of  court*,  advocated  the  reservoir 
sile.  He  regretted  to  differ  iroin  his  old  associates 
and  classmates,  with  whom  he  commenced  prac- 
tice at  the  bar  in  this  city  forty-three  jears  since. 
In  that  time  the  members  of  the  bar  had  increased 
from  seventy-rive  to  seven  hundred  and  titty-three, 
and  the  names  in  the  directorv  from  10.000  to 
100.000.  Should  some  one  be  called  upon  to  ad- 
dress the  Boanl  of  Aldermen  lorty-tbree  years 
hence,  the.  e  would  probably  be  7500  names  of 
members  of  the  bar,  and  a  population  in  this  oitv 
Ol  1,000.000. 

Jlr.  Derby,  in  controverting  an  article  in  the 
Daily  Adveniser,  viewed  it  as  absurd  that  only 
double  the  ground  space  should  he  required  for  a 
new  Court  House  that  is  nowoecupied  by  the  pres- 
ent one,  inoorsed  the  remarks  of  .fudge  Wright  a* 
to  the  spate  which  should  be  required,  and  he 
would  go  further,  and  provide  accommodations 
also  for  the  United  States  courts,  which  would 
give  them  greater  conveniences  and  more  quiet, 
while  their  occupancy  of  the  Court  House  would 
contribute  something  by  way  of  revenue.  In  re- 
gard to  the  labor  of  going  so'  far  to  visit  the  Law 
library,  should  it  he  on  the  reservoir  lot.  he  re- 
lated that  on  goinr-  into  the  office  of  n  prominent 
lawyer,  recently,  he  heard  him  tell  his  boy  to  say- 
to  those  culling  for  him,  that  he  bad  goue  to  the 
state  library  in  the  State  House.  That  library 
was  also  valuable  as  a  reference,  and  lawyers  now- 
found  it  necessary  to  consult  books  the.  e. 

should  a  new  street  be  opened  from  Pemberton 
square  to  make  the  access  more  direct,  with  the 
betterments  assessedj  the  cost  would  hot  be  more 
tlmn  $100,000.  The  insufficient,  accommodations 
of  lawyers,  by  which  several  are  obliged  nmv  to 
occupy  the  same  office,  would  be  remedied  by  the 
removal  and  the  opening  Dp  of  increased  accom- 
modations. While  in  the  manufacture  ot  shoes, 
the  shoemakers,  in  placejof  being  crowded  into  113— 
ventilated  shops,  are  n<  w  in  spacious  buildings, 
and  the  steam-engine  is  brought  to  their  aid.  the 
lawyers  are  going  hack  to  take  the  place  of  the 
shoemakers  in  their  former  inconveniences. 

Mr.  Derby  said  he  was  accustomed  in  Ins  -ehool- 
boy  days  to'  good  exercise  in  long  walks  to  school, 
and  to  that  he  was  indebted  to  much  of  his  vigor 
at  his  time  ol  life.  Wcalibv  merchants  Were  ac- 
customed ro climbing  this  hill,  so  much  Objected  to, 
and  be  could  see  no  reason  why  lawyers  could  i.ot 
do  so.  For  himself  he  should  not  he  disturbed  in 
walking  one-tilth  of  a  mile  during  the  remainder 
of  his  life. 

With  some  knowledge  or  the  stone  of  the  reser- 
voir, be  commended  it  as  of  tbe  best  material,  and 
according  with  the  statement  of  Judge  Wright  in 
regard  to  the  quality,  he  said  it  cost  §21  per  yard, 
which  amount  would  be  saved,  and  as  for  room, 
there  was  an  abundance  of  space  for  itS  dressing. 
for  the  reservoir  wi*  but  a  saucer.  In  this  con- 
nection he  Bald  be  hail  sonic  experience  in  build- 
ing a  railroad  stable  of  stone,  the  material  being 
quarried  and  dressed  on  the  spot,  when  I  lie  blocks 


were  swung  into  the  place  alloted  them  in  putting 
up  the  walls.  There  was  no  difficulty  in  that  case, 
and  there  could  be  none  in  this  in  the  dressing  of 
tbe  s'one. 

To  procure  the  stone  from  this  quarries  he  sup- 
posed would  cost  now  S25  per  yard;  the  stone 
could  be  used  rough  on  the  rear  and  the  sides,  a 
saving  would  be  made  ou  great  contracts,  and  on 
the  drawing  of  the  stone  through  the  st  eets.  and 
it  w  ould  be  worth  more  to  be  put  to  use  on  tbe 
Court  Honse  than  in  selling  it.  making  a  saving 
on  material  of  from  $100,000  to  $200,0007  As  to  the 
necessity  of  ever  using  the  reservoir,  and  its  ad- 
vantages in  case  of  si°ge.  as  one  writer  had  ar- 
gued, how  little  do  such  advocates  know  of  the 
quantity  which  the  reservoir  holds.  Instead  of 
being  an  advantage  during  a  siege,  it  roi^bt  last 
four  hour-',  it*  capacity  being  but  2,900.000  gal- 
lons, and  would  hardly  be  enough  to  make 
a  cup  of  tea  lor  tbe  whole  people  of  the  city.  It 
would  be  better  to  open  tbe  old  streams  on  Water 
street  than  depend  on  the  reser>  oir  for  a  supply. 

In  regard  to  ihe  expense  of  locating  the  Court 
House  on  I'ember'ou  square,  he  had  inquired  the 
value  ot  two  estates,  which  were  estimated  at

Kefernng  to  a 
project  before  the  stria  t  Commissioners  ol  ex- 
tending Howard  street  to  Charles  street,  he  said, 
should  tbe  Court  House  be  located  en  the  lVm- 
berton-square  site,  tbe  necessity  for  the  widening 
of  Howard  street  would  be  much  more  impera- 
tive. 

R.  F.  Biooks  said  he  did  noi  come  here  in  the 
advocacy  of  any  scheme,  but  he  was  opposed  to 
the  locality  of  the  reservoir  lot.  and  drew  ihe  re- 
monstrance wbi  b  w;:s  signed  b\  a  vast  majonry 
of  tbe  members  or  the  Suffolk  Bar,  who  were  de- 
cidcdlv  and  earnestly  opposed  to  the  location. 
i'hev  were  opposed  t(i  the  lociiitv  lv.'cau-c  01  the 
great  ascent  to  reach  the  Court  house,  ami  from 
the -delays  in  cases,  tbe  fatigue  of  counsel 
ing  often  to  the  Court  House  would  be  verv  gn  at. 
The  result  would  I  e  like  the  deciding  of  c  is  - 
under  the  wager  of  battle,  which  would  give  the 
verdicts  to  the  stronger.     Not  alone  would  this  l>e 

objectionable  on  account  of  the  ascent,  but  also 
on  account  of  the  distance:    and  should   lawyers 

locate  their  office-  m  the  vicinity,  they  could  not 
carry  their  clients  with  them. 

Mr.  Brooks  unred  that  the  course  of  population 
was  sou th ward.  In  regard  to  beauty.  Utility  should 
be  considered  as  of  equal  importance.  In  these 
objections  he  said  lit  represented  the  members  of 
the  bar  who  bad  signed  ibis  petition, and  he 
would  rather  that  the  Court  House  should  remain 
where  it  is  than  be  obliged  to  go  to  ihe  top  of  the 
bill.  He  did  not  doubt  that  bad  further  time  been 
taken  nearly  all  the  inembei-s  of  the  bar  would 
have  signed'  the  remonstrance.  Besides  these  law- 
yers, remonstrances  were  made  by  many  citizens 
who  were  residents  of  the  vicinity.  There  were 
others  who  wished  to  be  heard  by  counsel,  ami 
they  wish  to  have  further  time  to  prepare  them- 
selves.

PETITIONS  PRESENTED  AND  KEFEBKED. 

Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  for  the 
gift  by  the  city  of  a  dwelling-house  in  the  Suffolk- 
sLieet  District  for  the  uses  of  that  institution. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Instruction. 
The  peiition  closts  as  follows: 

"And  for  the  purpose  ol  more  nearly  representing 
our  wants,  we  would  suggest  that  the  estates  now 
owned  by  the  city  in  the  Suffolk-street  District, 
formerly  the  house  of  Mr.  G.  N.  Comer,  with  the 
house  adjoining,  having  light  and  air  upon  all 
sides,  and  having  an  estimated  value  of  from 
$25,000  to  830,000,  would  gwe  us  ample  accommo- 
dations lor  the  present;  and  if  the  city  would  con- 
vey this  estate  by  deed  to  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
for  the  use  aud  maintenance  of  the  college  so  long 
as  it  shall  if  main  an  educational  institution,  the 
college  will  procure  funds  to  improve  and  lurnish 
the  same  in  such  a  manner  that  the  school  shall 
be  no  further  expense  t'>  the  city,  ami  shall  be  an 
honor  to  the  Commonwealth." 

William  L.  Bradley,  for  the  removal  from  his 
telegraph  poles  of  the  wires  recently  attached 
thereto  by  A.  T.  Stearns.

COUKT   HOl'SE  SITE. 

The  special  object  of  the  meeting  was  ihe  fur- 
ther hearing  on  the  proposed  taking  of  the  reser- 
voir lot,  and  laud  adjoining  on  .Mount  Vernon 
street,  as  a  site  lor  a  new  Court  House. 

John  Gardner,  a  resident  of  the  neighborhood 
of  the  proposed  site,  objected  to  tne  proposed 
location,  and  was  ot  the  belief  that  the  or  mmittee 
had  made  a  mistake  in  their  recommendation, 
which  he  supposed  would  not  have  oeen  mane 
had  the  city  not  owned  the  land.  The  site  on  the 
easterly  end  of  I'eiuberion  square  he  believed  to 
be  the  most  suitable  place  for  a  Court  Uouse,  lor 
light  and  air,  and  for  the  uses  of  a  Court  House. 
There  was  light  and  air  enough  lor  dwelling- 
houses,  and  he  did  not  believe  any  more  was 
needed  for  a  Court  House. 

The  objection  that  Howard  street  would  require 
to  be  widened  he  did  not  believe  had  any  weight, 
for  it  would  only  make  more  public  the  criminals 
taken  in  and  out  of  the  Court  House.  It  was  de- 
sirable to  have  the  Court  House  lor  the  purpose 
of  clearing  out  the  buildings  on  Howard  street. 
This  was  the  proper  place  because  the  lawyers  de- 
sired it,  and  they  ought  to  know  what  their  wants 
most  required.  He  heard  the  arguments  of  Messrs. 
Wright  and  Derby,  and  did  not  believe  that  they 
had  any  weight. 

In  regard  to  expense,  there  were  no  data  by 
which  we  could  estimate  the  advantages  of  these 
sites  respectively.  In  dressing  the  stone  it  would 
become  necessary  to  cart  tuese  stones  out  of  town, 
and  the  carting  would  ho  required  to  be  done  twice. 
for  he  had  the  estimate  of  a  contractor  tnat  four 
acres  of  ground  would  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  scattering  the  stones  about  in  doing  the  work. 
The  material  also  he  believed  would  not  be  tit  for 
the  purpose,  for  it  would  be  too  coarse. 

The  reservoir  lot  was  objectionable  on  account 
of  the  injury  which  it  would  cause  to  the  property 
in  the  neighborhood,  all  of  which  would  be  depre- 
ciated twenty-five  pel  cent.  Then  it  was  proposed 
to  take  good  houses  to  enable  the  city  to  put  up 
an  elegant  front.  At  fins  rate  it  would  cost  as 
much  for  a  Conn  Bouse  as  it  would  the  Govern- 
ment for  tne  I  ost  office. 

In  regard  to  the  bouses  on  Mount  Vernon  street, 
the  iosideiit-i  there  Would  not  be  willing  to  give 
up  then'  bouses  without  being  well  pad,  and  they 
would  get  all  tney  were  w  irth.  Those  nouses  and 
the  houses  i:i  the  neighborhood,  which  would  be 
required  fur  a  new  street  to  tret  access  to  the 
Court  House,  would  not  l>c  less  than  $1,000,030. 

Mr.  Ciaionci  made   some    lurthei    remarks  upon 


the  objectionable  Jbaraeler  which  would  be  given 
to  the  neighuiirhood  by  the  transportation  of  pris- 
oners and  the  crowds  of  obiectiousble  person* 
wuich  would  be  brought  there  such  a  sight 
would  be  nbjectionable  to  the  families  of  tuat 
vicinity,  and  wou'd  drive  away  all  respectable 
inhabitants  from  that  vicinity. 

Mr.  Gardner  replied  to  some  of  the  remarks  of 
Mr.  Derby  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  the  centre 
of  business,  and  be  contended  that  the  business 
now  done  iu  this  vicinity  could  not  be  removed. 
The  Court  House  should  be  where  the  centre  of 
business  is  done  by  merchants,  and  the  business 
could  not  be  removed  from  that  locality. 

Wm.  H.  Thompson,  who  had  recently  purchased 
an  estate  on  Hancock  street,  objected  to  the  res- 
ervoir locality,  as  an  outrage  upon  all  the  resi- 
dents in  that  vicinity.  He  would  prefer  to  have 
the  jail  or  the  State  Prison  in  the  vicinity.  I'he 
effect  would  be  the  depreciation  of  property  to  an 
amount  ot  half  a  million  of  dollars.  In  further 
remarks  upon  the  disgrace  which  would  be  brought 
upon  the  neighborhood  by  having  the  Black  Maria 
aud  the  attendant  crowds"  in  those  streets,  he  said 
he  should  be  willing  to  tight  the  matter  to  the  ex- 
tent of  half  the  value  ot  nis  estate.  If  the  city 
was  not  able  to  provide  fir  a  site  elsewhere,  he 
■was  willing  to  pay  bis  full  share  towards  the  ex- 
pense of  another  sue. 

Mr.  Thompson  remarked  upon  the  uses  to  which 
the  reservoir  could  be  put,  and  admiring  that  it 
held  so  small  an  amouut  as  was  staged  by  Mr. 
Derhy,  he  ncheved  that  it  was  important  to  have 
a  central  supply  of  water,  and  had  there  been 
such  a  supply  of  water  in  Chicago,  he  did 
not  doubt  much  of  the  propertv  might  have  been 
saved.  The  Pemberton-square  lot  he  believed 
must  be  the  most  eligible  lor.  and  so  far  as  related 
to  the  stoue,  he  believed  that  a  large  amount 
would  be  lost  in  the  work  of  retire -siug  it- 
George  Putnam,  Jr..  appeared  for  members  of 
the  bar.  and  personally,  in  opposition  to  the  res- 
ervoT  lot.  Ihe  proposed  locality  he  character- 
ized as  inaccessible  and  inconvenient,  and  it 
would  be  unjust  to  force  members  of  the  bar  to 
co  io  a  place  deemed  so  objectionable  to  them. 
Comparing  it  with  the  Post  Orlice,  he  said  there 
would  be  more  time  lost  in  going  to  the  t  ourt 
House  than  there  would  be  Bhould  the  Post  Office 
be  Seated  there.  No  private  enterprise,  he  con- 
tended, would  ever  have  sought  such  a  place  for 
business,  and  the  lawyers  in  ill  is  respect  were  but 
a  representative  class,  and  as  such  the  injury 
would  not  be  to  Ihem  only,  but  to  the  whole  coni- 
m  unity. 

Gladly  admitting  that  the  report  was  an  able 
one  and  er  titling  it  as  such  to  great  we'ght, 
n  came  upon  the  members  of  the  bar  with  sur- 
prise, believing  as  they  did  that  other  site*  pre- 
sented a  greater  preference.  I'he  members  of  tne 
bar.  lie  admittei.  were  negligent  of  their  duty  in 
not  appearing  more  fully  at  ihe  hearing,  yet  he 
hope  I  no  advantage  would  Oe  taken  of  thait.  He 
asked,  therefore,  that  the  report  would  b.-  recom- 
mitted, and  (hat  further  time  be  granted  to  those 
most  interested  in  considering  a  proper  location. 

Referring  to  the  site  on  the  west  end  of  Pemher- 
ton  square,  he  s rid  it  was  objected  that  the  street 
was  loo  steep  for  the  Black  Maria,  but  that,  he 
thought,  might  be  obviated  by  a  court-yard  on 
Somerset  street,  at  the  old  carriage-house  of  the 
late  Kbenezcr  Francis. 

Coming  back  to  the  present  locality,  while  it 
was  evident  that  there  were  many  objectionable 
features  in  the  matter  of  quist  ami  ventilation,  he 
believed  these  objections  might  be  removed  I  v  the 
purchase  "I  some  ol  the  neighboring  estates,  and 
closing  the  square,  as  a  public  highway  lor  vehi- 
cles. 

In  regard  to  having  all  the  courts  ami  offices 
under  one  roof,  he  did  not  believe  that  members 
of  Ihe  bar  were  strenuous  on  the  subject,  and 
would  be  willing  to  submit  to  such  inconveni- 
ences as  might  result  from  a  different  arrangement. 
He  hail  no  plans  to  offer,  and  only  offered  these 
remarks  as  suggestions  for  a  further  consideration 
of  the  subject.  The  clerks  of  courts,  judges  and 
others,  were  entitled  to  good  accommodation, 
light  ami  ai'.  and  should  have  them ;  but  when  it 
comes  to  a  locality,  the  members  of  the  bar  should 
b<-  consulted. 

In  the  inatlcr  of  convenience,  if  lawyers  are  to 
be  subjected  to  greater  difficulties  in  their  prac- 
tice, it  would  require  greater  labor,  the  services  of 

two  persons  where  one  now  is  sufficient,  the  <    -  - 

of  litigation  would  be  increased,  and  the  public  in 
co  ssjuence  would  be  subjected  to  greater  bur- 
tlens. 
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Mr.  Putnam,  as  a  volunteer  En  the  matter,  urged 
some  consideration  in  behalf  of  the  resident*  near 
the  reservoir  lot,  why  their  property  should 
not  lie  taken,  or  he  injured  by  (his  locality. 
These  pc  .pie,  he  said,  would  not  have  made  their 
residences  there  had  they  Buuposed  those 
resiliences  would  he  invaded  by  business.  The 
hill  gave  advantages  for  such  residences,  and 
these,  although  accidental,  should  be  Cherished  as 
of  great  advantage,  in  keeping  such  place-,  as  they 
are  now. 

Win.  kndicort,  Jr.,  as  a  resident  in  th9  neighbor- 
hood, olvjeeted  to  the  reservoir  localiiy.  on  account 
of  its  desir.iolencss  as  a  place  of  residence,  winch 
would  he  greatly  changed  by  the  locality  of  a 
Court  House  The  people  did  not  like  to  remove 
residences  long  owned  by  them,  which  llnv  would 
be  obliged  to  do.  He  was  not  satisfied,  either,  that 
the  reservoir  would  not  be  needed  further  as  a 
supply  of  water,  in  the  breaking  of  pipes  or  disar- 
ranging the  stand-pipe.  The  site  on  Pemberton 
square,  he  believed,  might  be  made  the  most  de- 
sirable one  foi  a  Court  House,  and  in  this  he  was 
supported  by  a  conversation  with  e\-M,iyor  Nor- 
cross.  This  site,  he  believed,  would  be  desirable 
on  account  of  locality. 

Joseph  H.Bradley  said  he  did  net  agree  with  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  tbehiror  with  citi- 
zens as  to  the  necessity  for  a  new  Court  House,  tor 
conveniences  might  lie  provided  in  the  present 
locality.  So  tar  as  reiated  to  the  site  on  the 
northerly  end  of  Pemberton  square,  be  believed 
that  would  be  the  worst  conceivable  place  for  a 
Court  House.  The  placing  ol  the  criminal  courts 
on  the  end  towards  Howard  street  would  subject 
then)  .o  the  noise  Iroui  that  street  and  from  Court 
street,  and  would  require  the  widening  of  the 
streets. 

If  a  Court  House  was  to  be  placed  on  Pember- 
ton square,  it  should  occuov  the  whole  square,  hut 
that  would  not  give  a  sufficient  width.  Lawyers 
bad  gone  into  Pemberton  square  for  convenience, 
and  it  seamed  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  the 
Court  House  must  follow  them,  and  means  had 
been  taken  to  build  up  a  popular  opinion  in  favor 
of  going  to  that  square.  Between  the  two,  he 
should  prefer  the  reservoir  lot. 

Mr.  Bradley  said  he  would  make  some  sugges- 
tions, for  he  did  not  believe  there  was  any  neces- 
sity lor  hurry  in  rliis  matter,  and  the  board  might 
have  tune  to  consider  them.  The  City  Hall  he  did 
not  believe  was  a  proper  building  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  designed,  and  his  suggest  on  was 
lhat  this  building  should  be  taken  for  civil  courts 
and  the  present  Court  House  for  criminal  courts. 
The  City  Hall  should  be  located  on  the  square  op- 
posite to  its  present  location. 

Curtis  Guild,  as  a  resident  of  the  vicimry  of  the 
reservoir,  objected  to  that  locality,  as  an  owner  of 
propel ty,  and  on  expressing  an  opinion  in  favor  of 
Pemberton  square,  remarked  that  there  were 
other  persons  who  .vere  entitled  to  consideration, 
who  were  not  referred  to.  This  class  be  said  were 
capitalists.  .Much  had  been  done  for  the  improve- 
ment of  other  sections  of  the  city,  but  little  had 
been  done  for  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Pinck- 
ney,  Derne,  and  other  streets.  Many  of  the  old, 
historic  families  now  lived  on  Beacou  Hill,  and 
as  citizens  to  whom  we  turn  in  our  need,  who  con- 
tribute to  our  valued  institutions,  their  wisbes 
should  be  considered  in  this  matter. 

In  the  matter  of  water,  be  believed  the  reservoir 
might  yet  be  needed,  for  he  had  been  obliged  to  go 
without  water  two  days,  on  account  of  difficulties 
at  the  stand-pipe.  The  supply  at  the  reservoir, 
small  as  it  might  be,  would  often  go  a  good  way  iu 
putting  out  a  tire.  Otber  places  had  b^en  sug- 
gested— that  of  the  locality  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
where  he  believed  plenty  ot  air  and  light  might  he 
obtained.  Without  inipugDing  the  motives  of 
those  who  live  at  Kast  Boston,  Koxbury  or  else- 
where, he  hoped  they  would  consider  the  feelings 
and  wisbes  of  the  residents  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Hie  reservoir. 

Henry  Morgan  urged  some  considerations  in  fa- 
vor of  the  reservoir  site ; — that  the  site  was  owned 
by  the  city;  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  locate  the  Court  House;  the  people, 
who  were  interested  no  less  than  the  lawyers, 
were  in  favor  of  It,  and  if  objections  were  made 
to  the  proposed  locality,  it  would  be  only  requir- 
ing the  same  class  of  people  to  remove  who  were 
driven  away  from  as  eligible  bouses  on  Pember- 
ton square.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  hoard 
would  locate  the  Court  House  as  was  proposed  by 
the  committee. 
Peter  B.  Brigham  objected  to  the    reservoir  site 


as  an  injury  to  the  property  in  that  neighborhood 
to  the  amount  of  twenty-live  per  cent.  His  sug- 
gestion wis  that  the  present  Court  House  should 
be  used  for  the  criminal  courts  and  for  the  Pro- 
nate  and  Registry  offices,  and  that  a  Court  House 
should  be  erected  on  Peinbertou  square  for  civil 
business. 

K.  H.  Derby,  in  replv  to  some  of  the  objections 
which  had  been  made,  -aid  be  had  a  conversation 
with  the  Cblet  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  on 
the  day  ol  'he  rorniei  hearing,  and  he  said  it  was 
a  perversion  of  Justice  to  hold  courts  where  jurors 
could  not  bear  the  evidence  which  was  suinuitted 
to  them.  In  regard  to  the  leinoval  of  bu-iness 
west,  the  husines-  wis  reviving  in  tint  direction, 
and  estates  in  Pemberton  square  were  now  worth 
four  tunes  as  much  as  formerly. 

Estates  in  Asbnurton  street  and  in  otber  streets 
in  that  vicinity  would  be  increased  much  in  value 
by  the  removal  of  the  Court  House,  as  proposed. 
He  could  see  no  serious  difficulty  iu  such  a  remov- 
al, and  be  could  not  regaril  the  reasons  given  by 
members  of  the  bar  as  having  any  weight.  They 
did  int  wish  to  go  farther  or  higher,  that  was 
ail.  But  of  the  750  members  of  the  bar,  the  re- 
monstrances were  not  signed  by  more  th  in  200. 

.Mr.  Derby  stated  some  objections  to  the  Pein- 
berton-siju are  locality,  which  would  necessitaie 
the  widening  of  Howard  street,  and  in  lurlher 
urging  the  lemoval  of  the  Court  House,  he  said 
the  present  Court  House  should  be  dedicated  to 
commerce,  and  a  revenue  of  £40,000  or  .$50,000 
could  be  obtained  from  the  building  in  fitting  it 
up  for  banking  and  insurance  offices.  Besides 
this,  saving  the  cost  of  further  facilities  far  the 
Kegistry  and  Probate  offices,  with  th"  revenue 
which  might  be  derived  therefrom,  would  give  a 
further  saving  of  $15,000. 

Mr.  Derby  replied  to  some  of  the  oojections 
against  the  use  of  the  stone  of  the  reservoir,  stat- 
ing that  it  was  the  best  of  granite,  and  he  would 
have  that  which  was  used  for  the  sides  not  ham- 
mered. A  good  front  could  be  secured,  and  as  to 
the  style  ot  the  building,  he  referred  to  buildings 
in  Europe  which  were  on  similar  lots  and  of  an 
admirable  appearance. 

B.  K.  Brooks  presented  a  letter  from  ex-Mayor 
Norcross,  giving  reasons  in  favor  of  the  Peinber- 
ton-square  site,  and  expressing  regret  that  it  was 
not  taken  in  1867,  uuder  the  act  of  the  Legislature. 
He  believed  that  it  would  De  the  m  ist  convenient 
place  for  a  Court  House. 

The  hearing  was  now  closed.

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
and  Public  Squares  be  authorized,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Committee  on  Common  and  Public 
Squares,  to  expend  for  tools  and  repairs,  iu  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  heretofore  appropriated  f  or  that 
purpose,  $600;  said  ainouut  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Common,  etc. 

REPORT  OF  A  COJIMITTF.E. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Cem- 
eteries, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
James  A.  Healy  and  others,  members  of  the  char- 
itable corporation  known  as  the  House  of  the 
Good  Sheoherd,  for  permission  to  set  apart  a 
small  portion  of  the  estate  held  by  them  in  Kox- 
bury as  a  burial-place  for  the  sisters  of  the  insti- 
tution, having  considered  the  subject,  made  a  re- 
port that  all  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  vi- 
cinity rem  mstrate  strongly  against  granting  the 
request  of  the  petitioners  for  the  following  rea- 
sons : 

1.  Because  it  is  contrary  to  enlightened  public 
sentiment  and  to  the  established  policy  of  the 
city. 

2.  Because  it  would  injuriously  affect  the  value 
ot  real  estate  in  the  vicinity. 

3.  Pecause  under  some  circumstances  it  mav 
be  -one  dxn^erou^  to  the  health  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

4.  Because  it  mig'at  be  an  obstruction  to  public 
improvement. 

5.  Because  it  would  create  a  dangerous  prece- 
dent. 

After  bearing  all  the  parties  in  interest,   the 
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committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  contra- 
ry to  public  policy  to  permit  the  establishment  of 
a  burial-ground,  however  limited  in  area,  in 
such  a  populous  district  within  the  limits  of  the 
city;  and  while  they  desire  to  afford  every  facility 
for  enlarging  the  usefulness  of  this  noble  charity, 
they  believe  that  the  injury  to  public  and  private 
interests  by  granting  this  request  would  out- 
weigh any  benefit  which  might  accrue  to  the  insti- 
tution. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw.

Reference  to  Commitree  on  Finance  of  a  request 
of  the  Committee  on  Bridges,  lor  aD  additional 
approepiation  of  $8000. 

On  the  question  of  reference  to  Committee  on 
Finance  of  a  request  of  the  Directors  for  the  Fast 
Boston  Ferries,  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$50,000,  to  meet  current  expenses, 

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14  inquired  if  the  request  of 
the  directors  of  the  ferries  had  been  in  the  bauds  of 
the  Committee  on  Ferries? 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  stated  that  it  had  not. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  if  he  understood  the 
matter  aright,  if  tbe  tolls  were  not  taken  off,  it 
was  estimated  that  there  would  not  be  any  defi- 
ciency to  be  provided  for.  He  thought  the  com- 
munication should  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on|Ferries. 

Messrs.  Ryan,  Webster  of  Ward  6.  and  Woods  of 
Ward  12  advocated  the  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Ferries. 

The  Chair  commenced  reading  the  communica- 
tion, when,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ryan,  who  said  it  ap- 
peared to  be  long,  it  was  laid  on  tbe  table  and  or- 
dered to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Ryan  subsequently  moved  that  the  commu- 
nication be  taken  from  the  table.

PROJECTION  OF  PROPERTY  ON  WATER  FRONT. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5.  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  to  whom 
was  leterred  the  oruer  passed  by  the  City  Council 
Sept.  29,  1870,  requesting  the  committee  to  con- 
sider and  report  whether  any  additional  safe- 
guards are  needed  to  protect  property  on  the  water 
lront  from  destruction  by  lire,  having  considered 
the  subject,  siuniitiea  a  report,  as  follows: 

Believing  that  ihe  matter  was  one  of  great  im- 
portance to  our  citizens,  and  that  by  the  constant 
growth  of  our  city  its  importance  would  increase, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  that  the  committee 
should  visit  the  city  of  New  York  and  ohtain  such 
information  as  iley  could  by  their  personal  in- 
spection of  the  means  employed  in  that  city  for 
the  protection  of  property  on  the  water  front. 

Tk.e  committee  gave  the' subject  much  time  and 
attention,  and  were  of  the  opinion  that,  under  the 
present  oiganization  of  our  Fire  Department,  no 
adequate  protection  count  be  afforded  to  much 
valuable  progeny  now  stored  in  buildings  ex- 
tending along  twenty  miles  of  water  front  Thip 
property,  with  the  snipping  in  our  harbor,  is  at 
the  mercy  of  any  general  conflagration,  and  should 
be  protected  by  other  means  than  those  now  em- 
ployed, ihe  .serious  hres  that  hav  taken  place 
in  iiir  city  during  the  past  ten  years  are  S">  lamil- 
lar  to  every  member  of  the  City  Council  that  it  is 
unucessaiy  to  particularize  them. 

The  committee  aie,  therefi  re,  unanimously  of 
the  opinion  that  there  should  be  provided  at  once 
a  suitably  constructed  steamboat  of  light  draft, 
capable  of  beiug  propelled  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
ten  knots  an  hour,  aud  possessing  great  power  for 
raising  and  forcing  water.  This  boat  should  carry 
several  pumps  of  j.ood  capacity,  easily  connected 
or  disconnected  with  the  power,  so  that  in  case  of 
accident  some  of  them  may  still  be  available. 

This  matter  is  receiving  atrenth  n  in  all  our 
large  maritime  cities,  such  apparatus  has  been 
used  in  London  for  the  last  twelve  years  with 
great  success.  It  has  also  been  used  in*  the  city  of 
Sew  Yoik  lor  three  years.  A  communication 
from  the  Police  and  Fiie  Commissioners  of  Chica- 
go in  relation  to  the  same  matter  is  appended.  A 
boat  of  this  kind  can  be  maintained  at  a  mueh 
less  expense  than  it  now  costs  for  a  steam  hre- 
ei  gine  company  in  our  city,  while  in  capacity  and 
efficiency  it  would  be  equal  to  any  three  of  our 
first-class  hre-engines. 

Ihe  committee  are  also  satisfied  that  in  addition 
to  protecting  the  water  front  aud  the  shipping,  it 
would  prove  a  great  auxiliary  to  the  regular  force, 
in  commanding  all  streets  running  parallel  with 
the  water  line,  within  a  distance  of  live  hundred 
feet,  as  well  as  those  running  at  right  angles  to 
the  water  line.  In  addition  to  this  the  boat  could 
I  e  so  "(instructed  as  to  be  of  great  service  to  the 
city  in  breaking  up  the  ice  in  our  harbor. 

ihe  committee  would  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order : 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment be  and  they  ale  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  the  building  M'  an  iron  steamboat,  with 
the  necessary  iminps  and  other  apparatus  for  ex- 
tinguishing tires,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
$'20,000;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Fire  Department. 

llic  communication  Irom  the  Police  and  Fire 
ccpartments  of  Chicago  was  dated  October  21. 
1871,  and  addressed  to  Chiel-Kngineer  OamrcM.  as 
follows: 

Dear  Sir—  In  rep'y  to  your  question  respecting 
the  probable  efficie'uey  of  floating  steam-pumps  at 
the  great  lire,  1  nave  to  say  that  I  am  fully  of  the 
opinion  that  the  great  Ore  of  October  8  ami  0 
might  ba-e  been  stopped  on  ihe  west  side  of  ihe 
somh  I ''ranch,  and  that  the  whole  ol  tin'  now 
burned  district  id  the  south  and  north  divisions 
would  hive  been  preserved,  had  the   City  Uovorn- 


meut  granted  the  reqvest  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Commissioners,  and  given  the  authority  to  pro- 
cure a  poweilul  floating  steam-pump,  and  equip 
it  and  place  if  upon  the  river,  ny"  means  of  which 
we  could  have  controlled  the  tire  for  a  distance  of 
three  block?  ou  either  side  aud  parallel  with  the 
river. 

Signed  by  J.  B.  Brown,  the  president,  and  con- 
curred in  by  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Police 
and  Fire  Commissioners,  Mark  Sheridan  and  Fred- 
erick Green. 

I  fully  concur  in  all  that  is  said  as  to  the  gieat 
nsefuluess  of  the  apparatus  named  above,  but  do 
not  think  it  eou'd  have  stopped  our  great  confla- 
gration.

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Common  Council  on  Armories 
and  .Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  to  pay  S250  lor  repairs  of  arinorv  occupied 
by  Company  A.  Second  battalion  of  Iutantry, 
niade  a  rep-rt  that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  aud  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Pope  of  Ward  16,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
resolve  aud  order  lor  the  widening  of  Kneeland 
street,  on  the  northerly  side  between  Washington 
street  and  Harrison  avenue,  made  a  report r» c- 
ominenrtii'g  the  City  Council  to  concur  with  the 
Street  Commissioners  in  the  widening.  The  com- 
mittee would  also  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  oi  der  authorizing  a  loan  ol  §150,000 
to  pay  for  "the  land  damages  ami  for  repairing  the 
street  after  the  widening:

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolve  and  or- 
der for  the  widening  .if  Ihe  street  were  passed,  in 
concurrence.  The  order  to  authorize  the  borrow- 
ing of  the  money  was  read  once. 

REPAIRS  ON  THE    BOUSE   OF   CORRECTION. 

Mr.  Flvnn  of  Ward  7  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered.  Tbat  the  sum  of  $48,000  1)3  allowed  to 
the  Directors  for  Public  Insiitutious  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  such  temporary  repairs  and  alter- 
ations in  the  workshops  and  other  buildings  con- 
nected with  the  House  ol  Correction  at  south  Bos- 
tou  as  may  be  judged  necessary  and  imperative; 
such  repairs  and  altciatioi  s  to  be  mane  with  the 
view  of  a  probable  removal  of  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection to  some  other  locality:  said  sum  to  be 
transferred  lor  the  purpose  from  the  Reserved 
Fund. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  Mr.  Fiynii  moved 
a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  its  second  reading, 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12,  objected  and  honed 
that,  time  would  be  allowed  to  consider  the  order. 
He  was  not  satisfied  that  so  large  a  sum  as  $48,000 
was  needed,  and  believed  that  s2.">.ooo  would  be 
quite  sufficient  to  make  all  the  repairs  that  were 
needed.  Before  any  sum  should  be  voted,  be 
hoped  the  order  would  lie  taken  from  the  la'do. 
requesting  the  committee  to  report  in  relation  to 
the  selection  of  a  sire  for  the  House  of  Correction, 
and  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  new  buildings. 
When  -uch  a  report  i*  made,  they  could  aetunder- 
Standinglv.  It  might  be  found  nocessarv  to  \  at*  a 
larger  sum,  as  much  as  £123,600,  which  the  Coun- 
cil had  refused.  Until  snob  a  report  is  made,  it 
would  be  acting  ill  the  daik. 

M.FUnn  said  he  did  not  suppose  that  those 
Mb  i  opposed  tlii.- order   would    l>e    willing  to  Vote 
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one  dollar  for  repairs  of  the  House  of  Correction. 
The  su'ijeet  baa  been  fully  discussed,  and  they 
illicit  as  well  vole  upon  ii  cow  as  at  any  rime. 
Ai;v  opposition  to  it  would  be  for  rfie  purpose  of 
putting  it  off  to  uext  year,  the  onlei  in  il«  pro- 
visions was  aim  ist  I  he  same  as  that  ol  tie  report 
of  tUe  committee,  which   called  for  860,000. 

11*.  Woods  of  Ward  12  hoped  the  rules  would 
not  be  suspended,  and  rhat  the  oiler  would  be 
laid  over  one  week,  as  i.s  customary.  The  pream- 
ble and  order  on  the  table  should  he  taken  up  and 
acted  upon  first.  If  it  should  he  the  opinion  of 
the  eominiliee  that  the  House  of  Correction 
Should  not  he  removed  in  less  than  two.  three. 
01  live  years,  thes  wished  to  know  it,  aed  :tet  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstances,  should  it  remain 
there  three  years',  this  sum  would  be  only  a  small 
part  of  that  which  would  he  required. 

In  the  report  ot  the  directors  they  recommended 
the  erection  ol  a  brick  ebapel  as  necessary,  and 
be  wished  to  have  the  views  of  the  committee-, 
long  or  short,  on  the  question  of  removal.  When 
it  is  found  out  how  long  the  institution  is  to  te- 
main,  Iheu  they  could  vote  uuderstandingly.  If 
Ibis  order  should  he  p»ssed,  they  might  he  called 
upon  to  vote  for  an  additional  appropriation  for  a 
cliapel. 

.Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  rules  would  he 
suspended,  for  this  subject  bad  become  thread- 
bare from  discussion  and  should  he  settled.  Ic 
was  not  to  be  supimsed  that  certain  gentlemeu 
would  vote  a  dollar  for  repairs.  The  present  order 
was  substantially  that  which  had  been  before  the 
(.  ouucil  for  three  months. 

.Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  there  were  one 
or  two  things  in  Ibis  order  he  did  not  understand. 
The  report  ot  the  Committee  he  believed  should 
be  accepted,  and  they  should  be  given  what  they 
ask  for.  He  liked  the  language  ol  the  committee 
better  than  the  language  of  this  order,  and  their 
order  could  not  he  improved,  ibis  order  lim- 
its their  action  to  the  workshops,  while  theirs  al- 
lows tie  m  the  liberty  to  expend  the  money  as  well 
on  the  erection  of  a  chaoel.  He  was  therefore  op- 
posed to  tbe  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Mersey  said  he  agreed  with  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  II,  that  the  committee  might  come  to 
the  Council  again  and  ask  for  money  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  chapel.  The  subject  was  very  important 
and  the  rules  should  not  be  suspended. 

.Mr.  Flynn  said  the  order  covered  even  thing  as 
the  committee  desired.  It  provides  for  making  re- 
p  tirs,  conditioned  upon  the  removal  of  the  House 
of  Correction.  Tbe  necessity  lor  repairs  was  im- 
perative, and  these  would  be  made  Judiciously.  If 
the  members  of  the  Council  had  no  confidence  in 
tbe  directors  they  could  vote  agairst  the  order. 

The  motion  for  a  suspension  oi  the  rules  was  car- 
ried. 

Mr.  Pond  of  Ward  3  inquired  if  an  amendment 
was  an  order,  anil  to  the  reply  that  it  was,  moved 
to  substitute  the  order  of  the  committee, 

Tbe  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  could  not  be 
entertained,  as  that  motimhad  been  before  the 
Council  and  bad  been  rejected. 

Mr.  Mersey  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  tbe 
words  "chapel  accommodations,"  stating  that  the 
directors  Dad  said  there  was  an  imperative  de- 
mand for  a  chapel.

and  said  railway  company  shall  hold  the  city 
harmless  from  all  claims  for  damages,  costs  or  ex- 
penses, on  account  Ol  or  growing  out  of  the  grad- 
ing ol  said  highways  as  above  described  and  de- 
tei  mine  i ;  ami  before  entering  upon,  excavating, 
or  altering  said  highways,  said  railway  company 
shall  give  security  as  provided  in  section  48,  chap- 
ter t>3,  ol  the  General  Statutes.  At  the  crossing  of 
Adams  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  near  field's 
Corner, and  at  Park  street,  Melville  avenue,  Matn- 
er  street,  Centre  street  and  Codinan  street,  said 
ra.lw  iy  company  shall  erect  and  maintain  suita- 
ble gates,  and  employ  competent  agents  r0  open 
and  close  rue  same  while  an  engine  or  train  pass- 
es, and  at  each  of  said  crossings  said  company 
shall  erect  posts  and  signs  in  accordance  with 
section  84,  chapter  03,  of  tue  General  Statutes. 

Ordered,  i'hat  the  Old  Colony  &  Ncwpoit  Kail- 
way  Company  be  and  they  ate  hereby  deeded  to 
etect  and  maintain  such  number  of  liars  or  gates 
as  the  Committee  on  Paving  may  deem  the  public 
safety  and  convenience  require,  where  said  rail- 
way crosses  Park  strset.  Mill  street  and  Walnut 
street,  Ward  16,  and  station  agents  to  [open  and 
close  tke  same  when  an  engiae  or  train  passes. 

PAPERS  FROM   THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  petitions  of  the  Kbenezer  Baplist  Society, 
Dyer  &  Uurney  and  others,  E.  H.  Clarke  and 
ethers,  and  students  of  the  .Massachusetts  College 
of  Pharmacy,  were  severally  referred,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  order  to  withdraw  the  "Comer  estate"  ou 
Suffolk-street  Distiict  from  sale,  until  otheiwise 
ordered,  was  considered. 

Alderman  Pope  opposed  tiie  order,  stating  that 
the  estates  had  been  advertised  for  sale  the  pres- 
ent week,  and  a  delay  would  lie  to  the  injury  of  the 
property,  and  should  the  gift  not  be  made,  or  the 
right  of  Hie  city  to  make  such  a  girt  he  doubted, 
its  further  advertising  would  be  required. 

Alderman  Gibson  moved  to  lay  the  subject  over 
one  week,  for  an  inquiry  into  it,  and  on  tiie  state- 
men*,  being  made  that  the  sale  was  ordered  dur- 
ing the  week,  moved  an  indefinite  postponement 
of  the  order. 

Alderman  Kicker  inquired  if  the  interests  of  the 
city  would  be  injured  uy  withdrawing  the  proper- 
ty lrom  sale,  and  if  not,  he  hoped  that  the  order 
might  be  passed. 

Alderman  Pope  said  if  he  believed  the  Govern- 
ment could  appropriate  the  estates  in  question 
tor  the  purposes  proposed,  he  would  make  no  ob- 
jection to  a  delay  of  the  sale;  but  after  advertis- 
ing the  sale  of  the  estates,  which  were  worth  some 
s;;o,000,  there  would  he  a  loss  of  the  interest,  a 
doutit  whether  the  gift  could  be  made,  and  a  fur- 
ther expense  for  advertising.     He    believed   the 


Board  was  prepared  now  to  Bsty  whether  the  gift 
of  the  property  should  tie  made  as  asked  for. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  know  what  the 
object  was  in  giving  away  this  property,  nut  as 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  has  advertised  it 
for  sale,  he  thought  the  petitioners  had  better 
look  up  some  outer  |  osition  more  suitable  than 
this.  As  the  buildings  are  fitted  up  for  dwelling- 
houses  they  cannot  be  what  they  desire,  and  they 
had  better  take  waste  land  and  erect  a  building 
sucii  as  may  better  arswei   their  pin  poses. 

Aldernian  I.itri  •  did  not  believe  there  was  time 
now  to  .-(insider  iho  question  before  ni<>  sale  should 
be  made,  ami  he  doubted  whether  the  city  had  a 
right  to  give  away  the  property.  The  streets  had 
been  graded  up  on  tne  Suffolk-Street  District,  and 
the  committee  wished  to  get  the  property  off  their 
hands,     11    the  city   desired  to    help  in   the  educa- 

ti I  young  men  as   apothecaries,  let  the  money 

be  voted  lor  the  purpose. 

The  motion  lor  indefinite  postponement  was 
carried.

fhe  order  to  tit  up  rooms  in  the  Central  Charity 
Bureau  for  tiie  ac  ominoiiation  of  the  paymaster 
of  the  soldiers'  Kelief  Committee,  and  to  tit  up 
the  room  occupied  by  him  in  the  City  Hall  for  the 
Department  fur  th.3  survey  and  Inspection  of 
Bud  l>ngs,  was  referred,  in  concurrence,  to  Corn- 
mil  tee  on  Public  Buildings,  with  instruction  to 
hear  parties. 

The  orders  to  erect  a  building  for  Engine  Xo.  4, 
a  spare  engine  and  tire  apparatus,  also  an  armory 
for  the  National  Lancers,  on  the  land  purchased 
for  the  purpose  on  Bultincb  street,  at  an  estimat- 
ed cost  of  SG0.000,  and  for  a  loan  of  said  amount  to 
be  appropriated  therefor,  were  passed  by  a  vote  of 
8  to  2,  as  follows,  Alderman  Kicker  having  tirst 
voted  no  and  changed  his  vote:

The  resolve  and  order  to  widen  Ivnealand  street 
at  a  cost  of  s'150,000,  and  an  order  for  a  loan  of  that 
amount,  were  passed  by  an  unanimous  vote. 

I'he  reports  and  orders  to  rescind  tin  order  of 
the  27th  of  June  last,  relative  to  the  lease  of  laud 
on  the  easterly  side  of  Albany  street,  opposite  the 
City  Hospital,  and  that  the  lot  of  land  or  the  east- 
erly side  of  said  street,  opposite  said  hosoital,  con- 
taining ."0,000  square  feet,  be  placed  in  the  charge 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  with  directions 
to  lease  the  same  on  such  terms  as  may  be  best 
for  the  interests  of  the  city,  coming  up  referred  to 
Committee  on  City  Hospital,  tue  reference  was 
concuned  in. 

The  request  of  Directors  of  East  Boston  Ferries 
for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $50,000  was  re- 
ferred to  Committee  on  Ferries,  instead  of  Com- 
mittee on  Fiuance,  in  concurrence. 

REPAIRS  OF   HOUSE  OF   CORRECTION,. 

The  order  to  transfer  from  the  Reserved  bund 
$48,000  for  temporary  repairs  on  shoos,  chapel, 
etc  ,  at  House  of  Correction,  with  a  view  to  tne 
probable  removal  of  that  institution  to  some 
other  locality,  was  considered. 

Alderman  e"lutntr  said  he  was  willing  to  vote 
for  a  reasonable  amount  for  temporary  repairs  of 
the  House  of  Correction,  but  he  would  like  to 
know  of  the  committee  whether  this  was  not  a 
larger  sum  than  was  necessa.y. 

Aldernian  Cutter  reolied  that  the  sum  asked  for 
was  for  building  a  chapel  in  place  of  the  one 
burnt,  and  for  other  necessary  repairs.  This 
amount  they  believed  was  as  little  as  the  Direct- 
ors could  get  along  with. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  not  only  the  chapel 
but  a  portion  of  the  old  dwelling-house  was  burnt. 
They  did  not  call  lor  more  because  of  the  design  of 
removal  of  the  House  of  Correction  eventually 
from  South  Boston.  The  amount  called  for  they 
must  have,  and  with  the  repairs  they  can  earn 
and  pay  it  back  in  time. 

The  order  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
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HEARING  ON  ORDER  OF  NOTICE. 

Tbe  bearing  on  order  of  notice  on  the  proposed 
construction  of  a  sewer  in  Morula  nd  street  was 
taken  up,  and  the  report  was  recommitted.

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  in  favor  of  petitions  for  stables  as  fol- 
lows: Joseph  F,  Paul  &  Co.,  to  erect  a  brick 
stable  for  twenty  horses  on  Bristol  street;  Michael 
Driuan.  to  build  a  wooden  stable  for  eight  horses

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  7'av- 
ing.  on  the  order  relative  to  the  work  on  Parker 
street,  made  a  report  that  in  their  opiuion  it  is  in- 
expedient to  suspend  operations  on  Parker  street. 
Accepted. 

REPORT     ON     ALLEGED     ABUSES    AND     EXTENDING 
USEFULNESS  OF  TEMPORARY  HOME. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  joint  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  inquire  inlo  the  truthfulness 
of  certain  alleged  abuses  in  the  management  of 
the  institution  known  as  the  Temporary  Home,  in 
Cbardon  street,  and  who  were  directed  to  cooler 
with  the  Committee  on  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
with  reference  to  extending  the  usefulness  of  that 
institution,  having  carefully  considered  the  sub- 
ject, submitted  the  following  report: 

The  alleged  abuses  to  which  tbe  attention  of  the 
committee  was  called,  consisted  in  the  refusal  of 
the  persons  having  charge  of  theTeui  icirary  Home 
to  receive  women  in  travail,  who  had  no  means  of 
obtaining  suitable  accommodations  elsewhere. 

The  committee  gave  several  hearings  upon  the 
subject,  and  summoned  all  the  persons  possess- 
ing information  upon  the  cases  mentioned  in  tbe 
charges,  it  appeared  in  evidence  that  there  was 
only  one  instance  in  which  there  was  an  absolute 
refusal  to  receive  a  woman  who  by  the  rules  of 
the  institution  was  entitled  to  temporary  relief. 
On  the  17th  o.  June  last  a  woman  was  delivered  at 
a  child  in  the  Public  dardeu.  She  was  taken  l.v 
one  of  the  officers  on  duty  there  to  the  Fourth  l'o"- 
lice  station  in  Lagrange  street.  She  had  money 
(•If  100,)  and  was  willing  to  pay  for  accommodations. 
The  captain  uireoted  an  officer  to  take  her  to  the 
Warren-street  Home,  where  women  in  such  con- 
dition were  usually  admitted.  That  institution 
was  found  to  te  lull,  ami  tbe  captain  then  in- 
structed tbe  officer  to  take  the  woman  to  the 
Hume  in  Chard  on  street. 

On  aiiiving  at  that  ulace.  a  woman  whom  the 
officer  supposed  to  be  the  matron,  said  ihey  could 
not  receive  the  woman  there,  that  they  liad  no 
one  to  take  cure  of  her,  and  according  to  the  state- 
ment of  the  officer,  suggested  that  she  should  be 
taken  to  the  place  known  is  the  City  Ciier'sin 
Poitlnud  street,  lhe  officer  took  her  there  and 
the  was  received. 

The  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  on  tbe 
Temporary  Home  admitted  that  it  was  a  mistake 
not  to  have  received  this  woman.  It  being  :i  pub- 
lic holiday,  tbe  matron  had  leave  of  absence,  and 
the  person  in  charge  bad  oeen  connected  with  the 
establishment  only  two  or  tluee  weeks,  and  was 
unfamiliar  with  the  rules.  The  statement  of  the 
officer  that  she  suggested  the  place  where  accom- 
modation was  finally  obtained,  was  contradicted, 
as  she  did  not  know  of  any  such  place  a",  that 
time. 

Several  other  cases  were  presented  to  the  com- 
mittee where  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  Home 
had  Objected  to  receiving  women  "about  to  be 
confined,"  but  it  appeared  that  their  objections 
were  sustainod  1  y  the  rules  at  present  in  force  bli- 
the government  of  the  Home,  and  that  wheu  it 
was  made  apparent  that  the  person  for  whom   ad- 


mission was  sought  could  not  be  accommodated 
elsewhere,  and  that  they  would  be  likely  to  suffer 
if  turned  away,  tuey  were  received  and  properly 
cared  for. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  here  the  purposes  for 
which  the  Temporary  Home  was  established.  It 
was  first  opened  at  No.  133  Charles  street  in  1862. 
In  the  manual  of  the  Overseers  of  the  I'oor,  print- 
ed in  1866,  it  is  stated  that  "the  house  is  not  in- 
tended, and  is  nut  used  for,  the  accommodation 
of  any  person  who  from  any  cause  is  entirely 
destitute,  or  unable  to  earn  a  living,  and  must  be- 
come a  permanentreeipieut  of  tne  charity  of  the 
public.  For  these  the  institutions  of  the  ciiy  at 
Deer  Island,  and  those  ol  the  State  at  Bridge- 
water,  Tewksbury  anil  llonson  have  oeeu  provided, 
and  to  one  of  them  such  persons  are  immediately 
forwarded  if  they  happen  to  be  brought  to  the 
Home.  But.  as  its  title  indicate',  it  has  been  insti- 
tuted for  granting  such  temporary  -belter  ami 
food  as  may  be  needed  by  persons  who  require 
such  assistance  while  endeavoring  to  procure  em- 
ployment or  find  friends  who  are  able  and  willing 
lo  provide  for  them.  *  * 

In  the  course  ol  the  year,  the  Home  receives 
as  inmates  many  women  who  have  been  at  the 
State  almshouses,  or  perhaps  in  private  charita- 
ble institutions,  for  tne  purpose  ol  being  confined  ; 
they  come  with  their  infants,  and  if  no  objection 
is  apoareuf,  places  are  found  lor  them  m  good 
families,  as  wet  nurses.  *  *  *  *  *  All  Hie 
foundlings  ot  the  city  are  brought  imme- 
diately to  the  Home,  and  if  found  to  be 
healthy  and  otherwise  in  such  general  go  id  con- 
dition "as  warrants  such  a  course,  they  aie  re- 
tained in  the  bouse  for  the  puipose  of  being  dis- 
posed of  to  persons  who  are  willing  to  adopt  and 
care  for  them  as  th'.  ir  own,  and  who  are  able  to 
satisfy  the  matron  of  their  undoubted  ability  tc  do 
so;  in  this  wav  we  are  aide  to  provide  for  the 
foundlings  brought  to  us  who  are  not  diseased  or 
otbern  isc  objectionable." 

In  tbe  rules  for  tbe  government  of  tbe  Home,  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Council,  it  is  stated  that 

"  lhe  Temporary  Home  is  designed  to  lurnish 
provision  lor  foundlings  and  persons  in  a  desti- 
tute condition.  Only  women  and  children  can  !»• 
lodged  there ;  but  meals  are  given  to  deserving 
persons  on  applicati  ■  n  to  the  mat]  on  or  overseers. 
It  is  uot  to  be  understood,  however,  that  all  per- 
sors  applying  will  be  lodged  and  led.  A  just  dis- 
crimination will  be  exercise  !.  and  tbe  general 
purpose  is  to  pi  ovule,  th'ou>;h  the  overseers  aud 
Temporary  Home,  a  means  of  giving  temporary 
relict  only  to  deserving  persons,  after  such  inquiry 
and  investigation  as  the  circumstances  of  each 
case  require  aud  admit  of.  Lodgings  will  Vie  pro- 
cured for  males  at  the  station-houses  or  elsewhere 
in  such  cases,  as  may  be  deemed  proper." 

In  compliance  with  that  portion  ot  the  order 
which  refers  to  enlargiug  the  usefulness  of  the 
Home,  the  committee  conferred,  with  the  Board 
of  Overseers  a8  well  as  the  joint  standing  com- 
mittee ol  the  City  Council  on  that  department. 
The  opinion  of  the  board  was  asked  upon  the  fol- 
low hit:  questions,  namely: 

1.  the  expediency  of  changing  the  present 
rules  or  practice  in  relation  to  tbe  admission  to 
the  temporary  Boine  of  women  about  to  be  con- 
fined, who  are  sent  there  b\  the  police. 

2.  lhe  expediency  of  enlarging  the  facilities  for 
affording  temporary  relief  to  citizens  and  strang- 
ers who  fell  into  distress,  especially  during  the 
cold  season. 

3.  The  expediency  of  making  a  more  complete 
record  of  the  applications  for  temporary  relief. 

In  res)  onse  to  these  questions,  the  following 
communication  was  received  by  the  committee:

The  communication  of  the  committee  to  lhe 
board  propounding  certain  inquiries  as  to  the  ex- 
pediency of  nioiilying  the  rules  for  the  govern* 
inentof  tbe  Home,  so  that  .ts  benefits  may  ho 
mm"  larceh  extended,  to  women  in  travail  and 
males  needing  shelter  at  nig.it.  was  taken  into 
consideration  it  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpuse 
on  Monday.  Ten  meinters  of  the  board  were 
present;,  who  were  all  of  a  mind  that  the  rules 
could  not  be  changed  I  <  advantage,  or  the  prac- 
tice under  them  essentially  modified. 

If  any  woman  tn  labor  who  is  homeless  is 
brought  to  the  Home,  her  condition  is  Do  ground 
lor  refusing  to  receive  her.  anil  such  eases  we 
ah\.i\  ?  intend  to  receive.       Hut  it  is  believe  '  to  he 
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the  best  policy  fur  the  city  not  to  encourage  wom- 
en who  are  about  to  be  confined  to  come  there.  It 
is  not  a  convenient  place  lor  rh:'  purpose;  it  inter- 
feres with  the  comfort  of  other  inmates,  and  for 
tljose  persona  who  have  no  means  to  procure  suit- 
ahle  treatment  at  their  homes  or  at  the  hospitals 
where  such  cases  are  received,  the  almshouses  of 
the  State  or  city  offer  fitting  accommodations. 

It  f-bould  be  borne  in  mind  that  ours  is  a  tempo- 
rary home  fur  destitute  persons,  not  designed  for 
the  care  of  the  sick,  and  wholly  unsuitable  for 
cases  of  uncertain  or  protracted  convalescence; 
moreover,  were  it  once  understood  that  this  class 
of  unfortunates  were  always  to   be  received  at  the 

Home,  undue  advantage  of  it  would  be  taken  by 

persons  Of  vicious  ways,  not  only  by  such  as  re- 
side w  ittaln  our  hums,  iiur  in  any  would  resort  here 
from  other  places  for  the  purpose  of  being  con- 
fined  without  cost  or  publicity. 

I' or  reasons  too  obvious  to  enumerate  it  would 
ne  unwise  to  aduiit  ni"n  to  the  Hone-  at  night. 
It    is    exclusivelv    appropriated    to    women    and 

children,  ami  whoever  is  lainiliar  with  the  class 
commonly  needing  shelter  in  a  city  like  ours, 
must  realize  that  in  a  building  such  as  that  In 
(  bardon  street,  with  only  one  male  official  em- 
ployed, to  adum  men  would  be  wholly  oui  of  the 
question.  It  has  been  for  many  years  the  policy 
to  lurnish  lodgings  at  the  police  station,  for  those 
left  without  other  shelter  at  night,  and  accommo- 
dation graduated  to  the  wants  and  deserts  have 
been  provided;  not  in  cells,  but  upper  chambers 
clean  beds  and  comfoi table  rooms  are  assigned  to 
all  who  nave  any  reasonable  claim  to  them;  but 
when  persons  are  intemperate,  or  not  sulhciently 
neat,  they  are  kindly  treated  hut  placed  some- 
where else. 

It  is  more  convenient  in  our  present  extended 
limits,  fu  those  overtaken  at  qight  without  shel- 
ter or  m  \nis  to  procure  it,  to  pass  the  night  in 
the  station  nearest  at  band,  than  to  tiavel  some 
distance  in  search  of  what  may  prove  not  to  be 
better.  In  all  instances  where  men  have  applied 
to  the  Home  lor  lodgings  whose  infirm  condition 
of  health  rendered  the  station  no  suitable  place 
lor  them,  or  other  circumstances  warranted  it, 
the  janitor  has  procured  near  by  apartments  for 
their  accommodation.  When  such  eases  have 
been  sent  to  him  from  the  stations  or  by  the  police 
officers  on  their  beats,  he  has  invariably  made  the 
same  disposition  of  them, where  the  circumstances 
justified  it.  Such  cases  OJCUr  only  at  long  inter- 
vals, not  tweuty  in  a  year,  and  not  often  enough 
to  ju-cify  the  permanent  appropriation  of  room 
outside. 

It  w.»S  suggested  in  the  course  of  the  discussion, 
that  if  the  police  officers  in  charge  at  night  were 
authorized  to  procure  accommodations  for  such 
eases  as  they  could  not  fittingly  accommodate  at 
the  stations,  it  would  save  unnecessary  trouble  for 
all.  The  statute  imposes  upon  the  cities  and 
tow  ns  Ihc  obligations  to  provide  primarily  for  all 
cases  Of  distress  wUhin  their  limits.  The  special 
charge  devolves  upon  the  overseers,  but  with  our 
extended  area,  and  no  almshouse  nearer  than 
Deer  island,  this  legal  obligation  can  no  better  be 
fulfilled  towards  the  homeless  at  night  than  in  the 
mode  suggested  ;  besides,  as  it  is  estimated  that 
there  pass  annually  through  the  State  some  thou- 
sands of  tramps,  who  might  earn  their  own  living, 
were  they  temperate  and  industrious,  and  who 
provide  tor  their  own  wants  by  unlawful  means, 
it  is  a  matter  of  prudence  to  supply  them  with 
1  Klgings  ac  the  stations,  that  they  may  be  marked 
and  numbeied,  and  the  public  be' better  proiecteu 
from  their  depredations. 

should  the  wealth  aud population  of  Boston  ever 
warrant  it,  branches  of  the  home,  subordinate  to 
that  in  Chardon  street,  would  be  no  doubt  estab- 
lished as  contemplated  in  the  original  design,  and 
so  enlarged  as  to  afford  shelter  at  nigbl  for  cas- 
uals. It  is  not  good  policy  to  hoM  out  induce- 
ments to  persons  anle  to  work  to  be  idle,  or  lessen 
the  stimulus  of  want  in  quickening  their  efforts  to 
obtain  employment,  itnotouly  burdens  the  treas- 
ury to  the  detriment  of  the  tax-payer,  and  by  mak- 
ing labor  dear  discourages  production,  hut  it  de- 
moralizes and  pauperizes  the  recipient  of  unnec- 
essary aid  and  often  bis  family.  But  tliis  consid- 
eration should  not  lesseu  our  disposition  to  allcvi- 
a"e  distress  or  to  increase  rbe  comforts  of  the 
poor,  v  here  it  can  be  done  without  mischievous 
consequences,  and  some  day  we  hope  Boston  will 
possess  a  modification  of  the  casual  wards  of  other 
countries,  where  in  cold  days  in  winter  the  poor 
men  out  of  work  can  find  shelter  by  day  and  where 


at  night  they  cm  obtain  their  needed  rest  in  clean- 
liness and  comfort. 

rbe  fifth  section  cf  the  oidinance  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  uourd  requires  that  record  shall  be 
kept  of  all  applications  made  for  relief,  Whether 
gr.iuted  or  refused,  and    that  is  substantially  done, 

for  all  cases  at  the  office  itself.  Record  is  kept  at 
the  Home  of  in  persons  received  even  where  only 
for  a  single  repast.  But  it  has  not  been  found 
practicable  to  set  down  the  names  of  those  who, 
olieii  intoxicated  or  known  to  be  disorderly  or 
vicious,  apply  at  the  Home  for  a  meal  and  are  not 
admitted.  Iheyare  generally  refuseJ  admittance 
on  the  threshold  and  it  would  not  be  judicious  or 
considerate  to  receive  them  Into  an  apartment 
crowded  with  persons  waiting  for  dinner  only  to 
send  ilieui  dissatisfied  an  angry  away.  Direc- 
tions will  be  given  by  the  sui-eouunittee  on  the 
Home  to  keep  record  of  any  instance  where  par- 
ries are  sent  away  for  reasons  In  any  way  peculiar 
or  where  the  information,  to  use  the  phrase  of  the 
ordinance,  mav  be  of  value  to  the  city  or  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  Home  is  believed  to  answer  well  the  ob- 
jects tor  which  it  »as  designed.  While  it  can  ac- 
commodate, in  case  01  need,  fire,  shipwreck  or 
other  calamity,  hundreds  of  .-ei-sons,  if  has  had  at 
all  times  thirty  or  forty  w  men  and  children  not 
suitable  inmates  for  the  State  or  city  almshouses, 
Who  would  be  Otherwise  homeless.  Nearly  three 
thousand  meals  ol  wholesome  but  inexpensive 
food  have  been  given  in  a  single  month  to  those 
who  were  in  want, and  the  janitor,  from  long  ex- 
perience, knows  well  how  to  discriminate  so  that 
no  one  is  admitted  without  a  reasonable  claim  to 
the  city  hospitality.  If  inhere  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil sin  aid  vis't  the  Home,  as  well  as  the  Central 
ltelief  Office,  we  are  satisfied  they  would  be  agree- 
ably impressed  with  the  good  management  of  both 
institutions. 

Th€  overseers  have  been  long  occupied  in  per- 
fecting Che  system  of  relief,  so  as  tc  prevent  suf- 
fering witlmut  increasing  pauperism,  and  while 
always  open  to  suggestions,  courting  inquiry,  and 
ready  to  adopt  whatever  reforms  commend  them- 
selves, they  are  cot  unmindful  of  the  grave  re- 
p  . nubilities  they  have  assumed,  ami  will  con- 
tinue their  best  endeavors  to  carry  out  faithfully 
the  modes  sanctioned  as  best  by  the  Cit>  Council 
aud  the  public. 

The  bond  have  ordered  tint  rhe  subjoined  reso- 
lutions with  regard  to  your  first  two  ini]airies 
should  be  communicated  to  your  committee,  with 
suitable  explanations  in  writing,  by  the  under- 
signed, delegated  from  the  board  for  the  purpose, 
and  they  will  attend  the  conference  appointed  for 
Thursday  to  answer  any  further  inquiry,  0/  offer 
such  further  explanations  or  consideiations  as 
their  zealous  wish  to  perform  conscientiously  and 
satisfactorily  to  the  City  Council  and  the  public 
the  work  they  have  undertaken,  may  suggest.

Tn  regard  to  the  matter  of  keeping  a  record  of 
the  persons  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  Home 
and  are  relnsed,  the  committee  are  clearly  of 
opin'on  that  to  prevent  the  repetition  of  such  a 
mistake  as  the  one  we  have  mentioneu,  a  record 
as  complete  as  circumstances  will  permit  should 
hereafter  he  kept  of  all  applications  by  women 
and  childreu  for  admission  for  lodgings  in  the 
Home. 

In  regard  to  changing  the  rules  so  as  to  give 
greater  facilities  for  the  admission  of  women  in 
travail,  the  committee  are  of  opinh  n  thai  it  would 
not  be  safe  to  adopt  any  other  course  than  the  one 
at  present  established,  by  which  the  matter  is  left 
substantially  within  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers.  The  duties  intrusted  to  i he  board  are 
extremely  difficult  and  delicate.  The  members 
are  lestricted  in  the  amount  an  I  the  character  cf 
the  relief  which  they  disburse,  by  statutes  and 
rules  which  are  the  result  ol  long  experience,  it 
is  to  relieve,  in  some  measure,  the  harshness  of  a 
strict  application  of  the  statute  law,  that  the 
Temporary  Home  was  established,  and  it  undoubt- 
edly performs  a  good  work. 

In  the  last  number  of  Macmillan'S  Magazine, 
published  in  London,  .is  an  article  by  an  Kneijsh 
gentleman  descriptive  of  the  American  system  of 
relief  to  the  po  >r.  The  gentleman  is  thoroughly 
familiar  with  t.v  subject  of  pauperism,  and  the 
different  "tethOd«  resorted  to  for  its  relief,  and  it 
i>  gratifying  ro  ti'vl  that  tbc  Boston  system  is 
highly  commended    by  him,  and    some  ol    itsdts- 
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tinettve  features  are  urged  upon  tbe  attention  of 
tnose  woo  have  charge  of  similar  departments  in 
England. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  oat  their  recom- 
mendations m  relation  to  the  records,  the  com- 
mittee would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order:

BILLS  OF  IdEMBESS  OF  THE  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 

Alderman  Pierce  offered  an  order  for  the  ap- 
proval' ami  payment  ot  bills  of  persons  airectiv 
or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City  Government 

Tne  order  was  read  once  id  detail,  and  neiugou 
its  passage,  Iy  its  title, 

Alderma.i  Plumei  said  he  would  take  this  op- 
portunity I  o  say  something  on  tue  subject,  with- 
out questioning  the  character  of  the  bills  ap- 
proved, the  ordinance  prohibiting  the  furnishing 
of  supplies  and  making  of  contracts  with  members 
of  the  City  Government,  appeared  to  be  but  a 
farce;  but  in  view  of  the  example  of  New  York, 
something  should  be  done  to  out  a  stop  to  the 
practice  of  making  contracts  with  members  of  the 
City  Government.  The  parties  who  do  not  have 
contracts  with  the  City  Government,  among  the 
members,  are  the  exception  lather  than  iherule, 
it  would  seem.  He  would  not  say  that  the  bills 
are  not  right,  and  supposed  they  were,  but  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  put  a  stop  10  the  practice. 
The  Legislature  should  pass  a  law  utterly  pmtrtb- 
ltmg  ail  persons,  diieetly  or  indirectly  connected 
with  the  City  Government,  from  furnishing  sup- 
plies to  tue  city.  He  did  not  know  that  there  was 
anything  now  but  to  pay  these  bills. 

Alderman  Pierce  said'  he  desired  to  s  iy  tlr.it  the 
Alderman  wis  laboring  under  a  mistake  in  his 
statement  that  the  members  of  the  C'ty  Govern- 
ment who  do  not  furnish  supplies  to  the  city  are 
the  exceptions,  on  the  contrary,  the  number  o 
that  elass  who  b;vo  bills  against  tne  city  are  but 
few,  and  the  same  II  t  of  names  mainly  appears 
each  month,  lie  did  not  disagree,  however,  with 
the  gentleman  in  his  remarks,  and  he  was  right 
in  the  general  doctrine,  which  met  his  approval 
and  indorsement  in  every  particular.  Ir  would  be 
much  belter,  in  his  view,  if  there  was  a  prohibi- 
tion of  all  contracts  by  members  connected  with 
the  City  c.overuinent  in  furnishing  supplies  to  the 
city. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  gentleman  opposite 
hoi  spoke  the  right  sentiments.  He  wis  sure 
there  were  bills  presented  to  the  City  Council  for 
approval  which,  if  they  came  from  outside  parries, 
couni  not  be  passed.  Tbe  members  of  the  City 
Council  being  on  various  committees,  it  was  fair 
to  presume  that  a  certain  amount  of  Influence  is 
exerted  in  both  branches  of  the  Government. 
There  could  be  no  qmstion  that  the  ordinance 
should  be  repealed  and  let  all  parties  in.  or  should 
be  put  up  and  kept  up  to  prevent  anyone  con- 
nected with  the  City  Government  from  furnishing 
supplies  to  i he  city.  Members  Of  the  City  Council 
were  exce<  diiip.lv  loathe  to  oppose  bills  ol  other 
members,  or  lo  gay  anything  against  their  pas- 
sat^'. 

Alderman  Cowdin  referred  to  the  practice  of 
several  years  ago  in  the  City  I  ouncil  which  led  to 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  members  of  tbe 
Board  of  Aldermen  having  been  secusremed  to 
huiinsr  goods  on  time  and  furnishing  them  to  Un- 
ci y  for  cash,  by  which  a  handsome  operatti 
made.     Under  mis  ordinance  the  practice  was  lit- 
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tie  better  than  whipping  the  devil  round  the 
stump,  for  when  a  memlier  wishes  to  make  a  c  m- 
tract  he  has  but  to  use  the  nauie  of  another  per- 
son. Taking  human  nature  as  it  is,  be  did  not 
know  of  any  btticr  way  than  to  oppose  the  pay- 
ment of  any  improper  bill  which  may  lie  presented 
for  approval.    If  a  hill  is  a  proper  one  it  should  he 

Faiu,  anil  it  should  not  he  paid  it  it  is  improper. 
I  any  Alderman  did  not  oppose  an  exorbitant  bill 
his  occupying  a  seat  at  the  board  was  a  mistake. 
Until  the  Lord  made  men  different  there  would 
always  be  found  some  way  by  which  ordinances 
would  be  evaded  by  those  who  were  determined  to 
ev;  de  them. 

The  present  ordinance  he  regarded  as  a  sort  of 
safeguard,  but  not  entirely  against  abuses,  and  he 
did  not  see  how  any  change  could  he  made  to  bet- 
ter the  matter.  As  an  illustration,  he  refeiredto 
the  former  abuses  in  the  survey  of  lumber,  to  cor- 
rect which  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  includ- 
ing this  city  and  the  neighboring  cities  and  towns 
in  one  district.  To  evade  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  the  Surveyor  General  allows  some  lumber 
Dealer's  clerk  to  he  appointed  inspector.  If  men 
were  disposed  to  be  dishonest,  it  was  impossible 
to  prevent  them  from  evading  ordinances,  and  the 
only  way  to  meet  the  case  was  to  disapprove  of 
the  bills  presented  if  they  were  not  right, 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  he  had  obtained  his  ob- 
ject in  bringing  tbe  subject  before  the  board  and 
the  public,  and  he  hoped  some  legislative  action 
would  be  had  to  prevent  the  continuance  of  the 
evil.  The  heads  of  departments  he  did  not  dcubt 
would  be  glad  to  have  some  measure  adopted  to 
cure  the  evil.  He  did  not  suppose  that  all  dishon- 
esty would  be  prevented,  but  a  legislative  prohi- 
bition would  tend  to  keep  men  honest  and 
straight. 

The  order  was  passed. 

THE  BOTtlllLL  CLAIM. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  take  from  the  table 
the  motion  made  by  him  to  reconsider  the  vote  re- 
jecting the  order  to   pay  H.  W.  Paine,  assignee  of 


Charles  Burrill,  $40,000,  in  settlement  of  said  Bur- 
rill's  claim  against  the  city. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried,  when  a  doubt 
was  raised  by  Aluerman  Kicker,  and  the  vote  was 
declared  to  he  9  in  favor.

the  reconsideration  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  7 
to  5.

deferred  to  the  Committee  oil  Claims. 

Alderman  l'ieree  moved  n  reconsideration  of  the 
reference,  for  tbe  purpo-e  of  laying  tbe  petition 
on  the  table,  being  of  tbe  beliel  tlw  the  city  had 
noibing  to  do  with  such  matters  of  claims  against 
other  parties. 

Al del  man  Gibson  objected  to  tbe  reconsidera- 
tion, expressing  tbe  opinion  that  parties  who  bad 
done  the  work  should  be  paid,  and  if  Mr.  Ifurrill 
had  employed  crippUs  and  others  to  do  his  work, 
and  had  not  paid  I  hem,  the  city  should  see  to  it 
ibat  he  shall  not  lie  paid  until '  he  has  Satisfied 
those  who  were  rightfully  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion. 


Alderman  Pierce  replied,  that  it  was  not  incum- 
bent upon  rhe  city  to  go  beyond  its  contract  to 
learn  whether  the  person  with  whom  it.  made  a 
contract  was  indebted  to  other  persons,  and  to  see 
that  such  indebtedne-s  is  paid. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  if  tbe  petitioner  was  em- 
ployed by  Burrill  to  do  his  wor*.  it  was  but  an  ac" 
of  justice  to  pay  the  parties  who  have  dime  tbe 
work,  and  not  those  who  have  pluved  round  on  the 
outside. 

Alderman  Pierce  contended  that  if  he  made  a 
purchase  of  any  one,  lor  instance,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  ship*  or  a  quantity  of  coal  from  the 
Alderman,  it  would  nor  be  his  duty  to  go  hevond 
that  purchase  to  see  whether  the  gentleman  hud 
paid  for  the  article  sold  to  him.  In  ihis  case,  no- 
body but  Burrili  could  be  under  any  obligation  to 
pay  parries  employed  l-y  him.  it  \vould  ne  a  novel 
principle  in  legislation  if  the  city  in  the  payment 
of  tbe  claim  should  dictate  to  whom  the  claimant 
should  pay  the  money. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  be  regarded  tbis  as  en- 
tirely different  lroin  ordinary  payments  nf  claims. 
It  bad  been  decided  that  the'  claim  was  not  a  legal 
One,  and  parties  come  here  who  have  claims  as 
legal  as  Burrill  has — parties  who  worked  for  him 
at  a  moderate  compensation  and  cannot  get  any- 
thing for  it.  It  was  but  a  charitable  mailer  any- 
how, in  the  payment  of  the  ci*im,  and  it  was  only 
asked  that  justice  should  be  done  ro  those  who 
did  the  work.  There  was  no  reason  why  the  board 
should  allow  those  who  were  least  entailed  tn  it  to 
carry  off  the  money,  and  leave  these  who  h^ve  the 
bestelaim  entirely"  destitute. 

jilderman  Jenkins  said  that  on  moving  the  ref- 
erence, he  did  not  know  that  it  related  to  the  Bur- 
rill claim,  and  was  willing  that  it  should  take  any 
other  course  thought  neeessaiv. 

Alderman  Fierce  said  that  the  committee  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  mutter,  having  fully  con- 
sidered all  the  clams  against  the  city. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried,  when  the 
petition  was  laid  on  tbe  table.

This  gentle- 
man objected  to  the  use  of  the  property  for  the 
purposes  designed,  on  the  ground  toat  it  would 
be  an  injury  to  him  in  the  loss  of  tenants. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  committee  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  place  designated  was  as  suitable, 
if  not  the  most  suitable  place  in  the  city  for  the 
purposes  of  Ward  &  Co.  Spectacle  Island  had  been 
designated  as  the  place  where  the  rendering  of  tliei: 
material  should  he  done,  this  place  bad  been  sug- 
gested by  the  remonstrants  againsr  the  use  of  their 
wharf  at  South  Boston,  the  committee  had  visited 
all  the  wharves  around  the  harbor,  and  could  lind 
no  place  so  suitable,  and  the  water  was  deep,  so 
tnaf  there  would  be  no  hinderarce  to  the  transship- 
ment at  all  times.  There  could  be  no  objection 
except  that  a  next-door  neighbor  thinks  it  may  be 
a  detriment  to  his  property,  should  the  request  of 
the  petitioners  be  granted". 

That  there  dim  be  some  place  where  this  trans- 
shipment, of  material  should  be  made  is  very  cl°ar, 
and  this  is  less  objectionable  than  any  other  which 
can  be  fojiid.  As  well  stop  collecting  if  it  cannot 
be  shipped  away.  The  deep  water  makes  the 
wharf  ac<  essihle  at  all  times,  the  entrance  to  the 
wharf  is  opposite  the  gas-works,  there  is  no  dwell- 
ing-house near  to  be  annoyed,  it  is  accessible  from 
all  parts  of  'he  city  through  a  wide  street,  and  it 
was  believed  that  there  could  be  no  good  objec- 
tion to  it. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  this  locality 
excelled  all  other  places  in  the  city  as  a  suitable 
one  for  the  purpose,  that  he  knew  ol",  but  he  made 
the  motion  at  the  request  of  an  owner  of  real  es- 
tate valued  at  $50,000  or  $60,000,  who  believed  that 
it  would  be  injured  half  its  value.     Me  hoped, 


therefore,  that  the   report  would   be  recommitted 
and  that  the  rctnonsu -aiiis  he  heard. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  whole  story  was  told 
in  the  siatcne.nr  that  this  was  tlie  most  desiranle 
spot  in  I  he  city  for  the  purpose  designated. 
The  city  bad  htm  compassed  In  the  committee, 
and  Messrs.  Ward  &  Co.  had  bonded  the  wharf 
and  were  now  awaiting  the  action  of  the  board. 
If  anv  o'ber  place  could  be  designated  which 
would  he  better,  there  might  be  reasons  for  re- 
cominiUing  rue  report.  As  it  was,  it  would  only 
eause  delay,  and  it  placed  the  committee  in  a  very 
delicate  position. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  be  did  not  wish  to  cause 
delay,  nut  he  would  give  the  r.inr'isti  ants  a  bear- 
ing lis  ■>  matter  of  courtesy.  It  might  not  amount 
to  much,  nut  tbe  gentleman  was  a  laree  tax-payer 
ami  be  only  advocated  that  lie  might  be  heard.  It 
might  at  least  iv-iili  In  a  compromise,  and  the 
feelings  of  i be  parries  would  lie  better  to  be  al- 
lowed a  bearing. 

The  report  was  recommitted  for  a  hearing  of  tbe 
parties  i  emonstnuing.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Kicker,  a  motion  to  re- 
consider orders  to  construct  a  bell-tower  on  tbe 
Hancock  Schoolhouse,  and  to  place  a  t>e<l  therein 
for  fire-alarm  purposes,  at  an  expense  of  .«l-00  for 
tbe  tower,  and  S2400  for  alarm  apparatus,  was 
taken  from  the  table,  aud  the  reconsideration  pre- 
vailed. 

Tbe  question  recurring  upon  the  passage  of  the 
orders,  Alderman  Cutler  so  id  he  bop«:d  they  would 
not  be  passed,  unless  the  two  other  fire-alarm 
bells  in  the  vicinity  were  dispensed  with. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  it  was  intended  to  dis- 
pense with  the  others,  and  have  one  clear  am;  dis- 
tinct alarm,  the  present  bells  beiug  so  situated  as 
to  make  the  alarm  uncertain. 

Alderman  Jenkins  doubted  whether  a  bell  tower 
could  be  erected  on  the  Hancock  Schoolhouse, 
and  there  was  no  appropriation  applicable  for  rhe 
purpose,  rie  did  not  think  the  appropriations  for 
public  buildings  would  hold  out,  and  suggested 
the  difficulties  which  might  attend  those  who 
should  he  reflected  io  the  ooard  w-itn  a  deficiency 
in  the  appropriations.  He  moved  to  amend  the 
order  by  the  addition  of  the  words  "if  found  prac- 
ticable."' 

Alderman  Kicker  said  he  bad  no  objection  to  tbe 
amendment,  for  the  superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  believed  it  to  l*e  practicable  to  erect  a 
bell-tower  on  the  schoolhouse.  and  he  had  no  fear 
in  regard  to  providing  an  appropriation  for  the 
purpose. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  of  Alderman  Gibson,  as  to 
where  the  present  aiarm-betls  weie.

REPORT  ON  THE  SALE  OF  BAD  MEAT. 

The  orders  concerning  the  concentration  of 
slaughter-house*,  the  introduction  of  bad  mei', 
audihesale  of  fresh  provisions  and  perishable 
produce,  were  taken  up  as. business  pendiog  at  tho 
adjournment  of  the  last  meeting  or  the  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  withdrew  a  pending  mo- 
tion for  an  indefinite  postponement  of  the  whole 
subject. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6,  said : 

1  am  glad  tbe  gentleman  from  Ward  10  bas  wi  h- 
drawn  his  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  the 
several  orders  attached  to  this  report,  for  while  I 
sbail  oppose  the  first  I  see  no  objection  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  other  two.  The  committee  have  col- 
lated a  large  amouut  of  information  on  tbe  gen- 
eral subjects  of  transporting,  inspecting,  slaugb- 
tei  ing  and  marketing  nimais  t  >  be  useil  for  food. 
They  have  also  examined  manynersons  ensraeed 
in  slaughtering  in  ibis  vicinity,  and  sailing  meats 
in  this  city. 

A  very  lull  abstractof  evidence  given  is  append- 
ed to  the  repor",  and  a  summary  ot  what  the  evi- 
dence shows  may  be  tound  on  page  28,  under  four 
or  live  heads,     lhe  first  is 

l.  fbat  the  present  system  ot  transporting  live 
stock  in  the  cars  is  conducted  in  sucb  a  manner 
as  to  produce  great  suffering  to  the  animals,  and 
consequently  to  increase  tbe  price,  and  injure  lhe 
quality,  of  the  meat  for  food. 

In  support  or  this  statement  the  committee  have 
quoted  largely  from  the  list  report  of  the  >t. it- 
Railroad  Commissioners.  If  tbe  Council  will  al- 
low me  1  will  read  two  or  lh>e<>  sentences  from 
that  report.  The  commissioners  s'ato  th.it.  "As 
at  pre3eut  conducted  on  the  railroads  of  tbe  United 
States,  it  is  no  abuse  of  language  to  call  the  whole 
system  ot  cattle  transportation  an  ounageon  tho 
first  principles  of  humanity.  ******  The  ani- 
mals arrive  at  tin  ir  destination  trampled  upon, 
lorn  by  each  others"  horns,  bruised  and  ble<  ..ing  ; 
having  in  fact,  suffered  all  that  animals  can  suiter 
anil  live.  Under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances they  leave  the  nain  panting,  fevered  and 
unlit  to  Kill;  under  the  least  tavorame.  a  regu- 
lai  percentage  of  dead  animals  is  hauled  out  of 
the  cars.  The  average  shrinkage  between  Chicago 
and  Boston  is  estimated  at  lento  fifteen  per  cent.  ' 

To  provide  a  remedy  lor  this  cruel  abuse  ot  ani- 
mals in  transportation  and  otherwise,  the  I 
lature  m  1809,  chapter  :;44,  passed  a  law  regulat- 
ing transportation,  which  has  been  productii  e  Of 
great  good  so  far  as  this  Slate  is  concerned;  but, 
to  quote  again  irom  the  state  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, "state  legislation  cannot  go  to  the  root  of 
the  abuse  wh  eta  lies  wholly  in  the  unregulated 
transportation  of  cattle  through  tbe  country  at 
large.  The  question,  in  fact,  is  not  a  State  ques- 
tion; it  is,  on  tbe  contraty,  one  directly  affecting 
'commerce  between  the  states.'  and  can  only  be 
dealt  with  bj  rbe  National  Government." 

This  subject  <va<  brought  before  Congress,  an  I 
a  hill  passed  the  House  ol  Representatives  at  the 
last  session,  substantially  like  the  one  passed  by 
our  Legislature  in  18C9,  notwithstanding  its  con- 
stitutionality was  questioned,  ana  is  now  peril- 
ing before  the  senate. 
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In  view  of  this  state  of  things,  vnnr  committee 
state  nothing  luituer  need  be  done  on  the  subject 
of  transportation. 

Now  as  thi.-i  matter  of  inter-State  transportation 
lies  at  the  root  of  the  whole  difficulty,  whatever 
eise  we  may  do,  without  a  change  in  this  respect, 
a  very  large  majority  of  cattle  from  the  West 
must'  nmve  at  the  slaughter-houses  in  this 
vicinity  in  a  weak  and  feverish  condition; 
and  in  this  condition  they  must  be  slaugh- 
tered and  brought  to  niarket,"uuie*»  at  great  es- 
oeuse  they  are  kept  ali\e  until  their  condition 
improves. 

ine  nauroad  Cooiunssiouers,  "in  view  of  the 
importance  oi  this  question  in  every  point  of 
view,  whether  of  humanity,  or  ecouo'oiy,  or  of 
health,  reeomnieiided  that  the  Legist  itur'e  cause 
a  memorial  on  the  subject  to  lie  prepared  tor  sub- 
mission to  Congress,  and  that  it  be  forwarded  60 
thai  body,  with  the  usual  instructions  to  our  sen- 
ators anil  representatives  111  regard  to  it." 

I  have  no  Knowledge  that  any  action  was  taken 
by  the  Legislature  on  this  recommendation,  ind 
ii  seems  to  me  now  that  it  would  be  well  for  our 
Legislature  to  semi  such  a  memorial  to  Congress. 
This  law  we  know  has  already  passed  the  House 
of  representative^,  but  questions  of  its  constitu- 
tionality have  been  raised,  and  enough  opposition 
has  been  developed  to  excite  tue  cupidity  of  rail- 
road managers,  who  aie  always  afraid  of  being 
interfered  wiih  in  their  business:  and  in  my  opin- 
ion, it  •stands  a  good  chance  to  lie  defeated  i'f  some 
more  powerful  influences  are  not  brought  to  bear 
in  favor  of  its  pfSBage,  With  this  view  of  the 
matter  I  propose  at  the  proper  time  to  offer  an  or- 
der in  addition  to  those  pcoposcd  by  the  commit- 
tee, that  the  Legislature  be  petitioned  :o  metno- 
tialize  Congress  on  the  subject. 

The  third  statement  In  the  summary  of  the  com- 
mittee is  "that  there  is  no  inspection  of  animals 
before  or  after  being  slaughtered  and  no  proper 
inspection  of  slaughter-houses,"  ro  secure  this 
"they  say  is  the  next  point  in  importance,  and 
greater  concentration  is  required  in  conducting 
the  slaughtering  business,  to  hriHg  it  about." 

To  provide  for  this  concentration  and  inspection 
the  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  first 
order  appended  to  the  report,  as  follows  (p.  32.): 

Ordered,  That  His  ilonor  the  Mayor  he  request- 
ed to  petition  the  Legislature,  in  behalf  of  tin  City 
Council,  for  the  appointment  ol  a  state  Core  mis- 
sion, to  examine  and  report  to  the  Legislature,  as 
early  as  practicable,  a  plan  for  securing  greater 
concentration  of  the  slaughter-houses  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Boston,  and  a  system  of  inspection  bv 
which  the  introduction  of  bad  meat  into  the  Bos- 
ton markets  may  be  effectually  prevented. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  if  the  members  of  this  Coun- 
cil are  willing  lo  look  into  this  matter  a  little,  and 
tind  out  what  has  been,  and  is  being  clone,  to  bring 
about  the  end  proposed,  they  will  hnd  that  the 
State  does  not  need  another  board  of  commission- 
ers, to  examine  and  report  ti>  the  Legislature  on 
this  subject,  for  it  is  at  this  time  in  the  hands  of 
a  very  aole  and  most  faithful  board.  I  refer  to  the 
Mate  Hoard  of  Health,  who  have  made  thorough  ex- 
am i  nation  of  the  various  subjects  counected  with 
the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  this  market,  in 
a  scientific  and  economic,  as  well  as  sanitary  point 
of  view.  Their  first  report  on  this  ami  other  sani- 
tary matteis,  was  made  to  the  Legislature  January 
10,1870.  lu  this  report  they  give  the  statistics  of 
the  slaughtering  business  within  six  miles  of 
Taneuil  Hall  Market.  They  show  that  this  busi- 
ness is  conducted  in  about* tiftv  establishments  in 
the  tow i'  of  Brighton  alone,  and  that  each  of  these 
establishments  was  at  tb.it  time  a  centre  of  pol- 
luted air.  They  say  that  any  description  of  the 
slaughter-houses  must  fall  short  of  the  perfectly 
disgusting  reality,  which  can  only  be  wholly  ap- 
preciated tiy  e.  personal  inspection. 

They  give  a  detailed  description  of  the  pigge- 
ries connected  with  these  establishments,  where 
the  oftal,  flesh  and  blood  are  fed  to  hogs;  and 
among  other  things,  they  say  that  "tne  slaughter- 
house i>ig-pens  are  filled  with  putrid  animal-mat- 
ter and  with  ratting  blood,  mingled  with 
excrement,  and  are  therefore  sources  of  danger 
to  the  oublic  health." 

They  describe  the  fat  and  bone  boiling  estab- 
lishments in  this  city  and  neighborhood,  where 
"tbe  boiling  is  done  in  open  vats,  and  emits  an  ot- 
fensive  order,"  and  in  one  case  in  this  ci*y  the 
scraps  were  dipped  out  of  the  vats,  spread  in  lay- 
ers, and  dried  by  a  luinace,  emitting  an  iiiSUp- 
porta  de  stench. 


They  give  an  account  of  t.hp  "disposition  made 
of  dead  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  condemned 
meat."  The  places  where  these  are  worked  up 
were  sad  to  be  filthy  in  the  extieme. 

They  show  that  all  the  above  processes  were  car- 
ried on  in  a  wasteful,  as  well  as  offensive, manner; 
and  then  proceed  to  give  the  remedy  for  this  state 
of  things,  and  show  how  all  this  work  may  be,  and 
b<.s  been  done  in  Lurope.  and  in  some  establish- 
ments in  Mew  York,  inoffensively  and  economi- 
c  illy. 

Ihey  close  I. y  saying:  "  fo  cimp'ete  the  reform 
in  modes  of  slaughtering  in  th  ;  vicinity  of  Bos 
ton,  in  such  a  way  that  nobody  shall  suffer,  and 
eveiyoody  shall  gun.  there  are  needed  one  or 
more  'abattoirs,' containing  all  the  modern  im- 
provements which  Lurope;  n  experience  can  fur- 
nish or  modern  science  suggest."  They  give  a 
description  of  how  these  abattoirs,  or  "central 
si  ingii.er-houses,  and  rendering  establishments. 
Should  be  constructed,  and  show  their  sanitary 
ami  economical  advantages;  among  which  are 
the  removal  nl  offensive  odors,  which,  as  popula- 
tion becomes  uioie  dense,  must  nQ'-c  the  public 
health;  the  removal  of  slaughter-bouse  pork  from 
then'aikef,  and  the  ready  inspection  of  meat, 
thus  securing  the  rejection  of  that  which  is  unfit 
for  food. 

in  the  body  of  the  report  is  a  treatise  on  the  val- 
ue of  nlool.  showing  how  the  albumen  may  be 
separated,  and  the  other  portions  converted  into 
a  fertilizer,  worth  more  than  Peruvian  guano. 

In  the  append ■!  there  is  a  translation  of  extracts 
from  a  French  report  ,>n  the  value  and  mode  of 
production  of  blood-albumen. 

Mow  1  submit  that  the  state  Board  of  Health 
have  in  their  report,  of  which  I  have  given  a  very 
poor  synopsis,  done  exactly  what  the  first  order  of 
the  committee  proposes  to  petition  tbe  State  Leg- 
islature to  appoint  another  commission  to  do, 
viz.:  "  riiey  have  examined  and  reported  a 
plan  for  securing  a  greater  concentratien  of 
slaughter-houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
and  a  system  of  inspection,  by  which  the 
intr  xluction  of  had  meat  into  Boston*  markets  may 
be  effectually  prevented."  They  did  noc,  indeed, 
carry  these  "plans  inio  effect;  for  when  first  ap- 
pointed and  at  the  time  this  report  was  made,  this 
board  had  no  executive  powers  conferred  upon 
them  whatever.  They  were  appointed  to  "take 
cognizance  of  the  interests  of  health  and  life 
among  the  eitizensof  the  Commonwealth  ;  to  make 
sanitary  investigations  and  inquuies  in  respect  to 
the  people,  the  causes  of  diseases,  etc.,  etc.,  and 
to  gather  such  information  in  respect  to  these 
matters  as  they  may  tteem  proper  for  diffusion 
among  the  people." 

This  hoard  did  what  it  was  empowered  to  do  in 
the  best  possible  manner,  not  ouly  on  this  subject 
of  slaughtering  animals,  but  they  have  thrown  a 
tloodot  light  up.  n  ad  the  various  sanitary  sub- 
jects which  they  undertook  to  discuss.  Their  an- 
nual reports  to  the  legislatures  of  1870  and  1871, are 
invaluable,  as  every  one  acknowledges  who  has 
had  the  pleasure  of  reading  them. 

Such  reports  seldom  fail  of  producing  an  effect 
on  those  whose  business  it  is  to  take  cognizance 
of  them,  and  ic  was  not  long  hefore  this  report  on 
Slaughtering  made  its  impression  on  the  people 
and  ultimated  itself  in  legislative  action.  June 
16, 1870,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  of  incorpor- 
ation for  the  Butcner's  Slaughtering  and  Melting 
Association,  in  Brighton,  and  for  other  purposes. 
In  this  act  the  association  are  empowered  to 
take  and  hold  such  laid,  not  exceeding  100  acres. 
as  the  State  Board  of  Health  shal'  by  vote  deter- 
mine to  be  suitable  for  carrying  on  of  said  busi- 
ness. 

The  corporation  were  authorized  to  build  upou 
said  land  suitable  buildings  for  the  slaughtering 
of  animals,  and  for  melting  and  rendering  pur- 
poses, and  all  the  necessary  stables  and  out-builcl- 
lngs. ,.  But  no  buildings  could  be  erected  until  the 
plans  thereof.  Adth  all  details  of  construction 
should  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  oy 
said  State  Board  of  Health.  *  *  All  the  business  of 
said  corporation  was  to  hecarriedon  in  accordance 
with  such  regulations  as  said  board  shall  from  time 
to  time  establish.  And  preach  violation  of  any 
one  of  said  regulations,  said  corporation  was  to 
be  liable  to  a  line  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  may,  if  in  their 
judgment  the  public  health  shall  requu-o,  order 
any  person  at  any  time  i  ngaged  in  the  business  of 
slaughtering,  within  six  miles  of  Faneuil  Hall 
Market  m   Boston,  and  not  upon  any  island,  to 
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slaughter  his  animals  upon  the  premises  of  the 
coporation.  *  *  *     '      *  *  * 

The  board  were  authorized  siso,  to  fix  the  price 
per  head  which  the  party  served  with  such  order, 
shall  pay  foi  the  use  of  the  premises. 

When  this  charter  was  granted,  it  was  supposed 
that  the  butchers  would  immediately  organize 
and  build  the  uecessary  buildings,  in  which  case 
the  State  Board  of  Health  would  have  bad  ample 
uowei-to  bring  about  the  desired  concentration 
and  inspection  in  as  short  a  space  of  time  as  would 
have  been  consistent  with  the  welfare,  of  the 
butchers,  and  the  continue*!  supply  of.  the  market 
with  meat.  But  large  bodies  move  slowly,  an'!  ir, 
must  be  borne  iu  mind  tnat  this  business  in  the 
town  of  Brighton  alone  was  conducted  iu  about 
fifty  places,  ail  constiucted  lor  doing  the  business 
in  the  manner  ic  has  been  done  for  many  years 
past,  and  s.  me  of  these  ulaces  have  been  handed 
uown  from  lather  to  soil  lor  several  generations. 
It  was  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  tbe-e 
men  did  not  immediately  see  the  necessity 
of  the  radical  change  proposed,  and  that 
they  should  have  hesitated  about  organizing 
the  corporation.  Tbey  did  not  oiganize  it. 
But  the  State  hoard  did  not  tease  their 
efforts  to  "diffuse  information  among  the 
people"  on  thi-  subject.  They  had  made  personal 
inspection  and  examination  of  tb.e  "abattoirs"  of 
Paris  and  Mew  \ork,  and  ic  order  to  show  the 
butchers  how  the  proper  buildings  ami  apparatus 
should  be  constructed,  thi  .v  procured  detailed 
plans  to  be  made  by  an  able  architect,  aim  these 
plans  are  now  m  the  hands  of  the  butchers.  Ihe 
board  also  took  the  trouble  to  escort  several  of  the 
leading  butouers  of  Brighton  to  New  V oil;,  that 
they  might  see  the  practical  operation  01  that 
establishment.  Jsordul  matters  stop  here.  Tha 
Legislature  did  not  consider  their  work  dune 
by  simply  giving  power  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  contingent  upon  the  establishment  ol  the 
abattoir  which  mey  had  incorporated. 

lOurly  in  the  present  year,  chapter  167,  1871,  thev 
passed  an  act  concerning  slaughter-houses  ami 
noxious  and  offensive  trades. 

Section  two  of  said  act  gives  power,  after  bear- 
ing the  parties,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  to 
order  any  persons  who  may  be  carrying  on  the 
slaughtering,  melting  or  rendering  business 
in  any  buildings  or  premises  iu  anv  town 
or  city  of  more  than  four  thousand  inhabitants 
to  desist  and  cease  carrying  on  such  busi- 
ness  in  such  buildings,  if  in  .he  .judgment  of 
said  board  the  public  health  or  comfort  and  con- 
venience require,  under  the  penalty  ol  $200  for  ev- 
eiy  month  they  .-hall  continue  to  iise  such  build- 
ings lor  such  purposes. 

Section  3  gives  power  to  the  Supreme  Court  to 
issue  injunctions  and  enforce  the  orders  of  the 
State  Board  ol  Health  issued  under  section  2. 

By  this  law  the  Board  ol'  Health  was  clothed 
with  no  contingent  or  doubtful  power.  B)  the  ap- 
proval of  the  court  they  coo  id  -hut  up  any  blaugh- 
ter-house  if  in  their  judgment  the  public  health 
or  comfort  aud  convenience  required, 

It  would  be  no  stretch  of  authority  on  the  part 
of  the  board  under  the  act  alter  beating  the  par- 
tics,  to  have  at  once  shut  up  lour-filtlis  of  ill  the 
slaughter-houses  in  this  vicinity,  [t  was  a  mighty 
power  I  hat  was  given  them.  It  was  such  a  power 
as  no  legislature  would  have  put  into  the  hands 
of  any  board  except  one  that  had  their  fullest  con- 
fidence. 

The  state  board  accepted  the  responsibility. 

The  law  was  approved  Aptil  8  and  went  into  op- 
eration May  8  ol'  the  present  year.  On  the  12th 
(lay  of  May  the  board  visited  Brighton  ami  re- 
examined a  large  number  of  the  establishments 
in  different  parts  of  the  town,  on  the  19th  of 
May  the  leading  butchers  01  the  \  leiioty  were  in- 
vited to  meet  the  b.  anl  at  the  .stale  House.  More 
than  Divnii)  were  present,  ami  every  memlitr  of 
the  board.  A  carefully  prepared  address  was 
read  by  a  member,  in  which  was  recited  the  du- 
ties and  powers  Of  the  board,  ami  a  liiemil\  eo- 
operation  was  requested  of  the  I  atchers  in 
the  establishment  of  the  abattoir,  so  that 
the  biisiiie-s  should  be  cornea'  i  aied  volun- 
tarily by  the  butchers  themselves,  and  thus 
the  ben  id  be  relieved  of  the  disagreeable  necessity 
of  ordering  any  of  ibe  establishments  to  be  closed. 
After  the  address  a  free  and  lull  discussion  wn 
had  with  the  butchers  as  to  the  w  hole  matter,  am! 
it  is  not  surprising  that  all  were  not  delighted 
with  the  radical  change  proposed,  nor  that  several 
could  not  at  (dice  see  how  it  w  is  to  be  brought 
about  without  great  injury  to  toeir  business. 

soon  after  ibis  several    9l'<ughter-houses  and 
rendering  establishments  lu  Brighton  ami  other 


towns  were  complained  of,  and  the  S*ate  Board, 
after  hearing  the  parties,  ordered  seven  or  eignt 
places  closed  in  Brighton,  one  of  which,  Having 
been  brought  before  the  Supreme  Court,  was 
enjoined  and  business  stopped;  some  stopped 
without  waiting  the  action  of  the  court,  and  sev- 
eral cases  are  now  pending  before  tliat  no.lv, 
who,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  not  hastily  griut  the 
injunctions  asked  for,  as  there  is  at  this  time 
every  prospect  of  a  speedy  erection  of  the  neces- 
sary buildings  for  concentration,  when  these 
places  will  tie  closed  without  further  action. 
Thus  the  state  Board  of  Health  have  worked 
their  way  along,  with  ;be  power  oi  the  law  in  one 
band  and  the  olive  braich  in  the  other,  bin. ging 
a  pressure  to  hear  wht  re  thev  felt  the  liny  imper- 
ative, aud  diffusing  information  wherever  they 
could  find  receptive  ears  ;  listening  to  the  butch- 
ers, and  candidly  considering  the  difficulties 
which  they  labor  uuder  in  making  the  change, 
and  endeavoring  iu  every  way  to  assist  them  in 
seeing  the  economical  as  well  as  sanitary  advan- 
tages :o  be  gained  t.y  it. 

I'lia  result  is.  8100,000  has  been  subscribed  to  the 
stock  of  the  company,  and,  to  my  knowledge, inore 
can  be  had  by  the  asking.  fw'enly-s'x  acres  of 
laud  nave  been  purchase  I,  which  the  State  ooard 
have  been  asked  to  examine  as  to  its  fitness,  liie 
corporation  has  been  organized  and  directors 
chosen,  and  negotiations  have  beeu  eutered  into 
to  secure  the  use  of  a  newly-patented  anparatus 
lor  bone  and  fat  nielth  g,  ana  for  rendering  the  of- 
fal anl  blood  into  a  very  valuable  fertilizer,  which 
promise-  a  very  large  profit  over  any  use  which 
has  hitherto  been  made  of  those  materials. 

Now,  Mr.  Presidei  t,  let  me  ask  il  members  of 
this  council,  after  being  informed  of  what  has 
beeu  and  is  proposed  m  i>e  ('.one,  are  willing  to 
petition  the  Legislature  to  displace  the  slate 
Board  of  Health,  and  place  this  matter  in  the 
hands  of  a  new  board  id  commissioners,  who 
must  necessarily  come  to  their  work  without  any 
experience  of  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  or 
the  temper  of  the  men  who  are  expected 
so  essentially  to  chauge  their  methods  of 
doing  business.  I  am  informed  by  several 
of  the  leading  butchers  that  the  rela- 
tions now  existing  between  them  and  the 
board  are  of  a  friendly  character,  and  are  grow- 
ing more  so.  as  they  understand  each  other  better. 

The  state  Board  of  Healtblbave  now  this  busi- 
ness well  in  hand,  and  should  not  be  disturbed.  1. 
therefore,  hope  this  hist  order  of  the  committee 
will  be  stricken  our. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  as  a  member  of  the 
committee,  spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  Sub- 
ject, as  coming  borne  to  every  family,  and  of  the 
stimulus  of  the  investigation  under  tee  excite- 
ment caused  by  the  sale  of  bad  meat,  and  by  the 
death  of  a  butcher  in  dressing  such  meat,  liie  re- 
sist was  the  report  in  prmr,  and  in   the  iuv.  - 

every  one*agr«»ed  that  something  should  tie 
done,  tbe  only  difference  being,  in  committee  what 

should  be  done  and  hi  what  way  the  evils  com- 
plai.ied  of  should  be  cured.  Alter  the  maturest 
deliberation,  tbey  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
orders  reported  by  them,  under  consideration. were 
the  best  they  could  reeomnund. 

these  orders  he  believed  would  commend 
themselves  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Council.  It  would  be  agreed  that  sonic 
persons  should  have  authority  to  seize  ami 
de-troy  bad  meat,  and  il  neccs-  iry  new  board-  or 
new  inaehine'y  should  be  put  iu  operation  to  stop 
the  selling  of  such  meat,  lie  did  not  understand 
that  ths  gentleman  from  Ward  6  made  objee  km 

to  any  except  the  first  order,  yet  be  did  not  Relieve 
that  they  could  do  better  than  to  pass  if.  request- 
ing the  'Legislature  lor  the  appointment  ot  a  Suite 
commission  to  examine  and  report  upon  a  plan 
for  securing  gre  iter  concentration  of  the  slaugh- 
ter-house- in  '.he  viciuity  of  Boston,  and  for  a  s\s- 
tent  Of  inspection  to  prevent  the  sale  of  bad  meat 
in  Boston. 

leutlernan  had  said  that  the  state  Board  of 
Health  were  on  friendly  terms  with  the  buiebei- 
of  Brighton,  but  with  great  respect  for  that  board 
lie  feared  that  tbey  were  on  too  good  terms  with 
thbse  butchers.  They  needed  something  behind 
them,  to  stimulate  them,  so  that  the]  should  not 
sit  still  for  two  years  after  their  organisation,  ami 
do  nothing  while  the  people  were  exposed  to  this 
great  danger  from  diseased  meat.  After  all  the 
excitement  orlasl  spring,  when  one  man  lost  bis 
life,  they  bad  no(  take,,  oue  step  towards  curing 
the  evil,  and  are  not  likely  to  without  being  com- 
pelled to  de  90. 

should  they  go  to  the  Legislature,  tbey  could  get 
something    In  three   months,  and   whatever  was 
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done  would  be  better  than  to  sit  still.  One  Jour- 
nal which  some  inn'  since  had  spoken  ol  the 
State  Board  of  Health  as  miking  great  progress 
in  the  regulation  or  slaughter-houses,  bad  recent- 
ly stated  chat  there  was  now  much  preliminary 
wurk  to  lie  done.

Signature  was  the  very  foundation,  without  which 
the  whole  !i:-t  of  names  which  was  obtained 
through  his  medium  was  worthless. 

I'he  undersigned,  who  was  men  a  resident  of 
Boston,  had  he  withheld  his  certificate  and  signat- 
ure with  his  rank,  winch-  toai  all  important,  might 
have  had  applied  to  him  epithets  which  were  then 
applied  at  the  time  to  the  then  non-passive  Demo- 
crats, as  well  as  other  opprobrious  epithets,  but 
he  chose  to  do  his  own  native  city  a  favor,  and 
he  now  asks  for  pay  for  his  services,  as  was  prom- 
ised. He  considers  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire. 

Tbe  city  of  Boston,  through  its  agents,  is  m- 
debied  'o  me  for  the  list  furnished,  and  without 
my  signature  it  was  as  worthless  as  a  oank  note 
without  signature  of  president  or  cashier,  remarks 
which  have  been  made  in  tbe  City  Government  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Mr.  Smith  of  \1  ardlO  inquired  how  this  petition 
appeared  in  the  Council,  it  having  been  laid  on  the 
table  in  tbe  Board  of  Alder. .iea. 

Mr.  Hull  ot  Ward  1  moved  that  it  be  laid  on  file. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  understood  that  all  the  peti- 
tioner did  was  to  attach  bis  signature  to  certain 
papers,  for  which  Mr.  Burrill  paid  him  $300.  IB 
was  now  justly  a  wonder  why  he  came  here  for 
compensation.  It  appeared  to  be  a  part  of  the 
scheme,  tint  when  one  obstacle  was  removed  in 
the  settlement  of  this  claim  there  comes  in 
another  to  make  a  hinderance  and  delay. 

.Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  t  said  that  while  he.  held 
different  views  on  this  claim  from   those  of   the 
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gentleman  from  Ward  10,  he  considered  it  extraor- 
dinary that  this  petition  should  appear  here.  It 
was  a  most  extraordinary  statement,  in  making 
a  claim  for  payment,  as  a  U.  S.  officer,  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  as  such  an  officer. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  spoke  of  the  Burrill 
claim    as  wringing  so  much  money  out  of  the  city. 

The  petition  was  ordered  to  be  placed  ou  rile. 

REPOKTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Bradtof  Ward  14,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report 
that  ou  Saturday,  Dec.  2,  from  some  cause  un- 
known,  a  fne  took  place  in  the  house  of  Kngine 
No.  7.  damaging  the  same  to  an  estimated  amount 
of  $3000.  They  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
tbe  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  tbe  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings  be  authorized  to  repair  the  dam- 
age by  fire  to  the  house  of  Engine  No.  7,  and  the 
expense  thereof  to  be  charged  to  the  aipropria- 
tion  for  Public  Buildings. 

The  rep  art  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6,  for  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  James 
H.  Littleton,  for  compensation  for  injuries  re- 
ceived while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a 
fireman,  made  a  report  recommending  its  relereuce 
to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department.    Accepted. 

Mr.  AVebster,  lor  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Anna  Astin  lor  com- 
pensation for  personal  injuries  received  on  account 
of  an  alleged  defect  in  Kneeland  street,  made  a 
report  recommending  the  passage  of  an  order  to 
pay  her  $750  on  account  of  said  injuries. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

REPORT  ON  FORT  HILL  FRAUDS. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  submitted  in  print  the  lol- 
lowing  report: 

The  special  committee  of  tbe  Common  Council, 
appointed  to  investigate  the  alleged  frauds  in  tbe 
performance  of  certain  contracts  with  the  city  of 
Boston  for  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Asa  full  abstract  of  all  the  evidence  hearing 
upon  the  matter  under  investigation  is  printed  m 
the  Appendix,  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  commit- 
tee to  state  very  briefly  the  character  of  tbe  oper- 
ations under  the  contracts  for  the  removal  of 
earth  from  Fort  Hill,  and  how  far  the  allegations 
of  Iraud  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  and  their 
agents  have  been  substantiated.  Kor  obvious  rea- 
sons the  inquiry  has  been  confined  mainly  to  the 
operations  during  the  present  year. 

Ou  the  9th  of  January  hist  aii  order  was  passed 
by  tbe  Board  of  Aldermen  "that  all  matters  of  an 
unfinished  nature  relating  to  the  coiutemplated 
improvements  on  Forr  Hill  be  referred  toa  special 
committee  consisting  of  the  chairmen  of  the  com- 
mittees on  Streets,  Paving  and  Sowers,  with  au- 
thority to  exercise  all  the  powers  relating  to  the 
premises  which  were  held  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  streets  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
1870" 

Soon  after  the  appointment  of  this  committee 
the  attention  of  the  chairman  (Alderman  JenUms) 
was  called  to  the  fact  that  vessels  were  being  bal- 
lasted with  earth  from  Fort  Mill  by  at  least  one  of 
the  persons  who  had  a  contract  from  the  city  for 
the  removal  of  eaith  to  the  docks,  lie  immediate- 
ly called  upon  the  engineer,  who  supervised  the 
execution  of  these  contracts,  for  information  as  to 
tbe  manner  in  which  the  work  was  being  perform- 
ed and  was  assured  in  the  most  positive  manner 
that  it  was  receiving  proper  attention.  About,  this 
time  the  police  officers  on  dutv  iu  the  vicinity  of 
Fort  Hill  reported  that  earth  was  being  largely 
used  for  ballasting;  and  the  Chairman  directed 
them  to  give  their  attention  more  particularly  to 
tbe  matter,  ana  report  to  him  from  time  to  true 
any  irregularities  which  came  to  their  notice 
Tnese  report:  confirmed  the  suspicion  that  frauds 
were  being  committed;  but  they  were  too  indefin- 
ite, m  the  opinion  of  the  chairman,  to  be  acted 
upon. 

On  the  seventh  of  February,  the  committee  ap- 
pointed a  superintendent  of  the  operations  on 
Fort  Hill,  with  instructions  "to  sec  that  the  con- 
tracts were  complied  with,  ami  al30  to  look  after 
flowage,  and  see  that  the  buildings  remaining  on 
the  hill  were  not  vndermiued  "  lie  soon  discov- 
ered that  the  earth  was  being  taken  to  other 
places  than  those  designated  in  tne  contracts,  and 
endeavored  to  prevent  it  by  calling  the  attention 
of  the  principal  contractors    to  the  theftB,  and  by 


sl^ationing  an  assistant  in  a  position  to  control, 
in  some  degree,  the  movements  of  the  teams,  and 
direct  them  to  the  proper  places.  The  stealing 
went  on,  however,  and  appears  to  have  increased, 
until  some  cime  in  July,  when  a  system  of  ticket3 
was  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Suffolk-street 
District  Committee,  which  put  an  effectual  stop 
to  tLe  fraudulent  practices. 

THE  CONTRACTS  FOR    FILLING  THE  DOCKS. 

At  the  beginning  of  tne  year  there  were  three 
contracts  lor  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill 
to  the  Atlantic-avenue  docks,  the  contractors 
being  John  souther.  B.  N.  Farren  and  Martin 
Hayes.  Bonner  &  Sutherland  had  a  sub-con- 
tract under  Farren,  to  remove  tbe  earth  which 
could  not  be  readily  transported  by  cars,  an-'  cart 
it  to  the  City  wharf  wnere  Farreo  was  tilling. 
These  contracts  were  completed  early  in  the  spring 
of  the  present  year. 

Tbe  committee  do  not  find  any  evidence  tendiug 
to  show  that  Mr.  Souther  or  JUr.  Farren  was  di- 
rectly concerned  iu,  or  was  knowing  to,  the  un- 
lawful appropiiation  of  earth  measured  for  re- 
moval under  their  Atlantic-avenue  contracrs. 
With  regarG  to  Mr.  Haves  they  are  unable  to 
speak  so  positively.  It  is"  ciear  that  Mr.  Hayes's 
teams  carried  awav  a  great  deal  of  Fon-Hiil 
earth,  while  he  had  the  rot-tracts  for  tilling  docks, 
and  sold  it  for  ballast,  but  it  cannot  now  be  dis- 
covered with  certainty  whether  he  charged  the 
citv  for  the  removal  of 'this  particular  earth.  He 
is  unable,  apparently,  to  say  whether  he  aid  or 
not. 

In  their  endeavors  to  settle  this  point,  the  com- 
mittee have  examined  the  contracts  and  the  rec- 
ords of  tbe  Fort-Hill  Committee.  The  coutract  is 
in  the  usual  form,  and  merel.-  provides  that  earth 
shall  be  taken  from  such  places  as  the  Fort-Kill 
Committee  shall  designate.  It  should  be  stated 
here,  that  tbe  proposals  upon  which  this  contract 
was  oased  were  received  near  the  close  of  last 
year,  and  that  the  bids  made  by  Hayes  and  Farren 
for  rilling  the  docks  inside  of  Atlantic  avenue  and 
north  of  Long  wharf  were  for  the  same  amount, 
namely:  seventy-live  cents  per  cubic  yard,  or  six 
dollars  per  square.  They  both  declined  to  change 
their  bids,  and  the  work  was  divided  between 
them. 

The  parrs  of  the  hill  which  the  committee  did 
designate  ror  the  removal  of  earth  under  these 
contracrs  weoe  never  made  a  matter  of  record;  and 
even  the  superintendent, appointed  by  the  com- 
miuee  in  February  last,  was  not  instructed  upon 
this  point.  .Mr.  fa  loot,  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee having  charge  of  the  improvement  in  1S70, 
states  that,  although  they  gave  no  license  for  the 
removal  of  earth  for  ballasting  or  other  private 
purposes,  thev  would  have  been  perfectly  willing 
to  have  had  earth.  Dot  measured  for  removal  uu- 
der  the  contracts,  taken  by  anybody  who  chose,  as 
it  was.  of  course,  for  the  interests  of  the  citv  to  get 
U  removed  as  speedily  as  possible.  It  is  evident 
that  a  great  deal  of  earth  which  had  not  been 
measured  was  removed  under  the  direction  of 
owners  of  property  ou  the  bill :  and  here  is  where 
the  difficulty  occurs  of  determining  the  extent  of 
the  frauds  apon  the  city. 

The  oulv  source  from  which  we  can  learn 
whether  the  part  of  the  hill  from  wUeh  Mr.  Hayes 
furnished  ballast  was,  at  the  time  he  furnished  it. 
under  contract  tor  removal,  is  the  record  of 
measurements  kept  by  .Mr.  McConnell.  assistant 
to  the  Citv  Engineer.  '  Frocn  this  record  it  appears 
that  this  part  of  the  bill  was  measured  belore 
these  ballasting  operations  began  :  hut  that  it  was 
afterwards  measured  again,  for  the  reason,  as  Mr. 
-McConnell  Bays,  that  ballasting  bad  been  done 
from  it  in  the  meantime,  inasmuch  as  the  con- 
nection which  the  City  Engineer's  office  had  with 
these  frauds  is  now  rim  subject  of  investigation 
by  a  special  committer  of  the  other  branch  ol  the 

?0\  eminent,  and  as  the  payment  of  a  portion  of 
Ir.  Hayes's  bill  is  an  unsettled  matter,  resting  in 
the  discretion  of  another  special  committee  Ol  tbe 
other  branch,  this  committee  have  not  thought  it 
to  be  within  their  province  to  determine  whether 
Mr.  McConnell's  statements  are  to  be  accented, 
and  whether,  therefore,  .Mr.  Hayes's  bills  ought  to 
be  paid  in  full. 

The  committee  iind  that  Bonner  &  Sutherland 
ballasted  vessels  in  February  and  March,  1871, 
with  the  earth  which  they  took  from  the  vicinity 
of  Humphrey  place,  under  their  sub-contract  with 
Farrtn  (see  Suule's  testimony, pp. 6-9;  alsoCough- 
lin's  testimony,  pp.  81-84);  and  all  doubt  i-  to 
whether  this    ballasting  was  done    in  violation  of 
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their  contract  is  removed  by  the  admission  of  Mr. 
Bonner  (p  UiS),  that 'the  verb  his  linn  diil  il,  the 
vicinity  of  Humphrey  place  was  done  under  the 
contract  with  Farrcn. 

It  also  appears,  Horn  the  evidence,  that  a  man 
named  Doherty,  who  was  employed  by  Bonner 
&  Sutherland  "on  the  Farren  contract,  was  con- 
cerned in  Hie  fraudulent  removal  of  earth  from 
the  bill. 

THE      CONTRACT     FOB      FILLING     SCFFOLK-STHEET 

DisruicT. 

On  the  Hth  of  October,  1 870,  a  contract  was  made 
with  John  souther,  the  lowest  bidder,  fur  the  re- 
inov  il  Of  earth  '•from  such  portions  of  Fort  Hill, 
and  in  such  quantities,  all. I  to  deliver  the  same  at 
such  limes  and  places  up he  Suffolk-street  Dis- 
trict, as  the  committee  on  Saul  district  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct."  The  price  paid  for  digging 
a  ad  Carting  the  earth  was  line  dollars  and  sixiy 
cents  pei  square,  the  work,  under  this  contract, 
was  delaye.u,  from  various  causes,  until  the  last  of 
November  or  the  lirst  oi  December.  About  the 
lirst  nl  February,  .Mr.  souther,  at  the  request  of 
Mr,  MeCouncil, 'made  a  gub-COUl  i  'act  wilh  Mr. 
llaves  jjo  no  a  part  of  the  work,  paying  him  the 
same  price  that  he  received  from  tne  city. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  presented  to 
tli"  committee  to  show  that  Jlv.  Souther  was  di- 
rectly concerned  ip  the  misappropriation  of  earth 

measured  for  removal  under  his  contract;  and  the 
onlv  evidence  tending  to  show  that  he  had  any 
connection,  indirectly,  in  the  matter  is  given  by 
Mr.  i'.dv.aid  S.  Hamlin,  of  the  tiun  of  Boswonh  $ 
Hamlin  (pp.  CO,  61).  .Mr.  Hamlin  .vent  to  Mr. 
souther's  office  and  saw  a  young  man,  whom  be 
BUppased  was  Mr.  souther's  clerk,  and  made  some 
inquiries  about  obtaining  earth  ior  tilling  hi?  dock 
Opposite  Kast  street,  on  Federal  street.  Soon 
alter  .Michael  Hor/an  c  nne  to  him  and  said  he 
was  Mid  oy  .Mr.  .Souther,  and  taut  whatever  he 
(h)  organ)  did  would  be  ail  right  with  .Mr.  Souther. 
Morgan's  proposal  lor  doing  the  work  was  accept- 
ed; and  when  the  work  was  completed,  the  bill 
was  made  out  in  Horgan's  name,  and  receipted  by 
him.  .Mr.  Hamlin  did  not  see  .Mr.  Southtr  person- 
ally at  all  in  the  transaction.  He  supposed  bis 
contract  wa«  with  .Mr.  Souther,  as  be  bad  noticed 
in  the  papers  that  Mr.  S.  had  a  o'ltract  tor  re- 
moving earth,  and  .Mr.  H organ  told  biffi,  when  the 
contract  was  made,  that  the  earth  w.is  to  come 
from  Fort  Hill. 

Mr.  Horgau  states,  in  his  testimony,  that  he  bid 
for  the  tilling  of  Bosworth  &  Hamlin's  wharf 
against  a  number  of  Others;  that  Mr.  Souther  dill 
not  send  him  to  Mr.  Hamlin,  and  bad  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  contract ;  that  he  did  net 
put  any  Fort-Hill  earth  into  the  dock;  that  the 
Fort-Hill  earth  louud  there  must  have  teen 
dumped  by  other  teams  which  went  there  instead 
of  going  1 1  the  Suffolk-street  District,  because  it 
was  nearer. 

Mr.  souther  stares  that  he  knew  nothing  about 
Horgan's  contract  for  tilling  the  dock  ;  that  he  did 
not  send  Morgan  to  Mr.  Hamlin  ;  that  when  Mr. 
Soule,  the  superintendent,  called  his  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Horgau,  who  was  at  work  for  him  on 
the  Suffolk-street  contract,  was  using  the  earth 
measured  for  removal  under  that  contract  to  till  a 
dock,  he  spoke  to  Horgau,  who  denied  that  be  was 
using  Fort-Hill  earth  lor  the  purpose. 

Horgan's  statements,  both  to  Mr.  Hamlin  aud  to 
the  committee,  ought,  perhaps,  to  be  thrown  out 
altogether.  He  would  be  liKely  to  bear  tba*  Bos- 
worui  &  Htinlin  had  a  dock  to  fill,  and  use  Mr. 
Souther's  name  in  getting  the  contract.  There 
would  remain,  then,  only  .Mr.  Hamlin's  impression 
that  .Mr.  Souther  was  behind  Horgau  in  the  mat- 
ter ;  and  that  was  formed  mainly,  probably,  from 
Hoigau's  statements.  It  should  be  stated,  in  jus- 
tice to  Mr.  Soother,  that  lie  appears  to  have  been 
anxious  to  prevent  the  misappropriation  of  earth 
uialei  bis  contracts;  and  thai  be  not  only  intro- 
duced a  chv.ck  system  of  his  own  for  tba'  purpose, 
bu*  grave  every  assistance  to  the  city  auth  rities 
in  carrying  out  the  system  *hich  was  finally  suc- 
cessful in  pu'tinaa  stop  to  it. 

The  committee  find  that  Mr.  Hayes's  teams  were 
constantly  employed  in  illegally  appropriating 
earth  under  the  Suffolk-street  coiitract  and  taking 
it  to  Boston  wharf  and  elsewhere:  and  that  this 
was  done  under  the  orders  of  Fitzgerald  and  Mc- 
Inerney, — Hayes's  head  men  at  the  hill,  who  aie 
still  in  ms  employ.  That  Mr.  Hayes  knew  of  the 
thefts,  is  not  proved;  that  he  profited  by  the  in, 
must  be  inferred,  unless  we  are  to  believe  that  he 
was  systematically  robbed  by  bis  most  trusted 
agents. 


Both  Souther  and  Haves  hired  a  number  of 
teams  of  different  persons,  whose  petty  pecula- 
tions the  eon  mitiee  h  ive  fouud  it  imposible  to  in- 
quire into.  Only  in  two  eases,  tbOSC  of  Michael 
H org  in  and  Bonner  &  Sutherland,  have  they 
gone  behind  the  principal  contractors.  That  Hoi- 
gan  defrauded  .he  city  by  taking  earth  measured 
under  souther's  contract  to  fill  a  dock  for  Bos- 
wonh &  Hamlin,  is  established  uv  the  evidence  of 
Hamlin,  Soule  and  Smith;  and  his  own  evasive 
and  cortr jdictor"  its  onlv  serve  to  make 

the  e<*se  stronger  ag  mist  him. 

In  regard  to  the  operations  of  Bonner  &  Suth- 
erland, t tie  lads  are  a-  foil  ws:  Paring  the  in  in,  Ii 
of  May  last  Mr.  Soui her  wished  Belcher's  lane  to 
be  opened  quickly ,  in  ordei  to  run  a  track  through 
for  his  cars.  He"  r-i]  i-sted  ill.  Haves  to  put  on 
some  carts  to  clear  it  our.  Hayes  employed  Bon- 
ner \-  Sutherland  to  no  the  work,  file  evidence 
of  .Mr.  Souther  (p.  42),  Sir.  soule  (p.  6).  John  Breeu 
(p.  88),  and  John  Welch  (p  93),  clearly  proves  that 
the  teams  our  on  i>y  Bonner  &  Sutherland  took 
their  loads  mainly  io  Boston  wharf,  instead  of 
their  propel  destination— the  Suffolk-street  Dis- 
til -t;  and  that  they  did  so  by  the  orders  of  Suth- 
erland. Breeu  and  Welch  testify  that  when  they 
went  to  Boston  wharf  they  received  yellow  tick- 
ets, and  when  thev  went  to  the  Suffolk-sue  it 
District,  white  tickets;  that  while  thev  were 
working  for  Bonner  &  Sutherland,  thev  took  their 
loads  onlv  occasionally  Co  Suffolk  street  (Welch 
states  mat  he  onlv  look  two  loads  there  during 
the  whole  time);  'that  thev  delivered  riieir  tickets 
daily  to  Sutherland,  and  that  they  were  paid  once 
a  week  for  their  work  by  Mr.  Bonner,  at  the  hill. 
That  Mr.  Bonner  was  ignorant  of  the  illegal  trans- 
actions of  bis  linn  can  be  admitted  only  on  the 
supposition  tli  it  his  partner  kept  him  in  ignorance 
of  his  daily  operations,  the  ballasting  from 
Humphrey  place,  before  alluded  to,  and  Alderman 
Jenkins's  statement  of  the  conversation  he  had 
with  Mr.  Bonner  (page  25),  are  to  be  considered  m 
passing  upon  this  point. 

Wi.li  the  desire  to  afford  Mr.  Bonner  the  fullest 
opportunity  to  traverse  or  deny  these  statements, 
so  seriously  implicating  the  firm  of  wmch  he  is  a 
member,  the  committee  requested  him  to  meet 
them,  and  make  such  explanations,  or  put  in  such 
evidence,  as  he  might  desire.  He  accordingly  met 
the  committee  on  the  frith  of  Novemhei,  and,  after 
answering  cert  lin  questions  relating  to  the  trans- 
actions oil  Fort  Hill,  he  was  given  until  the  24th 
of  November  to  produce  the  witnesses  whom  he 
relied  on  to  rebut  the  statements  implicating  him. 
lie  was  informed  that  he  could  have  the  benefit  of 
compulsory  process  in  bringing  Ins  witnesses  be- 
loie  the  committee,  and  that  the  substance  of 
statements  relating  to  him  would  be  reduced  to 
wilting,  and  furnished  without  delay.  An  ab- 
stract was  prepared  (see  p.  189),  and  delivered  to 
him  on  the  18th  of  November,  seven  days  before 
the  meeting.  At  the  meeting,  on  the  24th  of  No- 
ve.u'ier,  be  appeared,  but  without  any  witnesses, 
and,  alter  making  a  short  e>  planation  on  bis  own 
account,  be  asked  for  further  time. 

Although  it  had  been  understood  that  the  hear- 
ing wi-s  to  be  closed  at  this  time,  the  committee 
decided  to  allow  Mr.  Bonner  further  time,  as  he 
appeared  confident  of  being  able  ti  clear  himself 
from  the  suspicions  resting  upon  him,  and  they 
accordingly  adjourned  to  Wednesday  evening, 
the  29th  ot'Noveuiher.  Mr.  Bonner  was  distinctly 
informed  that  no  more  time  could  be  granted  him, 
as  the  repon  bad  been  very  much  ddlayed  on  his 
ace  runt.  On  Wednesday  evening  Mr.  Bonner  an- 
peared  with  counsel,  anil  with  one  yvitness.  The 
counsel  first  asked  further  time,  forthereasou 
that  his  client  bad  not  consulted  him  upon  the 
case  until  the  day  before  this  meeting  (the  28tb), 
and  that  he  had  not  bad  time  to  examine  it. 

Upon  inquiry  by  the  chairman  as  to  the  addi- 
tional time  required,  the  counsel  ?sked  whether 
the  committee  were  proceeding  unon  regular 
charges  and  specifications  cf  fraud;  and  Deinir  au- 
gwerea  in  the  negative,  stated  that,  he  would  not 
trouble  them  with  any  evidence,  but  present  a 
protest  in  writing  from  Mr.  Bonner.  The  protest 
was  received  and  entered  upon  the  records  (p. 
187). 

It  is  prooer  to  state  here,  that  the  investigation, 
ordered  by  the  Common  Council,  grew  out  of  a 
personal  statement  made  by  Mr.  Bonner,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council;  that  the  investigation 
was  upon  a  matter  within  their  jurisdiction,  as  it 
related  to  the  performance  of  contiacts  to  which 
the  city  of  Boston  was  a  party;  and  that  it  was 
perfectly  competent  for  the  committee  to  proceed 
with  their  inquiry  without  charges  or  speciaoa- 
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tions,  either  written  or  veibal.  In  the  exercise  of 
the  powers  conferred  upon  tbem  i  y  the  bofly  to 
which  they  beloug,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  the  statutes,  they  have  summoned 
witnesses  and  required  them  to  testify  upon  the 
mutters  referred  to  ill  the  order.  This  report 
simply  states  what  has  been  shown  by  the  evi- 
dence of  trie  oersons  so  summoned,  in  proof  of 
winch  a  copy  of  the  evidence  is  appended.  If  Mr. 
Bonner  chooses  to  rest  his  ease  on  a  protest,  it 
does  not.  oi  course,  concern  the  committee.  Jl  he 
dors  not  wish  to  make  any  explanations  or  de- 
fence, '.he  committee  are  not  in  a  position  to  do  so 
for  bim. 

H  has  been  impossible  for  tl.e  committee  to  dis- 
cover the  extent  of  the  frauds  upon  the  city,  in 
t'ie  executiou  of  the  Fort-Hill  contracts,  on  ac- 
count of  the  loose  way  in  which  the  contractors 
and  others  were  allowed  to  remove  the  earth. 
The  measurements  under  the  contracts  were  left 
to  the  Engineer's  Department.  Parts  of  the  hill 
were  treasured  from  time  to  time,  by  request  of 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  having  charge  of 
the  subject,  or  by  request  of  the  contractors.  But 
no  record  was  made,  except  by  an  assistant  engi- 
neer. By  the  removal  of  earth  for  baliastibg  or 
for  filling  private  docks,  from  those  parts  of  the 
hill  that  were  not  measured,  the  city  was  not  de- 
frauded—in fact  it  was  benefited.  Under  Mr. 
Hayes's  contract  for  filling  the  docks,  tbe  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  retained 
the  sum  of  $2700,  which  they  consider  sufficient 
to  cover  the  value  of  the  earth  which  was  misap- 
propriated under  that  contract.  On  Mr.  Souther's 
Sutt'oik-street  contract  the  percentage  withheld 
until  the  completion  of  the  contract  will  probably 
be  sufficient  to  cover  whatever  has  been  taken. 

Since  the  18th  of  July,  when  Mr.  Squires,  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Suffolk-street  District  Commit- 
teee,  susceeded  id  perfecting  a  system  of  tickets, 
■which  is  explained  on  pp.  31-34  of  the  Appendix, 
there  Is  every  reason  t«  believe  that  the  mterejW 


of  the  city  are  protected  in  tbe  execution  of  tbe 
Suffolk-street  contract.  The  system  is  so  simple 
and  eftective,  that  it  is  somewhat  surp"isine  that 
six  month-'  should  elapse  in  vam  endeavors  to  put 
a  stop  to  tbe  frauds  before  it  was  discovered.

The  petitioners  ask  for  the  use  of  rooms  in  this 
building,  which  were  formerly  occupied  by  the 
K  v.  Henry  Morgan,  but  at  the  time  tuey  were  so 
occupied  the  building  w. is  not  used  for  school  pur- 
poses. At  this  time  tbe  whole  of  the  building  is 
used  exclusively  lor  schools,  and  the  use  ol '  any 
portiou  for  other  purposes  would  be  a  serious  in- 
convenience. 

There  are  frequent  applications  for  the  uss  of 
rooms  in  school  buildings  during  evenings  and  ou 
Sundays,  aud  many  of  these  applications  are  for 
purposes  which  it  would  be  very  desirable  ro  en- 
courage; but  experience  has  shown  that  it  would 
be  unsafe  to  depart  from  the  rule  that  city  build- 
ings should  he  used  only  for  city  purposes.  If  the 
precedent  is  established  of  granting  schoolrooms 
for  outside  purposes,  there  will  lie  a  greae  diffi- 
cult- in  determining  what  should  and  what  should 
not  be  admitted  ;  and  the  result  would  be  highly 
detrimental  to  the  public  schools.  iVith  this 
view  the  committee  would  recommend  that  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  tbe  request  ot  the  school  Com- 
mittee that  the  City  Council  would  enlarge  the 
vaul  or  the  primary  scboolliouse  on  Suffolk  street, 
made  a  icpoit  recommending  the  passage  ot  the 
accompanying  order:

Bradley  for  the  rr- 
iiiovui  from  his  teleeranh-poles  of  the  wires  re- 
ceuily  attached  theieto  ty  A.  T.  Stearns  A:  Co 

Alderman  (iibson  raised  the  question  why 
parties  who  put  up  telegraph-poles  should  not  be 
protected  in  the  use  of  them.  With  the  neht 
under  the  law  given  to  other  parties  to  use  them, 
the  owners  of  telegraph  poles  could  sret  no  re- 
dress; nit  without  the  consent  of  this  Board, 
others  cannot  use  triem.  In  this  case  he  under- 
stood jIi.  Bradley  hau  beeu  subject  to  >u  expense 
of  some  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  disarrange- 
ment of  bi>  wires  to  Weymouth,  and  the  delay  of 
a  vessel  in  consequence.'  In  bis  view  other  narties 
using  the  poles  should  pay  a  pro  rata  of  the  cost, 
as  A  far  compensation. 

Alderman  fierce  read  the  provisions  of  the 
stance  relating  to  the  erection  of  telegraph-poles, 
bv  private  panics,  such  poles  to  become  the  prop- 
el fy  ol  the  city  or  town  in  will  ,'h  they  may  i.e  lo- 
cated, suujer.t  to  regulation  bv  toe  municipal  au- 
thorities in  repairs  and  removal,  and  in  attaching 
wiies  ( y  municipal  cerporatious  or  in  permitting 
otbc  persons  to  oo  so.  Loon  tins  it  was  remark- 
ed that  it.  would  be  impossible  to  allow  every  per- 
son to  erect  such  poks  who  might  wish  to,  and 
wh  le  he  might  prefer  to  have  exclusive  control 
of  poll  s  which  be  mi^ht  erect,  the  multiplication 
of  them  could  not  be  allowed.  Who  shall  regu- 
late Hie  use  of  them  between  parties  does  not  ap- 
pear, but  they  must  arrange  that  mutually  among 
themselves. 

Aldeiman  (iibson  sail  the  board  were  th°  reeu- 
latois  of  the  use  of  ihe  Doles,  and  should  requiie 
ih.it  all  persons  using  them  should  nay  a  fair  com- 
pensition.  If  an  iniuiy  wat  done,  as  in  this  case, 
ihe  law  sh  ukl  make  tlie  parties  whole.  If,  as  pro- 
vide i  by  law,  the  poles  were  the  property  of  tha 
citv,  ,hey  had  the  right  to  prescribe  the  conditions 
for  'he  use  ol  them  to  others. 

Alderman  Cowilin  said  be  understood  that  .Mr. 
Stearns  ottered  to  pay  a  proportion  o  the  expens- 
es, in  the  use  of  the  poles,  hut  Mr.  Bradley  de- 
clined to  entertain  any  proposal  from  bini.  It 
would  not  be  for  the  pu.dic  good  to  have  a   large 


number  of  different  lines  of  poles,  aod  each  of 
them  should  be  as  full  as  possible. 

Alderman  (iibson  said  he  would  indorse  all  that 
was  said  in  relation  to  having  the  poles  full,  but  it 
was  wrong  that  the  parties  putting  them  up  should 
bear  the  whole  expense.  It  was  but  justice  and 
equity  that  they  should  ascertain  something  about 
the  cost  of  tiiem,  and  that  it  should  be  paid  in  fair 
proportions. 

The  report  was  accepted,  but  subsequently  a  re- 
consideration was  moved  by  Alderman  Little,  who 
said  be  believed  it  was  unjusc  that  Mr.  Bradley 
should  be  subject  to  the  expense  of  building  and 
keepiug  in  repair  such  poles,  and  that  others 
should  be  allowed  to  use  them  without  compensa- 
tiuii.  If  reconsidered,  he  suruld  move  for  a  re- 
committal with  irstiuetions  to  the  committee  to 
report  on  what  terms  the  use  of  the  poles  should 
be  allowed. 

Alderman  fierce  said  he  had  no  objection  to  the 
reconsideration  and  recommittal,  if  the  Board  de- 
sired ro  do  so,  but  he  hoped  it  would  be  with- 
out instructions. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried,  when  the 
repoit  was  recommitted. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Alaiius,  to  Whom  were  referred  the  petitions  for 
raising  the  alarm-bell  on  Hose-house  No.  2  in  Hud- 
son stieet,  made  a  report  that  in  their  opinion  a 
more  efficient  alarm  was  needed  in  that  section  of 
the  city,  and  that  a  1  ell  of  from  2000  to  3000  pounds 
should"  he  placed  on  the  Quiney  schoolhou-e.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  as  follows: 
Robert  Dorsey,  to  exhibit  a  dramatic  performance 
at  Mercantile  Hall,  Dec.  18;  J.W.  Brackett,  to  give 
concerts  at  Bracken's  Hall,  Dec.  13,  15  and  Jan. 
10;  J.  M.  Hitchings,  to  exhibit  a  stereopticon  at 
Tremont  Temple,  Dec.  19. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  fublic  Buildings,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  order  relatiug  to  tne  furnishing  of 
rooms  for  the  Inspector  of  BuiHings,  made  a  re- 
pott  mat  tbey  have  given  a  hearing  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Soldiers'  Relief,  when  an  opportunity  was 
given  that  body  to  state  their  objections  to  tbe 
removal  of  the  paymaster  ot  that  department  to 
the  Charity  Bureau.  The  committee,  however, 
see  no  reason  to  rescind  their  former  action,  but 
are  firmly  convinced  that  the  interests  of  the  ci'y 
demand  the  locating  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
in  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  paymaster  of 
the  Soldiers'  Relief.  They  would  most  respect- 
fully recommend  the  passage  of  the  original  order 
which  accompanies  this  report. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  tit  up  rooms  in  the  Central 
Charity  Bureau  lor  the  accommodation  of  the 
Paymaster  of  the  Soldiers'  Kelief  Committee,  and 
to  tit  up  the  room  now  occupied  by  him  in  tbe  City 
Hall  for  the  accommodatiou  of  the  Department 
for  the  Survey  and  Inspection  of  Buildings. 

Alderman  Cowdin  opposed  tbe  report,  objecting 
to  tbe  removal  of  the  office  of  payment  of  aid  to 
soldiers,  because  there  was  a  room  adjoining  used 
by  the  sealers  of  weights  and  measures,  which 
would  answer  well  for  the  inspector,  and  was  not 
much  needed  for  present  purposes.  He  objected, 
also,  to  the  removal,  because  it  would  send  the 
soldiers  and  those  receiving  aid  virtually  to  the 
poorhouse,  for  such  he  deemed  the  Charity  Bu- 
reau, aud  it  would  be  a  disgrace  to  send  to  that 
place  those  who  risked  their  lives  for  their  coun- 
try or  those  who  were  dependent  on  this  aid  for 
such  services. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  tbe  committee  m  ade  a 
thorough  examination  of  tbe  City  Hall,  and 
could  find  no  ether  room  suitable  for  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Buildings  but  this  now  occupied  by  the 
paymaster  of  state  aid.  The  room  occupied  by 
the  sealers  of  weights  and  measures  could  not 
propel ly  be  given  up,  and  the  office  was  an  impor- 
tant one.  The  services  of  the  sealers  were  much 
in  demand,  and  those  who  required  a  sealing  of 
their  weights  and  measures  would  naturally  go 
to  the  City  Hal)  for  such  puipose,  and  ought  put 
to  be  required  to#o  elsewhere. 

In  relation  to  sending  persons  to  the  Charity 


Bureau  to  receive  State  aid,  he  denied  that  it  was 
a  poorhouse.  The  building  was  a  magnifies;  one, 
and  there  was  an  abundance  of  room  there.  These 
patties  do  net  necessarily  come  in  cuitaet  with 
those  who  come  there  for  charity,  and  there  would 
be  no  stigma  attached  to  them  in  going  there. 

Alderman  Cowdin  further  remarked  upon  the 
subject  of  >tigma  and  injustice  which  would  at- 
tach to  thrse  who  deserved  better  of  their  country 
for  their  services,  and  were  p.-ouiised  to  be  well 
taken  caie  of  if  wounded,  or  their  families  should 
be,  should  their  lives  be  sacrificed  for  their  couu- 
try. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied,  denying  that  there 
was  any  injustice  in  requiring  that  these  persons 
shouid  go  to  the  building  in  Chardon  street,  the 
change  being  much  better  made  than  in  the  re- 
moval of  any  other  office  from  the  City  Hall. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed.

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  to  pay  .Margaret  Brady  $150,  for  grade 
damages  at  No.  37  Cabot  street. 

order  to  set  apart  a  lot  of  land,  5367  square  feet, 
adjoining  the  Suffolk-street  Primary  school  on 
Suffolk  street,  for  the  uses  ot  said  sclioolhouse. 

The  order  for  the  erection  of  a  bell-tower  on  the 
Quincy  school  house,  at  an  expense  of  $1200,  and 
for  placing  a  beil  and  tire- Harm  apparatus  therein, 
at  an  expense  of  $1600,  wan  considered. 

Alderman  Cm  ler  mquiied  for  the  necessity  of 
this  Change  in  the  tire-alarm. 

Alderman  Kicker  replied  that  there  was  a  peti- 
tion for  a  larger  hell  on  the  hose  house,,  but  it  was 
found  to  be  more  expedient  to  put  up  such  a  bell 
on  the  schoolhouse. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  of  opinion  that 
there  ought  to  be  some  system  in  relation  to  the 
tire-alarm,  so  as  to  know  that  there  shall  be  tire- 
alarms  at  a  certain  instance  from  each  other, 
wlxile  under  the  present  mode  of  putting  up  fire- 
alarms  there  was  danger  of  placing  them  so  as  to 
intertere  with  each  other  or  to  require  other 
changes. 

Alder...an  Cowdin  said  he  agreed  with  the  Al- 
derman that  there  needed  to  be  more  system  in 
relation  to  tire-alarms.  The  placing  of  alarm  bells 
upon  schoolh'iuses  he  believed  to  be  very  objec- 
tionable, and  injurious  to  the  houses  and  to  the 
schools. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  there  were  in  some  cases 
changes  of  alarms  from  churches  to  engine-houses, 
and  in  ethers  from  engine-houses  to  school- 
houses.  The  eagine-houses  he  believed  to  be  the 
proper  places  for  lire-alarms. 

Alderman  Gibson,  further  stated  that  there 
should  be  some  system  for  rearranging  the  fire- 
alarms.  The  placing  of  them  upon  schoolhouses 
was  very  objectionable,  because  they  were  an  in- 
jury to  the  schoolhouses,  m  nearly  a"ll  cases  caus- 
ing the  buildings  to  leak,  by  the  strain  of  the 
tower.  To  give  time  for  such  a  rearrangement, 
he  hoped  the  subject  would  be  referred  to  the 
nex  City  Government.  He  therefore  moved  that 
the  order  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  motion  was  carried.

I'he  order  providing  for  setting  apart  a  lot  of 
land  adjoining  the  Suffolk-street  Primal y  School- 
bouse,  tor  the  uses  of  a  yard  for  said  schjolhouse. 
was  re.ul  once. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  for  the  purpose  of  passing  the  order. 

.Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  not  prepared 
to  act  upon  the  order  at  this  time,  ana  be  thought 
if  any  member  of  the  Council  should  take  the 
trouble  to  walk  up  there,  and  see  the  schoolbouse 
situated  between  two  wide  streets,  he  would  tie 
satisfied  that  the  vard-rooui  was  sufficient.  He 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  order  would  be  laid  over 
one  week,  10  give  time  lor  members  to  think  of 
the  subject. 

I'he  motion  to  suspend  che  rules  was  lost. 

The  order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Suffolk- 
street  District,  witU  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to 
settle  with  A?ron  M.  Wight,  by  couveying  to  him 
an  estate  on  certain  conditions,  was  read  once. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  twice 
and  passed : 

Order  authorizing  a  conveyance  cf  a  lot  of  land 
adjoiniug  the  Deuietery  on  \Y  asnington  and  bustis 
streets,  to  L  O.  Davenport,  on  certain  conditions, 
by  payment  of  SMiOaud  the  building  of  a  retaiuing- 
wall. 

Order  providing  tor  an  amendment  to  the  ordi- 
nance relating  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  re- 
quire a  record  to  oe  made  of  all  applications  of 
women  and  children  for  admission  co  lougings  in 
the  Temporary  Home. 

The  order  to  til  up  rooms  in  the  Central  Charity 
Bureau  for  ihe  accommodation  of  the  Paymaster 
of  tne  soldier's'  Relief  Committee,  and  co  tit  up  the 
room  now  occupied  by  him  for  the  Department  of 
Inspection  of  Buildings,  wis  cousiJered. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  said  the  Council  would  re- 
member mat  t>>e  subject  was  before  them  some 
weeks  since,  when  it,  was  recommitted,  ror  a  hear- 
ing. Nobody  would  deny  that  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  should  have  a  good  room  easily  acces- 
sing to  oilier  departments,  but  it  lias  been  found 
impossible  to  provide  ample  quarters  for  alt  heads 
of  departments.  It  was  not  more  important  that 
this  department  shouM  be  well   provided  for  than 


it  was  for  the  Department  of  State  Aid  or  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Printing. 

I'he  nieniocis  of  the  soldiers' Relief  Committee 
and  the  friends  of  the  soldiers  in  every  part  of  the 
city,  objected  to  the  removal  of  the  office  for  the 
payment  of  state  aid,  to  the  Charuoii-streec  Home. 
It  was  due  to  the  soldiers  and  their  families  that 
their  wishes  should  be  regal ded,  that  they  do  not 
go  there  as  a  matter  ol  charity.  There  was  a  wide 
and  deep  feeling  among  these  men  that  they  wpuld 
be  disgraced  by  helm?  required  to  go  there,  to  re- 
ceive aid.  II  the  room  ol  the  paymaster  must  be 
taken,  they  would  tie  willing  lo  go  anywhere  else 
than  to  be  associated  with  tiie  idea  of  going  to  the 
poorhouse. 

.Mr.  sayward  of  Ward  16  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  were  directed  to  pro- 
vide rooms  for  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and 
they  looked  over  the  City  Hall  fiom  top  to  bottom, 
and  it  was  impossible  co'riud  a  room  that  was  not 
occupied.  This  room  occupied  by  the  Paymaster 
of  the  state  Aid  Committee  was  the  only  suitable 
one  lor  tlie  purpose.  So  far  as  sympathy  tor  the 
soldier  or  siilor  was  concerned,  he  believed  he 
had  as  much  lor  tln-m  as  any  one  had,  and  he  be- 
lieved it  was  a  mistaken  idea  that  they  would  be 
disgraced  by  going  to  the  Bureau  Building  once  a 
mouth  to  receive  State  aid.  If  he  were  a  soldier 
and  had  to  send  bis  wife  to  get  tbe  aid,  ne  would 
inucli  prefer  she  should  go  to  Chardon  street  than 
through  Court  square.  It  had  been  objected  that 
tbe  poor  would  be  degraded  by  sending  them  to 
Deer  Island,  and  now  it  is  objected  that  soldiers 
are  degraded  by  going  with  the  poor. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  I  said  it  was  the  opinion  of 
tbe  Coiuinitie  on  State  Aid  that  the  office  should 
not  be  removed  from  the  City  Hail,  and  the  only 
reason  lor  the  removal  was  that  the  room  must  be 
had.  Without  entertug  into  a  discussion  of  the 
subject,  he  moved  that  the  order  be  laid  on  the 
taole. 

The  motion  to  lay  it  on  the  table  was  lost,  by  a 
vote  of  20  to  25. 

The  order  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  30  to  22,  as 
follows:

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  to  pay  Astin  Astin  and  Ann  Astin  .9750,  in 
full  lor  personal  injuries  received  by  sai«l  Ann  on 
account  of  an  alleged  defect  in  Kne'elaud  street. 

Order  autoorizing  cases  to  be  provided  io  the 
Normal  Schoolhouse  for  specimens  of  natural 
history,  etc,,  at  an  expense  of  uot  more  than 
S1500. 

Tbe  order  for  a  contract  to  be  made  for  the 
building  of  an  iron  steamboat  with  the  necessary 
pumps  and  other  apparatus  for  extinguishing 
tires,  at  an  estimaied  expense  of  §20,000,  City  Doc. 
No.  91,  1871,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Wanl  7  said  he  considered  it  an 
unnecessary  expense  at  this  time  to  contract  for 
tbe  building  of  a  steamboat  for  extiusruisbiog 
rkes,  when  the  Health  Department  had  been  au- 
thorized to  procure  a  bo  it  for  their  uses,  which  ne 
supposed  might  he  fitted  up  with  pumps  to  an- 
swer the  purpose  of  the  proposed  boat.  Unless 
tbe  committee  cou'd  give  further  information  he 
should  move  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  i  said  he  had  honed  some  of 
his  associates  on  the  Committee  on '  Fire  Depart- 
ment would  have  made  the  necessary  explana- 
tions. The  subject  bad  been  long  under  discus- 
sion, ano  tbe  questions  of  procuring  a  tugboat 
and  of  using  the  city  boat  had  been  debated  witii 
the  hope  that  some  of  these  would  answer  the 
purpose.  Ins  committee  came  to  the  conclusion 
tnat  a  boat  could  not  be  had  to  answer  except  for 
tire  purposes  alone.  They  had  taken  great  pains 
to  correspond  with  almost  every  city  in  the  Uniou, 
and  were  entirely  satisfied  in  the  conclusion  in  re- 
lation to  the  kind  of  boat  uroposed. 

A  boat  of  this  description  ean  be  tittel  p  and 
run  at  less  expense  and  protect  ten  times  the 
property  which  can  be  protected  by  any  steam 
tire-engine  in  the  city.    It  would  be  entirely  use 
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less  if  it  was  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
Health  Department.  It  must  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  iire  Department 
and  at  his  disposal  at  all  times.  The  con,mttsee 
were  unanimously  of  opinion  that  this  order  ought 
to  pass,  and  that  the  boat  should  be  built  and  put 
in  use  at  once. 

vlr.  rdynn  inquired  what  would  be  the  probable 
expense  per  day  lor  running  such  a  boat,  and  how 
many  men  would  be  required. 

Mr.  Hull  replied  that  it  was  estimated  that 
about  The  same  number  of  men  would  be  required 
as  in  the  management  of  a  steam  fire-engine,  and 
that  it  could  ue  run  at  a  less  expense.  It  was  be- 
lieved tbat  it  might  be  used  in  winter  to  lireak  up 
the  ice  in  tne  harbor.  The  expense  would  dol  ex- 
ceed that  ,,t  any  engine  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  be  had  no  objections  to  building 
and  running  such  a  boat,  piovided  it  was  neces- 
sary and  could  lie  run  as  low  as  was  stated,  But 
he  neheved  ii  would  co.st  much  more  than  any  one 
anticipated.  If  it  could  be  put  to  use  for  the  har- 
bor police,  it  would  ne  of  snitie  service,  but  it 
should  not  be  for  the  fire  department  alone. 

Mr.  VVii  ch  of  Ward  111  >-  ished  tor  more  time  for 
an  investigation  of  the  subject,  and  on  his  motion 
it  was  laiu  over  one  week. 

THE  liURRILL  CLAIM. 

'Hie  order  to  pay  B.  W.  Paine,  assignee  of 
Chanes  Buirjli,  &40.00U.  in  lull  settlement  for  ser- 
vices rendered  aud  money  expended  by  said  bur- 
rill,  for  credits  on  the  quota  of  the  city  in  1864, 
was  considered,  on  its  second  reading. 

The  Chair  read  a  further  communication  fioin 
Henry  C.  Burgess  in  relation  to  the  "Burrill 
Claim,"  in  which  he  states  that  the  paper  formerly 
presented  was  a  communication  and  not  a  peti- 
tion, tbat  remarks  wade  on  that  paper  were  en- 
tirely erroneous,  and  that  after  the  Burrill  list 
iva-  Imnisliod  an  order  uas  received  from  the 
.Navy  Department,  forbidding  any  officer  or  other 
employe  m  the  naval  service  from  furnishing  any 
list  to  agents  or  other  parties  representing  any 
town  or  city.  He  regards  the  payment  of  this 
claim  to  an  assignee  as  a  strange  proceeding, 
when  salaries  or"  other  payments  by  the  city  as 
compensation  are  not  exempt  from  the  operations 
of  the  law.  He  could  ventilate  the  Burrill  claim 
.still  more,  but  would  not  do  so  except  on  being 
allowed  a  hearing  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said  "he  did  not  deem  it 
necessary  to  say  much  on  a  matter  wb'cb  bad 
been  well  ventilated  and  had  several  tunes  been 
voted  do«n.  He  had  before  spoken  on  the  subject 
and  shown  that  there  was  no  ground  for  the  claim. 
Mr.  Burgess,  who  made  out  a  list  of  men  whoweie 
engaged  in  the  naval  service,  was  promised  sonic 
money  on  condition  of  transferring  the  names  of 
Bui  nil's  list.  He  did  not  doubt  that  Burrill  did 
do  something,  but  denied  that  he  had  any  legal 
claim  against  the  city.  He  first  made  a  demand 
for  $760,C0Q,  and  when  the  Supreme  Court  decided 
that  lie  bad  no  claim,  be  was  willing  to  take  $126,- 
ooo.  and  now  would  be  satisfied  with  (40,000.  if 
be  had  alcgal  claim  be  would  be  willing  to  pay 
him  something,  but  ne  was  not  entitled  to  any 
such  sum  as  proposed, -and  he  hoped  the  order 
would  not  pass. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  l  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  tin'  order. 

Mr,  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  was  surprised  to 
hear  sonic  men  talk  as  they  did  on  this  subject, 
yet  he  expected  to  see  justice  done,  and  believed 
tbatthis  subject  would  be  disposed  of  rigblluily, 
and  tonight,  Mr.  Burrill  did  enter  into  tbis  con- 
tract with  l  lie  city  in  good  faith,  when  everj  body 
was  anxious  for  the  tilling  of  the  quota  Of  the 
city  and  to  escape  the  draft.      The  onlv  mistake 

wliich    he   made  was  in    not.    obtaining  bis  in y 

w  hen  be  gave  in  the   names  of  one  bundle. t  men. 
He  could  then  have  got  bis  pay.  for  he  could  have 

got  it.  as  men  were  getting   more  than   tbat  pay 
foi  recruits. 

Aftert.be  rebellion  was  over,  if  uas  easy  for  oth- 
ers to  say  that  they  could  have  done  the  same 
thing  which  Mr.  Burrill  did.  The  contract  made 
with  the  city  meant  something,  and  Mr.  NarorOSS 
would  never  have  offered  $125,000  in  payment  it  be 
had  not  believed  there  was  a  good  claim  against 
the  city.  Three-quarters  of  the  citizens  of  the  city,  if 
they  knew  the  circumstances  ai  tending  the  making 
of  the  contract,  would  be  in  favor  of  making  the 
payment  of  the  sum  proposed,  for  al  tbat  time 
more  than  five  times  as  much  as  was  agreed  upon 
w  as  paid  for  recruits. 


Mr.  Brooks  made  an  inquiry  in  relation  to  the 
offer  of  Mr.  Norcross. 

Mr.  Hull  replied  that  Mr.  Norcross  offered  3125,- 
000,  and  he  hoped  the  order  would  not  be  post- 
poned. Burgess,  he  said  was  a  fraud  and  a  hum- 
bus:.  The  city  ought  to  settle  with  Mr.  Burrill. 
and  it  could  not  do  less  than  pay  him  the  sum  pro- 
posed. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  be  did  not  wish  to  say 
anything  on  the  merits  of  the  question,  and  would 
first  refer  to  a  statement  in  the  communication  of 
Mr.  Burgess.  An  affidavit  was  read  bv  him  made 
by  Joseph  A.  Sherburne,  a  deputy  provost-marshal 
in  1864,  in  which  Sherburne  states  that  he  knew 
Henry  C.  Burgess,  at  that  tine  an  assistant  pay- 
master in  the  United  States  Navy.  >berhume 
assisted  Burrill  in  obtaining  credits  on  the  quota 
of  Boston,  and  alter  the  li-t  was  made  from  the 
rolls,  it  was  necessary  that  its  correctness  sb-juld 
be  certified  by  the  commanding  officer,  and  that 
certiPCEte  was  made  i>y  Burgess,  a  copy  of  which 
certificate  was  given  by  sherburne. 

To  get  tins  certificate  from  Burgess  3100  was 
paid  to  him.  and  no  other  service  was  pern 
by  Burgess  except  to  append  Ins  certificate  to  the 
list,  and  the  deponent  understood  tuat  the  amount 
paid  was  ample  and  satisfactory  aud  a  gratuity. 
Burgess  as  a  naval  officer  having  do  claim  for  pay 
for  his  official  certificate.  The  certificate  was  ap- 
pended at  the  request  of  depoceni.  and  to  his 
knowledge  Burrill  had  no  communication  with  the 
said  Burgess  in  reference  tos;ii,t  li-t.  and  Burrill 
furnished  the  money  which  was  paid  to  Burgess 
by  deponent. 

Mr.  Smith  remarked  that  the  merits  of  the  ease 
weie  not  before  the  Council,  for  iasr  year  an  order 
was  passed  to  pay  Mr.  Burrill  $40,000, but  t>einre  it 
«.i-  pant,  an  injunction  was  served  upon  the  treas- 
urer? i'he  Legislature  legalized  the  payment  ot 
the  sum,  and  the  injunction  had  oeen  withdrawn, 
which  leir  the  matter  as  before  the  injunction,  ex- 
cept as  to  its  legality,  and  it  new  stands  as  a  claim 
upon  the  treasury.  The  Auditor,  instead  of  with- 
holding the  sum.  hail  allowed  ir  to  go  into  'he 
Sinking  Fund,  and  the  City  Solicitor  advises  the 
course  proposed  to  rectify  the  matter.  Hie  leg- 
islature and  the  City  Council  had  decided  the 
question,  aud  il  now  remained  but  to  provide  for 
the  payment. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  could  not  agree 
with  the  gentleman  as  to  the  legality  ol  the  mat- 
ter. The  Legislature  had  simply  passed  an  act 
authorizing  the  payment,  and  it  was  before  the 
Council  to  be  acted  upon  anew.  The  original  con. 
tract  was  understood  differently  bv  different  per- 
son-, and  by  the  Mayor  in  making  the  contract. 
tbat  the  men  were  to  come  from  the  West,  where 
the  prices  were  not  so  high  as  about  home,  in  the 
enlistment  of  deserters  or  rebel  prisoners.  Burrill 
had  said  In-  never  intended  to  get  men,  but  credits. 
yet    at    that    iin.e    there   was  no   law  authorizing 

credits. 

Tbe  testimony  of  Burrill  before  the  court  varies 
from  his  testimony  before  the  committee.  He 
states   Hi  i  $62,000  was  expended  to  p.ocure  the 

P  issaue  of  m\  act  by  Congress  to  allow  credits, an  1 
yet  foi  gets  that  Reverrty  Johnson,  whom  he  pro- 
posed to  brine,  was  a  COifed  States  Senator,  be- 
lieving him  to  be  a  counsel  for  lobbying;  $100,000 
was  al-c  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Raymond  for  the  re- 
electien  of  Mr.  Lincoln.  What  was  done  by  Con- 
gress -hows  tint  Burrill  did  not  do  what  he  claims 
to  have  done,  for  a  bill  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Hale  to  allow  credits,  sis  days  before  Mr.  Burnll 
talked  with  the  Mayor  about  proccrirg  credits. 
The  hills  passed  Cool  -  -  far  as  the  records 
show,  without  a  singic  mirk  of  Bunill's  handi- 
work. 

All  that  Burrill  did  wis  to  procure  a  list  of 
names,  but  he  did  not  contract  to  oiitniu  credits. 
When  the  contract  was  made,  there  were  not  2000 
nor  101X1  men  due  on  tne  quota  of  Boston.  And 
wtien  the  list  of  names  was  put  in.  the  Mayor 
wished  to  put  in  the  short  list,  w  bile  Buri-'M  wished 
to  put  in  the  long  list,  Burrill  simply  procured  a 
list  of  names,  and  the  at  allowing  them  was 
i  without  any  of  his  engineering,  tor  he 
might  as  well  have  stayed  at  home.  His  lisl 
not  allowed  because 'it  was  not  a  part  of  the  con- 
tract, and  throwing  aside  the  naval  credits,  to 
winch  he  is  not  entitled,  be  is  not  entitled  to  a 
,a  nt. 

Mr.  Brooks  o\  Ward  I  said  that  in  his  judgment 
Mr.    Norcross    made    the   offer   ol    -  -imply

CATKIN, 

Alderman  IticUer,  from  t lie  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
ol  the  .Massachusefs  College  of  Pharmacy,  that 
the  city  would  convcv  io  said  association  an  es- 
tate upon  the  suffolk-street  district,  lor  the  pur- 
pose "f  establishing  a  school, and  also  the  petition 
of  ijeorge  l<.  H.  .Markoe  autl  others, Theodore Met- 
call  and  other. ,  and  physicians  of  Boston  in  aid  of 
the  said  petition,  made  a  ipport  that  they  are 
unanimously  of  opinion  that,  the  city  . should  aid 
and  encourage  in  every  proper  way  the  establish- 
ment of  sii'-n  an  educational  institution. 

The  purposes  of  the  college  are  fully  set  forth  in 
the  accompanying  memorial  of  its  officers.  It  is 
clear  that  the  public  inteiests  aie  greatly  con- 
cerned in  the  success  of  this  undertaking  to  i.n- 
prove  the  staudard  of  pharmaceutical  education. 
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and  whatever  the  City  Government  should  do  to 
advance  it  would,  we  do  not  douiit,  receive  the 
cordial  appro-,  al  of  the  citizens. 

A  desirable  place  for  the  locution  of  the  college 
has  been  selected  on  the  Suffolk-street  district,  at 
the  junction  of  sbawmut  avenue  and  PleasaDt 
street.  It  is  owned  hy  the  city  and  contains  about 
2300  square  feet.  The  officers  ot  die  association  do 
not  ask  the  the  to  convey  this  property  to  them  with 
out  recompense;  they  are  prepared  to  pay  a  rea- 
sonable prir.e  for  it,  and  all  they  desire  is  to  have 
the  terms  of  payment  made  as  easy  as  possible, 
so  that  the  corporate  funds  will  not  be  exhausted 
in  securing  a  place  for  die  school.  Believing  that 
their  request  is  a  reasonable  one,  and  that  it 
should  oe  granted,  the  committee  would  respec- 
fully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing order:

Alderman  White,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  City  Hospital,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted the  report,  on  the  communication  Irom  tbe 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  hospital,  relative  to  the 
lease  of  a  portion  of  the  lot  of  land  on  Albany 
street,  heretofore  held  for  hospital  purposes,  hav- 
ing considered  the  subject,  respectfully  reported 
that  in  their  opinion  the  control  of  all  this  land 
should  be  left  iu  the  hands  oft  he  trustees  of  the 
hospital,  who  are  well  qualified  bj  (heir  position 
and  by  long  {experience  to  act  For  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  i  it.y. 

They  wouldj  therefore,  respec  ffullv  recommend 
that  the  order  passed  June  27.  i>7l.  directing  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hospital  to  lease  41,818  square  leet  ot  laud,  be 


resciuded,  and  tnat  a  new  order  be  passed  aiubor- 
izing  tbe  trustees  of  the  hospital  to  lease  30,000 
square  feet  of  land. 

Oidered,  That  the  order  passed  tbe  27th  day  of 
June.  1871,  relative  to  the  lease  of  a  lot  of  land  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Alb  my  street,  opposite  the 
City  Hospital,  be,  aud  the  same  is.  Hereby  re- 
scinded. 

Ordered,  Thar  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
be  directed  to  lease  'he  lot  of  land  on  the  easterly 
side  of  Albany  street,  opposite  to  the  City  Hospi- 
tal, containing  30  000  square  feet,  more  or  less,  as 
shown  upon  a  plan  made  by  Thomas  VT.  Davis, 
City  Surveyor,  dated  June  21.  1S71,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  'hey  deem  best  for  the 
interests  uf  tbe  city.

Alde'tnuu  Gibson  wished  to  kinw  if  it  was  nec- 
essary for  the  use  of  the  Cit\  Hospital  that  70,000 
feet  of  land  should  be  kept  for  a  smallpox  hos- 
pital and  a  coal-shed. 

Alderman  White  replied  that  it  was  proposed 
by  the  order  to  lea>e  30.000  feet  ef  land. 

Alderman  (iibson  said  he  did  not  w ash  t"  oppose 
the  orders  if  it  was  necessaiv  for  tbe  City  Hospital 
lo  retain  so  much  land.  I'here  appeared  to  >>eau 
abuudance  of  land  connected  « ith  the  hospital, 
streets  were  to  oe  kept  in  repair  in  its  vicinity, 
and  with  a  hosiiital  at  iiallop's  Islaml  aud  ttains- 
ford  Island,  he  did  not  believe  that  the  people 
wished  to  have  property  in  such  a  volume  re- 
tained, with  no  income.  Why  not  lease  the  en- 
tire lot  ot  land?  For  he  could'  not  see  the  need  of 
occupying  so  much  land,  and  be  »l  uld  like  to  get 
it  into  the  bands  of  the  Committee  ou  Punlie 
Lands  to  dispone  of. 

Ablermrn  White  sfafed  that  all  of  this  land  was 
on  the  east  side  of  AlPanv  street,  a  part  of  :t  a 
wnar..  Irom  winch  coal  was  nrought  to  the  hospi- 
tal. It  was  proposed  Co  lease  30.000  feet,  fur  which 
a  rent  could  be  Obtained  of  $SM9  to  S1000. 

Aloennan  Pope  said  he  thought  he  should  vote 
for  the  order,  although  it  w.as  pot  the  best,  but  the 
best  they  could  probably  get.  1  he  C<  mini t tee  on 
Public  Lands  were  in  lavor  of  leasing  10.000  feet 
of  this  land,  for  which  they  could  have  _ 
and  this  would  lea  e  ."0.000  for  Ihe  smallpox  hos- 
pital and  the  coal-sned  Their  order  passed  both 
branches  of  the  ( .'ity  Council,  when  if  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lauds  and  the  trus- 
tees of  the  City  Hospital. 

Ihe  trustees  of  the  hospital,  on  me 'ting  with 
the  committee,  objected  to  taking  any  action  ex- 
cept'o  lease  .Mi.ilPO  feel  ot  the  lau  I.  Under  tbe 
oroer  the  committee  had  no  right  to  consent  to  a 
lease  oi  less  than  10,000  feet,  and  the  order  was  re- 
ported back.  Ihe  (resident  of  the  board  called  a 
meeting  of  the  trustees,  and  th°y  asked  to  have 
the  rrd'er  referred  to  the  Commit'ee  ou  the  Hospi- 
tal, "here  the  matter  now  stands,  as  coming 
fiom  that  committee.  The  lut  of  land  was  placed 
in  the  care  of  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  when 
there  was  little  use  for  ft.  It  might  have  rented 
at  from  $3000  to  $5000  fox  the  last  si.y  or  seven 
years.  Only  part  of  the  land  is  occupied  bv  the 
shed,  and  the  nnused  land  is  drawn  g  no  income. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  net  «  illir.g  toy  ue 
for  the  orders  if  it  was  uot  right.  With  bis  knowl- 
edge of  «  harf  property. 'it  must  be  re-toppo  I  every 
five  years,  and  here  was  a  piece  of  propeitv  wlveh 
might  have  nrought  *3(i(ij  a  year,  which  had  lain 
blank  for  four  years,  and  the  wharf  going  to 
decay.  We  had  no  right  to  leave  piopcrty 
idle  in  this  way.  It  'was  poor  economy,  tii 
keep  a  wharf  for  coal,  when  a  dealei  would 
havi  been  willing  to  wharf  it  for  ten  or 
hi  teen  cents  a  torn  The  amount  <>f  coal  eou- 
sumed  was  uot  more  than  lSBBoJ  1500  tons,  and  bv 
using  all  the  wharf  for  the  purpose  it  <vould  cos*. 
$7000  for  the  wharfage,  uh. -lit  equal  to  ihe  cost  of 
the  coal.  It  was  time  to  take  the  bull  by  the  hoi  ns 
auil  not  allow  so  much  property  to  lie  idle. 

Alderman  Tierce  Saul  this  piece  of  laid  hid 
been  a  fruitful  subject  of  discussion  curing  the 
p ast yeir.  The  Committee  00  Public  L.vds  and 
the  trustees  of  the  Pu'dic  Hospital  had  agree  1  to 
the  leasing  of  30.000  feet  of  land,  and  now  tnc  gen- 
tleman taius  of  leasing  the  whole  of  it.  the  Com- 
mittee ou  Public  Lands  did  not  advocate  the  leas- 
ing oi  more  than  40.000  feet,  ml  when  it  «M 
agreed  upon  30,000.  the  question  then  w.,s  who 
should  lease  it.  Ihe  trustees  of  the  hospital  were 
not  cheats  or  sh  upeis.  and  il  th  \v  wee  br  per- 
sons to  administer  the  affairs  nl  the  hospital,  lliey 
should  (. e  lit  to  administer  upon  tbe  uses  ol  the 
laud  attached  to  the  hot pual.

Aidt -riuan  (  otter,  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  1'ul  lie  I.  in, Is.  was  in  lavor  ill  soiling  litis 
lot  ot  land,  lor  lie  did  no:  believe  it  was  lor  i he 
Interests  of  the  city  re  retain  it.  the  hospital 
cost  $21  a  week  for  the  ears  of  earn  patient,  and 
i  lie  expense  was  increasing  every  yet  -.  The  build- 
ing designed,  foi  a  smallpox  hospital  was  in  a  di- 
lapidated condition,  from  hoiug  moved  several 
times,  and  it  was  nor  creditable  to  the  city,  but 
bad  judgment  lo  keep  land  lor  such  uses  which 
Would  bring  $2  a  Boot,  it  should  no  sold,  and  the 
proceeds  put  into  the  treasury. 

Alderman  fierce  said  that  when  the  gentleman 
talks  ni  economy  be  would  like  to  know  why  he 
was  in  favor  id'  the  erection  ol  an  expensive  hos- 
pital at  Will  three,  and  to  support  insane  patients 
at  $10  i  week,  when  tiny  can  be  boarded  by  (he 
Slate  at  a  cost  of  $3  50.  Having  new  views  ol 
economy,  he  hoped  he  would  no  longer  go  lor  tbe 
erecuou  ol  i  magnificent  building  for  tbe  insane. 
Alderman  (  utter  replied  that  the  gentleman  was 
talking  of  a  SUppoPable  ease,  while  he  was  speak- 
ing oi  a  real  one. 

Alderman  Pierce— The  gentleman  voted  lor  such 
a  hospital. 

Alderman  C'owdin  said  the  City  Hospital  was  an 
expensive  luxury,  although  it  was  necessary  to 
have  it.  He  bad  been  surprised  that  the  lot  of 
land  hid  been  allowed  to  lie  idle  so  long.  When 
tbe  subject  was  broached  to  allow  females  to  study 
in  the  City  Hospital,  tbe  trusties  tinned  up  their 
noses.  It  appeared  that  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  found  this  land  lying  idle  and  made  a  report 
recommending  its  use.  They  thought  that  thirty 
ihousand  feet  was  alt-sufficient  for  the  uses  of  ihe 
hospital,  bin  finally  consented  to  the  lease  of  thir- 
ty thousand.  So  lar  as  related  to  the  smallpox 
hospital,  he  supposed  this  building  was  only  used 
temporarily,  the  patients  to  be  taken  away  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  have 
a  family  of  children  in  such  a  place.  It  was  evi- 
dent that  ibe  tiu'tees  of  the  hospital  believed 
themselves  to  oe  above  the  Board  of  Aldeimen, 
who  must  submit  to  them,  and  he  was  glad  that 
an  entering  wedge  had  been  made  in  asserting  the 
powers  of  ihis  board. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  appeared  that  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  considered  them- 
selves the  landlords  and  us  the  tenants,  instead 
of  the  reverse.  He  should  move  to  amend  the  or- 
der to  lease  all  hut  30  000  feet  of  land. 

Al.  emiau  Jenkius  said  be  believed  the  order  was 
in  the  right  direction,  and  he  hoped  it  would  not 
be  amended.  The  trustees  were  ready  to  act  on 
this  proposition,  and  hf  feared  if  this  was  lost  they 
would  not  do  so  well,  and  the  leasing  of  tbe  land 
would  be  delayed.  The  committee  can  rent  this 
ot  of  land  for  S^MX)  a  year.

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  wharf  property 
was  scarce  in  that  section,  and  rents  were  high. 
In  this  case  tin  y  were  oulw  itted  and  compelled  to 
do  i-  the  tni- . i;,  b  "i  tin*  h.  spiral  wished  tliem  to. 
The  cost  of  coal  in  retaining  this  wharf  would  ne 
nioie  than  the  owi.ers  of  the  neighboring  wharves 
would  lurnisli  it  for. 

Alderman  tlioson  said  it  was  not  proposed  to  be 
mean  in  this  case.  This  land  had  been  lying  idle 
for  years,  at  a  loss  of  $6000  yearly,  and  there  ought 
to  be  no  fears  in  leasing  it,  for  tbe  tax-payers  were 
with  them.  It  was  a  plain,  substantial  case,  and 
had  be  known  thar  ii  was  io  cine  up  here  now  he 
would  have  taken  pains  to  :ret  more  information 
on  tbe  subject.  As  it  was,  be  had  got  his  infor- 
mation by  piecemeal.  He  was  willing  to  allow  the 
hospital  the  use  of  ^o.niio  feefof  la. .d,  which  would 
be  literal,  and  wind  up  the  affair.  The  top  of  the 
wharf  would  rot  away  in  five  or  six  years,  and 
would  require  expenditures  for  repaiis  ii  not  rent- 
ed and  made  uselul. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
remarks  of  the  gentleman.  He  had  confessed 
that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter  until  now, 
and  proposes  to  knock  otf  fiom  the  report  of  tne 
cc.mmiitee  lO.OOO  feet  of  land  upon  which  'hey  had 
agreed.  This  was  assuming  that  he  knew  more  of 
the  matter  thaD  anv  gentleman  on  the  committee. 
suppose  he  should,  with  no  knowledge  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  fe*ries.  instead  ol  taking  ihe  report  of 
that  gentleman,  propose  to  cu*.  down  his  proposi- 
tions. He  would  probably  tell  him  that  he  knew 
nothing  about  the  matter,  yet  this  was  the  Course 
which  tbe  gentleman  proposes  towards  other 
committees,  and  the  extraordinary  position  he 
was  in. 

The  city  has  the  hospital  and  must  maintain  it, 
ami  irs  necessities  and  expenses  must  increase. 
The  land  which  is  held  bv  the  trustees  is  essential 
to  the  hospital,  ami  more  accommodations  will  be 
needed.  Under  such  circumstances  no  man,  not 
even  the  Committee  on  tbe  liast  Boston  Ferries, 
can  belter  judge  than  trustees  of  the  hospital  as 
to  ihe  best  usi  s  to  which  it  mav  be  put.  Ihe  loss 
ot  interest  would  be  as  nothing  compared  to  the 
bal  management  or  policy  of  parting  with  it  when 
its  uses  to  them  mav  be  necessary.  When  the  or- 
der had  been  narrowed  down  to  30,000  feet,  the 
opinions  of  rue  trustees  are  entitled  to  respect, 
and  they  cannot  i;e  laughed  down  or  scoffed  at. 
They  are  not.  knaves  or  tools,  nut  are  among  our 
bi  st  citizens. 

Alderman  (iibson  said  'hat  since  the  gentleman 
bad  alluded  to  ferries,  it  bad  been  his  policy  to 
let  every  foot  of  ferry  wharf-property  that  was 
not  needed,  and  he  had   let  to  that  gentleman's 
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Committee  on  Paving  all  that  could  be  spared, 
which  realizes  §700  to  $800.  The  past  record 
shows  that  this  lot  of  land  had  been  lying  idie  ten 
years,  and  there  could  be  no  extension  or  the  hos- 
pital which  would  require  more  than  10,000  feet  of 
the  land,  while  .the  lease  of  the  other  portion 
would  rent  for  .1*7000  a  year. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  this  order  was  Dot  put  in 
by  the  Commit.ee  on  I'ublic  Lands,  but  by  Alder- 
man White  |  who  assented  ro  r.he  statement].  He 
was  willing  to  ler.  it  so  or.  the  lease  of  30.000  feer. 
So  far  as  related  to  the  management  of  the  hos- 
pital he  did  net  agree  to  the  commendations  The 
superintendent  was  nor.  a  medical  man,  and  when 
a  patient  is  bi ought  in,  it  is  necessary  to  send  tor 
a  doctor,  anil  a  span  of  horses  is  kept  for  such 
a  purpose.  In  relation  to  the  smallpox  hospital, 
they  had  no  business  t<>  have  it  there,  lie  tmsteu 
the' trustees  would  he  fairly  dealt  with,  and  they 
may  do  as  well  as  they  know  how,  but  the  hospital 
costs  too  much  money. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  not  in  favor  of 
selling  this  land,  fnr  it  was  wise  to  retain  if,  and 
as  to  the  ability  and  high  standing  of  the  tius- 
tees,  he  was  willing  to  admit  it,  but  not  that  tbey 
were,  superior  to  others  in  judgment.  It  was  not 
their  high  standing  to  which  be  objected,  but 
their  dictation.  They  should  respect  the  wishes 
of  the  people;  but.  instead  of  this,  they  believe 
themselves  to  be  the  governors  and  we  the  gov- 
erned. 

Alderman  Jenkins  called  for  the  question,  when 
the  amendment  was  lost  and  the  orders  were 
passed.

Alderman  Kicker.  Horn  the  Committee  on  l*uo- 
lic  Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request 
of  the  CumiuUiee  of  the  School  Board  on  school- 
houses,  that  a  lot  o'  land  i>e  purchased  on  Warren 
avenue  For  the  purpose  ot  locating  thereou  a 
building  to  accommodate  the  Eugiish  Hicb  and 
Latin  Schools,  having  considered  the  subject,  suo- 
tuitted  a  report,  as  follows: 

At  a  bearing  given  to  the  representatives  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Knglisb  High  ami  i.atin  Schools, 
and  on  Schoolhouses,  it  appeared  that  th^re  was 
a  decided  difference  ol  oiuniou  in  regard  to  the 
location  proposed,  and  also  in  regard  :o  the  plan 
to  be  adopted  iu  the  construction  of  the  building. 
It  was  evident  from  the  statements  made  that 
there  is  no  pressing  necessity  for  additional  accom- 
modations for  these  two  schools;  and  aa  tbey  are 
in  a  sort  ol  transition  state,  which  may  result  in 
greatly  changing  their  present  organization,  it 
would  be  unwise  to  take  any  action  at  this  tiui<", 
which  would  involve  great  expense  and  which 
might  not  be  adapted  to  their  future  wants. 

It  appears,  moreover,  that  tbe  School  Board 
have  not  acred  directly  on  the  request  submitted 
by  the  Committee  on  "solioolhouses:  and  in  view 
of  the  difference  ol  opinion  between  the  commit- 
tees ol  the  noaid,  the  committee  would  respect- 
tully  recommend  that  the  paper  be  returned  to  the 
School  Committee,  lor  further  action  thereon.

Alderman  Pierce  made  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  case,  mat  Fieelaud,  Beard  &  Kicb- 
ardseii.  in  the  opinion  ot  the  City  solicitor,  hail  a 
legal  claim  upon  the  city,  while  the  other  parties 
bad  not. 

Aldeiuian  Woolley  inquired  if  the  opinion  of 
the  City  solicitor  was  in  writing. 

Alderman  fierce  replied  that  it  was. 

Alueruian  Jenkins  relerreu  to  the  statement 
made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  board,  that  there 
wis  evidence  of  gross  neglect  on  the  part  of  offi- 
cers of  the  House  of  Correction,  but  by  the  com- 
munication Irani  the  Board  ol  Directors  theie  was 
no  such  evidence  of  neglect.  This  would  have 
mu  h  effect  on  hi-  vote. 

The  communication  of  the  City  Solicitor  was 
read. 

Alderman  Pluiner  said  he  had  already  given  his 
seasons  against  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
lor  should  it  op  adopted  there  would  be  such  a 
precedent  established  as  would  subject  the  city  to 
rhe  payment  ol  a  large,  amount,  ot  illegal  claims. 
He  was  unwilling  to  vote  to  establish  such  a  prece- 
dent, for  the  parties  had  no  legal  claim  upon  the 
city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  willing  generally 
to  take  the  1  iw  as  explained  by  the  City  Solicitor. 
But  in  this  case  the  Solicitor  had  neglected  to 
take  into  consideration  the  custom  of  trade,  wliicn, 
was  to  hold  parties  resp  msible  for  goods  while  in 
their  possession.  He  believed  that  the  city  was  in 
honor  bound  to  pay  rhe  claim,  for  the  city  nad 
taken  th°  go>us  by  their  own  teams,  and  while 
tbey  were  in  possession  of  them  they  were  respon- 
sible for  the  loss. 

Alderman  Jenkins  referred  to  the  practice 
which  he  and  the  Alderman  were  familiar  with, 
in  sending  luuibrr  to  plaiiing-mills,  the  parties 
sending  such  lumber  always  being  responsible  lor 
the  lumber  while  at  tne  mills. 

Aloerraan  Cowdin  said  be  believed  the  cases  to 
be  different,  since  in  the  case  of  the  planing- 
mills  Hie  owner  sends  the  lumber  to  the  mills  in 
his  ■  wn  team,  while  in  this  case  the  city  sends  for 
the  goods  and  returns  them. 

Alderman   Pope  inquired  what  were  the  terms 


of  the  agreement  in  regard  to  sending  for  the 
goods  and  in  returning  them,  which  he  believed 
were  somewhat  different  from  the  case  of  sending 
lumber  to  planiug-mills.  He  wished  to  know 
whether  the  City  Mdiciior  ha<l  the  whole  circum- 
stances ol  the  case  before  him. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  City  Solicitor 
had  the  encire  evidence  in  the  case  before  him  in 
ur.iU.ng  up  ui«  opinion. 

Aldeiuiaii  I'lumer  believed  the  cases  cited  vveie 
alike  in  principle — those  relating  to  *hese  goods 
and  to  plaiiiog-uiills.  The  facts  he  believed  were 
that  these  persons  found  it  to  their  advantage  to 
have  their  goods  made  up  at  tbe  House  of  Cor- 
rection, but  were  not  shrewd  enough  to  have  made 
any  agreement  to  make  the  city  responsible. 

/lid  moan  Cowdin  read  troui  tbe  petitims  of 
Hawley,  tolsoui  &  Co  and  others,  to  ..how  that  it 
was  the  enstoin  of  the  trade  to  hold  parties  re- 
sponsible whilt  in  possession  of  goods  to  be  made 
up. 

Alderman  Plumer  lurther  opposed  the  amend- 
ment. 

Alderman  <iil  son  said  he  should  like  to  have  the 
patties  get  their  pav,  but  while  the  legal  adviser 
of  the  city  states  that  we  have  no  right  to  pay 
these  bills',  he  could  hoc  vote  for  them.  Should  it 
b"  done,  any  citizen  u.ay  get  an  injunction  upon 
the  payment. 

Alderman  Cowdin  cited  payment*  for  the  re- 
ception of  tne  Grand  Duke,  the  celebration  of  tba 
Fourth  of  July,  and  the  procuring  of  dinners  ac 
hotels  by  members  of  the  Government  as  all  ille- 
gal, yet  they  are  all  Incurred  ic  the  belief  that  the 
citizens  will  sui  111  it  to  the  expenditures. 

•Vldeini  in  I  'a  loot  said  he  understood  from  tbe 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts  that 
there  was  an  agreement  wiih  the  parties  that  the 
goods  sh  iuld  be   akeii,  made  up  and  returned. 

Alderman  Pope  beiievrd  this  would  make  a  ma- 
terial difference,  and  that  under  such  circum- 
stances the  city  was  liable. 

Alderman  I'lumer  replied  that  in  all  such  con- 
tracts there  must  be  some  risks,  as  between  par- 
ties, and  if  it  was  designed  to  hold  the  city  re- 
sponsible they  should  have  made  the  stipulations 
in  writing. 

Further  remarks  were  made  by  Aldermen  Pope 
and  I'lumer,  the  hrsr-named  stating  that  these 
parties  did  not  press  their  claims  because  tbey  be- 
lieved that  their  claims  were  good. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  these  parties  did 
not  urge  their  claims  because  tn-y  did  not  wish 
to  snow  their  bands  until  tbe  committee  had  de- 
termined the  question  of  their  legality.  They 
were  present,  and  they  knew  what  the  committee 
proposed  to  do.  so  far  as  related  to  any  legal 
claim,  the  parties  were  not  debarred  from  any  suit, 
and  they  would  not  be  willing  to  risk  its  collec- 
tion by  ia  w.  On  the  ground  of  equity  their  claims 
were  as  meritorious  as  those  of  Freeland  &  Beard, 
but  the  city  was  governed  by  limited  powers,  ana 
no  claims  should  be  paid  which  were  not  legal.

MASSACHUSETTS  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 

The  special  assignment  for  12.30  o'clock,  tbe  or- 
der for  the  conveyance  of  a  triangular  lot  of  laud 
with  the  buildings  thereon,  situated  between 
ahawinut  avenue,  Pleasant  street  and  oshorn 
place,  to  the  .Massachusetts  College  cf  Pharmacy, 
on  certain  conditions,  was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Poue  inquired  the  reasons  for  the  re- 
port, and  whether  it  bad  been  ascertained  that  the 
city  had  the  right  to  give  away  this  land.  The  lot 
was  valuable,  had  been  advertised  for  sale,  and 
the  buildings  although  worth  §10,000  or  $12,000, 
were  not  suitable  for  tbe  purposes  of  a  school. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  ttat  the  assignment; 
was  mule  for  a  nearing  of  petitioners. 

Henrv  D.  Hyde  for  petitioners,  made  some  re- 
marks upon  the  importance  of  instruction  in  phar- 
maceutical education,  which  was  conceded  by  the 
committee,  when  it  was  concluded  that  the  city 
had  no  right  to  make  a  gift  of  the  land  in  ques- 
tion, foe  question  then  was  simply  upon  the 
terms  of  payment  for  the  land,  which  was  upon 
tbe  allowance  ot  the  parties  to  purchase  and  pay 
in  annual  insta'meiits,  without  interest.  Instances 
ol  tbe  Kind  were  cited  to  show  that  the  city  had  in 
other  cases  made  easy  terms  of  payment  in  aid  of 
useful  institutious. 
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Samuel  SI.  Colcord,  president  of  the  college, 
read  the  petition  to  the  City  Government  Tor  aid  to 
t  ie  institution,  which  he  said  contained  the  mate- 
rial laces  and  arguments  iu  favor  of  the  petition. 
ill1.  C  deord  als.)  read  a  statement  of  the  regula- 
tions in  relation  to  pharmaceutical  education  in 
England,  Oeimany  and  France.  There  being  no 
such  regulations  11;  this  country,  the  business  iu 
the  de.iiing  in  medicines  was  attended  with  much 
risk.  The  subject  having  been  before  the  State 
Board  of  Health  with  relerence  to  legislation  to 
punish  the  sale  of  medicines  by  incompetent  per- 
sons, they  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  trffly  rem- 
edy was  Uirougb  !he  instruction  of  apothecaries 
by  the  college. 

the  action  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  was 
cited  with  reference  to  the  subject,  and  rcfcriing 
again  10  t  his  college,  it  was  said  that  the  apothe- 
caries were  subject  ti>  much  expense  in  paying  for 
the  education  of  the  clerks,  and  received  no 
other  advantage  than  what  was  derived  from  this 
better  education  of  th°ir  clerks.  With  the  college 
once  in  full  operation  there  .vou Id  be  no  call  for  aid 
which  was  now  needed,  and  if  he  knew  of  any  way 
in  which  the  aid  could  be  procured  elsewhere,  he 
would  not  ask  the  city  for  it. 

In  answer  to  Alderman  Pope,  he  *aid  the  build- 
ings in  question  would  answer  well  their  purposes 
wuhuut  much  expense  in  alterations,  lhey  asked 
foi  the  properly  because  they  thought  it  was  the 
best  bargain  they  could  make  ami  they  believed 
the  city  should  aid  in  so  important  an  education. 

In  answer  to  Alderman  Plumer,  whether  this 
education  could  not  be  better  accomplished  with 
le-s  expense  in  connection  with  some  existing  in 
stitutions.  Mr.  Co'cor  i  replied  that  attempts  had 
b?en  made  to  nronure  fnssruetion  from  Professors 
of  Harvard  College,  but  it  was  found  that  no  one 
could  be  had  to  give  the  institution  as  applied  to 
the  preparation  of  medicines,  ihere  w;.s  no  way 
by  which  the  institution  could  be  attached  do 
Harvard  College  or  to  the  Institute  of  Technology. 
It  had  been  found  that  a  young  man  with  a  few 
.vea.s'  course  of  instruction  behind  the  counter 
would  b'  conic  a  better  apothecary  than  to  go 
through  with  a  medical  education' and  then  en- 
gage in  the  business. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  it.  had  been  expressed 
that  mere  might  be  some  scheme  in  connection 
with  this  purchase,  by  which  a  speculation  could 
be  made,  and  !•>  meet  that  objection  lit  'ii"ved  to 
amend,  by  making  it  a  condition  that  the  agree- 
ment should  ie  hi  effect  only  so' lorn*  as  the  piop- 
erty  should  ba  held  lor  the  purposes  of  the  col- 
lege. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Alderman  I'ope  said  he  should  like  to  aid  this 
institution  as  far  as  he  could  consistently  with  re- 
gard to  trie  interests  of  the  city,  fhe  lot  of  land 
and  buildings  were  worth  from  ?80,000  to  £40.000, 
and  on  the  terms  proposed  it  would  be  a  gift  of 
some  $10,000. 

Aide  rmau  Jenkins  said  he  could  no'  understand 
why  this  lot.  of  land  should  be  sold  for  Ibis  pur- 
pose, for  a  lot  of  land  could  be  had  at  a  much  Ip9S 
cost  which  would  answer  the  purpose  equally  well. 

Alderman  nicker  stated  that  he  did  not  sup- 
pose the  college  desired  this  lot  parcieularlv,  mid 
they  did  not  believe  that  it  would  lie,  held  at 80 
high  a  price. 

Alderman  Little  objected  to  this  method  of  as- 
sisting this  institution,  believing  that  it  Would  be 
better  to  make  a  gilt  outrisrht.  It  was  too  late  in 
the  season  to  act  upon  such  a  matter,  and  it  would 
virtually  be  a  gift  of  a  valuable  lot  of  land  which 
could  be  sold  at  good  advantage. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  could  no'  see  why  the 
city  should  not  assist  this  instiiuMon  as  well  as 
others,  am'  be  doubted  whether  the  property 
would  bring  as  much  as  was  anticipated. 

The  question  was  taken  and  the  order  was  re- 
jected.

The  report  and  orders  that  the  directors  for  East 
Bos- ton   Ferries  be   requester!  to  furnish   such  ad- 


ditional ace  immolations  on  tbe  South  Kerry  as 
the  public  becessitj  requires,  were  read  once. 

.Mr  Smith  of  Ward  1  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules,  for  the  passage  of  the  order  at  this  tithe* 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  (j  stated  that  the  order  was 
on' request  of  teamsters,  and  he  hoped  the  lules 
would  not  be  suspended. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  said  the  passing  of  the  or- 
der would  require  no  more  expense,  for  It  was  but 
to  put  on  an  additional  boat,  which  would  have 
been  running  except  from  being  under  repair. 
The  Board  ol  Directors  have  the  power  to  do  so, 
but  it  was  believed  to  be  desirable  to  haveacon- 
suliation  with  tbe  Committee  on  the  Ferries. 

Sir.  Perkins  said  be  agreed  with  t lie  gentleman 
entirely  that  this  order  would  fake  the  matter  out 
ot  the  bands  of  the  directors.  If  the  directors  of 
the  tiast  liosttn  ferries  have  common  sense,  Ibey 
will  put  on  boats  enough  to  meet  the  warts  of  tbe 
public  He  had  no  olijectiou  to  their  dciug  what 
they  see  fit,  but  of  the  necessity  oi  the  measute 
the  Council  knew  nothing. 

Mr.  Ryan  ol  Ward  13  Stated  that  the  committee 
made  a  report  on  tbe  subject,  because  the  petition 
was  presented  to  the  City  Council  instead  of  the 
Direct  irs  of  Ferries,  to  ivliom  it  should  have  been 
offered,  tin  far  as  il  came  from  teamsters,  i. 
should  :is  readily  be  granted  as  though  it  came 
from  other  parties,  t\.r  tbev  wr-re  large  tax-payers 
ami  their  wishes  s  lio.tld  not  be  disregarded. 

Mi.  Perkins  said  if  the  directors  were  requested 
to  put  on  this  additional  boat,  and  objection  should 
be  made  next  year  to  the  increased  expense,  it 
would  e  answered,  that  the  City  Council  directed 
than  to  put  '>n  the  boat  and  incur  the  expense. 
He  moved  iis  reference  to  the  Directors  ou  tbe 
Fen  ie-.  who  appeared  to  have  taken  no  action  on 
the  subj  ct 

Mr.  i. van  said  it  iv«s  not  necessary  to  refer  the 
order  to  the  directors,  who  have  recommended  the 
action  proposed.  The' reference  to  the  committee 
was  an  act  of  courtesy  I  torn  the  presentation  ot 
the  petition  t«  the  City  Council. 

Air.  Pei  Kins  said  if  the  boaid  recommended  it, 
he  wisue  1  them  to  come  out  ami  do  it  openly. 

Mr  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  the  questio.i  of  or- 
der, tbat  the  order  was  not  before  me  Council,  the 
question  being  on  the  suspension  ol  the  rules. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  matter 
had  been  talked  over  in  the  Board  of  Directors, 
who  now  have  live  boats  and  would  soon  have  six, 
ai.d  were  or  opinion  that  another  boat  should  he 
placed  in  the  south  terry.  He  believed  it  would 
be  Judi<  jous  to  put  on  another  boat,  aud  there  was 
no  rea«ou  w'.:y  thete  should  not  be  three  boats  on 
the  south  lenv  and  two  on  the  north  ferry.  He 
thought  it  very  probable  tbat  the  directors  may 
wish  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council  be- 
fore taking  the  action  which  they  proposed  of 
putting  on  another  boat. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  believed  the  debate  to  be 
unnecessary,  and  clearly  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  stated  that,  there  was  a  ne- 
cessity  for  another  boat  at  an  early  day,  for  in  a 
week 'or  ten  days  there  would  be  an  arrival  of 
boats  of  a  new  line  of  steamers.  There  was  a 
great  amount  of  teaming,  and  the  travel  over  the 
«ouch  lerry  was  often  so  great  that  it  extended  on 
the  East  Boston  side  to  the  sugar  refinery, 
and  Oil  this  side  to  tbe  triangular  building  on 
Commercial  street.  If  was  desirable  that  those 
usiuo1  the  ferries  should  not  be  obliged  to  stand  ill 
the  cold  r«r  a  long  time  at  this  season  of  the  year. 
The  additional  boat,  if  put  on,  .vould  he  in  service 
but  a  portion  of  the  dav,  in  the  forenoon  and  in 
tbe  afternoon.  Although  the  directois  have  tbe 
power  to  put  on  this  boat,  as  tbe  petition  came  to 
the  City  Council,  it  was  believed  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  committee.  Alderinaa  Gibson,  as 
a  director,  thought  it  was  as  well  to  have  an  ex- 
pression ot  opinion  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Perkins  withdrew  his  motion  to  refer,  ad- 
mitting the  point  of  order  to  he  well  taken. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  did  not  believe  it  was 
necessarv  to  suspend  the  rules  at  this  time,  and 
would  like  more  time  for  its  consideration.  When 
the  older  lor  tbe  abolition  of  the  ferry  tol's  was 
under  consideration  by  the  City  Couucil,  it  was 
S'ated  that  there  was  no  occasion  lor  more  ac- 
commodations at  the  Dresent  time,  and  be  wished 
to  a<  t  understanding^  on  the  subject.  In  the 
testimony  of  Daniel  D.  Kelly  before  the  commit- 
tee, and  be  was  competent  authority  from  his 
familiarity  with  the  mauagemont  of  tbe  'ernes, 
he  said  we  have  good  accommodations,  sufficient 
for  many  years  to  come;  also  tbat  there  had  not 
been  good  accommodations  until  the  past  year, 
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and  tbat  four  boats  would   be   sufficient  for  tbe 
next  five  years. 

Mr.  Webster  further  stated  tbat  the  additional 
expense  would  probably  be  $4.0,000  a  year;  already 
there  was  an  order  to  be  acted  upon  to  appropriate 
an  additional  sum  of  $50,060  to  make  up  for  rhe  de- 
ficiencies of  tbe  past  year;  the  expenditures  would 
amount  to  $258,000.  against  receipts  of  $170,000— 
making  a  loss  of  $88,000  for  the  year,  aud  with  the 
interest  on  tbe  cost  of  tbe  ferries  this  would 
amount  to  $125,000.  He  desired  to  wait  one  week, 
and  to  ascertain  what  the  directors  have  to  say 
about  the  ma oi er. 

Mr.  Barnes  oi  Ward  1  said  that  to  maintain  tbe 
ferries  in,  uoubt  costs  money;  but  tbe  proposed 
action  was  going  a  great  way's  to  reach  a  feeble 
order.  The  order  was  simply  a  lequesl  to  tbe 
directors  to  furnish  such  additional  accommoda- 
tions as  the  public  necessity  requires.  Will  the 
gentleman  say  that  tbe  public  necessities  are  not 
to  bt  met? 

Mr.  Kvan  of  Ward  13  said  tbat  Mr.  Kelly's  state- 
ment was  easily  answered,  There  could  be  no 
doubt  that  the  a'ceo  uinodations  were  better  than 
ever,  and  could  the  ferry  travel  be  equally  •  "ivided, 
the  accommodations  would  he  enough.  The  lar- 
gest amount  of  travel  and  of  heavy  teaming  was 
over  the  south  fer.y,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to 
divert  it  to  the  other  ferry. 

Mr.  Webster  said  he  did  not  propose  to  oppose 
the  oroer,  but  be  wished  further  time  for  its  con- 
sideration. Mr.  Kelly,  however,  did  say  that  tbe 
accommodations  were  sufficient  lor  the  next  rive 
years. 

Alt.  Pond  of  Ward  3,  as  a  director  of  tbe  ferries, 
said  it  would  be  of  little  use  to  pass  the  order; 
they  had  but  four  boats  now  in  readiness,  but  as 
soon  as  they  had  the  filth  in  order,  they  no  doubt 
would  do  all  they  could  to  furnish  tbe  needed  ac- 
commodation. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  1  remarked  tbat  tbe  gentle- 
man from  Ward  6  thought  tbat  the  accommoda- 
tions were  all  for  the  ueoole  of  East  Boston,  which 
was  not  true,  since  they  were  to  a  great  extent  for 
the  merchants  of  this  cily.  and  without  meetitg 
their  wants  there  would  tie  boats  enough.  Alder- 
man <j!il>s"n  had  stated  as  a  director  that  all  of 
tbe  five  boa  is  were  in  perfect  order. 

Mr.  Brooks  stated  tba"  in  the  sum  of  $'28,000  al- 
leged as  the  deficiency  in  the  lerry  receipts,  was 
included  'lie  building  of  tbe  new  boat. 

Mr.  smith  withdrew  his  motion  for  a  suspension 
ot  the  rules,  aud  the  order  went  over. 

The  report  and  order  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $5000  for  Statiou-house  No.  9,  was 
passed,  by  a  vote  of  58  yeas,  1  nay— .Mr.  Brooks.

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  a  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  opposed  a  suspension]  of 
the  ruies. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  said  be  was  opposed  to  the 
order,  if  ir  was  designed  to  apply  to  the  rural  dis- 
tricts, where  a  man  might  have  a  large  extent  of 
land  abutting  on  the  street,  not  ot  a"  productive 
character. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  0  said  be  had  no  wish  to 
press  the  subject,  but  it  had  been  considered  by 
the  Committee  on  Oidinanees,  and  ought  to  pass. 
Last  year  the  Legislature  was  petitioned  for  the 
passage  of  a  similar  act,  which  failed  in  one 
branch.  It  was  necessary  because  the  /resent  law- 
was  ineffective,  for  under  it  nut  one-fourth  pay  for 
the  construction  of  sidewalks,  while  three-lourths 
do  nothing.  The  object  was  to  make  these  tnrec- 
fourths  do  what  the  oue-lonrlh  now  do. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  order.  The 
Legislature,  he  said,  showed  its  good  sense  in  re- 
fusing to  pass  such  an  act,  and  be  hoped  it 
would  do  so  again.  The  city  owned  the  sidewalks 
as  much  as  it  did  the  roadway,  and  it  should  make 
and  keep  them  in  repair. 
The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  was  lo.'t. 


The  order  authorizing  tbe  Treasurer  to  borrow 
$450,000  in  an  additional  loan  for  Atlantic  aveuue, 
was  considered. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  in  answer  to  a  call  for  in- 
foi  rnation,  stated  that  an  execution  Dad  been  ob- 
tained against  the  city  for  $112,000  by  the  Wet 
Dock  Company,  which  the  Treasurer  was  required 
to  meet  bv  borrowing  tbe  money.  There  were  also 
other  unliquidated  claims  which  should  be  paid 
at  once,  and  these  could  be  paid  only  by  borrow- 
ing the  money. 
The  order  was  passed — yeas  59,  nays  none. 
The  order  to  pay  (.'.  A.  Conuor  $400,  for  services 
rendered  tbe  Committee  en  Paving  in  1869,  was 
read  once,  and  a  motion  was  made  "by  iir.  Klyun 
of  Ward  7  to  suspend  the  rules  for  its  passage. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  order,  star- 
ing that  as  Mr.  Connor  was  io  the  receipt  ot  $3500 
as  a  Street  Commissioner,  he  could  not  see  how- 
he  could  be  rendering  services  to  any  committee. 
He  could  not  understand  why  he  could  let  him- 
self to  another  department,  and  moved  an  indefi- 
nite postponement  of  ihe  order. 

.Mr.  Flynu  hoped  toe  motion  would  not  prevail, 
and  stated  that  the  service  of  Mr.  Connor  was 
rendered  in  1809.  before  he  was  a  street  Commis- 
sioner, and  be  should  be  paid  for  it. 

Mr.  smith  asked  why  he  had  not  before  beeu 
paid. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  the  grade  damages  which 
he  was  engaged  in  settling  had  not  been  com- 
pleted until  the  present  time. 

.Mr.  smith  said  if  that  was  the  case,  be  would 
withdraw  bis  motion. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  wished  to  know  if  Mr. 
Coanor  did  not  receive  $''500  for  bis  services  in 
1SG9? 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  he  did  not  know  thai  Mr. 
Connor  received  su.h  a  sum.  I  ut  ii  he  did  it  was 
for  like  services  for  which  Mr.  Dennie  aud  Mr. 
Bobinson  were  paid. 

Jlr.  O'Brien  declared  that  it  wis  for  the  service 
for  which  he  w  as  now  to  be  paid. 

Mr.  Flynn  leplied  that  it  was  for  service  in  tbe 
Street  Department,  while  this  was  for  the  Depart- 
ment ol  Paving. 

Ihe  vote  on  suspension  of  the  rules  was  de- 
clared to  be  not  two-thirds,  and  a  doubt  was 
raised. 

Mr.  Flynn  asked  that  it  be  verified  by  yea  I  and 
nays. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order, 
that  the  motion  could  not  be  entertained. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  of  older  to  be  well 
taken. 

A  further  count  showed  the  V3te  to  be  25  to  20 — 
not  two-thirds,  and  the  rule  was  not  suspended. 

The  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  relating 
to  tbe  City  Hospital  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

Tbe  report  recommending  tbe  return  to  the 
school  Committee  of  the  paper  relating  to  a  site 
for  a  schoolhouse  for  the  English  Hiuli  and  Latiu 
schools,  was  accepted,  in  coniurreme. 

The  order  to  pav  Freeland.  Board  &  RJchardaOU 
$1443  58.  for  goods  delivered  to  the  city  and  de- 
stroyed bv  tire  at  the  House  ol  Correction,  cmii  g 
up  with  the  amendment  < T  tbe  Council  to  pay 
other  parties,  non-concurred  in. 

Mr.  Btbinson  of  Ward  11  said  be  offered  the 
aniendmeut,  but  as  <he  other  branch  would  uot 
concur  in  its  adoption,  they  now  had  no  redress; 
as  be  was  not  desirous  iu  involving  Freeland. 
Heard  &  Kicbardson  in  any  suit  to  recover  for  the 
loss  of  their  goods,  he  would  move  'hat  tne  Coun- 
cil recede  from  its  former  actiou  in  the  adoption 
of  tbe  amendment. 

Tbe  motion  to  recede  was  carried,  and  on  the 
vote  to  pass  the  order  a  doubt  was  raised 

Ihe  order  was  passed,  in  concurrence,  by  a  vote 
of  23  to  18.

The  remonstrance    whs    rend    by    Mr,    Barnes   of 

W are.  I,  setting  forth  that  the  City  Hall  was  the 
proper  place  for  such  an  office,  and  as  the  aid  was 
paid   to   the  in   as   a   matter   of  right,   and    not  of 

charity,  they  remonstrate  against  brine  required 
to  go  to  the  (barn,  Bureau,  as  degrading  them  in 
the  eyes  of  the  public,  and  as  as  a  grievous  wrong, 

Remonstrances  to  the  same  effect  woe  also  pre- 
sented from  J.  II.  Cbadwick,  ueorge  u.  Carpenter, 
Horatio  liams,  and  others. 

Mr.  Uragg  of  Ward  14  presented  two  remon- 
strances ol  the  same  character,  and  desiicd  to  ex- 
plain  their  peculiar  bearing, 

objection  was  made,  when  Mr.  (iragg  read  the 
remonstrances,  and  stated  that  one  of  tbem  was 
from  Mrs.  (leneril  Biairdell  and  one  hundred  and 
e igbtv-eight  widows  of  soldiers  aud  others  receiv- 
ing state  aid  and  tbe  other  was  from  one  hundred 
returned  soldiers. 

The  remonstrances  were  ordered  to  he  olaced  on 
tile. 

lieorge  Curtis,  for  leave  to  purchase  tbe  City

REPORTS  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Coiumitttee  on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  re- 
fcireo  to  petition  it  James  H.  Littleton,  a  BUbSti- 
tute  Of  Hose  Company  No.  7  to  he  paid  for  in- 
juries received  white  iu  tie  discharge  ol  his  duty 
as  a  fireman,  made  a  report  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  ought  to  be  granted,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  pass:  ge  of  the  following  ordei : 

ordered,  1'har.  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
James  B.  Liftletot  ,  a  substitute  of  Hose  Company 
.No.  7,  the  sum  of  $100.  for  injuries  received  while 
in  the  discbarge  of  his  duty  as  a  fireman;  the 
same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  K ire 
Department. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Flanders,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  of  the  City  Council  ot  Dec.  14,  requesting 
them  to  inquire  and  report  whether  there  were 
any  private  tugboats  plying  in  our  harbor,  where 
the  owners  could  be  induced  to  furnish  them  with 
loreing-puuips  lor  the  extinguishment  of  tires, 
and  whether  ibey  would  place  themselves  under 
tbe  orders  ot  the  department  in  case  of  fire,  if  paid 
a  suitaole  compensation  for  said  services,  made  a 
report  as  follows: 

flic  committee  would  respectfully  submit  that 
in  considering  the  order  of  tbe  City  Council  re- 
questing them  to  investigate  and  report  whether 
anv  additional  safeguards  were  needed  to  protect 
our  city  on  its  water  Iront  from  fire,  thev  gave  the 
matter  contemplated  in  the  order  of  December  14 
a  thor ougb  investigation,  and  were  of  the  uonni- 
urnus  opinion  that  it  was  wholly  impracticable. 
The  tugboats  were  not  pioaeily  constructed ;  ex- 
tensive alteiations  would  have  to  be  made  to  tit 
tbem  with  forcing  pumns;  forcing  pumps  to  be  of 
practicable  service  would  cost  between  $2000  and 
$8000;  the  amount  of  room  necessary  to  lie  occu- 
pied by  hose  was  more  than  could  be  spared,  and 
they  were  as  liable  in  the  regular  routine  of  their 
business  to  be  five  miles  down  tbe  harboi  as  in 
the  vicinity  of  our  wharves,  and  could  not  there- 
fore be  made  available  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  committee  were  'ben,  as  now,  unanimously 
of  tbe  opinion  that  the  city  demanded  greater  pro- 
tection than  it  now  has  on  its  water  front  and  in 
its  harbor  from  tire,  and  the  only  method  to  secure 
tbe  same  would  be  for  the  city  to  construct  a  boat 
adapted  to  this  special  work,  and  to  lie  controlled 
by  rhe  department,  whose  special  duty  it  is  to  pro- 
tect property  from  tire. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

REMOVAL  OF  STATE  AID  OFFICE. 

Mr.  Salmon  of  Ward  3  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  passage  of  the  order  for  the  removal  of  tbe 
State  Aid  Office  from  its  present  place  in  the  Citv 
Hall. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  hoped  the  motion  would 
prevail,  since  the  order  was  passed  by  a  small  ma- 
jority, and  it  had  been  charged  that  tbe  opponents 
of  it  were  actuated  hy  false  sympathy.  The  remon- 
strances which  bad  been  presented  showed  bow 
wide-spread  was  this  feeling  of  opposition  hy  che 


soldiers  and  their  friedds  to  being  compelled  to  go* 
io  the  Chant;  Bureau  to  receive  tbe  aid  to  which 
they  were  entitled, 

sir.  sayward  of  Ward  i<;  opposed  reconsidera- 
tion, the' Committee  on  Public  Buildings  having 
been  ordered  to  procure  rooms  lor  tbe  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  and  this  was  the  only  suitable  room 
for  tbe  purpose.  Some  one  must  be  removed,  aud 
they  thought  this  room  to  he  the  only  proper 
room,  and  he  thought  so  now.  By  a  reconsidera- 
tion it  would  be  only  delaying  business,  through 
an  outcry  of  sympathy  for  the  soldiers.  Tbe  gen- 
tleman from  Ward  1  had  chatged  him  with  saving 
it  was  false  sympathy;  but  bis  language  was  that 
it  was  mistaken  sympathy,  and  not  false  sympa- 
thy. He  professed  to  Dave  a-  much  sympathy  for 
soldiers  as  others  bad,  and  lie  did  not  believe  it 
would  be  degrading  to  go  elsewhere  to  receive 
State  aid.  He  hoped  tbe  Council  would  adhere  to 
its  vote. 

Mr.  (iragg  of  Ward  14  said  he  had  no  intention 
of  delaying  liusines'.  nut  he  would  explain  why 
he  asked  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  order.  The 
order  was  reported  in  the  first  instance  without 
tbe  knowledge  of  the  Committee  on  State  Aid 
that  it  was  proposed  to  lake  tbeir  room,  and  when 
it  was  recommitted  for  a  bearing  most  of  tbe 
members  of  the  committee  were  otherwise  en- 
gaged and  could  not  attend.  They  believed  that 
a  I  etter  arrangement  of  rooms  could  be  made,  and 
it  was  so  stated.  It  was  tbe  opinion  of  the  mem- 
bers ol  the  Committee  on  State  Aid  that  there 
were  other  rooms  in  the  <  lty  Hall  which  could  be 
better  spared  than  a  room  to  which  fourteen  hun- 
dred persons  a  month  apply  for  payment  of  aid, 
one-half  of  whom  were  women,  in  making  these 
payments  it  was  often  necessary  io  hunt  up  an 
alderman,  and  should  the  office  be  removed  to 
Chardon  street  it  will  require  a  gieat  amount  of 
labor  every  day  in  running  to  tbe  City  Hall. 

Mr.  tjragg  referred  to  the  probability  of  an  ele- 
vator being  pi  t  into  tbe  City  Hall,  which  would 
make  the  rooms  in  the  upper  story  available  for 
offices.  The  City  Surveyor  occupied  nearly  the 
whole  front  of  one  story,  and  much  of  his  Work 
could  be  done  in  the  upper  story  or  out  of  tbe 
building.  There  was  no  special  need  that  the  in- 
spector of  Jl  ilk  should  have  an  office  in  the  City 
Hal',  and  he  could  be  accommodated  in  an  upper 
story  of  the  building,  having  few  visitors  until 
afternoon.  There  were  no  offices  in  I  he  City  Hall 
which  were  visited  by  more  person3  than  was  the 
State  aid  office,  anil  there  was  no  necessity  at 
the  present  tune  for  its  removal. 

On  the  ground  of  sympathy,  he  did  object,  and 
he  differed  with  the  gentleman  lrom  Ward  10. 
Tbe  soldiers  claim  that  they  have  earned  the 
money  which  they  receive,  and  they  did  not  wish 
to  have  it  looked'upon  as  a  charity.  The  widow 
of  a  soldier  said  to  him  that  she  would  never  go  to 
Chardon  street  to  receive  payment  of  state  aid, 
and  there  were  no  convenient  rooms  there  iu  which 
they  could  he  ace  mmodatcd  excep"  iu  tbe  base- 
ment, where  they  would  come  in  contact  with  tbe 
appl'canfs  for  charity.  It  was  tbe  sympathy 
which  was  claimed  for  the  soldier  which  made 
them  men,  and  their  feelings  should  be  respeeted. 

.Mr.  Sayward  stated  the  circumstances  uncier 
which  tbe  order  was  introduced  into  the  Council, 
to  save  time,  and  iu  reference  to  the  claims  for 
sympathy,  he  said  if  ths  signatures  to  these  re- 
monstrances had  been  obtained  on  that  ground, 
it  bad  been  by  fraudulent  representations.  The 
committee,  iu  making  the  report  in  favor  of  re- 
moval, did  not  view  the  State  aid  as  chanty.  The 
money  paid  to  them  was  rightfully  due  them,  and 
the  committee  bad  not  the  power  to  take  it  away. 
He  hoped  it  would  be  paid  to  them  as  long  as  they 
lived. 

Mr.  Barnes  inquired  if  the  gentleman  had  not 
said  that  the  paymen*of  Stale  aid  was  a  charitable 
object,  and  would  not  be  continued  much   longer. 

Mr.  Sayward  replied  if  he  did  sav  so,  it  was  from 
ignorance  of  the  object  of  it.  So  far  as  related  to 
the  procuring  of  rooms,  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  had  power  to^do  so,  without  coming  to 
the  City  Council,  but  they  preferred  to  ask  tor  the 
change  of  rooms. 

Mr  Patch  of  Ward  11  expressed  the  opinion  that 
there  was  no  occasion  for  the  removal  of  the  office 
of  State  aid.  No  class  were  moie  welcomed  to  the 
office  than  were  the  wives  and  daughters  of  the 
soldiers,  and  in  the  prospect  of  an  elevator  in  the 
City  Hall,  he  believed  that  rooms  could  be  found 
for  the  Inspector  ol  Buildings  without  making 
this  change  in  the  office  of  state  aid.

Mr.  Barn.s  of  Ward  1  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  order,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Bickfora  of  Ward  14  ottered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  Manly  Crossm  be  authorized  to 
erect  0  wooden  building  on  King  street,  in  Ward 
16,  more  than  forty  feel  in  range,  without  con- 
structing a  brick  wall  as  required  by  ihe  ordi- 
nance in  relation  to  tne  regulation  and  inspection 
of  buildings,  passed  July  8.

On  motion  of  Mr.Sayward  ol  Ward  1G,  the  order 
was  referred  to  tbe  Inspector  of  Buildings.

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  tne  rejection  of  the  order  for  the  payment  of 
th3  Burnll  claim,  which  was  carried,  when,  on  a 
further  motion  by  him,  tbe  order  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

STEAM    FIRE-ENGINES  ON    THE  WATER. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15,  the  or- 
der for  a  contract  U  be  made  for  the  building  of  an 
iron  steamboat  with  tbe  necessary  pumps  and 
other  apparatus  for  extinguishing  tires,  at  an  es- 
timated expense  of  §20,000,  (Cuy  Documeut  So. 
91,  1871,)  was  taken  from  rhe  table  and  onsideied, 

Mr.  Winch  ot  Ward  10  boped  the  order  would 
not  pass,  tor  be  believed  in  opposition  to  tbe  re- 
port of  the  committee,  mat  tugboats  coul'1  be 
procured  to  perform  the  service  required,  lustead 
of  §4000  as  the  cost  of  the  apparatus,  he  believed 
that  apparatus  could  be  put  in  lor  S1500.  One 
gentleman,  he  bad  been  informed,  was  willing  to 
lurnish  the  city  with  three  tugboats  properly  fit- 
ted up,  for  $4000  a  year.  This  would  not  be  more 
than  the  cost  of  one  boat  to  be  built  by  the  city, 
and  would  give  an  advantage  in  having  the  use 
ol  three  instead  of  one.  In  regard  to  the  ex- 
pense, he  believed  it  would  cost  §8000  a  year  io 
run  a  boat  by  the  city,  for  the  boat,  must  be  kept 
at  all  times  with  steam  up  lor  use. 

Mr.  Moulton  ol  Ward  9  said  he  would  like  to 
know  how  the  boats  could  be  put  in  use  should 
they  be  down  the  harbo.  when  they  are  wanted? 
They  would  not  remain  about  the  wharves  for  use 
al  a  tire  if  they  had  anything  else  to  do.  Suppose 
the  city  boat  should  cost  §S«00  a  year  to  run  it.  tbe 
employment  of  three  at  §12,000  would  be  as  much 
as  the  cost  of  the  city  boat  and  interest,  with  the 
difference  that  the  city  boat  would  he  always  under 
control  of  the  Fire  Department  for  use,  and  the 
others  would  not  oe.  Who  could  order  them  to  a 
tire  if  they  were  wanted?  They  would  not  obey 
auy  orders  ii  they  bad  anything  else  to  do. 

Mr.  Stone  of  »\  ard  5  said  he  had  had  a  long  talk 
with  tbe  Chiet   Engineer,  who  was   much  in  favor 


of  this  measure,  by  which   ten   times  the  cost  of 
the  boat  would  be  saved. 

Mr.  Winch  in  reply  to  the  objection  that  the 
boats  would  be  under  tbe  command  of  nohody 
said  the  committee  could  easily  make  such  an 
agreement  by  which  the  boats  could  be  at  the  con- 
trol of  the  Fire  Department,  ar,d  always  at  band  in 
case  of  a  tire.  In  regard  to  Ibeprice,  he  had  sineo 
been  assured  that  the  agreement  was  §4000  for  the 
first  year,  and  §3000  afterwards,  on  account  of  tne 
fixtures  being  already  in. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  there  appeared  to  be 
something  covered  up  iu  this  matter,  and  he  be- 
lieved tbe  city  should  own  the  boat  to  be  Used  for 
tires. 

Mr.  Mmlton  stated  that  objection  had  been 
made  that  the  city  boat  might  be  used  as  a  pleas- 
ure-boat. His  experience  on  one  occasion  showed 
that  there  could  he  little  pleasure  in  going  d"wn 
tbe  harbor  in  such  boats.  He  wished  to  know  if 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  had  not  an  interest 
in  a  tugboat. 

Mr.  Winch  replied  that  he  had,  but  he  weald 
not  conseut  to  have  his  boat  used  by  the  citv  for 
this  purpose.  Tugboats  were  not  always  out  at 
sea,  and  most  of  their  business  is  from  dock  to 
dock. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  said  that  there  ap- 
peared to  lie  somttbiag  cohered  up,  but  it  was  not 
by  tbe  Committee  on  tbe  Fire  Department,  who 
few  nothing  of  the  offers  which  had  been  spoken 
cf. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  moved  a  reference  of  the 
order  to  the  next  City  Government,  whici  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  decla.-ed  that  the  city 
should  own  its  boat,  and  he  believed  that  few  tug- 
boats would  be  capable  of  doingtne  work  required. 
Tbe  lire  commissioners  of  Chicago  wore  of  the  be- 
lief rhat  with  a  steam  rite-apparatus  iu  a  boat 
about  their  water  front,  much  might  nave  been 
done  towards  arresting  the  progress  of  tds  late 
disastrous  tire. 

Mr.  I'erkins  of  Ward  6  said  it  was  evident  that 
the  order  coul:t  not  be  passe .1  tonight,  anil  moved 
that  it  be  laid  on  tbe  table.    Carried. 

Mr.  sayward  presented  a  petition  from  G.J.  F. 
Bryant,  Cummings  &  Sears.  Nathaniel  Adams  and 
others,  for  a  room  in  the  City  Hall  for  the  In- 
spector of  Buikiiugs.    Ordered  to  be  sent  up.

REPORT    OX  PETITION  OF  N.  WARD  &   CO. 

Alderman  Little, from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
to  wnom  was  recommitted  their  report  upou  peti- 
tion ol  N.  Ward  &  Co.,  with  a  recjuest  to  hear  re- 
monstrants, made  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  the  result  of  a  full  and  impartial  hearing 
of  the  reuionstants  on  the  22d  inst.,  has  shown  the 
importance  of  the  business  conducted  bv  Messrs. 
Ward  &  Co., as  also  the  location  of  said  business 
at  such  a  point  as  shall  subserve  the  interests  of 
the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number.     With 
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proper  restrictions,  we  are  satisfied  that  upon  th? 
experiment  having  been  fully  tested,  many  of  the 
objectionable  features  will  be  removed,  and  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  petition  of  N.  Ward  & 
Co.  be  granted  upon  the  following  conditions, 
suo.ject  to  the  revocation  of  the  Board  of  Health 
when  necessity  shall  compel  the  same. 

1.  All  material  collected,  with  the  exception  of 
dead  animals,  shall  be  placed  in  tight  boxes,  and 
the  covers  of  such  shall  be  securely  fastened,  said 
boxes  to  be  placed  upon  the  vessel,  to  convey  the 
same  to  its  place  of  destination. 

2.  Every  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of 
such  material  shall  be  numbered,  and  the  name 
of  the  firm  be  placed  thereon  in  some  conspicuous 
place. 

3.  The  transportation  through  great  through- 
fares  shall  be  avoided  except  upon  cases  of  con- 
tingency. 

4.  >'o  material  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  upon 
the  wharf  or  place  of  departure  more  than  two 
hours. 

5.  All  material  when  placed  upon  the  vessel  for 
transshipment  shall  be  immediately  covered,  in 
order  that  no  offensive  odors  uiay  annoy  the 
neighborhood,  and  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  by 
steam  power. 

6.  The  smoke-stack  of  the  tugboat  shall  be  so 
constructed  that  the  same  may  be  lowered,  there- 
by avoiding  the  necessity  of  opening  the  several 
draws  to  bridges  through  which  it  may  have  oc- 
casion to  pass. 

7.  Dead  animals  shall  be  conveyed  in  covered 
carts  or  wagons,  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Health.

That  in  the  prosecution  of  their  inquiry,  they 
have  examined  all  the  assistants  in  the  (  it'y  Engi- 
neer's office,  who  have  been  employed  in  making 
the  measurements  required  under' the  tort  Hi; I 
contracts,  and  they  have  also  examined  tee  pres- 
ent contractor  lor  the  removal  of  earth,  and  the 
superintendent  and  members  of  the  committee 
having  charge  of  the  .Fort  Hill  improvements. 
They  have  also  avails d  themselves  of  the  volumi- 
nous evidence  taken  by  the  Committee  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  on  the  general  allegations  of  iraud  in 
the  peifonnance  of  the  Fort  Hill  conn  nets. 

To  state  the  results  of  their  inquiry  briefly — 
there  is  no  evidence  directly  implicating  any  per- 
sons employed  in  the  City  Engineer's  department 
in  the  fraudulent  transactions  which  are  shown 
to  have  ti.ken  place  under  these  contracts;  nut 
such  a  lack  of  svs'ein  has  been  shown  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  important  duties  devolving  upon 
the  Eigiiuei  's  depaiMuent ;  and  such  loose  notions 
appear  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  subor- 
dinates in  regard  to  th"  diuy  which  they  owe  to 
the  city,  in  protecting  ils  interests,  that  the  com- 
mittee, are  satisfied  that  a  radical  change  in  the 
organization  ol  the' department  is  absolutely  re- 
quired.

Owing  >o  the  unusually  eolil  weather  during  the 
month  of  June,  this  year,  the  nnuiliir  of  bathers 
fell  considerably  below  the  average.  In  the 
in .milis  of  July  anil  August,  however,  there  was  a 
large  increase'  «v*r  the  -aine  niontbs  in  any  pre- 
vious \ear.  and  the  result  of  the  record  for  the 
entire  season  shows  an  increase  of  6!),362  over  the 
year  1S7I).  jnd  an  increase  of  1,0X1,586,  the 
nvw  the  year  1866,  when  the  oaths  were  first 
opened. 

The  statement  of  expenditures  covers  the  whole 
period  ol  twelve  months,  instead  of  the  bathing 
season  of  four  months,  as  given  in  former  reports. 
This  accounts,  for  the  apparent  increase  in  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  the  establishments  during 
the  present  year. 

The  bathing-bouses  (numbered  Hand  12)  located 
at  Dover-street  Bridge  have   become   so  much  di- 
lapidated  that  it  will  be  uecessary  to  construct 
new  bouses  for  that  locality  next  season.

Alderman  Pierce  offered  an  order  to  rescind  the 
order  directing  the  euttinjr  down  of  the  trees  in 
question. 

Alderman  Little  said  he  offered  the  order  for 
tne  cutting  flown  of  the  trees  in  question,  and  to 
his  mind  there  was  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  removed.  They  weie  old  and  dangerous, 
and  the  more  so  because  they  take  up  from  one- 
third  to  on^-balf  of  the  sidewalk,  obsirucing  the 
wav  to  foot-passengers.  When  there  was  such  a 
call  for  widening  streets,  these  trees  were  an  an- 
novance  to  75,000  persons  a  day  who  travel  that 
sidewalk  to  taue  the  cars,  and  on  Saturday  night 
last  the  sidewalks  were  really  dangerous.  He  ad- 
mired tiees  as  much  as  any  one.  but  these  should 
have  been  removed  years  ago.  and  he  would  defy 
any  one  to  look  at  those  sidewalks  and  not  say 
that  those  trees  should  be  removed. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  aarreed  with  every  word 
which  was  said  by  the  alderman.  The  trees 
should  be  cut  dowii.  and  he  count  not  see  how 
tbev  could  be  allowed  to  remain  any  Innirer. 
With  large  e>  penoitures  for  widening  streets,  he 
could  ..ot  see  hew  they  could  allow  such  stumps 
to  obstruct  the  sidewalks.  They  took  up  not  less 
than  live  feet  of  the  sidewalks,  and  ue  Had  seen 
more  people  tumble  down  there  than  he  had  e<er 
seen  elsewhere  iu  his  life.  He  hoped  the  order 
would  not  pass. 

Aldermau  Jeukws  said  althousrh  he  voted  for 
the  order  to  remove  the  tires,  yet  be  should  |  refer 
tnc  present  order  with  an  amendment',  to  authorize 
the  cutting  down  of  lull'  the  trees, and  afterwards 
one  each  year,  until  trey  were  all  removed.  If 
one-half  of  them  should  be  removed  ne  thought  it 
would  oe  a  decided  improvement.  With  all  of 
tbein  out  of  the  way  imagine  what  it  would  be 
with  such  a  barren  place  m  front  of  th-  burial- 
ground,  one-half  of  them  should  he  it-moved  to- 
day, for  some  of  rhein  look  dangerous.  With  the 
order  amended  he  would  vote  lor  it.  Then  one 
tree,  could  be  taken  away  each  year. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  was  not  present  when 
the  order  was  passed  to  cut  down  the  trees,  but 
be  believed  the  public  exigency  demanded  that 
thev  should  be  cut  down.  He  had  read  some  arti- 
cles in  the  papers  on  the  subject,  bur  they  had  not 
changed  Ins  mind,  and  he  would  not  lake  the  back 
track.  There  were  those  who  could  not  see  that 
Boston  moved,  but  the  business  accommodations 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  would  not  answer 
for  today,  and  there  was  never  a  time  when  Bos- 
ton was'  growing  faster  than  now  Lei  a  man 
stand  in  front  ol  the  Ireuiont  House  for  half  an 
hour  and  he  would  make  up  bis  mind  as  to  the 
necessity  for  the  lemovai  of  these  trees.  He 
would  venture  to  predict  that  it  would  not  be  a 
month  alter  their  removal  before  every  one  would 
be  as  much  in  favor  ol  it  as  we  arc. 

Alderman  Oowdin  said  he  concurred  in  much 
that  was  said  ov  the  aidcrniai..  There  are  those 
Who  are  opposed  to  any  improvement  in  the  city, 
and  recently  an  ex-Mayor  or  the  city  had  said  that 
the  money  expended  for  the  widening  of  Hanover 
street  had  been  thrown  away.  When  a  man  in  the 
(  itv  Government  favors  improvements,  his  bead 
is  often  taken  off,  and  h-  had  seen  it  stated  in  re- 
lation to  these  trees,  that  had  the  order  been  of- 
fered before  the  election  the  mover  emild  not  have 
been  elected.  He  believed  they  should  do  their  duly 
fearlessly.  These  trees  fill  up  half  the  sidewalk 
and  obstruct  the  navel.  It  was  said  that  old  citi- 
zens were  opposed  to  the  removal  ol  old  land- 
marks, and  objection  was  made  to  the  removal  of 

SCOllav's  Building  on  that  account.  Vet  it  was 
one  of  the  best  things  the  city  ever  did.  Such  ob- 
structions should  be  removed  to  give  way  io  busi- 
ness. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  bad  seen  no  great  in- 
conveoiences  from  these  tree",  ro  cause  people  to 
tumble  down.  There  had  been  no  call  lor  their  re- 
moval, which  there  would  have  been  bad  they 
been  an  obstruction.  .No  citizen  had  asked 
for  it.  while  a  large  number  were  opposed  to  it. 
He  had  respeel  wr  Old  landmarks,  and  when  the 
necessity  arises  for  the  removal  Of  such  trees,  the 
people  will  call  foi  it.  In  » matter  of  this  de- 
scription, lie  believed  in  the  necessity  ol  rese-et- 
ing  the  uislus  ot  Ihe  community .      Ibis  was  not  a

Let 
this  he  kept  np,  and  they  would  soon  get  down  to 
the  boctom.  The  expenditures  generally  were  not 
so  much  as  the  charee  was. 

Alderman  Cowdin  .said  they  should  feel  grateful 
that  the  (j  jvernment  relorm  bad  been  to  so  great 
an  extent  over  the  previous  year.  He  learned 
from  the  auditor  that  the  saving  had  been  .•517,000. 
There  were  too  many  members  of  the  Common 
Council,  and  the  aldermen  should  lie  elected  fur 
three  > ears.  Then  there  would  be  retained  many 
members  of  knowledge  and  experience  from  year 
to  year.  He  hoped  the  members  for  ^the  coining 
year  would  continue  the  reform. 

The  order  was  passed  unanimously — yeas  10, 
nays  none. 

THE  COURT  HOUSE  SITE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  the  report  and 
order  in  favor  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  new 
Court  House  on  Mt.  Veruou.  Hancock,  Derne  and 
Temple  streets,  as  recited  iu  City  Doc.  87,  were 
taken  from  the  table. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  had  only  to  say  that 
the  committee  who  reported  in  favor  of  this  site 
for  a  Court  House,  alter  a  thorough  examination 
of  all  the  proposed  locations,  were  fully  of  the 
opinion  that  this  was  the  best  and  only  one  whi<  h 
they  could  select.  The  order  which  was  offered  tj 
ascertain  whether  the  reservoir  would  be  required 
Jor  further  use  was  offered  iu  the  belief  that  it 
would  not  be  needed  any  more:  but  since  the 
Water  Board  had  determined  otherwise,  heshould 
recommend  the  relerence  of  the  subjactof  a  Court 
House  to  the  next,  City  _<oveiunient. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  be  bad  come  to  tl  c  same 
conclusion,  although  he  had  believed  the  Court 
House  should  be  located  opposite  to  the  City  Hall. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  lie  wished  to  take  tins 
opportunity  to  correct  a  mistake  m  regard  to  the 
capacity  of  the  Beacon-Hill  Keaervoir.  It  was 
large  enough  to  require  eighteen  hou/s  to  fill  it, 
and  in  an  emergency  it  would  require  as  long  to 
empty  it,  holding  a  sufficient  quantity  of  wuer  to 
save  the  city  a  dozen  times  in  cases  of  tire.  It  is 
capable  of  being  of  much  service  te  the  city,  and 
is  of  more  importance  than  being  only  sufficient 
to  make  a  cup  of  tea.  as  had  been  represented. 

Alderman  Cutter  replied  mat  the  capacity  of 
the  reservoir  was  only  sufficient  to  furnish  the 
city  a  supply  of  water  for  three-quarters  of  an 
hour  at  the  ordinary  daily  use.  At  low  service  it 
would  not  last  much  longer,  and  it  would  not  have 
been  of  any  use  the  other  morning  in  the  supply 
of  houses  on  the  hill.  It  was  of  about  us  mucti 
use  us  the  tilth  wheel  of  a  coach,  aud  should  not 
i. e  allowed  io  lie  inle  earning  no  income.  Hit 
was  to  be  used,  it  should  have  been  much   deeper. 

Alderman  I'ooe  Slid  he  was  fearful  the  matter 
would  take  this  turn  when  the  order  ol  inquuy 
was  made  to  the  Water  Board,  and  he  was  not 
sure  that  the  order  was  not  passed  lor  the  purpose 
of  killing  the  reservoir-lot  as  a  site  for  the  Court 
House.  There  was  not  a  drop  of  water  iu  the  res- 
ervoir last  year,  and  if  it  was  of  any  use,  why  not 
have  it  filled  up?  1'be  objector  getting  the  repi  it 
appeared  to  have  been  to  stop  taking  the  site  Tor  a 
Court  House,  and  he  was  sorry  that  the  board 
should  back  down.    It  was  worse    than    the  order 


to  stop  cui  ting  down  the  trees.    He  hoped  the  mo- 
tion to  refer  would  not  prevail. 

Alderman  I.ittte  feared  that  the  report  of  the 
Water  hoard  was  proof  that  i»  reeds  reergsnizii  g. 
The  Board  had  proposed  to  the  City  Council  to  seU 
the  reservoir  as  of  no  further  use,  and  now  in  enn- 
seqenee  of  a  few  newspaper  squibs  they  had 
changed  tbeir  minds,  1'erhaps  tbey  ban  tetter 
take  down  half  of  it.  This  might  ie  used  as  an 
argument  against  the  estaDlishment  of  cutside 
boards  m  the  City  (joverrmtnt. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  bis  experience  on  Junes 
had  satisfied  him  oi  the  necessity  for  a  new  Court 
House.  Every  lor  wbich  bau  been  proposed  as  a 
site  had  been  examined,  and  asit  was  understood 
that  the  Water  Beard  were  anxious  to  sell  Hie  ies- 
ervon-lot,  and  weie  ci  mine  here  for  authority  to 
disuose  of  if,  the  eonmittte,  after  a  eaielul' ex- 
amination, were  of  the  opinion  that  it  wa?  the 
most  desirable  si:e  thev  could  obtain.  A  location 
opposite  ibe  City  hall  was  lot  desirable,  for  it 
would  he  expensive,  and  nor  iree  irom  noise.  The 
reservoir  site  would  not  be  live  minutes'  walk 
from  the  present  Court  House,  and  was  the  lest 
pi  ice. 

The  or.ler  .  f  inquiry  was  made  in  the  belief 
that  the  Water  Board  were  iu  l,.vor  of  sellii  g  ihe 
reservoir-lot.  so  for  as  if  was  objected  that  the 
Corrt  House  would  cause  a  depreciation  ol  inc- 
perty  in  that  vicinity  a  do|  rociatnui  was  caused 
by  locating  the  reservoir  there,  and  the  property 
w'ould  be  helped  by  the  removal,  while  an  advance 
would  be  in.de  in  the  vab'eof  the  property  in  its 
VKinit;.  Ri  tber  use=.  The  I',  net  b.nrd  ten  g 
of  opMiion  that  it  was  not  prudent  to  dispense 
with  Mie  reservoir,  and  seeing  tnat  the  board  was 
uor  now  full,  it  might  perhaps  be  better  to  let  the 
question  remain  open.  He  would  move  to  lay  it 
on  the  table  uuril  (he  next  meeting. 

Allerniai.  Cutter,  in  allusion  to  the  Statement 
that  the  Wr.ter  Board  was  n«l  perlect.  said  that 
this  hoard  was  not  perieci,  :is  it  Rpprarwd 
ten  minutes  ago.  When  tb<"  gentleman  was  pitch- 
ing into  it.  the  V.  Mter  Beam  answered  i  tie  iu- 
qjuy  in  the  spirit  of  the  older,  as  they  piobably 
supposed  it  was  wished,  anei  tie  was  not  so  sure 
but  that  was  the  design  of  n  In  relation  to  the 
Court  H'.use,  be  believed  that  thf  roseri  ior-lot 
was  the  propei  one  lor  it.  and  it  was  not  worth 
while  to  carer  to  tlmse  who  were  more  than  ti.ree- 
scoie  years  old,  tut  to  provide  for  coming  cei  i  i  n- 
tions.  That  site  w<  uld  be  a  place  lor  a  beautiful 
building,  ar.o  would  draw  there  mete  i  cepic  ih^n 
houses.

Alderman  Pope  said  it  was  evident  the  reeciveir 
had  been  tilled  to  kill  ihe  Court  H>  use  location. 
He  hoped  they  had  hack-bone  euousrh  6n  vote  at 
the  next  meeting  in  favor  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee.

COMMUNICATIONS     FBOM     THE     TRUSTEES    OF    THE 
PUBLIC  LIBEAKY. 

Public  Library,  Boston,  Dec.  27, 1871. 

To  the  riouoral.le  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 
In  answer  to  the  communication  of  the  City 
Council  relative  to  the  presentation  of  duplicate 
boobs  and  pamphlets  to  the  Historical  Society  of 
Chicago  or  to  such  other  libraries  in  that  citv  as 
might  be  deemed  expedient,  the  trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  deeply  regret  to  state  that  there 
are  no  duplicates  in  the  library  of  any  permanent 
value  which  have  not  been  given  to  it  by  private 
benefactors,  and  therefore  given  on  such  condi- 
tions that  no  volume  can  be  sent  aw«y  without  the 
consent  of  the  donor,  unless  it  be  represented  in 
exchange  by  some  other  works  to  be  credited  to 
tte  original  donor  or  his  gift. 

Under  these  conditions  the  trustees  found 
themselves  unable  to  accede  to  the  suggestions  of 
the  City  Government.

'i'o  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council:  I 
have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  I'ublic  Library,  passed 
at  their  meeting  this  daj,  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying out  tne  intentions  of  the  City  Council,  at  as 
early  day  as  is  practicable,  relative" to  the  opening 
of  a  Branch  Libraiy  at  South  Boston, in  the  rooms 
recently  hired  for  that  purpose. 

If  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient  to  grant  this  re- 
quest, ttie  trustees  will  be  enabled  to  make  the 
necessary  preparations  forshelving  the  bonks, and 
to  open  the  reading  room  with  a  portion  ol  the 
reference  library  shortly  alter  the  toms  are  fin- 
ished and  delivered  to  the  city  as  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy.

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Libra- 
ry be  authorized  to  provide  the  necessary  furni- 
ture, fixtures  and  other  apparatus  for  the  South 
Boston  Branch  Library,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing SflOOO,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation ior  the  Public  Library. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  authorizing  Manly  Urossin  to  erect  a  wood- 
en huilditig  more  than  forty  feet  in  range,  with- 
out, constructing  a  brick  wall,  in  which  ho  reports 
as  follows: 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  wooden  building  three- 
stories  high,  twenty-three  feet  wide,  on  King 
street,  and  extending  back  sixty-six  leet,  upon  a 
narrow  passageway.  This  binldii  g  is  to  contain 
three  dwellings,  each  for  three  families,  and  will 
be  surrounded  by  other  wooden  buildings.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  inspector  that  in  case  of  tire 
the  building  would  le  dangerous,  and  he  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  (be  order  be  tejecteu. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  re- 
jected. 


REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  petition  of  Nathaniel  Hall  and  oth- 
ers, desiring  municipal  aid  to  obtain  increased 
postal  facilities  in  Ward  16,  made  a  report  recom- 
mending that  it  be  referred  to  the  next  Citv  Coun- 
cil. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Legislative  Business,  who  were  directed 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  petitioning  the  Gen- 
eral Court  at  its  next  session,  tor  a  modification 
or  repeal  of  the  act  relating  to  the  connection  be- 
tween Boston  and  Chelsea,  made  a  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

It  is  urovided  by  chapter  65  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  1831,  that  the  town  of  Chelsea  shall  convey 
to  the  city  of  Boston  ail  its  rights  ana  interests  in 
the  real  and  personal  estate  then  belonging  to  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  and  also  relinquish  to  the  city 
the  exclusive  care,  management  and  regulation 
of  the  Court  Houses,  Jails  and  Houses  of  Correc- 
tion ;  and  the  town  of  Chelsea  is  authorized  to  ap- 
plv  at  any  time  to  the  Legislature  to  be  set  off 
from  the*  County  of  Suffolk  to  any  other  county 
without  opposition  from  the  city  of  Boston. 

It  is  furi  her  provided  that  the  act  shall  be  in 
force  so  far  as  it  respects  the  ct-nnectiou  between 
this  city  and  the  town  of  Chelsea  for  the  space  of 
twenty  years,  and  thence  afterwards  until  it  is  al- 
tered by  the  Legislature, unless  in  the  meantime 
Chelsea  is  annexed  to  another  county,  but  the 
rights  of  property  acquired  by  Bo-.ton  un  er  the 
act  shall  remain  forever  vested  in  said  city. 

The  substantial  provisions  of  the  act  were  after- 
wards incorporated  into  the  General  Statutes. 
[The  3d,  6th  and  34th  sections  of  chapter  17  are 
be.e  inserted  by  the  committee.] 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  tue  commissioners  of 
Middlesex  county  may  layout  a  county  road  iu 
Chelsea,  Revere  or  Wi'nthrop,  and  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, without  having  an."  control  of  the  matter,  or 
even  an  opportunity  to  present  any  objection  to 
the  proposed  action,  is  obliged  to  pay  the  whole 
expeuse  chargeaole  to  the  county  on  account  of 
the  laying  out.  widening  or  alteration.  Although 
the  county  property  is  vested  in  this  city,  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  whole  expense  of  providing 
it  is  borne  by  this  city.  To  state  the  matter  briefly, 
the  city  of  Boston  bears  all  the  expenses  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  and  the  city  of  Chelsea  and  the 
towns"  of  Revere  and  VVmtbrop  have  the  benefit, 
the  only  consideration  ou  their  part  being  non- 
interference. 

It  is  somewhat  surprising  that  this  one-sided 
arraugemeut  should  have  been  assented  to  on  the 
part  or  the  city  of  Boston,  and  being  assented  to 
that  it  should  have  been  allowed  to  exist  for  such 
a  length  of  time,  without  objection  from  the  city. 

The  committee  are  ot  opinion  that  the  statutes 
above  quoted  should  be  repealed  or  modified  with- 
out delay,  and  they  would  therefore  resnectlully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ol- 
der: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  General  Court  at  its  next  session 
for  a  repeal  or  modification  of  the  statutes  rolar- 
ing  to  the  payment  of  county  expenses  iu  the 
County  of  Suffolk. 

The  report  was  accepted  aud  the  order  *as 
passed. 

Alderman  Jenkius,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  was  teferreel  the 
order  autboiizing  the  Committee  on  Streets  on  the 
part  ol  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  pay  J.  H  Jen- 
Kins  the  sum  of  $500,  made  a  report  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  leferroc  tl-e 
petition  from  the  Trustees  of  Boston  Coll)  g<>.  lor 
a  modification  of  the  second  condition  in  the  deed 
from  the  citv  to  John  McKlroy,  of  land  on  Harri- 
son avenue,  dated  Aug.  1,  I860,  and  recorded  with 
Suffolk  deeds,  lib.  7S4.  tol.  170.  made  a  report  rec- 
ommending 'he  possage  of  the  accompanying 
order: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustees  of  Boston  College  an  instrument  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  request,  made  satisfactory  to 
the  Ci'y  Solicitor,  changing  the  second  condition 
in  a  deed  of  land  in  Harrison  avenue,  from  said 
city  to  John  McKlrov,  dated  August  1.  1M0,  and 
recorded  with  Suffolk  deeds,  lib.  7S4,  lol.  170.  so  as 
to  permit  dwelling  houses  to  be  erected  ou  that 
part  of  said  land  lying  northeasterly  of  a  line  par- 
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allel  with  and  125  feet  distant  from  Concord  street. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  dwelling-houses 
shall  not  ba  less  than  three  stories  in  height,  ex- 
clusive of  the  basement  and  attic,  and  shall  have 
exterior  walls  of  no  other  material  than  brick, 
stone  or  iron ;  ana  no  cellar,  basement-room  or 
other  apartment  in  such  dwelling-houses  shall  he 
sunk  more  than  three  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
present,  coping  of  the  dry  dock  in  Charlestown, 
such  level  to  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by 
the  City  Engineer,  or  other  officer  duly  apuointed 
for  thai  purpose  by  the  City  Council. 

Alderman  Cowdin  expressed  doubt  whether  the 
pa>sage  of  the  oruer  would  he  to  keep  good  faiib 
with  the  owners  of  other  property  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

Alderman  Pope  said  it  was  not  believed  to  he 
objectionable  to  other  parties,  while  it  would  be 
an  advantage  to  the  ci'y  in  a  modification  of  the 
conditions,  by  which  the  parties  could  obtain  a 
loan  ol  money,  and  the  city  an  increase  in  its  tax- 
able property. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

OltDEKS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  Thar  the  Committee  on  the  Harbor  he 
authorized  to  hue  a  suitable  person  asVeeperof 
Raiusford  Island,  and  to  fix  his  compensation,  to 
he  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  Boston  Harbor. 

Ordered,  Tbat  there  be  paid  to  Martin  McCarty 
the  sum  of  $500  in  lull  compensation  for  all  dam- 
ager  caused  to  his  estate  No.  78  Circuit  street,  hv 
the  raising  of  the  grade  of  said  street,  upon  the 
usual  conditions,  said  sum  to  be  charged  t.>  the  ap- 
propriation for  Paving. 

On  motion  ol  Alderman  Jenkins, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Sarah  M.  Cre- 
hore,  John  P.  Ilealy.  trustee,  the  sum.  of  $19,610 
for  land  taken  and  all  damages  occasioned  by  ihe 
widening  of  Hanover  street,  oy  a  resolve  of  Octo- 
ber 15,  1869,  upon  the  usual  conditions;  'also 

Ordered,  That  the  order  to  pay  the  said  Crehore 
$18,500  passed  Oec.  31,  1870,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  rescinded. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District  he  authorized  to  sell 
from  time  to  time  at  public  auction  such  estates 
owned  by  the  city  on  the  Suffolk  Street  District 
as  tliey  may  deem  best  for  the  city's  interest. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  (owdin, 

Ordered.  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Com- 
pany D,  First  Regiment  M.  V.  M.„the  sum  of  $100, 
for  repairs  of  a nnorv ;  said  sum  to  he  e Barged  to 
the  aopropriati  >n  for  Armories. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
O'Connor's  Band,  f«r  services  on  th-?  17th  of  June 
hist,  the  sum  of  $150,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  Armories  and  Military  Af- 
fair-. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  reply  to  a  request  for  in- 
rorinatiou,  stated  that  when  the  New  York  Ninth 
Regiment  came  to  this  city  in  June,  preparatious 
were  made  by  the  military  lor  a  proper  reception, 
and  extra  music  was  engaged,  iiilmore's  Band 
having  been  recently  paid  for  services  on  the  oc- 
casion O'Connor's  Baud  felt  that  they  should  also 
he  paid. 

Aldei  man  Cutter  inquired  why  this  bill  had  been 
delayed  so  long,  to  which  Alderman  Cowdin  said 
he  was  not  awaie  ot  the  cause  of  delay. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  could  not 'see  why  the 
city  should  pay  this  bill  for  the  employment  of 
music,  and  he  could  not  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  remarked  upon  the  impor- 
tance of  the  military  in  upholding  the  law,  and 
while  those  who  were  connected  with  military 
companies  weie  subject  to  a  great  expenditure  of 
time  and  money  in  their  services,  it  was  but  a  lit- 
tle matter  to  grant  such  means  of  encouragement. 

Alderman  Little  opposed  the  bill,  believing  that 


it  wag  not  for  the  encouragement  of  the  militia, 
hut  the  encouragement  of  incurring  bills  when 
the  military  bad  no  authority  to  incur  such  bills, 
and  was  an  act  which  the  memners  of  the  board 
could  not  do. 

Aldeimau  Plumer  repudiated  any  disposition  to 
neglect  encouragement  to  t  he  volunteer  militia,  as 
was  shown  by  the  freijueht  passage  of  bills  for 
armories,  etc. 

Alderman  Cowdin  contended  that  the  amount 
expended  wis  small  compared  with  other  expens- 
es. By  the  Auditor's  monthly  exhibit,  it  appear- 
ed that,  the  Committee  on  .Military  Affairs  had  ex- 
pended so  far  about  one-thud  of  the  appropria- 
tions. 

Alderman  Cutter  referred  to  the  date  of  the  hill, 
an  indication  that  it  hid  been  considered  a  mat- 
ter ol  doulit  whether  if  should  be  passed. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  if  he  understood  the  mat- 
ter, the  bill  was  incurred  in  the  reception  of  Jim 
Fisk,  anil  after  the  action  of  the  board  in  refusing 
to  receive  and  indorse  him,  he  could  not  vote  to 
pay  the  bill. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  lie  feared  the  chairman 
of  the  Commi  tee  on  Armories  did  not  understand 
this  case.  After  the  board  voted  down  the  enter- 
tainment of  frisk,  several  aldermen  and  others 
subscribed  money  to  avoid  this  difficulty  of  com- 
ing to  the  city  for  the  payment  of  the  expenditures 
in  the  reception  of  the  Ninth  Regiment. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  uot  subscribe 
money  for  the  reception  of  Jim  Fisk,  but  for  the 
expenses  or  the  Sixth  .Massachusetts  Regiment. 

Alderman  Cowdin  confirmed  the  above  state- 
ment, and  he  was  thankful  to  the  Aldermen  who 
subscribed  for  that  reception.  In  relation  to  the 
New  VorK  regiment,  it  was  not  the  reception  of 
Fisk,  but  the  regiment,  which  had  a  good  repu- 
tation, and  was  worthy  of  a  reception,  while  it 
was  a  common  thing  to  vote  money  in  oases  of 
this  kind. 

The  order  was  rejected. 

The  ordinance  in  addition  to  an  ordinance  In  re- 
lation to  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  build- 
ings, was  taken  from  the  table  and  passed,  with 
Slight  ameudmsuts. 

The  ordinance  provides,  section  1,  that  no  wood- 
en building  for  a  dwelling-house  shall  b?  erected 
outside  of  the  limits  piescribed  by  the  ordinance 
passed  in  July  last,  to  exceed  in  height  42  feet 
above  the  sills,  the  sills  not  to  be  below  the  grade 
of  the  street  nor  more  than  3  feet  above  the  grade; 
no  such  building  35  or  more  feer,  in  height  shall  be 
erected  in  a  range  of  more  than  40  feet,  without  a 
brick  wall  12  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  seoond 
floor,  and  8  inches  the  remaining  heieht;  less 
than  35  feet  in  height,  the  wall  to  be  8  inches 
thick  the  entiie  height,  the  walls  to  be  6  inches 
above  the  flat  of  the  roof,  and  the  top  to  be  cov- 
ered with  stone,  iron  or  other  metal,  and  where 
there  is  a  mansard  roof  the  wall  to  be  built  up  to 
the  under  side  of  the  roof  covering,  which  shall 
be  laid  iu  mortar  upon  said  wall. 

No  wooden  dwelling  house  shall  he  built  at  a 
less  distance  from  any  other  without  the  interven- 
tion of  a  brick  wall,  provided  that  a  wooden  ell, 
not  exceeding  30  feet  in  length,  15  feet  in  width, 
and  25  feet  in  height,  maybe  built;  no  wooden 
building  other  than  a  dwelling-house  shall  exceed 
a  height  of  52  feet  above  the  sills;  and  no  such 
building,  in  a  range  of  more  than  50  feet,  shall  be 
erected  without  the  constrection  of  brick  walls, 
the  walls  to  be  12  inches  thick  and  carried  up  four 
feet  above  the  roof. 

Sect.  2.  The  above  restrictions  not  to  apply  to 
buildings  at  a  distance  of  50  feet  or  more  from  any 
other  buildins,  or  from  any  street,  lane  or  alley; 
3,  buildings  to  be  erected  on  a  secure  foundation 
of  stone  or  brick,  with  conditions  relating  to  the 
same;  4,  relates  to  chimneys,  flues,  etc.;  5,  relates 
to  posts,  girts,  plates,  etc.;  6.  7,  and  8,  relates  to 
alterations  of  buildings,  obtaining  of  permits, 
and  penalties  for  violation  of  ordinance.

Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  its  reference  to 
the  next  City  Council,  the  subject  not  having  been 
considered  by  the  Committee  on  Common  and 
Squares. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  said  he  had  the  impression 
that  the  subject  had  been  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Common,  for  an  appropriation  was 
made  of  $21,000  for  this  square  at  the  beginni:  g  of 
the  year,  and  this  was  out  charging  the  sum 
named  to  tbe  appropriation  already  provided  for. 
It  appeared  that  the  cost  for  the  purchase  of 
buildings  on  the  land  was  not  so  much  aswas  sup- 
posed.

Sir.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  as  an  amendment 
after  the  word  ferry,  the  words  "as  in  *heir  opin- 
ion." He  wished  by  this  aineudmenr,  to  put  the 
responsibility  on  the  directors,  where  it  belonged. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Jlr.  Smith  ot  Ward  10  opposed  the  order  believ- 
ing' that  it  might  as  well  go  over   to   another  year 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  as  an  additional 
amendment,  at  the  end  of  the  order,  "and  as  the 
present  appropriation  will  wirrant." 

Jlessrs.  Smith  and  Brooks  of  Ward  I  opposed 
the  amendment. 

Jlr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  subject. 

Jlr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  stated  that  tbe  puttingon 
of  another  ooat  would  be  more  proper  in  tho 
spring;  at  present,  until  the  completion  of  the.

an  injury  rather  than  a  benefit,  as  it  was  desirable 
to  keep  a  boat  iu  reserve;  wbeu  the  new  boat  is 
completed  auother  can  be  put  on. 
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Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  hoped  the  motion  for  in- 
definite postponement  would  prevail,  believing 
that  the  next  Ciiv  Council  would  act  mure  under- 
standing!}' on  the  subject,  since  there  had  oeen 
such  a  (fccided  opposition  in  the  present  Courcil 
against  lice  ferries. 

the  amendment  was  rejected,  and  the  question 
recurred  upon  the  motion  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  opposed  the  motion,  de- 
claring the  opposition  to  furnishing  the  people 
with  proper  ferry  accom  nodatious  to  be  in  a  vin- 
dictive spirit. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  opposed  the  motion,  the 
amendment  which  bad  neon  adopted  being  a  good 
mil',  leaving  the  responsibility  in  the  hands  of 
good  junges,  who  should  he  acquainted  with  the 
needs  of  [be  people  of  Last  Boston,  and  the  ques- 
tion should  he  decided  tonight. 

Mr.  Flanders  said  be  had  bur  one  object  in  view, 
that  id  leaving  the  whole  question  with  the  direc- 
tors. If  they  did  not  know  their  duties,  let  them 
be  turned  out  and  new  ones  be  elected  in  their 
pines,  lie  had  always  been  in  favor  of  free  fer- 
ries, and  did  not  object  to  giving  all  the  accom- 
modations needed. 

Mr.  I'ease  of  Ward  l  said  that  the  action  of  the 
Council  would  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black 
in  relation  to  the  action  of  the  directors.  The  di- 
rectors had  derided  to  put  on  another  boat  next 
Monday. 

.dr.  I'ond  of  Ward  3,  a  member  of  the  board, 
continued  the  statement  i.i  lelalinn  to  their  action. 

Air.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  their  was  no  reason 
why  the  people  using  Hie  terries  should  not  have 
proper  conveniences, and  Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1 
was  til .ul  to  hear  him  say  so. 

The  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  lost, 
and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  order  requesting  tne  Mavor  to  petition  the 
Legislature  for  an  act  authorizing  the  Hoard  of 
Aldermen  10  construct  and  repairsidewaiks  where 
the  owners  of  abutting  estates  refuse  to  do  so, 
the  cost  lobe  &  Hen  on  said  estates,  was  consid- 
ered. 

.Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  passage  of 
the  order  as  unnecessary,  and  contended  that  as 
the  sidewalks  were  not  the  properly  of  individ- 
uals, they  ought  not  to  be  obliged  to  pay  for  their 
c  nistiuetion.  Be  hoped,  therefore,  tint  it  would 
not  be  passed. especially  f»s  it  was  slid  that  the 
last  Legislature  refused'  to  pass  a  similar  law,  and 
the  next  one  would  probably  take  a  similar  course. 

.Mr.  Perkins  ol  Ward  G  stated  the  cause  of  re- 
quiring sucli  an  act,  was  to  prevent  the  injustice 
to  which  many  Citizens  were  subject,  of  being  com- 
pelled to  pay  lor  sidewalks,  while  others,  from  a 
defect  in  the  law,  escape  the  payment  of  their 
share  of  the  expense.  To  obviate  an  objection, 
which  would  secure  the  passage  of  the  act  bv  the 
legislature,  he  would  move  to  strike  out  the 
woids  "and  repair."  If  this  amendment  had  been 
made  last  year  it  would  have  nassed  doth  branch- 
es of  the  Legislature,  having  passed  one  branch. 

.Mr.  ISicklord  of  Ward  15  hoped  the  order  would 
not  be  passed.  There  were  some  gentlemen  in  bis 
neighborhood  who  had  a  line  of  a  half-mile  on 
which  tbey  would  be  obliged  to  construct  side- 
walks, and  which  would  subject  them  to  a  great 
expense. 

Mr;  smiitb  said  he  was  willing  to  withdraw  bis 
motion  for  the  passage  of  the  amendment. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn, the  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  order  for  Committee  on  Public  Lands  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  abolishing  the  office 
of  superintendent  of  said  lauds,  with  a  view  of 
placing  the  city  lands  under  the  charge  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  or  the  City 
Surve>or,  oh  motion  of  Mr.  Howe  of  Ward  10,  was 
indeliniiely  postponed. 

LAYING  OUT  OF   WENDELL    STHEET. 

The  order  that  the  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested to  lay  out  Wendell  street  on  the  line  of 
Wharf  street  extended,  or  as  near  as  maybe  there- 
to, by  taking  twenty-two  feet  from  the  store  No. 
105  Broad  street,  substantially  in  accordance  with 
the  petition  of  J.  F.  Brown  and  others  to  the 
Street  Commissioners  in  October  last,  was  taken 
up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Dickinson  ot  Ward  11  said  this  was  an  un- 
usual order,  but  was  warranted  by  unusual  cir- 
cumstances. He  then  proceeded  to  give  a  historv 
of  the  Wendell-street  lite,  ami  the  circumstance's 
which  have  brought  about  the  present  state  of 
affairs.    Before  the  improvement  was  begun,  Mr. 


liordinan  had  a  block  of  stores  on  Broad  street 
between  Half  Moon  place,  now  Wendell  street, 
and  Baker's  alley,  now  Siurgis  street.  In  this 
bloCK  were  two  stores,  each  taxed  at  from  $45,000 
to  .$55,000,  and  one  at  S20.0U0. 

I.asr  year  a  proposition  was  made  in  the  Boar  1 
of  Aiociiuen  to  widen  naif  Moon  place,  which  was 
streoouslv  opposed  by  the  counsel  of  Mr.  Bord- 
inail,  and  Oaused  a  lively  disinssion  iu  the  board. 
The  board  laid  it  out  on  a  line  then  acquiesced  in 
bv  all.  by  taking  the  eighteen-foot  store  at  an  es- 
timated expense  oi  $82,800.  Mr.  Bordmau  claimed 
damages  of  >:.">. ooo.  In  Februarv  last  Mr.  Bord- 
nian  was  untitled  ov  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
conform  to  the  new  line,  and  remove  all  obstruc- 
tion', before  Che  ISttl  of  April.  He  then  got  an  ex- 
tension for  thirty  days,  and  agreed  in  writing  to 
complete  the  work  m'that  lime,  but  did  not  do  so,  • 
and  begun  to  press  for  a  change  in  i  be  line. 

Certain  persons  interested  inquired  of  the  Street 
Coiiiinisioners  if  a  change  would  be  made,  and 
one  of  the  laitersuid  he  would  swear  that  the  hue 
should  not  be  changed.  It  was  also  >aul  by  an 
other  of  the  board  that  certain  persons  were  paid 
for  their  opinions  and  interest  in  Bordman's  be- 
half and  their  views  had  no  influence  with  him. 

Apian  was  prepared  on  the  fth  August  chang- 
ing the  line,  >nd  giving  back  to  Mr.  Bordroan 
eightv-nine  square  feet  at  the  curve  and  taking  two 
square  Icet  further  back,  for  which  eighty-seven 
feet  net  they  were  to  allow  him  $8000,  t  >  be  taken 
from  the  slo.ouu  which  he  claimed.  T'ue  proceed- 
ings of  the  4tn  September  showed  that,  an  order  of 
notice  was  issued  returnable  on  the  13th,  and  the 
return  showed  that  Boardman  waived  the  order  of 
notice,  and  mat  none  ol  the  other  parties  in  in- 
terest were  notified. 

the  order  of  the  Street  Commissioners  was 
pass"d  on  the  4th  September,  and  an  order  was  in- 
troduced into  the  Board  of  Aldei  men  on  that  day 
and  passed  on  the  11th,  to  convey  'o  Mr.  Bordman 
the  hind  discontinued  and  pay  him  $37,000  for  the 
remaining  land  taken.  This  came  to  the  Council  on 
the  nth,  and  were  laid  on  the  table.  The  members 
of  the  Council  afterwards  visited  the  locality 
and  rejected  the  order.  An  order  of  inquiry  to 
the  Street  Commissioners  was  passed  on  the  28th 
of  September.  \\  hen  the  order  for  the  discontinu- 
ance of  this  portion  of  land  was  passed,  Mr. 
Bordman  having  carried  his  points  immediately 
began  the  work  of  clearing  away  the  obstructions 
and  of  putting  up  the  walls  of  the  bunding,  though 
be  had  neglected  to  proceed  to  clear  the  line  until 
that  time. 

The  street  Commissioners  by  their  action  al- 
lowed Bordman  S8O00  on  the  land  discontinued, 
from  the  §45,000  which  he  claimed, thus  paving  nim 
$37,000  for  a  less  amount  of  land  against  the  alder- 
men s  estimate  of  $32,800,  on  property  of  a  taxable 
value  of  $20,000. 

The  preseut  order  proposes  to  take  one-half  of 
the  next  store  at  an  extra  expense  of  $13,000  only, 
ascertain  parties  say,  who  are  willing  to  give  a 
bond  that  the  whole  improvement  shall  not  cost 
m nre  than  $50,000.  H?.  astced,  this  being  so.  if  it 
was  not-  better  to  secure  such  an  imj rovement  at 
so  small  an  expense? 

At  the  hearings  great  talk  was  made  about  the 
costof  this  improvement  amounting  to  $89,000, 
but  how  was  this  suai  made  up?  ftwas  staKd 
that  the  cost  of  one  store  would  be  $37,000,  and 
that  of  the  next  $52,000,  making  a  total  of  $89,000. 
That  was  talked  of  a  gcod  deal  until  the  otter  of 
S50.000  was  made.  It  the  commissioners  believe 
it  will  eostj$80,000.  why  do  they  not  comply  with 
the  request  to  give  the  City  Council  an  estimate  of 
the  expense.  The  reasin  why  tbey  do  not  is  be- 
cause the  expense  is  warranted  not  to  cost  more 
than  $50,000. 

Iu  legard  to  the  proposed  widening,  the  public  i 
interests  require  the  improvement.  The  testimony 
of  J.  F/.  Brown  and  others,  merchants  and  owners 
of  a  large  amount  of  property,  showed  that  it  was 
necessary  for  business  purposes.  Who  is  there 
against  it?  As  admitted  by  one  of  the  com- 
missioners, there  were  only"  paid  architects  ad- 
verse to  the  improvement.  It  was  said  in  opposi- 
tion that  it  was  not  necessary  because  it  was  but 
fifty  feet  to  Sturgis  street,  which  was  a  street  of 
good  width:  but  vVendell  street  having  been  laid 
our,  it  should  be  a  good  one.  instead  of  a  narrow, 
crooked  and  unsightly  street. 

Private  interests  would  not  suffer  by  the  pro- 
posed improvement,  for  the  property  of  Mr, 
Bordini"  had  been  comparatively  worthless,  and 
it  vvau'd  on  a  blessing  to  him  should  the  cr.y  take 
it.    The  block  of  the  two  la  rger  stores  was  erected 
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in  1854,  and  tliey  had  been  occupied  but  three 
years  out  of  eighteen.  Tbe  smaller  store  was 
erected  in  1857  or  1858;  the  boards  were  kept  over 
tbe  front  doors  for  eight  or  ten  years,  wben  it  was 
l3t  for  three  years,  and  bad  since  been  empty. 
There  had  been  an  average  emptiness  of  tifteeu  out 
of  eighteen  years,  and  rhe  stores  hadheen  an  incu- 
bus on  the  business  in  that  region.  There  could 
be  no  harm  in  removing  the  building,  and  no  in- 
Jury  could  come  to  private  interests. 

Mr.  Dickinson  expiessed  surprise  at  tbe  sum- 
mary manner  in  which  the  Street  Commissioners 
had  reported  on  tbe  subject.  He  helieved,  huw- 
ever,  tbat  the  commissioners  would  respect  the 
requests  of  tbe  Citj  Council,  for  the  busmess-rueu 
were  behind  them.  He  did  not  vi ish  to  raise  an 
issue  or  controversy  with  tbe  Commissioners, 
still  tbe  laeter  were  responsible  to  public  opinion. 
An  irresponsible  bouse  ought  not  to  be  counte- 
nanced in  our  municipal  affairs.  The  Council  had 
a  right  to  be  heard,  and  there  wjs  no  way  in 
which  such  force  and  expression  of  the  public  will 
could  be  leltas  through  them.  He  hoped,  there- 
lore,  that  tbe  ord^r  would  be  passed,  unanimously. 

Mr.  I'eikius  of  Ward  (isaid  it  appeared  to  him 
that  the  Council  was  disposed  to  indulge  in  fancy 
motions  this  afternoon,  particularly  when  they 
had  but  little  tunc  to  spend  upon  them.  As  he 
understood  the  question,  it  was  a  doubtful  one 
about  laying  out  tbe  two  streets  so  near  each 
other,  and  it  appeared  to  him  that  tbe  additional 
expenditure  uoposed  would  Le  but  throwing 
away  the  mouey.  He  therefore  hoped  that  the 
order  would  oof  ne  passed. 

llr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  believed  in  the  the- 
ory of  the  order,  and  as  tin-  gentleman  from  Waul 
11  had  stated  tbat  tbe  expense  would  be  but  $13,- 
000,  he  would  te  willing  to  vote  for  it  with  the 
amendment  which  he  proposed  to  otter,  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Provided  that  the  expense  of  laying  out  said 
street  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  SKi.uOO  In  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  already  appropriated  lor  said 
street." 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  would  go  further,  accept 
the  amendment  and  suggest  as  an  addition  that  a 
bond  be  given  to  tbe  effect  that  it  should  not  cost 
more  than  tbat  sum. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  t  said  that  notwithstanding1 
all  that  had  been  said  heretofore  and  now,  he  was 
not  prepa led  to  vote  on  tbe  subject.  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  II  appeared  to  grasp  at  the 
amendment  with  avidity,  and  it  might  ne  all 
light,  but  he  was  not  prepared  to  vote  for  it  and 
should  probably  vote  against  it. 

The  amendment  as  amended  hy  the  suggestion 
was  adopted,  and  tbe  order  was  passed. 

PETITION    BELATINCI    TO  A    I  IRK   ISC  AT. 

Tbe  following  petition  was  piesented  and  order- 
ed to  be  laid  on  hie: 

We,  the  undersigned,  merchants  of  this  city, 
who  have  a  large  moneyed  interest  on  its  water 
front,  anil  feeling  the  necessity  of  greater  protec- 
tion from  file  than  we  now  have,  would  respect- 
fully as.k  that  the  fire-boat  contemplated  by  the 
order  now  pending  before  your  honorable  body  re- 
ceive a  favorable  consideration,  that  rhe  long-need- 
ed means  of  protection  from  that  terrible  element 
be  furnished  this  great  and  growing  ml  crest,  which 
has  suffered  so  much  in  the  past  Irom  the  want  of 
such  protection.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Itobbins  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Commiitee  on 
Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  tbe  petition  id'  Su- 
san l«.  Kldii'ige  to  be  compensated  for  injuries  re- 
ceived by  an  alleged  delect  on  Howard  street, 
made  a,  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  order: 

Ordered,  that  there  b"  allowed  and  paid  t<i  Su- 
san H.  Kldridge  (1600,  in  lull  compensation  for 
injuries  received  on  the  9th  of  December,  1S70,  by 
an  alleged  delect  in  Howard  street. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

STEAM  PlttE-ENQlNES  ON    THE  WATER. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  the  order 
for  a  contract  to  be  made  for  Hie  building  of  an 
iron  steamboat  with  the  necessary  pumps  and  oth- 
er apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires,  at  an  esti- 
mated expense  of  $20,000,  (City  Doe.  No.  !H,  1871.) 
was  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 


Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said,  I  do  not  desire  to 
take  the  time  of  the  Council  hy  any  extended  re- 
marks upon  this  subject,  but  as  the  gentleman 
Irom  Ward  9,  during  the  cieha'e  of  last  week,  in- 
timated tbat  I  had  some  interest  of  my  own  to 
protect,  1  wish  here  to  disclaim  all  personal  inter- 
est in  this  question  or  in  any  question  upon  which 
I  have  acted  during  the  past  two  years  tint  i*  has 
been  my  privilege  to  occupy  a  seat  in  this  Council 
chamber. 

But2  sir,  I  have  yet  to  learn  that  any  member  of 
the  City  Council  who  may  be  conversant  with  any 
question,  whetbi  r  he  ootaiu  that  information  by 
the  ownership  of  property  or  otherwise,  should 
remain  silent  while  orders*  for  the  appropriation 
tf  large  sums  of  m.inry  are  heing  pressed  through 
the  Council  to  be  expended  iu  a  manner  which 
tbat  member  may  deem  to  be  not  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  tbe  city. 

I  opposed  the  passage  of  this  order  one  week 
ago,  feeling  that  if  some  further  protection 
against  fire  was  needed  upon  onr  water  front, 
for  the  same  amount  of  money  that  would  be  ex- 
pended in  the  purchase,  equipment,  and  ru&niug 
of  this  boat,  more  co^kl  service  De  obtained — anil 
for  a  much  less  sum  an  equal  amount  of  service. 

I  believe  sir,  that  the  committee  estimate  the 
expense  of  this  proposed  fire-boat  to  be  about 
S20,000,  anel  I  give  it  as  my  opinion  alter  a  careful 
examination  tiiat  her  running  and  other  inciden- 
tal expenses  will  exceed  $10,000  ner  year,  to  which 
add  7  per  cent,  on  cost,  say  91100,  aim  10  per  cent, 
for  depreciation,  $2000,  and  you  will  have  a  yearly 
expense  on  account  of  this  proposed  boat  of  at 
least  $13,400. 

Tbe  committee  claim  that  they  have  bad  no 
oft'ers  for  any  such  service  as  has  been  intim..tcd 
could  be  obtained. 

I  would  ask  the  committee  if  they  have  ever  ad- 
vertised lor  any  such  proposals.  ><>  objections 
bei  n g  lxade,  1  desire  to  read  lh»  following  letter, 
which  was  handed  lo  me  on  Tuesday  last." 

[The  letter  in  question  was  from  .1.  O.  Wether- 
bee,  Stating  that  he  ottered  the  services  of  the 
boat  Cocbituate  to  the  Committee  on  the  i'lre  De- 
partment for  SS50  per  month,  having  most  of  toe 
conversation  with  Alderman  Gibson,  The  state- 
ment gives  tbe  capacity  oi  the  I. oat.  her  pumps 
being  capable  of  throwing  eight  hundred  to  one 
thousand  gallons  per  minute-  A"  the  trial,  in 
presence  oi  members  of  the  conuui'tee,  she  threw 
two  streams  fully  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet, 
she  was  limit  expressly  to  go  into  places  Where  a 
larger  boat  cannot  lie  placed,  ami  will  tuin  in  any- 
place of  her  lengib :  all  her  apparatus  is  new.  anil 
she  i-  now  in  better  condition  lor  service  than 
ever:  she  can  he  heixllcd  Ivy  three  persons,  but 
c  in  cany  titty,  if  necessary.  There  is  no  ch..nce 
for  her  use  as  a  pleasure-boat,  as  she  was  built  lor 
work.] 

Mr.  Winch  further  remarked:  Now.  sir.  I  do  not 
wish  to  be  understood  as  indorsing  or  objecting  to 
this  boat  of  .Mr.  Wctheihce's.  1  know  nothing 
about  her  only  from  what  is  contained  in  th's  ic- 
ier and  an  accompanying  tcstunoiu.il.  Rut  from 
this  tetter  d  woui.i  seem  that  tins  committee  or 
.some  member  of  it  has  had  some  offers,  this  one 
at  lease,  lot-  this  kino  oi  service,  of  winch  1  hive 
heard  or  seen  no  mention  in  their  report.  1  hope, 
sir.  the  order  will  not  p;is~. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  ..said  this  was  no  new 
business  in  the  Fire  Department  oi  in  the  City  i.ov- 
ernment.  The  order  contemplates  a  steam  rtoar- 
ing. engine  which  shall  be  m  its  power  equal  to 
three  of  our  first-class  steam  fire-engines, and  will 
have  under  its  control  a  larger  lire  district  ilia  a  is 
assigned  to  any  three  of  our  steam  tin  -engines  com- 
bined. Of  the  necessity  of  ibis  floating  auxiliary 
toour  department  no  one  can  question  who  is  in  any 
way  familiar  With  its  history,  and  in  my  judgment 
it  is  <oie  of  the  most  economical  motes  thai  have 
been  made  looking  to  the  protection  of  property 
bv  the  extinguishment  oldies.  It  will  cost  ior 
the  land  and  house   lor  a    steam    tire-engiiK'    from 

twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars ;  h 
harnesses  and  furnishing  of  said  house,  six  thou- 
sand dollars,  making  a  sum-total  of  thirty  to 
thirty-one  thousand  dollars,  whde  the  average 
cost  of  maintaining  said  companies  are  nine 
thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Now  the  order  calls  for  an  appropriation  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  for  boat  and  equipments, 
which  is  eleven  thousand  dollars  less  than  it 
would  cost  for  an  engine-house  and  its  equip- 
on  n's.    Prom  the  most  e  ireful  estimate  I  can  get, 

I  Mini  that  it  will    cost    annually  to    run    this  ho  at. 
;:>.  which  figures  I  arrive  at  as  follows:     For 
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an  engineer  and  fireman,  $24(13  75;  for  a  captain 
and  . steward,  at,  a  salary  oi   (2200.  whirl)  will   lie  a 

sufficient  permanent  foroe  tor  all  practical  pur- 
poses, and  will  make  an  annual  cost  for  salaries 
of  $4663  75;  tor  fuel,  oil,  wast,-  and  other  small 
supplies,  ¥1500;  wharfage,  *500;  wear  and  tear, 
»av  ten  per  cent.,  #2000.    in  this  estimate  1  make 

no  allowance  for  extra  labor  in  nose  duly,  as  that 
force  will  be  supplied  by  detail  from  the  several 
companies  when  a  lire  calls  for  their  service  In 
that  direction,  and  should  there  be  a  regular  or- 
ganized company  to  do  duly  on  this  boat  as  huse- 
inen  alone,  it  would  not  exceed  the  average  run- 
ning expenses  of  one  of  our  steam  lire-engines. 

.Mr  Inlanders,  in  reply  to  au  inquiry  of  Sir. 
W'nih,  said  he  did  not  refer  to  htm  as  a  party 
wishing  to  contract  with  the  city  for  the  use  ot 
tug-boats. 

Mr.  Winch,  in  further  remarks,  stated  as  his 
belief  that  the  allowance  for  fuel,  waste,  etc.,  in 
the  Statement  made,  was  not  enough,  and  that  it 
would  Lie  more  likely  to  amount  to  $6000  than  in- 
side lie  w  ished  ro  know  it  the  committee  adver- 
tised lor  proposals. 

Mr.  Inlanders  replied  that  they  did  no  advertise 
Cor  proposals  for  the  use  of  tug-boats,  but  received 
bids  lor  buildii.g  oue. 

Mr.  liraggol  Ward  14  advocated  the  order,  be- 
lieving that  the  efficiency  of  a  lire-engine  oh  the 
water  front  won  hi  be  in  its  being  under  the  direc- 
tum of  the  Fire  Department,  and  to  be  so,  the  city 
should  own  it.  In  tttber  hands  it  would  be  worse 
than  lolly  to  make  the  expenditure. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  had  made  some 
inquiries  of  underwriters  in  relation  to  this  pr-j- 
ei  t,  and  I  hey  were  of  opinion  that  it  should  pass. 
'hi  a  question  of  Mr.  Winch,  he  replied  that  their 
Opinion  was  that  the  ci.y  should  build  a  boat. 

Sir.  smith  of  \\  aril  1  was  willing  to  have  two 
boats  rather  than  none,  and  believed  the  city 
would  gee  back  the  cost  ten  times  m  five  years. 

Sir.  Kingsbury  Of  Ward  15  stated  that  one  fact 
had  been  overlooked.  Six  months  ago  a  petition 
was  presented  to  the  City  Council,  signed  by  in- 
tlucutial  merchants,  asking  fora  steam  lire-engine 
near  Atlantic  avenue.  That  was  laid  on  the  table, 
pending  this  question.  The  cost  for  land  and  en- 
gine-house would  be  $26,000,  for  running  the  en- 
gine ijfijlMlO;  while  this  fin -boat  would  do  much 
more  service  in  that  locality  than  a  steam  tire-en- 
gine on  land. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  was  in  favorof  hiring  a  boat, 
which  could  be  done  at  hall  the  cost  of  running  a 
boat  by  the  city,  and  was  therefore  in  lavor  of  in- 
lU'limlc  postpoin  meiu  of  the  order. 

A  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone    was  lost. 

Mr  Webster  of  Ward  6  advocated  the  contract 
for  employment  of  three  boats  at  au  expense  of 
£l'.i,0Uu,  as  preferable  to  the  building  and  running 
of  a  boat  by  the  city.  He  therefore  moved  a  ref- 
erence of  the  order  to  the  next  City  Council. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  ooposed  the  motion,  and 
hoped  the  order  would  be  passed  now.  A  fire- 
boat,  as  proposed,  would  do  as  much  as  six  fire- 
engines. 

.Mr.  h u  II  of  Ward  4,  in  reply  to  rhe  argument  of 
hiring  boats,  said  they  might  as  well  advocate  the 
hiring  of  horses  for  the  engines.  If  a  fire-boat  was 
wanted  lor  use,  they  must  know  at  all  times  where 
she  is. 

Mr.  Winch  said  in  regard  to  the  boatCochituate, 
she  could  be  had  at  all  times.  F.ven  should  she 
be  a  mile  oft',  they  could  get  to  a  fire  soouer  than 
a  boat  at  the  clock  could  get  up  steam. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  motion,  being 
of  Mie  belief  that  if  parties  expect  to  make  money 
bv  loaning  their  boats  to  the  city,  it  woula  be 
niuch  better  for  the  city  to  own  the  boat. 

The  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  lost, 
when  I  he  order  was  passed. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Waul  15  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  passage  of  the  order,  which  he  hoped 
woull  not  prevail. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Ou  motion  of  Mr.  Hyan  of  Ward  13,  the  order  in 
relation  to  leasing  a  portion  of  the  City  Hospital 
wharf  was  taken  up.  Mr.  Kyan  stated  that  the 
committee  bad  under  consideration  tue  petition 
for  a  purchase  of  the  wharf,  and  were  to  have  a 
meeting  to  act  upon  it.  He  theretore  moved  a 
reference  of  the  order  to  tue  next  City  Council, 
which  was  carried.

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  to  amend  by 
adding  to  the  order  "that  twenty-five  carriages  be 
provided  and  pail  lor  by  the  city  of  Boston,  to  be 
located  in  the  most  central  places  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  10  convey  parties  wishing  to  come  to  the 
City  II  ill  free  ol  expense;  to  be  charged  to  the 
Reserved  Fund'' 

.Mr.  Fly  no  raised  a  question  of  order,  that  the 
amendment  was  not  germane  to  the  question,  and 
the  point  of  order  was  sustained. 

Mr  O'Connor  said  he  hoped  the  order  would  not 
paw,  He  Mas  ,,  M,oscii  to  the  erection  of  an  eleva- 
tor, and  did  ihh  like  the  terms  of  the  order  to  ex- 
clude other  Dei. sons  tioin  making  a  contract  than 
thuse  nanieo.  There  was  no  need  .of  an  elevator, 
and  it  would  only  i-e  for  the  assistance  of  office* 

seekers  in  getting  Up  into  .•  he  >  ilv  Hall. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10 opposed  the  order,  doubt- 
ing Whether  a  water  elevator  wouid  answer  the 
purpose.  Ii  had  not  bee.i  sufficiently  tested,  and 
toe  order  should  not  be  pressed  at  the  present 
time. 

II  r.  Webster  of  Ward  C.  stated  that  the  elevators 
proposed  could  he  in  nle  to  carry  as  many  as  a  car 
could;  all  that  would  he  necessary  would  be  to 
have  v.  iter  enough. 

Mr.  Hull,  in  reply  to  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
10.  said  he  should  have  some  confidence  in  the 
Judgment  of  the  committee,  and  as  to  the  capacity 
of  the  elerafor  in  question,  the  same  objection,  if 
any,  could  be  made  to  a  steam  elevator.  He  had 
so  much  confidence  in  the  elevator  that  he  had 
contracted  with  Campbell  &  Whittier  to  put  up 
one  in  his  house,  and  theelevatot  could  be  con- 
structed 10  carry  any  weight. 

Sir.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  made  some  statements  in 
regard  to  the  investigations  of  the  committee, 
and  to  the  examination  of  an  elevator  of  the  pro- 
posed character  111  Hartford.  To  an  inquiry 
whether  there  was  any  risk  in  the  exhaustion  of 
the  water,  he  replied  that  there  was  not.  The 
committee,  after  an  examination  of  many  differ- 
ent elevators,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
was  tiie  most  desirable  oue,  aud  he  was  satisfied 
that  Campbell  &  Whittier  would  not  recommeud 
an  elevator  that  would  not  auswer  the  purpose. 
The  elevator  would  be  efficient  and  perfectly  safe. 

.Mr.  Kroery  of  Ward  10  expressed  a  preference 
for  a  steam' elevator,  and  while  he  would  not  say 
that  the  elevator  would  not  be  perfectly  sate, 
there  might  be  some  difficulty  in  running  parties 
up  too  quick,  should  several  get  out  part  way  up. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  advocated  the  order, 
and  stated  that  patents  bad  been  taken  out  for 
improvements  111  this  elevator.  There  could  be  no 
danger  with  it,  that  accidents  would  happen. 

Mi.  Smith  of  Ward  1  said  he  was  in  fa'or  of  a 
steam  elevator  lor  safety  and  efficiency.  He  would 
like  to  know  how  long  persons  wouldbave  to  wait, 
after  getting  up  in  the  top  of  the  building,  while 
the  water  was*  running  out.  He  was  in  favor  of 
the  Tuft's  elevator,  which  was  perfectly  safe,  and 
could  be  relied  upon.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that 
the  subject  would  be  referred  to  the  next  City  Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr.  Woods-  said  there  could  he  no  objection  to 
the  use  of  warer.  and  it  was  an  advantage  in  being 
more  economical.

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  (Mr.  Winch  e.f  Waid  10 
in  the  chair),  offered  the  following  resolution:

Mr.  *  landers  in  briefly  advocating  the  resolu- 
tions, said  it  was  a  very  pleasing  duty  for  him  to 
perform,  and  he  was  satisfied  that  its  :  entiments 
would  be  concurred  in  by  every  member  of  the 
council. 

Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14,  in  seconding  the  passage 
of  the  resolution,  which  he  did  heartily,  saul  it 
was  baldly  to  he  supposed  that  sixty-lour  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  could  come  together  for  a 
year  without  differing  in  some  things,  and  be  en- 
tirely unaffected  by  the  failure  of  cherished  meas- 
ures. His  personal  connection  witn  the  Common 
Council  for  the  past  two. years  had  been  very 
pleasant,  and  would  long  lie  remembered  by  him 
with  gratification.  He  took  delight  in  bearing  Ins 
testimony  to  the  courtesy  and  fidelity  of  the  pre- 
siding officer. 

The  motiou  was  taken  by  a  rising  Vote,  and  de- 
clared by  the  chairman  to  he  unanimously  car- 
ried. 

The  president  took  the  chair,  and  addressed  the 
Council  as  follows: 

Gentiuincn  of  the  Common  Council— I  thank 
you  sincerely  lor  the  complimentary  vote  you  have 
just  passed." 

In  the  closing  hours  of  the  municipal  year  it  be- 
comes us  to  take  a  rei inspect  of  our  experience  in 
cine  affairs  during  the  preceding   twelve  months. 


On  being  called  to  the  responsible  position  of 
presiding  officer  of  this  body,  I  entertained  much 
distrust  of  my  ability  to  pro'perlv  perform  the  du- 
ties, l»ut  a  firm  leliauce  on  your  kind  forbearance 
and  'favorable  consideration  induced  me  to  accept 
the  trust;  and  whatever  of  success  has  attended 
its  administration  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  unremit- 
ting coopetation  of  the  members  of  the  Council, 
and  the  assistance  of  the  raithful  and  efficient 
clerk  of  this  body,  whose  courtesy  ;lll0;  services, 
as  well  as  those  ot  the  other  officers  of  the  City 
Government,  I  shall  not  soon  forget. 

As  Lhe  city  increases  in  me  number  ot  its  inhab- 
itants and  m  business,  the  labors  anil  responsi- 
bilities of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Government 
must  necessarily  continue  to  augment.  A  recital 
at  the  prcent  inomentof  all  the  various  public 
measures  iu>on  which  the  Council  has  been  called 
upon  this  year  to  act,  would  occupy  too  much  of 
your  time. 

It  will  suffice  to  state  that  the  principal  matters 
which  have  received  your  attention  relate  to  the 
improvements  in  the  Suffblk-streetUistrict,  ihe  ex- 
tension of  Columiius  avenue,  the  widening  of 
Portland,  Hanover  and  Dudley  streets,  and"  the 
continuation  of  important  avenues  o—  the  Back 
Bay;  a  Home  ifor  the  Poor  at  Deer  Island;  a 
new  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Winthrop ;  the  Public 
Library  and  Branch  Libraries  at  south  Boston  mil 
at  the  Boston  Highlands:  the  A.mones,  Common 
and  Public  Squares:  the  Fire  and  Fire-alarm  De- 
partments; the  East  Boston  Ferries,  Public 
schools  and  Public  Lands:  the  City  Hospital.  Po- 
lice Stations  aud  Bridges;  the  purchase  of  liains- 
ford  Island;  the  Inspection  of  Buildings;  the  City 
Printing  and  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill. 
Touching  these  diverse  matters  (whether  the 
several  measures  concerning  them  were  ordered 
to  be  carried  into  effect  or  not),  as  well  as  many 
other  matters,  whether  of  less  or  greater  tuigni- 
turle,  or  appeit.iining  directly  or  indirectly  to  the 
ordinary  routine  of  municipal  affairs,  and  which 
it  has  been  your  province  to  cousider  and  act 
upon.it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  vigilant  scrutiny  by  the  Council  of  the  propo- 
sitions, the  zeal  and  intelligence  manilested  by 
the  members,  and  their  devotion  to  the  wants  and 
general  welfare  of  the  city. 

Two  subjects,  it  may  be  "stated,  have  been  before 
the  Council  of  vital  consequence  to  the  commu- 
nity. One  of  them  relates  to  the  sale  of  diseased 
meat,  which  had  necome  a  growing  evil,  highly 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  citizens. 

The  investigation  that  was  ordered  will,  it  is 
confidently  believed,  ultimately  result  in  cheek- 
ing, and  perhaps  eradicating,  flagrant  and  dan- 
gerous practices  iu  the  sale  of  an  iudispensable 
article  ol  food. 

The  secoud  question,  a  further  and  full  supply 
of  Hater,  also  touches  the  whole  population.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  quantity  of  water  must  be 
largely  increased  to  meet  ; he  daily  consumption 
of  this  rapidly  growing  metropolis,  as  well  as  to 
prepare  us  against  emergencies. 

Mirveys.  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  addition- 
al sources  of  supply  from  which  to  obtain  the 
needed  quantity,  have  neen  ordered,  and  also  in- 
quiries into  the  probability  of  using  salt  water  in 
the  case  of  tires,  and  for  the  sprinkling  of  streets, 
etc.,  with  a  view  of  leaving  tne  Coehituate  main- 
ly lor  household  purposes. 

'  The  corner-stone  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Monu- 
ment has  been  laid  during  the  year  with  imposing 
ceremonies.  When  the  work  is  completed  it  will 
not  only  commemorate  Ihe  patriotism  and  sacri- 
fices ofour  own  citizens  tor  the  preservation  of 
our  glorious  Union,  but  will  silently  and  surely 
tend  to  educate  the  people  in  the  finer  a  ml  aesthet- 
ic, as  well  as  heroic  qualities  of  character. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  important  improve- 
ment entered  upon  during  the  year,  and  the  carry- 
ing forward  and  finishing  id"  others  commenced 
by  former  City  Governments,  the  net  debt  of  the 
city  has  not  been  materially  Increased. 

The  members  of  this  board.  I  am  happy  to  say, 
have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  cry  made  in  limes 
past,  of  wasteful  extravagance  in'  fea-iing  at  the 
public  expense.  In  this  connection  I  ask  your  at- 
tention to  the  following  statements  taken  from 
the  hooks  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts: 

The  expenditures  of  the  Joint  Committees  of  the 
C'itv  Council  for  the  first  eleven  months  ot  thfl 
past  iyoar  have  been  to  December  1.  86000  less 
than  tb>se  of  (he  preceding  year  dunug  the  sime 

time:  while  the  wnole  amount  of  the  cost  of  re- 
freshments and  carnage-hire    furnished    to    ad 
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members  of  the  Common  Council  for  the  same 
time  is  only  $530  10,  being  $1270  less  than  lor  the 
same  time  tbe  previous  year,  in  which  my  prede- 
cessor look  snoiig  and  honorable  grouuds  against 
former  abuses  in  this  direction.  All  the  expenses 
of  this  board  have  been  charged  t  >  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  Comtson  Cuuucu,  which  has  been 
found  amply  sufficient,  there  being  a  balance  re- 
maining to  the  credit  of  the  fund  on  ibe  1st  De- 
cember, as  appears  by  the  Auditor's  Monthly  Lx- 
hiMt.ol  .'floia  6(>,  which  ivill  be  ample  for  the  next 
•Council  to  the  clo9e<vf  tue  present  financial  year, 
which  terminates  oa  the  last  day  of  April  next. 
Sly  thanks  are  due  to  you  all  for  your  earnest  co- 
operation in  securing  so  desirable  a  result. 

Uentlemen  of  the  Council— In  concluding  this 
hasty  epitome  of  the  proceedings  of  the  past  year. 


let  me  again  acknowledge  your  uniform  courtesy 
and  Kindness  on  all  occasions,  and  express  the 
wish  that  your  future  lot  in  life  may  be  in  every 
way  prosperous  and  happy.

REPORTS    ON    SUFFOLK    AND    CHURCH-STREET  DIS- 
TRICTS. 

Alderman  Pope  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Joint  Special  Committee  on  the  sufiolk—treet 
District,  for  the  year,  which  was  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

In  a  statement  of  a  history  of  the  improvement, 
it  is  said  that  the  estimated  cost  was  $2,351,550, 
not  including  payments  lot  estates  suirendered. 
The  payments  under  Ihe  contracts  for  filling  and 
for  incidental  expenses  last  year  nave  amounted 
to  8104,034  84.  The  amount  of  rhe  appropriation 
for  carrying  on  the  work  up  to  tne  present  tunc  is 
$1,506,248  1)6,  and  the  expenditures  have  amounted 
to  $1,331.532  30.  The  amount  yet  to  be  paid  on 
contracts  is  §103,505  95. 
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The  amounts  to  be  credited  to  the  improvement, 
for  buildings,  materials,  filling,  betterments,  etc., 
are  $58,551  m,  and  for  sale  of  estates,  §400,637  42, 
making  a  total  of  $459,189  18.  The  estates  paid 
tor  but  not  sold,  amount  in  value  to  138,667  96.  A 
recapitulation  gives  the  following  result:

The  eommittee  remark  that  itwould  appear  from 
the  expenditures  which  had  already  been  made, 
the  improvement  would  be  made  at  much  less  than 
the  estimated  cost. 

The  estimated  cost  of  raising  buildings,  etc.. 
was  $844,000;  there  had  been  uaid  for  such  work 
$284,000,  and  for  work  y>.t  to  be  done  the  cost 
would  probably  amount  to  $45,000,  which  would 
leave  the  cost  at  about  h:ilf  the  estimate.  The  es- 
timated receipts  for  laying  sewers,  etc.,  will  about 
cover  the  cost.  About  one-tbird  of  the  estates 
taken  have  been  recouveyed  to  the  owners,  and  it 
is  believed  itaat  all  of  them  will  be  reeouve.ved  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed,  in  July 
next. 

In  relation  to  the  unfinished  matters  in  the 
Church-street  District  left  under  their  charge,  the 
commit'ee  state  that  there  has  been  expended 
('uriug  the  year  $21,479  63— making  the  total  pay- 
ments $1,151,270  92.

THE   COURT   HOUSE  QUESTION. 

A  petition  was  preseuted  from  Josiah  Quincy 
and  others,  owning  estates  on  Beacon  Hill,  asking 
for  a  hearing  before  action  should  be  baa  in  tak- 
ing the  reservoir  lot  for  a  Court  House.  They  say 
that,  tbev  believe  wirn  the  Water  Board  that  the 
safety  of  the  city  may  be  endangered  by  dimin- 
ishing the  water  supply:  that  the  site  would  be 
inconvenient  for  'he  members  of  the  legal  profes- 
sion aud  for  the  public  at  large:  thai  the  value  of 
the  adjoining  lam.s  for  residences  wuld  be  great- 
ly diminished;  aud  that  the  immediate  erecci.in 
of  a  new  Court  House  cannot  be  delayed  by  grant- 
ing the  citizens  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  ou  the 
subject. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  G.  W.  Phillips 
ana  sixty-three  otbeis.  members  of  the.  sufiolk 
Bor,  besides  clerks  of  courts  and  others,  iu  favor 
of  the  location  ot  the  new  Court  House  on  the  les- 
etvoir  lot,  and  asking  that  the  board  do  not  ad- 
journ for  the  present  municipal  yeai,  without  ac- 
cepting tue  report  of  the  committee  and  passing 
the  orders  as  reported  by  them. 

They  give  as  various  reasons,  that  the  matter 
ha-  been  investigated  with  moie  than  ordinary 
fhorouehness  and  care  by  an  able  eominutee:  be- 
cause so  fair  and  disinterested  an  examination 
cannot  again  be  expected:  because  the  site  rec- 
ommended combines  advantages  ol  light,  air,  qui- 
et, and  central  position  which  cannot  be  had  in 
any  other  locality)  or  for  any  equal  cost;  because 
so  little  opposition  has  been  or  can  be  made 
against  it;  because  the  general  public  sentiment 
is  in  favor  ot  utilizing  I  his  piece  of  property ;  be- 
cause  nothing  but  a  remote  contingent  li- 
ability can  be  subserved  by  preserving  tins 
reservoir;  because,  should  there  be  any  such  lia- 
bility, it  would  be  but  temporal y  and  wholly  inci- 
dental, and  an  effectual  remedy  can  be  provided 
at  small  cost ;  because  every  means  can  be  lafeon 
lone  before  'he  removal  of  the  present  reservoir; 
because  a  stand  pipe  will  be  of  much  Delta 
vice  than  the  reservoir  can  be;  because  the  longer 
agitation  ol  the  question  creates  contentions  and 
divisions  of  opinion:  because  the  matter  is  now 
ripe  and  ready  foj  adoption;  and  finally,  because 
the  only  suggestion  before  the  board  interposing 
any  obstacle  to  ibe  passage  of  ibe  order  is  totally 
inadequate  as  a  laci  or  as  a  reason  for  the  longer 
postponement  <>f  public  improvement  where  so 
many  great  and  valuable  interests  are  at  stake. 

.Iiulse  Wright,  by  permission  of  the  Beard,  was 
allowed  to  read  Ibe  above,  and  to  make  some  re- 
marks upon  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  lake  property  for  a  court  bouse. 

Ezra  Karnswoi  tb  for  owners  of  estates,  and  one 
of  the  petitioner-  for  a  hearing,  urged  some  rea- 
sons Why  sv.en  a  bearing  should  be  granted. 

No  action  was  taken  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

CHANGE  OK  NAM!"  OF  NORTH    STREET. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  order  to 
change  the  name  of  that  port i or.  of  North  street 
between  Pock  square  and  liiekmond  street  to 
Converse  street,  was  taken  from  the  table  and 
considered. 

Alderman  Cutter  wished  to  lave  the  reasons 
which  called  for  a  change  in  th.i  name  of  the 
street. 

Alderman  Tierce  staled  that  the  call  for  a 
change  of  name  was  by  the  residents  of  the  street, 
while  the  business  men  occupying  stores  there 
were  the  opponents  of  the  change. 

Alderman  Cutter  objected  to  the  policy  of  chang- 
ing the  name  ol  Streets,  and  in  this  case,  they 
Should  respect  the  wishes  of  the  business  men 
who  bad  built  US  the  business  there. 

Alderman  Tinnier  referred  to  ibe  former  change 
of  the  name  of  the  street,  and  he  believed  the 
name  slienhl  remain  as  it  is  at  present.

Alderman  Kicker  said  he  should  like  to  accom- 
modate tlie  people  living  on  the  street,  hut  he  ob- 
jected to  the  principle  as  wrong,  and  the  change 

Would  he  hut  to  create  confusion  to  the  assessors 
department  and  the  registry  of  deeds,  tf  any 
change  should  he  made  it  should  include  the  street 
to  North  square,  where  the  street  makes  a  hend. 

Alderman  Cowdin  advocated  the  change,  and 
referred  as  a  precedent  to  the  change  in  the  name 
of  a  portion  of  Richmond  street,  because  one 
portion  was  of  a  reputable  character  and  the  othsr 
was  not. 

Alderman  Plumer  opposed  the  change  from 
principle,  and  in  answer  to  a  question  of  Alder- 
man t'owoin,  what  he  would  do  should  a  nortion 
of  the  street  where  he  lived  become  disreputable, 
he  said  he  should  move  out  of  ihe  street. 

Alderman  Plumer  further  stated  in  regard  to 
the  aiguni  nt  of  Alderman  Cowdin  that  the  oppo- 
nents of  a  change  lived  out  of  town. — that  as  large 
t  ixpayers  and  business-men,  they  were  entitled 
to  have  their  wishes  considered,  as  well  as  resi- 
dents of  the  street. 

'Ihe  order  was  rejected,  and  a  subsequent  mo- 
tion to  reconsider,  was  lost. 

THANKS    TO    THE    MAYOR. 

Alderman  Pierce  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

tterilved,  That  the  thanks  of  ibis  board  be  pre- 
sented to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  for  the  marked 
ability  with  which  be  has  Conducted  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  board,  while  serving  as  its  presiding 
officer,  and  also  for  the  valuable  aid  which  he  has 
rendered  to  the  members  of  the  board  in  their 
individual  capacity  dining  the  present  municipal 
year. 

Alderman  Pierce,  in  offering  the  resolution,  said 
he  did  so  with  much  sa'isfaction,  and  he  could 
add  his  testimony  to  the  manner  In  which  the 
Mayor  bad  discharged  bis  duties  with  credit  to 
himself  and  to  the  city. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote. 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  NAY0R. 

The  Mayor  took  the  chair  and  addressed  the 
Board  as  lollows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen — I  thank 
you  for  the  vote  which  you  have  passed,  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  manner  in  which  I  have  dis- 
charged iry  duties  as  your  presiding  officer,  as  the 
crowning  act  of  the"  year.  I  am  not  unaware 
that  in  the  discharge  "of  my  labors  I  have  heen 
greatly  aided  by  the  attention  which  you  have 
given  to  me  in  the  devotion  wnd  zeal  which  yon 
have  given  to  vour  official  duties.  1  thank  you 
for  the  courtesy,  confidence,  uniform  kindness, 
which  you  have  shown  towards  me  during  the 
past  year,  in  which  no  unkind  word  or  slightest 
personal  feeling  has  been  exhibited  in  our  inter- 
course. 

With  many  of  us,  today  ends  our  official  rela- 
tions with  each  other,  hut  I  trust  that  the  friendly 
relations  which  have  existed  between  us  will  be 
contined,  and  if  our  lives  are  spared  they  will  con- 
tinue to  afford  us  the  same  pleasure  which  they 
have  in  the  year  which  ends  today. 

VOTE    OF    THANKS     TO    THE     PRESIDENT     OF    THE 


Alderman  CowJin  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Uesolvcd,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  pre- 
sented to  its  chairman,  Charles  E.  Jenkins,  Esq., 
for  the  ability  and  impartiality  which  have  char- 
acterized the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  presiding 
officer.  Although  our  official  relations  are  about 
to  close,  we  shall  continue  to  hold  him  in  high  re- 
g.ird  for  the  very  valuable  service  which  be  has 
reuaered  to  the  city  during  the  time  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  Government,  and  for  the  uni- 
form kindness  and  courtesy  which  he  has  shown 
to  all  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact. 

ADDRESS  OF  THE   PRESIDENT. 

Alderman  Jenkins  addressed  the  board  as  fol- 
lows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen — In  re- 
sponse to  the  complimentary  resoliuion  which 
you  have  adopted  with  such  unanimity,  I  return 
my  sincere  acknowledgments,  and  I  assure  you 
that  I  fully  reciprocate  the  sentiments  of  good 
will  it  contains. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  tear  testimony 
to  your  devotedness  to  the  interests  of  the  city 
dunug  the  year  that  is  about  to  close,  knowing 


as  I  do  that  your  onerous  labors  have  been  cheer- 
iuliv  performed,  and  without  nope  of  reward. 

We  often  hear  it  more  than  intimated,  that  lit- 
tle or  no  consideration  is  given  to  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  city's  money.  I  think  I  can  sty  truly, 
that  all  things  considered,  the  management  of  the 
city's  business  will  compare  farvorably  with  that 
o(  many  leading  mercantile  houses  and  private 
corporations.  Associated  as  1  have  been  for  two 
vears  with  many  committees  on  the  part  of  this 
board,  as  well  :is  with  those  that  were  joined  by 
the  other  branch,  1  have  pleasure  in  statins  that 
in  no  instance  have  I  seen  a  disposition  to  treat 
with  indifference  any  question  that  involved  the 
expenditure  of  money  :  on  the  contrary,  each  mem- 
ber lias  made  the  case  his  own.  and  acted  accord- 
ingly; and  1  desire  here  and  now  to  express  my 
deep  obligations  and  my  thanks  to  those  members 
of  the  other  branch  with  whom  I  have  been  asso- 
ciated on  committees,  for  tncir  constant  attend, 
ante  and  carerul  consideration  of  every  subject 
that  has  heen  presented. 

The  recent  disclosures  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  municipal  affairs  in  the  city  of  Sew 
York  have  materially  stimulated  the  citizens  of 
all  large  cities  in  the  country  to  criticise  more 
closelv  than  usual  the  management  of  affairs  in 
their  "local  governments.  It  is  earnestly  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  have  permanent  results  in  lead- 
ing the  substantial  men  in  every  community  to 
Cake  a  greater  interest  in  and  give  their  personal 
attention  to  municipal  affairs. 

In  considering  our  own  Government,  it  has 
seemed  to  me  that  much  was  due,  for  the  honora- 
ble position  which  it  occupies,  to  the  ability  and 
integrity  ol  he  superintendents  of  the  various  de- 
partments, and  the  city  clerk,  cleik  of  committees, 
treasurer,  auditor  and  solicitor.  While  the  City 
Council  continues  to  sustain  such  officers  in  their 
places,  the  Government  cannot  he  corruptly  ad- 
ministered. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  various  departments, 
embracing  all  matters  ot  importance  that  have 
been  acted  upon  by  this  board  dur;ng  the  year, 
will  sooi-  ue  made  public,  and  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  probably  in  his  message  to  the  new 
Government,  to  be  inaugurated  on  Monday,  pas3 
in  review  our  werk;  and  recommend  such  action 
in  the  future  as  in  his  judgment  the  public  inter- 
est may  require.  It  is  unnecessary,  therefore,  for 
me  to  present  any  detailed  statement  of  what  we 
have  done  or  what  we  have  left  undone  during 
our  term  of  service. 

Although  few  new  projects  of  importance  have 
been  entered  upon,  this  has  heen  a  busy  year. 
Much  of  our  time  has  been  occupied  in  complet- 
ing the  work  begun  by  our  predecessors. 

That  great  public  imorovement,  the  raising  of 
the  Suffolk-street  District,  has  been  far  advanced 
towards  completion.  Fort  Hill  has  been  nearly 
reduced  to  the  grade  of  the  surrounding  territory. 
Kingston  street  has  been  widened  and  paved. 
Harrison  avenue  has  been  extended.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  completed  for  the  extension  of 
Columbus  avenue  to  Park  square.  Contracts 
have  been  made  for  the  extension  of  Common- 
wealtb  avenue,  Huntington  avenue,  and  Chester 
park. 

The  corner-stone  for  the  Memorial  Monument 
has  been  laid,  and  I  understand  the  work  is  fairly 
progressing.  A.  department  for  the  survey  and  in- 
spection of  buildings  has  beeu  organized,  and  has 
begun  the  performance  of  its  duties  in  a  manner 
promising  henelicial  results.  The  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  was  organized  at  the  beginningof 
the  present  year,  and  I  desire  to  say  that  I  feel 
greatly  indebted  to  the  members  of  that  board  for 
valuable  assistance  in  adjusting  questions  of 
damages  and  betterments. 

1  have  mentioned  thus  briefly  some  of  the  most 
important  measures  that  have  claimed  your  at- 
tention during  the  year,  knowing  that  I  should 
weary  your  oatience  if  1  attempted  to  speak  more 
in  detail  of  them  or  so  much  as  refer  to  nume- 
rous other  questions  that  have  been  before  you. 

This  day  terminates  thecounection  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  this  board  with  the  City  Govern- 
ment; but  friendships  we  have  formed  with  each 
other  and  with  those  who  occupy  places  in  trust 
in  this  building  will  never  be  forgotten.  Oursocia 
intercourse  has  always  been  pleasant,  and  has 
been  marked  with  courtesy  and  kindness  that  so 
well  become  the  members  of  this  board. 

To  His  Honor  Mayor  Gaston  1  must  again  ex- 
press my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  consid- 
eration which  he  has  always  shown  to  this  Board. 
Gentlemeu — For  jour  indulgence  to  me  while 
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presiding  over  your  deliberations;   for  your  co- 
operation in  maintaining:  the  dignity  oi  tne  board, 
let  me  again  thank  you  most  sincerely.    I  await 
your  further  pleasure,
